Than was 
it honourable to be a Poet: honourable ] lay, for 
that the Poet Laureate enioyed the honour of a 
Palatine. that tyme is paſte. There was atyme 
whan Logike & Aſtrology onely ſo weeried the 
heades of young ſchollers, yea and buſied olde 
age alſo, that true Philoſophie in deede was al- 
moſt forgotten, eloquence defaced, the langua- 
ges exiled. that tyme is paſt.

Geography 
laye hydden many hundred yeeres in darkeneſſe 
and obliuion, without regarde and price: of late 
who taketh not vppon him to diſcourſe of the 
whole worlde, and eche prouince thereof parti- 
culerly, euen by heareſay, although in the firſt 
principles of that arte, he bee altogeather ięno- 
rant and vnſ kylfull? This tyme is now. So long 
as Poctry was el the arte of grammer 
accompted of, Logike muche made of, Aſtro- 
logy well thought of: Diuine Poets, good Gra- 
mariens, perfect Logiciens, excellent Aſtro- 
nomers no where wanted,

lt is nowe almoſt one hundred & fiftie yeeres 
agoe, that Don Henrico, ſonne of lohn the fyrſt 
of that name Kyng in Portugale, and Nepheu 
vnto our Kyng Henry the fourth, made his vy- 
age after the conqueſt of Septa to the Canaries, 
and en Huraged the Portugales to ſearche the 
coaſtes of Atrica, and to ſecke the landes therea- 
bout not ſpoken of to fore. His grande Nepheu 
Iohn the ſeconde, ſo furthered this enterpryſe, 
that the Portugale ſhyppes halled the Cape of 
good hope, diſcouered Ethiopia, and ſayled 
where antiquitie denyed paſlage, beyond all A- 
frica into the Indian ſeas. He ſent alſo expert and

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cunning traueylers into Ægypt, and the redde 
{ca coaſtes to eſpye what way the Portugales 


might looke for beyond the Cape of good hope 


to Calecut in India:the which viage in his ſonne 
Emanuell his tyme, was proſperouſly taken in 
hand by Vaſquez Gama, the nienth day of luly, 
in the yeere ofour Lorde. 1497. & happely ended 
in Iuly againe, two yeeres after, to his great cre- 
dit and preferment, to the immortal fame & ho- 
nour of his Prince and counttey. Here began the 
ſtudie of Geographie, that euer ſince Ptolomeus 
raigne laye troden vnder foote, & buried in duſt 
and aſhes, to ſpring vp agayne, and by the relati- 
ons of { kilful traueylers in Europe, Affrike, & A- 
ſie:through the diſcouery of the far Indies, the 
Moluccaes, & new founde landes, of late ſo to be 
wondred at, as no other facultie more, I dare be 
bold to ſay, that generally all Chriſtians, Iewes, 
Turkes, Moores, Infidels, & Barbares be this day 
in loue with Geographie. The wylde and rogiſhe 
Tartares myght for famine periſhe in the winter, 
if they in the ſommer ſkylfully followed not the 
ſunne. The heathen Giapans diuided the worlde 
into three partes: Afrike was deſcribed by a 
Moore, The Iewes report the eſtates of all coun- 
treyes to the Turkes. The Turkiſhe Basſhaes go- 
uerne the ſweeteſt prouinces in Europe, A- 
frike, and Aſia, no men greater traueylers than 
Chriſtians, VVho but Geographers doe teach vs 
what partes of the earth be cold, warme, or tem- 
perate? Of whom doe we learne howe to diuyde

Let Gama be 
ſet in place, and Gama will tell you the ſituation, 
the maners,the force and wealth of forreyne na- 
tions, for Gama his endeuor was, not oncly by 
his friend Ccelius todeſcrye the countrey wher- 
ſoeuer he came, but alſo to learne him ſelfe the 
riches, ſtrength, and conditions of the people. 
Honour maynteyneth arte: and the {kill in Ge- 
ography, as all other ſciences, hath but a tyme of 
preferment, the whiche than chiefly myght bee 
looked for, whan it is moſt eſteemed. This in the 
noble mynde of Cadamuſt bred that earneſt de- 
ſire, after Don Henrico his example, to traueyle, 
to pen his owne aduentures into the Southeaſt 
and Eaſt partes, to make the nauigation of Gama 
and his companions knowen vnto the worlde, 
The occaſions, the good ſucceſſe, the great com- 
modities wherof, Barros a counſeller of the Por- 
tugale Kyng, paynted out long agoe in manye 
bookes, O ſorius of late, hiſtorically hath written 
the ſame in fewe, This made Marcus Paulus Ve- 
netus a courtier in Tartary, Hayton the Arme- 
nian to become a Frenchman, Lewes Vartoman- 
ne a traueyler in Ethiopia, Brocardus an inhabi- 
ter ot lury, & eche one of them to leaue his pain- 
ful iorney with poſteritie in wrytyng. This enfla- 
med the Spanyardes to take vppon them the diſ- 
couery of the VVeſt and Southweſterne landes, 
done and written by Columbus, Pinzonus, Al- 
fonſus, Corteſius, and Americus, of whom that 
region America hath name. VVhoſe long letters 
and tedious reportes of thinges there brought to 
paſſe 
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paſſe in the conqueſt of that halfe worlde, the 
ſtraunge beaſtes, the ſundry ſortes of fruites, the 
ioyes and riches the whiche that countrey yeel- 
deth, the manners and faſhions of the people, 
their cities, and princely palaces, theyr no bilitie, 
their maner of gouernement, their warres, theyr 
ſeruile eſtate vnder the kynges of Spayne, their 
conuerſion vnto the Chriſtian fayth, P. Martyr a 
learned and graue man, borne at Angleria in the 
duchy of Milane, then Preſident of the Spaniſh 
kinges counſell for the weſt Indies, gathered in- 
to one volume, and leauing a ſide all ſuperfluous 
narrations, made thereof, as it were, one briefe 
and continuall hiſtorie. This volume deuided he 
into eyghit Decades, after the Greeke worde, ſo 
calling the ſundry parcels thereof, for that eche 
one conteyneth in it ten particuler bookes or 
chapters. R. Eden our countreyman dyd into 
Engliſh, whan K. Philippe was in Englande, the 
three firſt Decades, and the fourth alſo, though 
vnder a wrong title, according to the Dutche 
Printers edition,wherin the fifte, ſixte, ſeuenth, 
and eight Decades were lefte out. He tranſlated 
moreouer Gonzales Ferdinandus Ouiedus bre- 
uiary of the weſt Indies, & geathered togeather 
out of many myghty and huge workes, ſome 
other prety pamflettes concernyng the Spany- 
ardes and Portugalles voiages into the late dif. 
couered lands, adding thereto certeine diſcour- 
ſes of the north partes. Theſe his aforeſayde do- 
inges, as fewe mennes workes at the firſt come 
exactly abrode, this paynefull tranſlatour myn- 
ded, if not to amende, at the leaſt to augment, 
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by puttyng thereunto in Engliſh Lewes Varto- 
mannus Nauigation into Agypte, Arabia, Si- 
ria,Perſia,and India, with our Merchantes Moſ- 
couian and Perſian trauelles: but death preuen- 
ted his purpoſe, not ſuffryng him to accompliſh. 
his deſire. 

Chriſtian charitie therefore vnto the party de- 
parted, cauſed me to helpe his workes forwarde: 
Nature moued me to take ſome paynes in pla- 
cing orderly, that whiche he had confuſely gy- 
uen out, the better to direct, and the more to 
profit the reader: My profeſſion enforced me to 
cut of ſome ſuperfluous tranſlations, and to fill 
vp the reſt of his doinges with P. Martyrs other 
writinges,and finally to furniſhe his want with 
my owneſtore, Hoping and perſwading with 
my ſelfe, that if God likewiſe call me from theſe 
worldly Nauigations, and earthly deſcriptions, 
before myother trauell in this facultye, taken 
long ſince in hande, be ended: ſome other profeſ- 
ſor of Coſmography wil ſo rewarde me after my 
death, as preſently of this dead man doe de- 
ſerue. Other credite ſeeke I none therefore, I 
loke for no prayſe, I hope not for honor, I gape 
for no gayne by this kind of ſtudic. I knowe this 
day no place, no preferment, no publike chayre, 
no ordinarie lecture, no commune ſtipende, no 
ſpecial reward due vnto the ſtudentes in Geo- 
graphy : no not at this time, when this faculty 
was neuer more ſet by: no not in this realme, 
where yt neuer more floriſhed, The honorable 
name of a Chriſtian, and the infallible fruites 
thereof, euer inclined me, euen from my tender 
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yeeres,for the ſmal portion of learning that go 
hath lentme,to do good, if I could,vnto many: 
and ipecially to make thoſe my friendes and wel 
doers knowen vnto the worlde, by whoſe benc- 
nolence & fauour I doe liue, and am mainteined. 
In the ſmal number whereof, for amongſt many 
wel willers J finde but few well doers, your Ho- 
nor (right noble Lady) my Lorde & eee no- 
ble children and yours, ſince my firſt returne 
from beyond the ſeas, muſt I confeſſe to haue 
ſtoode me chiefly in ſteede: & humbly acknow- 
ledge, the firſt yeerely penſion I cuer was aſſu- 
red of in England, to haue ben by your Ladiſhip 

beſtowed on me, V Vhereforeas I will moſt wil- 
lingly yeelde vnto many other of your Honors 
gẽtlemẽ to come of great houſes, to haue welthis 
er friendes, larger poſſeſſions & reuenues than I, 
to be more actiue, more comely, more wyſe, po- 
litike, learned, & to haue ſeene more: ſo in hũble 
duety, loyal ſeruice, ſincere affection & good wil 
to your Honor, I may, Ican, l wyl contende with 

any of them all, euen to the vttermuſt force and 

power of my hart, head, body, life, blood, mynd, 

& ſoule. In teſtimony wherof, and full aſſurance 

of my ſeruice vnto you for euer, theſe laſt doings 

of R. Eden newly encreaſed, my firſt labours in

The attempt of Colon, 


And ſeyng the kyng of Poztugale occupied in the conqueſt of 
Africa,and the Nauigations of the Eaſt, whiche were then kyꝛſt 
attempted, the kyng of Caſtple lykewyle nolefle buſped in the 
warres of Granada, he [int to his bꝛother Bartho/omewe Colon 
(who was alſo pꝛiuie to this ſecrete) to pꝛactiſe with the kyng 
of England (Þenry the leuenth) beyng very ryche and without 
warres, pzompyſpng to bꝛyng hym great ryches in ſhozt tyme, if 
he woulde ſhewe hym fauour, and furnyſhe hym with ſhyps to 
diſcouer the newe Indies, whereofhe had ccrtapne knowledge. 
But neyther here beyng able to bꝛyng bis ſute co paſſe, he cauſed 
the matter to be moued to the kyng of Poꝛtugale Don Alonſo, the 
kylch of that name: at whoſe handes he founde neither fauour noꝛ 
mony,fozaſmuch as the Licenciat Calzgdi/la the biſhop of /iſeo, 

and one maiſter Rodrigo, men ot credite in the ſcience of Coſmos 
graphie, witchſtoode hym, and contended that there neither was 
noꝛ cou de any golde o2 other ryches be foinde in the weſt, as 
Colon affirmed. By reaſon whereof he was very ſad and penſtue: 

but yet was not diſcouraged, oꝛ deſpaired of the hope of his good 
aduenture, which he afterwarde founde . This doone, he tooke 

ſhyppyng at Liſburne, and came to Palos of Moguer, where he 

communed with Martin Alonſo Pinzon, an expert Pilot, who

Ome thynke that the people of the newe wozld were called 
Indians, bycauſe they are of the colour of the eaſt Indians. 
And although (as it ſemmeth to me) they dyffer much in 

 _ rolourand faſhions, yet is it true, that of India they were 
called Indians. India is pꝛoperly called chat great pzouince of 
Aſia, in the whiche great Alexander kepte his warres, and was 
ſo named of the ryuer Indus: and is diuided into many kyng⸗ 
domes confinyng with the ſame. From this great India (called 
the Calt India )came great companyes of men, as wptteth He- 
rodotus, and inhabited that part of Ethiopia that lyeth betweene 
the ſea Bermeia(otherwyſe called the red ſea,o2 p gulfe of Arabia) 
and che ryuer of Nilas; all whiche regions that great Chiltian 
pince Preſter John doth nowe poſlelſe . The laid Indians 
pꝛeuayled ſo muche, that they vtterly chaunged the cuſtomes aud 
name 
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of the nameof the Indians. 4

fyꝛſte attempted ts diſcouer the Indies, he went chteffy to ſeeke 
the ryche Jlande of c yang o, whiche falleth on the part of great 
China oꝛ Cathay, as myteth Marcus Paulus Venetus,and other: 
And that he ſhoulde ſooner come thyther by folowpng the courſe 
ofthe Sunne Weſtward, then agayntt che ſame.

Indiane, which are altogether in general either purple oꝛ tawny, 
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The colour of the Indians. 


tpkevnto ſave Quinſes, oz of the colour of Cheſtnuttes oz D» 
pues, which colour is to them naturall: and not by theyꝛ goyng 
naked as many haue theught:albeit they2 nakedneſſehaue ſome- 
what helped chercvnto. Therefoze in lyke maner,and with ſuche 
diuerſitie as men are commonly whyte in Europe, and blacke in 
Afrike, euen with lyke barietie are they tawney in theſe 
Indies, with divers degrees diuerſly inclinyng mote oz leſſe to 
:blacke oz whyte. Na leſſe marueyle is it to conſider, that men are 
white in Siuile, and blacke at the cape of Buena Speranz a, and of 
Che ſtuut colour at the ryuer of Plata, being all in equall degrees 
from che Equinoctiall ipne . Lykewylſe, that che men of Aﬀeike 
and Aſia, that lyue vnder the burnt line {called Zona Torrida) art 
blacke: and not they that lyue beneath, oꝛ on this ſpde the fame 
lpne, as in Mexico, Iuc at an. CAuauhtema, Lian. Nicaragua, Pana- 
ana. Santo Domingo. Paria, Cape Saint Auguſtine, Lima, Quito, 
and other landes of Peru, which touche in the ſame Equinoctiall. 
Fon in all che tracte of theſe coaſtes, certayne blacke men were 
founde only in Quarequa, when / aſcbus Nuune ⁊ of Balboa dilcos 
uered the ſea of Sur . By reaſon whereof it may ſeeme, that ſuch 
barietie of colours pꝛoceedech of man, and not of the earth:which 
map wel be, aichough we be al bozne of Adam & Eue,x know not 
the cauſe why God hath ſo oꝛdeyned it, otherwiſe then to conſider 
that his diuine maieſtie hath done this, as infimte other, to declare 
his omnipotencie and wiledome, in ſuch diuerſities of colours, as 


bis appeare not onlp in the nature al man, butthe like alſo in beaſts, 


vyꝛdes, and floures, where diuers aud contrary colours are ſcene 
in one litle feather, oꝛ che leaues growyng out of one litle ſtalke. 
An other thing is alſo greatly to be noted, as ↄuching thele In⸗ 
-dians:and this is, that their heare is not curld, as is the Moqes 
and Ethiopians that inhabite the ſame clime: neyther are they 
balde, excepte very ſildome, and that but kde. All whiche thynges 
map gyue further occaſions co Philoſophers to ſearche che ſe⸗ 
cretes of nature, and complexions oł men, wich the nouelties of 
the nete wozlde,

Lato in his famous and diuine Dialogue, 
AJ named 7 imcus, where he entreateth ofthe 
FJ EX vniuerſallnature and frame of che whole 
ä wonlde, taketh fo2 his pzinciple the moſte 
I auncient hyſtoꝛie of an Jlande, in tyme of 
great antiquitie, named Athlantides, mas 
2 9 kyng alſo mention of che kyng, people, and 
— of the ſame: and that they kept warre agaynſt the 
At heniens, and were ouercome of them. Plato alſo there inducing 
the ſayde hyſtoꝛie to be rehearſed by one named Critia, who af: 
firmed that he had often hearde it ofhis Uncle, who was in the 
tyme of Solon, one of the ſeucn ſages of the Grekes, This 
Critiadedared, that when Solon went into E gypt to a rertayne 
titie tamed damm, ſituate pon the riner of Nilas, where the diuili⸗ 
on and recurryng ofthe riuer, maketh the Jlande Delta, he there 
ſpake with certayne learned pꝛieſtes, very ſ kylful in knowledge 
of antiquities of many woꝛldes paſt. Inſomuch that they made 
mention of manye thinges that were befoꝛe the flood of Moe, oꝛ 
Deucalion, and alſo befoze the vniuerſal conflagration oz burning: 
of the wozlde in the tyme of Phæton, fozaſmuche as the warres 
betweene the people of the ſapde Nande of Athlantides and the 
Atheniens, was long befoꝛe the general flood, and the conflagras 
tion afozeſapde, Plato induceth the pꝛieſt, ſpeaking to Solon in 
maner as foloweth, 
Thinges moſt marueylous and true (O Solon) — in 
auncient wꝛitynges and memoꝛie of our pꝛedeceſſours, and 
olde ages long befoꝛe our tymes. But aboue all thynges, one 
exteedeth al admiration foꝛ the greatneſſe and ſingularitie there / 
of, whiche is this: It is in our tecoꝛdes of mole antiquities, 
that in times paſt your citte of Athen: hath ofcentymes kepte 
warres agaynſt an innumerable multitude of nations whiche 
came from the ſea Atblantike, in maner into al E wrope and Aſa: 
whereas nowe appearech no ſuche nation, foꝛaſmuche as the 


layde ſea is nome al ouer nauigable ; _ pet at that tyme had, 
m 
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in the mouth, and as it were in the entrie (where you place the 
Columnes of Hercules) an Jlande whiche was ſapd to be much 
greater then al Africa and Aſia, and that from thence was pals 
ſage to many other Jlandes neare thereabout, and from the 
ſapde Jlandesto the continent oꝛ fyꝛme lande, whiche was right 
ouer agaynſt it neare vnto the ſea: Pet. that within the mouth, 
there was a litle gulfe with a pozte : the deepe ſea without, was 
the true ſea, and the lande without was the true continent. This 
Tlande was named Athlantides, and in it was a kyng of mar⸗ 
ueylous great power and myght, who had the dominion of the 
ſayde Jlande, and many other. and alſo a great part of the conti⸗ 
nent lande whereof we haue ſpoken, and muche moꝛe towarde 
our partes alſo, fozaſmuche as they were dominatours of the 
thyꝛde part ofthe wozlde.contepnyng Africa, Egypt, and Furope, 
euen vnto the ſea Tirrbenum, The power therefoze of them bez 
pnexthen-lo great, they came to inuade both pour countrey and 
irs, and all other that are within the Columnes of Hercules. 
Then (0 Solon) the vertue of pour citie ſhewed it ſeife famous 
in magnanimitie and feates of armes, wich the aſſemblance of 
the other Grectans, in reſyſtyng they2 great power, vatyl you 
had dꝛiuen them out of our lands, and reſtoꝛed vs to ourlibertie, 
But ſhoꝛtly after that this enterpꝛiſe was atchiued, befel a mar: 
ueplous great earthquake, and exundation oz ouerflowing ofthe 
fea, which continued foꝛ theſpace ok one day and nyght: In the 
whiche the earth opened it ſelfe, and inglutted all thoſe vali⸗ 
ant and warlike men, and the ſapde Nande Atb/antides ſunke 
into the bottome of the ſea, whiche was the occaſion that neuer 
from that tyme foꝛwarde, any ſhyp coulde ſayle that way, by rea⸗ 
ſon ofthe great mudde and ſlyme whiche remapned ofche dꝛow⸗ 
ned Jlande. 

This is the ſumme ofthole thynges whiche olde Critiaſapde 
he had vnderſtoode of Solon. And certapnely theſe woꝛdes of 
Plato ok the ſaid Jland,haue cauſed great contention among mas 
ny great Philoſophers, which haue wꝛitten commentaries vpon 
the ſayde Dialogue of Timeus compoſed by Plato: Juſomuche 
chat the ſame in thole dapes being vtterly vnknowen, many haue 
taken this narration of Solon, fo2 an allegogical fable, and haue 
interpreted the ſame in diuers ſenſes and meanpynges. But it

nowe well appeare the true meanyng hereoftobe his: that 
Plan intendyng towyte ol the vniuerſall frame of the wozlde, 
the whiche he knewe to be made an habitationfoz the diuine belt 
man, and alſo beholdyng therin the great oꝛnament and beautie 
ofthe heauen and ſfarres, whereby man myght knowe his God 
and creatour, it myght ſeeme to hym a thyng to farre from rea⸗ 
ſon, that only two partes thereof ſhoulde be inhabited, and the 
other part deſolate and depꝛiued of men: and that che Sunne 
and ſtarres might ſeeme to ſhewe they? lyght only halfe they 
courſe without p2ofite,ſhining only vpon the ſea and deſolate pla⸗ 
ces, deſtitute ot man and other liuing creatures. And therefoze 
Plato had in great admiration the hyſtozte of the ſayde Egypti⸗ 
an pzieſt, makyng mention ot an other part ofthe woꝛlde beſyde 
Aſia, Europa, and Aff ica, and thought it wooꝛthy to be rehearſed 
in the beginning of his diuine Dialogue afozelapde. Me ought 
therefoze certainely to thinke our ſelues moſt bounde vnto God, 
that in theſe our tymes it hath pleaſed hym to reueale and diſcos 
uer this ſecrete in the fyndyng ofthis newe wozlde, whereby we 
are certaynely aſſured, that vnder our Pole ſtarre, and vnder the 
Eguinoctial line, are moſt goodlye and ample regions, as well 
and commodiouſly inhabited, as are other partes ofthe woꝛlde 
beſtknowen vnto vs. |

Colonus therfoꝛe ſapled fy2it to the Jlandes ofCanarie, to 
the intente there co refreſhe his ſhyppes with freſhe water and 
fuell;befoze he committed hym ſelle to this ſo laboꝛous a viage, 
And becauſe J haue heare made mention of the Jlandes of Ca- 
nariæ, it ſhal not be muche front my purpoſe, to declare howe of 
bnknowen they became knowen, and of lauage and wilde, bet- 
ter manured . Fo? by the long courle of many peeres, they were 
foꝛgotten, and remayned as bnknowen, 

Thele ſeuen Jlandes (therefo2e) called the Canaries, were 
founde by chaunce by a frenche man, called Bet anchor. by the per⸗ 
miſlton of queene Katharine, pꝛotectrixe of king John her ſonne. 
while he was yet in his nonage, about the yeere of Chꝛiſte. 
P. CCC C. U, This Bet anchor inuaded two of theſe Jlandes 
called Lancelotus and Fortiſuent ura, which he inhabited # bꝛougbt 
to better culture. De being dead, his ſonne and heire ſolde bothe 
che ſayde Nandes to certayne Spautardes. | 

After this, Farnandus Peraria and his wyfe, inuaded Ferrea and 
Gomera. The other thꝛee were ſubdued in our time.Grancanaria,

kings charges. Gomera and Ferre were eaſily ſubdued : But the 


matter wentharde. with Alphonſus Lugo. q; that naked and 


wylde nation,fpghtyng only with ſtones and clubbes., dꝛoue his 
armie to flight at the firſt aſſaulte, and flue about foure hundꝛed 


of his men; But at the length he ouercame them. And chus 95

From theſe Jlandes Co/0n«s directyng his vopage towarde the 
welt.folowyng the falling ol the ſimne,but declining ſomewhat 
towarde the left hande, ſapled on fozwarde.xxxitt.dayes continu⸗ 
allp,hauyng only the fruition ofthe heauen and the water. Then (olonns men 
the @panyardes whiche were accompanyed with hym, began rebel agapnt 
fyꝛſt to murmure lecretelp among them ſelues , and ſhoztly after beim. 
with woꝛdes of repꝛoche ſpake euil of Co/on«s theyꝛ gouernour, 
and conſulted with them ſelues, eyther to rydde hym out of the 
way, oz els to caſt hym into the ſea : ragyng that they were de- 
ceyued of a ſtranger, an outlandyſhe man, a Ligurian, a Genues, 
and bꝛought into ſuche daungerous places, that they might 
neuer returne agayne. And after. xxxiii.dapes were pall, thepfu- ; 
riouſly cryed out againſt him, and thzeatned him that he ſhoulde ayne woowes 
paſſe no further. But he euer with gentle woꝛdes and large pꝛo⸗ and pionuſes. 
miſes, appeaſed their furie, and pꝛolonged day after day, ſome 
tyme deſyꝛyng them to beare with hym pet a whyle, and ſome 
time putting them in remembzance that pk they ſhoulde attempt 
any thing agatuſt him, oꝛ otherwyſe diſobey hym, it would be re⸗ 
puted foꝛ treaſon, Thus after a fewe dayes, with chearefulharts 
they eſpied the lande long looked foꝛ. In this fyꝛſt nauigation, 
he diſcouered. vi. ilandes, wherok two were exceedyng great: Ok 
whiche,the one he called Ei pani la. and the other 10banna. But Johanna. 
at that tyme he knewe not perfectly that Jobanna (otherwple 
called cube) was an ilande. As they coaſted along by the ſhoꝛe 
of certapne of theſe landes, they hearde Nyghtyngales ſyng in unn Kas 
che thycke wooddes in the moneth of J2ouember, They founde uember, 
alſo great rpuers of freſhe water, and naturall hauens, of capa⸗ 
citie to harbour great nauies of ſhippes. Sayling by the coalkes 
of Johanna, from the nozth poynt to the weſt, he rode litle leſſe 
then eight hundzed miles (fo they cal it a hundzed and foureſcoꝛe 
leagues) ſuppoſing that it had ben the continent oꝛ kyꝛme lande,

Turning thers 
foze the ſtemmes of his ſhyppes towarde the Eat, he affyzmep 
The Ylande of that he had found the ilande of Opbir, whither Solomons ſhippes 
Oppir- fapled fo2 golde. But the diſcription of the Coſmographers well 
conlidered, it ſeemeth that both theſe, and the other ilandes ads 

The Jlandes ioynyng, are the ilands of Antilia. This ilande he called Eiſpani⸗ 
of ntilia. /a, on whole noꝛth ſyde as he appꝛoched neare to the lande, the 
A thypwzacke, keele 02 bottome of the biggeſt veſſell ranne vpon a blynde rocke 
couered with water, and cloue in ſunder: but che playneneſle of 

the rocke was a helpe to them that they were notdzowned. as 

kyng haſte therfoze with the other two ſhyps to helpe them, they 

che people or bꝛought awaye al the men without hurte, Here comming kyꝛſt a 
$þe Jlande. fand, they ſawe certayne men ol the Nande, who perceiuyng an 
bnknowen nation comming toward them, flocked togeacher. and 

Naked people. ranne al into the thycke woods, as it had ben hares courſed with 
grehoundes. Duc men purſuing them, tooke onely one woman, 

whom they bꝛought co the ſhips: where fylling her with meate 

and wyne, and appareling her, they let her depart to her compa⸗ 

mne. Shoꝛtly after a greate multitude of them came runnyng to 

the ſhoꝛe tobehold this newe nation, whom they thought to haue 

| | diſcended from heauen. They calf them ſelnes by heapes into the 
_ Expert \wym- lea. came ſwimming to the ſhyppes, bꝛynging gold with them, 
Bold ton earth Whiche they chaunged with our men fo2 earthen pottes, dzinking 
andglaſſe. glaſſes, poyntes, pinnes, hawkesbels,looking glaſſe g, æ ſuch o⸗ 
beer trilles. Thus growing to further familtaritie,our men were 
Man uruges po) ably entertained of the king of that part ofthe iland, whoſe 
name was Guaccanarillus: fo; it hath many kyngs, as when Fne⸗

and pꝛouinces, as Latium, Megeutium, Turnum, and Tarchontem.

moleſt them exceedyngly, inuading their countrey, takyng them vat. 
taptiue, kyllyng & eatyng them. As our men ſayled to the ilandes 

of theſe meke and humane people, they left the ilands ofthe Ca- 

nibales; in maner in the middeſt of theyꝛ viage toward the ſouth, 

They complapned that theyꝛ ilands w:renoleſſevered with the 

incurſtons of theſe manhuntyng Canibales when they goe fozth a The erneltie of 
r2upng to ſceke theyꝛ pꝛap, then are other tame beaſt:s,ofLions *5* Cambales. 
and Tigers, Such chyldꝛen as theptake,they geld to make chem 

fat, as we do cocke chickens and poung hogges, and eate them 

when they are wel fedde: of ſuche as they eate, they fy2(t cate che 

mtralles and extreme partes, as handes, feete, armes, necke, and 

head, The other moſt fleſhye partes, they pouder foz ſtoze, as we 
do peſtels of pozke, and gammondes of bakon: yet do they ab- 
ſteyne from eatyng of women, and counte it byle. Therfoze ſuche 
poung women as they take, they kepe fo increaſe, as we do hens 
nes to lepe egges: the olde women, they make they? dzudges, 
They ol che ilandes (which we may nowe cal ours) bothe the 
men and ÿ women, when they perceiue the Canibales commpng, 
haue none other ſhyft but onely to flee : foꝛ although they ble ves 
ry ſharpe arrowes made of reedes, pet are thepof (mall foꝛce 
to rep2eſle þ furie of the Canibales : fo euen they them ſelues cons 
feſle, that ten of che Canibales are able to ouercome a hundyed of 
them it they encountre with them. Theyꝛ meate is a certapne 
roote,which they cal Ages, muche lyle anauewe roote in fourme wages. - 
and greatneſſe, but ofſweete taſt,much lyke a greene cheſtnutte, Ciootes in the 
They haue alſo another kynde of rootes, which they call /ucca, A ——_— 
whereof they make bead in kyke maner . They vle Ages Biead ofrootes 
mote often roſted oz ſodden, then to make bꝛead thereof , But 
thepneuer eate 7ucca, extept it be firſt ſliced and pꝛeſſed ( fox 
it is full of lycoure) and then baked oz ſodden. But this is tobe 
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maruepled at, chat the iuice of this roote is a poyſon as ſtrong 
Nrange nature, 88 Aconitum, la that if it be dzunke, it cauſeth pꝛeſent death, and 
pet the bzead made ol the maſſe thereof, is of good taſte and hol⸗ 


ſome, as they all haue pzooued. They make alſo another kynde 
of bꝛead ofa certapne pulle,, called. Panicum, muche like vnto 
wheate, whereof is great plentie in the Dukedome of Millane, 
Spapne, and Cranatum. But that of this Countrey is longer by 
a ſpanne, ſomewhat ſharpe towatde the ende, and as bygge as 
a mans arme inp bꝛawne: the graynes wherof are ſet in a mar⸗ 
ueylous oꝛder, & are in fourme ſomewhat lyke a Peale, TWhyle 
they be ſoure and vnripe, they are whyte,buc when they are ripe, 
they be verpblacke , when they are bzoken, they be whiter then 
ſnowe : this kynde ol grayne they call N ai2zium. Golde is of 
ſome eſtimation among them: fo2 ſome of them hang certapne 
ſmall pceces thereofat they: eares and noſethꝛylles. A litle be⸗ 
ponde this place, our men went a lande foz freſhe water, where 
they chauncedbpon a riuer, whole ſande was mpxed with muche 
golde. They founde there no kindes of foure footed beaſtes, ex⸗ 
cept chꝛee kindes of litle conies. Thele ilandes alſo nouryſhe 
ſerpentes, but ſuche as are without hurt. Likewiſe wilde geeſe, 
turtle doues, and duckes, muche greater then ours, and as white 
as ſwannes, with heades of purple colour. Allo Popintayes, of 
the whiche ſome are greene, ſome pelowe, r ſome lyke them of 
India, with pelowe rpnges about they2 neckes, as Plinic deſcri- 
beth them. Ofthele they bzought fourtie withthem, of moſte 
Iyuelp and dilectable colours, hauyng they? feathers enterming⸗ 
led with greene, yelowe,and purple, whiche vartette delyghteth 
the fenſe nota litle. Thus muche thought J good to ſpeake of 
Boppniapes (ryght noble pꝛince) ſpecially to this intent, that 
albeit the opinion of Cbriſtophorus Colonus (who affyꝛmeth theſe 


ilandes to be part of India) doth not in all poyntes agree with 


the iudgement of auncient wpters as touchyng the bygneſſe of 
the Sphere and compaſſe of the Globe, as concernyng the na⸗ 
uigable poꝛtion ofthe ſame being vnder vs, pet the Popiniapes 
and many other thynges bꝛought from thence, doo declare that 
theſe Nandes ſauour ſomewhat of ndia, eyther beyng neare vn · 
to it, oꝛ els ofthe ſame nature: fozaſmuche as Ari ſtole alſo, about 
the ende of his booke de C elo Mundo, and likewyſe Seneca.

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with diners other aucthours not ignozaunt in Colmographte,do India notrarre 
affirme that India is no long tracte by ſea, diſtant from &paine from 1 Hpapnss 
dy the well Ocean, fo) the loyle of theſe flandes byngeth foozth ioe. 
Maltyr, Aloes,and ſundzp other ſweete gummes and ſpyces, as Goſſampine 
doth India, Cotton allo of the Goſſampine tree, as in India in pq,

The languages of all the nations oftheſe ilandes, may well The language 
be wytten with our Latine letters. Foz they cal heauen Tuxei. —— Ins 
A houle Boa. Golde Cauni. A good man, T aino. Nothing, 44 - . 
ani. Al other woꝛds of theyꝛ language,they pꝛonounce as plain⸗ 
ly as we do the Latine tongue. In theſe ilandes they founde no Trees 6fruites 
trees knowen vnto them, but Pine apple trees, and Date trees, u 
and thoſe of marueylous heyght, and exceedyng harde, by rea⸗ 
ſon of the great moyſtneſſe and fatneſle ol the grounde, with Fat and mop& 
continual and temperate heate of che ſunne, whiche endureth 


ſo al che whole yere, They plapnely affirme the ilande of Hiſpa- 
niola to be the moſte fruitefull lande that the heauen compaſlech 
about, as ſhall moꝛe largely appeare hereafter in the particuler 
deſcription of the ſame, which we entende to ſet fooꝛth when we 
ſhalbe better inſtructed. Thus makyng a league of frendſhyp 
with the king, and leauing with hym. xxxbiii. men to ſearche the 
ilande, he departed to Spayne, takyng with hym tenne of the in- 
habitauntes to learne the Spamlſhe tongue, to the intent to ble 
them afterward fo interpꝛetours.Colonus therfoꝛe at his returne 
was honourably receiued ofthe kyng and queene, who cauſed 
hym to ſyt in they pꝛeſente, whiche is a token of great loue 
and honour among the Spanpardes. Me was alſo made Admi⸗ 
ral of che Ocean, and his bzother gouernour ofthe ilande. 
Toward the ſecond voyage he wasfurntſhed with. xvii, ſhips, 
wherofthzee were great caractes ofa thouſande tunne. xii. were 
of that ſoꝛt which the Spaniards cal Carazelas, without deckes, 
and two other of the ſame ſoꝛte ſomewhat bygger, and moꝛe apt 
fo beare deckes, by reaſonofthe greatneſſe of theyꝛ maſtes. De 
hadaiſoa thouſande and two hundꝛed armed footemen well aps 
popnted: among which were many artikicers. as ſinythes, Car⸗ 
penters, myners, and ſuche other, certayne hoꝛſmen alſa, weil 
armed: Lykewyle mares, ſheepe, heyghfers, and ſache other of 
both kindes loz encreale ; Lykewile al _ of pulſe, o grapne,

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you hereafter. Thus fare ye well, from the courte, at the Jdeg

and toꝛne, as wheate, barley, rye, beanes, and peaſe, and ſuche 
other, alwel fo2 foode as to ſowe : beſyde vines, plantes, and 
ſeedes, o ſuche trees, fruites ,and hearbes, as thoſe countreyes 
lacke, and (not to be foꝛgotten) ſundꝛy kyndes of artyllerie and 
iron tooles, as bowes, arrowes, croſbowes, bylles, hargabuſſes, 


bꝛode ſwooꝛdes, large targettes, pykes, mattockes, ſhouelles, 


hammers, naples, ſawes, axes, and ſuche other, Thus beyng 
furniſhed accoꝛdyngly, they ſet foꝛ ward from the Nandes of Ga- 
des (nowe called Cales) the ſeuenth day befoze the Calendes of 
October, in the peere of Chꝛiſt. 1493, and ariued at the ilandes 
of Canarie at the Calendes of October: Df thele ilandes, the 
laſt is called Ferrea, in whiche there is no other water that map 
be dꝛunke, but only that is geathered of che deawe, which conti⸗ 
nually diſtyllech from one only tree, growyng on the hygheſt 
bancke of the ilande, and falleth into a rounde trenche made with 
mans hande: we were enfourmed of theſe thynges within fewe 
dayes after his departure. That ſhall ſueceede, we wyl certifte

fron the newe ilandes, and ariued at Gades : but the gouernour 
of 
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of the ſhyppes ſent woozde to the kyng and queene, that he had 
none other matter to certifie them of by the poſtes, but only 
that the Admiral with fiue ſhyppes, and foureſcoze and ten men, 
remayned ſtyll in Hiſpaniola to ſearche the ſecretes of the ilande, 
and that as touchyng other matters, he hym ſelfe would ſhoꝛtly 
make relation in they pꝛeſence by wooꝛde of mouth : therefoze 
the day befoze the Nones of Apꝛyl, he came to the Courte hym 
ſelfe. That J learned of hym, and other faythfull and credible 
men, whiche came with hym from the Admirall, J wil rehearſe 
vnto pou, in ſuche oꝛder as they declared the ſame to me, when J 
demaunded them: take it therefoꝛe as foloweth, The third day 
of the Ides of October, departyng from Ferrea, the laſte ofthe The 71ands 
ilandes of Canariæ, and from the coaſtes of Spayne, witch a Ma⸗ of Ferxta. 
nie of ſeuenteene ſhippes, they ſayled. xxi.dayes befoze they canie 
to any ilande, inclining of purpole moꝛe towarde the left hand 
then at the fyꝛſt voyage, folowing che noꝛch noꝛtheaſt winde, and 
arriued fp2ſt at che ilandes ofthe Canibales o Caribes, of whiche Jlandes of the 
only the fame was knowen to our men. Among thele, they ales.

They The Jlande ol 
taried here no time, becauſe they ſaw it to be deſart. In the ſpace Donuntca. 
of cheſe. xxi. dayes, they thynke that they ſayled eyght hundꝛed x 
xx.leagues, the no2th noꝛtheaſt wynde was ſo ful with them, and 
ſo freſhly folowed the ſterne of theyꝛ ſhyppes. After they had ſay⸗ 
led a lytle further, they eſpied diuers ilandes replenyſhed with 
ſundꝛy kindes of trees, from the whiche came fragrant ſauours 
of ſpyces and ſweete Gummes: here they ſawe neyther man 
noꝛ beaſt, except certapne Lylartes ot huge bygneſſe, as they re⸗ Lyſartes. 
poꝛted which went aland to bie we the countre y. This iland they 
called Galana 02 Galanta: from the cape o2 poynt ofthis ilande, The lande at 
eſpying a mountayne a fare of, they ſapled thyther, About. xxx. nta.

d. xxx houſes, ſet rounde about in ozder, makyng the ſtreete in compaſle lyke 


a market place. And fozaſmuche as Jhaue made mention of 
thep2 houſes, it ſhall not be greatly from my purpoſe to deſcribe 
in w)at manner they are buylded: They are made rounde lyke 
belles oz rounde pauilions. They? frame is rayſed of exceedyng 
high trees, ſet clole togeather, and faſt rampaired in the ground, 
ſo ſtanding allope, and bending inwarde, that che toppes of the 
trees ioyne togeather, and beare one agaynſt another, hauyng 
alſo within the houle certaine ſtrong and ſhoꝛt pꝛoppes oꝛ poltes 
whiche ſuſteyne the trees from fallyng. They couer them with 
the leaues of date trees, and other trees ſtronglye compact and 
hardened, wherwith they make them cloſe from winde and wea- 
ther, At the ſhoꝛte poſtes oꝛ pꝛoppes within the houſe, they tye 
ropes of the cotton ofgollampine trees, oꝛ other ropes made of 
certayne long e rough rootes, much lyke vnto the ſhzubbe called 
Spartum, wherof in old tyme they vled to make bandes fot vines, 
and cables and ropes fo2 ſhyppes, Thele they tye ouerthwarte 


thehouſefrompolte to poſe, on thele they lay as it were cer⸗ 


taine matreſſes made of the cotton ofgoſlampine trees, whiche 
growe plentifully in theſe ilandes. This cotton the Spanyards 
tal Algodon, and the Italians Bombaſine: and thus they ſle epe 
in hangyng beddes. At the entrance of one of theyz houſes, they 
ſawe two images of wood lyke vnto ſerpentes, whiche they 
thought had been ſuche idols as they honour: but they learned 
akter warde that they were ſec there onlye foꝛ comelpneſle, foꝛ 
they knowe none other god then the ſunne and moone, although 
thep make certaine images ol gollampine cotton to y ſimilitude 
ok ſuche phantaſies as they ſap appeare to chem in the nyght. 
Our men found in they? houſes, al kindes of earthen veſſels, not 
muche vnlpke vnto ours. They founde allo in theyꝛ kytchens , 
mans fleſhe, duckes fleſhe,# goole fleſhe,al in one pot, and other 
on the ſpyts redy to be layde to the fyꝛe. Entring into their inner 
lodgynges, they founde faggottes of the bones of mens armes 
and legges, whiche they reſerue to make heades foꝛ they? ar⸗ 
rowes, becauſe they lacke iron, the other bones they caſt away 
when they haue eaten the fleſhe. They founde lykewyſe the head 
of a young man faſtened to a poſte, and pet bleedyng, They haue

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in ſome byllages, one great hall oz pallace, about the whiche 

they common houles are placed: to this they relo2t,as often as 

they come togeather to playe , When they percetued the com 

myng of our men, they fledde. In they houſes they founde 

allo aboue thirtie childꝛen captiues, whiche were relerued to 

pe eaten, but our men tooke them awap to vle them faz inter⸗ 

pꝛeters. Searching moze diligently the inner parts of the iland, 

they founde ſeuen other ryuers, bygger then this whiche we 

ſpake of befoze, runnyng thꝛough the ilande, wich fruitefull 

and pleaſaunt bankes, delectable to beholde , This ilande 

they called Guadalupe, foꝝ the ſimilitude that it hath to the mount The mount 

Guadalupus in Spapne, wherethe image of the virgin Parte Guadatupus.

to the Amazones in the tlande of Leſbos : the men chyldꝛen they 

lende to theyꝛ fathers, but the women they keepe wich them 
ſelues. 
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ſelues. They haue great and ſtrong caues oz dennes in the 

grounde, to the whiche they flee fo2 lafgarde if any men reſozte 

vnto them at any other tyme then is appoynted , and there des 

fende them ſelues with bowes and arrowes, agaynſt the violence 

of ſuche as attempte to inuade them.

Lykewyſe the thirde 
Ann. daye they eſpied an other, whole Diametral ſyde, extendyng from 
Santia Maria the Eaſte to the well, they iudged to be a hundꝛed & fyftie myle. 
Antigas. Chep affirme all theſe ilandes to be maruelous fayꝛe and fruite⸗ 
tlull: This laſt, they called Sancta Maria Antiqua. Daplyng for: 
warde. and leauyng many other ilandes, after they had ſay⸗ 
led about faurtie myles, they chaunced vpon an other, much byg⸗ 
nſuls crucit, ger then anp of the reſt, which thinhabitans call Ay O, bur ther 
Jlande of named it Inſula crucis: Pere they caſt anker to fetche freſhe 
de Canibales. water. The Admiral alſo connnaunded. xxx. men to goe a lande 
out of his owne ſhyp, and to ſearch the ilande: Pere they founde 
r foure dogges on the ſhoꝛe.

Among theſe there was a certayne woman, to whom the other 
gaue reverence, and obeyed as though ſhe were they; queene, 
Per ſonne wapted vppon her, beyng a young man, ſtrongly 
; made, 
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made, of terrible and froumyng countenance, and a L ions face. | 
Our men, leaſte they ſhoulde take the moze hurte by beyng . rongtirt with 
wounded a farre of, thought it beſte to topne with them. Ther- the Canibales, | 
fore with al ſpeede, ſetting fozward with their ozes the bꝛigandine | 
in whiche they were ſette alande , they ouerturned their Can04 | 
with a great violence, whiche being ouerwhelmed,they notwith- 
ſanding, as wel the women as the men, [wymming, caſte theyz 

dartes at our men thicke and thzeefolde, At thelength, gea⸗ 
theryng them ſelues togeather vpon a rocke couered with the 
water, they fought manfully vntyll they were ouercome and tas 

ken, one beyng flapne, and the queenes ſonne ſoze wounded. 
TUhen they were bzought into the Admirals ſhippe, they dyd no 

moze put of their fiercenes and cruel countenaunces, then do the The fiercenem 
Lions of Hbia when they perceiue them ſelues to be bounde in © terriblecour 
chaynes. There is no man able to beholde chem, but he ſhall — 
feele his bowels grate with a certapne hozrour, nature hath 

endued them with ſo terrible menacing andcruell aſpect, This 

coniecture I make of mee ſelfe,+ other which oftentymes went 

with me to fee them at Methymne Campi: but nowe to returne metuymna 
tothe voyage, Pꝛoceeding thus further and further, moꝛe then Campi. 

kyue hundꝛed myles, fy2ſte towarde the weſt ſouthweſt, then 

towarde the ſouthweſt, and at the length towarde the weſt 

nozthwelk, they entred into a mayne large ſea, hauyng in it in⸗ 

numerable ilandes, marueplouſlp dyfferpng one from another, Jnnumerable 
fo: ſome ol them were very fruitefull, and fullofhearbes and Alandes. 
trees, other ſome, very d2ye,barren, and rough, with high roc⸗ 

kye mountaynes of ſtone, whereof ſome were ol bꝛyght blewe, 

02 aſurine colour, and other glyſteryng whyte: wherefoze they 

luppoled them. by good reaſon,to be them: nes of mettalles aud magie 
pꝛetious ſtones: but the roughneſſe ofthe ſea, and multitude of cious tones, 
tlandes ſtandyng ſo thycke togeather, hyndered them ſo, that N 
they coulde caſt no anker, leſt the bigger veſſelles ſhoulde runne 
vppon che rockes : tcherefoze they deferred the ſearchyng of 
theſe ilandes vntyll another tyme: they were ſo manye, and 
ſtoode ſo thycke, that they coulde not number them, yet the 
ſmaller vellelles whichedzewe no great deapth, entred among 
them, and munbꝛzed fourtie and lyxe ilandes, but the bygger 
vellels kept aloofe in the mapne ſea, fo! feare of the rockes.

| The ſea cated They call the ſea where this multitude of ilandes are ſituate, 
Srchipelagus, Archipelagus. From this tracte pꝛoceding foward, in the midde 
ſata. .

dane 01 > 02 Buchena: but they named it nſu/a. S. Tobannis. Dyuers of 
them whom we had delpuered from the Canibales, ſayde that 
they were bozne in this ilande, affirming it to be verye populous 
and fruteſull hauing alſo many faire wooddes andhanens, Ther 
is deadly hatred and continual battayle betwene chem and the 
Canibales. They haue no boates to paſſe from their owne coaſtes 
to the Canibales: but if it be their chaunce to ouercome them 
| when they make incurſion into theyꝛ countrey to ſeeke their 
pꝛape (as it ſometyme happeneth, the foꝛtune of warre being vn: 
certapne)they ſerue them with lite ſaule, requiting death foz 
death , Fo2 one of them mangeleth another in pieces, and rolte 
chem, and eate them euen befoze their eyes. They taryed not in 
this ilande: Het in the weſt angle therof, a fewe of them went 
a lande ko freſbe water, and founde a great and high houle after 
the maner ol cheir buyldyng, hauing. xii. other of their vulgare 
cotages placed about the ſame, but were all lefte deſolate, whe⸗ 
ther it were that they reſoꝛted to the mountaynes by reaſon of the 
_—_ heate which was chat tyme of the veere, and to returne to the 
Feepentye | playne when the apze waxeth coulder, oz els for feare of the Ca- 
Japnes. nihales whichemake incurſion into the ilande at certapne ſeaſons, 
In al this ilande is only one kyng . The ſouth ſyde hereofexten- 
dech about two hundꝛech myles. Shoꝛtly after, chey came to the

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the Canibales, fyue hundzeth leagues. Here they founde althinges 
out of ozder, and they? felowes ſlayne whiche they lefte here 
m Pom at their fyzlt voyage. In the begynnyng of Hiſ paniols (hauing 
afine han- in it manp regions and kpngdomes as we haue ſapde ) is 
leagues, the region of X amen, whole kyng is named Guaccanarillus. 
eSpaniar- This Guaccenarillus topned frendſhip with our men at the fyꝛlt 
ls left in the bopage, and made a league with them: but in the abſence of the 
weare. Admirall;herebelled,and was the cauſe of our mens deſtruction, 
mg Guacta: although he diflimuled the ſame, and pꝛetended krendſhip at the 
| Adrnirales returne , As our men ſayled on pet a litle further, 
they eſpicd a long Canoa with many oꝛes, in whiche was the 
bother of Guaccanarillus, with only one man wayting on 
E 


lande of Hiſpanula, being diltante from the firife ande of 
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front the Canibales, and earneſtly beholdyng one ofthem whom 
our men called Katherine, he ſpake gentely vnto her. And thus 
when he had ſeene and marueyled at the hoꝛſes, and luch other 
thyngs as were in the ſhyppe, vnknowen to them, and had with 
a good grace and merply aſked leaue ofthe Admiral, he depar⸗ 
ted. Pet ſome there were whiche counſayled the Adnirall to 
keepe hym ſtyll, that yf they myght by any meanes pꝛooue that 
he was conſentyng to the death of our men, he myght be puny⸗ 
ſhed accoꝛdyngly. But the Admiral conſyderyng that it was 
yet no time to incenſe the inhabitantes mindes to wꝛath, dilmil⸗ 
ſed him. The next day folowyng, che kynges bꝛother reſoꝛtyng 
to che ſhyppes, eycher in his otwne name oꝛ in his bꝛothers, ſedu⸗ 
ted che women. Foꝛ on the next nyght about mydnyght, this 
Katherine, aſwell to recouer her owne libertie, as alſo her fe⸗ 
lowes, being ſuboꝛned thereto either by the king oꝛ his bꝛothers 
pꝛomiſes, attempted a muche nioze difficult and daungerous ads 
uenture chen dyd Cloelia ol Nome, whiche beyng in hoſtage with 
other maydes to the king Porcena, deteiued her keepers, and 
rode ouer Þ riuer Tiber, with the other virgins which were pled⸗ 
ges with her. Fo2 whereas thepſwamme ouer the riuer on hoꝛl⸗ 
backe, this Katherine with ſeuen other women, truſtyng only to 


the ſtrength of their owne armes, ſwam aboue thzee long miles, - 


and that alſo at ſuche time as the ſea was ſomewhat rough: fox 
even fo farre of from the ſhoze lay the ſhyppes at rode, as nygh 
as they coulde coniecture. But our men folowing them with the 
ſhipboates,by the ſame light ſeene on the ſhoze,whereby the wo⸗ 
men were ledde, tooke thꝛee of them, ſuppoling that Katherine 
with che other foure, went to Guaccanarillus: for in the ſpꝛyng 
ofthe moꝛning, certaine meſſengers being lent vnto him by the 
Admiral, had intelligence that he was fledde wich al his familie 
and ſtuffe, and the women alſo, whiche thyng miniſtred further 
ſuſpection that he was conſentyng to the death of our men. 
CUherefoze the Admirall ſent fooꝛth an armie of thꝛee hundꝛed 
men, ouer che which he appoynted one Melchior to be captaine, 
wyllyng him to make diligent ſearch to fynd out Guaccanarillus, 
Melchior therefoze with the ſmalleſt veſſelles entryng into the 
countrey by the riuers, and ſcouryng the ſhozes, chaunced into 
certaine crooked goulfes, defended with fiue litle & ſteepe hilles, 
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ſuppoſing that it had byn the mouth ofſome great ryuer He 
founde heare alſo a very commodiaus and ſafe hauen, and there- 
foe named it Portus Regis . They ſa that the entexance of this 
is ſo crooked and bending, that after the ſhyps are once within 
the ſame,whether they turne them to the left hand oꝛ tothe right, 
they can not perceyue where they came in,vntyl they returne to 
the mouth of the rpuer, although it be there ſo bꝛode that th2ee of 
the byggeſt veflels may ſayle togeather on-afroont , The ſharpe 
and high hylles on the one ſpde and an the other, ſo bzake the 
wynde, that they were vncertaine how to rule they ſayles. In the 
myddle gulfe of the ryuer, there is a pꝛomantoꝛie oꝛ point of the ä | 
land with a pleaſant groue,ful of Popingiapes and ot her byzdes, and byzdes, 
which bꝛeede therin ling very ſweetly: They perceyued alſo | 
that two ryuers of no ſmal largeneſſe fell into che hauen. TAhple : | 
they thus ſearched the lande betwene bach AA elc bier elpied a 
high houle a karre of, where ſuppoling that Guac canarillus had 
lyen hyd, he made towarde it: and as he was goyng, there met 
bym a man wich a frownyng countenance, and a grymme looke, 
with a hundzed men folowyng hym, armed with bowes and ar- 
rowes, and long and ſharpe ſtaues lyke iauelynnes, made 
harde at the endes with fyze, who appꝛoching towardes our 
men, ſpake out aloud with a terrible voyce, ſaning that they were Tan 
T aini(that is) noble mien, and not Canibales: but when our men 
had geuen them ſignes of peace, they left both theyꝛ weapons | 
and fierceneſle, Thus geuyng ech of them certapne haukes bels, Vankes defles, | 
they tooke it fo ſo great a rewarde, that they deſpzed-tocncer 
bondes af neare frendſhyp with vs, and feared not immediatly to 
ſubmit them lelues vnder our power, and reſoꝛted to our ſhyps 
with their pꝛeſentes. They that meaſured the houſe ( beyng made a large youre, | 
in round fourme) found it to be from ſyde to ſpde, xtxii.great pa⸗ 
ces, compaſſed abaut with xxx other vulgare houles, hauyng in | 
them many beames eroſle ouer, # couered with reedes of ſundꝛy Lieedes of ſuns 
colours, methed & as it were weaued withmarueilous art.CTthe 2? ours. 
our men aſked ſome of them where they might find Guaccauaril- 
k4s? They anſwered,that that region was none of his, but they? 
kynges, beyng there pꝛeſent: Pet they ſapde they ſuppoſed that 
'Gnaccanarillus was gone. from the playne to the mountayues.

moulten) lyke vnto ſuche ſtones as are founde in the bottomes 

Amaſſeofrude of ryuers, weighyng niene ounces, whiche Hoieda hum ſelle 
gold weygbins founde, Beyng contented with theſe ſignes, they returned to 
aunces. the Admiralltocertifiehymhereof. Foz the Admiral had com⸗ 
maunded vnder payne of punyſhment, that they ſhoulde meddle 
no further then theyꝛ commiſſion: whiche was only, to ſearche 
the places with they ſignes. Fo2 the fame went that there was

with the night: Foz in no place towarde the ſtay of the ſonne 

(called Solſticium) can the night be equall with the day. And as 

fox them, they neuer came vnder the Eauinoctial, fozaſmuch as ns auinoe⸗ 
they had euer the Noꝛth pole they? guyde, and euer eleuate in ; 

ſight aboue the Horizontal. Thus haue J bꝛiefely wattten vnto 

your honour, as muche as J thought lufficient at this tyme, 

and ſhall ſhoꝛtly hereafter (by Gods fauoure) wyte vnto you 

mote largely of ſuch matters as ſhalbe dayly better knowen. Fo2 

the Admiral hym ſelfe(whom J ble famperly as my verpfrende) 

hach pꝛomiſed me by his letters, that he wyl geue me knowledge 

of al ſuch thinges as ſhall chaunce. He hath nowe choſen a ſtrong 

place where he may build a citie, ncare vnto aromodionshauen, 

and hath alredy buylded many houſes, and a chapel, in the which — chappelland 
(as in a newe woylde heretofoze voyde of all religion) God is : 
dayly ſerued with.xtit. p2teſtes, accoꝛdyng to the maner of our 

churches. When the tyme nowe appꝛoched that he pzompſed 

to ſende to the king and queenc, and hauyng p2oſperous winde 


foz that purpoſe, ſent backe the. rit,Carauelles,wherofwe made 


mention befoze: which was no ſmal hynderance and greefe vnto 
hym, eſpecially conſyderyng the death of his men whom he lefte 
in the ilande at the fyꝛſt voyage, wherby we are yet ignoꝛant of 
many places and other ſecretes, wherof we myght otherwyſe 
haue had further knowledge: but as tyme ſhall reueale them a⸗ 
gayne, ſo wyll J aduertyſe you of the ſame. And that you may 
the better knowe by conference had with the Apotbecaries and 
marchaunt ſtrangers Sirophenicians,what this Regions beare, x Marchantes 
how hot theyꝛ ground is, J haue ſent pou all kyndes of graines, 2729pbenu 
wich che barke and inner partes of that tree whiche they ſuppoſe 
to be the Cinamome tree.

ſame is taken away by dꝛynkyng of water. Df the coꝛne allo

not pet hardened. The lyke they affirme ofplantes oꝛ ſhzoudes 
of young vines, and that they haue the ſeconde peere geathered 
type and ſweete grapes ofthe ſame ; but by reaſon oftomuche 
rankeneſle they beare but fewe cluſters. Furthermoꝛe. a man 
of the countrey ſowed a lytle Wheate about the Calendes Corn grape 
of Febzuarye, and bzought __ hym tothe citie an hanofil a peers, 
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ofthe rype eares ofthe ſame the thyꝛde day befoze the calendes of 
Apzill, which was that peere the vigile ofthe Reſurrcctionof 
our Loꝛd . Alſo, al kyndes of pulſe, as beanes, peaſon,fytches, 


tares, ſuch other. are rype twyſe in the yeere, as al they whiche 


come from thence affirme with one voyce, yet the grounde 
is not vniuerſally apte to beare wheate . In the meane tyme 
whyle theſe thinges were doing, the Admirall ſent out a com⸗ 
panye of. xxx. men to ſearche the Region of Cipanga, otherwyſe 
called Cibana. This Regtonisfall of mountapnes and rockes: 
and in the myddle backe of che whole ilande is great 
plentie of golde. CUAhen they that went to ſearche the region 
were returned, they repozted maruelous thinges as touching the 
great ryches ofthis Region. From thele mountapnes, deſcende 
foure great ryuers, which by the maruelous induſtrye of nature, 
diuideth the whole ilande into foure partes, in maner equal, ouer⸗ 


ſpꝛeading wateryng the whole ilande with their bzanches, Of 


theſe foure ryuers the onereacheth towarde the Eaſte, this the 
inhabitantes call Iunna: another towarde the weſte, and is 
called Attibunicus; the thirde toward the Noꝛth, named Jac hem: 
the laſte reacheth into the South , and ts called Naiba. The day 
befoze the Ides of Marche, the Admirall him lelfe, with al his 
hozſemen, and foure hundzed footemen, marched directly to⸗ 
warde the South ſpde ofthe golden Region, Thus palling ouer 
the rpuer, the plapne, and the mountapne whtch enuironed the 
other ſyde ofthe playne, he chaunced vppon an other vale, wich 
a ryuer much bygger then the kyꝛſte, 4 many other meane rpuers 
running though , hen he had alſo conueighed his armye ouer 
the rpuer, and paſled the ſeconde vale, which was in no part in 
feriour to the fyꝛſt, he made away thꝛough the thirde mountaine, 
where was no paſſage befoze, and deſcended into another vale, 
whiche was nowe the begynnyng of Cibana , Though this allo 
runne many fluddes and rpuers out of euerp hyll, and in the 
ſandes ol them all is founde great plentie of golde .

he had nowe entred thꝛeeſcoꝛe and twelue mples into the 


golden Region from the citie, he entended to buylde a foꝛtreſſe 


vppon the toppe of a hyll, ſtandyng by» ſhoꝛe of a certayne great 


ryuer, that he myght the better and moze lafelpe ſearche the fe- 
cretes of the inner partes of the Region: this he _ — 
oztreſſe

fortreſſe of ſaint Thomas, the whiche in the meane tyme whyle 
he was buployng, the inhabitauntes beyng defyzous of haukes Solde puis 
belles, and other of our thinges, reſoꝛted dayly thyther, to whom 
the Admirall declared, that pf they woulde bꝛyng golde, they 
ſhoulde haue whatſoeuer they woulde aſke. Foozthwith turning 
they backes, and runnyng to the hoze ofthe next riuer, they 
returued in a ſhoꝛte tyme, bꝛyngyng with them theyꝛ handes ful 
of golde. Amongſt all other, there came an olde man, bꝛyngyng Sraynes and 
with him two pibble ſtones of golde, weyghyng an ounce, deſp pibble ones 
rpng them to geue hym a bell fo2 the ſame: who when he ſawe 31d. 
our men marueyle at the bygneſſe thereof, he made ſignes that 
they were but ſmall and of no value in reſpecte of ſome that he 
had ſeene, and takyng in his hande foure ſtones, the leaſt wher⸗ 
of was as bigge as a Walnut, and the biggeſt as bigge as an 
Oꝛange, he ſapd chat there was founde peeces of golde fo bygge 
in his countrep, beyng but halfe a dayes iourney from thence, | 
and that they had no regarde to the geatheryng thereof, wherby They vam 
we perceiued that they paſſe not muche foꝛ golde,inaſmuche as in th 02 golde, 
it is golde only, but ſo farre eſteeme it, as the hande ofthe Arti⸗ golde onelp 
ficer hath fyſhioned it in any comely fourme. Fo2 who dooth but. ac. 
greatly eſteeme rough marble, oꝛ buwhought Juozte? but if thep 
be mought wich the cunning hande of Phidiat oz Traxiteles, and 
ſhaped tothe ſimilitude of p fayze Nimphes oꝛ Faires of the ſea 
(called Nereiades) 02 the Faptes of the wooddes (called Hama- 
driades)they ſhal neuer lacke byers. Beſpde thts olde man, there 
came alſo diuers other, bꝛyngyng with them ppbble ſfones of 
golde, weighing x.02.xii.dzammes, # feared not to confeſſe, that 
tnþ place where they geathered that gold, there were found ſom⸗ 
tyme ſtones of golde as bygge as the head ol a childe. Then he Stones or 
had taried here a few dayea, he ſent one Lax anus, a noble pong 9912 as big 
gentleman, with a few armed men, to ſearch althe partes of this ofa 5 
region: who at his retut ne, repoꝛted that the inhabitants ſhewed 
him greater thynges then we haue ſpoken of here befoze, but he 
dyd openly declare nothvng thereof, whiche they thought was 
done by the Admirals commatmdement, They haue woods ful 
of certayne ſpytes, but not ſuch as we commonly ble: theſe they Spices 
geather even as they do golde,thatts, as muche as wyl ſerue fo 
their purpoſe,euery man fo2 _— exchange the ſame with 
lit the 
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the inhabitauntes of other countreys adioyning to them, foꝛ ſuch 
chynges as they lacke, as dyſhes, pottes, ſtooles, and ſuch other 
neceſſaries. As Luxanus returned to the Admirall (whiche 
was about the Ides of Marche) he founde in the woods certaine 
| Wilde vines wilde vines, rxppe, and of pleaſant taſte, but che inhabitauntes 
de unte paſſe not on them. This region, though it be full of ſtones and 
rockes (and is therefoꝛe called Cibana, whiche is as muche to 
ſay as a ſtone) yet it is wel replenyſhed wich trees and paſtures, 
FTruttkul monn⸗ yea they t onſtantly affirme, that yf y graſſe of theſe mountaynes 
be cutte, it groweth age vyne within the ſpace of foure dayes.

1 the Jlande. with his deputics, he pꝛepared hym ſelfe to ſearch 
Tue lande kirther the limites ofthe Nande of Cuba 02 Johanna, whiche he

to the South a hundzed leagues Weſtwarde, without the para: 
tels of the Jlandes called Cpud Viride, 02 Cab uerde, whiche we The ilandes 
thinke to be thole that in olve tyme were called Heſperides; theſe — 
parteyne to the kyng of Poztugale,and from theſe his Pylotes, 
whiche do yeerelp ſearche newe coaſtes and regions, directe 
they2 courſe to the Caſt, ſaplyng euer towarde the ſeft hande by 
the backe of Aphzike, and the ſeas ok the Ethioptans : neyther 
to this day had the Poꝛtugales at any tyme ſapled Southwarde —— 
02 Cleſlwarde from the andes of Cabouerde. Preparingther- s- 
fore thee ſhyppes, he made haſte to warde the Nande of /obanna 
oꝛ Cuba, hyther he came in ſhoꝛt ſpace, and named the poynt 
therof, where he fyꝛſte arrpued, Alpha and O, that is, the fyꝛſte 
and the laſt: foꝛ he ſuppoſed that there had ben the ende ofour 
Caſt, becauſe the ſonne falleth there, and of the Welſt,becaule it 
ryſeth there, Fo2 it is apparant, that Wieſtwarde, it is the be: \ 
ginning of India beyonde the ryuer of Ganges, and Eaſtwarde, Obe ende or 
the furtheſt ende ofthe ſame: whiche thyng is not contrary to — TOY 
reaſon, foꝛaſmuche as the Coſmographers haue left the lymittes 
of India beyond Ganges undetermined, where as alſo ſome wece 
af opinion, that India was not farre from the coaſtes of Spaine, — not far 
as we haue ſaid befoze, Within the pzoſpect ofthe beginnyng of from Spame, 
Cuba, he foumde a commodious hauen in the extreme angle-of 

the Nande of Hiſpaniola, fo in this part the Jlande recetuech 
a great goulfe: this hauen he named Saint Nicholas pozte, be- ante Nicas 
pug ſcarcely twentie leagues from Cuba. As he departed from OY 
hence, and ſapled Teſtward by the South ſpde of Cuba, the furs 
ther chat he went, ſo muche the moze the ſea leemed to be exten 
ded in bzeadth, and to bende towarde the South. On the South 
lyde of Cuba, he founde an Jlande whiche the inhabitauntes call 
Iamaic a, this he affirmeth to be longer # bʒoder then the Jland Tye #and or 
of 5 c icile, hauyng in it only one mountainegwhich an euerp part, Jamaica. 
beginning fronnthe ſea, ryſeth by litle and lite into the myddeſt 
of the Jlande, and chat ſo playnely without roughneſſe, that ſuch 
as goe vp to the toppe of the ſame, can ſcarcely perceiue that 
they aſlende: This Jlande he affyꝛmeth to be very fruiteful and 
fi of people alwel in thinner partes ofthe ſame,as by the ſhoꝛe, Quicke wits 
ad that the inhabitantes are ofquicker wytte then in the other d Veo. 
Ane an R pen dug anf; and wariphemenz Fr 
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in mam places where he woulde haue aryued, they tame ar 
med againſt him, and fozbode him wich thꝛeatnyng woꝛdes: but 
beyng ouercome, they made a league of frendſhyp with hym, 
Thus deparcing from [amaica,he ſapled toward the Welt, wich 
a pꝛoſperous wynde, fo the ſpace of tieeſcoꝛe andtennedapes, 
thynking that he had paſſed ſo farre by the compaſle of the earth 
beingvnderneath vs, chat he had ben neare vnto Aurea Cberſone- 
ſus(nowe called Malaccha) in our eaſt India, beponde the be⸗ 

gynnyng of Per ſades: for he plapnely beleeued that he had left on- 
ly two of che twelue houres ol the ſunne, which were vuknowen 
to vs, fox che olde wypters haue left halte the courſe of the ſunne 
vntouched, where as they haue but only diſcuſſed that ſuperficial 
parte ofthe earth whiche lyech betweene the Jlandes of Gades, 
and the ryuer of Ganges, 02 at the vttermoſk, to Aurea Cherſone- 


ſus. Inthis Nauigation, he chaunced on many furious ſeas, 


running with a fall as it had ben the ſtreames of floods , alſo 
many whyꝛlepooles, and ſhelfes, wich many other dangers, and 
ſtrapghtes, by reaſon of the multitude of ilandes whiche lay on 
euery ſyde. But not regardyng al thele perylles, he determined 
to pꝛoceede, until he had certaine knowledge whether Cuba were 


5 au ilande, oꝛ firme lande. Thus he ſapled foꝛ ward xvaſtyng euer 


bythe ſhode toward the Well foꝛ the ſpace of, CC. xxii.leagues, 
chat is, about a chouſande and thee hundzed myles , and gaue 
names to ſeuen hundꝛed ilandes by the way leaupng alſo onthe 
left hande (as he fearednot to repoꝛt) thꝛee thoulande here and 
chere. But let vs nowe returne to ſuche thynges as he founde 
worthy to be noted in this navigation. Saylyng therefoze by 
the ſpde of Cuba, and ſearchyng the nature of the places, he eſpy⸗ 
ed not karre from A!pb4 and O a large hauen, of capacitie to har 
bozowe many ſhyppes, whole entraunce is bendyng, beyng in- 
cloſed vn boch ſydes with capes o2 poyntes whiche receiue che 

water : this hauen is large within, and of exceedpng deapth. 
Saplyng by the ſhoe ol this poꝛte, he awe not farre from the 
lame, tluo cotages, couered with reedes,and in many places fyꝛe 
kyndled, Here he lent certayne armed men out of the ſhyppes ta 


+ - - the cofages, where they founde nepther man noꝛ woman, but

roſtemeate penough, foꝛ they founde cerrapne ſpyttes or mood 


tying ac the fyze, -haupug phe on chem about a hundzed 
pounde 
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pounde weight, and two ſerpentes of eyght foote long apeece: 
whereat marueplyng, and looltyng about if they could eſpye any 
pf the inhabitauntes, and that none appeared in ſyght (foz they 
fedde al to the mountaynes at the commyng of our men) they 
fel to they2 meate, and ate the fyſhe taken with ocher mens tra⸗ 
uaple, but they abſteyned from the ſerpentes, which they affirme | | 
to differ nothing fromthe Crocodiles of Egypt, but only in byg- K 
neſle: fo2 (as Pinie ſaytij Crocodiles haue ſometymes ben found 

of .xviit, cubits long, but of theſe the biggeſt were but ofeyght 

foote, Thus being welrefreſhed,they entred into the next wood, 

where they found many of the ſame kynde of ſerpentes, hanging 

vpon boughes of trees, ofthe whiche, ſome had theyꝛ mouthes 

tyed with ſtrynges, and ſome they? teeth taken out. And as they 

ſearched the places neare vnto the hauen. they ſawe about. xx. 

men in the top of a hygh rocke, whiche fled as ſoone as they had 

eſpyed our men, who by ſignes and tokens of peace callyng 

them agayne, there was one which came neare them, and ſtoode 

on the toppe ofa rocke, ſeemyng as though he were yet feare⸗ 

full: but the Admiral ſent one Didacus to hym, a man of the ſame 

countrey, whom he had at his fyꝛſte voyage taken in the ilande 

of Guanahaini, being neare vnto Cuba, wyllyng hym to come 

neare, and not to be afraide. Ahen he hearde Didacus ſpeake to 

hym in his owne tongue, he came boldly to hym, and ſhoꝛtly af- 

ter reſozted to his company, perlwading them to come without 

al feare. After this meſſage was done, there deſſended from 

the rockes to the ſhyps, about thꝛeeſcoꝛe and ten ofthe inhabi⸗ 

tantes, pꝛofering frendthip and gemteneſſe to our men: whiche 

the Admiral accepted thankfully, and gaue them diners rewar⸗ 

des, and that the rather, foz that he had intelligence by Didacus 

che interpreter, that they were the kynges lyſhers, fentof theyꝛ The kinges 
loꝛde to take fyſhe agaynſt a ſolemne feaſtwhiche he pꝛepared 9 
loꝛ another kyng. And whereas the Admiralle s men had eaten 

the kyſhe whiche they lefre at the fpze; they were the gladder 

therok, becauſe they had lefte the ſerpentes: foꝛ there is nothing 

among cheyꝛ delicate dyſſhes, that they eſteeme ſo muche 

as thele ſerpentes, in ſo muche that it is no moze lawfull fo2 

common people co eats of them, then Peacockes oz Phe- — | 
lantes among vs; as fog the fyſhes, they doubted not co take delicate 
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as many mote the ſame nyght. Beyng aſked why they fy2fe 


roſted the fyſhe whiche they entended to beare to they? kyng r 
thep anſweared, that they myght be the freſher and vncoꝛrupted. 
Thus ioynyng handes fox a token of further frendſhyp, euerye 
man reſoꝛted to his owne , The Admirall went fozwarde as he 
had appoynted, folowpng the fallyng of che ſunne from the be⸗ 
ginning or Cuba, called Alpha and O: the ſhozes oꝛ ſea bankes 
euen bnto this hauen, albeit they be full of trees, vet are they 
rough with mountaines: of theſe trees, ſome were full of blol⸗ 
ſomes and flowꝛes, and other laden with fruites. Beyonde the 
hauen, che lande is mote fertile and populus, whoſe inhabitantes 
are moze gentle, and mote delyꝛous of our chynges: foꝛ as ſoone 
as they had eſpied our ſhyppes, they flocked all to the ſhoze, 
bꝛyngyng with them ſuche bꝛead as they are accuſtamed to eate, 
and gourdes ful of water, offeryng chem vnto our men, and furs 
ther, deſpꝛyng them ta come alande, In al theſe Jlandes is a cer⸗ 
taine kinde ok trees as bigge as Elmes, whiche beare Gourdes 
in che ſteade ol fruites, thele they ble only fo2 dꝛynkyng pottes, 
and to fetche water in, but not fo2 meate, foꝛ the inner ſubſtance 
of them is ſowyer then gall, and the barke as harde as any ſhell, 


At the Jdes of Map, che watchmen lookyng out of the top calle 


ofthe ſhyp, towarde the South, ſawe a multitude of Jlandes 
ſtandyng thycke togeather, being al wel repleniſhed with trees, 
graſſe, and hearbes, and well inhabited: in the ſhoze ok the contt- 
nent, he chaunced into a nauigable riuer, whole water was ſa 
hot, chat na man might endure to abyde his hande therein anye 
time, The day folo wing, eſpying a farre of a Canoa of fyſhermen 
of the inhabitantes, fearpng leſt they ſhoulde dee at the ſyght of 
our men, he commaunded certapneto aſſayle them pꝛiuily with 
the ſhip boates: but they fearing nothing, taryed the commpng 
of our men. Nowe ſhall you heare a newe kynde of fyſhyng. 
Lyke as we with Greyhoundes do hunt Mares in the playne 
feeldes, ſo doo they, as it were witch a hunting ſiſhe, take other 
liches: this fpſhe was of ſhape oz fourme vnknowen vnto vs, 
but the bodye thereof not muche vnlyke a great peele, haupng 
on the hynder parte of che head a very tough ſkynne, lyke vnca 
agreat bagge oꝛ purſe this fyſhe is tyed by che ſyde ol the boate 
wath a cozde, let downe fo farre into the water, that che fithe 

map 
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may lye clole hid by the keele oz bottome of the ſame. foꝛ ſhe may 

in no caſe abyde the ſyght of the ayze, Thus when they eſpye any 

great fyſhe, 02 Toꝛtoyſe (wherof there is great abundance, byg⸗ —— - 

ger then great targettes) they let the coꝛde atlength , but when * 

he feeleth her ſelfe looſed, ſhe inuadeth the fyſhe oz Toꝛtoyſe as 

ſwiftly as an arrowe,and where ſhe hath once faſtened her holde, 

the caſteth the purſe of ſkynne, whereof we ſpake befoze, and 

by dꝛawyng the ſame togeather, la graſpeleth her pꝛay, that no 

mans ſtrength is ſuffycient to vnloole the ſame, cxcepte by lytle 

and lytle dzawpng the lyne, ſhe be lyfted ſomwhat aboue the 

bzpmme of the water, foz then, as lone as ſhe ſeeth the bꝛight⸗ 

neſſe ofthe ayꝛe, ſhe letteth goe her holde. The pꝛaye therfoze 

beyng nowe dꝛawen nere to the bꝛymme of the water, there 

leapeth ſodenly out of the boate into the ſea, ſo manye fyſhers as Fiſhermen, 

map ſuffice to holde faſt the pꝛaye, vntyll the reſt ofthe company | 

haue taken it into the boate  Wlhiche thyng doone, they looſe 

ſo muche of the coꝛde, that the huntyng kyſhe may agapne 

returne to her place within the water, where by an other coꝛde, 

they let do une to her a peece ofthe pꝛay, as we ble to rewarde 

greyhoundes after they haue kylled theyꝛ game. This kyſhe, 

they cal Guaicanum, but our men cal it Neuer ſum. They gaue our The fithe 

men foure Toztoyles taken by this meanes, and thoſe of ſuche Suaicanum. 

byggeneſſe, that they almoſt fplled they fyſhyng boate: foꝛ 

theſe fyſhes are eſteemed among them fo2 delycate meate. Our 

men recompenled them agapne with other rewardes.andſo let 

them depart . Beyng aſked of che compaſſe of that lande, they 

aunſweared that it had no ende weſtwarde. Moſt inſtantly they 

deſpꝛed the Admirall to come a lande, oꝛ in his name to ſende Bumane 

one with them to ſalute theyꝛ Caric us, (that is) their kyng, al- . 

firmpng that he woulde geue our men many pꝛeſentes, yk hey 

would goe to hym. But the Admiral, leſt he ſhoulde be hindered : 

of the vopage whiche he had begunne, refuſed co goe with them. 

Then they deſpꝛed to knowe his name, and tolde our men lyke⸗ 

wile the name of thepzking, Thus ſapling on vet further euer 

towarde the Weſt, within fewe dayes he came nere vnto a cers 

tane excedyng high mountayne. wel inhabyted by reaſon of the enn 

great fertilitie of the ſame. Thinhabitauntes ofthis mountaine, well inhabiten 

bought to our ſhyp, bꝛead, goſſampine cotton, cunnies, x ſundꝛꝝ | 
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kyndes of wyldfoule, demaundyng relpgiouſly of thinterpꝛe⸗ 
tours, if this nation deſcended not from heauen , The kyng of 
this people, and dyuers other ſage men that ſtoode by him, inloꝛ⸗ 
med hym that that lande was no Jlande , Shoztly after, entring 
into one of che ilandes being on the lefte hande ofthis lande, 
they founde no body therin, foꝛ they fledde al at the comming of 
our men: Yet founde they there foure dogges ofmaruelous de⸗ 
fozmed ſhape, ⁊ ſuche as coulde not barke , This kynd ofdoggs, 
they cate as we do goates. Pere is great plentie of geeſe, duckes, 
and hearons . Betwene thele ilandes and che continent, he en⸗ 
tered into ſo narowe ſtreyghtes, that he coulde ſcarſely turne 
backe the ſhyppes, and theſe alſo ſo ſhalowe, that the keele of the 
ſhyppes ſomtyme raſed on the landes. The water ofthele ſtrey⸗ 
ghtes, foꝛ the ſpace of fourtie myles, was white and thycke, lyke 
vnto molke, and as though meale had ben ſparkeled thꝛoughout 
al that ſea. And when they had at the length eſcaped theſe ſtrap⸗ 
ghtes, and were nowe come into a mayne ati large ſea, and had 
ſapled theron foꝛ the ſpace of foureſcoꝛe myles, they eſpyed an o⸗ 


ther exceding hygh mountayne, whyther the Admirall reſoꝛted 


to ſtoꝛe his ſhyppes with freſhe water and fuel. Heare among 
certapne wooddes of Date trees, ⁊ pyneapple trees of excedyng 
height, he foumde two natiue ſpꝛynges offreſhe water . In the 


meane tyme, whple che woodde was cuttyng, and the barrelles 


fyllyng, one of our archers went into the wood to hunt, where 
he eſpyed a certayne man with a whyte beſture, ſo lyke a fryer of 
thoꝛder of ſaynt Marye of Mercedis, that at the fy2ſte ſight he 
ſuppoſed it had ben the Admirals pꝛieſt, which he bꝛought with 
hym, beyng a man of the ſame oꝛder: but two other folowed him 
immediatlye out ofthe ſame wooddes, Shoꝛtiy after, he ſawe a 
farre ofa whole company of men clothed in apparel, being about 
xxx. in mumber. Then turning his backe, and crying out to his 
felowes, he made haſte to the ſhyppes with all that he myght 
dꝛyue. Theſe apparelled men, made ſpgnes and tokens to hym 
to tary,and not to be afrayd, but that notwithſtandyng he ceaſſed 
not to flee, The Admirall beyng aduertyſed hereof, and not 
a lytle reioycyng that he had founde a ciuile people, in⸗ 
continently ſent fooꝛch armed men, with commanndementc 
that pfnecde ſhould ſo regupꝛe, they ſhoulde enter fogette myles

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into the flande,vntyl they myght fynde epthcr thoſe apparelled 
men, 02 other inhabitauntes of that countrey. When they had 
paſſed ouer the wood, they came into a great playne ful of graſſe 
and hearbes, in whiche appeared no token ol any pathway. Here 
atlemptyng to goe thꝛough the graſle and hearbes, chey were 
ſo entangled and bewnapt therein, that they were ſcarſelye able 
to paſſe a myle, the graſſe beyng there lytle lower then our ripe 
coꝛne: beyng thereloꝛe weerped, they were enfozced to returne 
agayne, finding no pathway. The day folowpng he ſent fooꝛth 
xxb. armed men another way, commaundyng them to make dilt 
gent ſearch and inquilition what manner of people inhabited the 
ſande: Tho departyng, when they had found, not farre from the 
ſea ſide,certapne ſteps of wyld beaſtes, of the which they ſulpec- 
ted ſome to be of Lions feete, beyng ſttycken with feare, retur⸗ 
turned backe agayne. As they came, they founde a wood in the 
whiche were many natiue vines, here and there creepyng about 
bygh trees, with many other trees bearyng aromatical fruites Trees brareng 
and ſpyces. Df theſe vines they bzought wich them into Spaine ſpices a wer 
many cluſters of grapes, very ponderous, and ful of licour: but uites. 
of the other fruites they bzougi;t none, becaule they putriſied by 
the way in the ſhyp, e were caſt into the ſea. They ſay allo that 
in the landes oꝛ medowes of thoſe wooddes,thep ſawe flockes of 
great Cranes, twyſe as bygge as ours. As he went fozward,and 
turned his ſayles towarde certapne other mountapnes, he eſpied 
two cotages on the ſhoze, in the whiche he ſawe only one man, 
who being bꝛought to the ſhippe, ſigniſied with head, fpngers, 
and by al other ſignes that he coulde deuiſe, that the lande whiche 
lap beyonde thoſe mountaynes was very full of people: and as 
the Admiral dꝛew neare the ſhoꝛe of the ſame, there met him cer» 
tayne Canoas,haupng in them many people of the countrey,who 5 
made ſignes and tokens of peace and frendſhyp. But here Dida- Diners tans 
cus the interpꝛetour, which vnderſtoode the language of thinha» guages in the 
bitantes of the beginning of cuba, vnderſtode not them ane whit, Zub 
whereby they conſydered that in ſundꝛy pꝛouinces of Cuba, were 
ſundꝛy languages. Pe had alſo intelligence, that in the inlande ol 
this region was a king of great power, # accuſtomed to weare 
apparell: he ſayde that all the tracte of this ſhoꝛe was dow

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earles iu ſpel Aſter the maner ok our maryſhes: Pet whereas in this place 


they went alande fo2 freſhe water, they founde many of the ſt el 
fplhes in the whiche pearles are geathered. But that coulde not 
cauſe the Admirall to tracte the tyme there, entending at this 
viage, only to pꝛoue howe many landes & ſeas he could dilcouer 
accoꝛding fa the kinges commaimdement , As they yet pꝛoceded 
foꝛwarde, they ſawe here and there, al the way along by the ſhoze, 
a great ſmoke ryſing, vntyll they came to an other mountayne 
foure ſcoꝛe myles diſtant⸗ there was no rocke o2 hyll that 
coulde be ſeene, but the ſame was all of a ſmoke. But whether 
theſe kyꝛes were made by thinhabitantes fo2 their nereſſary 
buſpnes, 02 (as we are wont to ſette beacons on fyꝛe when we 
ſuſpecte thappzoche of our enimies) thereby to geue warning to 
they neyghbours to be in a redines, # geather togeather, ifpcr- 
haps our men ſhoulde attempt any thyng againſt them, oz other: 
wyſe as (ſeemeth molt lykely) to cal them togeather, as to a won⸗ 
der, to beholde our ſhyppes, they knowe pet no cectent;e, In 
this tracte, the ſhoꝛes bended ſomtyme towarde the South, and 
ſometyme towarde the Weſt and welt ſouthweſt, and che ſea 
was euerye where entangled with Jlandes, by reaſon whereof, 
the keeles ofthe ſhyppes often times raſed the ſandes foꝛ ſhalow- 
neſſe of the water: So that the ſhyppes being very loꝛe bꝛuiſed 
and appapꝛed, che ſayles, cables, and other tackelinges, in maner 
rotten, and the vytailes (eſpectally the biſkette bzcad) coꝛrupted 
by takyng water at the ryftes euyll cleſed, the Admirall was en⸗ 
fozced to turne backe agayne: This laſte poynte where he 
touched of Cuba (not pet being knowen to be an ilande) he called 
Euangeliſta. Thus turning his ſaples towarde other ilandes lps 
ing not karre from the ſuppoſed continent, he chaunced into a 


n mntitude or Mayne ſea, where was ſuche a multitude of great Toztoyſes,that 
at Toitop- ſomtyme they ſtayed the ſhyppes: Mot long after, he entred into 
Bqulfeofwhite à gulle of whyte water, lyke vnto that wherok we ſpake befoze. 


At the length, fearing the ſhelfes of the ile nds, he returned to the 
ſhoze ofcuba by the ſame way whiche he came. Pere a multitude 
ofthinhabitantes, as well women as men, reſoꝛted to hym with 
cheerefull countenances, and with feare, bzingyng with them 
popingapes, bꝛead, water, and cunnyes, but eſpecially ſtocke 


doues, much bygger then ours, which he affirmeth, in ſauour and 


taſte,

done in this life, you wyl wiongfullyhurte no man, Uhen he 
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talle, to be muche moꝛe pleaſaunt then our partryches. Wheres 

foze where as in eating of them he percetued a certapne ſauoure 

of ſpyce to pꝛoceede from them, he commaunded the croppe to 

be opened of ſuche as were newely kylled, and founde the lame 

full of ſweete ſpyces, whiche he argued to be the caule of they? 

ſtrange taſte: Fo? it ſtandech with goodreaſon, that the flelhe | 

of beaſtes, ſhoulde dꝛawe the nature and qualitie of chey2 ac⸗ 

cuſtomed nouryſhment. As the Admirall harde maſſe on the 

ſhoꝛe, there came towarde hym a certayne gouernoure, a man 

of foure ſcoꝛe peeres of age, and of great grauitie, although he The humanitie 
were naked lauing his pꝛyuie partes. He had a great trayne of give gouernour 
men wayting on hym , All the whyle the pꝛieſte was at maſſe, 

he ſhewed him ſelfe very humble, and gaue reuerent attendance, - 

with graue and demure countenaunce , Then the maſſe was 

ended, he pꝛeſented to the Admirall a baſkette of the fruites of 

his countrev, delyuering the lame with his owne handes. When 
the Admirall had gentelly entertayned him, dclpzing leaue to 
ſpeake, he made an oꝛation in the pꝛeſence of Didacus the inter: 

pꝛeter, to this effect. I haue byn aduertiked ( moſt mighty pꝛince) n oꝛation or 
that yon haue of late with great power ſubdued many lands and the naned g os - 
Negione, hytherto vnknowen to pou, and haue bꝛought no litle au. 
feare vppon all the people and tnhabitauntes of the ſame: the „ es rar 
whiche your good foꝛtune, you ſbal beare with leſſe inſolencie, if % K 
you remember that the ſoules of men haue two iourneyes after 
they are departed from this body: The one, foule and darke, pꝛe⸗ — — | 
pared fo) ſuche as are miurious and cruell to mankynde: the man, 
other, plealaunt and delectable, oꝛdeyncd fo2 them which inthey2 
lyfe tyme loued peace and quietnes. If ther foꝛe pou acknowledge 
your ſelfe to be moꝛtall, and conſider that euery man ſhal recciue 
condigne rewarde oꝛ punyſhement foꝛ ſuche thynges as he hath 


had ſaide thele woꝛdes and other lyke, which were declared to the 
Adnirall bythe interpꝛeter, he marueyling at the iudgement of 
the naked olde man, anſweared, that he was glad de te heare his 
opinion as touching the ſund}y iourneys and rewai des of ſoulcs 
departed from theyꝛ bodyes, fippoſing that nother he, oꝛ anp 
other of thinhabitantes of thoſe Regions, had had any know: 
tedge thereof: declaring further, that the chicke cauſe of his 
comming

Virtus poſt 
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comming thither, was to inſtruet them in ſuch godly knowledge 


and true religion: and that he was ſent into thoſe countreyes by 
the Chꝛiſtian kyng of @payne (his lozd and maiſter)foz the ſame 
purpoſe, and ſpecially to ſubdue and punyſhe the Canibales, and 
ſuche other milcheuous people, and to defend innocentes againt 
the violence of euyl dooers, wyllyng hym, and al other ſuche 
as imbꝛaced vercue, in no caſe to be afrapde, but rather to open 
his mynde vnto hym, yk eyther he, oꝛ any other ſuche quiet men 
as he was, had ſuſteyned any wꝛong of theyꝛ neyghbours, and 
chat he woulde ſee the ſame reuenged. Theſe comfoꝛtable wozdg 
ofthe Admirall ſo pleaſed the olde man, that notwichſfandyng 
his extreme age, he woulde gladly haue gone with the Admiral, 
ag he had done in deede, yf his wyfe and chyldꝛen had not hyn⸗ 
dered hym of his purpole: but he marueyled not a lytle, that the 
Admiral was vnder the dominion of another: and much moze, 
when the interpꝛetour tolde hym ok the glozye, magniftcence, 
pompe, great power, and furnimentes of warre of our kinges, 


and of the multitudes of cities and townes whiche were vnder 


they2 dominions. Intendyng therefoze to haue gone with the 
Admrrall, his wyfe and chyldꝛen fell pꝛoſtrate at his feete, wich 
teares deſpꝛing him not to foꝛſake them and leaue them deſolate: 


at whoſe pitiful requeſtes, the wooꝛthy olde man beyng mooned, 


remayned at home to the comfozt of his people and familie, ſa- 


tilliyng rather them then hym ſelfe: fo not pet ceaſſyng to

woonder, and of heauie countenance becaule he myght not de: 


part, he demaunded oftentymes pf that lande were not heauen, 
whiche bꝛought kooꝛch ſuche a kyude of men? Foz it is certaine, 
that among them the lande is as common as the ſunne and wa⸗ 
ter, and that Myne and Thyne (the ſeedes ok all mylcheefe) 
haue no place with them. They are content with lo Iptle, that 
in ſo large a countrey they haue rather ſuperfluitie then ſcarce⸗ 
neſſe: ſothat (as we haue ſayde befoze) they ſeeme co lyue in 
the golden wozlde without toyle, lyuyng in open gardens, not 
intrenched with dyches, diuided with hedges, oꝛ defended with 
walles : they deale truely one with another without lawes, with⸗ 
out bookes, and without iudges: they take hymfo an euyl and 
myſcheuous man, whiche taketh pleaſure in doopng hurt to o⸗ 
ther. And albeit that they delyte not in ſuperfluities, vet _

The Amirall therefoze departyng from thence, and myndyng to 


FHiſpaniola, whiche he had not pet paſſed by. Wherefoze, at the 
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they pꝛouilion fo2 the increaſe ofſuche rootes whereofthey make 
they bꝛead, as M aizium,Tucce,and Ages, contented with ſuche 
ſpmple dyet, whereby health is pꝛeſerued, and diſeaſes auoyded. Simple dpet. 


returne agayne ſhoꝛtly after, chaunced to come agayne to the 
Tlande of 1 maice, beyng on the ſouth ſyde thereof, and coaſted 
all a ong by the ſhoꝛe of the ſame from the Meſt to the Calf, 
from whole laſt comer on the E aſt ſpde, when he ſawe towarde 
che Noth ſyde on his left hande certayne hygh mountaynes, he 
knewe at che length chat it was the ſouth ſpde ofthe Nande of — 


Calendes of September, entryng into the hauen of the ſame 

Jlande., called ſaint Nicholas hauen, he repapꝛed his ſyyppes, 

to the intent that he might agayne waſte and ſpoyle the Nandes 5 
ok the Canibales, and burne all theyꝛ Canoas. that thoſe rauenyng The c 
wolues might no longer perſecute and deuoure the innocent 
ſheepe: but he was at this tyme hyndered of his purpole,by rea⸗ 

ſon of a diſeaſe which he had gotten byto much watching. Thus 8 
beyng feebl. a. d weake, he was ledde of the Parpners to the Ae Was; 
citie of I/ vella, where, with his two bꝛethꝛen whiche were there, ching. 

and other of his familiars, he recouered his health in ſhoꝛte 

ſpace: pet coulde he not at this tyme aſſayle the Canibales, bp 

reaſon of ſedition that was riſen of late among the Spanpardes 

whiche he had left in Hi/panio/a, whereof we wyll ſpeake moe 

hereafter, Thus fare pe well.

noble man, with diners other ofthole to arves reven 
SDA whom he hadleftthe gouernment of the #2*be Fours: 
Flande, were (of coꝛrupted mynde agaynſt hym) departed nico 
Spayne, UWherefo12,alwelto purge! hym ſelfe ofſuche crunes,

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as they ſhould lay to his charge, as alſo to make a ſupply of other 
men in che place o them whiche were returned, and eſpectallye 
to pꝛouide fo2 byttualles, as wheate, wine, oyle, and ſuche other, 
| whiche the Spanyardes are accuſtomed to eate, becaule they 
coulde not pet well agree with ſuch meates as they founde in the 
| Jlandes, determined ſhoꝛtly to take his boyage into Spapne: 
. but what he dyd befoꝛe his departure, J wyll bzeefelp rehearſe. 
1 The kynges of the JFlandes which had hytherto lyued quietly, 
1 aud content with theyꝛ lytle whiche they thought aboundant, 
The kinges wWheras they nowe perceiued that our men began to faſten foote 
eigen ande mithin they? regions, x to beare rule among them, they toke the 
matter ſo greeuouſſp, that they thought nothyng els but by what 
meanes they myght vtterlye deſtroy them, and fo2 euer abolyſhe 
The Spit, the memoꝛzp of they name, ſoz that kinde of men (the Spanp⸗ 
bautenr. ardes I meane, which folowed the Admiral in that nauigation) 
were foꝛ the moſte part vnruly, regarding nothyng but tdleneſle, 
plap, and libertie, and woulde by no meanes abſteyne from iniu⸗ 
ries, rauiſhing of the women of the Jlandes beloꝛe the faces of 
thetr huſbandes,fatherz, and bꝛechzen: by which they2 abomina⸗ 
ble myſdemeanour, they diſquieted the myndes of all the inhabi⸗ 
tantes, inſomuche that whereſoeuer they founde any of our men 
A lud reuengt. VP2epared, they ſite them with ſuch fierceneſſe and gladneſſe, 
3 as though they had offered ſacrifice to God. Intendyng therfoze 
to pactfte thep2 troubled mpndes , and to punyſhe them that 

flue his men befoze he departed from thence, he fent fo2 the king 
ol that vale,whiche in the booke befoze we deſcribed to be at - 
foote ofthe mountapnes of — region of Cibana , this kynges 
name was Guarionexius : wia, the moze ſtrapghtly to concyle 
bnto hym the frendſhyp ofthe Admirall, gaue his ſyſter to wyfe 
to Didacus, à man from his chyldes age bought bp with the Ads 
mirall, whom he vſed foꝛ his interpꝛeter in the pꝛouinces of Cu- 
ba. After this, he ſent foꝛ Caunaboa, called the loꝛde of the houſe 
of golde, that is, of the mountapnes of Cibana: For this Caunaboa 
| he ſent one Captapne Hoieda, whom the dictionaries of Caunaboa 
WE! Capitayne Yo- had enfozced to keepe his holde, beſieging fo2 the ſpace of thirtie 
. dayes the foztreſſe of ſaint Thomas , in che whiche Hoieda with 
his fyftie ſouldiers ſtoode at they: defence, vntyll the comming 
of the Admiral. We Haieda remapned with ( aun ab ea, ma⸗ 


ue 
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nye ambalſſadours of the kynges of diuers regions were ſent to 
Caunaboa, perſwading him in no condition to permit the Chats 
ſtianz coinhabite the Jlande, except he had rather ſerue then 
rule. On the other partie, Hoieda aduertiſed C aunaboa lo goeto 
the Admiral, and to make a league offrendſhyp with hym : but 
the ambaſſadours on the contrary part, theatned hym, that if he 
woulde ſo doo, the other kynges woulde inuade his region. But 
Hoieda aunſwered them agayne, that whereas they conſpired to 
mayntepne thep? libertie, chey ſhould by that meanes be bꝛoughe 
to ſeruitude + deſlruction, it they entended to reliſt oꝛ kepe warre 
a gainſt the Chꝛiſtians. Thus Caunaboa on the one ſide and the 
other beyng troubled, as it were a rocke in the ſea beaten with 
contrarp fl:od>es, and much? moze vered with the ſtoꝛmes 
of his gyltie conſcience, fo2 that he had pꝛiuily ſlayne. xx. ofour 
men bnder p2etence of peace,feared to come to the Admirall: but 


at the length, hauyng excogitated his deceyt, to haue ſlayne the Caunaboacon- 


Admirall and his companye, under the colour of frendſhpp, pf 
opoꝛtunitie would ſol;aue ſerued, he repayzed top Admiral, with 
bis whole familie, and many other wayting on him. armed after 
theyꝛ manner. Beyng demaunded why he bꝛought ſo great a 
rout of men with him, he aunſwered, that it was not decent foꝛ ſo 
great a pꝛince as he was, to goe out ot his houſe without ſuche 
a bande of men: but the thyng chaunced muche otherwyſe then 
be looked foꝛ, fox he fell into the ſnares whiche he had pꝛepared 
fq other, foꝛ whereas by the wayhe began to repent hym that he 
tame foozth of his houſe, Hoieda with many fapze wooꝛdes t pꝛa⸗ 
miles bꝛought him to che Admiral, at whoſe commaundement 
he was immediatly taken and put in pꝛiſon, ſa that the ſoules ol 
our men were nat long from theyꝛ bodyes vnreuenged. Thus 
Caunaboa with al his familie beyng taken, che Admirall was de⸗ 
termined to runne ouer the Jlande, but he was certified that

wyeras they ſawe that our men entended to chooſe them a dwel- 
ling place in the Jlande, ſuppoſing that they myght hauedzy- 
nen them from thence ik the vittualles ofthe 8 ſhould faple,

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che hunger bhey determined with chem ſclues, not only to leaneſowpng and 


plantyng, but allo to deſtroy and plucke vp by the rootes, euery 
man in his owne region, that whiche they had alredy ſowen, of 


both kyndes of bꝛead, whercof we made mention in the firſte 


booke, but eſpecially among the mountapnes of Cibana, other⸗ 
wyſe called Cipang a. fozalmuche as thep had knowledge that 
the golde whiche aboundeth in that region, was the chiefe cauſe 
that deteyned our men in the Jland. In the meane tyme. he lene 
foozth a Captayne with a bande of men, to ſearche the South 
ſyde ofthe Jlande,who at his returne, repoꝛted that thꝛoughout 


all the regions that he trauayled, there was ſuche ſcarceneſſe of 


bꝛead, that fo? the ſpace of. xvi. dayes, he ate nothyng but che 


rootes ofhearbes, and of poung date trees, oꝛ the fruites of other 


wylde trees: but Guarionexius the kyng of the bale, lying beneath 


the mountaynes of Cibana, whole kyngdome was not ſo waſted. 


as the other, gaue our men certayne bpttualles-, Tithin a 


fewe dayes after, both chat the tourneys myght be the ſhoꝛter, 


and allo that our men myght haue mote ſafe places of refuge, 
if the inhabitauntes ſhoulde hereafter rebell in lyke manner, he 
buylded another: foꝛtreſſe (whiche he called the Towne of Cons 
ception)betweene the Citie of 7/abella,and Saint Thomas foꝛ⸗ 
treſſe, in the marches of the kyngdome of this Gaarionexius, 
within the pꝛecincte of Cibana, vponthe ſyde of a hyll, hauyng 
à tape riuer of holſome water runnyng harde by the ſame. 
Thus when the inhabitantes ſawe newe buyldiuges to be dayly 
erected, and our ſhippes lying in the hauen rotten and halfe bꝛo⸗ 
ken, they began to diſpay2e of any hope of libertie, and wandꝛed 
vp and downe with heauie cheare. From the Towze of Concep⸗ 
tion, ſearchyng diligentlye the inner partes of the mountapnes 
ol Cibana, there was a certayne kyng whiche gaue them a maſſe 


ok rude golde as bigge as a mans fyſt, weighing. xx. ounces: this 


golde was not founde in che banke of that riuer, but in a heape of 
dꝛye earth, and was lyke vnto the ſtone called Toßhut, whiche 
is ſoone reſolued into ſande. This maſſe of golde J mee ſelſe 
ſuwe in Caſttle, in the famous Citie ol Met hymna Campi, where 
the Court lay al that wynter. J (awe alſo a great peece of pure

But here perhaps (xyght noble pꝛynce) vou Wooddes of 
woulde aſke,what ſhould be the cauſe, that where as the Spany⸗ ale tees, 
ardes haue bꝛought out of theſe Mandes certayne ſhyppes laden 
with Bzaſile, ſomewhat of Gollampine cotton, a quantitie of 
Amber, a lytle golde,# ſome ſpyces, why they haue not bought 
ſuche plentie of golde, and ſuche other ryche marchaundizes, as 
the fruitefulneſle of theſe regions ſeeme to pzompſe+ To this 
Jaunſwere, that when Co/onus the Admrirall was lykewyſe de: 
maimded the cauſe hereof, he made aunſwere, that the Spa- 
nyardes whiche he tooke with hym into thele regions, were ge- 
uen rather to ſleepe, plap, and idleneſſe, then to labour, and Licentinſnes 
were moꝛe ſtudiouis offedition and newes, then deſirous of peace berate. i 
and quietneſſe: alſo, that being geuen to licenciouſneſſe, they re: ” 
belled x fozſooke him, finvpng matter of falle acculation againſt 
hym, becauſe he went about to repꝛeſſe they} bittragionſneſte: 
by reaſon whereof, he was not pet able to bꝛeake the power of 
the inhabitauntes, and freelpe to poſſeſſe the full dominion of 
the Jlande, and theſe hynderaunces to be the cauſe that hy⸗ 
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thertothe gaynes haue ſcarſely counteruapled the charges: als 


beit euen thispeere whyle J wꝛote thele thyngs at pour requeſt, 


they grathered in two monethes the ſumme ofa thouſande and 
two hundꝛed poundes weyght of gold.

ſuche oꝛder that euery region ſhoulde pay they: tribite, wich 


che cannnadities of chem countreys, accoꝛdyng to theꝝ poꝛtion, 
and at ſuche tyme as they were agreed vpon: but the violent fa: 
mine did fruſtrate al theſe appoyntmentes, foꝛ al the trauayles 
ofthey2 bodyes, were ſcarcelye able co ſuffiſe to fynde them 
meate in the wooddes, whereby to ſuſteyne they? lynes, beyng 
of long tyme contented with rootes and the fruttes of wylde 
trees: yet many ofthe kpnges with they} people, euen in this ex: 
treme neceſſitie, bzought part of cheyꝛ tribute, moſt humblye 
deſpꝛyng the Admiral to haue compaſſion of their calamities, 
and to beare with them pet a whyle, untyl the Jlande were reſto⸗ 
red ta the olde ſtate, pꝛomyſyng further, that that whiche was 
nowe wantyng, ſhoulde chen be double recompenced. But fewe 
of the inhabitauntes ofthe mountaynes ol C ibaua kept they pzqp 
mile, becauſe they were ſoꝛer oppꝛeſſed wich famine then anye 


ol the other. They lay that the inhabitantes of theſe mountapues 


dyffer no leſſe in language and manners from them whiche 
dwel inthe playnes, chen among vs the ruſticalles ofthe coun⸗ 
trep,from the gentlemenof the courte: wheras notwithſtanding 
they lyue as it were both vnder one poꝛtion of heauen, and in ma⸗ 
ny thinges much after one faſhion, as in nakedneſle, and rude 
fimplieitte. But nowe let us returne to Caunaboa the king of 
the houle of golde, beyng in captiuitie. Ihen he percetued hym 
ſelfe to be caſt in pꝛiſon, frettyng and gratyng his teeth, as it 
had been a Lion of Libia, and daylyand nyghtly deuyſyng with 
hym ſelfe howe he myght be delyuered, beganne to perſwade 
the Admiral, that fozaſmuche as he had nowe taken vnto his 
„ tp dominion 
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dominion the region of Chung 02 Ciba (wherofhe was king) 
it ſhoulde be expedient tu ſende thythera garriſon ofChaiſtian 
men, to defende the ſame from the incurſions of his olde enimies 
and boꝛderers: foꝛ he ſayde, that it was ſignifted vnto him, that 
the countrey was walted and ſpopled with ſuche incurſions. 
By this craltie deuiſe, he thought ta haue bzought to palle, that 
his bꝛother whiche was in chat region, and the other his kyn& 
folkes and frendes with theyꝛ adherentes,Hould haue taken, ey⸗ 
ther by ſleight oꝛ foꝛce, as many ol our men as myght haue res 
deemed hym. But the Admiral vnderſtandyng his craftie mea⸗ 
nyng, ſent: oieds with ſuche a companye ok men, as myght 
vanqniſhe the Cibauians, yf they ſhonlde moue warre agaynſt 
them. Our men had ſcarcelye entred into the region, but the. 
bꝛother of Caunaboa came agaynſt them with an armie of fyue 
thouſande naked men, armed after theyꝛ manner, wich clubbes,

arrowes tipt wich bones, and ſpeares made harde at the endes leth · 


with fyꝛe. He ſtole vpon our men beyng in one of they? houſes, 
and encamped rounde about the ſanie on euery ſyde. This Ciba-· 
uian, ag a man not ignoꝛant in the dilcipline of warre, about 
the diſtaunce of a furlong from the houſe, diuided his armie 
into fpue battaples, appoyntyng to euery one of them a circuite 
by equall diuiſion, and placed the froont of his owne battaple: 
directly agaynſt dur men. When he had thus ſet his battanles 
in good aray, he gaue certayne ſignes that p whole armie ſhould 


marche foꝛ warde in oꝛder with equall paces, and with a larome A conflict bes 


freſhly aſſayle theyꝛ enimies, in ſuch ſozt that none might eſcape, 


twene the C19 
bauiaus and 


But our men iudging it better ta encoimtre with one of the bat⸗ ihe Spaniards, 


tayles, then ta abyde the hunt af the whole arnne, gaue onſet 
ont e mayne battayle aranged in the playne, becauſe that place 
was moſt connnodious fo2 the hoꝛſmen. Then the hoꝛſmen 
therefoze had geuen the charge, they ouerthꝛewe them with the 
bꝛeſtes of cheyz hoꝛſes, and ſlue as many as abode the ende ofthe 
fight, the refidue beyng ſtrycken with feare, diſparcled, and fledde 
to the mountaynes and rockes: from whence they made n piti⸗ 
full howlyng to our men, deſpꝛyng them to ſpare them, pꝛo⸗ 
teſtyng that they woulde neuer moꝛe rebell, but doo what ſo e⸗ 
uer they woulde commaund them, yf they woulde ſuffer them 
to ſxue in theyꝛ owne countrey. Thus the bꝛother of Caunaboa 
0 E Ut beyng 
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beyng taken, the Admiral licenced che people to reſoꝛt etterye 
ma to his owne: theſe thynges thus foꝛtunately atchiued, this 
region was pacified. Among theſe mountaynes, the bale whi⸗ 
che Caunaboa inhabited, is called M agrna,andis exceeding fruits 
ful, hauing in it many goodly ſpzinges and rivers , in the ſande 
whereof is founde great plentie ofgolve . The fame peere in 
A greate tem- the monech of June, they ſay there aroſe fuch a boyſtous tem⸗ 


peſt in the mo- 


b of June, peſt of winde fromthe Southweſt,as hath not lightly ben heard 


of che violence wherof was ſuch, that it plucked vp by the rootes 

whatſoeuer great trees were within the reache of the foꝛce ther⸗ 

of. When. this whyꝛlewynde came to che hauen of the citie, 

t beatdowne to the bottome ofthe ſea thee ſhyppes, whiche 

tap at anker, and bꝛoke the cables tn ſunder, and that (whiche is 

the greater marueple) without any ſtoꝛme oz roughneſle of the 

ſca, only turnpng them thzee oꝛ fouretymes about. The inha⸗ 

bitauntes alſo. affyzme , chat cheſame yeere the ſea extended it 

ſellẽ further mto the lande, and roſe hygher then euer it dyd bes 

foe by the memoꝛie of man, by the ſpace of a cubit. The people 

cherefoꝛe muttered among them ſelues, that our nation had 

troubled the elementes,# cauſed ſuche poꝛtentaus ſignes. Theſe 

tempeſtes ofthe apze (whiche the Grecians call Tip hones, that 

Whirle wins t5whpzlewpndes)thep call Furacanes,whiche.thep ſay, doo often 
des. tymes chaunce inchis Jlande: but that neyther they, no they2 
Furacanes. great graundlathers, euer ſawe ſuche violent and furious Fura- 
canes, that plucked vp great trees by che rootes, neyther pet ſuch 
ſſirges and vehement mocions on the ſea, that ſo waſted the land: 
1 u g in deede it may appeare;fozaſnuche as whereſoeuer the ſea 
bankes are nerre to any plane, there are in maner euery.mhere 

floꝛychyng medowes reaching euen vntothe ſhoꝛe: hut nowe let 

Che death ol vs returne to Caunaboa. As kyng Caunaboa therefoze and his 
king Camna* hꝛother ſhoulde haue ben bꝛought into payne, they dyed by the 


"boa and his pa 
biather. wap, foꝛ very penſiueneſſe and anguiſh of minde. The Adniral, 
whole hippes were dzowned in the fozeſapd tempeſt, perteiuing 

him ſelle to be nowe encloſed, conmaunded fazthweeh two other 
ſhyppes ( whiche the Spantardes cal C arauelas) to be made: foʒ 

; he had with hym all manner of Artiftcers parteyning thereun⸗ 

| 88 to. Whyle theſe chynges were doopng; he ſent foozth Bart ho⸗ 
2, dmeus Conus his byother , beyng Leuetenant of the _ 
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with an armie ok men tolearche the golde mynes, beyng diſtant 
thzeeſcoze leagues from the citie of l/ abella, whiche were founde 

bp the conducte of certayne people of the Jlande, befoze the 

mynes of Cipanga q; Cibana wereknowen, In theſe mynes they 

founde certayne deepe pittes,which had bendyggedin old time, 

out ofchele-pyttes, the Admiral (who affirmeth this Jlande of 

Hiſpaniola to be Ophir, as we ſayde befoze) ſuppolech that Do- —— 
lomon the kyng of H ieruſalem had his great ryches of golde, lomon, 
whereof we reade in che olde Teſtament, and that his ſhyppes 

ſayled to this Ophir by the gulfe of Per, called Sinus Perſicus. 

But whether it be ſo 02 not, it lyeth not in me to iudge, but in my 

opinion it is farre of. As the myners dygged the ſiperkicial oꝛ Som in the 
vppermoſt part of che earth of y mynes, duryng foz the ſpace of ſuperfictat 
ſixe myles, æ in dyuers places ſyfted the ſame on the dzye lande, arn. 
they founde ſuche plentie of golde, that euery hyꝛed labourer 

could eaſily linde euery day the weight of hee ammes. Theſe 

mynes beyng thus ſearched founde, the Lieuetenant certified 

the Admirall hereofby his letters, the which when he had recet- 

ued, the fifth day of the Jdes ol March, Inno. 149. he entred into 

his newe ſhyppes, and tooke his voyage directly ta Spayne, ta 

aduertiſe the kyng of all his affayꝛes, leauyng the whole regi⸗ 

ment of the Jlande with his brother the Lieuetenant.

Fter the Admirals departing intoSpaine. 
tis bother the Licuetenaunt buplded a 
N 
\ maunded hym: this he golden 
Itowze, becauſe the labourers — 2 * 
in che earth, and ſtone wherof they made the 
— alles ofche foꝛtreſſe. be conſumed thee 
monethes in makyng the inſtrumentes wherewith the golde 
ſhoulde be geathered, waſhed, tryed, and moulten: vet was he 
at this tyme, by reaſon of wante ol vittnalles, enforced to leaue Tacke of 
al thynges imperfecte, and to goe ſeeke fo2 meate. Thus as ls. 
a abare of armes mon, hav excred dee moles 
Ao er 
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ought from 
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further within the land, the people of the countrey here and there 
reſoztyng to hym, gaue hym a certapne poꝛtion of they) bꝛead, 
in exchaunge fo2 other of our thynges: but he roulde not long 
tary here, becauſe they lacked meate in the foꝛtreſſe, whyther he 
halted with ſuch as he had now gotten, Leauyng therefore in the 
foꝛtreſſe a garriſon of ten men, with that poztion ofthe Jlande 
Head whiche yet remayned, leauyng alſo wich them a Hounde 
to take choſe kyndes of Iptle beaſtes whiche they call / ſias, not 
muche valpke our Comes, he returned to the foꝛtreſſe of Ton- 
ception. This allo was the moneth wherein the kyng Guarione- 
xius, ànd alſo Manicautexius bozderer vnto hym, ſhoulde haue 
bꝛought tn theyz tributes. Remapnpng there the whole monech 
of June, he exacted the whole tribute of theſe two kynges,x vyt- 
tualles neceſſary fo2 hym and ſuch as he bꝛought with hym, whi⸗ 
che were about foure hundꝛed in number. Shoꝛtly after, about 
the Kalendes of July, chere came thꝛee Carauels from Spapne, 
bzinging with them ſundꝛye kyndes of byttualles, as wheate, 
oyle, wine, bakon, Martelmas beefe, whiche were diuided to 
euery man accoꝛdyng as neede required, ſome alſo was loft in 
the carpage fo: lacke of good lookyng to. At the arpual oftheſe 
Gyppes, che Lieutenaunt receiued commatindement from the 
kyng and the Admiral his bꝛother, that he with his men ſhould 
remone their habitation to the ſouth ſpde of the Nande, becauſe 
it was nearer to the golde mynes: Alſo chat he ſhoulde make 
diligent ſearche fo2 thoſe kinges whiche had ſlapne the Chꝛiſti⸗ 
an men, and to ſende them with they? confederates bounde into 
Spapne. At the next voyage therefoe he ſent thꝛee hundꝛed caps 
tives, with thꝛee kynges, and when he had diligently ſearched 
the coaſtes ofthe ſouth ſyde, he tranſpoꝛted his habitation, and 
buylded a foꝛtreſſe there, vpon the toppe of a hyll neare vnto a 
ſure hauen: this foꝛtreſſe he called ſaint Domtntkes to we. 
Into this hauen runneth a riuer of wholſome water, repleniſhed 
wich ſundꝛy kyndes of good fyſhes: they affyꝛme this ryuer to 
haue many benefites of nature, foꝛ where ſo euer it runneth, 
all chinges are exceedyng pleaſaunt and fruitefull, hauyng 
on euery ſyde groues of Date trees, and diuers other of the 
ande fruites ſo plentifullye, that as they ſayled along by the 
tote, oftentymes che bzaunches thereof, laden with flowzes 
| and 
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and kruites, hong ſo ouer they: heades, that they might plucke 
them with they? handes: allochat the fruitfulnes ofthis ground, 
is epther equall with the ſoyle of Jlabella. oz better. In /ſabells Acabella. 
be lefce only certapne licke men, and ſhippe wyyghtes, whom 

hc had appoynted to make certayne carauels, the reſidue ok his 

men, he conueighed tothe ſouth, to ſaynt Dominickes toune. 

After he had buylded this foztreſſe, leauyng therin a garryſon 

of. xx. men, he with the remanent ofhis ſouldters, pꝛepared 
them ſelues to ſearche the inner partes of che Teſt ſpde of 

the Nande, hytherto knowen onely by name , Therefoze 

about . xxx. leagues, (that is) foureſcoze and tenne myles 

from the foꝛtreſſe, he chaunced on the ryuer Naibs , whiche — 
we ſayde to deſende from the mountaynes of Cibaua, ryght t - 
warde the ſouth, by the myddeſt of the ilande. hen he had 

ouerpaſled this rpuer with a companye of armed men diuyded 

into. xxb. decurions, that is, tenne in a company, wich they? ca⸗ 

pitaynes, he ſent two decurions to the regions of thoſe kynges 

in whole landes were the great woodds of bꝛaſile trees. Incly⸗ 

ning towarde the lelte hande, they founde the wooddes, entred ,,,.,... 
into them. and felled the high and pꝛecious trees, which were to Balle trees. 
that day vntouched. Eche of the decurions filled certayne ol the 

ilande houſes with the trunkes of byaſile, there to be reſerued 

vntil the ſhippes came which ſhould cary them away. But the 
Lieutenaunt directing his tourncy towarde the right bande, not 

farre from the bankes of p river of Naiba, founde a certaine kyng 

whole name was Beuc hius Anacauc hoa, encamped againſt thins 

habitantes of the pꝛouince of Naiba, to ſubdue them vnder his do 

minion, as he had done many other kings ok the iland, boꝛderers 

bnto him, The palace ofthis great king, is called X aragua, is 

ſituate toward the Cleft ende of the tlaude, diſtant from the ry⸗ 

tier of Nba. xxx. leagues, All the pꝛynces which dwell betwene 

the Weſt ende x his palace, are ditionaries vnto him. All that 

region from Naiba, to the furtheſt marches of the weft, is vtterly 

without golde, although it be full af mountaynes. Then the 

kyng had eſpied our men, laying a part his weapons, x geuyng — 
ſignes of peace, he ſpake gentelly to them ( vncerteyne whether 
it were of humanitie oꝛ feare and demaunded of them what they 
woulde haue. The Licuetenaunt aunſweared, That he ſhould 


Pape 


Well fauored 
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pape tribute to the Admirall his bꝛother, in the name of che 
Chiiltian kyng ol Spayne. To whom he ſayde, Howe can pou 
requpꝛe that ot me, whereas neuer a region vnder my domimon 
bzingeth koꝛch golde ? Fo2 he had heard, that there was a ſtrange 
nation entred into the ilande, whiche made great ſearch foꝛ golde: 
But he ſuppoled that they deſpꝛed ſome other thyng. The lieu⸗ 
tenaunt anſweared agavne, God foꝛbydde that we ſhoulde en- 
topne any man to pape ſuch tribute as he myght not ealely foto 
beare, 02 ſuch as were not engendered oꝛ growing in the region: 
but we vnderſtande that pour regions bꝛyng fooꝛch great plen⸗ 
tie of Goſſampine cotton, and hempe, with ſuch other, wherof 
we delyꝛe pou to gene vs parte. When he heard theſe woondes, 
he pꝛompſed wich cherefull countenaunce, to geue hym as much 
of thele chynges as he woulde requyꝛe. Thus diſmiſſing his 
army, and ſending meſſengers befoze, he him ſelfe accompanied 
the Lieutenaunt, and bꝛought him to his palace, being diſtant 
(as we haue ſapde). xxx. leagues . In al this tracte, they paſſed 
though che iuriſdiction of other pꝛinces, beyng vnder his domi⸗ 
mon: Ok the whiche, ſome gaue them hempe, of no leſſe good⸗ 
nes to make tackelinges foꝛ ſhyppes chen our wood: Other 

ſome bꝛought bꝛead, and ſome goſſamppne cotton. And ſo 

euery of them payde trybute with luche commodities as they? 

countreys bꝛought fooꝛth. At the length they came to the kin⸗ 

ges manſion place of aragua. Beloꝑe they entered into the pa⸗ 

lace, a great multitude of the kynges ſeruauntes x ſubiectes re⸗ 

ſoꝛted to the court, honoꝛably (after their maner)to recepue their 

kyng Beuc hius Anacauchoa, with the ſtrangers which he bꝛought 

with him to ſee the magnificence ol his court. But now ſhal ou 

heare howe they were intertained. Among other triumphes and 

ſyghtes, two are eſpecially co be noted: Fyꝛtt, there mette 
chem a company of. xxx. women, beyng al the kynges wyues 
and concubines, bearyng in theyꝛ handes bꝛanches ok date trees, 
ſingyng and daunſyng: they were all naked , ſanyng chat 
they? pꝛyuie partes were couered with bꝛeeches of goſfampine 
cotton: but the virgins, hauyng theyz heare hangyng downe 
about their ſhoulders, tyed about the fozehead with a fyllet, 
were vtterly naked. They affirme that they? faces, bꝛeaſtes, pap⸗ 
pes, handes, and other partes of they2 bodyes , were ye" 
moothe, 
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ſmothe, and well popoꝛtioned, but ſomwhat inclynpug to alone» 
I bꝛoune. They ſuppoſed that they had ſeene thoſe moſt beuty- 
full Oryades, 02 the natpue nymphes oz fayꝛes of the fountapnes Piiades. 
whereof the antiques ſpake ſo muche. The bꝛaunches of date 
trees, which they boze in theyꝛ righthandes when they daunced, 
they delpuered to the Lieuetenaunt, with lowe curteſp and \my- 
lyng countenaunce . Thus enteryng into the kynges houſe, 
they founde a delycate ſupper pꝛepared fo2 them, after they} 
maner, Mhen they were well refreſhed with meate, the nyght 
dzawyng on, they were bꝛought by the kynges officers, euerp 
man to his lodgyng, accoꝛding to his degree, in certapne of theyꝛ 
houſes about the pallaice, where they reſted them in hangyng 
beddes, after the maner ofthe countrey, wherof we haue ſpoken 
moꝛe largely in an other place. 
The day folowyng, they bꝛonght our men to their common 
hall, into the whiche they come togeather as often as they make 
any notable games 02 triumphes, as we haue ſayde befoze. Pere, 
after many daunſynges, ſynginges, maſkinges, runnynges, a pietie 
meſflyngs, and other trying or maſtryes, ſodayniy there appea⸗ am 
red in a large plaine neere vnto the hal, two great armies ol men 
of warre, whiche the kyng fot his paltyme had cauſedto be pꝛe⸗ 
pared, as the Spaniardes vle the playe wich reedes, which they 
call Jug de Canias. As the armies ewe neere togeather, they 
alſayled the one the other as fierſely, as if moꝛtall emmies with 
theyꝛ baners ſpleade, ſhould fight fox they2 goodes, they landes, 
they} lpnes, they libertte, they? countrey, theyꝛ wyues + they 
childꝛen, ſo that within the momente of an houre, faure men were 
ſlayne, and many woimded. The battayle alſo ſhoulde haue Faure men 
contymied longer, yfthekyng had not, at the requeſt ol our men, . n elt 
cauſed them to ceaſſe. The thyꝛde day, the Lieuetenant coun» 
ſaylyng the kyng to ſowe mote plentie of goſlampine vppon the 
bankes neere vnto the waters ſyde, that they myght the better 
pape theyꝛ trybute pꝛyuately, acroꝛdyng to the multitude of 
they: houſes, he pꝛepayꝛed to Iſabella, to byſite the ſycke men 
whiche he had lefte there, and alſs to ſee howe his woozkes 
went foꝛwarde. Inthe tyme of his abſence xxx. of his men | ; 
were conſirmed-with diuerſe diſeaſes, Wherefoze beyng ſoze diente meg. 
troubled in his mynde, and in maner at his wyttes ende, 
what 
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what he were belt to doo, fo2 as muche as he wanted al thynge⸗ 
neceſſarie, as wel to reſtoꝛe them to health whiche were pec 
acraſed, as alſo vicaples ta mayntayne p whole multitude, where 
as there was pet no ſhyppe come from Spapne :at the length, 
he determpned to ſende abzode the ſicke men here and there to 
ſundꝛye Regyons ol the ilande, and to the caſtelles whiche they 
had erected in the ſame, Fo directly from the citie of Jſabella 
to ſaynt Dominikes tone, that is, from the nozth to the ſouth, 
thzoughthe ilande, they had buylded thus many caſtles, Fy2lt, 
xxxvi. myles diſtant from Jſabella, they buylded che caſtell of 
Sperantia. From Sperantia, xxv, mples, was the caſtell of ſaynt 
Katharine, From ſapnt Katharines . xx myles, was ſapnt James 


+ towhe.Dther.rx.mples from ſaynt James towꝛe, was a ſtrong: 


er foꝛtreſſe then any ofthe ocher, whiche they called the to we 
of Conception, which he made the ſtronger, becaule it was ſituac 
at the rootes of the golden mountaynes of Ctbaua, in the great 
and large playne, ſo fruiceful and well inhabited as we haue bes 
foze deſcribed , Ie buylded alſo an other in the mydde wape be⸗ 
twene the towze of Conception, ſaynt Dominikes tobe, the 
whiche alſo was ſtronger then the towꝛe of Conception, becauſe 
it was within the lymittes ofa great kyng, hauyng vnder his 


dominion fiue thouſande men, whole chiefe citie and head of the 


Realme, beyng called Bonauum, he wylled that the caſtell ſhould 
alſo be called after the ſame name. Therefoze leauyng the ſicke 
men in theſe caſtels, and other of the ilande houſes nere vnto 
the ſame, he hym ſelle repaxꝛed to ſaynt Dominikes, exacting 
trpbutes of al the kynges whiche were in his way. When 
he had taryed there a fewe dayes, there was a rumour ſpꝛedde, 
that all che kynges about the bozders of the cowze of Concep⸗ 
tion, had conſpyꝛed with deſperate myndes to rebell agaynſt 
the Spaniardes , When the Lieutenaunt was certified hereof, 
be tooke his tourney towarde them immediately, not bepng 
diſcozaged epther by che length of the waye, oz feebleneſle of 
his ſouldpers, bepng in maner fozewerted with trauaple. As 
he dꝛewe nere bnto them, he had aduertyſement that kyng 
Guarionexius was cholen by other pꝛynces to be the Capitayne 
ofthts rebellion, and that he was enfozſed therto halfe vnwyl- 
Iyng , bepng ſeduced by per{waſtons and — oe 

iche 
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whiche is mo2e lykely to be true, fon chat he had befoze had 
ce ofthe power and policie of our men, They cameto: 
geather at a daye appoynted, accompanyed with. xb. thouſande an armp or 
men, armed after their manner, once agayne to pꝛoue the foz- xv. thouſand 
une of ware, Here the Lieutenaunt, conſultyng with the Cay · 
tayne of the foꝛtreſſe and the other ſouldiers of whom he had the 
conducte, determyncd to ſette vpon them vnwares in their owne 
houles,befoze they coulde prepare theyz army. De lent foozth 
therefoze to euery kyng a Centurion, that is, a captayne of a 
hundꝛed, which were commaunded vpon a ſudden to inuade they2 
houſes in the nyght, and to take them ſleeppng;befoze the people 
(being ſcattred here æ there) myght aſſemble togeather . Thus 
ſecretly enterpng into their vyllages, not foztified with walles, The hinges 
trenches,02 bulmarks,thep bzoke in vponthem,coke them, bound Jour 
chem, #led away euerpmanhis pꝛiſoner accoꝛding as they were 
commaunded . The Lieuetenant hym ſelfe with his hundzed 
men, aſlapled kyng Guarionexius as the woꝛthier perſonage, 
whom he tooke pꝛyſoner, as did the other captaines they} kings, 
and at the fame houre appoynted , Foureteene of them were 
bought the ſame nyght to the towꝛe of Conception, Shoꝛtlye 
after, when he had put co death two ofthe kynges whiche were 
the chiefeautours of this newe reuolte, and had ſubozned Guario- durfen rr 
nexius & the other kynges to attempt the fame , leaſt the people pardoned. 
foꝛ ſozowe of theyꝛ kinges ſhoulde neglecte oz foꝛſake their coun⸗ 
trey, whiche thyng myght haue ben great incommoditte to our 
men, who by thincreaſe of they) ſeedes and fruites were often: 
tymes ayded, he freely pardoned and diſmilled Guarionex ius and 
the other kynges, the people in the meane tyme flocking togeas 
ther about the towne, to the number of fpue thouſande withone 
weapons, with pitiful houling fox the deliuerance of their kinges: 
The ayꝛe thundered, & the earth trembled thꝛough the vehemen⸗ 
cle of they2 outcry. The Licutenaunt warned Guarion?xius and 
the other kynges, with thzeatenpnges, wich rewardes, and wich 
p2omples, neuer thereafter to attempt aup ſuche thyng, Then 
Guarionexius made an o2ation tothe people, of p great power of 
eur men, of they clemencie towarde offenders, & liberalitie to 
ſuche as remaine faithfull, deſpzing them ta quiet th:pz mindes, 


and krom thencefoozth nepther in deede noꝛ thought to interpꝛyſe 
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any chyng agopnlt the Chꝛyſtians, but to obeye and ſerve them, 
excepte they woulde daply byyng them ſelues into further cala- 
mities . When the ozation was fpnyſhed, they tooke hymvp, 
and ſet hym on they ſhoulders, and ſo carped hym home to his 
owne pallace: and by this meanes, this Region was paci⸗ 
fyed foz a whple, But our men, with heaup countenaunce 
' wandered bp and downe, as deſolate in a ſtrange countrep, lack- 
png vittailes, and wozne out of apparell, whereas. xu. monethes 


were nowe palled ſence the Admirals departure, duryng which 
tyme, they coulde heare nochyng out of Syayne. The Lieue⸗ 
karger Inte all chat he coulde with fayꝛe woꝛdes 


. Inthemeane tyme, Beuc hius Anac auc hoa (the 
ofthe Weſt partes ofthe Region of Xaragua (of whom 
bekoze) lent meſſengers to the Lienetenaunt, to ſigni⸗ 
foevarobym, thathehad in a redpnes the gollampine cotton, 
and ſuche other thpnges as he wylled hym co pzepare fo? the 
payment of his trybute. Whereupon the Lienetenaunt cooke 
bis tourney thyther, and was honoꝛably receiued of che kyng and 
bis ſyſter, ſomtyme the wyfe of C aun aboa the kyng of Civane, 


dome, then he hym ſelfe: Fo2 they affirmed her to be a. wyle 
woman, of good maners, c pleaſaunt in company. She earneſtly 
perſwaded her bꝛocher, by thexample of her huſband, to loue and 
obey the Chziſtians . This woman was called An ac aona. De 
founde inthe palace of Beuc bius Anacauc hoa. xxii. kyngs, which 
had bzought they) tributes wich them, and abode his comming, 
They bꝛought with them allo, beſyde they? tribut alligned them, 
further to demerite » fauour of our men, great plentie of vitailes, 
as boch kindes of bꝛead, cunnies, and fiſhes, alredy dꝛied, becauſe 
they ſhould not putriſie: — ol chat kynde which we 
ſapd to be eſtemed among them as molt delicate meat, and lyke 
vnto Crocodiles ſauing in bygnes. Thele ſerpentes they cal Ja- 
nnas,which our men learned (ſomwhat to late) to haue ben en⸗ 
gendꝛed in the ilande: Fo2 bnto that day, none of chem durſt ad⸗ 
uenture to taſt of them, by reaſbn ol they hoꝛrible defoꝛmitie 
and lothſomnes, Det the Lievetenant,being entyſed by the plea⸗ 
ſantnes ofthe kynges ſyſter, determined to caſt of the ſerpentes. 


But when he kelce che ſielhe thereof to be ſo delytate to his 
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tongue, he fel to amayne without al feare: the whiche thyng his 
companions percciuing, were not behinde hym in grecdpneſle, 
inſonnich that they had now none other talke, then ol the lwrete⸗ 
neſle ofthcle ſerpentes, which they affyune to be of mote pleas 
ſaunt taſte, then eyther our Phelantes oꝛ Parttiches: but 
they loſe they? taſte, except they be pꝛepared after a certapne fas 
on, as doo Peacockes and Phelantes, except chey be enter⸗ 
latded befoze they be roſted. They pꝛepare them thercfoze after 


this manner : Fy2lh, taking ont che xz dowelles,cuen from the The drefling 


tote to the thyghes, c they walhe and rubbe they? bodyes very to be eaten. 
cleane both within æ without, then rolling chem together on a ctr: 

cle, inuoued alter the manner ok a lleepyng ſnake, they tluſte 

them into a pot, of no bigger capacitte then to holde them only, 

this done, putting a litle water onto them, with a portion of 

the NMande Pepper, they ſeethe chem wich a ſoft ſyꝛe of ſweece 

wood, and ſuche as maketh no great ſmoke: Ok the fatce of chem 
beyng thus ſodde, is made an exceedyng plcaſant bzoth oz pot⸗ 
tage. They ſap alſo, that there is no meate to be compared to the 
egges of theſe ſerpentes,which they vletofeethe by them ſelnest nee 
they are good to be eaten as {oone as chey ate ſodde, and may - 
alſo be reſerned many dayes after. But hauyng ſapde: this 
much of their entertaynement and dapntie fare; let vs nowe 
ſpeake of other matters. When the Lieuetenaunt had fylled one 
of the Jlande houſes wich the Goſſampine cotten which he had 6onoping 


receined fo? tribute, the kynges pompſed: kutthermeze to grue otto. 


hym as muche ol they bꝛead as he wou de vemaunde: he gaue 
them hartie thandtes, and gently drcepted they frendip pjoffer, 
In the meane tyme, whple this bead was a gratheryng in ſuns 
dy regions, to be bꝛought to che pallace of Beuebins Auac hantda 
kyng of X aragua, he ſent meſſengers to Iſabella, fo; one of the 
two Catauelles whithe were lately made there, intendyng tu 
ſend the kame agnine thither laden with bꝛend. The Warpners 
| glad ofthefe tydynges, ſayled aboufrhe Nande, and in ſhoꝛte 
pace bought che ſhyppe to the caaſtes of X aragua. The ſyſter 
of kyng Seuc hin Anac auc hoa, that wple and pleaſaunt woman 
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che hearde ſay that our hyppe was arriued on the ſhoꝛe ok her na 
tiue countrey, perſwaded the king her bzother, that they both 
myght goe together to lee it; fo2 the place where the ſhyppe lap, 
was not palke. ut, myles diſtant from & aragua. They reſted all 
nyght in the midway, in a certayne village i in the which was the 
treaſurie oz jewel houſe of An4c40ns, Her treaſure was neither 
golde, ſiluer,o2 pꝛetious ſtones, but only chynges neceſſary to be 
vled, as chayꝛes, ſtooles, ſettels, diſhes, potingers, pottes, 
pannes, baſons, treyes, and ſuch other houſholde ſtuffe and ins 
ſtrumentes, woꝛkemanly made of a certayne blacke and harde 
ſhyning wood, which that excellent learned philition, John bap⸗ 
Hebene wood, tilt Fliſus, affirmeth to be Pebene. hatſoeuer poztion of wit 
nature hath geuen to the inhabitantes of theſe tlandes, the ſame 
doth moſt appeare in theſe kynde of woozkes, in which they 
ſhewe great art and cunnyng, but thoſe which this woman had, 
The Jlande of were made in the fland of Cuanabba, ſituate in the mouth of the 
Guanabba, weſt ſyde of Hiſpaniola: In thele they graue the lyuely images 
| of ſuch phantaſies as they ſuppole they ſee walke by nyght, 
©, which the antiques called Lemyres: Alſo the images of men, ſer⸗ 
ents, beaſtes, æ what ſo euer other thing they baue once ſeene. 
eunnyng Ar⸗ 132 thinke ( moſte noble pꝛince) that they coulde 
„ doo, if they bad the uſe of Iron and ſteele r Foꝛ they only fyꝛſt 
make theſe ſoft in the fy2e, g afterwarde make them holowe and 
A tone in the carite them with a cercapne ſtone which they fpud inthe rpuers, 
®eede of Aran. Of Coples:and chay2ess ſhe gaue the. Licuetengunt fourtrene, 
and ofaeſtzlles partapning to che table and kifchen, ſhee- gaue 
bym threefroze, ſome of wogd, and ſome of earth, alſo Aalen. 
pyſtecotton redye ſpunne, foure great bottomes of exceeding 
weight. The day folowing, when they came ts che ſea ſide, where 
was an other village of the kynges, che Lieuetenaunt cont» 
1maundedtbeſþypye boate to be bzowght to the ſhore, The kyng 
alſohadpreparyd ino Canons, naynted after thep2 maner, one 
fo:hym ſelle. and certapne of his gentelmen, an other laꝛ his ſi⸗ 
ſer Anacaona and her wapting women: but Anacaona deſpꝛed to 
be caried in the hippe baate wich the Lteuetenaunt, When 
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and quaked fo? feare,ſuppoſpng chat the frame ofthe woꝛdde hay 
ben in daunger ol fallyng, but when they ſawe the Lieuetenant 
laugh, and looke chearefully on them, they called agapne theyꝛ 
ſpirites, and when they yct dꝛewe nearer to the ſhyp, and hearde 


the noyſe of the fluites, hawimes, and dummes. they were won⸗ gt in⸗ 
derfully aſtonied at the ſweete harmonie thereof. Entryng into ſtrumentes. 


the ſhyppe, and beholdyng the fozeſhyp and the ſterne, the toppe 
taſtel, the maſte, the hatches, the cabbens, the keele, and the tack- 
lynges, the bzother fyxyng his eyes on the ſyſter, and the ſyſter 


and wyſte not what to ſay foꝛ to muche woondzpng. Whyle 
beholdyng thele thyngs, they wandered bp and downe the ſhip, 
the Lientenaunt commaunded the ankers to be looſed, and the 
ſayles to be hoyſed vp. Then were they further aſtonyſhed,when 
they ſaw ſo great a mole tomooue as it were by it ſelfe, without 
dꝛes, and without the foꝛce of mam: fox there aroſe from the earth 
ſuche a wynde, as a man woulde haue wpſhed foz ol purpoſe. Pet 
furthermoꝛe, when they perceiued the ſhippe to mooue ſometime 
foꝛ warde, and ſometyme back ward, ſometyme toward the right 
hande, and ſometyme towarde the lefce,and that with one winde, 
and in manner at one inſtant, they were at they wyttes ende foꝛ 
to much admiration. T eſe thynges finiſhed, and the ſhippes la⸗ 
den with bꝛead, and ſuche other rewardes, chey beyng allo re⸗ 
eompenced with other of our thynges, he diſmiſſed not onely 
the kyng Beuc hius Anac hauc hoa ànd his ſyſter, but lykewiſe all 
theyꝛ ſeruauntes women, repleniſhed with ioye & wondering. 
After this, he hym ſelfe tooke his ioꝛney by foote with his ſouls 
dters to the citie of I ſabella, where he was aduertiſed that one: 
Roldanus & imenus, à noughty felowe (whom befoꝛe, beyng his 
ſeruant, he had pꝛeferred to be capitayne of the myners and la⸗ 
bourers, & after made hym a Judge in cauſers of controuerſie) 


had vſed hym lelfe outragtoully, and was maltciouſly mynded The intempe- 
againſthym, and further, the cauſe of much miſchiefe in his raue © malice

abſence. Fo2 kyng Guarionexius (who a whyle before mas Par*avuaunced, 


doned of his foꝛmer rebellion, and perſuaded the people to obey 
che Spanpardes)was by his noughtie vſage,and ſuche other as 
were confedered with hym, ſo accenſed to reuenge the iniuries 
whiche they ſuſteyned at his handes, _ the abaminable 
it actes 
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artes whiche they, folowing only the lawe of nature, abhoꝛred 
to admit, that he, with his famplie, famylyers. and dictonarieg, 
of deſperate minde fledde to the mountaines, being diſtaunt 
from Iſabella only tenne leagues weſtwarde, towarde the noꝛth 
ſe of the ſea. Theſe mountaynes, and alſo the inhabitauntes 
of che ſame, they call by one name, Cignaios, The great king of 
all the kinges and regions of theſe mountaynes is called M aio- 
banexius, and his court o2 pallace is named Copronus : the 
mountaynes are rough, high, and ſuch as no man can paſſe to 
the toppes therof, they are alſo bending, and haue their cozners 
reaching downe to the ſea; Betweene both the coꝛners of the 
mountaynes, is there a greate plapne, by the whiche manp ri⸗ 
uers fall from the mountapnes into the ſea, the people are berve 
fierſe and warlike men, hauing they: oziginal of the Canibales: 
fo2 when they deſcend from the mountaynes to the playnes, ta 
keepe warre with thep2 bozderers, they eate all ſuch as they kl. 
Guarionexius cherfbꝛe, fleeing to this kyng of theſe mountaynes, 
gaue him many pꝛeſentes of ſuch thinges as are wanting in his 
countrev, cherwith declaring how vilelp, billanouſſp, and violent⸗ 
ly he had ben bſed uf aur men, with whom he coulde 
prenails,neither by fame meanes, non i faule, nother by humi⸗ 
litie, noꝛ by ſtoutneſſe, and that to be the cauſe of bis reſoꝑting, 
to hym at that tyme, moſt hum y deſpꝛing him to be his defence 
agaynſt thoppꝛeſſions of ſuche myſcheuons people. M a'obe- 
nexius hereuppon, made hym pꝛomiſſe to apde and helpe hym 
againſt the Chziſttans al that he might. The Lieutenant theres 
foze made haſte to the foꝛtreſſe of Conception, whither, as ſaone 
as he was come, he ſent fox Ro/tanus Xeminus, who with ſuche 
asfolowed hym, lay in certayne of the Jland villages, xi myles 
diſtant from the foꝛtreſſe. At his commyng, the Lieuetenaunt 
aſked him what al theſe ſturres and tumultes meant: he anſwe⸗ 
red without abaſhment, Pour bzother the Admiral hath co doo 
: therewith, atm ſhall aunfwere fo2 the fame be ſoꝛe the kyng, fox 
we perteut chat the kyng hath ſo put hym in truſt, that he hath 
had no regarde to vs: here we peryſhe foꝛ hunger, whple lue 
folowe pou, and are dꝛyuen to ſeeke our vnhappye foode in the 
deſartes: Pour bꝛother alſo aſligned me aſſpſtaunt with you 
in gouernpng the Jtande. Uiheretoze, ſpth you haue na —

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reſpecte vnto bs, we are determined no longer to be under your 

obedience. When Fo/4anxs had ſpoken theſe woꝛdes, and luche 

other, the Lieuetenaumt woulde haue lapde handes on hym, but 

he eſcaped his fyngers, and fledde to the (eſt partes of the regt- 

on of X aragua, hauyng with hym a trapne of chzeelcoze and ten 

men, whiche were of his confederacie. Pere this kylthy ſynke of 

rebelles thus conſpired, playde they bages, and lyued with loole itencioumelle 
bꝛpdles in al kynde ofmyſcheefe, robbyng the people, ſpopling ulibertie, 
the countrey, and rauiſhyng both wyues and virgins, CUAhyle | 
theſe thynges were dooing in the Jlande,the Admiral had eight 

ſhippes appoynted hum by the kyng, of the whiche he ſent two 

laden with vyttualles, from Cales 02 Gades of Hercules pyllers, Hercules ppl 
directly to the Lieuetenant his bꝛother. Theſe ſhyps by chaunce 

arryued fyꝛſt on that ſyde of the Jlande where Roldanus Aemi- 

nus ranged with his companions, Follanus in ſhozt tyme had ſe⸗ A violent pers 
duced them, pꝛomyſyng them in the ſteede of mattockes, wen⸗ \waſton, 
ches pappes: foz labour, pleaſure : foꝛ hunger, abundance : and 

fo weerpnelle and watching,ſfleepe and quietneſſe GN artonexius 2 _ of 
in the meane tyme aſſembled a power of his frendes and con⸗ 8 
federates, æ came oftentymes downe into the playne, and ſlue as 

many of the Chꝛiſtian men as he coulde meete conuenientlpe, 

and alſo the Jlande men whiche were theyꝛ freendes, waſting 

theyꝛ grounde, deſtroying thep? ſeedes, and ſpoyling their vyl⸗ N 
lages. But Noldanus and his adherentes, albeit they had know 

ledge that the Admiral woulde ſhoꝛtly corne, yet feared they no⸗ 
thing, becaule they had ſeduced the newe men whiche came in 
the fyꝛſt ſhyppes, CUhyle the Lieuetenaunt was thus toſſed in 

che myddeſt of theſe ſtoꝛmes, in the meane tyme his bꝛother the 
Admiral ſec foꝛwarde from the coaſtes of Spapne : but not di⸗ 
rectly to Hiſpaniola, for he turned moꝛe towarde the ſouth, In the The thynd voys 
whiche voyage, what he dyd, what coaſtes both of the lande and he — 
ſea he compaſſed, and what newe regions he diſcouered, we wpl Po 
fp2it declare: foꝛ to what ende and concluſion the ſayd tumultes 
and ſeditions came, we wyl expꝛeſſe in the ende ofthe booke fo⸗ 


lowyng. Thus fare pe well.

— Olonus the Adnnrall, the thirde day ofthe 
Calendes of June, in the peere of Chꝛiſte 
1498 hoyſed vp his ſayles in the hauen of 
q |the towne Barramedabas , not farre diſtant 
from Cales, and ſet fozwarde on his voyage 
with epght ſhyppes laden with vittualles 

2 land other neceſſaries. Oe diuerted from his 
accuſtomed race, whiche was by the andes of Canarie , by reas 
ſon of certayne frenchmen pyꝛates and rouers on the ſea, whiche 
lay inthe ryght way to meete with hym. Jnthe wap from Cales 
to the Jlandes of Canarie, about foureſcoꝛe and tenne myles to⸗ 
warde the left hande, is the Nande of Madera, mote ſouthward 
then the citie of Ciuile by foure degrees, fo2 the Pole Artike is 
eleuate to Ciuiſe.xxxbi.degrees, but to this Nande (as the Bae 
riners ſay) only. xxxii. Me ſayled cherefoze fyꝛſt to Madera, and 
ſendyng from thence directly to Hiſpaniola the reſidue of the 
ſhippes laden with vittualles and other neceſſaries, he him ſelfe 
with one ſhyppe with deckes, and two Parchant Cara elles, 
coaſted towarde the South to come to the Equinoctial lyne, and 
ſo fooꝛch to folowe the tracte ofthe ſame towarde the Teſt, to 
the intent to ſearch the natures of ſuche places as he coulde finde 
vnder oꝛ neare vnto the ſame, leauing Ai / paniola on the noꝛth ſide 
on his ryght hande. Inthe middle of this race, lye riii. Nandes 
of the Poꝛtugales, whiche were in olde tyme called Heſperides, 
and are nowe called Caput V iride, oꝛ Cabouerde, cheſe are ſituate in 
the ſea, ryght ouer agaynſt the inner partes of Ethiope, Weſt 
warde two dayes ſaylyng. One of theſe the Poꝛtugales call 
Bonauiſta. Mith the Snayles,02 rather the Toꝛtoyſes ofthis J. 
lande, many lepꝛous men are healed and cleanſed of they? lepꝛo⸗ 
ſie. Departing ſodainly from hence, by reaſon of the contagiouſ⸗ 
neſle of the ayꝛe, he layled. CCCCixrr.mples toward the (Cleſt 
ſauthwelk, whiche is in the middelt betweene the Aeſt and the 
South. There was he lo vexed with maladies and heate (fo it 
was the moneth of June) that his ſhy gs were almoſt ſet on fyꝛe: 

The hoopes of his barrels cracked and bꝛake, and the freſh wa⸗ 
ter ranne out: the men allo complayned that they were not able 
0 
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to ablde that ertremitie ol heate. Here the noꝛth pole was eleuate 
onelp. b. degrees from the Hozizontall. Fo2 the ſpace of viii. 
dayes, inthe which he ſuffered theſe extremites, onely the yt 
day was fay2e, but al the other, clowdy and rapny, yet neuer⸗ 
theleſſe feruent hotte: Therefoze it oftentymes repented hym 
not a litle, that euer he tooke that way. Being tolled in theſe dans 
gers and vexations eyght continuall dayes, at the lengthe an 
Eaſtſoutheaſt wynde aroſe, and gaue a pꝛoſperous blaſte to his 
ſaples. Whiche wynde folowing directly to warde the welk, he 
founde the ſtarres ouer that paralell placed in other ozder, 
and an other kynde of ayꝛe, as the Admirall hym ſelfe toilde 
me. And they al affirme, that within thꝛee dayes ſapling, they 
founde molt temperate and pleaſaunt apꝛe. The Admiral al⸗ 
ſo affirmeth,that from the clime ofthe great heate and bnhollome 
ay2e, he euer aſcended by the backe of che ſea, as it were by a 
hygh mountapne towarde heauen, yet in all this tyme, coulde 
he not once ſee any land: But at the length, the day befoze the Ca⸗ 
lendes of July, the watchman lookyng fooꝛth of the toppe caſtel 
of the greateſt ſhippe, cried out aloude foꝛ ioy t hat he eſpied thꝛee 
exceding hygh mountaynes, exhoꝛting his felowes to be of good 
cheere, and to put away al penſiuenes: fo2 they were very heauy 
and ſoꝛowfull, as well foꝛ the grec fe which they ſuſteyned by rea⸗ 
ſon of thintollerable heate, as alſo that their freſhe water fayled 
them, whiche ranne out at the ryftes ofthe barels, cauſed by ex⸗ 
treme heate, as we haue ſayd. Thus being wel comfozted, they 
dꝛew to the land, but at theyꝛ fyꝛſt appꝛoch they could not aryue, 
by reaſon of the ſhalownes of the ſea necre the ſhoꝛe: Pet loking 
out of thep) ſhyppes, they myght well perceiue that the Region 
was mhabyted, and wel cultured, fo they ſawe very faxe gar⸗ 
dens, and pleaſaunt medowes: from the trees and herbes wher⸗ 
of, when the moꝛnyng deawes beganne to ryſe, chere pꝛoceaded 
manye ſweete ſauoures. Twentie myles diſtant from hence, 
they chaunced into a hauen, very apte to harboꝛowe ſhyppes, 
but it had no ryuer running into it. Sayling on pet ſomwhat 
further, he founde at the length a commodious hauen, wherin he 
might repayꝛe his ſhyppes, and make pꝛouiſion of freſhe water 


and fuel. Ar enalis calleth this land Para. They found no houſes nnd of 


nere vnto the hauen, but innumerable ſleppes of certeyn wilde 
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beaſtes feete, ofthe whiche they founde one dead, muche lyke a 


goate. The day folowyng, they ſawe a Canoa commyng a farre 
ol, hauyng in it foure and twentte poung men of goodly coꝛpoꝛa⸗ 
ture and high ſtature, al armed wich targets, bowes, x arrowes: 
the heare of theyꝛ heades was long and playne, and cutte on the 
foꝛehead much after the manner of the Spanpards, their pꝛyuie 
partes were couered with fpllets of goſſampine cotton, of ſun⸗ 
dꝛy colours enterlaced, ⁊ were beſide al ouer naked Pere the Ads 
miral, conſydering with him ſelfe che coꝛpoꝛature of this people, 
and nature of the lande, he beleeued the ſame to beſo muche the 
nearer heauen, then other regions ofthe ſame paralel, and further 
remooued from the groſſe vapours of the vales, and maryſhes, 
howe muche the hygheſt toppes of the byggeſt mountaynes 
are diſtant from the deepe vales Foꝛ he earneſtly affirmeth, that 
in al that nauigation, he neuer went out of the paralels of Ethi⸗ 
ope: So great difference is there betweene the nature of thinha⸗ 
bitauntes, and ok the ſoyles of diuers regions, al vnder one clime 
oꝛ paralel, as is to ſee betweene the people and regions beyng 
in the kyꝛme lande of Ethiope, and them ok the Jlandes vnder 
the ſame clime, hauyng the pole ſtarre eleuate in » ſame degree, 
Foꝛ the Ethiopians are all blacke, hauing theyꝛ heare curled, 
moꝛe like wool then heare:but theſe people of the Aland of Puta. 
(beyng as J haue ſayde vnder the clyme of Ethiope) are white, 
with long heare, and of pelow colour TUherekoꝛe it is apparant, 
the cauſe of this ſo great difference, to be rather by the diſpoſition 
of the earth, then conſtitution of heauen. Fo2 we knowe, 


chat ſnowe fallech on the mountaynes of the Equinoctial, oz 


burnt lyne, and the ſame to endure there continuallye : we 
knowe lykewple, that the inhabitauntes of che regions farre di⸗ 
ſtant from that lyne towarde the noꝛth, are moleſted with great 
beate. The Admirall, that he myght alure the poung men to 
hym with gentleneſſe, ſhewed them loo kyng glaſſes, fayze and 
bꝛyght veſſels of copper, haukes belles, and ſuche other thynges 
bnknowen to them , But the moꝛe they were called, ſo muche 
the moꝛe they ſuſpected craft and deceyte, and fledde backe⸗ 
warde: Pet dyd they with great admiration beholde our 
men and they2 thynges, but ſtyll hauyng theyꝛ oꝛes in theyꝛ 
bandes redy toflee. When the Admirall ſawe that he coulde 


by 
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by no meanes allure them by gyftes, he thought to pzoone what 
he coulde do wich mulicall inſtrumentes, and therefoze com 

maunded that they whiche were in the greateſt ſhyp, ſhould play mnatcal ins 
vn they2 dꝛummes and ſhawlmes, But the young men ſuppo⸗ rumentes. 
ſing this to be a token of battaple, left they? oꝛes, c in the twinc⸗ 

lyng of an eye had they) arrowes in they bowes, and they? tar⸗ 

gets on their armes: and thus directing theyꝛ arrowes towarde 

our men, ſtoode in expectation to knowe what this nople might 

meane, Dur men likewyſe pꝛeparyng thep2 bowes and ar: 

rowes, appꝛoched cowarde them by litle andlitle . But they de- 

parting from the Admirals ſhyppe, and truſting tothe dexteritie 

of they? oꝛes, came ſo neare one of the leſſe ſhyppes, that one ol 

them plucked the cloke from the gouernour of the ſhyppe, and 

as wel as they coulde by ſignes, required hym to come alande, 

pꝛomiſyng fayth that they woulde commune with him of peace. 

But when they ſawe him goe to the Admirals ſhyp, whyther he 

went to aſke leaue that he might commune withthem, ſuſpecting 

hereby ſome further deceyt, they leapt immediatlye into the Ca⸗ 

noa and fleedde as ſwyft as the wynde, ſo that to conclude, chey 

could by no meanes be allured to familiaritie: CUherfoze the Ads 

miral thought it not conuenient to beſtowe any long time there 

at this voyage. No great ſpace from this Jlande, euer towarde The violent 
the Meſt, the Admiral ſayth he found ſo outragious a fal of waz courſe of the 
ter, runnyng with ſuche a violence from the Salt tothe Welf, gan ta 09 
that it was nothyng inferioꝛ to a myghtie ſtreame fallyng from Wet, 

hygh mountayues. Me alſo confeſſed, that ſynce the fyꝛſt day 

that euer he knewe what the ſea meant, he was neuer in ſuche 

feare. Pꝛoceedyng yet ſomewhat further in this daungerous 

voyage, he funde certayne gulfes of eyght myles, as it had ben 

the entraunce of lome great hauen, into the whiche the ſayde 

violent ſtreames dyb fall. Theſe gulfes oz ſtreyghtes he cal⸗ 

led Os Draconis, that is, the Dzagons mouth: and the Nande 

directly oueragaynſt the ſame, he called Margarita. Out of ted — 
thele ſtrayghtes, iſſued no leſſe fozce of freſhe water, whi⸗ conis. 

che encounteryng with the ſalte , dyd ſtryue to paſſe fooꝛth, 

ſo that betwecne both the waters, was no ſmall conflycte: 

But entryng into the gulfe, at the length he founde the 

water thereof verye freſhe and good to dzynke, The Admirall 
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hym ſelfe, and they which were his companions in this byoage; 
beyng men of good credit, and perceauing mp dilygence in 
ſearchyng fo} theſe matters, tolde me pet of a greater thyng, 
that is, that fo2 the ſpace of xxbi. leagues, amountyng to a 
hundꝛech and foure myles, he ſayled euer by freſhe water, inſo⸗ 
much that the further he pꝛoceaded, eſpecially to warde the weſt, 
he affirmed che water to be the freſher . After this, he came 
to a highe mountayne inhabited onely wich Monkeyes oꝛ Mar⸗ 
mallts, on that part towarde the Eaſt: Foz that ſyde was rowgh 
with rockye and ſtony mountapnes, and therefoze not inhabited 
with men. Pet they that went a lande to ſearche the countrep, 
founde nere vnto the ſea, many kapꝛe fieldes, well tylled and 
ſowen, but no people, no} yet houſes oꝛ cotages: Parhappes 
they were gone further into the countrep, to ſowe they? coꝛne, 
and applye theyꝛ huſbandzy, as wee often ſee our huſbandemen 
to leaue they} ſtations and villages foꝛ the ſame purpoſe, In 
the weſt ſyde of that mountayne, they eſpyed a large plapne, 
whither they made haſt, and caſt anker in the bzode ryuer. As 
ſoone as the inhabicantes had knowledge chat a ſtrange nation 
was arrpued in thep2 coaſtes, they came flockyng without 
all feare tu ſee our men. Me vnderſtode by thev2 ſygnes and 
poyntynges, that this Region was called Paria, and that it 
was very large: in ſo muche that the further it reachech towarde 
the weſte, to be ſo muche the better inhabited and repleniſhed 
with people. The Admiral therfoꝛe, takyng into his ſhippe foure 
ofthe men of that lande, ſearched che weſt partes of the ſame, 
By the temperatenes ofthe ayer, the plealaũtnes ofthe ground, 
and the multitude of people which they ſawe daily moꝛe c moꝛe 
as they ſayled, they coniectured that theſe thynges poꝛtended 
ſome great matter: as in deede their opininon failed them not, as 
we will further declare in his place. The ſonne not pet ryſen, but 
beginnyng euen nowe corpſe, being one day allured by the plea⸗ 
ſauntnes ofthe place, and ſweete ſauours whiche bꝛeathed from 
the lande to the ſhyppes, they went a lande: Here they founde a 
greater multytude of people, chen in any other place. As our 
men appꝛoched towarde them, there came certeine meſlengers 
from cheir Cacici, that is, the kinges of the countrey, to deſyꝛe the 


Admirall in che name ol cheyꝛ pꝛinces to come to they? * 
with- 
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without keare, and that they and al theyꝛs ſhoulde bee at his com- 
mamdement. Then the Admirall had thanked them, and 
made his excuſe fo2 that tyme, there came innumerable people 
with theyꝛ boates to the ſhyppes, haupng fo2 the moſt parte 
chepnes about they2 neckes, garlandes on they; heades, and 
bꝛalelettes on thepz armes of pearles of India, and that ſo com- 
monlpe, that our women in playes and tryumphes, haue not 
greater plentie of ſtones of glaſſe and cryſtall in theyꝛ garlands, 
crownes, girdels, and ſuche other tyꝛementes. Beyng aſked 
where they gathered them, they poynted to the next ſhoze by the 
ſea bankes , They ſignified alſo, by certeyne ſcoꝛnefull ieſtures 
whiche they made with theyꝛ mouthes and handes, that they noe 
thyng eſteemed pearles. Taking allo baſkettes in cheir handes, 
they made ſignes that the ſame myght be kylled with them in 
ſhoꝛte ſpace, But becaule the cozne wherwith his ſhyppes were 
laden to be caryed into i ſpaniola, had taken hurt by reaſon ofthe 
ſalt water, he determined to deferre this marte to a mote conue⸗ 
nient tyme: Pet he ſent to land two ofthe ſhyp boates laden with 
men, to thintent to fetch ſome garlands of pearles foꝛ exchange 
of our thynges, and alſo ſomwhat to ſearche the nature ofthe Re- 
gion, and diſpoſition of the people. They entertepned our men 
gentelly, and came flocking to them by heapes, as fit had ben 
to beholde ſome ſtrange monſters, Fyꝛſt there came to meete 
our men, two men ok grauitie, whom the multitude folowed: 
One ok thele was well in age, and the other but young. They 
thinke it was the father, with his ſonne whiche ſhould ſucceede 
bym. Mhen the one had ſaluted and embꝛaſed the other, they 
bꝛought our men into a certeyne rounde houſe, neere vnto the 
whiche was a great courte. Ypther were bꝛought many chayers 


mought. After that our men and they? Pzinces were ſette, 
they? waytyng men came in laden, ſome with ſundꝛy delycate 
dyſſhes, and ſome with wyne: But theyz meat, was only kruites, 
and thoſe of dyuers kyndes, and vtterly vn dnowen to vs. They? 
wyne was both whyte and redde, not made of grapes, but of 
the lycour of dyuers fruites, and very plealaunte in dꝛynkyng. 
After this banquet made in the olde mans houſe, the poung 
man bzought them to his tabernacie oꝛ mantion place, where

and ſtooles made ofa certepne blacke wood, and very cunnyngly bene. Yes 
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| was a great company both ol men and women, but they ſtoode 
F Whyte. men Dillenered the one from the other. They are whyte, euen as 
| neere the Equi- our men are, ſauing ſuche as are much conuerſant in the ſunne, 
| : They are allo very gentle, and full of humanitie towarde ſtran⸗ 
gers. They couer they pꝛiuie partes with goſſampine cotton, 
wought wich ſundꝛy colours, and are beſyde all naked. There 

was fewe, oz none, that had not eyther a coller, a chayne, oz a 
b2acelec of golde and pearles, and many had all. Beyng al⸗ 

ked where they had that golde, they poynted to certayne moun⸗ 
tapnes, ſeemyng with they? countenaunce to diſſwade our men 

from goyng thither: Foꝛ putting they armes in theyꝛ mouthes, 

and grynnyng as though they bytte the ſame, ſtyll poyntyng 

to the mountaynes, they ſeemed to inſinuate that men were 

eaten there: but whether they meant by the Canibales. oz wylde 
bealkes, our men coulde not wel perceiue. They tooke it excee⸗ 

dyng greeuouſlye, that they coulde neyther vnderſtande our 

men, noꝛ our men them. TUhen they whiche were lent to lande, 

were returned to the ſhyppes about thꝛee of the clocke at after 

noone the ſame dap, hyngyng with them certayne garlandes, 

and collers of pearles, they looled theyz ankers to departe, min⸗ 


N good oꝛder in Hiſpapiola: but he was pꝛeuen ted by another, 
Shalotuneſſe Whiche defeated him ofthe rewarde ok his trauayle. Me was al- 
of the ſea. ſo hyndered at this time by reaſon of the ſhalowneſſe of the ſea, x 
violent courſe ofthe water, which with continuall toſſyng, bꝛuiſed 

the greateſt ſhippe as often as any great gale of wind arole. To 

auoyde the daungers of ſuche ſhalowe places and ſhelfes,

dyng to come agayne ſhoztlye, when all thynges were ſec in 
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Mett, yet fomewhat moze ſouthwarde, as the bendyng of the 
Gozercqup2ed, he entered into a ſea full of herbes oz weedes, 
The ſeede of the herbes whiche lwymme on the water, ate 
muche lyke the berryes of the tree called Lentiſcus, whiche bear- 
eth the ſweete grumme called AA aſtir: they grewe fo thycke, 
that they ſomtyme in maner ſlayed the ſhyppes. The Admiral 
repozted, that here there is not ene dape thzoughout all the 
peere much longer oz ſhozter then an other, and that the Nozth 
pole is here eleuate oneiy fyue degrees as at Paris, in whole Tye eieuation 
 tracte all theſe coaſtes lye. He allo declared thinges of the Pole ax 
as concernyng the variete of the nozth pole: che l detauſe 
they ſeeme contratye to thopinpons of all the Aſtronomers, J 
wyll couche them but with a dꝛye foote, as ſapth the pꝛouerbe.

But howe it commeth to 
paſſe, that at the begynnyng ofthe euenyng twilight it is elenate 
in that Region only fyue degrees in the moneth of June, and 
in the moꝛnyng twylyght to be eleuate. w. degrees by the ſame A marneptoug 
quadꝛaut, J doo not vnderſtande, noz. pet doo the reaſons 
whiche he bꝛyngeth, in an poynt ſatyſſye me. Foy he ſayth, 
that he hereby contectured, that the earth is not perfectly round: 
but that when it was created, there was a certayne heape 
rayſed theron, muche hygher then the other partes of the ſame. 
So that (as he ſayth) it is not rounde after the foꝛme of an apple 
02 a balcas other thinke) but rather lyke a peare as it hangeth on 
the tree, and that Paria is the Region which pollelleth the 
ſuperminent oꝛ hygheſt part therof neareſt vnta heauen: In ſo 
muche that he earneſtly contendeth, the carthly Paradyſe to be 
ſytuate in the toppes of thoſe three hylles, whiche we ſavde 
befoze , that the watchman ſawe out of the toppe caſtcl of 
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che ſhippe, and chat the outragious ſtreames ofthe freſhe waters 
whiche ſo violentlye iſchue out of che ſapde gulfes , and ſtryue 
lo wich che ſalt water, fall headlong from the toppes of the ſaide 
mountaynes: But ol chis matter, it ſhall ſuffyce to haue lapde 
thus muche . Let vs nowe therefoze returne to the hyſtozie 
from whiche we haue digreſſed. hen he percciuedhim lelfe 
to be thus tnwzapped in ſo great a gulfe beyonde his expecta⸗ 
tion, (o that he had nowe no hope to fpnde any paſſage towarde 
the nozth, wherby he mpght ſayle directly to Hi / paniola, he was 
entoꝛced to turne backe the ſame way by che whiche he came, 
- and directed his vyoage to Hi/penio/s by the noꝛth of that lande 
lying towarde the Eaſt . They whiche afterwarde ſearched this 
lande moze curyouſlye, wyll it to be parte of the continent o2 
firme lande of India, and not of Cuba as the Admiral ſuppoſed: 
Foz there are many whiche affirme that they haue ſayled round 
aboutc aba. But whether it be lo 02 not, 02 whether enuping 
the good foztune of this man, they ſeeke occaſpon of quarelyng 
agaynſt hym, I can not tudge : But tyme ſhall ſpeake, whiche 
in tyme appoynted, reuealeth both truth and kalſehod. But whe⸗ 
ther Paria be continent oz not, the Admirall doch not muche 
contende, but he ſuppoſeth it to be continent: Me alſo affir- 
meth that Paria is moze ſouchwarde then Hiſpaniola, by eyght 
bundzed foureſcoze and two myles. At the length he came to 
Hiſpaniola (to ſee his ſouldiers which he left with his bꝛethꝛen) 
the chyꝛd dap of the calendes of September, in the peere. 1498. 
but (as oſten times chaunceth in humane thynges) among his 
ſo many pꝛoſperous, pleaſaunt, and luckye affap2es, foꝛtune 
myngled ſome ſeedes ol woꝛmewood, and cozrupted his pure 
coe with che malicious weedes of cockle.

Hen the Admiral was now come tothe J 
lande of Hiſpaniola, he founde all chynges 
54 Aconkounded and out ofozder. Fo; Reldanus 
\ VA/E.$ 1 of whom we ſpake befoze) refuſed in his 
aobſence to obey his bꝛother, truſting to the 
=4 multitude of uch as were confepered — 
Am, 
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bpm, and not onely behaued hym ſelfe pzoudely agaynſt che 
Admiralles b2other and L ieuetenant, ſametyme his maiſter, 
but alſo ſent letters to his repzoche tothe kyng of Spapne, ther- 
in accuſyng both the bzethzen, laying heynous matters to they} 
charges. But the Admirall agapne lent meſlengers to the 
kyng, whiche mpght infozme hym of theyz rebcUyon, inſtant⸗ 
jp deſyꝛing his grace to ſende hym a newe ſupplye of men, 
wherby he might ſuppꝛeſſe they? lecentiouſnes, and puniſh them 
foz theyz miſcheuous actes. They accuſed the Admirall and his 
bꝛother to be vniuſt men, cruel enimies, and ſhedders of the 
Spanyſhe blood, declaryng that vppon euery lyght occaſyon 
they woulde racke them, hang them, and head them, and that 
they tooke pleaſure therin, and that they departed from them, 
as from cruell cyzantes and wylde beaſtes reioycyng in blood, 
alſo the kynges enimies: affympng lykewyſe, that they wel 
perceiued they) entent to be none other then to vſurpe thempire 
of the Jlandes, whiche thyng (they ſayde) they ſuſpected by a 
thouſande contectures, and eſpecially in that they woulde per⸗ 
mit none to reſoꝛte to the golde mynes, but only ſuche as were 
they familiers. The Admirall on the contrary part, when he 
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deſpꝛed ayde of the kyng to inkring they? inlolentie, auouched antwert. 


that ar thoſe his accuſers, which had deuiſed ſuche tyes agaynſt 
hym, were noughtie felowes, abhominable knaues and vilains, 
theeues and bandes, ruffians, adulterers, c rauiſhers of women, 
falſe periured bagaboundes, and ſuch as had ben eyther conuict, 
in pꝛyſons, oꝝ fledde foxfeare of iudgement: ſo eſcaping puniſhs 
ment, but not leauing vice, wherm they ſtyll contynued, and 
bꝛought the ſame with them to the land, lpuing there in like mas 
ner as befoze, in thefte, lechery, & all kyndes of miſcheefe, and 
ſo gyuen to Idlenes and lleepe, that wheras they were bzought 
thyther fo myners, labourers, ſcullyans, they would not now

of one of thoſe pooze wetches to flee quyte and cleane from the 
bodye to the grounde at one ſtrocke, he was the beſt man, and 
countedmoſt hono)able , Theſe thyngs, and many ſiiche other, 
the one of them laid to the others charge befoꝛe the king. While 
theſe thinges were dooyng, the Admirall ſen? his byother the 
Leauetenaunt wich an army of foureſcoze and temie footemen, 
and a fewe hoꝛſemen (with thꝛee chouſande ofthe Jlande men. 
whiche were moztall enimyes to the Ciguauians) co meete 
the people of Ciguaua, wich Kyng Guarionexivs thep) graunde 
capitapne, who had doone muche myſchecte to our men, and 
ſuche as fauoured them.. Therefoze when the Lieutenaunt 
had conducted his armp to the bankes of a certeyne great rpuer 
runnyng by the playne, whiche we lapdebefoze to Ipe betwene 
the coꝛners of the mountaynes of Ciguaua and the ſea, he founde 
two ſroutes ofhis enimies lurkyng in certepne buſhes, wheres 
ofthe one, caſtyng hym ſelfe headlong into the ſea, eſcaped, and 
by the mouth ol the ryuer ſwamme ouer to his companions : the 
other being taken, declared that in the woodde on the other lyde 
the ryuer, there lay in campe ſire thouſandeCiquautars redy, 
bnwares to aſſaile our men paſſing bye. Wlhcrefoze the Licutes 
naunt finding a ſhalow place where he might paſle ouer, he with 
his whole armp entred into the rpuer , the which thing when the 
Ciguauians had eſpped, they came runnyng out of the wooddes 
with a terrible crye, and moſt hoꝛrible aſpect, much like vnto the 
people called Igathyrſi, of whom the poet virgil ſpeaketh: Fo 
they were all paynted and ſpotted with ſundzy colours, and el⸗ 
peciall wich blacke and red, which they make of certeyne fruites 
noopplhed fo2 the ſame purpole in they? gardens, with the iuyce 
wherofthey paput them ſeſnes from the fozhead, euen to the 
Knees, havpng thep2 heare (whiche by art they make long and 
blacke, if nature deny it them) weathedand rolled after a thou- 
ſamefaſhions, a man woulde thinke them to be deuylles incar⸗ 
nat newly bꝛoke out ok hell, they are ſo like vnto helhoundes. As 
our men waded ouer che rpuer, they ſhotte at them, and hurled 
dartes ſo thycke, chat it almoſt cooke the lyght of the ſonne from 
our men: inlomuche that ik chey had not bozne of * _ 
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thereofwith they; targettes, che matter had gone wong with 
chem, Pet at the length, manye bepng wounded , they paſſep 
ouer the rpuer:which thyng when the enumies ſawe, they fledde, 
whom our men purſupng,ſlue ſome in the chale, but notmanye, 
by reaſonof they2 ſwyfineſle offoote. Thus beyng in the woods 
des, they ſhotte at our men moge lafelp, foꝛ they bepng accuſto⸗ 
med to the wooddes , and naked without anye lette, paſſed 
though the buſhes aud ſhꝛubbes, as it had ben wylde bozes o2 
Hartes, whereas our men were hyndered by reaſon ol they aps 
parell, targets, long iauelins, æ ignozaunce of the place. her: 
foze, when he had reſted there al that nyght in vayne, and the day 
folowpng he ſawe no ſtirring in the wooddes, he went (by the 
counſel and conducte of the other Nande men whiche were in 
his army) immediatly fro thence to the mountaynes, in the wht- 


che kyng M aiobarexius had his cheefe manſion place, in the bil; pn g m 
lage called Capronum, by the which name alſo the kyngs palace — L 


was called, beyng in the ſame village, Thus marching fozwarde 
with his armie, about twelue myles of, he encamped in the vil⸗ 
lage of another kyng, whiche the inhabitauntes had foꝛſaken fox 
feare of our men: Pet makyng diligent ſearche, they found two, 
by whom they had knowledge that there was tenne kinges with 
Maiobanexius in his palace of Capronum, with an armie ok eight 


thouſand Ciguauians. At the Licutenants fyſt appꝛoch, he durſt an army or 
not gene them battayle, vntyll he had ſomewhat better ſearched eight thouſand 
the region: pet dyd he in the meane tymeſkympylhe with them Tiguan. 


twyſe. The next nyght about mydnyght, he ſent foozth ſcoutes, 
and with them guides of the Nande men whiche knewe the 
countrey: Whom the Ciguauians eſpping fr the mountaines, 
p2epared them ſelues to the battayle, wich a terrible crye oz ala⸗ 
rum after their maner , but pet durſt not came out of the woods, 
ſuppoling that the Lieuetenant with his mayne army had ben 
euen at hande. The day folowpng, when he bzought his army 
to the place where they encamped, leaping out of the wooddes, 
they twyſe attempted the foꝛtune of warre, fiercely aſſayling our 
men with a mapne foꝛce, and wounding many befoze they 
coulde coouer them with theyꝛ targettes: Pet our men put 
chem to flyght, flue manye, and tooke manpe, the reſpdue 
lledde to the wooddes, where they _ them fpll as in their 
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mottfafeholde, Ofthem whiche were taken, he ſent one, and 


wich him another ofthe Jlande men, which was of his part, to 
Maiobanexius, with commaundement in this effect, Che Licue⸗ 
tenaunt bꝛought not hyther his army (O MA a'obanexius) to kepe 
warre either againſt you, oꝛ pour people, fo; he greatly deſpꝛeth 
your frendſhip:but his intent is, that Gu rionex ius, uho hath pers 
ſwaded you to be his ayde ogainſt him, to the great deſtruction 
of your people, and vndoyng of pour countrep, map haue due 
coꝛrection, aſwell foz his diſobedience towarde hym , as alſo fox 
rayſ ing tumultes among the people: CAherefoꝛe he requireth 
you, and exhoꝛteth pou to deliuer CA ne xius into his handes, 
the whiche thing yf ou ſhal perkourme, the Admirall his bꝛother 
wyll not only gladly admyt you to his freeadſhyp, but allo en⸗ 
large and defende pour dominion. And pf herein pou refuſe to 
accomplyche his requeſt, it wyll folowe , that you ſhal ſhozt⸗ 
lye revente pou thereof: Foz pour kyngdome ſhalbe waſted 
with ſwoꝛde and fp2e, and pou ſhall abyde the foztune of warre, 
whercof you haue had experience with fauour , as pou ſhall 
further know heareafter to pour payne, pf with ſtubberneſſe pou 
pꝛouoke him to ſhewe the vttermoſke of his power. hen the 
meſſenger had thus doone his arant, Maiobanexius anſwered, 
chat Guarionexius was a good man, indued with many vertues 
as all men knewe, and therfoze he thought him woꝛthy his ayde, 
eſpecially in as much as he fled to him foꝛ ſuccoure, and that he 
had made him ſuche pꝛomiſe, whom alſo he had pzoucd to be his 
faithfull frend: againe, that they were noughty men, violent, and 
cruell, deſiring: other mens goodes, and ſuch. as fpared not to 
ſhed innocentes blood: in fine, that he would not haue to doo 
with ſuche myſcheudus men, no2 pet enter into frendſhyppe 
with them , When theſe thynges came to the Lieuetenauntes 
earc, he commaunded the village to be burnt where he hym ſelle 
encamped, with manye other vulages there about: and when 
he dꝛewe nere to che place where Vlaiobanexiu; lay, he fent mel 
ſengers to him agayne, to common the matter with him, and to 
wyll hym to ſend ſome one of his moike faythfull frendes to 
entreate wich hym of pence. Wihereuppon the kyng ſent vn⸗ 
to hym ont af his cherfe gentelmen, and with hym two other 
want ahm hen he came to the 2

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fence, he frendly requyzed hym toperſwade his loꝛd and maiſter The xievete- 
ta his name, and earneſtly to admoniſhe hym, not to ſuffer his nanuts gentel⸗ 


fioziſhyng kyngdome to be ſpoyled, o2 hym ſelle to abyde the ha⸗ 


neſſe toward 


ſDaiobane- 


ſarde of warre foz Guarionexius ſake ; and further to exhozte hym xuus. 


to delyuer hym, excepte he woulde pꝛocure the deſtruction both 
of hym ſelke, his people, and his countrey. Ahen che mellenger 
was returned, M ajobanexius allembled the people, declaring 
vnto them what was doone: but they cryed out on hun to deliuer 
Guarione xis, ànd began to curle the ape that euer they had re⸗ 
ccaued hym, thus to diſturbe they? quietneſſe. Maiobanexius an- 
ſwered them, that Guarionexius was a good man, t had well de- 
ſerued of him, geuing him many pꝛincely pzeſentes, and had allo 
taught both his wife and him to ſing and daunce, which thing he 
did not little eſteeme, and was therfoꝛe fullp reſolued in no caſe 
to foꝛſake him, oꝛ agaynſt al humanitie to betrap hys krende, 
which fled to him foꝛ ſuccoure, but rather to abide al extremities 
with him, then to miniſter occaſion of obloquie to ſlaunderers, to 
repoꝛte that he had betratcd his gheſt, whom he toke into his 
houſe wich warranties. Thus dimiſling the people, ſighing and 
with ſoꝛowfull hartes, he called Gnarionexius befoze him, pꝛami⸗ 
ſing him agayne, that he would be partaker of his foꝛtune while 
life laſted: in ſo much that he thought it not belt to lend any fur- 
ther wooꝛde to the Lienetenaunt, but appoynted him whom bez 


foze he lent to him, to keepe the way with a garrilon of men, to. 


thintent, that yf any meſſengers ſhould be ſent from the Lieue⸗ 
tenaunt, to ſlap them by the way, and admit none to communica⸗ 
tion, oꝛ further entreatie of peace. In the meane time, the Lieu⸗ 
tenaunt ſent two. wherof the one was a captiue Ciguauian, and 
the other an Jland man, of them which were frendes to our 


A rare faithful⸗ 
neſſe in a bar⸗ 
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men: and thep were both taken and ſlaine. The Laeutenaunt fa- The Lieuete⸗ 


lowed them only with ten footemen q foure hozfemen, finding 
his meſſengers dead in the way, he was further pꝛouoked to 
math, and determined moze extremely to deale with ATaioba- 
nexius,t therfoꝛe went foward incontinently with his whole ar⸗ 
mp to his cheete pallace of Capronum,where he pet lay incampe, 
At his appꝛoche, al ÿ kinges fled, euery man his way, & fozloke 
their capitaine A alobanexius, who allo with al his famylye, 
fled to p rough moũtaines. Some ofthe Ciguanians ſought fox 
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Guarionexius to flap hym, fo; that he was the cauſe of all cheſe 
troubles : but his feete ſaued his lyfe, fo2 he fledde in tyme to the 
mountaines, where he lurked in maner alone among the deſolate 
rockes. Wheras now the Lieuetenauntes ſouldiers were foze⸗ 
weryed with long warre, with watching, laboure, and hunger 
(fo it was nowe thꝛee monethes lence the warres began) many 
deſpꝛed leaue codeparteto the tow2e of Conception, where they 
had graneges, r exerciſed tillage. Me gaue them their paſſepozts 

with alowance of victaples, and lo that onely thyꝛtie remapned 

with hym . Thele thꝛee monethes warre, they contynued verp 
paynetull and myſerablye : So that durpng al that tywe, thep 

Che Spaniar- | had none other meate but only Cazibi, that is, ſuch rootes where 
oitye warres. of they make they bꝛead, and that but ſeldome tocheyz fyll: als 
ſo V ſias, that is, lpttle beaſtes lyke Conyes, if by chaunce nowe 

and then they tooke ſome wich theyꝛ houndes, Their dꝛinke was 

none other then water, ſuch as they founde, ſomtyme ſweete 
and ſomtyme muddy, ſaueryng of the maryſhes. Emong theſe 

delicates, that lyttle ſleepe that they had, was euer foꝛ the moſk 

parte abꝛode vnder the firmament,and that not without watches 

men, and in continual remoouing, as the nature of warre requi⸗ 

Aveſperate ad? rech, Aich thele fewe therfoze, the Lieuetenaunt determined to 
thictiemen. ſearche the mountapnes, dennes, and caues, if he coulde in any 
placefpnde the ſteppes of A aiobanexius oz Guarionexius. In the 

meane tyme certapne of his men (whom hunger enfozcedco goe 

a hunting, to pꝛoue ifthey coulde take any conies) chaunced vp⸗ 

pon two of Maiobanexius familpers,which were ſent to certaine 
villages ofhis, to make pꝛouiſion of bꝛead. Thelehe cnfozced to 
declare where theyꝛ loꝛde lay hid, e vſed the ſame alſo foꝛ guides, 

to bꝛing our men to the place, Twelue of our men tooke this en⸗ 
terpꝛyle in hand, painting them ſelues after p maner ol the Cig⸗ 
uauians: Do that by this ſtratageme oz policie, they came ſoden⸗ 
ly bppon Maiobanexius, and tooke hym pꝛiſoner, with his wyle, 
childꝛen, c family, and conueighed them to the towze of Concep⸗ 
tion to the Lieuetenaunt. Within a fewe dayes after, hunger 
compelled Guarionexius to come out of the dennes , whom cer⸗ 
taine ofthe people fearing the Lieuetenaunt, bewzaped to our 
hunters, The Lieuetenaunt being: certified hereof, ſent foozth 
. bande of foote men, commaunding them co 3 | 
{ 
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ipll luche tyme as Guarlonexius went from the plapnes:to the 
mountaynes, and then ſodenlp to entrappe hym , They went an 
thep were commaunded, todke hym, and bzought hym away 
with them, and by this meanes were al the regions neare abour 
pacified and quieted. A certayne noble woman of neare kynred 
to Maiobanexius, and wyfe to another kyng, whole dominton 
was pet vntouched, folowed hym in all theſe aduerſities. They 
affirme this woman to be the fayꝛeſt and moſt beautifull, that a beauttun 
euer nature bꝛought fooꝛch in che Nand: Whom,when the king woman. 
her hul bande, who loued her moſt ardently( as her beautie deſers 
ued) hearde ſay that ſhe was taken pꝛyſoner, he wandered vp 
and downe the deſartes lyke a man out of his wytte, not know- 
vng what to doo 82 ſay, But at the length, he came to the 
Lieutenaunt, pꝛomiſyng molt fapthfullye, that he woulde ſub⸗ 
mit him ſelſe and al chat he coulde make, vnder his power, (a 
chat he woulde reſtoꝛe hym his wyfe. The Lieutenaunt accep⸗ 
ted the condition, e reſtored him his wife, with certaine other ru⸗ 
lers and gentlemen which he had taken pꝛyſoners befoze : chars 
ging chem, and bynding them with an othe, to be euer redy at his 
commaundement. Shoztly after, this king of his owne free 
motion, came agayne to the Lieutenaunt, bꝛyngyng with him 
kyue thouſande men without weapons, ſauyng only ſuche inſtru⸗ 
mentes as they ble in tyllage of theyꝛ ground. Me bꝛought with 
hym allo ſeedes to ſowe, wherwith at his owne charge, he cau⸗ 
ſed ſuch plentie of they} coꝛne and fruites to growe in lundꝛy pla⸗ 
ces ofthelargvale, wherofwe ſpake befoze, that ſhoꝛtly after, 
were ſeene many fapze and fruitfull feeldes that came therof; 
and fo2 his gentelneſſe being rewarded of the Lieuetenaunte 
wich certayne of our thynges, he departed ioyfullpe. When | 
the repoꝛt hereof came to the Ciguauians, it mooued the mindeg The k»nges : . If 
ofthe kynges to hope of clemencie, whereuppon they came denn them | 
together to the Lieuetenaunt wich humble ſubmiſſion and faiths Keurrenals,. 
full pꝛomyſe, euer after to be vnder his obedience, deſyꝛyng 
hym to reſtoꝛe vnto them theyꝛ kyng with his familie. At they? 
requeſt, the kynges wyfe and his houſholde was ſet at liber: 
tie, but the king kept ſtyl as a pꝛyſoner. Theſe thynges dyd the 
Lieutenaunt in the Nande, not pet knowyng what his aduer⸗ 
(aries and accuſers had layde to his charge befozc the kyng of 
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Spoine: w% being diſquieted with they2 quarelinges and accu 
ſations, and eſpecially foꝝ that by reaſon of theyꝛ diſcention, of ſo 
greate abundonce ol golde and other thynges, there was as pet 
but lyttle bzought into Spapne, appopnted a newe gouernour, 
Nour ut 8ouer- which ſhoulde lee a redzelle in thele thynges: and eytherto pu- 
Alaude,  mnpſheſuchas were fautie, oz els to lende thein to him. CUhag 
was founde agaynſt the Admirall and his bother, oꝛ agaynff 
his aduerſaries which accufed hym, J do not weliknowe; But 
this Jam ſure of, that both the bzechzen are taken, bꝛought, and 
caſte in pꝛilon, wich theyꝛ goodes confilcate. But as loone ag 
the king vnderſtode that they were bought bounde to Cales, he 
ſent meſſengers in poſte, with commaundement chat they 
Gould be looſed and come freely to his pꝛeſence: wherby he des 
clarcd that he toke their troubles greeuouſty. It is allo ſatd, that 
the new gouernour ſent letters to the kyng, wꝛitten with the Ad⸗ 
miralles hand in ſtraunge and vnknowen ſypheringes, to his 
bꝛother the Lieuetenauut being abſent, wyllyng hym to be in a 
redpnes with a power of armed men to come and apd hym, ithe 
Gouernoure ſhould moffer hym any violence. ({heraf the go» 
uernour hauing knowledge (as he ſapth) beyng allo advertiſed 
that the Lieuetenaunt was gone to his bꝛother befoze the men 
whiche he had pꝛepared were in a redines, appꝛehended them 
both vnwares, befoze the multitude came togeather. What-wyl

one Petrus Alphonſus, called Nignus by his ſurname, layled to⸗ The 1

warde the ſouth with moꝛe pꝛoſpe rous foꝛtune then any of the 
other, I thinke it belt firſt co ſpeake ſomewhat of his voyage, 
Ihe cherfoze with only one ſhyp, well furniſhed at his owne char⸗ 
ges, after that he had his paſlepozte, with commaundement in 
no caſe to caſt anker paſt fyftye leagues diſtant from anye place 
where the Admirall had touched, ſayled fyꝛſt to Paria, where the 
Admiral founde both the men and women ſo laden with cheines, 
garlandes, and hꝛaſelettes of pearles, as we haue ſapde befoze, 
Coaſtpng therfoze-along by the ſame ſhoꝛe, accoꝛdyng to the 
kings commaundtm;nt (yet leauing behynd hym the regions ol 
Cumana and M anacabana) he came to the regions which thinha⸗ 
bitantes therof cal Ciana, where he found a hauen (as he ſaith) 
much lykt the poꝛt of Gades oꝛ Cales: into the which enteryng, he 
ſawe a farte of certapne huuſes one the ſhoze, and perceyued, 
when he dꝛewe neere, that it was a village of only eyght houles, 
Pꝛoceading vet further fo2 the ſpace of three myles, he eſpted 
an other village well replenyſhed with people, where there met 
bym fpfcyenaked men on a company, hauing with them a cer» 
tayne ruler, who deſyꝛed Alphonſus to come to they coaſtes. 
He brought with hym at thys tyme, many haukes belles, pyn- 
nes, nebels, Hnaſelettes, chepnes, garlandes, and rynges, with 
countertet ſtones and glaſſes, and ſuch other trpfelles, the which 
within the moment of an houre, he had erchaunged fo} kykteene 


ounces of them pearles, which they woze aboute theyꝛ neckes Peartes tos 
and armes. Then they yet moꝛe erneſtly deſpꝛed hym to ſayle treftes. 


to theyꝛ toaſtes, pꝛomyſynghym that he ſhouude there haue as 


many pearles as he woulde deſpꝛe. Oe condiſcended to they? Sreat prentic 
requelt: and the day folo wing, came to the place where they aps ofpearics, 


popntedhym: Lying there at anker, a great multitude of people 
reſoꝛted to hym, inſtantly requyꝛing hym to come alande. But 
when he conſydered the immumtrable multitude of people which 
was there afſembled, and he had only · xxxiii. men in his cam⸗ 
pany, he durſt not commit hym ſelfe to they} handes, but gaue 
them to vnderltand by lygnes and tokens, that they ſhoulde 
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tome tu the ſhyp with their C nat: f their boates ( which the 
men ofthe iland cal Canoas are made only of one whole peece of 
wood as in the Jlandes, yetmoze rude, and not ſo artifictallp . 
as theyꝛs are: theſe they call Gallit«s, Theſe ſwarmed therfoze 
to the ſhyp as faſte as they might, bꝛingyng with them greate 
plenty of pearles (which they cal Tenoras) cxchanging the ſame 
fo2 our marchaundies. Me founde this people to be of gentyll 
nature, ſimple, and innocent, being conterfant with them in 
they houſes, foꝛ the ſpace of xx. dayes, Theꝝʒ houſes are made 
of wood, couered with the leaues of date trees. Their meate fox 
the moſte parte, is the ſhelfpſhes in the which the pearles are en 
gendered, wherof their ſea coſtes are full. They haue alſo greate 
plenty of wyld beaſtes, as hartes, wyld boxes, and conmes like 
vnto hares, both in coloure and bigneſſe, ſtocke doues alſo, 
and turtle doues: lykewpſe gcele and duckes, which they noziſhe 
in they houſes as we doo. Peacockes flee aboute in maner in 
euery wood and groue, but they are not diſtinct wich ſumdꝛy cos 
lours as ours are: f the cockes are like vntu the hennes. Thele 
people of Curians are craftie huncers, and exceding cunning ar⸗ 
chers, ſa that they will not lyghtly miſſe any beaſte az byꝛde that 
they ſhoote at. Our men conſumed certapne dayes heare very 
pleſauntelp: duryug which time, wholdeuer bzought them a 
1 peacocke, had fo the ſame foure pinnes: he that bzoughta pheas 
of bargapning, ſaunte, had two, and fo2 a ſtocke doue, oz turtle doue, one; and 
fo2 a goole, a finale looking glalle, oz a litle ſtone of glaſſe. Thus 
they bought and ſolde with pꝛofering and bydding, denying and 
refuſing, as it had byn in a greate market, TUhen pinnes were 
pꝛofered them, they aſked what they ſhoulde do with them, be⸗ 
ing naked: But our men latiſtied them with a craftie anſwere, 
declaring by tokens that they were bery neceſlary,to picke they? 
teeth and to pull thoꝛnes out ot theꝑ fleſhe. But aboue al thyn⸗ 
Haukes belles ges, haukes belles were moſt eſteemed among them, foz thep2 
— eltuna⸗ ound x faire colour, and woulde therkoze geue much fo2 one of 
them. Our men, lodging in their houſes, heard in the nyght ſeas 
fon hoꝛrible noyſes &ro2ynges of wild beaſtes in the wooddes, 
whiche are full of exceding great and hygh trees of ſundꝛye

As i" 
many hartes 02 wylde bozes as our men woulde deſpze them to gzartes and }K 
byyng; they woulde kyll in the woodes with their arrowes, and wide baus. 
not to faple to bzyng them. They lacke kpne,goategand ſheepe. 
They? bꝛead is made of rootes,as is theyꝛs of the Jlands. This 
nation, bath blacke heare, groſſe and ſomwhat curide, pet long 
alſo , They keepe they: teeth very whyte, andfoz that purpoſe 
vſe to cary a certaine herbe betwene they lyppes foꝛ the mok 
part of the dap, and to walhe theyz mouthts when they caſt it 
away, The women doo all they buſynes at home in they hows 
ſes, and haue allo the cure of tyllage of the grounde: but the men 
apply them ſelues to the warres and huntyng, to playe, ſyng 
png and daunſyng. They haue ſundzy kyndes of water pottes, 
ingges, and dꝛinkyng cuppes made of earch in other places 
about them, and bzought thyther foz exchaung of other thynges 
Fo2 they vſe fap2es and markettes foz the ſame purpoſe, and are 
greatly deſpzous offuch thynges, as are nat bzought fozth op 
made in they} countrey, as nature hath geuena diſpoſption ta 
al men, todeſy2eand be delyted wich newe and ſtrang thyngen. 
Many of them had hangyng atthey? pearles the images of cer- 
teine beaſtes and birdes, very artifitioufly made of guide, but not Ananyngar- 
pure: thele alſo are bꝛuught them from other places foꝝ "= 
of other thynges . The golde wherofthey are made, is natiue, Wan goide, 
and of much lyke ſinenes to that wherof the flozens are cuyned. 

The men of this countrey, incloſe thep2 pꝛiuie members in a 

gourde, cutte after che faſhto of a coddepice, oꝛ els coner the ſame 

with the ſhell of a toꝛtoyſe, tyed about they) loynes with laces of 

goſſampine cotton: In other places ofthattract, they thꝛuſt the 

ſynew within the ſheeth cherof, and bynde the ſaume faſt with a 

ſtring. The great wylde beaſtes wherof we ſpake befoze, and 

many other thynges which are not found in any of the Tlandes, 

teſtiſte that this region is parte of p continer oz firme lande. But Toxens ot 

the chiefeſt coniecture wherby theyargue the ſame, is, that by the continent an 

coaſtes of that lande, from ? aria towarde the welt, they ſapled FOO 

about tee. M. myles, findyng no ſigne 02 token of any ende. 

Theſe people of Curiana (whiche ſome. call Curt ana) being de⸗ 

maunded where chey had ſuch plentie of golde, ſignified that it

bepn{di(tant from them ſixe ſunnes, that is, ſixedayes iourney 
weſtwarde: and that theyꝛ images of golde were made in che 
ſame region. Whereupon our men directed they) vopage thys 
ther immediatly, and arpued chere at che Ralendes of No- 
uember, in the veere of Chziſte a thouſande and kyue hun⸗ 
dzed. The people of the countrep refozced to them without 
feare; bꝛyngyng wich them of che golde whiche we ſapde to be 
natiue in that region. This people had alſo collers of pearles 
about thep2 neckes, which were bꝛought them from Curiana fox 
exchaunge of cheyꝛ marchandiles , None of them woulde ex- 
chaunge anpe of thoſe thynges whiche they had out of other 
countreys: as neycher the Curians golde, noꝛ the Canchietans 
pearles: pet among the Canchietans they founde but lytle golde 
redy geathered. They toke with them from thence certayne very 
fame Marmaſets oꝛ Munkeyes, and many Poppngayes of ſun⸗ 
Nye coloures. In the monech of Mouember, the apze was there 
moſt temperate, and nothyng colde The guardens of the 
noꝛth pole were outof ſyght to both theſe people, they are ſo 


neare the Equinoctial, Df the degrees of the pole, they can geue 


none other accompte. Theſe people are wel diſpoſed men, ol ho⸗ 
neſt conditions, and nothyng ſuſpitious, fo2 almoſt al the nyght 
long they refoztedto the ſhyppe with theyꝛ boates, and went 
aboode ſhyppe without feare, as dyd the Curians. They call 
pearles, Corixas . They are ſomewhat ielous, foꝛ when anye 
ſtraungers come among them, chey euer place theyꝛ women be⸗ 
hynde them. In this region of Canchiera, the gollampine trees 


growe ofthem ſelues commonly in many places, as doo with 


vs clmes, wyllomes, and ſallowes: and therefoꝛe they vſe to 
make byceches of cotton, wherewith they couer theyꝛ pꝛiuie 
partes in many other regions thereabout. When chey had yet 
ſayled on fo warde by the ſame coaſtes, there came foꝛth againſt 
them about two thoulande men, armed after thepz manner, fot- 
byddyng them to come alande. Thele people were ſo rude and 
ſauage, chat our men cuulde by no meanes allure them to fami- 
liaritie. Dur men therefoze, contented only with theyꝛ pearles, 
returned backe p ſame way they came, where they remained with 
the Curians continually foꝛ the ſpace ol. xx. dayes, & fylled theyꝛ 
l bellies 
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bellies wel with good meate. And here it ſeemeth to me not karre 

from my purpole, to declare what chaunced bnto them in they 

returne when they came now within the ſight ofthe coaſt of Pa⸗ 

ria. They happened therfoze in the wap, at Os Draconis, and the 

gulkes of Paria(wherofwe ſpake befoze)tomeete with a nauy of 2 
xvitt.Canoas of Canibales,which went arouingtohunt fo2 men: Cantbales in 
who aſfoone as they had eſpiedour men,aſſailed their ſhip fierce- Bana. 
lp, # withont feare enclofed y ſame, diſturbing our men on euery 

ſide with their arrowes: but our men lo feared them with they? 

gunnes, that they fled immediatly, who our men folowing with 

the ſhyp boate, tooke one of theyꝛ Canoas, and in it only one 
Canibal(foz the other had eſcaped) and with him another man 
bounde, who with teares runnyng downe his cheekes, and wich 
geſture of:his handes, eyes, and head, ſignified that ſire of his 
companions had ben cruelly cut in peeces,and eaten ofthat mil⸗ 
cheuous nation, and that he ſhoulde haue ben likewyſe handled 
the dap folowyng: wherefoze they gaue hym power ouer the 
Canibal, to do wich him what he would, Then with the Canibals Death cop 
olune clubbe, he iayde ou hym al thathe might dꝛyue with hande death. 
and foote, grinning and fcetting as it had ben a wyld boꝛe, thin 

kyng that he had nat pet ſufficiently renenged che death of his 
companions, when he had beaten out his bzapnes and guttes. 

When he was demaunded after what ſox the Canibales were 

woout to inuade other cointreys, he anſwered, that they euer 

bfed to carye witlythem in theyꝛ Canoas, a great multitude of 
clubbes, the whiche,whereſoener they do lande, they pytch in the Yowe the Cas Þ 
gronnde, and encampe them felues within the compalle ok the their campe, If 
ſame, to lye the moze ſafely in the nyght ſeaſon, In Cariana they 

founde the head of a capcapne ofthe Canibaſes, napled ouer the 

dooꝛe of a certapne gouernour fo2 a tokenof viceo)ne, as it had 

ben the ſtanderde oꝛ helmet taken from the enimte in battayle. 

In theſe coaſtes of Paris is a region called Zaraia, in the which Raraia. 
great plentie of ſalt is geathered after a ſtrange ſonte : for the ſea 

beyng there tolſed with the power of the wyndes, dzpueth the 

falte waters into a large playne by the ſea ſpde, where, after 

warde when che fea wareth calme, and the Tunne bequnneth 

to ſhine, the water is coniealed into molt pure and whyte alte. 
wherewith imuunerable ſypypes myght be laden, pf 
relozte 
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teſcxt thether fo2 the ſame beloꝛe there fale any rayne: Fo? the 
rapne melteth it, and tauſeth it to ſpnke into the lande, and ſo by 
che pooꝛes ofthe earth, toreturne to the place from whence tit 
| was dzyuen. Other lap, that the playne is not fylled from the ſea, 
| Springs of but of certeine ſmynges whoſe water is moze ſharpe and ſalt 
| *  thenthewateroftheſea, Thinhabitantes do greatlye eſteeme 

= this bay of ſalt, whiche they vſe, not only fo2 theyꝛ owne commo⸗ 
| | ditte, but alſo woozking the ſame into a ſquare foꝛme lyke vnto 
bꝛickes, they ſell it co ſtrangers fo2 exchaunge of other chynges 
| CThebovyesof Whiche the lacke. Jnthis Region, they ſtretche and dꝛye the 
ppnces 0220 dead bodies of they? kinges and noble men, laying che ſame 
| ©. bpona certayne frame ot woodde, muche lyke vnto a hurdle oꝛ 
grediren, wich a gentell fyꝛe vnder the ſame, by lyttle and lyttle 
conſumyng the fleſhe, and keping the ſkynne hole wich the bones 
incloſed therein. Theſe dꝛyed carcaſes, they haue in great reue⸗ 
rence, and honour them foꝛ thep2 houſhoulde and fampylier gods. 
They lay that inthis place they ſawe a man, # in an other place 
a woman, thus dꝛyed and reſerued. When they departed from 
Curtana, the. vitt. dap of the Jdes of Febmarp, to returne to 
Spayne,they had thzeeſcoze and. xbi poundes weight (after. viit. 
vntes ta the pounde) of pearles, which they bought fo2 erchange 
of our thinges, mounting to the value ok fyue ſhillinges. Oepar⸗ 

ting therfoze, they conſumed thꝛeeſcoꝛe dayes in theyꝛ iourney 

(although it were ſhozter chen from Hiſpaniola) by reaſon of the 

continuall courſe of the ſea in the welt, which dyd not only great⸗ 

ly ſtep the ſhippe, bucalſo ſomtymes dꝛpue it backe. But at the 

length they came home lo laden wich pearles, chat they were 

wich euerp maryner, in maner as common as chaffe. But the 

maſter ofthe chyppe, Petrus Alphonſus, being accuſed of his comes 

panyons that he had ſtowlen a great multitude of pꝛetious pear⸗ 

les, and defrauded the kyng ok his poꝛtion whiche was che fifth 

parte, was taken of Fernando de Vega, à man of great lerning and 
experience, # gouernour of Gallecia, where they arpued, and was 

there kept in pꝛyſon a lang tyme. But he ſtyll denyeth that euer 

| he deteyned any part of the pearles. Many of thele pearles were 
? —_— as bygge as haſell mittes, and as oꝛiente (as we call it) ag 
aſelnucs, they be of the Eaſt partes: Pet not of ſo great pꝛyce, by rea⸗ 


ſon that the holes thereof are not (o perfecte, hen J =p

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eſent with the right honozable duke ol Met hyna. and 

= _—_ dynner with him, in the citie of Ciuile, chey bꝛoughe 
to hym aboue a hundzed and twentte ounces of pearles to be 
folde, whiche ſurely dyd greatly delpte me with their fayzenes 
and bzightnes - Some ſap, that Alp60n/%s had not theſe pearleg 
in Curiana, being diſtant from Os Draconis moꝛe then a hundzed 
t twentie leagues, but that they had them in the regions of Cu- 
mana and M anacapana, nere vnto Os Draconis and the ilande of 


Margarita: fo; thep deny that there is any pearles founde in The Jlande ur 
JNargarua, 


curiana. But ſith the matter is pet in controuerſie, we wpl paſle 5 
to other matters. Thus muche pou haue,wherebp you may con- 
fecture, what commoditie in tyme to come may bee looked foz 
from theſe newe landes ofthe weſt Ocean, whereas at the fyꝛſt 
diſcouering, they ſhewe ſuche tokens of great ryches. Thus 
fare pe well,

„ laccompanyed the Admiral Colonus in his 

(.K \fp2{t vyage, & were by him appoynted to be 
2 lmaiſters of two of the ſmall ſhippes which 
he Spaniards call Corave/as, being moued 
— bythe great ryches & amplitude of the new 
landes, furnyſhed of theyꝛ owne charges foure Caranels, in the 
hauen ofthey2 owne countrep, which the Spanpardes cal Palos, 
boꝛdering on the weſt Ocean. Dauing therfoze the kings licence 
& paſſepoꝛt to de part, they looſed from the hauen, about the Cas 
lendes of December, in the yeere. 1499. This hauen of Palos, is 
chꝛeeſcoꝛe twelue mples diſtant from Gades, commonly called 
Cales, and. Ixitii. myles from Ciuile , All thinhabitantes ofthis 
towne,not one excepted, are greatly geue to ſearching of the ſea, 
and continually exerciſed in ſapling. They allo directed their vi⸗ 
age fyꝛſt to the iland of Canarte by the ilands of Heſperides,now 
called c abouerde, which ſome cal Gorgodes Meducias . Sapling 
therfoze directly toward the ſouth from that ilande of Heſperides 
whicheche Poztugales(bepng poſleſſers ofthe ſame) cal Sanch

When they ſuppoled chat they had ſayled 
about thꝛee hundreth leagues by the ſame wynde, they lap that 
The noꝛth pole they loſt the ſyght ofthe Noꝛthe ſtarre: and were ſhoꝛtely after 
aut al üght. tolled with excedyng tempeſtes bothe ol wpnde and ſea, and vex⸗ 


ed with intallerable heate: et ſayled they on further (not with⸗ 


out great daunger) foꝛ the ſpace of two hundꝛed e foꝛtie leagues, 

| habitable regions be vnder the Equinoctialllyne oz not, let cheſe 
Habitableregz: MM andthe oulde wypters, alwel philoſophers as poetes aud 
ons vnder the colmographer $difculle, Fo? theſe me affirme it to be habitable, 
— noctal and meroefouflp repleniched wich people: and they, that it is vn⸗ 
: habitable by reaſon of the ſonne beames depending perpendicu- 
larlp oz directlye ouer the ſame, Pet were there many of che olde 

wyters, whiche attempted to pꝛoue it habitable , Theſe ma⸗ 

ryners being demaunded, if they ſaw the louth pole, they anſwe- 

red that they knew no ſtarre there like vnto this pole, that might 

„be deterned abbnt the poynt: but that they ſawe an other oꝛder 
el ltarres, and a certeyne thicke myſt tyſyng from the hoꝛizontall 
I Ine, whiche greatly hyndered they) ſyght. They contende allo, 
cqat there is a great heape oz ryſyng in che myddeſt of the earth, 

whiche taketh away the lyght ol the ſouth pole, vntyllthey haue 

btterly paſſed ouer the ſame: but they verely beleeue that they 

ſawe other images of ſtarres, muche differing from the ſituation 

of the ſtarres ok our hemiſpherie, oꝛ halfe circle of heauen. Howe 

ſo euer the matter be, as they infoꝛme vs, we certiſie pou. At the 

length, the ſeuenth day ofthe calendes of Febꝛuarye, che eſpied 

lande a farre of, and ſeeing the water of the ſea to be trobelous, 

founding with theyz plummet, they founde it to be. xvt fathames 

deepe. Going a lande, and tarying there koꝛ che ſpace of two 

dayes, they departed, bycauſe chep ſawe no people ſtering, al- 


though they founde certeyne ſteppes of men hy che ſea ſyde. 


Thus grauing on the trees #the ſtones nere vnto the ſhoze, the 
kynges name and they2s, and the tyme of theyꝛ connnyng che: 
ther, they departed. Not farrefrom this ſtation, folowyng the 

fyers on the land by nyght, they founde a nation lying 2 


. folowing pet the lame wynd by the loſt pole.CUhcrfoze,whether

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the open fyꝛmament, after che maner ok warre .. Dur men 
thought it not beſt co trouble them vntyll the moꝛnyng. There 
fore, at the ryſyng ok the ſonne, foztie of our men well armed, 
wente to warde them: agaynſt whom came foꝛth. xxxii. of them, 
wich bowes, lpnges and dartes, euen redy ta fpght. The o⸗ 
ther companpe folowed them, armed after the ſame maner. Our 
men affirme that they were of hygher ſtature then eyther the Al: 
mapnes 02 Pannonians. They beheld our men with frownyng 
& thꝛeatenyng countenaunce: but our men thought it not good 
do kal to bickering with them, bncertapne whether it were 
for feare,o2 bycauſe they would not dꝛyue them to flight. Wlhery 
foze they went about to allure them by faire meanes & rewards: 
but they refuſed all kynde of gentelnes, and ſtoode euer in a res 


dines to fight, declaring the ſame by lignes and tokens, Thus 
our men reſoꝛted to theyꝛ ſhyppes, and they to the place from 


- whence they came, without any further hulines. The lame nyght 


about mydnyght, they fledde, left the place voyde where they 


wandering nation, lyke vnto the Scpthians, without houſes oz 
certeyne dwelling places, lyuing only with che kruites of the 
earth, hauing theyꝛ wpues and chyldzen folowing.them, Suche 
as meaſured their footeſteppes in the ſande, affirms with great 
othes, that one oftheyꝛ feete is almoſt ag tong as two feete of 


our men ofthe meane ſoꝛte. Sayling on pet further, they founde 


an other riuer, but not of deapth ſufficient to beare the Carauels: 
they ſent therefozethe faure ſbippe boages to lande, full of ar⸗ 


med men to ſearch the countrey; They eſpyed yppon a hygh hyll 


lay in the campe Dur men ſuppoſe them to be a bgabund and — — of 


gab 


nere vnto the ſea ſyde, a greate multitude of people, to whom 


our company ſent fooꝛch one man with certeyne af our thpnges 
to allure them to exchange. Ind when he had caſt a haukes bell 


towarde them, they cal downe a wedge ofgolde a cubit longe: 
the whreb as he ſlonped to zakt vp, they ſodeulp incloſed hym, 
and carped hym away, But he was holy afcer reſcued by his 

companions, to ſome ok their paynes: fox they flue eyght of our 


men, wounded many a farre ot, wich theyꝛ arrowes, and dartes 
made of wood, hardened at the endes with fyꝛe. After this thep 


encompaſſed our ſhippe boates within the ryuer, and eameraſhe 
within the reache of our men, laying holde on the boates 


ſyde Iz

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Wecperatt des, where thep were thꝛuſt though, and hewen in peeces as it 
voldnelle, pad ben ſheepe, by reaſon they were naked, Pet woulde they not 
fo: al this geue ouer, but tooke from our men one oktheir boates, 

hauing no men in it: fo2 the gouernour thereof being ſlapne 
with an arrowe, the other fledde and eſcaped, And thus they 
lefte this fierce and warlyke people, ſaplyng toward che noꝛth⸗ 
welt, along by che ſame coaſtes, with ſo2owfull hartes fo; the 
death ol theyꝛ companpons, When they had ſapled about .xl. 
leagues, thep chaunced into a ſea of ſuche freſhe water, that 
they fplled they} barelles and hoggeſbeades therewith. Search 
ing the cauſe hereof, they vnderſtoode chat a vehement courſe of 
riuers dilcended with great vv nce from the toppes ofcertapne 
great hplles . They f:.v auu that there lpeth within the ſea, mas 
Many fruitful nye fortunate and fruitfull Jlandes, and well inhabited, and 
Aandes. that chinhabitantes of this tracte are men of meeke nature, and 
ſuche as doo not refule ſtraungers, pet lyttle pzofytable to them, 

2 peos. becauſe they haue no marchandyes fo2 their purpoſe, as golde, 
. o2 precious ſtones: foꝛ lacke whereof, they bꝛought from thence 

thyꝛtie captiues to ſell fo2 laucs. Thinhabitantes call this res 

gion Mariatambal. The regionofthe eaſt part of that rpuer, is 

called Camomorus, and that of the weſt part Paricora, in the mids 

lande whereof, thinhabitantes ſignifyed that there is great plen⸗ 

tie ol golde: Foz,folowing this riuer directly toward the Noꝛth 

(as the bending ofthe ſhoze requyꝛed) they recouered againe the 

Kegionsof ſpyght ol the noꝛth pole. All the coaſte of this tracte, partepneth 
Varia. to Paria, che which(as we ſayd befoze)was fyꝛſt found by Colon 
Gold s peartes hym ſelfe, and hath in maner in eucry plare great abundaunce 
of pearles . They lay that theſe coaſtes are adiopnyng vnto, and 

all one with Os Draconis, and alſo boꝛderyng vppon the regions 

of Cumana, M anacapana, Curiana, Cauc hieta, and Cuc hibac boa: 

Whertoze they thought it to be part of the firme lande of India, 

beponde the riuer of Ganges, For the great # large compaſle there 

of, doth not permit that it ſhoulde be an ilande, albeit the whole 

earth vncouered with water, largely taken, map be called an J 

lande. From che popnt ol that land where they loſt the ſight ol 

the noꝛch pole, ſaylyng by a continuall tracte about thꝛee hun⸗ 

d2ed leagues towarde the welt ſpde of Paria, they ſap that (almuſt 

in che mid way) chey chaunced into a riuer called 4 mrs 

wyicye

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tohiche they affirme to be of ſuche exceedyng breadth, that ft 
might ſeeme incredible, pf the antiques dyd not make mention 
ofthe lyke. Beyng demaunded ol me pk it were not ſale water 
where it diuided the lande, they anſweared that the water therof 
was very freche and ſweete, and that the further it ranne, to be ſo 
muche the kreſher: alſo ful of Jlandes and wholſome fplhe: they 
dare auouche the bzeadth therof to be moꝛe then thirtie leagues. 
Pet yk we wel weigh and conſpder the largeneſſe and widenelle 
of Boriſtomea and $ pirioſtomea, the mouthes ofthe famous riuer 
of [/ter (nowe called Dan«bius) and howe farre they violate oz 
coxrupt the ſale water with their freſhneſſe,we ſhal ceaſle to mar⸗ 
ueyle, although this other riuer be greater : foꝛ who can diminiſh 
the power ol nature, but that it may make this bigger then the 
bother, and another bygger then this: And J ſuppole this to be 
the ryuer whereof Colonus the Admirall made mention in the 
deſcription of his voyage in theſe coaſtes. But we ſhal hereafter 


haue further knowledge hereof: let vs nowe therefoꝛe returne Tye commo⸗ 


to the commodities of thele regions. They found in many Jlands — the res 
about Paria, great wooddes of Bꝛaſtle trees, and bzought away about Varia. 


with them thee thoulande poundes weyght thereof. They ſay Baile. 


that the Bꝛalile of Hiſpaniola, ts muche better then this to dye 
cloth with a moze fayꝛe and durable colour. From hence,folows 
ing the winds ( which the Spantards cal Nort hue ſt, and the Ita⸗ 
lians Greco) they paſſed by many Jlandes very kruiteful, vet left 
deſolate and waſted by reaſon of the crueltie of the Canibales: 
fo2 they went alande in many places, they founde the ruines of 
many deſtroyed houſes: pet in ſome places they founde men, but 
thoſe exceedyng fearefull, fleeyng to the mountapnes, rockes, 
and wooddes at the ſyght of euery ſtraunger oꝛ hyppe, # wan- 
deryng without houſes oꝛ certayne abydyng places, foꝛ feare of 


the Caniballes laying wayte and huntyng after them. Pere they Canibales. 


found thoſe great trees whiche o them ſelues in dyuers places 


bꝛyng foꝛth that fruite oꝛ ſpice, which the Apothecaries cal Caſ- Tr 
Wir ao Trees of C 
ſia Phiſtula, and that of no leſſe gaodneſſe, then that which the fiſtula, " 


philitians miniſter to ſuche ag be diſeaſed with the ague, but it 
was not rype at theyꝛ bepng there. They affirme that there are 
trees ot ſuche bygneſſe, that. xvi. men ioyning handes togeather, 
and ſtandyng in compalle, can ſcarcely embꝛace ſome of them. 

Dt Among 
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Among thele trees is found that monſtrous beaſte with a ſnonte 
Ipke a fore, a taplelyke a marmaſette, eares lyke a bat, handes 
lyke a man, and feete lyke an ape, bearyng her whelpes aboute 
with her in an outwarde bellye much lyke vnto a great bagge 
an purſe, The deade carkas of this beaſte, pon ſawe with me, 

and turned it ouer and ouer wich vour owne handes, maruey⸗ 
lyng at that new belly, and wonderful pꝛouiſion of nature. They 
lay it is knowen by experience, that ſhe neuer letteth her whel⸗ 
pes goo out of that purſe, except it be ether to play, oz to ſucke, 
vntyll ſuche tyme that they be able to gette theyꝛ lyuyng by 
them ſelues. They tooke thys beaſte with her whelpes: But 
the whelpes dyed ſhoꝛtely after in the ſhyppes , Pet the damme 
liued certaine monethes: but at the length, not being able to a« - 
bide ſo great alteration of ayꝛe, and change of meate, ſhe died al⸗ 
ſo in the way. But ok this beaſte, we haue ſaidt enongh. Let vs 
now therfoze returne to the aucthours of theſe thinges. Theſe 
two Pm oni, the vncle and the neuiew, ſuſteyned many greate 
troubles # hozrible tempeſtes and perilles in this nauigation. 
Fo when they had nowe ſailed by the coaſtes of Paria about ſyxe 
hundꝛed leagues, x (as they ſuppoſed) beyond the citie of Cathay, 
and the coſtes of Eaſt India beyond the riuer of Ganges, there 
role ſodenly ſo fierce a tempeſt in the moneth of July, that ok the 
four Carauels which they had with them, two were dꝛowned 
euen befoꝛe theyꝛ eyes: and the thyꝛd lying at anker, with lyke 
ſodennes caried out of theyz ſyght thzowgh the violence of the 
cempelt: the fourth allo lying at anker, was ſo ſhaken and bꝛoo⸗ 
ſed, that all the ſeames therof were almoſt looſed: Pet came 
they to land out of this laſt hyp, but btterly deſpayꝛyng of the 
ſhyp. Wherfoze conſultyng with chem ſelues what was belt 
to bee donne in ſo extreeme a caſe, and how to pꝛouyde them 
a ſafe dwellyng place in thoſe Negions, beyng out of all hope 
how co depart from thence, they determyned to ſlay all the in: 
habytauntes of the countrey nere about them, leaſt they with 
the other ſhoulde conſpyꝛe together to kyll them, but they? foꝛ⸗ 
tune was better: Fo2 the Carauel which the tempeſt had caried 
away, was come to them agayne. This had in it. xvii. men: 
And the other that remayned, was ſaued and repayꝛed. Witch 
tele two therloꝛe, they tooke theyꝛ boyage directly to Spapne, 
| any 
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and thus being toſſed with tempeltes. and bexed withaduerlſities, 
they returned to they; natyue countrey of Talos. to thex wpues 
and chyldzen, the day befoze the Calendes of October, wich the 
loſſe of many of thep? deere frends # neighbours, 

with them Cinamome and ginger: but not very good, beca 
they were not there fully ſeaſoned with the heate of the ſonne, 
befoze they bꝛought them from thence. They bzoughtallo cer- 

tayne pꝛetious ſtones, which Baptiſt Elyſius that excellent phi⸗ 
lolopher, and pour lozdſhyppes philition, affirmeth to be true 
Topales. After theſe mens returne, other ot they: neighbours ©Pales. 
being moued therto by a certaine emulation, to pꝛoue yf theyꝛ 


foxtune wold be any better, lyke men ol good cozage, beyng no» Men ornoblie 


thing diſcomfozted by the hard foꝛtune of their neighboures, Rno⸗ ragt. 
wing that it often times chaunceth, that that which is one mans 
vndoing, is an other mans making, attempted a newe voiage to⸗ Another 
ward the ſouth by þ coſtes of Paria, folowyng the ſteps of Colonus Voyage, 
the Admiral, who had fp2ſte diſcouered the ſame. They alla 
bought with them great plentie of Caſſ#« fiſtula, and founde that faime aber 
pꝛecious medicine called ofthe Spaniards Anime albam, whole 
perfume is ot moſt excellent effect to heale the reumes, murres, 
and heauines ofthe head. As touching this vyage, as yet J know 
na other newes that J thought wooꝛthy to certifie you ot, wher⸗ 
foꝛe, I wyl nowe make an ende of this booke, becauſe pou put 
me ſa often in remembꝛance of pour departure: Yet to accom⸗ 
plyſhe the Decade, J wyl declare ſomewhat ofthe ſuperſtitions 
of Hiſpaniola. Mou ſhall nowe therfoꝛe vnderſtand the illuſions The cuperſtiti⸗ 
where with che people of the Nanve haue ben ſeduced after the ner Bupa⸗ 
errours ofthe olde gentilitie, and wandered in the iguozaunce The errours of 
and blyndneſle of humane nature, coꝛrupted by the dilobedience n 9ide gentis 
of our fyꝛſt parentes, whiche hath remapned in all nations vpon * 
the face ofthe earth, except where it hath pleaſed GOD by the 
Iyght of his ſpirite by his woozde, to powte vpon his clecte the 
grace of renouation, by the lyght whereof the natural darke⸗ 
neſle recetueth ſome cleareneſſe as in a glaſſe, vntil imperfection 
ſhalbe aboliſhed, Dur men therefoꝛe were long inthe Tlande of 
Hi/paniola, betoze thep knewe that the people thereof honoured 
any other thyng then thelyghtes of heauen, oz had anye other 
religion: but when they had ben nowe long conuerſaunc 
I) tt with 
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with them, and by vnderſtand yng their language, dꝛew to a fur 
ther familtaritte, they had knowledge that they vled diuers rites 
and ſuperſtitions: I haue therefoze geathered theſe fewe thinges 
kolowyng, out of a booke wzytten by one Famonus an Heremite, 
whom Colonus had left with certayne kynges of the Jlande to 
inſtruct them in the Chꝛiſtian fapth, And becauſe in manner their 
whole religion is none other thyng then idolatrie, J wil begyn 
at theyꝛ idolles. It is therefoze apparant by the images whi⸗ 
che they honour openly and commonly, that there appeare vnto 
them in the nyght ſeaſons, certayne phantaſtes and illuſions of 
euil ſpirites, ſeducing them into many fonde and foolith errours: 
fo2 they make certapne images of Goſlam pine cotton, folded 
o2 wꝛeathed after theyꝛ manner, and hard ſtopped within, Theſe 
images they make ſyttyng, muche lyke vnto the pyctures of 
ſpirites and deuyls which our paynters are accuſtomed co paynt 
bpon wallcs: but fozaſmuche as J mee ſelfe ſent you foure of 
theſe images, you map better pzeſently ſtgnifte vnto the kyng 
pour vncle, what manner of thynges they are, and howe like vn- 
to paynted deuplles, then J can expꝛeſſe che ſame by wzptpng, 
Theſe images, the inhabitantes call Zemes, whereofthe leaſte, 


made to the lykeneſle of young deupls, they bynde to their foze- 


heades when they goe to the warres agaynſt theyꝛ enimies, and 
fo: that purpoſe haue they thole ſtringes hangyng at them which 
vou ſte. Df thele, they beleeue to obteyne rayne, pf rayne be 
lackyng, lykewyſe fapze weather: fo they thynke that theſe 
Zemes are the mediatours and meſſengers of the great god, 
whom they acknowledge to be only one, eternal, without ende, 
omnipotent, and inuiſible. Thus euery king hath his particuler 
Zemes, whiche hehonoureth, They cal the eternal god by theſe 
two names, Iocauna and Guamaonocon, as they} pꝛedeceſſours 
taught chem, affyꝛmyng that he hath a father called by theſe fiue 
names: that ts, Attabeira, Mamona, Guacarapita, Liella, Guima- 
goa. Nowe ſhal you heare what they fable on the earth as tous 
ching the oꝛiginal of man There is in the Jland, a region called 
Caunana, where they fayne that manknyde came kyꝛſt out of two 
caues ofa mountayne: and that the byggeſt ſoꝛte of men came 
foꝛth ok the mouth of the byggeſt caue, and the leaſt ſoꝛt out of 
che leaſt caue. The rocke in the which theſe caues are, they call 
Caut a,

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Canta. The greateſt denne, they name c aibaxagua, and the leſſe, 
Amaiauna. They ſap, that befoze it was lawtull foz men to come dies mucye 
kooꝛch of the caue, the mouth of the caue was kept and wat- Fe — 2 
ched nyghtiy by a man whoſe name was Machochael: this Ma- nnz. 
c hoc hael, vepartyng ſomewhat farre from the caue, to the intent 
to ſee what things were abzode, was ſodenly taken ofthe ſunne, 
(whoſe ſyght he was foꝛbidden) æ was turned into a ſtone. They 
fapne the lyke of diuers other, that whereas they went fooꝛth in 
che nyght ſeaſon a fyſhyng ſo farre from the caue, that they could 
not returne befoꝛe the ryſyng of the ſunne (che whiche it was not 
lawful foꝛ them to beholde) they were tranſfourmed into Myꝛo⸗ 
balane trees, which of them ſelues grow plentifully in the Nand. 
They ſap furthermoze, that a certapne ruler called / 2goniona, 
ſent one fooꝛth ofthe caue to goe a fyſhyng, who by like chaunce 
was turned into a Nyghtingale,becauſe the ſunne was ryſen be- The Nyghs 
fore he came agayne to the cate; and that peerely about the ale. 
ſame time that he was turned into a byꝛde, he doth in the nyght 
with amournyng ſong bewayle his mylfoꝛtune, and call foz the 
helpe ofhis maiſter Y -g0ni0na; And this they thynke to be the 
tauſe why that byꝛd ſyngeth in the nyght ſeaſon, But / agoniona, 
beyng ſoꝛe troubled in his mind fo? the loſſe ofhts familiar frend 
whom he loued ſo entirely, leauyng the men in the caue,bzought 
kooꝛth only the women with they? ſuckyng chyldꝛen, leauyng 
the women in one ofthe Jlands ol hat tracte, called Matbinino, The Jlande as 
and caryed the chyldꝛen away with hym: which pooze wetches Mathiino, 
oppꝛeſſed with famine, kaynted and remapned on the banke of 
a certapne riuer, where they were turned into frogges, and cryed 
toa, toa, that is, mamma, mamma, as chyldꝛen are woont to crye . 
fo the mothers pappe. And hereof they ſap it commeth that = — 
frogges vſe to crye ſo pitifully in the ſyꝛyng tyme of the peere: 
And that men were ſcattered abꝛode in the caues of Hiſpaniola 
without the company ol women. They lay alſo, that where as 
Vagoniona him ſelfe was accuſtomed :o wander in diners places, 
and pet by a ſpectal grace neuer tranſfcurmed, deſcended co a 
certayne fapꝛe woman whom he ſaive in the bottome of the ſea, A ſpccial grace. 
and recetued of her certapne pibble tones of marble(which they 
cal Cibas) and allo certapne pellowe and bꝛight places oflatton, 
which they cal Gaaninos, Theſe thinges to this day are had in 
ö Y ttt great. 
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great eſtimation among the kynges, as goodly iewelles, and 
molt holy reliques. But nowe (moſte noble pꝛynce) you thall 
hearea mote pleaſaunt fable. There is a certzpne caue called 
Touanaboina, in the territoꝛie of a certapne kyng whole name is 
Machinnech: This caue they honour moe religtouflp then dyd 
the Grekes in tyme paſte, Corinth, yrba, o2 Nyſa, and haue 
adourned it with pyc:ures ofa thouſand kachions. In thentrance 
of this caue they haue two grauen Zemes , wherorthe one is eal⸗ 
led Bint haitel, and the other NMarohu. Beyng demaunded why 
they had this caue in ſo great reuerence, they anſwered earneſtly.

places of our religion, They are allo ſubiect to another kynde of 
ſuperſtition: fo they thynke that dead folkes walke in the night, 
and cate the fruile called Guamaba,vnknowen vnto vs, x ſome⸗ 
what like vnto a Quinle: affyꝛmyng alſo that they are cõuerſant 
with lyuyng people, euen in they? beddes, and to deceiue women 
in takyng vpon the n the ſhape of men, ſhewyng them lelues as 
though they woulde haue to do witch them: but when the matter 
commeth to actual deede, ſodaynely to vaniſhe away. If any do 
ſuſpect that a dead body lyeth by him, whẽ he feeleth any ſtrange 
thyng in the bed, they ſay he ſhalbe out of doubt by feelyng of the 
belly thereof; affyꝛmyng that the ſpirites ol dead men map take 
vpon them al the members of mans bodp, lauing only the na⸗ 
uel. Ik cherkoꝛe by the lacke of p nauel he do perceiue that a dead 
body lyeth by him, the feelyng is immediatly reſolued. They be⸗ 
lecue berilp, that in the nyght, and oftentimes in they iourneps, 
and eſpeciallpe in common and high wapes, dead men do meete 
wich the lyupng: Agaynſt whom, pk any man be ſtowte and 
out of feare, the fantalte vanyſheth incontinentlye: but pf 
anye feare, the fancalye oz viſton dooth ſo aſſaulte hym and 
ſtryke hym with further feare, that manpe are thereby aſtony⸗ 
ſhed, and haue the lymmes of theyꝛ bodyes taken. The inhabi⸗ 
tauntes beyng demaunded of whom they had thoſe vapne ſuper⸗ 
ſtitions, they aunſwered, that they were lefte them of theyz 


bad 
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had the Came befoze the memoꝛie of man, compoſed in certapne 
rymes and ſongues, whiche it was la wful foꝛ none to learne. but 
only the kynges ſonnes, who committed the ſame to memoꝛpe, 
becauſe they had neuer any knowledge ol letters. Thele they 
ſyng beldꝛe the people on certayne ſolemne and feſtuall dapes, 
as moſt religious ceremonies : whyle in the meane tyme they 
play on a certaine inſtrument made ofone whole peece of wood, 
ſomewhat holo we lyke a tymbꝛel. Chey? pꝛieltes and diuines l ieges and 
(whom they cal Boitios) inſtructe them in thele ſuperſtitions: diumes. 
Theſe pꝛieſtes are alſo philicions, dzupſpng a thouſande craftes Philltions. 
and ſubtilties howe to deceiue the ſymple people whiche haue 
them in great reuerence: fo2 they perſwade chem that the { emes Ignoꝛante is 
ble to ſpeake with them familiarlpe, and tel them of thinges to _—_ — 
come. And pf any haue ben ſycke, and are recouered, they make * 
them beleue that they obteyned theyꝛ health of the Temes. Thele 
Boitii bynde them ſelues to muche faſtyng, andoutwarde cleans 
Ipnelle, and pourgynges, cſpccially when they take vpon them 
the cure of any pꝛince, fo2 then they dꝛynke the powder of a cer⸗ 
taine herbe by wyoſe qualitie they are dꝛiuen into a furp, at wht o uder of 
che time (as they ſay) they learne many thinges by reuelation of maruepious 
the Zemes, Then puttyng ſecretely in theyꝛ mouthes, eyther a ett. 
ſtone oꝛ a bone, oꝛ a peece of fleſhe, they come to the ſicke perſon, 
cammaundyng al to depart out of chat place, except one oꝛ (wo, 
whom it ſhal pleaſe the ſycke man to appoynt: this done, they 
goe about hym thꝛee oꝛ foure tyines, greatly defoꝛmyng they? 
faces, lyps, and noꝛchꝛils, with ſundꝛy fylthy geſtures, blowing, n 
bꝛeathyng, and ſuckyng the foꝛehead, temples, and necke of the ner ol carpng. 
patient, whereby (they ſay) they dꝛawe the euyl ayꝛe from him, 
and ſucke the diſeaſe out of his vapnes: then rubbyng hym 
about the ſhoulders, thyghes, and legges, and dꝛawyng 
downe theyꝛ handes cloſe by his feete, holdyng them pet kaſte 
togeather, they runne to the dooꝛe beyng open, where they vn⸗ 
cloſe and ſhake theyꝛ handes, affyꝛmyng that they haue dꝛyuen 
away the diſeaſe, and that the pacient ſhall ſhoꝛtly be perfectlye 
reſtoꝛed to health. After this, commyng behynde pm, he cons 
ueighech a peece of fleſhe out of his owne mouth lyke a iugge⸗ 
ler, and ſheweth it to the ſpcke man, laying „ Beholde, vou 
haue eaten to muche, vou ſhal nowe be whole, becauſe J haue 
Y uu taken 
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taken this from you. But ykhe entende pet further to deceſue the 
Angry gads. patient, he perſwadeth hym that his Zemes ts angry, eyther be: 
cauſe he hach not buylded hym a chappell, oꝛ not honoured hun 

religiouſly, oꝛ nat dedicated vnto hym a groue 02 garden. And 

il it ſo channce that the ſycke perſon dyc, his kynſtolks, by witch⸗ 
—— crafte, enfo:ce the dead to confeſſe whether he dyed by naturall 
deſteno, oꝛ by the negligẽce of the Boitius, in that he had nat faſted 

as he ſhoulde haue done, oꝛ not miniſtred a conuenient medicine 

fo2 the diſeaſe; ſo that if this philitton be founde fautie, they take 

reu nge of hym. Of thele ſtones o2 bones whiche theſe Fo tu 

cary in theyꝛ mouthes, pk the women can come by them, they 

keepe them religioully, beleeuyng them to be greatly effectuall 

to helpe women trauaplyng with chylde, and therefoze honour 

them as they do theyꝛ Zemes. Fo? diuers of the inhabitantes ho⸗ 

nour Zemes of diuers faſhions : ſome make them of wood, as 

they were admonyHed by certayne viſtons appearing vnto them 

in the woods: Other, whiche haue receiued aunſwere of them 

among the rockes, make them of ſtone and marble. Some they 

make ok rootes, to the ſimilitude of ſuche as appeare to them 

when they are geatheryng the rootes called 4ges, whercof they 

make they? bꝛead, as we haue ſayd befoze. Thele Zemes they bes 
Famies oi ſpi- leue to ſend plentie t fruitfulnes of thole rootes, as the antiquitie 
rites ofthe gen- beleued ſuch fayzies oꝛ ſpirites as they called Dryades, Hamadry- 
— — ades,Satyros,Panes, aud Nereides, to haue the cure & pꝛouidence 
ofthe ſea, woods, ſpꝛynges, and fountapnes, allignyng to euerye 

thing their peculier goddes : Euen lo do thinhabitantes of this 

Nande attribute a Zemes to euerp thyng, ſuppoſyng the ſame to 

geue eare to they? inuocations. Cherefoze, as often as the 

kyngs aſke counſel of theyꝛ Zemes as concernyng their warres, 

increale of fruites, oꝛ ſcarcenes, oꝛ health and ſickneſſe, chey enter 

into the houſe dedicate to theyꝛ Zemes, where, ſnuffing vp into 

Che pouder of they) noſthzpls the pouder of the herbe called Cohobba(wherwith 
—— x co the Boitii are dꝛyuen into a furie) they ſap that immediatly they 
ſee the houſes turned topſve turuie, and men to walke wich they? 
heeles vpward. of ſuch foꝛce is this poder, vtterly to take away 
al ſence. As ſoone as this madneſſe ceaſſech, he embꝛaceth his 
knees with his armes, holdyng downe his head. And when 
he hath remapned thus a whple aſtonyſhed, he lyftech vp his

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head, as one that came newe out of leepe : and thus lookyng vp 

coward heaucn, fyꝛſt he fumbleth certaine confounded waoꝛdes 

with hym ſelke, then certayne of the nobilitie o2 cheefe gentle⸗

mitted to theſe myſteries) with loude voyces geue tokens of re⸗ — mps 
ioycing that he is returned to them fromthe ſpeach ofthe Zemes, N 
demaundyng ok hym what he hath ſeene. Then he openyng his 
mouth, doateth that the Zemes ſpake to hym duryng the tyme of 
his traunce, declaryng that he had reuelations either concerning 
victozie o deſtruction, famine oꝛ plentie, health oꝛ ſpckeneſle, 
o2 whatſoeuer happeneth fyꝛſt on his tongue.

founde many beaſtes, both creepyng and foure footed, much 
dylferyng from ours, varyable and of ſundzye ſhapes innume- 
rable: yet nothurtfull, except Lions, Tigers, and Crocodiles. 
This J meane in ſundzy regions of that greate lande of 7 aria, 
but not in the ilandes: no not ſo muche as one, fo2 all the 
beaſtes of the ilandes, are meeke and without hurte, except 
men, which (as wee haue ſayde) are in many ilandes deuourers 
of mans fleſhe. There are alſo dyuers kyndes of foules, And in 
many places battes of ſuch bygnes, that they are equall with 
turtle doues. Theſe battes, haue oftentymes aſſalted men in the 
night in they? fleepe , and ſo bytten them with thep2 venemous 
teeth, that they haue ben therby almoſt dꝛyuen to madnes, in ſo 
much that they haue ben compelled to flee from ſuch places, as 
from rauenous Marpies. In an other place, where certaine of 
them ſlept inthe night ſeaſon on the ſands by the ſea ſyde, a mon⸗ 
ſter commyng out of the ſea, came vpon one of chem ſecretelye, 
and caryed hym away by the myddeſt out of the ſyght of his fe⸗ 
lowes, to whom he cryed in vayne fo2 helpe, vntyl the beaſt leapt

into the ſea with her pꝛay. It was the kynges pleaſure that thep ſer ofthe ſea, 


ſhoulde remapne in theſe landes, and buylde townes and foꝛtreſ⸗ 
ſes : whereunto they were fo well wyllyng, that diuers p2ofered 
them ſelues to take vpon them the ſubdupng of the lande, ma⸗ 
kyng great ſuite to the kyng that they myght be appoynted 


thereto, The coaſt ofthis tracte is exceedyng great and large, Rote the large⸗ 


and the regions and landes thereof extende marueylous farre, 
ſo that they affirme the continent oftheſe regions with the Nan⸗ 
des about the ſame, to be thꝛyſe as bygge as al Europe, beſide 
thoſe landes that the JPoztugales haue founde ſouthwarde, whi⸗ 
che are alſo exceedyng large. Therfoꝛe doubtleſſe Spayne hath 
deſerued great p2aple in theſe our dayes, in that it hath made 
knowen vnto vs ſo many thoulandes of 4ntipodes whiche lay hid 


neſſe ofthe new 
Jlandes, 


befoze , and vnknowen to our fozefathers: andhath thereby mi⸗ Antipodes, 


mtred ſo large matter to wyyte of, to ſuche learned wyttes as 
are deſyꝛous to ſet fooꝛth knowledge to the commoditie of men: 
to whom J opened a way when J geathered theſe things rude: 
Ive togeather as you ſee: the whiche, neuertheleſſe J truſte 
you wil take in good part, aſwell fo2 that J can not adourne

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my rudeneſle with better veſture, as alſo that J neuer toke penne 
in hande to wpyte lyke an hyſtoꝛiographer, but only by epiſtles 
ſcribeled in haſte, to ſatiſtie them, from whole connnaunde⸗ 
mentes J\nipght not dꝛawe backe my foote. But nowe J haue 
digreſſed penough, let vs nowe therefozc returne to Hiſpaniola. 
Dur men haue founde by experience, chat the bꝛead of the Jlande 


is of ſmal ſtrength to ſuche as haue ben vſed to our bꝛead made 


of wheate, and that they? ſtrengthes were muche decayed by 
vſpng of the lame: wherefoze the kyng hath of late commaunded 
that wheate ſhoulde be lo wen there in diners places, and at ſun⸗ 
dꝛy tymes ofthe peere: It groweth into holow reedes, with few 
cares, but thoſe very bygge and fruitefull. They fpnde the lyke 
ſoftneſſe and delicateneſſe to be in hearbes, whiche growe there 


to the height of coꝛne. Neat oz cattel, become ofbygger ſtature, 
and exceedyng fat, but theyꝛ fleſhe is moze vnſauerie, and theyz 


bones (as they ſap) epther without marow, oꝛ the ſame to be ve- 
ry waterplhe: but of hogges and ſwyne, they affirme the contra⸗ 
rp, that they are moze whollome, and of better taſte, by reaſon of 
certapne wylde fruites whiche they eate, beyng of much better 
nouriſhment then maſte. There is almoſt none other kynde of 
fleſhe commonly ſolde in the market. The multitude of hogges 
are exceedyngly encreaſed, and become wylde as ſoone as they 
are out ofthe ſwyneheardes keepyng. They haue ſuche plentie 
ol beaſtes and foules, chat they ſhal hereafter haue no neede to 
haue any bzought from other places. The increaſe of al beaſtes 
grow bigger then the bꝛoode they came ol, by reaſon of the rank⸗ 
nes ef the paſture, although theyꝛ feeding be only of graſſe, with⸗ 
outepther barley oz other grapne. But we haue layd penough 
of Hiſpaniola. They haue nowe founde that Cuba (which of long 
tyme they thought to haue ben firme lande, fo2 the great length 
thereof) is an Jlande : yet is it no maruaple that the inhabitants 
them ſelues tolde our men when they ſearched the length ther: 
ot, that it was without ende. Foz this nation beyng naked, and 
content with a lytle, and with the limittes of they owne coun⸗ 
frep, is not greatly curious to knowe what theyꝛ neyghbours 
doo, 02 the ſargeneſſe of theyꝛ dominton, noꝛ yet knewe they 
pk there were any other thyng vnder heauen, belyde that whi⸗ 
che they walked on with they feete Cx is from the Eaſt 
into

. leſt theyꝛ foode ould faile them.) they recetue fo2 their labour, 
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into the Weſt, muche longer then Hiſpenio/a, and in bꝛeadth er

at the fyꝛſt: foz it is very narowe in reſpect of the length, and is 

fo2 the moſt part very fruicefull and pleaſaunt. Caſtwarde, not 

farre from Hiſpaniola, there lyeth an Jland leſſe then Hiſpaniola — 
moze then by the halfe, whiche our men called Sancti lobannis, —— 
beyng in manner ſquare, in this they founde exceedpng ryche S Jopanms. 
golde mynes: but beyng nowe occupyed in the golde mynes ol f 
Hiſpaniola, they haue not pet ſent labourers into the Jland, But 

the plentie and reuenue of golde of al other regions, geue place 

to Hiſpaniola, where they geue them ſelues in manner to none 

other thyng then to geather golde, ol whiche wozke this oꝛder is 
appointed. To euer ſuch wittie and\kilful man as is put in truſt 

to be a ſurueyour oꝛ ouerſeer of theſe wozkes there is aſſigned 

one oꝛ moꝛe kings ofthe Jland, with their ſubiects. Theſe kings 

accoꝛdyng to theyꝛ league, come with chey2 people at certayne 

tymes ofthe peere, and reſoꝛt euery ot them to the golde mpne 

to the whiche he is aſſigned, where they haue al manner or dyg⸗ 

ging oꝛ mining tooles delyuered them, and every king with his 

men, haue a certayne rewarde alowed them fo2 they; labour. 

Fox when they depart from the mynes to ſowyng ok coꝛne, and 

other tyllage (wherunto they are addict at certaine other tymes, Teuagte. 


one a ierkin, oꝛ a dublet, another a ſhyꝛt, another a cloke oꝛ a cap: 
fe; they nowe take plealure in theſe thyngs, and goe no moꝛe na⸗ 
ked as they were woont to doo. And thus they ble the helpe and 
labour ofthe inhabitauntes, both foꝛ the tyllage of theyꝛ ground, 
and in theyꝛ golde mpnes, as though they were theyꝛ ſcruantes 
oꝛ bondemen, They beare this poke of ſeruitude with an euyll 
wyl, but pet they beare it: they cal theſe hyꝛed labourers, Ana- 
borias : pet the kyng dooth 5 (uffcr that they ſhoulde be vſed as 
bondemen, and only at his pleaſure, they are ſet at libertie, oꝛ 
appoynted to woꝛ ke. At ſuche tyme as they are called togeather 
ofthey2 kynges to woozke (as ſouldiers oz pyoners are aſſem- They abhozrs 
bled of they? centurtons) many ofthem ſtele away co the moun⸗ labour. 
taynes and wooddes, where they lye lurkyng, bepng con⸗ 

tent foꝛ that tyme to lyue wich wylde fruites, rather then take 

the papnes to labour. They are docible and apte to learne, and They art 
haue docible.

Theyꝛ kyngs childꝛen are bꝛought vp 
with the chiefeſt of our men, and are inſtructed in letters and 
good maners, Then they are growen to mans age, they ſende 
them home to theyz countrepes to be example to other, and eſpe⸗ 
cially co gouerne the people, pf theyꝛ fathers be dead, that they 
map the better let foꝛth the Chailtian religion, and keepe theyꝛ 
ſubiectes in loue and obedience. By realon wherof, they come

lye in two regions ofthe tlande, about thyꝛtie myles dyſtaunt 
fromthe cytie of Dominica, wherofthe on is called Sancti Chriſto: 
phori; and the other beyng diſtant aboute fourſcoze and tenne 
myles, is called C ibaua, not farre from the cheeke hauen called 
Portus Regalis. Theſe regions are bery large, in the which in 
many places here and there, are founde ſomtyme euen in the vps 
per cruſt of che earth, and ſomtyme among the ſtones, certayne 
rounde pieces oꝛ plates of golde, ſometime of ſmale quantytie, 
and in ſome places of great wayght: in ſo much that there hath 
byn founde rounde pieces of thꝛee hundzed pounde weyght, 
and one of three chouſande, thꝛee hundꝛed and tenne pounde 
weyght, the whiche (as pou harde) was ſent whole to the kyng 
in that ſhyp in the which the gouernour Boadilla was commyng 
home into Spaine, the ſhyp with all the men beyng dꝛowned by 
the wap, by reaſon it was ouer laden with the weyght of gold x 
multitude of men, albeit, there were mo then a thoulande per⸗ 
ſons which ſaw and handeled the piece of gold, And wheras here 
J ſpeake o a pounde, J do not meane the common pounde, but 
the ſumme ok the ducate of gold, wich the coyne called Triens, 
which is the third part of a pounde. which they call Peſus, The 
ſumme of the weight hearof, the Spanpardes call Caſtclanum 
Aureum. All the gold that is digged in the mountaines of Cibaus 
and Poꝛt Regale, is caried to the tower of Conception, where 
ſhoppes with al thinges appertayning are redy furniſhed to fine 
it, melt it, and caſte it into wedges. That doone, they take the 
kynges poꝛtion therof, which is the kykte parte, and ſo re⸗ 
ſtoꝛe to euery man his owne which he gotte with his labour. 
But the gold which is founde in laynt Chꝛiſtophoꝛus myne 
and

them oftentymes many contenttons and con:rouerſies, the whi⸗ 
che vnleſſe the magiſtrates of the Jlande do fynyſhe, the caſe is 
remoued by appellation to the hygh coun ayle of the court, from 
whole ſentence it is not lawfull co appeale in al the dominions 
ol Caſtyle. But let vs nowe returne to the newe landes, from aden we 
whence we haue digreſſed. They are innumerable, diuers, and :

as ſleepe under it any tyme, haue theyz heades l wolne, and loſe 
their ſight: but ifthe y lleepe but a while, they? ſight commeth 
agayne after a fewe dapes. This pozte is diſtant foure hundzed, 
kyktie c ſixe myles from that poꝛt of Hi/pamola whiche the Spa⸗ 
npardes call Beata, in the whiche alſo they furnthe them ſelues 
when they pꝛepare anye voyage to ſeeke other newe landes. 
When Fogeda had entred into the hauen, he enuaded, flue, and 
ſpoyled the people, whem he founde naked and ſcattered: fox 
they were geuen him foꝛ a pꝛay by the kynges letters patentes, 
becauſe they had ben befoze tyme cruell agapult the Chꝛiſtians, 
and coulde neuer be allured to permytte them quietlye to come 
within theyꝛ domintons, Here they founde golde, but in no great 
quantitie, noꝛ vet that pure: they make of it certayne bꝛeſt plates 
and bꝛooches whiche they weare foꝛ comelyneſſe. But Fag eda 
not content with theſe ſpoyles, vſyng certayne captiues, which 
he had taken befoze, fo2 guydes, entred into a vyllage twelue 
myles dyſtant from the ſea ſyde further into the lande, into the 
which thep were fled when he fyꝛſt enuaded. Pere he found a na⸗ 
ked people, but apte to warre : fo2 they were armed with tar⸗ 
gettes, ſhieldes, long (woozdes made of wood, and bowes with 
arrowes typt with bone, oꝛ hardened with kyꝛe. As ſoone as they 
had eſpyed our men, they with they gheſtes who they had recei⸗ 
cepued,aſſapled them with deſperate myndes, beyng therto moꝛe 
earneſtly pꝛouoked, beholdyng the calamitie ok theſe whiche fled 


.vnto them, by the violence done to theyz women and chyldꝛen, 


in che ſpoyle and ſlaughter. In this conflyct our men had the 
ouerthzowe: in the which, one Johannes de Lacoſſa( being in auc⸗ 
thoꝛitie next vnto Fogeda the captapne, and alſo the fyꝛſte that 
geathered gold in the ſandes of /74ba)wasg flaine with fiftte ſoul- 
diers: fo2 theſe people infecte their arrowes with the deadlye 
poyſon of a certapne herbe.

After 

this, Fogeda whiche came fyꝛſt, fyꝛſt lykewp!e departyng with 

his arnne to ſecke /r4ba,committed to his gouernaunce, ſapled 

by an Jlande called Fortis lying in the mydway betweene /rabs The Jia 

and the hauen of Cart hago: into the whiche deſſending, he founde Fotis. 852 

it to be an Jlande of the Canibales, bꝛyngyng with hym from 

thence two men and ſeuen women, koꝛ the reſidue eſcaped. Here 

he founde in the cotages ot them that fledde, a hundzed, foure⸗ 

ſcoꝛe, and teune dꝛammes of golde, caſte and wꝛought in dy⸗ wꝛought gold, 
uers fourmes, Saylyng foꝛwarde from 13 he came to the 
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Eaſt coaſtes of/raba, whiche the inhabitauntes call Carihana, 
from whence the Caribes oꝛ Camibales of the Jlandes are ſayd 
to haue theyꝛ name and oꝛiginall. Mere he began to builde a fo2- 
treſſe, and a vyllage neere vnto the lame, therein intendyng to 
place theyꝛ fyꝛſt habitation; Shoꝛtly after, bepng inſtructed by 
cer tayne captyues, that there was about twelue mples further 
within the lande, a certayne byllage called Tirufi, hauyng in it a 
ryche golde myne, he determined to deſtroy the village, to the 
which when he came, he kounde the inhabitantes redy to defende 
theyꝛ ryght, and that lo ſtoutlye, that encounteryng with them, 
he was repulled wich ſhame and domage: fo2 theſe people allo 
vſe bowes and venemous arrowes. CClithina fewe dayes alter, 
beyng enfo? ced fo} lacke of vittualles to inuade another village, 
he hym ſelfe was ſtrycken in the thygh with an arrowe Some 
ofhis felowes ſay, that he was thus wounded of one of the inha⸗ 
bitauntes whole wyke he had ledde away captiue beloꝛe. They 
ſay alſo that he had fyꝛſt frendlye communed with Fog eda fo2 re⸗ 
deeming of his wife, and had appoynted a day to bꝛing a poꝛtion 
of golde foꝛ her raunſome, and that he came at the day aſſigned, 
not laden with golde, but armed with bowes and arrowes, with 
eyght other confederate with hym which had ben befoꝛe parta⸗ 
kers of the iniuries done to them fy2ſt at the hauen of Cart hago, 
and afterward at the burnyng ofthe vyllage, in reuenge wher⸗ 
ol, they had deſperately conſecrated them lelues to death: But 
the matter beyng knowen, the captayne of this conſpiracie was 
ſlayne of Fogeda his companions, and his wyfe deteyned in caps 
tiuitie. Fogeda allo thzongh the maliciouſneſſe of the venime, 
conſumed and was dꝛied vp by lytle t litle. Chile theſe things 
chaunced thus, they eſpied Niue /a the other captayne, to whom 
Beragua the region of the elt ſyde of Vraba was aſſigned to 
inhabite. De gaue wynd to his layles to take his voyage toward 
Beragua, the day after that Fogeda departed out of the hauen of 
Carthago. He with his armie that he bzought with hym, coaſted 
euer along by the ſhoꝛe, vntyll he came to the gulfe Co:ba,whole 
kynges name ts Cæreta. Mere he founde they? language to be 
in manner nothyng lyke vnto that of H. paniola, 02 of the hauen 
of Carthago: whereby he percepued that in thts tracte, there are 
manp languages differyng krom they2 owne boꝛderers. Neue ſa 
Des 
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departyng from Coiba, went to the pꝛouince 02 Lieuetenaumt⸗ 
ſhyp of Fogela his companion, Within a fewe dapes after, he 
hym (clfe entryng into one of thoſe marchaunt ſhyppes wht: 
che the Spanpardes call Carauelas, commaunded that the big⸗ 
ger veſſels ſhould folow farre behinde. De tooke with hym two 
ſmal ſhyppes commonly called Bergandines 02 Bꝛigandines. 
Thate thought it good in al the diſcourſe of theſe bookes, to vſe 
the common names of thinges, becauſe J had rather be playne 
then curious, eſpecially foꝛalmuche as there do daply aryſe ma⸗ 
ny newe thynges vnknowen to the antiquitie, whereof they haue 
left no true names. After the departure of Nicueſa, there came a 
ſhyppe from Hiſpamola to Fogeda, the captayne wherof,was one 


Barnardiuo de Calauera,who had ſtolne the ſame from Hiſpaniola Barnardino de 
with thꝛeeſcoꝛe men, without leaue oz aduice ofthe Admiral and C alauera. 


the other gouernours. CUith the vyttualles which this ſhyppe 
bꝛought, they refreſhed them ſelues, and lomewhat recoucred 
they? ſtrengthes, muche weakened fo2 lacke of meate, Fogeds 
his companions whylpered and muttered agaynſt hym daplye 
moꝛe and more, that he fedde them fooꝛth with vapne hope: fox 
he had tolde chem that he left A uciſus in Hipanioia (whom he 
choſe by the kinges commiſſion to be a iudge in cauſes, becauſe 
he was learned in the law)to come ſhoꝛtly after him with a ſhyp 
laden with vyttualles, and that he marueyled that he was not 
come many dayes ſynce. And herein he lapd nothing but trueth: 
fo2 when he departed, he left Ac iſus haife redye to folowe hym, 
But his ſelowes ſuppolpng that al that he had layde of Ac us 
had ben fayned, ſome of them determined p2unly to ſteale away 
the two Bꝛigandines from Fog eda, and to returne to Hiſpaniola. 
But Fogeda hauyng knowledge hereok, pꝛeuented they? deuice: 
foꝛ leauyng vᷣ cuſtodie of the foꝛtreſſe with a certayne noble gen⸗ 
tleman called F anciſco Pigarro, he him ſelfe thus wounded, with 
a fewe other in his companye, entred into the ſhyppe wherof we 


ſp ake before, and ſayled directly to N iſpaniola, boch to heale che Fogeda nm 
alte Yilgas,

wounde ok his thygh, vf any remedie myght be found, and allo ta i 


knowe what was the cauſe of Anci/us tarpiag: leauyng hape 


with his felowes (wh iche were nowe bꝛought from thꝛee bun- 


dꝛed to thꝛeeſcoꝛe, partly by famine, and partly by warre) that Kamine. 


he woulde returne within the ſpace of. xv. dapes, pzeſcribyng 
A Jil lo 
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alſo a condition to Pizarro and his companions, that it ſhould not 
be imputed to them foz treaſon, to depart from thence yk he 
came not agayne at the day appoynted, with vyttuales, and a 
newe ſupplye of men, Theſe xv.dayes beyng nowe paſt, wheras 
they coulde yet heare nothyng of Fogeda, and were daply moꝛe 
and moꝛe oppꝛeſſed with ſharpe hunger, they entred into the 
two Bꝛigandines which were left, and departed from that land. 
And as they were nowe ſaylyng on the mayne ſea towarde Hiſ- 
Paniola, atempelt ſodayne ly aryſyng, ſwalowed one ofthe Bꝛi⸗ 
gandines with all chat were therein. Some of they? felowes ak⸗ 
fyꝛme, that they plapnely ſawe a fplhe of huge greatneſſe, ſwim⸗ 
myng about the Bꝛigandine (foꝛ thole ſeas bꝛyng foozth great 
monſters) and that with a ſtroke of her tayle, ſhe bꝛoke the rud⸗ 
der of the ſhyppe in peeces, whiche kaplyng, the Bztgandine be: 
ing dꝛiuen about by foꝛce of the tempeſt, was dꝛowned not farre 
from the Jland called Fortis, lying betwene the coaſtes of the has 
ten Carthago and / raba. As they ofthe other Buigandine would 
haue landed in the Jlande, they were dꝛyuen backe with the 
bowes and arrowes of the fierce barbarians. Hꝛoceeding theres 
foꝛe on theyꝛ voyage, they mette by chaunce with Anciſus, bee 
twene the hauen of Carthag o, and the region of Cuchibacoa in the 
mouth of the riuer whiche the Spanyardes called Boium gatt!, 
that is, the houſe of the catte, becauſe they ſawe a catte fyꝛſte in 
that place: Boium,in the tongue of Hiſpaniola, is a houſe. Anciſus 
came with a ſhyppe laden with al thynges necellarie, both fox 
meate, and dzynke, and apparell, bꝛyngyng alſo with hym an 
another Bꝛigandine. This is he foꝛ whoſe commyng the caps 
tapne Fogeda looked fo2 ſo long. Me looſed anker from Hiſpani- 
ola in the Jdes of September: and 5 fourth day after his depar⸗ 
ture, he eſpyed certayne hygh mountaynes, the whiche foz the a⸗ 
bundance ok ſnow which lieth there continually in the tops therof, 
the Spanpards called Serra Neuata, when Colonus the kyꝛſt fpn- 
der of thoſe regions paſſed by the ſame. The fift day he ſayled by 
Os Draconis They which were in the Bztgandine,tolde Anciſus 
that Fog eda was returned to Hiſpaniola: but Anciſus ſuppoſyng 
that they had fained that tale, commaunded them by thauctozitie 
okhis commiſſion to turne backe agayne. The Bꝛigandiners o⸗ 
beped x folowed him: pet made they humble ſuite vnto him that 
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he woulde graut them chat with his fauour they myght eyther 
goe agayne to i/paniola, oꝛ that he hym ſelfe would bꝛing them 
to Nicueſa: and that they woulde foꝛ his gentleneſſe, declared tos 
warde them in this behalfe, rewarde hym with two thouſande 
dzammes of golde : foz they were ryche in golde, but pooze in 


fyꝛmyng that he myght by no meanes goe any other way, then 
to / raba the pꝛouince aſſigned to Fog eda. TWhereupon, by they? 
conduct, he tooke his voyage directly towarde /raba, But nowe 
let it not ſeeme tedious to pour holyneſſe, to heare of one thyng 
wooꝛthy to be remembꝛed, whiche chaunced tothis Lieuetenant 
Anciſus as he came thyther: foꝛ he alſo caſt anker in the coaſtes 
of the region of Caramairi,whiche we ſayde to be famous, by rea⸗ 
ſon of the hauen of Cart hago, and of the goodly ſtature, ſtrength, 
and beautie boch of men and women beyng in the ſame. Pere he 
ſent certayne to goe alande on the ſhoꝛe both to fetch freſh water, 
& alſo to repayꝛe the ſhip boate which was ſoꝛe bꝛuiſed. In this 
meane tyme, a great multitude of the people of the countrep, ar⸗ 
med after theyꝛ manner, came about our men, as they were occu⸗ 
pyed about they? buſpneſle, and ſtoode in a redyneſſe to fyght,fo2 
the ſpace of thꝛee dayes continually, duryng whiche time, ney⸗ 
ther durſt they ſet vpon our men, noꝛ our men aſſaile them. Thus 
both parties keepyng they? aray, ſtoode ſtyll thee whole dapes, 
the one gaſpng on the other. Pet al this tyme our men applyed 
they2 wooꝛke, placyng the ſhypvuyghtes in the myddeſt of theyꝛ 
armie. As they ſtoode thus amaſed, two of our company went 
to kyll they? water pottes at the mouth of the ryuer neere vnto 
chem both, where ſodenly there came foo2th agaynſt them a cap⸗ 
fapne of the barbarians wich tenne armed men, whiche incloſed 
them, and with terrible countenance bent theyꝛ arrowes againſt 
them, but ſhot them not of. One of our men fledde, but the 
other remayned, callpng bis felowe agayne, and rebukyng hym 
fo2 his fearefulneſſe. Then he ſpake to the barbarians in theyꝛ 
owne language, whiche he had learned beyng conuerſaumt with 
the captines that were caryed from thence long befoze, They 
marueylyng to heare a ſtranger ſpeake in theyꝛ natine tongue, 
put of they? fterceneſſe, and fell to krendiy communication, de⸗ 
maundpng who were the captapnes of that company whiche 
were 


Aiche in golde, 
and pooze in 


bꝛead. But Anciſus allented to nepther of theyꝛ requeſtes, af bead. 
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Were arpued in they? lande. Me aunſwered that they were 
ſtrangers paſſing by, and that he marueyled why they would at⸗ 
tempt to dꝛiue them from they} coaſtes, and diſturbe their ſhyps: 
arguyng them ol follie and crueltie, and furcher thꝛeatnyng their 
ruine and deſtruction, except they woulde vſe them ſelues moze 
frendely towarde them. Foz he aduertiſed them that there 
woulde ſhoꝛtlye come into theyꝛ lande armed men, in number 
like vnto the ſandes of the ſea, and that to theyꝛ vtter deſtruction, 
not only yl they relyſted thein not, but alſo except they receiued 
them, and entertayned them honourably. In the meane time, 
Anciſus was enfourmed that his men were deteyned: wherekoꝛe 
ſuſpectyng ſome deceyte, he bꝛought kooꝛth ail hts target men, 
fo feare of theyꝛ venemous arrowes ; and ſettyng them in battel 
araye, he marched fozwarde towarde them whiche ſtaped his 
men. But he whiche communed with the barbartans, geuyng 
hym a ligne with his hande to pꝛoceede no further, he ſtayed, and 
callyng to hym the other, he knewe that ail was ſafe : fo2 the bar⸗ 
barians pꝛofered hym pcace, becaule they were not they whom 
they ſuſpected them to haue ben, meanyng by Fog eda d Nicueſa, 
who had ſpoyled the byllage ſtandyng there by the ſea ſyde, and 
caryed away many captiues, and allo burnt another vyllage furs 
ther within the lande. And therefoze (as they layde) the cauſe of 
theyꝛ commyng thyther, was to reuenge thoſe tniuries, pf by 
any meanes they coulde, pet that they woulde not exerciſe they 
weapons agaynſt the innocent: fo they ſapd, it was vngodly to 
fyght agaynſt any, not beyng pꝛouoked. Laping apart therefoze 
they bowes and arrowes, they enterteyned our men gentelly, 
and gaue them great plentie of ſalted fyſhe, and bꝛead of theyꝛ 
countrep,and filled thep2 veſſels with Syder made of their coun⸗ 
trey fruites and ſeedes, not inferioꝛ to wine tn goodneſſe. Thus 
Anciſus hauing entred into frendſhip, and made a league of peace 
with thinhabitantes of Caramairi, which were befoze ſoze pꝛouo⸗ 
ked by other captaynes, he lanched from that lande, and directed 
his courſe to /raba by the Jlande Fortis, hautng in his ſhippe a 
hundꝛed and fyftie freſhe men, whiche were lubſtitute in the 
place of ſuche as were dead: allo twelue Mares, and manye 
{wine, and other beaſtes both males and females foz encreaſe. 
Lykewyſe, fyfue peeces of ozdinaunce, with great muitt- 
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nude of cargettes, ſwoozdes, tatielpns, and ſuche other weapons 
fo2 the warres, but all this with euil ſpecde, and in an euil houre: 
foꝛ as they were euen nowe entryng into the hauen, the gouer⸗ 
nour of the ſhyppe whiche ſate at the helme, ſtroke the ſhyppe ancirus yyp⸗ 
vpon the ſandes, where it was ſo faſt encloſed and beaten with wiacke. 
the waues of the ſea, that it opened in the myddeſt, and all [off 
that was therein, a thyng ſurelye milerable to beholde: foꝛ of 

all the vyttualles that they had, they ſaued only twelue barrelles 

of meale, with a fewe cheeſes, and a lytle byſket bꝛead, fo? al 
the beaſtes were dꝛowned, and they them lelues elcaped hard⸗ 
ly and halfe naked, by helpe of the B2zigandine and ſhip boate, 
carying with them only a fewe weapons, Thus they fell from 

one calamitie into another, bepng nowe moꝛe carefull fo2 they? 

lyues then fo2 golde. Yet beyng bꝛought alyue and in health to 

that lande whiche they ſo greatly deſpꝛed, they coulde do no leſſe 

then to pꝛouide faz the ſuſteynyng of theyꝛ bodyes, becauſe they 

coulde not lyue only by apze : and whereas theyꝛ owne fapled, 

they muſt needes lyue by other mens. Yet among thele ſo many 
aduerſities, one good chaunce offered it ſelfe vnto them: foꝛ they 

founde, not farre from the ſea ſyde, a groue of Date trees, among x groue of 
the which, and allo among the reeke o2 weedes of the mariſhes, date trees. 
they eſpyed a multitude of wylde bozes, with whole fleſhe they Wylde bozes, 
fed the ſelues wel certayne dayes. Theſe they lay to be leſſe then 

ours, and with ſo ſhoꝛt taylcs, that they thought they had ben cut 

of. They differ alſo from ours in they? feete: foꝛ they? hinder 

feete are whole vndiuided, and allo with out any hoofe. But they 

affirme that they haue pꝛooued by experience, they? fleſhe to be 

of better taſte and moꝛe wholſome then ours. During this time, 

they fed alſo ol Dates, and the rootes of poung Date trees, whi⸗ 

che they cate likewiſe in Ciuile and Granata, where they call 

them Talmitos, ot p leaues wherof they make beeſemes in Rome. 
Sometymes allo they eate of the apples of that region, whiche 

haue the taſte of pꝛuines, and haue alſo ſtoncs in them, and are — — < 
but lytle and of redde colour: J \uppole them tobe of that kinde, et: 
wherof J ate in the citie of Alexandria in Egypt, in the moneth 

of dpzyll, the trees whereof, the Jewes that dwell there, be⸗ 

png learned in the lawe of Moles, affyꝛme to be the Cedars Cedars « 
of Libanus, whiche beare olde fruites and newe all the peere, ® 

ag 
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in thep} oꝛchyardes and gardens, and noꝛyche them with greate 
diligence as we do cheries, peaches, and quinſes. This tree in 
leaues, heyght, and trunke, is very lyke vnto the tree that bea⸗ 
rech the frupte called Zizipha, which the Apothecaries call 
Tuiuba, But whereas now the wylde boꝛes began to fayle them, 
they were agayne enfozced to conſulte and pꝛouyde fo2 the tyme 
fo come: Wlhereuppon with they2 whole armye, they entered 
further into the land. The Canibales of this pꝛouynce, are moſt 
expert archers, Anci/us had in his companye, a hundꝛed men, 
Men of deſpe- They mette by the way with only chꝛee men of thinhabitantes, 
rate boldeneſle. naked, and armed with bowes # venomous arowes, who with⸗ 
out all feare, aſſayled our men fperceſly, wounded manye, and 
flue manpe, and when they emptyed theyꝛ quiuers, fledde as 
ſwyftely as the wynde: Foꝛ (as we haue ſaide) they are exceding 
ſwyfte of foote by reaſon of theyꝛ looſe gooing from they? chyl⸗ 
des age, they affyꝛme that they lette llyp no arrowe out of they: 
bowes in vayne. Our men therkoꝛe returned the ſame wap that 
they came, muche moꝛe vnfoztunate then they were befoꝛe, and 
conſulted among them ſelues to leaue the land, eſpecialy becauſe 
the inhabytantes had ouerthꝛowne the foꝛtreſſe which Fog eda 
buylded, and had burnt thyꝛtie houſes of the vyllage, as ſoone as 
Pigarrus and his company lefte of Fogeda, and foꝛſaken the land, 
By this occaſion therfoze, being dꝛyuen to ſeeke further, they 
Che gulſt ot had intelligence that the weſt ſyde of that goulte of /r74ba, was 
3 moꝛe fruitfull æ better to inhabite. UWherfoze, they ſent the one 
halfe of thep2 men thither with the bꝛigandine, and left the other 
neere to the (ea ſyde on the eaſt part. This gulfe, ts fourteene 
myles in bꝛeadth, and howe muche the further it entereth into 
the fpzme lande, it is ſo much the narower , Into the gulfe of 
rr Vraba, there fall many ryuers, but one (as they ſape) mote foꝛtu⸗ 
ofDarien, nate then che ryuer of N:lus in Egypt. This rpuer is called Das 
rien, upon the bankes whereof, being very fruitfull of trees and 
gralle, they entended to plante theyꝛ newe colonye oꝛ habita « 
tion. But the inhabytantes marueylyng at the bꝛigandyne be⸗ 
ing bigger chen cheyz canoas, and ſpecially at the — 
therok, 
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therof, fp2it ſent away they chyldzen and weakeſfe ſozt oftheyz 
people . they baggage and houſhould ſtuffe, and aſlembled 
all uche togeather both men and women, as were meete foz the 
warres. Thus beyng armed with weapons and deſperate min⸗ 
des, they ſtoode in a redpneſle to fyght, and taryed the comming 
ol our men vpon a lytle hyll, as it were to take the aduauntage 
ofthe grounde: our men iudged them to be about ſiue hundzed 
in number. Then Anciſus the captayne of our men, and Lieue⸗ 
tenaunt in the ſteede of Fogeda, ſettyng his men in oꝛder or bat 
taple aray, and with his whole company kneeling on his knees, 
they all made humble pzayers to GDD foz the victozie, and a 
bowe to the image of the bleſſed virgin whiche ts honoured in 
Ciuile, by the name of Sancta Maria Antiqua, prompſpug to 
ſende her many golden gpftes,and a ſtraunger of that countrey: 
alſo, to name the byllage Sancta Maria Antiqua after her name: 
lykewyle to erecte a temple called by the ſame name, oꝛ at 
the leaſt to dedicate the king of that pꝛouince his pallace to that 
ble, ik it ſhould pleaſe her to aſliſt them in this dangerous enter⸗ 
puſe. This done, al the ſouldiers toke an oth, that no man ſhould 
turne his backe to his enimies. Then ÿ captayne commaunding 
them to be in a redyneſſe with they} targets and iauelyns, and 
the trumpetter to blowe the battayle, they fiercely alſayled they 
enimies with alarome : but the naked barbarians, not long able 
to abyde the foꝛce of our men, were put to flight, wich theyꝛ kyng 
and captayne C emaccus. Dur men entred into the vyllage, where 
they founde plentie of meate, ſuch as the people ofthe countrey 
vle, ſufficient to allwage theyꝛ pzefent hunger, as head made ol 
rootes, wich certapne kruites vnlpke vnto ours, whiche they 
reſerue fo2 ſtoꝛe, as we doo Cheſtnuttes. Dfthele people, the 
men are vtterly naked, but the women, from the nauel downes 
warde are couered with a fyne cloth made of goſſampine cot⸗ 
ton. This region is vtterly without any ſharpeneſſe of wynter:

reedes, continuyng fo2 the ſpace ofa myle in length, ſuppoſing 
(as it chaunced in deede) that the bozderers thereabout whiche 
had fled, had epther lyen lurkyng there, oꝛ els to haue hid theyꝛ 
ſtuffe among thoſe reedes: CUhereupon, armyng them ſelues 
with theyꝛ targets, koꝛ feare of the people lying in ambuſhe, they 
ſearched the thycket diligently, and founde it wichout men, but 
replenyſhed with houſholde ſtuffe and golde. They founde alſo 
à great multitude ot ſhetes, made of the ſilke oꝛ cotton ofthe gol: 
ſampine tree: lykewpſe diners kyndes of veſlels # tooles made 
of wood, and many of earth: alſo many bꝛeſt plates of golde, and 
ouches wought after theyꝛ manner, to the ſumme ofa hundꝛed 


r two pound weight: fo2 they alſo take pleaſure in the beautie of 


golde, and wozke it very arcifictally, although it be not the pꝛyce 


ol thyngs among them as with vs. They haue it out of other re⸗ 


gions, fo2 exchaunge ot ſuch thynges as they} countrey bꝛingech 
foꝛth: foꝛ ſuch regions as haue plentie of bꝛead and goſſampine, 
lacke golde, and ſuche as bꝛyng foꝛth golde, are fo2 the moſt part 
rough with mountapnes and rockes, and therefoꝛe barren: and 
thus they exerciſe marchandies without the vſe of money. Res 
ioyſyng therefoze with double gladneſſe,aſwel in that they ſawe 


great lykeneſſe of golde, as allo that foꝛtune had offered them ſa 
fay2e and fruiteful a countrey, they ſent fo2 theyꝛ felowes whom 


, theyhadleft befoze in the Eaſt ſyde of the gulfe of 774-4. Pet 


ſome ſap, that the ayꝛe is there vuwholſome,becaule that part of 
the region lyech in a lowe valley, enutroned with mountaynes 
and maryſhes.

Let 
vs nowe therefoze leaue them of / 7aba fox 
a whyle, and returne agayne to Nicueſa, ta 
whom 
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who m the gouernaunce and Lieutenauiſhyp of the molte large 
pꝛou ince of Ber gua (beyng the Welt ſyde of the glulfe of /74ba) 

was appoynted. We haue declared howe Nicueſa, departyng 

with one Carauel and two Bꝛigandines⸗ from Y raba the turildic- 

tion of his frend & companion Fogeda, directed his courſe Meſt⸗ 

warde to Beragua, leauing the bygger ſhyppes ſomewhat behind 

hym, to folowe hym a farre of, but he tooke this deuice in an 

euyl houre, foꝛ he both loſt his felowes in the nyght, and went 

paſt the mouth of the riuer eragua, whiche he cheefely ſought, 

One Lupus Olanus a Cantabꝛian, and gouernour of one of the Lupus Olauus 
great ſbyppes, had the conduct ok one of the Bꝛigandines: he 
commyng behynde, learned of the inhabitauntes, whiche was 

the way Eaſtwarde to the gulfe of Beragua, ouerpaſſed and left 

behynde of Nicueſa. Olanus therfoze directyng his courſe toward 

the Eaſt, met with the other Bꝛigandine, which had alſo wan⸗ 

dered out of the way by reaſon ofthe darkenes ofthe night. The 

gouernour of this Bꝛigandine, was one Petrus de /mbria, Thug Petrus de 
both beyng glad of theyꝛ meetyng, they conſulted what was beſt / mbria. 

to be done, and whiche way they coulde coniecture theyꝛ gouer⸗ 

nour had taken his voyage. After deliberation, they iudged that 

Nicueſa coulde no moꝛe lacke ſome to put hym in remembzance 

of Beragua, then they them ſelues were mindful hereof, hopyng 

alſo to fynde hym there. They lapled therefoze towarde Beragua, 

where they founde within. xi. myles diſtant, a ryuer whiche Co⸗ 

lonus named Lagartos, becauſe it nouryſheth great Lyſards, whi⸗ pu 

che in the Spaniſhe tongue are called Zazartos. Theſe Lyſards . — 
are hurtkul both vnto man and beaſt, and in ſhape much like vnto 

the Crotodiles bf the ryuer Nilus in Egypt. In this ryuer they 

founde they companions and felowes of theyꝛ errour, lying 

at anker with the great ſhyppes, whiche folowed behynde by 

che gouernours commaundement. Here che whole aſſemblie be⸗ 

png careful and diſquieted by reaſon ot the gouernours errour, 

after conſultation, by the aduice of the captaynes of the Bꝛigan⸗ 

dines, who had raſed neere vnto the coaſtes of Berzgua, they ſap- 
led directly thyther. Beragua, in the language ofthe inhabitants The golden 
of the ſame pzouinee,is as much to ſay, as the golden riuer The ragun. 
region it ſelfe is alſo called by the ſame name, takyng name 
of the ryuer. In the mouth ofthis ryuer, the grratelt 
ca 
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caſt anker, and canueyghed all they) victuales and other nerel⸗ 
ſaries to lande wich theyꝛ (yp boates, and elected Lupus Olanus 
to be thep2 gouernour in ſkeede of Neueſa w om they had loſte. 
By thaduyce therfozc of Olanus and the other vnder capptaines, 
that all hope of departure myght be taken from the ſouldyers 
which they had now bꝛought thyther, and to make them the moze 
wylling to inhabite that lande, they btterly fozſooke and cafe 
of thole ſhyppes beyng nowe rotten foꝛ age, and ſuffered them 
to be ſhaken and bꝛooled of che ſurg's ofthe ſea Yet of they? 
ſoundeſte plankes, wyth other newe, made of the trees of that 


Region (which they ſaye to be exceeding bigge and hvgh) they 
framed a new carauell ſhoꝛtelye after, whiche they mpgyt ble to 
lerue foꝛ theyꝛ neceſſitie. But Beragua was founde bythe vnkoꝛ⸗ 


The enterpꝛpſe tunate deſtenye of Petrus de V mbria, Foz hee, beyng a man of 


NR 8. pꝛompt wit and apt fozwardneſle to attempte thinges (tn which 


ſometyme foztune will beare a ſtroke notwithſtanding our pꝛo⸗ 
uidence) t ooke vppon hym thaduenture to ſearche the ſhoꝛe, to 
thintent to fynde a way foꝛ his felowes where they myght beſte 
come aland. Fo? this purpole, he choſe hym . xii.maryners, and 
went abooꝛde the ſhyp boate whiche ſerzied the greateſt ſhyppes, 
The flowyng ol the lea, raged and roꝛed there, with a hozrpble 
1 whurling,as we reade of the daungerous place of S la in the 
rous plact of (eaof Cicilie, byreaſonofthe houge ragged rockes reaching 
Scillainthe into the lea, from whiche the waues rebounding with vpolence, 
ien et Cicile, mae a great noyſe and roughneſſe on the water, which rough⸗ 
neſſe oz reflowing, the Spaniardes call Ne ſacca, In theſe daun⸗ 
gers wetched /mbria meſteled a while, but in ſhoꝛt ſpace, a 
waue of che ſea almoſte as bygge as a mountapne, reboundyng 
from the rockes, ouerwhelmed the boate,and deuoured the ſame 
with the men, euen in the ſight oftheir felowes: So that of them 
all, only one eſcaped by reaſon he was expert in lwimming. Fo2 
getting holde of the coꝛner ofa rocke, and ſuſteyning the rage of 
the ſea vntpll the next day when it waxed caulme, and the ſhoꝛe 
was dꝛpe by the fall ofthe water, he eſcaped and reſozted to his 
companye. But /mbria with the other eleuen, were vtterlye 
caſteawape , The reſpdue of the companpe, durſt not committe 
them ſelues to the ſhyppe boates, but went alande with theyz 


b2ygancines . Where remapning a fewe dapes, and lar ug 
along 


—— 
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along by the ryuer, they founde certapne byllages ofthe inhabi⸗ 
tauntes,which they call Mumu. Here they began to builde afoz- 
| creſſe,and to ſowe ſeedes after the manner of they} countrey, in 
a certayne vale of fruiteful grounde, becauſe in other places the 
region is barren, As thele thyngs were thus doing in Beragus. 
one of they? companye ſtanding vpon the top ofa high rocke of 
eſneciall, and lyftyng his eyes towarde the Melt, began to 
crye, Lynnen ſayles, lynnen ſayles. And the neerer it ewe to⸗ 
warde hym, he perceiued it to be a ſhyp boate, commyng with 
a lytle ſaple : pet receiued they it with muche reioycing, koꝛ it 
was the fyſher boate of Nicue ſa his Carauel, and of capacitie to 
cary only fpue men, and had nowe but thꝛee in it, whiche had 
ſtolne it from Nicueſa, becauſe he refuſed to geue credite to them 
that he had paſſed Beragua, and left it behinde him Eaſtwarde. 
Foꝛ they ſeeyng Nic«e/a and his felowes to conſime daylye by 
famine, thought that they would p2ooue foꝛtune wich that boate, 
pf theyꝛ chaunce myght be to fynde Beragua, as in deede it was. 
Debatyng therefoꝛe with they? felowes of theſe matters, they 
declared how Nicue ſa erred and loſt the Carauel by tempeſt, and The micerable 
chat he was nowe wanderyng among the maryſhes of vnknow: caſe of Nicneſa 
en coaſtes, full of miſerie and in extreme penurie of all thynges, 
hauyng nowe lyued fo2 the ſpace of thꝛeeſcoꝛe and tenne dapes, 
only with herbes and rootes, x ſeldome with fruites ofthe coun⸗ 
trey, contented to dꝛynke water, and pet that oftentymes fay: 
lyng, becauſe he was inſtant to trauaple Weſtwarde by foote, 
ſuppoſyng by that meanes to come to Beragua. Colonns the kyꝛſt 
fynder of this mapne lande, had coaſted along by this tracte, and 
named it Gracia Dei, but thinhabitantes cal it Cerabaro, Thꝛough 
this region, there runneth a riuer, whiche our men named Sancti The riner of 
Matt hei, diſtant from the Ueſt ſyde of Zeragua, about an hun · ©-Matthei, 
ded and thyꝛtie myles. Here J let paſſe the name of this riuer. 
and of manye other places by the names whiche thinhabitantes 
bſe, becauſe our men are ignoꝛaunt thereof, Thus Lupus Olanus 
the conductoꝛ of one of the ſhyps of Nicue ſa, and nowe allo vice 
Lieuetenaunt in his ſteede, after that he had recepued this 
infoꝛmation of the Marpners, ſent thyther a Bꝛigandine 
vnder theyꝛ guydyng. Theſe Marpners therefoze, whiche came 
m the fyllher boate, kounde Nicueſa, -= bzought hym to the 
place 


| 
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place where Olanus lay, whom at his con: ming he caſt in pꝛiſon, 
and accuſed hym of treaſon, becaule he vſurped the aucthozitie of 
the Lieuetenauntſhyp, and that fo2 the deſpze he had to beare 
rule and be in aucthozitie, he tooke no care of his errours : alſo 
that he behaued him ſelfe negligently, demaundyng kurthermoze 
of hym, what was the cauſe of his ſo long delay. Lykewyle he 
ſpake to al the vnder officers ſharpely, and with a troubled mind, 
and within kewe dayes after, commaunded them to truſle vp 
theyꝛ packes, and make them redy to depart. They deſp2ed him 
to quyet hym ſelfe, and to fozbeare them a whyle, vntyl they had 
reaped the cozne that they had ſowen,whiche woulde ſhoꝛtly be 
rype: foꝛ all kynde of coꝛne waxeth rype there euery fourth mo⸗ 


nech alter it is ſowen. But he vtterlp denyed to tarye anye why, 
fourth moneth hut that he woulde foo2thw:th depart from that vnfoztunate 


lande, and plucked vp by the rootes all that euer was bꝛought 
into the gulfe of Beragua, and commaunded them to direct they? 
courſe towarde the Ealf, After they had ſayled about the ſpace 
ok ſixteene myles, a certaine poung man, whole name was Gre- 
goꝛie, a Genues boꝛne, and of a chylde bꝛought vp with Colonus, 
called to remembꝛaunce that there was a hauen not farre from 
thence : and to pꝛooue his ſapinges true, he gaue his felowes 
thele cokens, that is, that they ſhoulde fynde vpon the ſhoze, 
an anker ok a loſt ſhyppe halfe couered with ſande, and under a 
tree next vnto the hauen a ſpꝛyng ofcleare water. They came 
to the lande, founde the anker and the ſpꝛyng, and commended 
the wytte and memoꝛie of the poung man, that he onlye among 
manye of the Maryners which had learched thoſe coaſtes with 
Colonus , boze the thyng ſo well in mynde. This hauen Colonus 
called Portus Bellus, Mhere as in this vopage fo lacke of vyt⸗ 
tualles, they were ſometymes enkoꝛced to goe alande, they were 
euyl entreated of thinhabitantes: by reaſon whereof, theyz 
ſtrengthes were lo weakened with hunger, that they were not 
able to keepe warre againſt naked men, oꝛ ſcarcely to beare their 
harneſſe on theyꝛ backes: and therefoze our men loſt twentie of 
they} compantons, which were llayne with vencmous arrowes. 
They conſulted to leaue the one halfe of they felowes in the ha⸗ 
ten of Portus Bellus, the other part Nicueſa toke with hym tos 
warde the Eaſt, where about twentie and epght myles * 
07. 
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Portus Bellus, he entended to buylde a foꝛtreſſe harde by the ſea 


ſyde, bpon the poynt oz cape,whiche in tyme paſt colonus named 
Marmor, but they were ſo feeble by reaſon of long hunger, that 


they? ſtrength ſerued them not to ſulteyne ſuche labour, yet he 2 


erected a lytle to we, able to reſpſt the fyꝛſt aſſaulte of the inha⸗ 


bitauntes: this towꝛe he called Nomen Dei. From the tyme that Ten Pei. 


he left Beragua, what in the tourney among the ſandie playnes, 
then alſo foꝛ hunger while he builded the towꝛe, of the fewe whi⸗ 


Cabe Mar- 


che remayned alyue, he loſt two hundꝛed. And thus by litle and 


lytle, the multitude ofſeuen hundꝛed, foureſcoꝛe, and fyue men, 


was bꝛought nowe to ſcarcelye one hundzed. TWhyle Ncueſa 
lyued with theſe fewe milerable men, there aroſe a contention 


fo2 one Vaſcus Nunne,, by the iudgement ol al men, truſtyng 
moꝛe to his ſtrength then wit, ſtyꝛred vp certayne light felowes 
agaynſt Anciſus, ſaping that Anciſus had not the kyngs letters 
patentes foꝛ that office, and that it was not ſifficient that he 
was aucthoꝛiſed by Fogeda, and therefoze foꝛbode that he ſhould 
execute the office of the Lieuetenauntſhyp, and wylled them to 
chooſe certayne of theyꝛ owne companye, by whole co:mſaple 
and aucthoꝛitie they myght be gouerned. Thus being diuided 
into factions, by reaſon that Fogeda they captapne came not az 
gayne, whom they ſuppoſed to be nowe dead of his venemous 
wound, they contended whether it were beſt to ſubſtitute Nicue- 
ſa in his place. The wyſeſt ſoꝛt, ſuche as were familier with N- 

cue/a,+ could not beare the inſolencie of cus Nunne g. thought 

it good that Nicueſa ſhoulde be ſought out thꝛoughout all thoſe 

coaſtes: foꝛ they had knowledge that he departed from Beragua. 

becauſe of the barrenneſſe of the grounde, and that by the exam⸗ 

ple of Anciſus, and ſuche other as had made ſhyphnacke, it were 

poſſible that he myght wander in ſome lecrete place, and chat 
they coulde not be quiet in theyꝛ myndes, vntyl they knewe the 
certayntie whether he with his felowes were aliue oꝛ dead. But 
Vaſcus Nunnez,, fearyng leſt at the commyng of Nicueſa, he 


ſhoulde not be had in aucthoꝛitie among his telowes, ſayd they 


were mad men to thynke that Nicueſa lyued, and although he 
were alyue, yet that they had no neede of his helpe : fo2 he 


auouched that there was none of his felowes, chat were not 
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among them of /yaba, as concernyng the Lieuetenantſhyppe: 
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che nauigati⸗ as meete to rule as Nicueſa. Whple they were thus reaſonyng 
on of lioderi⸗ to and fro, one Rodericus Colmenaris arpued in thole coaſtes with 


tus Colmena⸗

two great ſhyppes, hauyng in them thꝛeelcoꝛe kreſhe men, with 
great plentie of vyttualles and apparell. Df the nauigation of 
this Colmenaris, J entend to ſpeake ſomewhat moꝛe. De therkoꝛe 
departed from the hauen of Hi/panivla, called Beata (where they 
pꝛepare and furnyſhe them lelues whiche make any voyage into 
theſe landes) about the Ides of October, in the peere. 1510. 
and landed the. ix. of Mouember in a region in the large pꝛouince 
of Paria, founde by Colonus betwene the hauen Carthago, and the 
region of Cuchibachoa. In this voyage, what by the roughneſle 
of the ſea, and ſierceneſſe of the barbarians, he ſuffered many ins 
commodities : foꝛ when his freſhe water fayled, he ſayled to the 
mouth of a certayne riuer which thinhabitantes cal Gaira, beyng 
apt to receiue ſhtppes. This riuer had his courſe from the toppe 
of an exceedyng hygh mountapne couered wich ſnowe, hygher 
then the w'iche, al the companions of this captapne Rodericus 
ſay, that they neuer ſawe: And that by good reaſon, pfit were 
couered with ſnowe in that region, which is not paſt ten degrees 
diſkant from the Fguinoctial lpne. As they began to dꝛaw water 
out of they? ſhyp boate, a certayne kyng made to warde them, ap⸗ 
parelled with veſtures of goſſampine cotton, hauyng twentie 
noble men in his company apparelled alſo: which thyng ſeemed 
ſtraunge to our men, and not ſeene befoze in thoſe parties. The 
kynges apparell hong loole from his ſhoulders to his elbowes, 
and from the gyꝛdle downewarde, it was much lyke a womang 
kyꝛtle, reaching euen to his heeles. As he dzewe necre towarde 
our men, he ſeemed freendly to admonyſhe them to take none of 
the water of that ryuer, affyꝛmyng it to be vnwholſome foꝛ men, 
and ſhewed them that not farre from thence, there was a ryuer, 
of good water. They came to the ryuer, and endeuouryng to 
come neere the ſhoze, they were dꝛiuen backe by tempeſt. Alſo 
the burbuling of the land, declared the ſea to be but ſhalow there. 
They were therefoze enfoꝛced to returne to the kyꝛſte ryuer 
where they myght ſafely caſt anker. This kyng layde wayte 
fo2 our men: foꝛ as they were kyllyng they barrelles, he ſec 
on them with about ſeuen hundꝛed men (as our men iud⸗ 


ged) armed after theyꝛ manner, although they were _ 
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only the kyng and his noble men were apparelled. They 

— ſhypboate, and bzoke it in manner to chips: ſo 
fiercely aſſaplyng our men with theyꝛ venemous arrowes, that 
they llue of them fourtte and ſeuen, befoze they coulde couer Spanyardes 
chem lelues with their targets. Foz that poyſon is of ſuch fozce, nenn ves 
that albeit che woundes were not great, yet they dyed therof tm: rowes, 
mediatly, fo2 they pet knewe no remedie agaynſt this kynde of 
poyſon, as they after learned of the inhabitauntes of Hiſpaniola: 

fo2 this Nande bꝛyngeth foozth an hearbe which quencheth and 

moꝛtitiech the violent popſon of the hearbe, wherwith chep2 ar · au remevie a- 
rowes are infected, ſo that it be miniſtred in cyme. Yet of our —— — 
companvye whiche went fo2 water, ſeuen eſcaped that conflycte, 

and hydde them ſelues in a hollowe tree, lurkyng there vntyll 

nyght, vet eſcaped they not the handes of chey2 enimies: foz the 
ſhyppe departed from thence in the nyght ſeaſon, and lefe them 
there, ſuppolyng that they had ben lapne, Thus by manpe 
ſuche perpls and daungers (which J lyghtly ouerpaſle, becauſe 
J wyll not be tedious to your holpneſſe) he arpued at the 
length at the hauen of /raba , and caſt anker at the Eaſt ſyde The hanenof 
thereof,from whence not long befoze, our men departed to the aba. 
Moeſt ſyde, by reaſon of the barrenneſſe ol that ſoyle. Then he 
bad continued a whyle in the hauen, and ſawe no man ſtp2rpng, 

maruepled at the ſcilence of the places (fo2 he ſuppoſed there to 

haue found his felowes)he could not coniecture what this ſhould 

meane : and thereupon began to ſuſpect that epther they were 

dead, o2 that they had changed the place of theyꝛ habitation. To 
knowe the certayntie hereof, he commaunded all the great oꝛdi⸗ 
naunce, and other [mallgunnes whiche he had in his ſhyppes, 

to be charged, and fyers to be made in the night vpon the toppes 
of the rockes. Thus the kyers beyng kyndled, he commaunded 
al che gunnes to be ſhot of at one inſtant, by the hoꝛrible noyſe 
whereot, che gulfe of / raba was ſþaken, although it were. xxiiii. 
myles diſtant, foꝛ ſo bꝛode is the gulfe, This noyſe was hearde 

of they} felowes in Pariena, and they aunſweared them agayne 

with mutual fyers. Uherefoꝛe, by the folowpng of theſe kyers, 

Colmenaris bꝛought his ſhippes to the Welt ſyde. Pere thole 
mꝛetched and miſerable men of Dariena, whiche nowe thꝛough 


fampne and feebleneſle, helde they weerie ſoules in they teeth, 
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redy to depart from theyꝛ bodyes, by reaſon ofthe calamities 
whiche befel vnto them after Anciſus ſhipwzacke, lifting vp their 
handes to heauen, wich the teares running downe they? cheekes 
both foꝛ ioy and ſozow,embyaced Nodericus and his felowes with 
ſuch kinde ok reiopcyng, as they? pꝛeſent neceſſitte ſeemed to re⸗ 
quire: foꝛ whereas they were befoze his commyng, without vit⸗ 
tuals, and almoſt naked, he bꝛought them abundance ok meate, 
dꝛinke, and apparel. It reſteth now emoſt holy facher) to declare 
what came of che diſſention among them of Vraba, as concer» 
ning the gouernance after the loſle ol theyꝛ captaynes. | 


Thethirde booke of the ſeconde Decade, of 


the ſuppoſed continent, 


Llthe chcefe officers in Beragua, and ſuche 
as were molk politike tn counſayle, determi⸗ 
ned that Nicueſa ſhould be ſought ont, pf by 
any meanes he coulde be founde. TUherup⸗ 
pon they tooke from Auciſus the gouer⸗ 
\ \S [| nour, refulyng the comming of Nicueſa, a 

D =) Þzigandine whiche he made of his owne 
charges: and agreed, agaynſt both the wyl of Anciſus, and the 
maiſter of fence / a/chus Nunnex, that Nicueſa ſhould be ſought 
forth to take away the ſtryfe as touching the gouernment. They 
elected therefoze Co/menaris (of whom we ſpake befoze) to take 
this matter in hande, willing him to make diligent ſearche foꝛ 
Nicueſa in thoſe coaſtes where they ſuppoſed he erred: foꝛ they 
hearde that he had foꝛſaken Beragua, the region of an vnfruiteful 
ground. They gaue him therf9ze commaundement to bꝛing Ni⸗ 
cueſa with hym, and further to derlare vnto him that he ſhould do 
right good leruice to come thyther, in takyng away the occaſton 
of theyꝛ ſeditions. Co menaris tooke the chyng vpon hym the 
moe gladly, becauſe Nicueſa was his very frende , ſuppoſyng 
his commyng with victualles ſhoulde be no leſſe thankefull to 
Nicueſa and his company, then it was to them of /74ba. Furni⸗ 
ſhyng therefoze one or his owne ſhyppes which he bꝛought with 
bym, and alſo the Bzigandine taken krom Anciſus, he —_— 
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che Came wich part ofthe vittuals and other neceſſaries which he 
Houcht with hym befoze from Hi/þaniola to Vr«ba, Thus cours 
ſyng along by al the coaltes and gulfes neere thereabout, at the 
length, at the poynt called AA armor, he founde Ncueſa, ol al lx. micuers is 
uyng men molt inkoꝛtunate, in manner dzyedvp with extreme —— — 
hunger, kylthy and hoꝛrible to beholde, with only thꝛeeſcoꝛe men 
in his company, left aliue ot ſeuen hundꝛed. They al ſeemed to 
bim ſo milerable, that he no leſſe lamented they? caſe, then yk he 5 
had found them dead. But Colnenaris camfoꝛted his frend Nicue- 

ſa, and embꝛacyng hym with teares and cheareful woꝛds, relees 
ued his ſpirites, and further encouraged hym with great hope 
of better foꝛtune, d-clarpng alſo that his commyng was looked 
foꝛ, and greatlye deſp2cd of all the good men of / raba, foꝑ that 
they hoped that by his aucthoꝛitie, theyꝛ diſcoꝛde aud contentton 
ſhoulde be finiſhed. Nicueſa thanked his frende Colmenaris after 
ſuche ſoꝛte as his calamitie required. Thus they tooke ſhyp tos 
geather, and ſailed directly to /raba. But ſo variable and vncon⸗ 
ſtant is the nature of man, that he ſoone groweth out ok ble, bez 8 
commeth inſolent and vnmyndfull ok benefites alter to muche ke⸗ Intolencie ores 
licitie: fox Nicueſa after thus many teares and weepyngs, after muche felicitie, 
diners bewaylynges of his infoztunate deſtenye, after ſo many 
thankeſgeuyng, vea after that he had fallen downe to the ground 

and kyſled the feete of Colmenaris his ſattour,he began to quarel 

with hym befoꝛe he came pet at / raba, repꝛouing hym x them al 

foꝛ the alteration of the ſtate of thynges in V raba, and foꝛ the gea⸗ 

cheryng of golde, affyꝛmyng that none of them ought to haue 

layde hande of anye golde without the aduice of hym oꝛ Fogeda 

bis companyon, Ihen theſe ſapinges and ſuche lyke, came ta 

the eares ofthem of / raba, they ſo ſtyꝛred vp the myndes of An- 

ciſus Lieuetenaunt foꝛ Fog eda, and alto of Vaſchus Nunne of 

the contrary part, agaynſt Nicueſa, that ſhoꝛtly after his aryuall 

with his thꝛeeſcoꝛe men, they commaunded hym with thzcat- 

nyng to depart from thence: but this pleaſed not the better 

ſoꝛt. Pet fearyng leſt tumult ſhould be among the people, whom 

Vaſchus Nunnez had ſtyꝛred to factions, the beſt part was fayne 

to geue place toy greateſt. This wzetched man therfoꝛe Nicueſa 

thus dꝛowned in miſeries, was thꝛuſt into the Bꝛigandine whte 

che he him ſelfe bꝛought, and wich him only 1 men, ol 

tit his 
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his chꝛeeſcoze whiche remayned alyue. Me cooke ſhippe in the 

Calendes of Marche, in the peere. 1511. intendyng to goe to 

Hiſpaniola to complayne ofthe raſhneſſe of / aſchus Nunnez, 

and ok che violencedone to hym by Auciſus: But he entred into 

the Bꝛigandine in an vnfoꝛtunate houre, fo he was neuer ſeene 

after, They ſuppoſe that the Bꝛigandine was dꝛowned wich al 

che men therein, And thus vnhappie Nicue ſa fallyng headlong 

The death or out of one milery into another, ended his tte moze miſerably then 
Hicuela. he lyued. Nicueſa being thus bylely reiectev, and they vpttuals 
conſumed which Colmenaris bꝛought them, falling in maner mad 

fo2 hunger, they were enkoꝛced lyke rauening woolues ſeekyng 

they pꝛap, to inuade ſuche as dwelt about thepꝛ confpnes, / aſ- 

chus Nunnez therfoꝑe, cheir new captaine ok their owne election, 

aſſemblyng togeather a hundzed and thirtie men, and ſettyng 

them in oꝛder of battayle after his ſwooꝛdplapers faſhion, pufe 

fed vp with pꝛyde, placed his ſonldters as pleaſed hym, in the 

foꝛewarde and rere warde, and ſome, as partizens, about his 

Famine enten, owne perſon. Thus aſſoſiatyng with hym Colmenaris, he went 
10 paying. to ſpople the kynges which were boꝛderers therabout, and came 


— in fp2lt to a region about that coaſt called Coiba (whereof we made 


mention befoꝛe) imperiouſly and with cruell countenance como 
maundyng the kyng of the region, whoſe name was Careta (of 
whom they were neuer troubled as ofcen as they paſſed by his 
dominions) to geue them vyttualles. But Careta denyed that he 
coulde geue them any at that tyme, alleagyng that he had often⸗ 
tymes ayded the Chuſtians as they paſſed by thoſe coaſtes, by 
reaſon whereof, his ſtoꝛe was nowe conſumed: allo that by the 
meanes of che continuall warre whiche he kept euer from his 
childes age with a kyng whoſe name was Poncha , boꝛderyng 
vpon his dominion, he and his familie were in great ſcarceneſſe 
ofal thynges, But Vaſchus woulde admyt none ofthele excuſes, 
Ang Careta ànd thereupon tooke Careta pꝛiſoner, ſpopled his byllage, and 
is taken and bought him bounde with his two wyues and chyldꝛen, and all 
{popled, his familie to Dariena, Uith this kyng Careta, they found thꝛee 
of the kelowes of Nicueſa. the which whe Nicueſa paſſed by tholg 

coaſtes toſecke Beragua, fearing puniſhment foꝛ they} euil deſers 

tes, ſtole away from the ſhippes lying at anker: And when the 

naute departed, committed chem ſelues to the mercie ol 2

enterteyned them very frendly. They had nowe ben there 
— monethes, and were therefoze as vtterly naked as che 
people of the countrey, Duryng this tyme, the meate ofchinha- 
bitantes ſecmed vnto them delicate diſhes & pꝛincely fate, eſhe- 
cially becauſe they enioyed the ſame without any ftryfe foz mine 
and thyne,whiche tws thynges mooue and enfoxce men to ſuche Mines thins 
harde ſhyftes and mileries,that in lyuyng they ſeeme not to lpue. mplcheete, = 
Pet de ſyꝛed they to returne to they? olde cares, of ſuche fozce is 
education and naturall affection towarde them with whom we 
haue ben bꝛought vp. Thevpttuals which / aſc bus bꝛought from 
che vpllage of Careta, to his felowes left in Dariens, was rather 
fomewhat to aſſwage they pꝛeſent hunger, then vtterly to take 
away they? neceſſitte, But as touching Anciſus, bepng Lieue⸗ Anriſus, Tiewes 
tenaunt foz Fog eda. whether it were befoze thele thyngs, az after, gab. 1s adi 
J knowe not: but this J am ſure of, that after the reieciyng of pon, 
Nicueſa,many occaſions were ſought again{F 4nci/us by Vaſcbus 
and his factionaries. Powſoeuer it was, Anciſus was taken, 
and caſt in pꝛyſon, and his goodes confiſcate: che cauſe hereof 
was (as Vaſcbhus alleaged) that Anci/us had his commiſſion ot 
the Lieuetenauntſhyp of Fogeds only, whom they ſaid to be now 
dead, and not of the kyng, ſapingthat he woulde notobey anye 
man that was not put in off ce by the kyng him ſelfe by his lets 
ters patentes Pet ac the requeſt ofthe graueſt ſozt,he was ſome» 
what paciſied, and dealt moze gentelly with hym, hauyng ſome 
compaſſion on his calamities, andthereupon commaunded him anime: 
to be looſed. Anciſus beyng at libertie, tooke ſhyppe to depart bis vopage to 
from thence to Hiſpaniola: but befope he had hopſed vp his ſaple, Niſpantula. 
al the wileſt ſoꝛt reſoꝛted to him, humblye deſpyzyng hym to re⸗ 
turne agayne, pzomyſpng that they woulde doo their diligence, 
that Vaſchus being reconciled, he myght be reſtoꝛed to his full 
aucthoꝛitie ofthe Lieuetenauntſhyp: but Anciſus refuſed to con 
ſent to they requeſt, andſo departed, Yet ſome there were that The renengs 
murmured that God and his angels ſhewed this reuenge vpon of God. 
Anciſus, becauſe Nicueſa was reiectedthzough his counſayle, 
Howe ſo euer it be, the ſearchers of the newe landes fall heads 8 
long into ruine by they owne follie, conſumyng them ſelues nicnces of uul⸗ 
with ciule diſcoꝛde, not weighing lo great a matter, noz em ode. 


ploying chepz beſt endeuour about the ſame, as the wooxthy 
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nelle of the chyng requirech, In this meane tyme, they determi⸗ 
ned all wich one agreement, to lende meſſengers into Hiſpaniols 
tothe pong Admiral and bicerop, ſonne and heyꝛe to Chriſtopho- 
is Colonus the fpnder of thele landes, and to the other gouer⸗ 
nours of che Nande (from whom che newe landes recetue theyꝛ 
ayde and lawes) to ſigniſie vnto them what ſtate thep ſtoode in, 
and in what neceſſitie they liued, alſo what they had founde, and 

in what hope they were of greater thyngs, if they were furniſhed 
with plentie ot byttualles and other neceſſaries, Foz this pur: 
pole they elected, at the allignement of / a/chus, one Valdiuia, be- 
ing one ok his faction, and inſtructed by hym agaynſt Anciſus, 
and to be allpſtant wich hym, they appoynted one Z amudius a 
Cantabꝛian, ſo that commaundement was geuen to 7 a/dinia to 
returne from Hiſpaniola with bittuals, t Zamudius was appoyn⸗ 

ted to tate his voyage into Spapne to the kyng. They toke ſhip 

both togeather with Anciſus hauyng in mind to certifie the king 

howe things were handled there, much other wile then Za mudi⸗ 

us infozmation, I mee ſelle ſhake with both Anc iſus Zamudiua 

at their comming to the court. Ahyle they were occupied about 

theſe matters, thoſe w2etched men of Dariena looſed Careta the 

king of Coiba, vpon condition that he ſhoulde ayde them in their 

King Poncha. warres agaynſt his entmte and theyꝛs, kyng Ponc ha, boꝛderyng 
bpon bis domintons. Careta made a league withthem, pꝛomiſing 

that as they paſſed by his kingdome, he woulde geue them all 

things neceſlarie,# meete them with an armie ol men, to goe fo: 

ward wich them to the battaile againſt Poncha. Them weapons 

are neyther bowes noꝛ venomed arrowes, as we layde thinhabi⸗ 

tauntes to haue, whiche dwel eaſtward beyonde the gulfe. They 
. kyght therefoze at hande with long ſwoꝛdes (whiche they call 
r A acanat) made of wood, becauſe they haue no Jron. They ble 
alſo long ſtaues Iyke iauelyns, hardened at the endes with fy2e, 
oꝛ typt with bone, allo certayne ſlynges and dartes. Thus aftet 
the league made with Careta, both he aud our men had cer: ayne 
dayes appoynted them to tyll they? grounde and ſowe the pz 

Kpng Careta p ſeedes. This done, by the ayde of Careta, and by his conductic n, 


dd Brarnarvs they marched towarde tle pallace of Ponc ha, who fled at theyz 


agaenlt kyng comming. They ſpopled his vyllage, and mitigated they? 


Poncha, hunger with ſach vyttuals ag they founde chere: pet coulde they 
, not 
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"not helpe they felowes there with, by reaſon ofthe farre diſtance 
ofthe place, although they had great plentie: fo2 the byllage of 
Poncha was more then a hundꝛed mples dyſtant from Dariena, 
whereas was allo none other remedie, but that the ſame ſhoulde 
haue ben caryed on mens backes ta the ſea ſyde, beyng farre of, 
where they left theyꝛ ſhyppes inthe whiche they came co the vil- 
lage of Careta. Pere they founde certapne poundes weight of 
gold, grauen q wzought intoſundzy ouches. After the lackyng 
ofthis vyllage, they reſoꝛted toward the ſbips, intending to leaue 
the kynges of the inlande vntouched at this tyme, and to inuade 
only them which dwelt by the ſea coaſtes. Not farre from Coibs, 
inthe ſame tracte, there is a region named Comog ra, and the king The region of 
thereof called Comogrus, after the ſame name, To this kyng Kanonen dis 
they came fy2ſt next after the ſubuertion of Ponchs, and founde Dariena.xxz, 
his pallace ſituate in a fruiteful playne of.ritleagues in bzeadth, a gues. 
at the rootes ofthe further ſyde of p next mountapnes.Comogrus 
had in his courte a certaine noble man ofneere conſanguitie to 
kyng Careta, whiche had fled to Comogrus by reaſon of certapne 
diſſentions which was betwene Careta q hym, theſe noble men, 
they cal 1ura. This 7«ra therefoze of Coiba, met our men by the | 
wap, and conciled Comogrus to them, becauſe he was wel know · tyng Como⸗ 
en to our men, from the tyme that Nicueſa paſſed fyꝛſt by thoſe grus. | 
coaſtes. Our men therfoze went quietly to the pallace of Como- 
grus, beyng diſtant from Dariens thirtie leagues by a plaine wap 
about the mountaynes. This kyng Comogras had ſeuenſonnes; 
poung men, of comely fourme and ſtature, which he had by ſundzy 
wpues, Hts pallace was framed of poſtes o2 pꝛoppes made of 
trees faſtened together after a ſtrange ſoꝛt, and ofſo ſtrong buil⸗ 
ding, that it is ot no leſſe ſtrength then walles of ſtone, They 
whiche mealured the length of the flooꝛe thereok, founde it to be a 
bundzed and kyktie paces, and in bꝛeadth, foureſcoꝛe faote, be⸗ 
png roofed and paued with marueplous arte, They founde his 
ſtoꝛehouſe furniſhed with abundance of delicate vittuals, after the 
manner of theyꝛ countrey, and his wyne ſeller repleniſhed with 
on — of _ — = of wood, kylled with their kinde 
ofwtine andſpder, fo2 they haue no grapes: but lyke as th 
make they bꝛead of thoſe thzee kindes of rootes called — WII 
Aris, and 34aizzum (whereof we lpake inthe fpzit Decade)

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tayne dzpakes of barlep, wheate, hoppes, and apples. They lap 
allo that with Comogrus they dꝛunke wines ofſundyy caltes, both 
whyte and blacke. But nawe pou ſhal heare of a thyng moze 
moultrous to beholde . Entryng therefoꝛe into the inner partes 
ofche pallace, they were bꝛought into a chamber hanged about 
wich the car kaſſes ol men, tyed with ropes of goſſampine cot⸗ 
ton. Beyng demaunded what they meant by that ſuperſtition, 
they anſwered that choſe were the carcalles of the father, graund⸗ 
facher, # great graundfather, with other the auncetours of theyꝛ 
kyng Comogrus, declaryng that they had the ſame in great reue⸗ 
rence, and that they tooke it fox a godly thyng to honour them 
religiouſly, and therefoze apparelledeuerp ofthe ſame ſumptu⸗ 
onſlp wich gold and pꝛecious ſtones, accoꝛding vnto they} eſtate, 
Afterthis lozte dyd the antiquitie honour they Penates, whiche 
they thought had the gouernance of they? lyues. Howe they dꝛye 
thele carcaſſes bpon certaine inſtrumentes made of wood, lyke 
bnto hurdells, with a ſoft fyꝛe vnder the ſame, lo that only the 
Ckinne remapneth to hold che bones togeather, we haue deſcribed 
in che fozmer Decade. Df Comogrus his ſeuen ſonnes, the el⸗ 
deſt had an excellent natural wyt. He cherefoze thought it good 
co flatter and pleaſe this wanderpng kinde ol men (our men J 
meane)liuing only by ſhiftes and ſpoyle, leſt being offended, and 
ſeeking occaſions againſt him & his familie, they ſhould handle 
bym as they dyd other which ſought no meanes how to grattfte 
chem: Wherefoze, he gaue / aſchus and Colmenaris foure thou: 
fande ounces ol golde artificially wꝛought, and allo fiftie ſlaues, 
whiche he had taken in the warres: fo2 ſuche , epther they 
ſell foz exchaunge of other thynges, o2 otherwyſe vſe them 
as them liſteth, koꝛ they haue not the vſe of money, This golde 
with as muche moze which they had in another place, our men 
weighed in che poꝛche of Comogrus his palace, to ſeparate the fift 
parte thereof, whiche poꝛtion is due to the kynges Exchequer:

Then 
they aſked hym frendly, vpon what certaine knowledge he ſpake 
thole thynges, oꝛ what he thought beſt herein to be done, yfthey 
ſhould bꝛing a greater ſnpply of men: To this poung Comogrus, 
ſtaping a whyle with him ſelfe, as it were an O2atour pꝛeparing 
hym ſelfe to ſpeake ol ſome graue matter, and diſpoſing his body 
to a ieſture meete to perſwade, ſpake thus in his mother tongue, 
Gene eare vnto me, pou Chaiſttans .

Thus entryng into the 
byllage whiche they had choſen to inhabite, they had knowledge 
chat Valdiuia was returned within ſire monethes after his de⸗ 
parture, but with no great plentie of vyttualles, becauſe he 
bꝛought but a ſmal ſhyppe: pet with hope that ſho2tly after, 
there ſhoulde be ſent them abundance of vyttualles, and a newe 
ſupplye of men. Foꝛ young Colonus the Admiral, and viceroy of 
Hiſpaniola, and the other gouernours of the Jlande, acknowled⸗ 
ged that hptherto they had no reſpect to them of Dariena, becauſe 
they ſuppoſed that Anciſus the Lieuetenaunt had ſafely arryued 
there with his ſhyppe laden with vyttualles: wylling them from 
hencefooꝛch to be of good cheare, and that they ſhoulde lacke no⸗ 
thyng hereafter,but that at this pꝛelent tyme they had no bigger 
ſhip wherby they myght ſend them greater plentie of neceſſaries 
by 7 aldiuia. The byttuals therfoze which he bꝛought, lerued ras 
ther ſomwhat to mitigate theyꝛ pꝛeſent neceſſitie, then to ſatiſfte 
they? lacke, UWherefoze, wichin a fewe dayes after / aldiuia his 
returne, they fel agayne into lyke ſcarceneſſe: eſpecially fozaf- 
muche as a great ſtoꝛme and tempeſt whiche came from the 
hygb mountapnes,with hozrible thunder and lyghtnyng in the 
moneth of Nouember, bꝛought with it ſuche a floodde, that it 
partly caryed away, and partly dꝛowned al the coꝛne and ſeedes 
which they had ſowen in the moneth of September, in a kruite⸗ 
full grounde befoze they went to kyng Comogrus. The leedes 
whiche they of Hiſpaniola call Maizium, and they of Yrabacall 
Hobbe,whgeof they make they? bꝛead, whiche allo we ſapde to 
be rype th)ple euery peere, becauſe thoſe regions arenotbytten 
with the ſharpeneſle of wynter by reaſon of theyꝛ neerenelle to 
the Equinoctial lyne. It is alſo agreeable to the pꝛinciples of 
natural philoſophie, that this bꝛead made of M aizius oz Hobba, 
ſhoulde be moꝛe wholſome fo2 the inhabitauntes of thoſe coun⸗ 
treys then bꝛead made ol wheate, by reaſon that it is of eaſter 
digeſtion : fo2 whereas colde is wantyng, the natural heate is 
not dꝛyuen from the outwarde partes into the inwarde partes 
and pꝛecoꝛdials, whereby digeltion is muche ſtrengthened. 
Beyng therefoze thus fruſtrate of the increaſe of they? ſeedes, 
and the kynges neere about them, ſpoyled of both vyttualles 
| any 
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and golde, they were enkoꝛced to ſeeke they2 meate kurther ok, 
and therwith to ſignyfie to the gouernours of Hiſpaniola with 
what great neceſſitie they were oppyeſſed, and what they had 
learned of Comogrus as concernyng the Regions towarde the 
South, willyng them in conlideration thereof, toaduertile the 
kyng to lend them a thoulande ſouldiers, by whole helpe they 
myght by foxce make waye thzough the mountaynes, diuidyng 
the lea on both ſpdes, if they coulde not bꝛyng the ſame to palle 
quietly, The ſame / aldiuia was allo ſent on this mellage, cary- 
ing with hym to the kynges treaſurers (hauing they? office of 
receipt in i/paniola) theee hundzed poundes weyght ofgolde, 
after eyght ounces to the pounde, fo2 the fyft poꝛtion due to the 
kynges excheker. This pound of eight ounces, the Spamardes 


call Marcha, whiche in weight amounteth to fyftye peeces of 


golde called Ca/tel/ani, but the Caſtilians call a pounde Peſum. 
Te conclude therefoze, that the ſumme hereof, was. xv, thou⸗ 
ſand of thoſe peeces of gold called Catellani. And thus is it appa⸗ 
rent by this accompt, that they receiued ofthe barbarous kinges, 
a thouſande and fyue hundꝛed poundes, of eyght ounces to the 
pounde: all the whiche they founde readye wzought in ſundzye 
kyndes of ouches, as cheynes, bꝛalclets, tablets, and plates, 


both to hang befoze they? bꝛeſtes, and alſo at they} eares, and 


nolethꝛyls. Valdiui atherfoꝛe tooke ſhypping in the ſame Caras 
uell in the which he came laſt, and returned alſo befoꝛe the thyꝛde 
day of the Jdes of January, in the peere of Chuſte M. D. TJ. 
Chat chaunced to hym in this voyage, we wyll declare in place 
tomienient. But let vs now returne to them whiche remayned 
in Vraba. After the diſmiſſyng of / aldiuia, beyng paicked foꝛ⸗ 
warde with outragious hunger, they determined to ſearche the 
inner partes of that gulfe in ſundꝛy places. The extreeme angle 
02 poynt of the ſame gulfe is diſtant from the enterance thereof, 
about foureſcoꝛe myles. This angle oz coꝛner, the Spaniardeg 
call Culat a. Vaſchus hym ſelfe came to this poynt with a hundzed 
men, coalking along by the gulfe with one byygandine and cer⸗ 
tayne oſ che boates of thoſe regions, whiche the Urabians call 
Vru, lyke vnto them whiche thinhabitauntes of Hiſpaniola call 
Cano as. From this poynt, there falleth a ryuer from the Eaſt in⸗ 
to the gulfe, ten times bigger then che oy of Darien«,which als 
i

grounde, 


Nuntilus bitten 
ofa Batte. 
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ſo falleth into the ſame . Saylyng along by the ryuer about the 
ſpace ot thyꝛtie myles(fo2 they cal it niene leagues) and ſome⸗ 
what enclynyng towarde the rygyt hande Southwarde, they 
founde certayne vyllages of thinhabitauntes, che kyng whereof 
was called Pabaiba. Our men allo were certified betoze, that 
Cemacchus the kyng of Dariena, whom thep put to flyght in the 
battayle, fledde to this Dabaiba, but at the commyng of our men, 
Dabaiba allo fledde. It is thought that he was admonylhed by 
Cemacc bus, that he ſhoulde not abyde the bꝛunte of our men. He 
folowed his counſayle, foꝛſooke his billages, and left all chynges 
deſolate: yet our men founde heapes ol bowes and arrowes, als 
ſo muche houſholde ſtuffe,and many fyſhyng boates. But thole 
maryſhe groundes were neyther apt fo2 ſowyng ofſeedes, oꝛ 
plantyng of trees, by reaſon whereof, they founde there fewe 
ſuche thynges as they deſpꝛed, that is, plentie ofbyttualles: fox 
the inhabitauntes ofthis region haue no bꝛead, but ſuch as they 
creat in other countreys neare about them by exchange foꝛ their 
kyſhe, onlye to ſerue theyꝛ owne neceſlitte : pet funde they in 
the houſes of thole whiche fledde, golde wꝛought and grauen, a⸗ 
mountyng to the ſumme of ſeuen thouſande of choſe peeces, whi⸗ 
che we ſayde to be called Caſtellaui: allo certaine Cannas, of the 
whiche they bꝛought away two with them, and great plentie of 
theyꝛ houſhold ſtuffe, with certaine bundels of bowes & arrowes. 
They ſap, that from the maryſhes of that riuer, there come cer 
tapne battes in the nyght ſe aſon, as bygge as turtle doues, inua⸗ 
dyng men, and bytyng them with a deadly wounde, as ſotne ol 
them teſtifie whiche haue ben bytten of the ſame. J mee ſelle 
communing with Anciſus the Lieuetenant whom they reiected, 
and among other thynges al kyng hym of the venemous byting 
ofthele battes, he tolde me that he hym ſelle was bytten by one 
of chem on the heele, his foote lying vncouered in the uyght, by 
reaſon of the heate in ſommer ſeaſon, but that it hurte hym no 
moꝛe, then ifhe had ben bitten by any other beaſt not venemous. 
Other ſay, that the byting of ſome ol them is benemous: pet that 
the ſame ts healed incontinently, pf it be waſhed with water of 
the ſea. Anciſus tolde me alſo, that the venemous woundes 
made by the Canibales arrowes infected with popſon, are hea⸗ 
led by waſhing with water of the ſea, and allo by * 
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dt irons, and that he had experience thereof in the regi⸗ 
= — many ok his men were lo wounded, They 
departed therefoze from the poynt of the gulfe of / raba. not wel 
contented, becauſe they were not laden with vittualles. In this 
they? returne, there aroſe ſo great a tempeſt in that wyde gulle, | 
that they were enfozced to calf into the ſea al che houſhold ſtuffe, 
whiche they tooke from the pooze wyetches whiche liued only by 
tyſhyng. The lea alſo ſwalowed vp the two boates that they 
tooke from them, wherewith the men were lykewyſe owned, 
The ſame tyme that / aſchus Nunnez_ attempted to ſearche the 
poynt of the gulfe towarde the ſouth, enen then by agreement, 
dyd Fodericus Colmenaris take his vopage toward y mountaines 
by the eaſt, with thꝛeeſcoꝛe men, by the riuer ofthe other gulfe, 
About fourtie myles diſtant from the mouth of che other rpuer, 


(foꝛ they cal it twelue leagues)he founde certayne vyllages ſitu⸗ 


ate vpon the bankes of the ryuer, whole C hiui( that is) kyng, they 
cal Turui. Aith this kyng dyd Colmenaris pet remayne, when 
Vaſcbus after his returne to Dariena, ſaylyng by the ſame ryuer, 


came to hym. Pere refreſhyng thep2 whole companye with the 


vittuals of this Turui, they departed from thence togeather. D- King Turnt, 


ther fourtie myles from hence, the rpuer encompaſlech an Jland 
inhabited with fpſhermen, In thts,becauſe they ſawe great plen⸗ 
tie oftrees whiche beare Caſſ14 fiſtula, they named the Jlande 


Cannafiſtula, They found in it. lx. villages of ten cotages apeece. 2 — of 


On the ryght ſyde of the Nande there runneth another riuer, 
whole chanel is of deapth ſufficient to beare Bꝛigandines. This 
riuer they called Nuum Nigrum, frõ the mouth wherof, about. xu 
miles diſtant, chey found a cowne of ſiue.C.houſes ſeuered, whole 
Chebi (that is) kyng, was called Abenamachei. They al foꝛſooke 
theyꝛ houſes, as ſoone as they heard of our mens commyng: but 
when they ſaw chat our men purſued chem, they turned againe, x 
ran bpon them with deſperate mindes, as men dꝛiuen from their 
owne polleſſions. Theyꝛ weapons are \woozds of wood, x long 
ſtaues lyke iauelins, hardened at the ende with lyꝛe: but they vle 
neyther bowes noꝛ arrowes,no any other ofthe inhabitauntes 
of che Meſt ſpde ofthe gulfe. The pooze naked wetches were 
ealply dzpnen to flyght with our weapons. As our men fas 
lowed them in the chale, they cooke the kyng Abenamac hei, and 
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tertaine ofhis noble men, A common ſouldier ofours, whom the 

kyng had wounded, commyng to hym when he was taken, cut 

of his arme at one ſtroke with his ſwooꝛde: but this was done 

bnawares to the captapnes. The number of the Chaiſtian men 

whiche were here, was about an hundzed and kyftie: the one 

halfe whereof the captapnes left here, and they with the relt- 

due rowed vp the riuer agayne, with twelue ofthe boates ofthoſe 

regions, whiche they cal / ru, as they of Hiſpaniola cal them Ca- 

noas as we haue ſapde. From the ryuer of Nuus Niger, and the 

Ilande of Cannafiſtula, fo; the ſpace of thꝛeeſcoꝛe and ten myles, 

leauyng both on the right hande and on the left, many riuers fal⸗ 

ling into it bygger then it ſelfe, they entred into one, by the con⸗ 

ductyng of one ofthe naked inhabitauntes, beyng appoynted a 

guyde fo2 that purpoſe, Uppon the banke of this ryuer next 

bnto the mouth ofthe ſame, there was a kyng called Abibeiba, 

1 who becaaſe the region was ful of maryſhes, had his pallace 
dwelieth me buylded in the toppe ofa hygh tree, a new kind of buildpng,and 
a tree. ſeldome ſeene: but that lande bꝛyngech foꝛth trees of ſuch ex cee⸗ 
ding height, that among thep2 bꝛanches a man map frame large 

houſes: as we reade the lyke in diuers auctours, howe in many 

regions where the Ocean lea rileth and ouerfloweth the lande, 

The ryſyng of the people were accuſtomed to flee to the hygh trees, and after 
the Ocean lea. the fall ofthe water, to take the fyſhe left on the lande. This mas 
ner of buyldyng, is to lay beames croſſe ouer the bꝛanches of the 

trees, faſt bounde tageather, and thereupon to rayſe theyꝛ frame, 

ſtrongly made agaynſt wpnde and weather, Dur men ſuppoſe 

that they builde theyꝛ houſes in trees, by reaſon of the great 

floods and ouerflowyng ok riuers, whiche oftentymes chaunce 

in thoſe regions. Thele trees are of ſuche heyght, that the 

een height. rength of no mans arme. is able to hurle a ſtone to the houles 
buylded therein. And cherfoze do J geue the better credit to Pli⸗ 

Plinie, nie, and other auctours, whiche wztice that che trees in ſome plas 
ces in India are ſo high by reaſon of the fruitefulnes of y ground, 

abundance of water, and heate of the region, that no man is 

able to ſhoote ouer them with an arrowe ; and by iudgement of 

Fruitefun All men, it is thought that there is no fruitefuller grounde vn- 
der thelimne, then this is whereof we nowe entreate. Dur 
men mealurpng manpe of thele trees, founde them to 5 + 
. 
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Tuche bignes, that ſeuen men, pea ſometimes eight, holdyng 
hande in hande with theyꝛ armes ſtretched fooꝛth, were ſcarſely 
able to fathame them about: pet haue they thep? cellers in the 
grounde, well replenyſhed with ſuch wynes wherok we haue 
ſpoken befoꝛe . Fo albeit that the vehemencie of che winde is 
not of power to caſt dolone thole houſes, oꝛ to bꝛeake the bꝛan· 
ches of the trees, vet are they toſſed therewith, and ſwaye ſon» 
what from ſyde to ſyde, by reaſon whereof, the wyne ſhoulde be 
muche troubled with moouing. All other neceſſarye thinges, 
they haue with them in the trees. When the kyng oz any other 
of the noble men, dyne o2 ſuppe in theſe trees, theyꝛ wyues are 
bꝛought them from the cellers by they? [eruauntes, whiche by 
meanes of erercile, are accuſtomed with no leſſe celerytie to 
runne vp and downe the ſtaires adherente to the tree, then doo 
our wayting boyes bppon the plapne grounde fetche vs what 
wee call foꝛ from the cobbarde beſyde our dyning table. Our 
men therefoꝛe came tothe tree ofkyng Abibeiba, and by thinter⸗ 
petoures called hym foozth to communication, geuing hym 
ſignes of peace, and thereuppon wylling hym to come downe. 
But he denyed that he woulde come out of his houſe , deſy- 
ring them to ſuffer hym to lyue after his faſhton : but our men 
fell from fapze wooꝛdes to thꝛeatning, that except he woulde del⸗ 


cende with all his familie, they woulde eyther ouerthꝛowe the Abibeiba, the 


tree, oꝛ elles ſet it on fyꝛe. When he had dented them agayne, kpng of the 
tree, peeldeth 


to Dalchus, 


they fell to hewing the tree with theyꝛ ares , Abibeiba ſeeing the 
chippes fall from the tree on euery ſyde, chaunged his purpoſe, 
and came downe with only two of his ſonnes . Thus after they 
had entreated of peace, they communed of geatheryng of golde. 
Abibeiba aun{weared that he had no golde, and that he neuer had 
any neede therof,no2 pet regarded it any moꝛe then ſtones. But 


vou ſo greatly deſpꝛe golde, J wyll ſeeke fo2 ſome in the next 
mountaynes, and bꝛyng it vnto you: fo2 it is plentifullp engen⸗ 
dꝛed inthoſe mountaynes . Then he appoynted a daye when he 
woulde bzing this golde. But Abebeiba came neyther at the day, 
no2 after the day appointed. They departed therfoze from chence 
well refreſhed with his vittuals and wyne, but not with golde 
as they hoped: yet were they enfourmed che le by Alu bella an

when they were inſtante vppon hym, he ſayde vnto them, I ones.

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bis ditionaries as concernyng the golde mynes and the Can 
balee,as they hearde befoze ofkyng Comogrus, Daplyng pet furs 
ther about thyꝛtie mp!cs , they chaunced vpon certapne cotages 
of the Canibales, but vtterly voyde without men oz ſtuffe: fox 
when they had knowledge that cur men wandered in the pꝛouin⸗ 
ces ncere about them, they reſoꝛted to the mountapnes, carying 
allthey2 goodes and ſtuffe wich them.

NM. che meane tyme whyle cheſe thynges 

JH were done along by the (hozes oz bankes of 
che rpuer, a certapne Decurian, that is, a 
F(& captayne ouer tenne, of the companye of 
Is. thoſe which / a/chus and Colmenaris had left 
3k fo a garryſon in Nuo Nig ro, in the domini⸗ 
—odnokkyng Abinamachei, whether it were 
that he was compelled thꝛough hunger, oz that his fatal day 
was nowe come, he attempted wich his ſouldiers to ſearche the 
countreys neere thereabout, and entred into the vyllage ofa king 
called Abraiba, This captaynes name was Nia. whom Abraiba 
ſite with two of his felowes, but the relidue fledde. Within a 
fewe dayes after, Abraiba haupng compaſſion on the calamitie 
of his kynſman and neyghbour 4benamacheius, beyng dziuen 
from his owne poſſeſſions (whole arme allo we ſayd befoze that 
one ofthe ſouldiers cut of at the riuer of Nuo Nigro) and now res 
maynyng with Abraiba, to whom he fled by ſtealth alter he was 
taken, went to Abibeiba thinhabitaur ofthe tree, who had nowe 
kikewyſe fozſaken his countrey foꝛ feare of our men, and wande⸗ 
red in the deſolate mountaynes and woods. When he had ther⸗ 
foꝛe founde hym, he ſpake to hym in this effect, That thyng is 
this, oh vufoztunate Abibeiba 4 oꝛ what nation is this that ſo to 
menteth vs, chat we can not enioy our quiet liberties howe long, 
howe long J ſap,ſhall we ſuffer theyꝛ crueltie : were it not much 
better fo2 vs to dye, then to abide ſuche iniuries and oppꝛeſſions 
as you,as Abinamacheius our kinſman, as Cemacchus,ag Careta, 


as P oncha, ag J and other ynces of our oꝛder doo ſuſteyne⸗ 
Can aye thyng be moe iutollerable, then to ee au wpues, 
our 
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our chyldꝛen, and our lubiectes, to be ledde away captiues, 
and our goodes to be ſpoyled euen befoze our faces: J take the 
gods to witneſſe, that J ſpeake not ſo much foꝛ mine owne part, 

as J do fo2 you, whoſe caſe I lament:foꝛ albeit they haue not pet 

touched me, neuertheles by thexample ok other. Jought to thinke 

that my deſtructiõ is not farre of. Let vs therfoze(if we be men) mo pes 
trye our ſtrength, x pꝛooue our foztume agaynſt them which haue had — 
dealt thus cruelly with Abenamac heius, and dꝛiuen him out ok his 

countrey, let vs ſet on them with al our power, and vfcerly des 

ſtroy them. And if we can not ſlay the al, vet ſhal we make them 

afraide cither to aſſaple vs agayne, oꝛ at the leaſt diminiſhe their 

power: foꝛ whatſoeuer ſhal befall, nothyng can chaunce woozle 

vnto vs chen that which we nowe ſuffer. When Abibeiba heard 

theſe woꝛds, + ſuch other lyke, he condeſcended to do tn al things 

as Abraiba woulde require: whereupon they appoynted a dap 
to bꝛyng theyꝛ conſpiracie to paſſe, but che thyng chaunced not 
accoꝛdyng to their deſpze : fo2 ofthoſe whiche we ſayd to haue 

paſſed to the Canibals, there returned by chaunce to Runs Niger, 

the nightbefoze the dap appoynted to wooꝛke their feate, thirtie 

men, to the ayde of them whiche were left there, yf any ſedition 

ſhould riſe as they ſuſpected. Therfoze at the dawning of che dap, 

the confederate kyngs, with kyue hundzeth of theyz ditionaries 

armed after theyꝛ maner, beſieged the village with a terrible a⸗ 

larome, knowyng nothing of the newe men whiche came thither 

the ſame nyght. Here our target men came fooꝛth againſt them, 

and firſt aſſayled them a farre of with thep2 arrowes, then with 

thep2 pykes, and laſt with theyꝛ ſwooꝛdes: but the naked ſeelye 

ſoules, perceiuyng a greater number of they} aduerſaries then 

they looked foꝛ, were ſoone dꝛyuen to flyght, and llayne fo2 the 

moſt parte lyke ſcatteryng ſheepe. The kynges eſcaped, they 

flue many, and tooke many captiues, whiche they ſent to Da- Captines, 
niena. where they vſed them foꝛ labourers to tyll and ſowe theyꝛ 
grounde. Thele thpnges thus happyly atcypued, and that pꝛo⸗ . 
uince quieted, they returned by the ryuer to Dariena, leauyng 3 
theyꝛ thyꝛtie men foꝛ a garriſon,vnder the gouernance of one Fu- * garryfon ot 
ratado a captapne. This Furatado therfoze,ſent from Nuo Nigro hirtie men, 
where he was appoynted gouernour. xx. of his felowes, and one 
woman, with, xxiii.captiues, to aſchus 5 his companpe, in 
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one of the byggeſt C noa of that pꝛomince. As they rowed 


downe by therpuer, there came foozth ſodenly ouerthwart the 

Eightene Spa- rpuer agaynſt them foure great Cano, which ouerthꝛewe theyꝛ 
and dotned. boate, and ſlue as many of them as they coulde come by, becauſe 
| they were vnpꝛepared, ſuſpecting no ſuch thyng. Dur men were 
all dꝛowned and ſlaine, except two, which hid them ſelues among 
certeyne fagottes that ſwamme on the water, in the whiche they 
laye lurkyng, and ſo eſcaped to they? felowes in Dariena: who 
by them beyng aduertyled hereof, beganne to caſt they wyttes 
what this thyng myght meane, being no leſſe lolicitate fo them 
ſelues, then meditatyng in what daunger theyz felowes had ben 
in Nuo Nigro, excepte by good foꝛtune, thole thirtie newe men 
whiche were ſent to them, had come to the vpllage the nyghc 
befoꝛe the conſpiracie ſhoulde haue ben wzought. Conlultyng 
therefoze what was beſt to be doone herein, at the length with 
diligent ſearchyng, they had intelligence that fyue kynges, that 
The — oof is to wptte, Abibeiba the inhabitour of the tree, and Cemaccus 
— of dꝛyuen from his vyllage which our men nowe poſſeſſed, Abraiba 
the Chyiſtiaus. alſo and 4benamacheius, kynſemen, with Dabaiba the kyng of the 
fyſher men, inhabyting the cozner ofthe gulfe whiche we called 

Culata, were al aſſembled to conſpire the Chꝛiſtian mens deſtruc⸗ 

tiou at a daye aſſigned : whiche thyng had ſurely come to paſle, 
A ſtraunge ie it had not ben otherwple hyndered by Gods pꝛouidence. It 
8 is thereloꝛe aſcrpbed to a myꝛacle, and truely not vnwoꝛthyly, 
if we waye howe chaunce detected and bewꝛaped the counſayle 

ofthele kynges. And becauſe it is woꝛthy to be heard, J wyll 

declare it in fewe wooꝛdes. / a/cus Nunnez therefoze, who ras 

ther by power then by election, vlurped the gouernance tn Dari⸗ 

ena, beyng a maiſter offence, and rather a raſhe royſter then a 

politike captaine (although foꝛtune ſomtime fauoureth fooles) 

among many women whiche in diuers of thele regions he had 

taken captiue, had one, which in fauour and beutie excelled all os 

ther. To this woman her bꝛother often tymes reſoꝛted, who was 

keeveno coun- Allo dꝛiuen out of his countrey with king cemac chu, with whom 
Laple. he was bery familper, and one of his cheefe gentelmen. Among 
other communication whiche he had with his ſyſter whom he 

loued entierly, he bttered theſe woozdes, My deare and welbelo⸗ 


ved ſplter, geue eare to my ſayinges, - and keepe molt lecretelye 
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that whiche J wyll declare vnto you, yk pou deſyꝛe your owne: 
wealth and mpne, and the pꝛoſperitte of our countrep and kynſe⸗ 
folkes . The inlolencte and crueltie oftheſe menwhiche haue 
d2puen bs out of our poſſeſſions, is lo intollerable, that the pꝛin⸗ 
ces of the lande are determpnedno longer to ſuſteyne thep2 ops 
pꝛeſſions. By the conducting therefoze of fpue kynges (whiche 
he named in oꝛder) they haue pꝛepared a hundꝛed great Canoas,: An — of 
with fyue thouſande men of warre by lande and by ſea, with vi- Canas and 
tuals alſo in the village of Tichiri, ſufficient to mantayne ſuche fue.

an army: declaryng further, that the kynges by agreement, 
had diuyded among them the goodes and heades of our men, Triumph be⸗ 
and therefoze admonyſhed her, at the day appoynted bp ſome foze victonie.

and al the kynges into whole thꝛotes Vaſchus had thzuſte his 

ſwooꝛde, ſhe opened al the matter vnto hym, and concealed none 

of thole thinges which her vndiſcrete bꝛother had declared to her. 

When Vaſchus therfoze had hearde the matter, he cauſed Fuluia, 

(fo ſo had they named her) to ſende foz her bꝛother, who came to 

her immediatly, was taken, x enfoꝛced to tel the whole circum⸗ 

ſkances of the matter: wherupon he playnely conkeſſed, chat king 

Cemacchus his loꝛd and maiſter, ſent thoſe foure Canoas to the The contpira- 
deſtruction of our men, and that theſe new conſpiracies were at- 1 mee.

Wherfoze C emacchas being fruſtrate of 
his particuler counſaple, tooke this laſt thing in hande, to his 
Wange kin, Owne deſtruction aud his neighbours : fo2 the conſpiratie be⸗ 
with — ing detected, / aſc«s called thzeeſcoze and tenne ſouldiers, com⸗ 
and ten men. maunding them to folowehpm, but declared nothing vnto them 
whither he went, oꝛ what he entended to do. He went fez warde 
therfoze fyꝛſt toward Cemacc lus, which lay from hym only tenne 
myles: but he had knowledge that he was fledde to Dabaiba, the 
kyng of the maryſhes of culata. Pet ſearching his village, he 
founde a noble man, a ruler under hym, and alſo his kynſinan, 
whom he tooke pꝛyſoner, with many other of his familiers and 
frendes both men and women. The lame houre that he ſet foꝛ⸗ 
warde to ſeeke foꝛ Cemacchus, Rodericus Colmenaris rowed vp the 
ryuer with foure ol theyꝛ byggeſt Canoas, and thꝛeeſcoꝛe men, by 
— the conduction ofthe maydes bꝛother who bzought hym to che 
lageaf £6677 village of Tichiri,in þ which we ſatd al their vittuals to remaine 
which were pꝛepared fo2 they} armpe , Co/menaris therfoze ſacks 
ed the village, and poſſeſſed all their victuals,and wine of ſundzp 
colours , likewiſe cooke>the gouernour thereof pꝛiſoner, and 
hanged him on the tree in whiche he dwelt him ſelfe, commaun⸗ 
dyng hym to be ſhotte thzough with arrowes in the ſpght of 
Fone rulers thinhabitantes,and with bym foure other rulers to be hanged 
though with on gibbetg, to the example of other rebelles , This punyſhment 
arowes, thus executed vppon the conſpiratours , ſtroke the hartes of all 
chinhabitantes okche pꝛouince wich ſuch feare, that there is not 
nowe a man that dare ſtyꝛre his fynger agaynſt the wꝛach of our 
men.

ties, by the example of 7 aldiuia and aamudius, who had ben nom 
abſent ſence the moneth of Januarp, in ſo much that they thoughe 
they woulde neuer come agayne: but the matter was other⸗ 
wyſe then they tooke it, as J wyll ſhewe in his place, foz they 
were periſhed, At che length after many ſcrutinies, they elected 
one John Quicedus, a graue man, wel in peeres, and treaſourer 
of the kynges Exchequer in thole pꝛouinces: they had conceiued 
a good opinion of this Quicedus, that all thynges ſhoulde be well 
bꝛought to paſle by his meanes, aſwell foꝛ his wyſdome, as alſo 
that they were in good hope of his return,becauſe he had bꝛought 
his wife wich hym to thole regions, whom heleft with his fes 
lowes fo a pledge of his comming againe.TUhen they had thus 
elected Quicedus, they were againe of diuers opinions whom 
they might topne with him foꝛ aſſiſtance, affirming that it were 
a daungerous thing to committe ſo weightie a matter to one 
mans handes, not that they miſtruſted Quicedus, but becauſe the 
life of man is fraile, che change ofthe apte perillous, eſpecially 
to them, hauyng now ol long time ben aceuſtomed to the tempe⸗ 
rature neere vnto the Equinoctial, if they ſhould be compelled to 
returne to p Nozth,with alteration of apꝛe & diet.

De left 
therfoze the charge of al his affap2es in Dariena with his partner 
Alpbonſus Nunne & a iudge of the lawe, who alſo was lyke to 
A wife is a hin⸗ haue ben choſen pꝛocuratour ot this voyage befoze Colmenaris,yf 
deraunce. one had not put them in remembꝛance that he had a wife at Ma- 
tritis, fearing leſt being ouercome wich her teares, he woulde no 
moꝛe returne. Colmenaris therfoꝛe, a free man, x at libertie, being 
aſſociate aſſyſtant with Quicedus, they tooke ſhyppyng together 
in a Bꝛigandine, the fourth day of the Calendes of Nouember, 
inthe peere of Chꝛiſte. 151 2. In this voyage, beyng toſſed with 
ſundꝛy tempeſtes, chey were by the violence of the winde caſt vp⸗ 
on the Welt coaſtes of that large Jland, which in the fyꝛſt De- 
cade we called Cuba, ſunpoſed to haue ben firme land. They were 
ſoze oppꝛeſſed with hunger, foꝛ it was nowe thꝛee moneches 
ſynce they departed from theyꝛ felowes: by reaſon whereof, they 
were enfoꝛced to take lande, to pꝛooue what ayde they coulde get 
among the inhabitauntes.

Iebames Forſeca(to whom at the beginnyng ok cheſe 


the warres agaynſt the Yoozes) received them honourably, as 


the Byſhop of Burger, Quicedus and Colmeneris were bought 
befoze the kyng, and declared they? legacie in his pꝛeſence. 
Suche newes and pꝛeſentes as they bzought, were dilectable to 
the kyng and his noble men, fox the newneſle and ſtrangenelle 
thereof. They allo ſoiourned with me oftentymes. They coun: 
tenaunces do declare the intemperatneſſe of the apze and region 
of Dariena, fo; they are pelowe,lpke vntothem that haue the ye« 
lowe gaundies,and alſo ſwolne : but they aſcribe the caule heres 
ol, to the hunger whiche they ſuſteyned in tymes paſf, Jhaue 
ben aduertiſed of the affapzes of this newe wozlde, not only by 
theſe pꝛocuratours of Dariena, and Anciſus, and Zamudius, but 
allo by conference with Baccia thelawyer, who ran ouer a great 
part ofthole coaltes: lykewyſe by relation of / incentius. Anne. 
the patrone of the ſhyps,and A{phonſus Nignus,both being men 
of great experience, and wel trauailed in thoſe parties, belide mas 
yp other, of whom we haue made mention in other places, fox 
there came neuer any from thence to the court, but tooke great 
pleaſure to certifie me of al thynges, eyther by woꝛde o mouth oz 
by wptyng, Of many thynges therefoze whiche J learned ol 
them, J haue geathered ſuch as to mp iudgment ſeme molt woꝛ⸗ 
thy to ſatiſte them that take delyte in hiſtoꝛieg. But let vs nowe 
declare what folowed after the commyng ok the pꝛocuratours of 
Dariena. Therfoze,befoze they} arryual, there was a rumoꝛ ſpꝛed 
in che court, that the cheefe gouernours and Lieuetenantes Nis 


cueſa and Fog eda, alſo JIobames de la Coſſa(a man of ſuch reputas Tye great mas 
that by the kinges letters patentes he was named the great — of thckings

frons ts our fapth, .no2 pet had tegarde to ſcarche the naturcs

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termined to ſende a newe captayne thyther, which ſhould reffoze 

and ſet al thynges in good order, aud put then out ot aucthozitie 

mhiche had vſurped the Empire ofthole pꝛouinces withontche 

aki ak kynges ſperiall commaurdement; To this office, waz one Pe- 
tselected go #145 Arias affigned,a man ot great pꝛoweſſe, and a citizen of Se- 
nernourof = 90:44, but when the p2ocuratours of Dariena had publyſhed in 
_—_— the courte howe great a matter it was, and of what moment, 
many laboured earneſtly to the kyng, to take the office out of his 

handes : but che Biſhap of 3urges,bepng thekyngs cheefe chaps 

layne, and one ofthe Commiſſtoners appoynted by hym in cheſt 

matters, beyng aduertiſed hereof, came immediatly to the king, 

The nation of ànd ſpake ta hym in this effect : May it pleaſe your hyghnelle 
the ByHop of to vnderſtande (moſt catholique pꝛynce) that wheras Petrus A- 
Fefente or Pe- 7e, a man ofvaliant courage and great ſeruice, hath offred him 
trus Arias, elle to aduenture his life in your maieſties affatres,vnder vncer- 
tapne hope of gayne, and moſt certayne peryls, pet that notwith⸗ 

ſtandyng, ſome other haue ambicioully maliced his felicitie and 

pꝛeferment, laboꝛing fox the office wherto he is elected. It map 

pleaſe pour grace herein, ſo to ſhew him your fauour,and permit 

hym to eniop his ſayde office, as pour maieſtie do knowehym 

to be a wooꝛthy and meete man fo2 the ſame, hauyng in tyme 

paſt had great experience of his pꝛoweſſe and valyantneſſe, af- 

wel in behauyng him ſelfe, as oꝛde ryng his ſouldiers, as pour 

hyghneſle may the better conſyder, yk it ſhal pleaſe you to call to 

The warres of remembꝛaunce his dooynges in the warres of Aphꝛyca, where 
APA. he ſhewed him ſelfe boch a wiſe Captaine, and a valiant ſouldier. 
As concernyng his manners and vſages otherwapes, they are 

not vnknowen to pour maieſtie, vnder whole wyng he hath of a 

chylde ben bought vp in the Courte, and euer founde faythfull 

toward pour highneſſe. UWherfoze, to declare my opinion, uns 

der pour graces fauour (whom it hach pleaſed to appoynt me a 
Commiſſtoner in theſe affapzes) I thynke it were vngodly chat 
be ſhoulde be put from his office at the ſuite of any other, elpect- . 
ally beyng th:reto mooned by ambition and couetouſneſſe, who 
perchaunce would pꝛooue them ſelues to be the ſame men in the 
office, if they ſhould obteyne it, as they now ſhew them ſelves in 
the ambitious delſpꝛyng ofthe ſame, WWhen the Biſhop had fayy 
thele woozdes,che kxug confirmed the election of Perrus Arial, in 

* | moe 
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mode ample manner then befoze,wyllyng the byſhop to appoynt 
hym a thoulande and two hundzed louldiers at his charges, mas 
kyng hym a warrant to the officers of his Exchequer, to delyuer 

hym money in pꝛeſt foꝛ the ſame purpole, Petrus Arias therfoze | 

beyng thus put in office, and aucthoꝛiſed by the kinges letters 

patentes under his bꝛode leale, choſe a great munber of his 

ſouldicrs in the court, and ſo departed from Valladoleto, about the 

Calends of October, in the pere. 15 13. and ſayled firſt to Ciuile, 

beyng a very ryche citie, and wel repleniſhed with people, where 

by the kynges magiſtrates, he was furnyſhed with men and byt⸗ 

tualles, and other neceſſaries parteynyng to fo great a matter: 

foꝛ the kyng hath in this citie erected a houle, ſeruyng only foꝛ 

the affayꝛes ofthe Ocean, to the whiche al they that goe oꝛ come —— 
from the newe landes and Jlandes, reloꝛte to gene accomptes, to the affayzes 
alwel what they cary thyther, as what they bꝛyng from thence, India. 
that the kyng may be truely anſwered of his cuſtome of the fylt 

part, both of golde and other thynges, as we haue ſayde befoze. 

This houſe they cal the houſe of the Contractes of Indi. Pe- Perylarig, 
trus Arias founde in Ciuile aboue two thouſand young men, whi⸗ 

che made great ſuite to goe with hym, lyke wyſe no ſmal number 

of couetous olde men, of the whiche, many offered them ſelues to 

goe with him of their owhe charges without the kings ſtipende. 

But leſt che ſhips ſhoulde be peſtered with to great a multitude, 

02 left vittuals ſhoulde fayle them, the libertie of free paſſage 

was reſtraynt. It was alſo decreed that no ſtranger myght paſſe 

without the kvnges licence, CUherefoze J doo not a lytle mars 

uayle at Aloiſius Cadamuſtus a Uenetian, and wꝛyter ofthe Boꝛ⸗ 
tugales boyages, that he was not aſhamed to wyte thus ofthe 
Spanyardes nauigations: we went, we ſawe, we dyd: whereas 
he neuer went, noꝛ any Uenetian lawe, but he ſtole certayne an⸗ 
notations out the thꝛee firſt boo kes of my kyꝛſt Decade, wpts 
ten to Cardinal A/ canius # Arcimboldus, ſuppoſyng that I would 
neuer haue publyſhed the ſame. It myght alſo happen that he 
came bythe copie therof at the hand of ſome ambaſſadour of Ue⸗ 
nice. foꝛ J haue graunted the copie ta many of them, x was not 
daungerous to foꝛbyd them to communicate the ſame to other. 8 
Howe ſo euer it be, this honeſt man Aloiſcus C adamnſtus feared 
not-toxhalenge vnta hym the fruite of another mans labour. 
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Okche intentions of the Poꝛtugales (whiche ſirely are woon⸗ 

derful) whether he haue wiitten that which he hach leene (as he 
ſaith)o2 likewiſe bereaued other men of the iuſt commendattons 
of they) trauayles, J wyl not tudge, but am content to let hym 
lyue after his manner. Among the company of thele ſouldiers, 
there were none embarked but ſuch as were licẽced by the king, 
ercepta few Italians, Genues, who by frendſhpp and ſuite were 
admitted foꝛ the Admiralles ſake poung Colonus, ſonne alſd heyꝛe 
to Chriſtophorus Colonus, the fyꝛſt fpnder of choſe landes. Petrus 
Arias therſoze toke ſhipping in the riuer Betis (now called G. 
dalqueuir)running by the citie of Ciuile, about the begynnyng of 
the peere of Chziſt. 1514. But helooſed anker in an eupl houre, 
fo? ſuch a tempeſt folowed ſhoꝛtly after his departure, that it rent 
in peeces two ot his ſhips, and lo toſſed the other, that they were 
enkoꝛced to heaue ouerbooꝛde part of they vyttualles to lyghten 
them, All ſuche as eſcaped, layled backe agayne to the coaſtes 

of Spapne, where, beyng newly furnyſhed and refreſhed by the 
kyngs officers, they went foꝛward on they voyage. The maſter 

Pylote of the gouernours ſhyp, was Johannes Veſputius a Flas 
rentine, the neuiewof Amexicus Veſputius, luho left him as it were 
by diſcent of inheritance, thexperience ofthe Paryners facultie, 

and knowledge of the ſea, carde, and compaſſe. But we were ads 
uertiſed of late by certayne whiche came from Hiſpaniola, that 

they had paſſed the Ocean with mote p2oſperous winde:foz this 
marchaunt ſhyppe commyng from Hiſpaniola, founde them lan⸗ 

ding at certaine lands neere therabout, But in the meane time, 
whyle my impoztunate callers on,Galeacens Butrigarius, and Io- 

hannes Curſius, men ſtudious by al meanes to gratiſie your holys 
neſſe, ceaſſed not to put me in remembꝛance that they had one in 
a redines to depart into Italy, taried only to cary with him vn⸗ 
to pour holines theſe my fapze Nereides, although rudely decked, 
leſt I ſhoulde beſtow much tyme in bayne, J haue let paſſe many 
things, æ wil reherſe only ſuch as ſeeme in my iudgement moſte 
woꝛthy memoꝛp, although ſomwhat diſoꝛdered, as occaſton hath 
ſerued. So it is therefoꝛe, that this Petyus Arias hath a wife nas 
med Heliſabetha Boadilla, beyng nieſe by the bꝛothers ſyde to the 
marques of Boadilla, whiche rendꝛed the citte of Segou'a to Fer⸗ 
nando and Helilabech pzinces of Spapne, at ſuche time as the 
= Poztu- 
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Boptugales imtaded the kingdome of Caſtile, by reaſon wherof, 
they were encouraged fy2it co reſyſt, and then with open warre 
to aſſayle and expulle the Poztugales,fo2 the great treaſure whi⸗ 
che kyng Henry bzother toqueene Helilabeth had geathered to⸗ 
geather there. This marqueſle, while ſhe liued, did euer ſhewe 
a manly and ſtoute mpnde, both in peace and warre, fo that by 
her counſaple, many noble thinges were bzonght to good effecte 
in Caſtile: vnto this noble woman the wyfe of Petrus Arias was 
nieſe by her bꝛothers ſyde. She, folowyng the magnanimitie ol 
her aunt, perceiuyng her huſband nowe furnyſhyng hym ſelle to 
depart to the vnknowen coaſtes ofthe newe wozlde, and thoſe 
large tractes of lande and ſea, ſpake theſe woꝛdes buto hym: My 
mol? deare and welbeloued hul bande, we ought not nowe cofox- 46000 tas, 
geat that from our young yceres we haue ben topned togeather 
with the voke of holy matrimonie, to thintent that we ſhoulde ſo 
lyue togeather, and not aſunder, duryng the tyme of our natural 
lyfe: wherefo:e fo2 my part, to declare my affection herein, vou 
ſhal vnderſtande, that whither ſoeuer pour fatall deſtente ſhall 
dꝛyue you, eyther by the furious waues of the great Ocean, oꝛ 
by the manyfolde and hoꝛrible daungers of the lande, J wyl ſures 
Iy beare pou company : there can no peryll chaunce to me fo 
terrible, noꝛ any kynde ol death ſo cruell, that ſhal not be muche 
ealyer foꝛ me to abyde, then to liue ſo farre ſeparate from poi. 
It were muche better foꝛ me to dye, and cyther to be caſt into 
the ſea, to be deuoured of the fyſhes, oꝛ on the lande to the Ca⸗ 
nibales, then with continual mournyng and bewaplyng, to liue 
in death, and dye lyuyng, whyle J conſume in lookyng rather 
foꝛ my huſbandes letters, then foꝛ hym ſelfe. This is mp ful de⸗ 
termination, not raſhly, no2 pꝛeſently excogitate, no} concets 
ted by the lyght phantaſie of wamans bꝛapne, but with long 
deliberation and good adutſement. J22we therefoze c'oole to 
whether of theſe two pou wyll aſſent, eyther to thꝛuſte pour 
ſwooꝛde in my thꝛote, oꝛ to graunt me mp requeſt. As foꝛ the 
childꝛen which god hath geuen vs as pledges of our inſeparable 
lone{fs2 they had foure ſonnes, and as manydaughters) ſhall 
not ſtay me a moment: let vs leaue vnto them ſuch goodes and 
poſleſſions as haue ben left vs by our parentes and kreendes, 


whereby they may lyue among the wooꝛſhypfull of thepz oꝛder: 
M iii fo2 
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oz other thynges J take no care. Then this noble matrone ol 
manlp vertue had finiſhed theſe wooꝛdes, her hulbande ſeeyng 


the conſtant mynde of his wyle, and her in a redyneſſe to do ac⸗ 
co2dpng to her woozdes, had no hart to denye her louyng petiti⸗ 
on, but embꝛacing her in his armes, commended her intent. 
and conſented to her requeſt. She falowed hym therkoze, as did 
Ipficratea her Mithridates, with her heare hangyng loole about 
her ſhoulders: foꝛ the loued her huſband, as dyd Halicarnaſſea of 
Caria hers, being dead, and as dyd Artemiſia her Mauſolus, We 
haue alſo had aduertiſment ſince theyꝛ departure, that ſhe ( beyng 
bꝛought vp as it were amõg loft fethers) hath wich no leſſe ſtoute 
courage ſuſteyned the rozinges and rages of the Ocean, then dyd 
eyther her huſbande, oz any ofthe Maryners bꝛought vp euen a⸗ 
mong the ſourges of the ſea. But to haue lapde thus muche heres 
ol, this ſhall ſuffiſe: let vs nowe ſpeake of other thynges no leſſe 
wozthy memoꝛie. Therkoze,wheras in the firſt Decade we haue 
made mention of / incentius Annez Pingonus, ye ſhal vnderſtand. 
that he accopanied Chri/tophorus Colonus the Admiral in his firſt 
voyage, and afterwarde made an other voyage of his owne char⸗ 
ges with only one ſhyppe, Agayne, the fyꝛſt peere after the de⸗ 
partyng ofthe Captapnes Nicue /a and Fog eda, he ran ouer thoſe 
toaſtes from Hiſpaniola, and ſearched al the Souch ſyde of Cuba. 
from the Eaſt to the CUeſt,and ſapled rounde about that Jland, 
whiche to that day, fox the great length thereof, was thought to 
haue ben part ofthe continent o2 firme land, although ſome other 
ſap that they dyd the lyke. / incentius Annez thereloze, knowyng 
noble by experience that Cuba was an Jlande, lapled on further, 
and found other landes Weſtwarde from Cuba, but luche as the 
Admiral had firſt touched. UWhertoze, beyng in manner encom⸗ 
paſſed with this newe lande, turning his courſe towarde the left 
hande, and raſing the coaſtes of that lande by the Eaſt, ouerpal⸗ 
ſing alſo the mouthes of the gulfes of Beragua, Vraba, and Cuchi- 
hac hoa, he arrpued at the region whiche in the firſt Decade we 
called Paria and Os Draconis, and entred into the great gulfe of 
fre ſhe water, which Co/on«s diſcouered, beyng replenyſhed with 
great abundance of fyſhe,and famous by realon of the multitude 
of Jilandes lying in the ſame, beyng diſtant Eaſtwarde from

Curian about an hundzed anv thirtie myles, in the which tracte, 
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the regions of Cumana and Manacadana, whiche allo in the 

ſixt booke of the fyꝛſt Decade we ſayd to be regtons of the large Plentie of 
ince of Paria, where many affp2me to be the greateſt plentie pearles. 

of the beſt pearles, and not in Curiana. The kynges ofthele re: 

gions (whom they cal Chiacones, as they of Hiſpaniola cal them 

Cacici)bepng certified ofthe comming of our men, lent certayne 

ſpyes to enquire what new nation was arryued in they? coaſtes, 

what they bꝛought, and what they would haue, and in the meane 

tyme furnyſhed a number of they Canoas (whiche they call Chi- 

cho) with men armed after theyꝛ manner: fo2 they were not 

a lytle aſtonyſhed to beholde our ſhippes with the ſayles ſpꝛead, 

whereas they ble no ſaples, noꝛ can ble but ſmall ones pf they 

woulde, by reaſon of the narowneſſe of theyꝛ Canoas. Swar⸗ 

mpug therefoze about the ſhyppe with theyꝛ Canoas (whiche 

we may wel cal Aonoxyla, becauſe they are made ofone whole 

tree) they feared not to ſhoote at our men, beyng pet within their 

ſhyppes, and keepyng them ſelues vnder the hatches, as ſafelp 

as yf they had ben defended with ſtone walles. But when our 

men had ſhotte of certayne peeces of oꝛdinaunce agaynſt them, Toe ve ot 

they were ſo diſcomftted wich the noyſe and ſlaughter thereof, gunnes. 

that they dꝛoue them ſelues to flyght, Being thus diſparcled,our 

men chaſed them wich the ſhip boate, toke many, and ſiue many. 

TUhen the kynges heard the noyſe of the gunnes, and were cer⸗ 

tified of che loſſe of theyꝛ men, they ſent ambaſſadours to Y incen- 

tius A gnes to entreate of peace, fearyng the ſpoyſe of theyꝛ 

goodes, and deſtruction of they? people, yf our men ſhould come 

alande inthey2 mach and furie. They deſpꝛed peace therefoze, 

as coul de be coniectured by they) ſignes and poyntynges: fo2 

our men vnderſfoode not one wooꝛd of theyꝛ language. And foꝛ Great abr» 

the better pꝛoofe that they deſyꝛed peace, they pꝛeſented our men ＋ — 

with thꝛee thoulande of thoſe weyghtes ok gold that the Spany- O /hanum.

karre diſtant, wheras alſo they of Paria knowe nothing withort 
they} owne coaſtes. Mich the golde and Frankencenſe whiche 
they pꝛeſented to our men, they gaue them alla a great multitude 
oftheyꝛ peacockes, bath cockes and hennes, dead and alyue, aſ⸗ 
wel to ſatiſſte they pꝛeſent neceſſitie, as alſo to carry with them 
into Spapne foꝛ encreaſe, lykewple certayne carpettes, couer⸗ 
lettes, table clothes, and hangyngs, made of Goſfampinelilke, 
finely wought after a ſtrange deuice, with pleaſant and variable 
colours, haupng golden belles, and ſuch other ſpangles and pen: 
dauntes, as the Italians call Sonaglios, and the Spanpardes 
Caſcaueles, hangyng at the purfles therok. They gaue them fur⸗ 
thermote ſpeakyng popyngapes of ſundꝛy colours, as many as 
they woulde aſke: fo2 in 7aria there is no leſſe plentie of popyn⸗ 
gayes, then with vs ok doues oz ſparows. Thinhabitants of theſe 
regions, both men # women, are apparelled with veſtures made 
of goſſampine cotton, the men to the knees, and the women to 
the calfe ofthe legge. The fach ion of theyꝛ apparel is ſimple and 
plapne, muche lyke vnto the Turkes : but the mens is double, 
and quilted, like chat which the Turkes vſe in the warres. The 
pꝛinces of Paria are riders but foz one yeere: but they} auctoꝛitie 
is no leſſe among the people both in peace and warre, then is 
thauctoꝛitie of other kyngs in thoſe regions. Their villages are 
builded in compaſſe, along by the bankes ok al that great gulfe. 
Fyue of theyꝛ pꝛinces came to our men with theyz pꝛeſentes, 
whole names J thought wooꝛthy to be put in this hiſtozie, in res 
membꝛance of ſo notable a thing, CHiaconus Chiauaccha (that is, 
the pꝛince of Chiauacc ha, foꝛ they cal pꝛinces oꝛ kings ( hiaconus) 
Chiaconus Pintiguanus,Chiaconus Chamailaba,Chiaconus Polomus, 
and Chiaconus Potto. The gulfe beyng firſt found of the Admiral 
Colonus,thep cal Baia Natimtatis,becaule he entred into the ſame 
in the day of p natiuitie of Chꝛiſt, but at that time he only paſſed 
by it without any further ſearchyng, and Baia in the Spanyſhe 
tong, ſigniſiech a gulfe, TUhe Vincentius had thus made a league 
with thele pꝛinces, folcwyng his appoynted courle, he founde 
many regions toward p Ealt,deſolate by reaſon of diuers floods 
and ouerflowyngs of waters: allo many ſtandyng pooles in di⸗ 
uers places, and thoſe of exceeding largeneſſe. De cealed not to 
folowe this tracte, vntyl he came to the popnt 02 cape of — 
. molte 
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molt long lande. This popnt ſeemeth as though it would inuade 
the mount Atlas in Aph11ca; fo; it pꝛoſpecteth towarde that part 
of Aphꝛike, which the Poꝛtugales cal Caput bonæ Sperantie, The 
popnte 5 02 capes ofthe mount 4:/as,are rough and ſauage,neere 
vnto the ſea, The cape of Bona 5 PeranZas geathereth thyꝛtie and 
foure degrees of the South pole, called the pole Antarttke, but 
that poynt only ſeuen degrees. J ſuppoſe this lande to be that, 
whiche J kynde in olde wꝛyters of Coſmographie to be called the

ly. The Caſtilians argued on the contrary part, that whatſoener 
God by the miniſtration of nature hath created on the earth, was 
at the begynnyng common among men, and that it is therefoze 
lawful to every man to poſſeſſe ſuch lands as are voyde ofChyts 
ſtian inhabitours. CAhyle the matter was thus vncertapnelpe 
debated boch parties agreed that the contronerſte ſhoulde be de⸗ 
ſpded by the byſhop of Rome, and plighted fayth to ſtande to 
his arbitrement. The kyngdome of Caſtile was at that tyme 
gouerned by that great queene Heliſabeth with her huſband: fox 
the Realme of Caſtile was her dowyie, She alfo and the kyng 
of Poꝛtugale, were colpn germanes of two ſyſters, by reaſon 
whereof, the diſſention was mote eaſply pacilied. By the aſſent 
therfoze of both parties, Alexander the biſhop of Nome, the. bi. ol The biſhop of 
that name, by thaucthoꝛitie of his leaden bull, dꝛewe a rightlyne ze .

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without the paralels ok thoſe Jlandes whiche are called cahut 
Viride, 02 Cabouerde, within the compaſſe of this lyne (although 
ſome denpe it) falleth the popnt of this lande whereof we haue 
ſpoken, whiche they cal Caput Sanfti Auguſtini, otherwpſe called 
Promontorium Sancti Auguſtiai, that is, ſaint Auguſtines cape oꝛ 
poynt: and therekoꝛe it is not lawful fo2 the Caſtilians to faſten 
foote in the begynnyng ok that land, / incentius Annex therefore 
departed from thence, beyng aduertiſed of the inhabitantes, that 
on the other ſyde of the hygh mountaynes towarde the South, 
lying beko2e his eyes, there was a region called C:amba,whiche 
bzought foꝛth great plentie of golde. Of certapne captiues wi i⸗ 
che he tooke inthe gulfe of Paria ( whiche certaynely parteyneth 
to the dominion of Caſtile) he bꝛought ſome with him to Hi pa- 
niola, and lekt them with the young Admirall to learne our lan⸗ 
guage: but he hym elfe repayꝛed to the court, to make earnelt 
ſuite to the kyng, that by his fauour he myght be gouernour of 
che Jland of Sancti Iohannis(otherwile called Zurichena, being di⸗ 
ſtant from Hi paniola only. xxb.leagues)becauſe he was the fyꝛſt 
finder ol golde in that Jlande. Befoꝛe /incentius made ſuite fo? 
this office, one Don Chꝛiſtopher, a oꝛtugale, che ſonne of the 
countie of C amigna, was gouernour ofthe Jland, whom the Ca⸗ 
nibales ofthe other Jlandes ſlue, wich al the Chꝛiſtian men that 
were in the lame, except the Biſhop and his familiers, whiche 
fled and ſhykted fo2 them lelues, foꝛlakyng the churche and al che 
o2namentes thereof : foꝛ pour holyneſſe hath conlecrated fue by⸗ 
ſhops in thele Jlands, at the requeſt of the moſt catholique king. 
In Sancto Dominico the chiefe citie of Aiſpaniola, Garſia de Padilla, 
a reguler Fryer ofthe oꝛder of laint Frauncis, is byſhop. In the 
towne of Conception, doctoꝛ Petrus Xuares of Deza, and in the 
lande of ſaint John oꝛ Buric hen a, A Ipbonſus Manſus à licenci⸗ 
ate, being both obleruantes ofthe inſtitution of ſaint Peter. The 
fourth is Fryer Barnarde of Meſa, a man of noble parentage, | 
boꝛne in L oledo, a pꝛeacher, # bithop ofthe Jlande of Cuba. The 
fift is Johannes Cabedus, a fryer preacher, whom pour holpnelle 
aunoynted miniſter of Chꝛiſte, to teache the Chꝛiſtian kayth a⸗ 
mong the inhabitantes ol Dariena. The Canibales ſhal ſhoꝛtlye 
repent them, and che blood of our meu ſhalbe reuenged, and 
chat the ſooner, becauſe that ſhoztly alter they had * 
thi 
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this abominable ſlaughter of our men, they came agayne from 


Tlande of Santi [obannis,amd flue a kyng whiche was a fteende 
fo our men, and ate hym, and al his family, vtterly ſubuertyng 
his village,vpon this occalton,that violating the law ofhoſtage, 
he had flayne ſeuen Canibales whiche were left wich hym by 
compolition to make certapne Canoas, becauſe the Jlande of 
Santi Iobannis beareth greater trees, and apter fo2 that purpole, 
then doth the Jland of $an#i crux, the cheefe habitats ofthe Ca⸗ 
nibales, Theſe Canibales pet remapnyng in the Nand, certaine 
of our men ſaylyng from H ſpaniola, chaunced vpon them. The 
thyng beyng vnderſtoode by the interpꝛetours, our men quarel⸗ 
ting with them and calling them to accompt foꝛ that miſcheuous 
deede, they immediatly directed they bowes and venemous ar⸗ 
rowes againſt them, and with cruell countenances thꝛeatned 
them to be quiet, left it ſpoulde repent them ol theyz commyng 
thyther. Dur men fearyng theyꝛ venemous arrowes (fo2 they 
were not pꝛepared to fyght) gaue them ſignes of peace. Beyng 
demaunded why they deſtroyed the byllage, and where the king 
was wich his familie, they anſwered, that they raſed the byllage, 
and cut the kyng with his familie in peeces, and ate them in the 
reuenge of theyꝛ ſeuen woozkmen: and that they had made fag⸗ 
gottes of theyꝛ bones, to cary them tothe wiues and childꝛen of 
they} ſlayne woozkemen, in wytneſſe that the bodyes of theyꝛ 
buſbandes and parentes lap not vnreuenged, and therewith 
ſhewed the faggottes of bones to our men, who beyng aſtony⸗ 
ſhed at they? ſierceneſſe and crueltie, were enfoxcedto diſſemble 
the matter, and holde thep peace, quarellyng no further with 
them at that tyme. Theſe and ſuche other thynges doo dayly 
chaunce, the whiche J do let paſſe, leſt ſhould offeude the eares 
of your holyneſſe with ſuch blooddp narrations, Thus haue we 
ſutficiently digreſſed from the regions ol dera gua and / raba, be: 
yng the cheefeſt fundations of our purpoſe. We wyll now ther⸗

Al our ſeedes and plantes do now 
marueylouſly encreaſe in / raba, lykewyſe blades, ſettes, ſlippes, 
Cute feuitfut- Kraffes, ſuger canes, and ſuche other as are bought from other 
nelle of Braba. places to thole regions, as allo beaſtes and foules, as we hane 
i ſaydbefoze: O marneylous fruitefulneſſe. Twentie dayes after 
the ſeede is ſowen, they geather rype cucumbers, and ſuch lyke, 
but Colwooꝛtes, Beetes, Lettuſe, Bozage, are rype within the 
ſpace often dayes. Gourdes, Melones, and Pompions, within 
Thefrniteful- che ſpace ol. xxbiii.dayes. Dariena hath many natiue trees and 
nes ut Vatiena f᷑ruiteg, of diuers kinds, with ſundꝛp taſtes, holſome fo) the ble 
of men, ofthe which J haue thought it good to deſcribe certaine 
of che beſt. They nouryſhe a tree whiche they call Guaiana, that 
beareth a fruite muche reſemblyng the kinde of Citrones which 
are commonly called Limones, ok taſte ſomwhatſharpe, myxt 
with ſweetenes. They haue aiſo abundance of nuts ol pinetrees, 
and great plentie of Date trees, which beare fruites bigger then 
che Dates chat are knowen to vs, but they are not apt to be eaten 
fo they to much ſowꝛeneſſe. Wilde e barren Date trees grow 
of chem ſelues in ſundꝛy places, the bꝛanches wherof they vſe fox 
beeſomes, and eate alſo the buddes of the ſame. Guarauana, being

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kruite as bygge as pome Citrons, There is another tree much 
like to a cheſtnut tree, whole fruite is like to the bigger ſoꝛte of 
fygs, beyng holſome and of pleaſant taſte. Mameis, ts another 
tree that bꝛingeth foꝛch fruite as bygge as an oꝛange, in taſte no 
thing inferioꝛ to the belt kindes ol Melones. Guananala, beareth 
a fruite leſſe then any of the other, but ofſweete ſauour like ſpice, 
and of dilectable taſte. Houos is another tree, whole fruite both in 
ſhape and taſte is muche lyke to pꝛunes, but ſomewhat bygger: 
they are ſurely perſwaded that this is the Myrobalane tree. Theſe 
growe ſo abundantly in Hiſpaniola, that the hogges are fedde 
with thefruite therof, as with maſt among vs. The hogges like 
this kynde of feedyng ſo wel, that when theſe fruites ware ripe, 
the ſwineheards can by no meanes keepe them out ofthe woods 
of theſe trees, by reaſon whereof, a great multitude ofthemare 


become wilde. They allo affirme, that in Hiſpanio/aſwines fleſh gwpnes fleſde 


is ofmuche better taſte and moze whollome then mutton: foz if of better taſte $ 
is not to be doubted, but that diners kindes of meates doo en: then nutten. 


gender ſundꝛp taſtes and qualities in ſuch as are nouriſhed ther⸗ 
with. The molt puiſſant pꝛince Ferdinandus, declared that he had 
eaten of another fruite bꝛought from thole landes, being full of 
ſcales, with keyes, much lyke a pineapple in fourme and colour, 
but in tendernes equal to melow pepons, and in taſte exceedyng 
al garden fruites: fo2 it is no tree, but an hearbe, much like vnto 
an archichoke, oꝛ Ac ant ho: The king him lelfe gaue the cheefeſt 
commendation to this. J haue eaten none of thele fruits: fo2 ofa 
great number which they bꝛought from thence, only one remay⸗ 


voyage. Al ſuche as haue eaten o them newly geathered in their 
natiue ſople, do marueylouſſy commende they? ſweeteneſſe and 
pleaſaunt taſte. They dygge alſo out of the grounde certayne 


rootes growyng of chem ſelues, whiche they call Betatas, muche Betatats 


Ipke vnto the nauie rootes of Millane, oz the great puffes oꝛ 
muſhzomes of the earth, Powſoeuer chey be dꝛeſſed, eyther 
fryed oz ſodde, they geue place to no ſuche kynde ok meate in 
pleaſant tendernes. The ſkinne is ſomwhat tougher then eyther 
the nauies oz muſhromes, and ok earthy colour, but the inner 
meatetherof is very white: Thele are nouriſhed in gardens,as 
wwe ſapd of Jucca in the firlt Decade, They are alla eaten rawe; 
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and haue the taſte of rawe cheſtnuts, but are ſomewhatſweeter, 
We haue ſpoken ſufficiently of trees, hearbes, and fruites, we 
wyl now: therefoze entreate of thynges ſencitine. The landes 
and deſolate paſtures of theſe regions, are inhabited and deuou⸗ 
red of wylde and terrible beaſte , as Lions, Tygers, and ſuche 
other monſters as we nowe knowe, and haue ben deſcribed ol 
olde auctours in tyme paſt. But there is ſpecially one beaſt en⸗ 
gendꝛed here, in which nature hath endeuoured to ſhew her cun⸗ 
nyng: This beaſt is as bygge as an Dre, armed wich a long 
ſnoute lyke an Elephant, and yet no Elephant, of che colour of 
an oxe, and pet no oxe, with the hoofe of a hozſe,and pet no hozſe, 
with eares alſo muche lyke vnto an Elephant, but not lo open, 
no2 ſo much hangyng downe,yet muche wyder then the eares of 
any other beaſt. Df the beaſt which beareth her whelpes about 

with her in her lerond belly as in a purſe(beyng knowen to none 

ok the olde wuyters) J haue ſpoken in the kyꝛſt Decade, which A 

doubt not to haue come to the handes of pour holyneſſe. Let ba 

nowe therefoze declare what reſtech of the flooddes and rpuers 
The ryuers of gf Vraba.

member) can beare me witneſſe: foꝛ when we were togeather at 
Granata, lately deltuered from the dominion ofthe Mooꝛes, and 
walked fo2 our paſtyme to certaine plealant hilles (by the whiche 
there ranne a fayze ryuer) while Cardinal Lodouike occupied 
hym ſelle in ſhootyng at byꝛdes whiche were in the buſhes neere 
vnto the ryuer, J thother two biſhops determined to clime the 
mountaynes, to ſearche the oꝛiginal and ſpꝛyng of the ryuer: foꝛ 
we were not farre from the toppes thereof, Folowyng therkoze 
the courſe of the rpuer, we founde a great caue, in which was a 
continual fal of water, as it had ben a ſhowꝛe ofrapne, the wa- 
ter whereof, fallyng into a trenche made with mans hande, en⸗ 
creaſeth to a rpuer, and runneth downe by the ſydes of the moun⸗ 
taynes. The lyke is allo ſcene in this famous towne of / allado- 
leto (where we nowe ſoiourne ) in a certaine greene cloſe,not paſt 
a kurlong diſtant from the walles of the towne. J graunt there- 
fore, that in certayne places, by conuerſion of the apzte deawe ins 
to water, within the caues ol ſuche mountaynes, many ſpꝛinges 
and riuers are engendꝛed: but J ſuppoſe that nature was not ſol⸗ 
licitate to bꝛvng fooꝛth ſuche great floods by this ſo ſmall indu⸗ 
ſtrie. Two reaſons therfoꝛe do ſounde beſt to my iudgement:

autume oꝛ ſpꝛyng tyme which is in thoſe regions, being lo neere 
vnto the Equinoctial, that the common people can percciuena 
difference betweene the length ofthe day and the nyght thꝛough⸗ 
out all che yeere, w'ere as thele two ſeaſons are moze apt to en⸗ 
gender abundance of rapne, then eyther extreme wynter, oz fer: 
uent ſommer. An other reaſon in effect much like vnto the fp2it, 
is this: If the ſea be ful of poꝛes, and that by the poꝛes therol, be⸗ 
ing opened by the ſouth wyndes, we ſhal conſent that vapours 
are lyfted vp, whereol the watery cloudes are engendꝛed, this 
lande mult nee des be moyſted with moe ſhowzes then we 0 
cher 
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ther, yk it be as narowe as they ſay, andenutroned with two 
mapne ſeas collaterallp beatyng onthe ſame : howſoener it be, 
I can not but geue credite to the repoꝛt of ſuche wozthy men as 
haue recourſe to thoſe regions, and can noleſle then declare the 
ſame, albeit it map ſeeme incredible to ſome ignoꝛant perſons, 
not knowing the power of nature, to whom, Plinie was perſwa⸗ 
ded, that nothing was impoſſible. Te haue therefoze thought it 
good to make this diſcourſe by the way of argument, leſt on 
the one [pde, men of good learnyng and iudgement, and on 
the other ſpde, ſuche as are ſtudious to linde occaſions ofquarel- 
lyng in other mens wꝛytynges, ſhoulde iudge vs to be ſo vndil⸗ 
crete, lightly to geue credite to euery tale, not being conſonane 
to reaſon: but of the foꝛce and great violence of thoſe freſhe wa⸗ 
ters,whiche repulſyng the ſea, make ſo great a gulfe (as we haue 
ſayde) J thynke the cauſe thereok to be the great multitude of 
floods and riuers, whiche beyng geathered togeather, make ſo 
great a poole, and not one ryuer, as they ſuppoſle. And fozals 
much as the mountaines are exceeding high and ſteepe, Jthinke 
the violence of the fall ofthe waters tobe of ſuche foꝛce, that this 
conflict betweene the waters, is cauſed by thimpulſion of the 
poole, that the ſalt water can not enter into the gulfe. But here 
perhaps ſome wyll marueple at me, whp J ſhould marueple ſo 
muche hereat, ſpeakyng vnto me ſcoznefully,after this manner: 
Ah doth he ſo marueyle at the great riuers of thole regions: 
Hath not Italie his Fridanus, named the kpng of ryuers of the e 
old wypters $ ane not other regions allo the lyke: as we reade 
of T anais,Ganges, and Danubius, which are ſayde ſoto ouercome 
the ſea, that freſhe water may be dꝛawen fourtie mples within 
the ſame. Theſe men J wouldſatiſtie with this aunſwere. The 
famous ryuer of Padus in Italie (whiche they nowe call Po, 
and was ofthe Greekes called Fridanus) hath the great moun⸗ 
tapnes called Alpes, diuiding Fraunce, Germanie, and ÞPannas 
nie, from Italie, lying at the backe therot, as it were bulwarkes 
agger, full of moyſture, and with a long tracte recetuyng 7ici- 
nam, with innumerable other great ryuers, kalleth into the (ca 
Adꝛiatike. The lyke is alſo to be vnder{toode of the other. But 
thele rpuers (as our men were enfourmed bythe kynges) fall 


into the Ocean ſea with larger and fuller channels neere hande, 
N ui aud 
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and ſome there are whiche affirme this lande to be very large in 
other places, although it be but narowe here. There commeth 
allo to my remembꝛaunce another cauſe, the whiche although 
it be of no great foꝛce, yet do J entende to wꝛyte it, Perhaps 
therefoꝛe the length of the lande reachyng karre from the Eaſt 
to the Ueſt, if it be narowe, may be a helpe hereunto: foꝛ as we 
reade, that the ryuer Alpheus paſſeth thꝛough the holowe places 
under the ſea, from the citie of Elis in Peloponeſo, and bzeaketh 
foꝛth at the fountapne oz ſpꝛyng Aretbuſa in the Jland of Sicillia,

parteynyng vnto them, that they may be the receptacles of 
the water paſſing thꝛough the landes beyng farre diſtant, and 
that the ſame waters commyng by ſo long a tracte, map in the 
wap be greatly encreaſed, by the conuerſion of ayꝛe into water, 
as we haue ſayde. Thus much haue J lpoken freely, permitting: 
boch to them which do frendly interpꝛete other mens dooyngs, 
and alſo to the malitious ſcoꝛners, to take the thing euen as them 
Iyſteth, foꝛ hytherto J can make no further declaration hereof, 
but when the crueth ſhalbe better Rnowen, J wil do my diligence 
to commit the ſame to wytpng, Nowe therfoze, foꝛaſmuch as 
we hane ſpoken thus muche of the bzeadth of this lande, we en- 
tende todeſcribe the length and fourme of the ſame. 


The tenth booke of the ſeconde Decade, of 


Mat lande reacheth foo2ch into the ſea, cuen 
as doth Italy, although not lyke the legge 
of a man, as it doth. But nowe J compare 
a igmcan oz a dwarke, to a Giant: fo2 
chat part thereof whiche the Spanyardes 
haue ouer runne, from the layd Eaſt poynt 
OS I which reacheth towarde the ſea Atlantike, 
es ende he beyng pet founde towarde the UAeſt) is mote then 
eyght tymes longer then Italie. And by what reaſon Jam mo- 
ued to ſay eyght tymes, vour holyneſſe (hall vnderſtande. From 
the tyme therefoze that J fyꝛſte determined to obeye they} res 
queltes, who — me kyꝛſt in pour name to wppte thele 


thpnges 
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chinges in the Latine tongue, J did my endenour that al things 
myght come foozth with due tryal and experience: whereupon 
I repapꝛed to the Biſhop of Burger, beyng the cheele refuge of 
this nauigation As we were therfoze ſecretely togeather in one 
chamber, we had many inſtruments parteining to thele affaires, 
as globes, and many okthole maps whiche are commonly called r of 
the ſhipmans cardes, oꝛ cardes of the ſea. Ok the which, one was - 
dꝛawen by the]oztugales,wherunto Americus Veſputius is ſald The tarde ot 
to haue put to his hande, beyng a man moſt expert in this fa- — 
cultie, and a Floꝛentine boꝛne, who allo vnder the itipende of the : 
Poꝛtugales, had ſayled towarde the South pole many degrees 
beyonde the Equinoctiall. In this carde we founde the firlt trout 
of this lande to be bꝛoder then the kynges of Vraba had per⸗ 
ſwaded our men of theyꝛ mountaynes. To another, Colonus the C ye carve of 
Admiral, while he pet lyued, and ſearched thoſe places, had ge- Colonns. 
uen the beginning with his owne handes: whereunto Bart holo- 
meus Colouns his bꝛother and Lieuetenaunt had added his iudge⸗ 
ment, fo2 he alſo had ſayled about thoſe coaſtes. Ok the Spany⸗ 
ardes lykewyſe, as many as thought chem ſelues to haue anye 
knowledge what parteyned to meaſure the land the ſea, dꝛewe 
certapne cardes in parchment as concernyng theſe nauigations. 
Of all other, they moſte eſteeme them whiche Johannes dela Ahannes dea 
Coſſa the companion of Fogeda (whom we layde to be flapne ok Coda. 
the people of Caramairitn the hauen of Carthago) and another ex⸗ 
pert pylote called Andreas Moralis, had [ct footh. And this al: The carde of 
wel foz the great experience which they both had (to whom theſe Andzeas mos 
tractes were aſwel knowen as the chambers of they owne hou⸗ 
ſes)as allo that they were thought to be cunninger in that part 
of Coſmographie, which teacheth the diſcription and meaſuring 
of che ſea. Conferring therfoꝛe al theſe cardes togeather, in euery 
ot the wyiche was dzawen a lyne, expꝛeſſing not the myles, but 
leagues, after the maner ol the Spanpardes,we tooke our com⸗ 
paſſes, ⁊ began to meaſure the ſea coaſtes after this oꝛder. From — 
that poynt oꝛ fronte whiche we ſayde to be included within the cardes, 
lyne parteynyng to the Poꝛtugales iuriſdiction, beyng dꝛawen 
by the paralelles of the andes of Cabouerde, but a hundꝛed lea⸗ 
gies further towarde the Teſt (whiche they haue nowe alſo 
ſearched on euerp ſpde) we founde thꝛee hundzed leagues to the 
J2 it entrance 
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entraunce of the riuer AA ara gnonum: and from thence to 05 Dy4- 
conis, ſeuen hundꝛed leagues, but ſomwhat leſle by the diſcription 
of ſome, foꝛ they doo not agree in al poyntes exquilitely. The 


Spanpards wyl that a league conteyne foure myles by ſea, and 


but thee by lande. From 0s Draconis, to the cape oz poynt of Cu- 
chibacoa,whiche being paſled, there is a gulfe on the left hande, 
we meaſured thꝛee hundꝛed leagues in one Carde,# much theres 
about in another, From this poynt of Cuchibacoa, to the region 
of Caramairi, in whiche is the hauen Carthago (whiche ſome cal 
Carthag ena) ue found about a hundꝛed e ſeuentie leagues, From 
Caramairi tothe Jland Fortis, fpftie leagues, From thence to the 


* gulfes of //raba, among the whiche is the vpllage called Santts 


Maria Antiqua, where the Spanpards haue appoynted they ha⸗ 
bitation, only.xxxiii.lcagues. From the ryuer of / raba in the pꝛo⸗ 
uince of Dariena, to 5 riuer of Beragua, where Nicueſa had inten⸗ 
ded to haue faſtened his foote,t? God had not otherwyle decreed, 
we mealured a hundꝛed and thirtie leagues, From Becragua, to 
that riuer, which we laid of Colonus to be called Sancti M atthei, 
in the which alſo Ncueſa looſing his Carauel, wandered in great 
calaniitte 3, we founde in our Cardes only ahundzed and fourtie 
leagues: Pet manp other whiche of late tyme haue come front 
theſe partes, haue deſcribed many mo lcagues in this tract fron; 
the ryuer of Sancti Matthei, in whiche allo they place dincrs ry⸗ 
uers, as Aburema, with the Jland called Scutum Catebaytng be⸗ 
foze it, whoſe kyngs name is Facies combuſta. Likewiſe another 
ryuer called Zobraba, after that, / rida, and then Duraha, in the 
which golde is founde. Furthermoze, many goodly hauens, as 
Cerabaro and Ziebra, ſo called of the inhabitauntes. And thus pk 
your holyneſſe wyll conferre thele numbers togeather, vou (hall 
fynde in this accompt, a thouland,fpue hundꝛed, twentie and fiue 
leagues, which amount to fyue thoulande tt leuen hundꝛed miles, 
from the poynt of Santti Matt hei, whiche they cal Sinum perdito- 
rum, that is, The gulfe ofy loſt men, But we may not leaue herc: 
fo) after this, one A/tur Ouetenſis, otherwyſe named Johannes Di- 
as de Solit, boꝛne in Nebriſſa ( whiche bꝛyngeth fooꝛth many lear⸗ 
ned men ) ſapling from this riuer towarde the Weſt, ouerranne 
many coaſtes and leagues, but the middeſt of that ſhoꝛe bendeth 
towarde the Noꝛch, and is not thereloze directly placed in oꝛder 


wich 
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wich the other, yet may we geather by a diameter o2 right lyne, 

about thꝛee hundzed leagues, Mereby may pou geather what is 

che length ol this lande, but of the bzeadth, perhaps we ſhal here⸗ 

after haue further knowledge. Let vs nowe ſpeake ſomewhat of 

the varietie of the degrees of the eleuation ofthe pole ſtarres. The eleuation 
This lande therefoze, although it reache foozth from the Eaſt or the pole. 
into the leit, pet is it crooked, and hath the poynt bendyng lo 

towarde the South, that it looſeth the ſyght of the Month pole, 

and is extended beyonde the Equinoctial lyne ſeuen degrees to⸗ 

warde the South pole: but the poynt hereof, parteyneth to 
the iuriſdiction of the Poꝛtugales, as we haue ſayde, Leauing The inrifdicti- 
this poynt, and ſaylyng towarde Paria, the Noꝛth ſtarre is ſeene — 
againe, ⁊ is ſo much the moꝛe lifted vp, in how much the region 

tuclineth moꝛe towarde the eſt, The Spanxardes therkoze 

haue diuers degrees of eleuations, bntyll they come to Dariena, 

being theyꝛ cheefe ſtation and dwelling place in thoſe landes: foꝛ 

they haue fozſaken Beragua, where they founde the North pole 
eleuate. viii. degrees, but from hence, the land doth ſo much bend 

towarde the Moꝛth, that it is there in manner equal with the de⸗ 

grees ofthe ſtrayghtes of Hercules pyllers, eſpecially yt we — ppl 
meaſure certaine landes founde by them toward the 12o2th ſyde 

of Hiſpaniola,among the which there ts an Jland about thzee.C. 
and.rrv.lcagues fro Hiſpaniola, as they lap which haue ſearched 

the ſame, named Boiuc a, oꝛ Agnanes,in the which is a continuall The Itande 
ſpꝛing of running water, of ſuch marueilous vertue, that y water — — 
chereofbeing dzunke, perhaps with ſome diet, maleth olde men The renouati⸗ 
young agapne. And here muſt J make pꝛoteſtation to your ho- J wet or mar⸗ 
neſſe, not to thynke this tobe ſayde lyghtly oꝛ raihly, for they ueilous verrue, 
haue ſo ſpꝛead this rumour foꝛ a trueth thꝛoughout al the courte, 
that not onlye al the people, but alſo many of them whom wyſe⸗ 
dome 02 foꝛtune hath diuided from the common ſoꝛt, thynke it to 
be true: but pf you ſhal aſke my opinton herein, J wy anſwere, 
that J wyll not attribute ſo great power to nature, but that 
God hath no leſſe reſerued this pꝛerogatiue to hym ſelft, then to 
ſearche the hartes of men, oz to geue ſubſtaunce to pꝛiuation. 
(that ts) beyng, to no beyng, except we ſhall belceue the ka⸗ 
ble of Colchis of Eſon renouate, to be as true as the wꝛptyn⸗ 
ges of SHH nbrea, Albeit perhaps the ſcooles of Philitions 
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The accidentes 
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and natural philoſophers, wyll not muche ſtycke to alfyꝛme, that 
by the vle ol certayne ſecrete medicines and det, the accidentes 
of age (as they cal them) may be long hydden and deferred, whi⸗ 
che they wyl to be vnderſtoode by the renouation of age. Andt o 
haue ſayde thus much ofthe length and bꝛeadth of theſe regions, 
and ofthe rough and hugtous mountapnes, with theyꝛ waterye 
caues, alſo of the diuers degrees of that lande, J thinke it ſuk⸗ 
ficient . But J thought it not good to let paſſe what chaunced 
to theſe miſerable men among theyꝛ generall calamities. Jre⸗ 
member that when J was a chylde, me thought my bowelles 
grated, and that my ſpirites were marueylouſſy croubled fo very 
pitie, when J read in the poete Uirgyl, howe Achemenides was 
left of / y ſſes vpon the ſea bankes among ö giantes called Cyc/o- 
pes, where foz the ſpace of many dayes from the departyng of 
/Iyſſes,vntpl the comming of Eneas, he eate none other meate, 
but only berries and hawes. But our vnfoztunate Spanyarvs, 
whiche folowed Neue /a to inhabite Beragua, would haue eſtee⸗ 
med hawes t berries fo2 great delicates. That ſhould J heare 
ſpeake ofthe head of an aſſe bought fo2 a great pꝛyce, and of ſuch 
other extremities as men haue ſuffered in townes beſteged* 
After that Nicue/ſa had determined to leaue Beragua fot the bar- 
renneſſe of the ſoyle, he attempted to ſearche Portum Bellum,and 
then the coaſtes ofthe popnt called Marmor, pf he myght there 
fynde a place moꝛe foꝛtunate to inhabite. In this meane tyme, 
ſo greeuous famine oppꝛeſſed his ſouldiers, that they nepther ab⸗ 
ſteined frõ eating ol mangie dogges, which they had with chem, 
al wel fo2 they? defence as fo2 huntyng (foꝛ in the warre agaynſt 
the naked people, dogges ſtoode them in great ſteade) noz yet 
ſometyme from the ſlaine inhabitauntes: fo2 they found not there 
any fruitful trees, oꝛ plentie of foules, as in Dariena, but a barren 
ground, and not meete to be inhabited, Here certaine of the ſoul⸗ 
diers made a bargayne with one of their felowes fo2 the pꝛyce of 
a leane dogge, who alſo was almoſt dead foꝛ hunger: they gaue 
the owner ofthe dogge many ok thole peeces ok gold which they 
cal Peſos, oꝛ golden Caſtellans. Thus agreeing of the pꝛyce, they 
flayed the dogge to be eaten, and caſt his mangie lkinne, with the 
bones of the head hangyng thereto, among the buſhes. The 
dap folowyng, a certapne footeman of theyꝛ companye, chaun⸗ 


ced 
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ced to fynde the ſkpnne being nowe full of maggottes and ſtynk⸗ 

png . He bꝛought it home wich hym: ſodde it, and eate it. Many zorg ot 
reſozted to hym with theyꝛ dyſſhes foz the bꝛothe of the ſodde mangie dogs 
ſkynne, pꝛofering hym foz euerye dyſſhefull a piece of golde. arne. 

An other founde two toades, and ſodde them, which a ſycke man Toades eaten, 
bought of hym ko2 two fine ſhurtes, curiouſly wought of lynnen 

intermyxed with golde. Certayne other wanderyng about to 

ſccke foꝛ bittuals, tound in a pathway in the myddeſt of a feelde, 

a dead man, of the inhabitantes, which had ben ſlaine ofhis owne 

compaup, and was nawe rotten and ſtynkyng. They dzewe 

hyma ſpde, dilmembzed hym ſecretely, roſted hym, and ate — 
hym, there with allwagyng theyꝛ hunger, as pf they had ben 

fedde with phealauntes. One allo, whiche departing from his 
companions in the nyght ſeaſon, went a ky ſhyng among the 

recdcs of the maryſſhes, lyued only with ſlyme oꝛ mudde foꝛ the 

ſpace of certapne dayes, vntyl at the length creepyng, x almoſt 

deade, he founde the way to his felowes , And thus theſe miles 

rable men of Beragua, bexed with thele and ſuche other affictions, 

were bꝛought from the number of ſeuen hundꝛeth, chꝛeeſcoꝛe and 

ten ſouldiers, ſcarſely to fourtie, beyng nowe alſo added to the 

company of them in Parſena. Fewe were ſlꝛpne of thinhabi⸗ 

tauntes, but the reſpdue conſumed by famine, bꝛeathed out 

they? wery ſoules, openyng a way to the newe landes fo2 ſuche 

as ſhal come after them, appeaſyng the fury of the barbarous na- 

tions, with the pꝛice of theyꝛ blood. Conlpderpng therkoze, after Rote. 

theſe ſtoꝛmes, with what eale other men ſhall ouerrunne and in⸗ 

habite theſe landes, in reſpect to the calamities that theſe men 

haue ſuffered, they ſhall ſet me to goe to bꝛyde feaſtes, where all 

thynges are redy pꝛepared agaynſt theyꝛ commyng. But where Petrus qrias 
Petrus Arias arrpued with the kynges nauie and newe ſupply of wd the Dpas 
men, to this houre J knowe no certantie. That (hal chaunce — 
heareafter. I wyl make diligent inquiſition, if I ſhal vnderſtand 

this to be acceptable to pour holynes. Thus J byd you farcwel:

His epiſtle is grea⸗ 
ter then that called Capreenſis de Seiano. But we haue geathered 
out of that and other, only ſuch things as we thought moſt woz- 
thy to be noted. Vaſchus ſo behaued hym ſelfe in theſe affapzes, 
chat he dyd not only pacifte the kynges diſpleaſure conceiued az 
gaynſt him, but alſo made hym ſo fauourable and gracious good 
loꝛde towarde hym, that he rewarded him and his companions 
with many honoꝛable gyftes and pꝛiuileges fo2 they? attempts. 
Aherefoꝛe, J deſyꝛe vour holyneſſe to encline pour attentyue 
eares, ⁊ to conſyder with a ioyful minde what they haue bꝛought 
Commendati- do palle in theſe great enterpꝛyſes: foꝛ this valiaunt nation(the 
—— Spa? Spanpardes J meane) haue not only with great paynes and in⸗ 
; numerable daungers ſubdued, to the Chꝛiſtian empire, inftatce

62 leſt any other ſhoulde pꝛeuent him in ſo great a matter (ſuſpec⸗ 
tyng the newe gouernour Petrus Arias) o being mooued by both 
thele cauſes, and eſpecially foꝛ that the kyng had taken diſplea- 
ſure with hym foꝛ ſuche thynges as he had done befoze, tooke 
the aduenture vppon hym, with a kewe men to bꝛyng that to 
paſle, 
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naſſe whiche the ſonne of kyng Comogrus thought coulde hardlp 
haue ben done with the ayde of a thouſande men,whereof Petrus 
Arias was appopnted captaine foz the ſame purpoſe. Aſſembling 
therloꝛe certapne ofthe olde ſouldiers of Dariena, and manye of 
thoſe whiche came lately from Hiſpaniola, allured by the fame of 
greater plentie of golde, he geathered an armie of a hundzed 
foureſcoꝛe and tenne men. Thus beyng furnyſhed,and redye to

take his voyage by ſea, whyle the wynde ſerued hym, he depar- mountapnes. 


ted from Dariena with one Bꝛigandine, and ten of their boates 
whiche they call Canoas, as we haue ſapde. Fyzſt therfoze arri⸗ 
uing inthe dominion of Careta kyng of Coiba, and frende to the 
Chuiſtians, and leauyng his ſhyppe and boates there, he made 
bisdcuout payers to almightie God, and therewith went foꝛ⸗ 
warde on his tourney by lande towarde the mountaynes. Pere 


Careta kpng of 


he fpꝛſt entred into the region ofkpng Ponc ha, who fledde at his King Poncha⸗ 


commyng, as he had done befoze, But Vaſchus lent meſſengers 
to hym by the conduct of certayne of Careta his men, pꝛompſing 
hvm frendſhyp & defence agapnlt his emmies, with many other 
benefites. Poncha thus entiſed with fapze ſpeache and frendlye 
pꝛofers, boch of our men, and of the Caretans,came to our men 
gladly and wyllyngly, making a league of frendſhyp with them. 
Vaſchus enterteyned him very frendly, and perſwaded him neuer 
thereafter to ſtande in feare. Thus they ioyned handes, embꝛa⸗ 
ſed, and gaue great gyktes the one to the other, to knytte vp the 
knotte of continuall amitie. Poncha gaue / aſchus à hundꝛed and 
ten poundes weight of golde, of that pounde whiche the Spant- 
ardes call Pe/um, Me had no greater plentie of golde at this 
tyme, by reaſon he was ſpoyled the peere befozce,as we hauc ſaid. 
V afchus to recompence one bencfite with another, cane him cer⸗ 
tapne of our thpnges, as counterfapte rvnges, Chutikal ſtones, 
copper chaynes. bꝛacelets, haukes belles,lookpnx glaſſes,and 
ſuche other fine ſtuffe. Theſe thynges they ſet muche by, 7 great⸗

ly eſteeme: fo ſuche thynges as are ſtrange, are euery where ges arecoun- 
counted pꝛecious. He gaue alſo to Poncha certapne ares to fell #159045, 


trees, whiche he accepted as a pꝛyncelp gyfte, becauſe they lacke 


Iron, and al other mettals ercept golde: by reaſon wherof, they Lacke of Iron. 


are enfoꝛced with great labour to cutte they) trees to buylde 
cheyꝛ houſes, and ſpecially to make they boateg holowe, with 
out 
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A frone in the without inſtrumentes of Jron, with certayne ſharpe ſtones, 
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Reede of Aron. zwhiche they fpnde in the ryuers. Thus Vaſchus, leauyng all 


thynges in ſafetie behinde hym, marched fozwarde with his ar⸗ 
mie toward the mountaines, by the conduct of certaine guides 
and labourers which Ponc ha had geuen him, alwel to leade hym 
the way, as allo to cary his baggages, and open the ſtrapghtes 
thꝛough the deſolate places and craggie rockes ful of the dennes 
of wylde beaſtes: fo2 there is ſeldome any entercourle of buying 
and ſellyng betweene thele naked people, becauſe they ſtande in 
neede offewe thynges, and haue not the vſe of money: but yf at 
any tyme they exerciſe any barteryng, they doo it but neere 
hande,erchangpng golde foꝛ houſhold ſtuffe, with their confines, 
which ſomwhat eſteme v ſame fo2 oꝛnament when it is wꝛought. 
Other ſuperfluities they veterly contemne, as hynderaunces of 
theyꝛ ſweete libertie, fozaſmuche as they are geuen only to play 
and idlenes. And fo2 this caule pᷣ high wayes which lye betwene 
they regions, are not muche woꝛne with manye iourneyes, pet 
haue theyꝛ ſcoutes certapne pꝛiuie markes, wherby chey knowe 
the way the one to inuade the others dominions, and ſpoyle and 
inkeſt them ſelues on both ſydes with mutual incurſions pꝛiuily 
in the nyght ſeaſon. By the helpe therefoze of they guides and 
laboꝛers, with our Carpenters, he paſſed ouer the hozrible moun⸗ 
taynes, and many great ryuers lying in the wap, ouer the which 
he made bꝛydges, eicher with pyles o2 trunks of trees. And here 
doo I let paſſe many thynges whiche they ſuffered fo2 lacke of 
neceſſaries, being alſo in maner ouercome with extreme labour, 
leſt J ſhoulde be tedious in rehearſing thinges of [mall value. 
But J haue thought it good not to omyt ſuche doopnges as he 
had with the kynges by the way. Therefoꝛe oꝛ euer he came to 
the coppes ofthe high mountaynes, he entred into a region cal- 
led Quarequa, and mette with the king thereof called by the ſame 
name, with a great bande of men armed after theyz manner, 
as with bowes and arrowes, long and bzode two handed 
ſwooꝛdes made of wood, long ſtaues hardened at the endes with 
fyꝛe, dartes alſo and ſlynges. Me came pꝛoudely and cruellye 
agaynlt our men, and ſent meſſengers to them to bydde them 
ſtande and pꝛoceede no further, demaundyng whyther they 
went, and what they had to doo there: Yerewith ou 
002t 
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foogth and ſhewed hymlelfe, beyng apparelled with alhisno- 
bilitie, but the other were al naked. Then appꝛoching towarde 
nur men, he thꝛeatned the, with a Lions countenance, to depart 


from thence, except they woulde be flapne euery mothers ſonne. 


T{1hen eur men denyed that they woulde goe backe, he aſſayled 


them fiercely, but the battayle was ſoone finiſhed : fo2 aſſdone — Quares 
as they hearde thenopſe ofthe hargabuſies, they beleened that to f. 
our men carped thunder and lyghtnpng about with them. Ma⸗ Yargabulies, 
ny alſo beyng ſlayne and ſoꝛe wounded with quarrels of croſſe⸗ Croſſebowes 


bowes, they turned they? backes and fledde. Dur men folowing 
them inthe chaſe, hewed them in peeces, as the Butchers doo 
fleſhe in the ſhambles, from one an arme, from another alegge, 
from hym a buttocke, from another a ſhoulder, and from ſome 


the necke from the bodye at one ſtroke. Thus, ſpxe hundꝛed of vi. C. Barbari⸗ 
them, with theyꝛ kyng, were ſlapne lyke bꝛuite beaſtes. /aſchus uus axe ſlaine 
founde the houſe of this kyng infected with moſte abominable 

and bimaturall lechery: foꝛ he founde the kynges bꝛother, and 


many other poung men in womens apparell, ſmoothe and effe⸗ 
minately decked, whiche by the repoꝛt of ſuche as dwelt about 
hym, he abuſed with pꝛepoſterous venus. Of thele about the 
number of fourtie, he commaunded to be geuen foꝛ a pꝛap to his 


dogges: fo; (as we haue layd) the Spanyardes vſc the helpe of _ 


dogges in cheyꝛ warres agaynſt the naked people, whom they dogges inthe 
warre agapnQ

imuade as fiercely and rauenyngly, as yk they were wilde boꝛes 
oꝛ Hartes: inſomuche that our Spanyardes haue founde theyꝛ 
dogges no leſle fayihful to them in al dangers and enterpꝛiſes, 
then dyd the Colophomans oꝛ Caſtabalences, whiche inſtituted 
whole armies of dogges, ſo made to ſerue in the warres, that be⸗ 


vng accuſtomed to place them in the fozefronte ok the bat- Natural yas 
tayles, they neuer ſhzonke oꝛ gaue backe. TUhen the people had tred of vnna⸗ 
hearde of the ſeuere punyſhment whiche our men had execu⸗ nne. 


ted vpou that fylchy kynde of men, they reſoꝛted to them as it 
had ben to Hercules foꝛ refuge, by violence bꝛyngyng with them 
all ſuche as they knewe to be infected with that peſtilence, ſpyt⸗ 
wg in theyꝛ faces, and crying out to our men to take reuenge 
ol them, and rydde them out ofthe woꝛlde from among men, 
as contagious beaſtes. This ſtynkyng abomination had 
not pet entred among the people, but was ererciſed onlye

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J wontdea by the noble men and gentlemen, But the people lyftyag vp 
men were of chepz handes eyes toward heauen, gaue tokens that God was 
his opinion. greeuouſly offended with ſuche vple deedes, affy2zmpng this to 
be the caule of theyꝛ ſo many thunderpnges, lyghtnyng, and tem · 
peſt es, where with they are ſo often croubled, and ofthe ouer⸗ 
flowyng of waters which dꝛowne theyꝛ ſets am fruites, wheredt 
famyne and diuers diſeales enſue, as they ſymply and fapthfully 
beleue, although they knowe none other GOD then the ſunne. 
whom only they honour, thinkyng that it doch boch geue and 
take awap, as it is plealed 02 offended : Pet are they very doct- 
Che harue® '5 ble, and eaſie to be allured to our cuſtomez and religion, if they 
woozkemen had any teacher. In thepz language there is nothyng vnplea- 
but fewe. ſaunt to che eare, pz harde to be p2onounced, but chat all they? 
woozdes may be wꝛytten with latine letters, as we layde of the 
Warlpke peo⸗ inhabitauntes of Hiſpaniola. It is a warlpke nation, and hath 
ple. ben euer hytherto moleſtous to theyꝛ boꝛderers: but the region 
is not foꝛtunate with fruiceful grounde, oꝛ plentie of golde. Yer 
The higher, the is it full of great barren mountapnes, beyng ſomewhat colde by 


| folder, realon oftheir height, and therefoꝛe the noble men and gentle⸗ 


men are apparelled, but the common people liue content only 
wich che benelites of nature. There is a region not paſt two 
dayes tourney diſtant from Quareq ua, in whiche they founde ons 


A region of ly blacke Moozes, and thoſe exceedyng fierce and cruel. They 


* ſuppole that in tyme paſt certapne blacke Boozes layled thy⸗ 


ther out of Ethiopia to robbe, and that by ſhypwꝛacke oꝛ ſome 
other chaunce, they were dꝛyuen to thoſe mountapnes. The in⸗ 
habitaunts of Quarequa lyue in continual warre and debate with 
theſe blacke men. Here / aſcbus leauing in Qurequa many of bis 
Diſeaſes of ſouldters (which by reaſon they were not pet accuſtomed to ſuch 


q | <hangeofayze trauayles and hunger, fel into diners diſeaſes) tooke with hym 


d dpet. , 
2115 certayne guides of the Quarequatans, to conduct hym to the 


toppes ofthe mountaynes. From the pallace of kyng Ponc ha, ta 
Che louth lea. che pꝛoſpect of the other ſouth lea, is only ſire dayes tourney, the 
which neuertheleſſe, by reaſon of many hinderances x chaunces, 
and eſpecially foꝛ lacke of vittuals, he coulde accompliſhe in na 
leſſe then. xxb. dayes. But at the length, the (euenth day ofche 
Calendes of October, he behelde wich woonderyng eyes 
che toppes ol the hygh mountapnes, ſhewed vnto hym by the 
guides 
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of 2#wyequa, from the whiche he myght ſee the other lea ſo long 

looked foꝛ, and neuer ſeene befoze of any man commyng out of 

our woꝛlde. Appꝛoching therkoze to the toppes of the moun⸗ 

taynes, he commaunded his armye to ſtap, and went hym lelfe 

alone to the toppe, as it were to take the fyꝛſt polleſſion thereof, 

There, fallyng pꝛoſtrate vppon the grounde, and rayſing hym Paper. 

ſelfe agame vpon his knees, as the maner of the Chꝛiſtians is to 

pꝛaye, lyftyng vp his eyes and handes towarde heauen, and di⸗ 

rectyng his kace towarde the newe founde ſouth ſea, he powred 

fooꝛth his humble and deuout pꝛayers befoꝛe almightie God, as 

a ſpirituall ſacrifyce with thankes gyuing, that it plealed his 

diuine maiellie, to reſerue vnto that day the victozie and pꝛayſe 

of ſo great a thyng vnto hym, beyng a man but of ſmal wyt and Sod rayſeth 
knowledge, of lytle experience, and baſe parentage, Ahen he —— = uy 
hadthus made his p2apers after his warlike maner, he beckned w__ 
with his hande to his compantons, to come to hym, ſhewyng 
them the great mayne ſea heretofoze vnknowen to thinhabitants 
of Europe, Aphꝛike, and Aſia, Here agayne he fell to his pꝛay⸗ 
ers as befoꝛe, deſyꝛing almyghtie God (and the bleſſed virgin) to 
fauour his beginnynges, and to geue hym good lucceſſe to ſub⸗ 
due thoſe landes, to the gloꝛy of his holy name, and encreaſe of 
his true religion. All his companions dyd lykewyſe, and pꝛay⸗ 
ſed God with loude voyces foꝛ ioy. Then ſcus, with no leſſe 
manlye coꝛage then Hanmball of Carthage ſhewed his ſouldters 
Italye, and the pꝛomontoꝛzies ofthe Alpes, exhoꝛted his men to 
pft vp theyꝛ hartes, and to beholde the lande even nowe vnder 
theyꝛ feete, and the ſea befoze theyꝛ eyes, whiche ſhoulde bee 
vnto them a full and iuſt rewarde oftheyꝛ great laboures and tra⸗ 
uayles nowe ouerpaſſed. Then he had ſayde theſe wooꝛdes, he 
commaunded them to raiſe certaine heapes of ſtones, in the ſtede 
of alters, foꝛ a token of poſſeſſion . They deſcendyng from the 
toppes of the mountaynes, leaſt ſuche as myght come after hym 
ſboulde argue hym of lying oꝛ falſhood, he wꝛote the kyng of 
Caſtels name here and there, on barkes of the trees, both on the 
ryght hande and on the left, and rayſed heapes of ſtones all the 
way that he went, vntyll he came to the region of the next kyng 
towarde the ſouth, whoſe name was Chiapes . This kyng came 
foozth agaynſt hym with a great — of men, thꝛeatnyng 
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Ring C3iapes, and foꝛbyddyng him not only to paſſe though his do minions, 
but alſo to goe no further. Pereupon Vaſchus ſet his battaple 
in aray, and exhoꝛted his men (beyng nowe but fewe) ficrſly 
to aſſayle theyꝛ enemies, and to eſteeme them no better then 
dogges meate, as they ſhoulde be ſhoztly. Placing cherefoze 
the hargabuſters and maſties in the foꝛekroont, they ſaluted kyng 
Chiapes is dzi- CHiapes and his men with ſuch alarome, that when they hard 
nen to fipggt. the nopſe of the gunnes, ſaw the flames of fire, and ſinelt the 

ſauour ot bꝛimſtone (fo2 the wynde blewe towardes them) they 

dꝛoue them ſelues to flyght, with ſuch feare leſt thunderboultes 

and lyghtnynges folowed them, that many fell downe to the 

ground, whom our men purſuing, kyꝛſt keepyng they? ozder, 

and after bꝛeakyng theyꝛ aray , ſluc but fewe, and tooke mas 

nye captyue: Fo2 they determined to ble no extremitie, but to 

pacyfie thoſe regious as quietly as they myght. Enteryng ther⸗ 
Baſchus ſen⸗ loze into the pallace of kyng Chiapes, Vaſchus commaunded 
deth for kung many of the captpues to be {ooſed , wyllyng them to ſearch out 
Chiapes. they kyng, and to exhoꝛt hym to come thither: and that in ſo 
doyng, he woulde be his frend, and pꝛofer hym peace, beſpde 
many other benefites: But if he rekuled to come it ſhoulde turne 
to the deſtruction of hym and his, and vtter ſubuertion of his 
countrep. And that they myght the mote aſſuredly do this mel⸗ 
ſage to Chiapes, he ſent with them certapne of the guides whiche 
came with hym from Quarequa. Thus Chiapes, beyng perſua⸗ 
dcd aſwell by the Quarequans, who coulde coniecture to what 
end the matter woulde come, by therperience whiche they had 
ſeene in them ſelues and they? kynq', as alſo by the reaſons of 
his owne men, to whom 7/ a/ch«s had made luche frendly pꝛo⸗ 
miles in his behalfe, came foo2th of the caues in the whiche he 
lurk d, aud ſubmitted hym ſelfe to /a/cbus, who accepted hym 
frendly , They ioyned handes, embꝛaced the one the other, made 
a perpetuall league of frenvſhip, and gaue great rewardes 
on bath ſpdes, Chiapes gaue Vaſchus foure hundꝛed poundes 
weyght of weught golde, ofthole poundes whiche they call 
Peſos , and Vaſchus recompenced hym agapne with certapne 
of our thynges . Thus beyng made frendes, they remayned to⸗ 
geather a fewe dayes,vntyll Y a/c hus ſuuldiers were come, whi⸗ 


che he left behynde hym in 2garequa, Then callyng vnto * 
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the guydes and labourers whiche came with hymkrom thence, 
he rewarded them liberally, and dilniſſed them wich thankes. 
Dhoꝛtly after, by the conduct of Chiapes hym ſelke, and cer⸗ 
tayne ofhis mend cpartyng from the toppes of the mountapnes, 
he came in the ſpace of foure dayes to the bankes of the newe 
ſea: where alſemblyng al his men togeather, with the kynges 
ſcribes and notaries, they addicted all that mayne ſea with all 
the landes adtacent chereunto, to the dominion and Empire of 
Caſtile . Mere he left part of his ſouldiers with Chiapes, that he 
myght the eaſelier ſearch thoſe coaſtes. And takyng with hym 
niene of theyꝛ lyghters made of one whole tree ( whiche they call 
Culc has, às thinhabitantes of Hiſpaniola cal them Canoas) t alſo a 
bande cf foureſcoꝛe men, with certeyne ol C hiapes men, he paſſed 
ouer a great riuer, and came tothe regis ofa certeine king, whole 
name was Coquera. Me attenipted to reipſt our men as dyd the 
other, and with lyke ſucceſſe: fo2 he was ouercome and put to 
flight. But Vaſchus, uho entended to winne him with gentelnes, 
ſent certeyne Chiapeans to hym, to declare the great power of 
our men, howe inuincible they were, howe merciful co ſuch as 
ſubmit them ſclues , alſo cruell and ſevere to ſuch as obſtinatly 
withſtand them: Pꝛomiſyng hym furthermoꝛe, that by the frend⸗ 
ſhip of our men, he might be wel aſſured by thexample of other, 
not only to line in peace and quietnes hym ſelle, but alſo to be re⸗ 
ttenged of the iniuries of his enimies: A yllyng hym in conclu- 
ſion ſo to weigh the matter, that yt he refuſed this gentlenes pꝛo⸗ 
fered vnto hym by ſo great a victaurer, he ſhould oꝛ it were long 
learne by feelyng, to repent hym to late ok that peryll whiche he 
myght haue auoyded by hearyng. Coquera with theſe woꝛdes and 
examples, ſhaken with great feare, came gladly wich the mel⸗ 
ſengers, bꝛyngyng with him. 650. Peſos of wꝛought golde, 
whiche he gaue vato our men. Vſchus rewarded hym likewiſe, 
as we laydbefoze of Poncho. Coquera btyng thus pacificd, they 
returned to the pallace of CYia hes, where, vilityng the yz compa⸗ 
nions, and reſtyng there a whyle, Va chus determined to ſearch 
the next great gulfe, the whiche, from the furtheſt reachyng 


thereot into the lande of theyꝛ countryes, from the enteraunce 2 gullfe ofthiees 
cole myles. 


of the mapne lea, they ſap to be thꝛeeſcoꝛe myles. This they Saum JIUchas 
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habited Jllandes and hugious rockes. Entryng therefoze into 
the niene boates of Culchas, wherewith he paſled ouer the ryuer 
befoze, haupng alſo with him the ſame companye of foureſcoze 
whole men, he went fozwarde on his purpole, although he were 


greatly dillwaded by Chiapes, who earneſtly deſyꝛed him not to 


attempt that voyage at that tyme, affirming p gulle to be ſo tem⸗ 
peſtious and ſtoꝛmie thꝛee monethes inthe peere, that the ſea 
was there by no meanes nauigable, and that he had ſeene manp 
Culchas devoured of whirlepooles, euen befoze his eyes. But 
inuincible / aſchus, impacient of idleneſſe, and boyde of all feare 
in Gods cauſe, aunlwered, that God and his holy ſaintes would 
pꝛolper his enterpꝛples in this cale, fozaſmuche as the matter 
touched God, and the defence of the Chyiſtian religion, fo2 the 
mayntenance wherof , it ſhoulde be neceſſarie to haue abun⸗ 
dance of ryches and trealure, as the ſinewes of warre againſt the 


f entintes ofthe fapth. Thus vſpng alſo the office both of an oꝛa⸗ 


tour and pꝛeacher, and hauyng perſwaded his companions, he 
lanched from the lande. But Chyapes, leſt Y aſchus ſhoulde any 
thyng doubt of his fapthfulneſſe to warde him, pꝛofered hym ſelle 
to goe with hym whyther ſoeuer he went, and woulde by no 
meanes aſſent that / aſchus ſhoulde depart from his palace, but 
that he woulde bꝛyng hym on the way, and take part ok his foz- 
tune. Therloꝛe, aſſoone as they were now entred into the maine 
ſea, ſuch ſourges conflyctes of water aroſe agaynſt them, that 
they were at theyꝛ wittes endes, whither to turne them, oꝛ where 
to reſt. Thus being toſſed and amaſed with feare, che one looked 


on the other wich pale # vnchearefull countenances, but eſpect- 


ally Chiapes and his company, who had befoꝛe tyme with they? 
eyes ſeene the experience ofthoſe tcopardies, were greatly dil⸗ 
comfoꝛted (pet as God waulde) they eſcaped all, and landed at 
the next Jlande, where, makyng faſt theyz boates, they 
reſted there that nyght. Pere the water ſo encreaſed, that it 
almoſt onerflowed the Jlande, They lay alſo, that the South 
ſea doth ſo in manner boyle and ſwel, that when it is at the hygh⸗ 


et, it doth couer many great rockes, whiche at the fal thereof, 


are ſeene farre aboue the water. But on the contrarpe parte, 
all ſuche as inhabite the Moꝛth lea, aftyzme with one voyce, 
that it ſcarcelye ryleth at any tyme a cubite aboue the bankes, 
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as they alſo confeſſe whiche inhabite the Jllande of Hiſpaniola, 
and other Jlandes ſituate in the ſame, The Nande therefoze be⸗ 
ing nowe dꝛye by the fall of the water, they reſozted to they: 
boates, which they founde al ouerwhelmed, x ful of lande, and 
ſome ſoze bzuiled with great ryftes, and almoſt loſt by reaſon 
they cables were bzoken: ſuche as were byuiled, they tyed faſte 
with theyꝛ gyꝛdles, with lyppes ol the barkes of trees, and with 
tough and long ſtalkes of certayne hearbes of the ſea, ſtoppyng 
che ryftes oꝛ chynkes with graſſe, accoꝛding to the pꝛeſent nerel⸗ 
ſitie. Thus were they enfoꝛced to returne backe agayne, Ipke 
vnto men that came from ſhypwꝛacke, beyng almoſt conſumed 
with hunger, becauſe theyꝛ vyttualles were vtterly deſtroyed 
by tempeſt. The inhabitauntes declared that there is hearde all 
the peere hoꝛrible roꝛing of the ſea among thole Jlandes, as of- 
ten as it ryſeth oꝛ falleth, but this molt eſpectally in thole thꝛee 
monethes in the whiche it is moſt boyſtous, as Chiapes folde 
/ aſchus befoꝛe, meanyng (as they coulde contecture by his woz- 
des) October, Nonember, and December : fo2 he lignttied the 
pꝛeſent moone, æ the two moones folowyng, countyng the mo- 
nethes by the moones, whereas it was nowe October. Mere 
there loꝛe refreſhing hum ſelfe and his ſouldiers a whyle, and pal⸗ 
ſyng by one vnpꝛoſitable kyng, he came to another, whole name 


was Tamaccus, after the name ofthe region, beyng ſituate on The region 


that ſpde of the quife . This Tumaccus came fooꝛth agaynſt 
our men, as dyd the other, and with lyke foꝛtune: fo2 he was os 


uer hi ayne. Me him Kyng Tumac 
ercome, dꝛyuen to flyght, and many ok his men llayne. He him —— 


ſelfe was alſo ſoꝛe wounded, but yet eſcaped, / aſchus ſent cer: fipght. 


tapne meſſengers of the Chiapians to hym, to returne, and not 
to be afrapde: but he coulde be nothing moued, neyther by pꝛo⸗ 
miſes, noꝛ thꝛeatninges: pet when the meſſengers were inſtant. 
and ceaſſed not to thꝛeaten death to him and his familie, with the 
vfter deſolation of his kyngdome, ik he perſiſted in that obſtina⸗ 
cie, at the length he ſent his ſonne with them, whom / aſchus 
honourably enterteynyng, apparellyng hym goꝛgiouſly, and 
geuyng him many gyftes, ſent him to his father, wyllyng hym 
to perſwade hym ok the puiſſaunce, munificence, liberalitie, hu⸗ 
manitie, and clemencte of our men. Tumaccus beyng mooued 
by this gentleneſſe declared towarde his m_ came with hym 
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the thyꝛde day, bꝛyngyng nothyng with hym at that tyme. But 
after that he knewe that our men deſyzed golde and pearles, 
he ſent fo2 ſyxe hundꝛed and fourteene Peſos of golde, and two 
hundꝛed and fourtie of the bygge!t and fayzeſt pearles, beſyde a 
great number of the (malleſt ſoꝛt. Dur men marueyled at the 
byggenes and fayꝛenes of theſe pearles, although they were not 
perfectly whyte, becauſe they take them not out of the ſea mul- 
cles, except they fyꝛſt roſt them, that they may the eaſelper open 
them ſelte, and allo that the fyſihe may haue the better taſt, 
whiche they eſteeme foꝛ a delicate and pꝛincely dyſſhe, and ſec 
moꝛe therby, then by the pearles them ſelues. Of thele thynges 
IJ was enkourmed ok one A rbolantius beyng one of / aſi chus com- 
panions, whom he ſent to the kyng with many pearles, and cer⸗ 
tayne ofthoſe ſea muſcles . But when T«maccus ſawe that our 
men ſo greatly regarded the beautie ofthe pearles, he commaun⸗ 
ded certayne of his men to pꝛepare them ſelues to go a fyſſhyng 
fo2 pearles: Wlho departing, came agapne within foure dayes, 
bꝛingyng with them twelue pounde weight of oꝛient pearles, af- 
ter eight ounces to the pounde. Thus reioycing on boch parties, 
they embzaſed,andmade a league of continual frendſhyp. Tumac- 
cus thought hym lelfe happie that he had pꝛeſented our men wich 
ſuch thankefull gyftes, and was admitted to theyꝛ frendſhyp: 
and our men thinkyng them ſelues happie and bleſſed that they 
had founde ſuch tokens of great ryches, [walowcd downe theyꝛ 
ſpyttle fo2 thyꝛſt. At all theſe dopinges , kyng Chiapes was pꝛe⸗ 
ſent, as a wytnes and companion. Me allo reioyced not a litle, 
aſwell that by his canductyng he lawe that our men ſhoulde bee 
ſatiſſied of they deſyꝛe, as allo that by this meanes he had de⸗ 
clared to the next kyng his boꝛderer and enimie, what frendes 
he had of our men, by whole ayde he myght lyue in quietnes, 
and be reuenged of his aduerſarie, if neede ſhoulde ſo requpꝛe. 
Fo2 (as we haue ſayde) theſe naked kynges tnfeſt them ſelues 
with greeuous warres, onely foz ambition and deſyze to rule. 
Vaſchus boſteth in his epiſtle, that he learned certapne marue⸗ 
lous ſecretes of Tumaccus hym lelfe , as concernpng the great 
ryches of this lande, wherof (as he fapth)he would vtter nothyng 
at this pꝛeſent, foꝛaſmuche as Tumaccus tolde it hym in his 
eare. But he was enfourmed of boch the kynges, that 3 an 
on | lande 
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Nande in that gulfe , greater thenan ofthe other, hauyng in 
it but onely one kyng, and hym of ſo great power, that at ſuche 11g gegrea: 
tymes of the peere as the ſeais calme, he inuadeththey2 domt- power, 


nions with a great nauie of Calc has, ſpoylyng and cartpng away 


foꝛ a pꝛaye all that he meetech. This Jlande is diſtant from 
theſe coaſtes, only twentie myles: So that the pꝛomontozies 
oꝛ poyntes thereof, reachyng into the ſea, may be ſeene from the 
hylles of this continent. In the ſea neere about this Jlande, 


ſea muſcles are engendꝛed, of ſuch quantitie, chat many of them 
are as bꝛode as bucklers . In theſe are pearles faunde (beyng 


the hartes of choſe ſhell fyſſhes ) oftentymes as bygge as beanes, 
ſomtymes bygger then Olyues, and ſuche as ſumptuous Cleopa- 


tra myght haue deſpꝛed. Although this Jlande be lo neere to gypt, reſomed 
a pearle in bi- 


neger a d1unke 
it.

in maner nothing but pꝛinces treaſures, beganne to ſpeake fierce monep, , 


the ſhoze of this firme lande, pet is the begynnyng thereof in 
the mapneſea, without the mouth ofthe guife . ac hus bepng 
ioyful and mery with this rych communtcatron,fantalyng nowe 


and cruell woozdes againſt the tyꝛant of chat ande, meanyng 
hereby to wynne the myndes of the other kynges, and bynde 
them to hym with a neerer bonde of frendeſhyp . Yet therefoze 
raylyng further on hym with ſpytefull and app2obuous woozds, 
he ſwoze great othes, that he woulde foꝛthwith inuade the J 
lande, ſpoylyng, deſtroping, burnyng, dzownyng, and hang⸗ 
png, ſparyng nepther lwooꝛde noꝛ fy2e , vntpll he had re: 
uenged they? iniuries: and therewith commaunded his Cu/chas 
to be ina redynes. But the two kynges,Chiapes and 7umaccus, 
exhoꝛted hym frendly to deferre this enterp2ile, vntil a moꝛe qui⸗ 
et ſeaſon, bycauſe that ſea was noꝛ nauig able without great dan⸗ 
ger, beyng nowe the begynnpng of Mouember: Therein the 
kynges ſeemed to ſape true. Foꝛ as /4/cbus hym ſelfe wyteth, 
great roꝛing of the ſea was heard among the Jlands ok the gulfe, 
by reaſon of the ragyng and conflict of the water. Great ryuers 
alſo, deſcendyng from the toppes of the mountaynes the ſame 

tyme of the peere, and ouerflowyng they; bankes, dꝛyuyng 

downe with theyꝛ violence great rockes and trees, make a mar⸗ 

ueylous nople. Lykewiſe the furte of the South and JNoztheaft 

wyndes, aſſociate with thunder and lyghtnpng at the ſame ſea⸗ 


ſon, dyd greatly moleft them , ihple che wether was fapꝛe, 
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they were bexed in the night with colde, and in the day tyme the 
heat of the Donne troubled them, wherok it is no marneple, foꝛ⸗ 
almuche as they were neere vnto the Equinoctial line, although 
they make no mention of the eleuation of the pole, foz in ſuche re⸗ 
gions, in the nyght che Poone and other colde planettes, but 
in the day the Sonne and other hotte planettes, doo cheefelp 
cxercyſe theyz influence, although the antiquitie were of an 
other opinion, ſuppolyng the Equinoctiall circle to bee vnha⸗ 
table and deſolate, by reaſon of the heate of the Sonne, hauyng 
his courſe perpendiculerly oz directly over the ſame, except a 


fewe ofthe contrary opinion, whole aſſertions the Poꝛtugales 


haue at theſe dayes by experience pꝛoued to be true: fo} they 
ſayle peerely to thinhabitantes of the ſouth pole, beyng in maner 
Ant podes to the people called Ey perborei under the Noꝛth pole, 
and exerciſe marchaundtze wich chem. And here haue J named 
Anti podes, fozalmuche as J am not ignozant that there hath ben 
men of ſinguler witte and great learnyng, whiche haue denyed 
that there is Antipodes, that is, ſuche as walke feete to feete. But 
it is moſt certaine, that it is not geuen to any one man to knowe 
all thynges, fo2 euen they alſo were men, whole pꝛopertie is to 
erre, aud be deceiued in many thynges , Neuertheleſſe, the Poz⸗ 
tugales of our tyme, haue lapled to the fyue atid fyftie degree of 
the ſouth pole: where, compaſſyng about the poynt therof, they 
mygbt ſeethzoughont all the heauen about the ſame, certepne 
ſhynnyng whyte cloudes here and there among the ſtarres, lyke 
vnto them which are ſcene in the tract of heauen called Lactea via, 
that is, the mplke whyte way. They lap, there is no notable 
ſtarre neare about that pole, lyke vnto this of oures, which the 
common people thpnke to be che pole of it ſelfe (called of the 
Italians Tramontana, and of the Spanyardes Nortes) but that 
the ſame falleth beneath the Ocean. Whe the Sonne delcendeth 
from the myddeſt of the exiltree ofthe woꝛlde from vs, it ryleth 
to them, as a payte of ballances, whoſe weyght enclinpng from 
the equall papſe in the myddeſt towarde eyther of the ſydes, 
cauleth the one ende to rpſe as much as the other falleth , TAhen 
therfoze it is Autumne with ba, it is ſpzing tyme with them, and 
ſommer with vs, when it ts wynter with them. But it luffiſeth 
to haue ſayde thus much of ſtrange matters, Let vs nowe _ 
be

fozereturne to the hiſfozte, and to our men. 


The ſeconde booke of the 
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==] Aſchus by thaduice of king Chiapes and Tu- 
maccus determined to deferre his voyage to 
the ſayde Nande, bntyll che next ſpꝛyng o2 
{ [ſommer,at which tyme, (hiapes offered him 
eite to accompany our men, and ayde them 
Itherin al that he mpght . In this meane 
tyme, /aſchus had knowledge that theſe 


kynges had nettes and fyſchyng places in certeyne ſtations of Tue maner ot 
that ſea neare vnto the ſhoze where they were accuſtomed to fyſhe of fpHyng toz 
fo2 ſea muſcles, in the which pearles are cngendzed, and that Pearles. 


fo2 this purpole they had certepne dpuers oz kyſſhers, exerciled 
from theyꝛ youth in ſwimmyng vnder the water. But they doo 
this onely at certeine tymes when the ſeats calme, that they may 
the caſlier come top place where thele ſhel fiſhes are wont to lpe: 
fo2 the bygger that they are, ſo nnich lye they the deeper c neerer 
to p bottome: but the leſſer, as it were daughters to thother, are 
neerer the bꝛimme of the water: likewiſe the leaſt of al, as it were 
their nieſes, are vet neerer to the ſuperlicial part therof. To them 
of the byggeſt ſoꝛt whiche lye loweſt, the fyſſhers deſcende the 
depth or thꝛee mens heyght, and ſomtyme foure, but to the daughs 
ters 02 nieſes, as their ſucceſſion, they deſcende only to the mydde 
thygh. Somtimes alla, after that the ſea hath ben diſquieted with 
vehement tempeſtes, they fynde a great mutitude of theſe fiſhes 
on the landes, beyng dꝛyuen to the thoze by the violence of the 
water. The pearles of thele, which are founde on the ſande, are 
but lytle, the fyſhe it lelle, is moꝛe pleaſant in eatyng, then are 
our oyſters, as our men repoꝛt: But perhaps hunger, the lweete 
ſauſe of all meates, cauſed our men ſo to thynke , Whether 
pearles be the hartes of ſea muſcles (as Ariſtotle ſuppoſed) oꝛ 
the by2th oꝛ ſpawne oftheir intrals (as Pinie thought) oꝛ whe⸗ 
ther they cleaue continually to the rockes, oꝛ wander by compa⸗ 
nies in the ſea by the guyding of the eldeſt, whether euery kyſſhe 
b2yng foo2th one pearle oꝛ moꝛe, at one byꝛth, oz at dyuers: allo 
whether

whether they be fpledfrom the rockes wherunto they cleaue, oꝛ 
map be eaſely pulled away, o2 otherwyſe fall of by them ſelues 
when they are come to theyꝛ full grouth: Lykewyſe whether 
pearles be harde within the ſhel, o2 ſoft, our men haue as yet 
no certapne experience, but J truſt oꝛ it be long to knowe the 
truech hereof ; fo2 our men are euen nowe in hand with the 
matter. Alſo, asſoone as J ſhall be aduertiſed of the arpuall 
of Petrus Arias the captapne of our men, J wyll deſire hym 
by my letters to make diligent ſearch fo2 thele thynges, and 
certifie me therof in all poyntes. J knowe that he wyll not be 
flacke oz omit any thyng herein, fo2 he is my verye freende , 
and one that taketh great pleaſure in conſideryng the wozkes 
ofnature. And ſurely it ſeemeth vnto me vndecent, that we 
ſhoulde with (tence ouerſlyp ſo great a thyng, which aſwel in 
the olde tyme,as in our dayes, hath and yet doch, dꝛawe both 
men and women to the immoderate deſire of ſuperfluous plea⸗ 
ſure. Spayne therkoꝛe ſhalbe able hereafter with pearles to 
ſatiſfie the greedy appetyte of ſuch as in wanton pleaſurcs are 
lyke unto Cleopatra and Aſopus: So that krom hencekooꝛth we 
ſhall neyther ene noꝛ reverence the nice kruitefulneſſe of Sto-- 
dum, 02 T aprobana, 0) the red ſea. But let vs now returne to our 
purpoſe, / aſchus therfoze determined with the fyſhers of Chia- 
pes, to p2oue what myght be doone in his fiſhe pooles oz ſtations 
of ſea muſcles. Chiapes to ſhewe hym ſelfe obedient to / aſchus 


his requeſt, although the ſea were bopſteous, commaunded

thyꝛtie of his fyſhers to pꝛepare them lelues, and to reſoꝛt co the 
fiſhyng places. / aſchus ſent onely {tre of his men with them, 
to beholde them from the ſea bankes, but not to commit 
them ſelues to the daunger of the ſea . The fiſhyng place was 
diſtant from the pallace of Chiapes about tenne myles. They 
durſt not aduenture to dyue to the bottome, by reaſon of the 
furie of the ſea: Pet of the mulcles whiche lye hygheſt, 
and of ſuch as were dꝛyuen to the ſhoze by the violence of the 
water, they bꝛought ſpre great fardelles in the ſpace of a 
fewe dayes . The pearles of thele were but lyttle , about the 
bygneſſe of ſmall fptches : pet verye fapze and beautifull, 
by reaſon that they were taken newely out ofthe kyſhe, beyng 


yet rawe , And that they ſhould not be repꝛoued of lying, as 


concerning 
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concernyng the bygnelle of theſe ſea muſcles, they ſent manx of 

them into Spapne to the kyng, wich the pearles, the fyſhe bepng 

taken ont: Te thynke veryly that there may in no place bygger 

be founde, Thele ſhel fyſhes therekoꝛe bepng thus founde here | 

in ſo many places in that ſca, and gold in maner in euery houſe, d in — 
doo argue the ryche treaſurte of na:ure to be hydde in thoſe The rych trea⸗ 
coaſtes, fozalmuche as great ryches haue benfounde, as it were lurp of nature. 
in the litle fpnger of a giauntes hande. What then may we | 
thynke ofthe whole hande of the giaunt (fo2 hytherto they haue 

onlpe benne in hande with che confines of /raba) when they 

ſhall haue thꝛoughlye ſearched all the coaſtes and ſecretes of 

the inner partes of all that large lande: But 7 aſchus contented 

with theſe ſignes, and ioykull of his good ſucceſſe in theſe enter⸗ 

pꝛyſes, determined by another way to returne to his felowes in Tue golde 
Dar iena, where alſo they haue golde mynes, about tenne myles mynes of 
from the vyllage. Me gaue therefoze kyng Chiapes leaue to de: Darieua. 
part, and to folowe hym no further, counſaplynghym to conti⸗ 

nue faythful vnto the chꝛiſtian king his lozd and maiſter. Thus 

embꝛacing the one the other, x ioyning handes, (hiapes departed 

with teares, declaring the good minde which he boze to our men. 

Vaſchus leauing his ſicke men with CHiape s, went foꝛward on his 

tourney with the reſidue, hauyng alſo with hym foꝛ guides thꝛee 

of Chiapes Maryners. Me conueyghed his armie ouer a great 

riuer, into the dominton of a certayne king called 7eaocha, who king Teaocha 
beyng aduertiſed of the commpng ok our men, of whole famous entertepueth 
actes he had hearde muche befoze, was verp glad thereof, and — 
enterteyned them honourably, ſo that foꝛ a token of his frendly : 
affection toward them, he gaue / a/chus twentie pounds weight 

of w2ought golde, after eyght ounces to the pounde: alſotwo Gene * ar 
hundꝛed bygge pearles, but not fayze,by reaſon they were taken unought gold, 
out ofthe muſcles after they had ben ſodden. After they had ioy⸗ 

ned hands, Jaſchus recompenced him with certayne of our thin⸗ 

ges: lykewple rewarding his guides the ſeruan es of Chiapes, 

he diſmiſſed them with commendations to their lozd, King 7ea- 

oc ha, at the departure of our men from his pallace, dyd not only 

appoynt them guides to conduct them in the way, but alſo gaue 

them certayne ſlaues, in the ſteede ol beaſtes to cary they? vittu⸗ 

als, becauſe they ſhould paſſe though many delartes, barren and 
rough 
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Deſartes ful of rough mountaynes and terrible woods ful of Tigers and Lions, 
wpide beackes. He ſent allo one of his ſonnes with theſe ſlaues, lading them 
Dꝛped foſhe, With ſalted and dꝛied ſiſhe, e bzead of thoſe regions, made of the

rootes of Maiziumand Incca, De alſo commannded his ſonne 
not to depart from our men, vntil he were licenſed by / a/ch«s. 
By theyꝛ conductyng therfoze, 7 4ſcbus came to the dominion 
of an other kyng, whoſe name was Pacra, a cruel tyꝛant, feare⸗ 
full to the other kynges his bozdercrs, and of greater power 
then any of them. This tpzant, whether it were that his giltie 
conſcience, koꝛ his milcheuous actes, put him in feare that our 
men woulde reuenge the ſame, oꝛ that he thought him ſelle infe⸗ 
riour ta reſiſt them, fled at their comming. / a/cbus hniteth, that 
in theſe regions in the monech ol Mouember, he was ſoꝛe afflic⸗ 
ted with great heate and intollerable thirſt, by reaſon that ſide of 
the mountapnes hath little water: Inſomuche that they were 
in daunger to haue perithed, but that certayne of thinhabitantes 
ſhewed chem of a ſpzing, which was in p ſecret place ofa wood, 
whither Vaſchus with all ſpeede ſent two quicke tt ſtrong young 
men of his compantons, with theyꝛ gourdes, and ſuch water 
veſſels as Teaocha his men bought with them. Of thinhabi⸗ 
tantes, there durſt none depart from thep2 company, becauſe the 
wyld beaſtes do ſone inuade naked men: Fox in thoſe mountai⸗ 
nes, and eſpecially in the woods neare vnto the ſpꝛing, they ſap 
that they are ſomtimes taken out of theyꝛ houſes in the night, ex⸗ 


gurt by wplde cept they take good heede that the doozes be well ſparde. It ſhal

not be from my purpoſe hecre to declare a particuler chaunce, 
befoze J enter any further in this matter. They ſay therfoze, 
that the laſt peere the region of Dariena was no leſle infeſted 
and troubled with a fierſe Tiger, then was Calidonia in tyme 
paſt with a wild Booze , and Nemea with ahozrible Lion. Foz 
they affyme that fo2 the ſpace of ſyxe whole monethes, there 
paſſed not one nyght without ſome hurt doone: ſo that it kyl⸗ 
led nyghtly eyther a Bullocke, a Pare, a Dogge, oz a Yogge, 
and ſometymes euen in the hygh wayes ofthe vyllage: Fo2 
our men haue nowe great heardes of cattayle in thoſe regions. 
They lap allo, that when this Tyger had whelpes, no man 
myght ſafelye goe fooꝛth of his doozes , becauſe ſhee ſpa⸗ 
red not men, yk ſhee mette kyꝛſte with them . =

Searchpng therfoze di⸗ Thus the @- 
lpcently her footeſteppes, and folowyng the pathe whereby ſhe gwtians take 
was accuſtomed in the nyght ſeaſon co wander out of her denne Crocodues 
to ſeeke her pꝛaye, they made a great trenche oz pyt in her 

walke, couerpng the lame with hurdels, whereupon they caſte 

parte of the earth, and diſpearſed the reſydue. The dogge Tyger dye dogge 
chaunced kyꝛſt into this pitfall,and fel vpon the poyntes of ſharpe tyger taken, 
ſtakes, and ſuch other engins as were of purpoſe fyxed in the 

bottome ofthe trench. Beyng thus wounded, he roꝛed ſo terry⸗ Therowng of 
bly, that it grated the bowels of ſuche as harde hym, and the *b*tpger. 
wooddes and mountaynes neare about rebounded the noyſe of 

the hozrpble crye . When they perceiued that he was lapde faſt, 

they reſozted to the trenche, and flue hym with ſtones, dartes, 

and pykes . Ulith his teethe and clawes he bꝛake the dartes 

into a thouſande chyppes. Beyng pet dead, he was fearefull 

to all ſuch as _ hym : what then thpnke pot he woulde haue 

doone beyng alylie and looſe : One Johannes Lediſma of Ciuile, 

a neare frende to aſcs,and one ofthe companions of his tra⸗ 

uayles, tolde me that he hym ſelfe dyd eate of the fleſhe of that Tigers fle 
Tyger , and that it was nothyng inferiour to beefe in good: en. 


nes. Beyng demaunded howe they knewe it to be a Tyger, fot: 


aſmuch as none of chem had euer ſeene a Tyger:they anſweared 

that they knewe it by the ſpottes, fiercenes, agilitie, and uche 

other markes and tokens wherby auncient waters haue deſcrt- 

bed the Tyger , Fo2 ſome of them had befoꝛe tyme ſeene other 

(potted wylde bealtes, as Libardes and Panthers The dogge Tue bicthe 
Tiger beyng thus kylled, they folowpng the traſe of his ſteppes tyger. 
towarde the mountaynes, came to the denne where the bytche 

remayned with her two poung luckyng whelpes , But ſhe was Tigers whel⸗ 
not in the denne at their commyng . They lyꝛſt caryed away pes. 

the whelpes with them. But afterwardes, fearyng leſt they 

ſhoulde dye becauſe they were poung, entendyng when they 

were bygger to ſend them into Spaine, they put cheynes ok iron 

about they neckes, and caryed them agayne to their denne: whi⸗ 

ther returnyng within a fewe dayes after, they founde the denne 

emptie, and they cheynes not remoued from they? place. They — 
ſuppoſe that the damme in her furye toze them in peeces, and 4 5 
caryed 
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caryed them away, leſt any ſhoulde haue che friticton of them. 

Fo! they playnely affirme, that it was not paſſible that they 

ſhoulde be looſed from the chapaes alyue. The lAvune ofthe 

dead Tyger ſtued with dꝛye hearbes and rauer, they lend to 

Hiſpaniola, to the Admiral, and other of the cyeece rulers, from 

whom the newe landes receiue their lawes and ſaccour. It 

ſhall at this tyme ſuffile to haue wꝛitten thus muche of the Cy⸗ 

gers, as J haue learned by repoꝛt oſthem wich both ſu keyned 

domage by their rauenyng, aud alla handles the ſxvnne of that 

Kyng Pacra. whiche was ſlayne. Let vs now: therkoꝛe returne to zing Pacre, 
from whom we haue digreſted. Ahen / aſc hus had entred inta 

the houles foꝛſaken of Pacra, he ſent meſſengers to reconcile him, 

as he had doone the other kynges. At the firſt he rekuſed to come: 

but after thꝛeatnynges he came, with thꝛee other kynges in his 

company, Vaſchus wꝛiteth, that he neuer lawe a moꝛe monſtra⸗ 

ous t defourmed creature, and that nature hath only geuen hym 

humane ſhape, aud other wyſe to bee woꝛſe they a bꝛuite beaſt, 

with maners accoꝛdyng to the liniamentes of his body. He a⸗ 

buſed, with moſt abominable lechery, the daughters of foure 

Naturalhatred Rynges his bozderers, from whom he had taken them by vio⸗ 
of vice. lence , Ok the fplthy behauiour of Pacra, of his crueltie, and 
iniures doone by hym , many of the other kyngs made-greevous 

complapntes to / a/chus, ag vnto a hygh Judge, and iuſt reuen⸗ 

ger, molt humbly beſeechyng hym to ſee ſuche thynges punyhs 

ed, foꝛaſmuche as they tooke hym fo2 a man ſent of God fo 

that purpoſe . Herevppon / ſchus, aſwell to wyn their good 

wplles, as alſo to ſhewe an example of terrour to ſuch as vſed 

Foure Rynges WK? kalſhions, commaunded that this monſtrous beat, with 
deuoured of the other thꝛee kvnges whiche were ſubiecte to hym , and of 
dogges. lpke conditions, ſhoulde be geuen foꝛ a pꝛay to his fyghtyng 
dogges, and their toꝛne carkaſes to bee burned. Okthele dog⸗ 

Thevſeof ges whiche they ble in the warres, they tell marueylous thyn⸗ 
——— ges: fo2 they ſay , that they runne vppon thinhabttarntes, 
naked men. armed after their maner , with noo lefle ficrcencs, then ik 
they were Partes oꝛ wylde Bores, if the Spaniardes doo but 

oneip poynt towarde them with theyz fyngers: Inſomuche 

that oftentymes they haue had no neede to dꝛyue their enc- 

myes to flyght wich (woozdes oz arrowes , but haue _ 

he 
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the ſame only with dogges, placed in the fozefront of they bats 
tayle, and lettyng them ſlyppe with theyz watche wooꝛde and 
pꝛiuie token: whereupon the barbarians ſtrycken with feare, by 
reaſon ofthe cruell countenances of theyꝛ maſttes , with theyꝛ 
deſperate boldenelle, and bnaccuſtomed how yng and barkyng, 
haucdiſparckled at the firlt onſette, and bzake they} array. Yet 
it chaunceth otherwyſe when they haue any conflycte agaynſt 
the Cant bales, and the people of Caramairi: foꝛ theſe are ftercer 
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and moze warlyke men, allo ſo expert archers, that they can ders. 


moſte certaynely direct theyꝛ vencmous arrowes agaynſt the 
dogges, with ſuche ſeleritie as pf they were thunderboltes, by 
reaſon whereok, they ſometymes kyll many of them. Thinhabt- 
tauntes oftheſe mountapnes doo not keepe warre with bowes 
and arrowes, but vſe only Macanis, that is, certayne long and

bꝛode ſwooꝛdes made of wood, alſo llynges, long pykes, and wood. 


dartes, hardened at the endes with fpze, TAhyle kyng Pacra pet 
lyucd, no man coulde knowe ofhym, neyther by fayze meanes 
noꝛ by fowle, where he had the golde whiche was founde in his 
houſe: fo2 our men founde in his iewell houle fiftte poundes

weyght ok golde. Beyng therkoꝛe demaunded where he had it, weight of gold. 


he aunſwered, that ihey which geathered the lame in thoſe moun⸗ 
taynes in his fathers dayes, were all dead, and that ſence he 
was a chylde, be neuer eſteemed golde moze then ſtones: 
Moꝛe then this they coulde not geat of hym. By this ſeuere 
punpchment executed vpon Facra, Vaſchus concyled vnto hym 
the myndes of ail or other kynges of that pꝛouince, and hy 
this meanes it caine 2 yoTe, chat when he ſent to? the ſpcke 
men whiche he lelt bchy:15e hym with kyng Chiapes, another 
kyng whiche was in the mydde way, (whoſe name was Bononi-

ama) cuterteyned them gentcéiy, and gaue them twentie theryuſtians, 


pounde weight of pure rouge t galde, beſyde great plentie of 
vittu alles. Ind not this onlye, but alſo accompany?d them 
hym ſelle, vntyll he had bꝛought them ſafeip from his pallace, 
into the dominion of Pacra, where takyng eche of them 
by the ryght handes, he delpuered them to /'a/cbus hym ſelfe, 
as a faythfull pledge committed to his charge, and there⸗ 
with ſpake to Yaſchus iu this effecte: Moſte myghtie and 
balpaunt victourer, beholde, J heere delpuer vnco por, 
polir

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che ciation Your companions in ſuche plight as J receiued them: wiHyng 
of kyng that J had ben aſwell able to gyue them health, as they were 
Bonontama. hartyly welcome to ſuche pooze entertapnement as J was able 
to ſhewe them. Fox the fauoure and gentelnelle whiche J haue 

The ſparke of faunde both in pou and them, he ſhall rewarde yau whiche 
Unturg ic the lendeth thunderyng and lyghtnyng to the deſtruction of myl⸗ 
lawewnitten in cheuous men, and ok his clemencye gyueth vnto good men plen⸗ 
the partes ol tie of Iucca and Maizium in due ſeaſon , As he ſpake the e 
e wooꝛdes, he lyfted vp his handes and eyes towarde che Sonne, 
whom they honour as God. Then he ſpake furcher to Vc hus, 

ſaping „In that you haue deſtroyed and ſlapne our violent 

and pꝛoude enemies, you haue bought peace and quietneſſe 

to vs and our familpes, and boaunde v3 foꝛ euer to loue and 

obey you. Pou haue ſo ouercome and tamed wylde monſters, 

that we thynke vou to bee ſent from heauen, foz the punpche⸗ 

ment of euyll men, and defence of innocentes, that bnder the 

pꝛotection of pour myghtie ſwooꝛde, we mape hereafter leave 

our lyues without feare, and with moe quietneſſe geue thankes 

to the geuer of all good thpnges,io2 his mercie ſhewed vnto vs 

in this behalfe , Then the interpꝛetoure had tolde 7 a/chus 

that the kyng Bononiana had ſayde theſe woozdes, and ſuche 

Iyke , Vaſc bus rendered hym lyke thankes fo2 his humamtie de- 

clared towarde our men, and rewarded hym as he had doone o⸗ 

ther in whom he founde lyke gentilneſſe, / aſchus wppteth, that 

he learned manye thynges of this kyng as concernyng the 

great rycheſſe of theſe regions, but that he woulde at this pꝛe⸗ 

ſent ſpeake nothing thereof, and rehearſeth the lame, as thinges 

lpke to haue good ſucceſſe. That this implicate Hiperbole, oꝛ 

adu auncement meaneth, J do not well vnderſtand, but he plain⸗ 

ly ſeemeth hereby to pꝛomiſe many great thynges. And ſuerly 


Breast plenty it is to be thought, that accoꝛdyng to his hope, great riches may 


8 be loked foꝛ. Foz they came in maner into none okthinhabitaunts 


houles, but that chey kounde in them eyther bꝛeſteplates oz curet⸗ 
tes of golde, oz elles golden ouches, tewels, o2 garlandes to 


A ſymilitude weare about their heades, neckes, oꝛ armes.

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dydthe Gothes in tyme paſt, what abundance of Iron ſhoulde 
he haue in theyꝛ houſes, whereas he H oulde kynde in one place 
a fryingpan, in another a caldzon, here a triuet, and there a 
ſpitte, an / thele in manner in euery pooe mans houſe, with 
ſuche ot)cr munnerable? whereby any man may comecture, 
that iren is plentitully engendꝛed in ſuche regions where they 
hat ſo great ble thereot. Our men allo perceiued, that the inha⸗ 
bitauntes of theſe regions do no mote efceme golde then we da 
iron, noꝛ vet {a much, alter they lawe to what vle iron ſerued vs, 
Thus much haue J thought good to luoꝛite to pour holpneſſe,of 
ſuche thynges as J haue geathered out ok the letters uf /aſchus 
Nunne g, and learned by woozde of mouth of ſuche as were 
his companions in theſe affayzes, As we receiue them, ſo we 
geue them vnto pau. Tyme, whiche reuealech al ſecretes, ſhal 
hercafter minitkcr larger argument of wꝛytyng. They coulde at 
this tyme do no great thyng in ſearchyng the golde mynes, foꝛ⸗ 
aſmuche as of a tundꝛed, foureſcoꝛe, and tenne men, which / aſ- 
chus brought with hun from Da? jena, there remapned only thꝛee⸗ 
ſcoꝛe and ten, oꝛ at the moſt foureſcoꝛe, whole ayde he nowe vſed 
in theſe daungerous aduentures, leauing euer the craled men be: 

hynde hym in the kynges houles all the way that he went, but 

they moſte eſpecially fel into ſundꝛy diſeaſes, whiche came late⸗ 


I from Hiſpaniola, for they were not able to abyde ſuch calami⸗ Chaunge of 


ties, as to lyue only contented with the bꝛead okthole regions, r 
aud wylde hearbes, without ſalt, dꝛynkyng none other then riuer 
water, and that oftentymes epther lackyng, oz vnholſome, 
where as befoꝛe theyꝛ ſtomackes had ben vſed to good meates.

But the olde ſouldiers of Par iena, were hardened to abyde all Om coudices, 


ſoꝛowes, ⁊ exceedyng tollerable of labour, heate, hunger, x wat: 
chyng. inſomuche that merily they make they boaſt, that they 


haue obſerued a longer e ſharper Lent then euer pour holyneſſe A long lent. 


enioyncd: foꝛ they ip, that fur the ſpace of foure whole veeres, 
they ate none o her then hearbes and fruit es, except nowe and 
then perhappes kyſhe, and very ſeldome fleſhe: yea, and that 
ſometyme fo lacke of all theſe, they haue not abhoꝛred from 
mangie dogges and fylthy toades, as we haue ſapde befoze, 
The olde ſou!diers of Dena, J call thoſe whiche fyzſte 
folowcd the captapnes Nicueſa and Fogeda, to inhabite the 
Þ tl lande,

Pen Vaſchus had remained thyꝛtie dayes in 
tye palace of kyng Pacra, concilyng vnta 
7 the mindes of the inhabitauntes, and 
1p; outdpng tl ynges necellarie foꝛ his com» 
panions. As le departed fro thence, by the 
conduct of certayne of kyng Leaoch his 

— j men, and came to the banke ok the riuer Co- 
mogrus, wherofthe region and kyng thereof, are named by the 
ſam? name, he found the ſptes of theſe mountaynes ſo rude and 
barren,that there was nothyng apt to be caten but wilde rootes, 
and certayne vnpleaſaunt fruites of trees. Two kynges beyng 
neere or blood, inhabited this vnfoꝛtunate region, which / aſchus 
ouerpaſſed with all ſpeede, fo2 feare of hunger. One of thele 
pooze kynges was named Cotochus, andthe other Ciuriz.s, De 
tooke them both with him, coguyde hym the way, and d ſimiſſed 
Teaoc ha his men with vittuals and rewards. Thus fot the ſpace 
of thꝛee dayes, he wandered th2ough many delart woods, craggy 
mountapnes, t muddie mariſhes, ful ot ſuche qua npꝛes, that 
men areoftentimes ſwalowed vp in them, if they loke not moze 
warely to their fete: alſo though. places not frequented with re⸗ 
ſezt of men, and ſuche as nature had not yet opened to theyꝛ vle, 
fozaſmuche as the inhabitauntes haue ſeldome entercourſe bes 
tweene them, but only by ſundꝛy incurſions, the one to ſpoyle 
and deſtroy the other: beyng otherwyſe contented to lyue onlye 
acter the lawe of nature, without al woꝛldly toyle fox ſuperſiu- 
ous pleaſures, Thus entryng at the length into the territo⸗ 
rie of another kyng, whoſe name was Bec heb ea, they founde 
all thynges voyde and in ſcilence: foꝛ the kyng and his ſubs 
iectes were al fledde to the woods . CCAhen // aſchu» ſent me.'en-

gers co fetcye hym, he dyd not onlye at the fp2il ſubmit hymn 


(cife, 
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felfe, but alſo pꝛomiſe his apde , with all that he myght make: 
Pꝛoteſtyng furthermoze, that he fledde not foꝛ feare chat our 
men woulde doo them iniurie, but that he hyd hym ſelfe fox 
verpe ſhame and greefe ok mynde, fo2 that he was not able to 
receiue tbem honoꝛablye, accoꝛdyng bnto they2 dignitie, bes 
cauſe his ſtoꝛe of vitayles was conſumed. Pet ina token of 


ovedicnce and frendeſhyppe , he ſent our men many veſlelles of e gris or 
golde, deſpzing them to accepte them as the gifte of a frend, gorde. 


whole good wyll wanted not in greater thynges, if his abilitie 
were greater. By whiche wooꝛdes, the pooze man ſeemed 
fo inſinuate that he had ben robbed , and otherwyſe cruelly 
handled ofhis bozderers , by reaſon whereof, our men were 
enfozced to depart from thence moze hungerly then chey came, 
As they went fozwarde thercfoze , they eſpyed certapne naked 
men commyng downe from a hyll towarde them. Yaſchus 
commaunded his armye to ſtap, and ſent his interpꝛetours to 
them, to kuowe what they woulde haue. Then one of them, ta 
whom the other ſeemed to geue reuerence, ſpake in this effect. 


Our lozde and kyng CHioriſus, greeteth you well, wyllyng bs kyng Chiori⸗ 
to declare that he harde of pour puiſlaunce and vertue, whereby = : 
vou haue ſubdued euyll men, and reuenged the wonges doone to dyg 
mnocentes: Foꝛ the whiche pour noble factes and iuſtyce, ag Lolde. 


he doth honour pour fame, ſo woulde he thynke hym ſelfe moſt 
happie, ikhe mpght receiue you into his palace. Bat, foꝛaſmuch 
as his ſoʒtune hath ben ſo euyll (as he imputeth it) that beyng 
out of pour way, vou haue ouerpaſſed hym, he hath ſent you this 
golde, in token of his good wyll and frend!hyppe toward pou. 
And with theſe wooꝛdes he deliuered to Vaſchus thirtie diſhes 
of pure golde, addyng hereunto, that when fo cuer it ſhoulde 
pleaſe hym to take the paynes to come to theyꝛ kyng, he ſhoulde 
receaue greater gyftes , He declared further, that a kyng 
whiche was their boꝛderer and moztall emmie, was very ryche 
in golde , and that in ſubduyng of hym, they ſhoulde both 
obtapne great rycheſſe, and alſo delpuer them from dayly vex: 
ations: whiche thyng myght eaſtly be doone by their helpe, 


becauſe they knewe the corntrey. Vaſchus put them in good Ares of Jron 
tomfoꝛt, and gaue them fo2 rewarde certapne Tron ares, whi- moze cteamen 
che they moꝛe eſtcemed thengreat heapes ok gold. Foy they haue ben anp golde, 
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they haue lytle neede of golde, hauyng not the ble of peſtife- 
rous money: but he that may geat but one are oꝛ hatchet, thyn⸗ 
keth hym ſelfe richer then cuer was Craſſus. Fo2 tuen theſe na⸗ 
ked men, doo perceiue that an axe is neceſſarie fo a thouſande 
vles, and confeſſe that golde is deſpzed only foꝛ certayne vayne 
and effeminate plea ures, as a thyng whiche the lyfe of man 
map lacke without any inconuenience: fo2 our gluttony and ſu⸗ 
perfluous ſumiptuouſneſſe hath not yet coꝛrupted them. By rea⸗ 


on whereok, they take it foꝛ no ſhame to lacke coboꝛdes of plate, 


whereas the pꝛyde and wantonneſſe of our tyme, doth in maner 
impute it to vs fo2 ignominie, to be without that, whereof by 
nature we haue nd neede. But theyz contentation with the 
benelites of nature, doth plapnely declare, that men may leade 
a frec and happye lyfe without tables, table clothes, carpets, 
napkpns, and towels , with ſuch other innumerable, wherof 
they haue no vle, except perhaps the kynges furnyſh they? tas 
bles with a fewe golden veſſels. But the common people dꝛiue 
away hunger with a pecce of theyꝛ bzead in the one hand, and 
a peece of bꝛoyled fyſhe, oꝛ ſome kynde of kruite inthe other 
hand: fo2 they cate flech but leldome. Chen thep2 fyngers 
are imbꝛued with any ounctuous meates, they wppe them ep⸗ 


ther on the ſoles of theyz feete, oꝛ on they? thyghes , ye and

ſometimes on the ſkyns oftheyꝛ pꝛiuic members, in the ſteede 
of a napkyn: and foy this cauſe do they oftentymes waſhe them 
ſelues in the riuers. Our men therkoze went fozwarde laden 
wit) gold, but ſoze affiiceed with hunger . Thus they came at 
the length to the dominion of kyng Pocchorro /a, who fled at their 
commyng. Mere foꝛ the ſpace of thyꝛtie dayes, they fylled their 
emptye bellies with bꝛead of the rootes of M a'zium. In the 
meane tyme, Vaſchus {ent foꝛ Pocchorroſa, who beyng allured 
with pꝛomiſes and fayze woꝛdes, came and ſubmmitted hym 
ſelfe, bꝛyngyng with hym fo2 a pꝛelent fyfteene poundes weight 
of wought golde, and a fewe ſlaues: Vaſchus rewarded hym 
as he had doone other b:toze . Ulhen he was mynded to de⸗ 
part, he was aduertiſed, that he ſhoulde paſle thꝛough the domi⸗ 
nion ofa certapne kyng, whole name was 7 #manama. This 
is he whom the ſonne of kyng Comogrus declared to be offs 
great power, and fearefull to all his bozderers, and wich whom 

; - + many 
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many of Comogrus familiars had ben captyue, but our men now 
percepued that they meaſured his power by theyꝛ owne : Fo2 
they kynges are but gnattes (compared o Tlephantes) in ref 
pect tothe power & poticie of our men. Dur men were alſo en⸗ 
fourmed by ſuch as dwelt neare about Jumanama, that his regi⸗ 
on was not beyond the mountaynes as they ſuppoſed , no yet 
ſoryche in golde as young Comogrus had declared: Pet conlul- 
ted they of his ſubduing, whiche they thought they myght the 
eaſeliar bꝛyng to paſſe, betauſe Pocchorroſa was his moztal ene⸗ 
mie, who moſt gladly pꝛomiſed them his aduice and ayde here⸗ 
in. Vaſc bus therfoze, leauyng his ſicke men in the vyllage of 
Pocc horroſa, tooke with hym threeſcoze of his moſt valpant ſoul⸗ 


diers, and declared vnto them, howe kyng Tumanams had often go 2s 
tymes ſpoken p2onde and thꝛeatnyng wowes agaynſt them: licie, 


L ykewpyſe that it nowe ſtood them in hand of neceſſitie to paſle 
thzough his domimon , and that he thought it beſt to ſet vpon 
hym vnwares. The ſouldiers conſented to his aduice, and 
erhoꝛted hym to geue the aduenture, pꝛomiſing that they woulde 
folow hym, whyther ſoeuer he wen! They determined therkoꝛe 
to goe two dayes iourney in one day, that Tumanama, not kno⸗ 
wyng of theyꝛ ſodapne commpng, myght haue no leyſure to aſs 
ſemble an army: and the thyng came to paſſe euen as they had 
deuiſed. Fo? in the firſt watche ofthe nyght, our men, with the 
Pocchorroftans, inuaded the village and pallace of Tumanama, 
where they tooke hym pꝛyſoner, ſuſpectyng nothyng leſſe. He 
had with hym two young men, whiche he abuſed vnnaturallp, 
alſo foureſcoꝛe women, whiche he had taken violently from di⸗ 
uers kynges : lykewyſe, a great number of his gentlemen x 
ſubiectes were taken ſtraglyng in other vyllages neere about 
his pallace. Fo2 theyꝛ houſes are not adherent togeather as 
ours be, becauſe they are oftentymes troubled with vehes 
ment whirlewyndes, by reaſonofthe ſodapne chaunges and mo⸗

tions of the ayer, cauſed by the influence of the planettes, in the — 


equalitie of the day and nyght, beyng there in maner both ofone windes neere 
the Equinsc⸗ 


length thꝛoughaut allthe yeere, fozaſmuch as they are neere vn- he. 


tothe Equinoctiall line, as we haue ſapde befoꝛe. Theyꝛ hou- 
les are made of trees, couered, and after theyꝛ maner thatched 


with the ſtalkes of certapne rough hearbes. To the pallace 
JI ttt of 


Yafchus his 
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of Tumanama, Was only one houle adherent, and that euen ag 
bygge as the pallace it ſelfe. Eyther ol theſe houſes were in 
length a hundꝛed and twentye paces, and in byeadth fiftie paces, 
as our men meaſured them. In theſe two houſes the kyng was 
accuſtomed to muſter his men, as often as he pꝛepared an ar: 
my. When Tumanama therfoze was thus taken captiue, with 
all his @ardanapanicall familie. the Pocchorroſians hꝛagged and 
thꝛeatened hym, beyng now bound, that he ſhoulde ſhoztly be 
hanged : the other kynges alſo his boꝛderers, reioyced at his 
myſfoztune ,- hereby our men parcepued that 7umanama 
was no leſſe troubleſome to his nepghbours, then was Pacra to 
the kynges of the ſouth ſyde of the mountapnes. / aſchus alſo the 
better to pleaſe them, thzeatened hym greeuouſlye, but in deede 
entended no euyll towards hym. He ſpake therfoze ſharply bnto 
hym with theſe wooꝛds: Thou ſhalt now ſuffer puniſhment 
thou cruell tyꝛant, fo2 thy pꝛyde and abhominations. Thou ſhalt 
knowe of what power the Chziſtans are, whom thou haſt ſo con⸗ 
temned, and thzeatned to dꝛawe by the heare of they; hcades to 
the next rpuer,and there to dzowne them, as thou haſt oftentimes 
made thy vaunt among thy naked ſlaues: But thou thy ſelfe 
ſhalt fyꝛſt feele that, whiche thou haſt pꝛepared foꝛ others . And 
heerewich commaunded hym to de taken vp: Neuertheleſle 
geuyng a pꝛpuie token of pardon to them whiche layde handes 
on hym. Thus vnhappy Tumanama, fearpng and beleeuyng 
that / a/chus had ment in erneſt as he commaunded, fell pꝛo⸗ 
ſtrate at his feete, and with teares deſired pardon: Pꝛoteſting 
that he neuer ſpake any ſuche wozdes , but that perhaps his no⸗ 
ble men in theyꝛ dꝛunkenneſſe had ſo abuſed thepz tongues, 
whiche he coulde not rule: Fo2 theyꝛ wynes, although they be 
not made ol grapes, pet are they of foxce to make men d2un- 
ken . Me declared further moꝛe, that the other kynges his boyz 
derers had of malice ſurmiſed ſuch lyes of hym, enuying his foz⸗ 
tune, becauſe he was ol greater power then chey, moſt humbly 
deſpzyng / aſchus, that as he tooke hym to be a iuſt victourer, 
ſoto gene no credite vnto they vniuſt and malicious com- 
ylapntes : Addyng heereunto, that ik it woulde pleaſe hym ta 
pardon hym, not haupng offended, he woulde bzyng hym great 
plenty ol golde. Thus laping his ryght hande on his 
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he lwoꝛe by che Sonne, chat he euer loued and feared the Chyis 
ſtians ſence he kyꝛſt hearde of they? fame aud victozyes 2 eſpe⸗ 
cyally when he harde ſap, that they had Mic hanas. that is, [woz- 
des ſharper then theyꝛs, and ſuche as cutte in peeces all thinges 
that come in theyꝛ wayes . Then directyng his eyes towarde 
7 aſchus, who had his ſwozde in his hand, he ſpake thus, Who 
(except he were out ofhis Witte) dare lykt vp his hande agaynſt 
this ſwoꝛde of pours, wherewich pou are able with one ſkrooke 
to cleaue a man from the head to the nauell ? Let no man 
therfozeperſwade you (D molt myghtye victourer) that euer 
ſuch woꝛdes pꝛoceeded out of my mouth. As Tumanama 
with tremblyng ſpake cheſe woꝛdes, therwith ſwalowyng 
downe the knotof death, Vaſchus ſeemed by his teares to be 
moned to compaſſion , and ſpeakyng to hym with chearfull 
countenance, commaunded hym tobe looled , This doone, 
he ſent immediatly to his pallace fo2 thyꝛtye poundes weyght 
of pure golde, artificyally wought into ſundꝛy ouches, whiche 
his wpues and concubines vledto weare . Alſo the thyꝛde daye

folowyng, his noble men and gentlemen, ſent chꝛeeſcoꝛe poun⸗ Threeſcoze 
poundes 


des weyght of gold fo2 they? fine and raunſome ; Tumanama be⸗ weight or god. 


vng demaunded where they had that gold: he anſweared, that it 
was not geathered in his dominions, but that it was bꝛought his 
aunceſtours from the riuer Comogrus towarde the ſouth , But 
the Pocchorroſians and other his enemies ſapde that he lyed, af- 
firmyng that his kyngdome was ryche in golde. Tumanamt on 
the contrary part, inſtantly pꝛoteſted that he neuer knewe any 
golde myne in all his dominions: pet denied not but that there 
hath ſometymes been found certayne ſmall graynes ok golde, to 


the geathering whereof, he neuer had any regard, becauſe they ne, 
could not get it without great x long labour. While theſe things labour. Parte 


were doing, the ſicke men which Vaſchus had lefc in the vyſlage 
of Pocchorroſa,came to hym the. viti. day of the Calendes of Jaz 
miarp, in che peere of Chꝛiſt. M. D. T JJ J. bꝛyngyng with them 
certapne labourers from the kynges ofthe ſouth, with ſundꝛye 
inſtrumentes to dygge the groumde,and geather gold. Thus 
paſſing ouer the day of the natiuitie of Chꝛiſt without bodylye 
labour, vpon Sapnt Stephens day he bꝛought certayne mi⸗ 
ners to the ſyde of a hyll, not farre diſlant from the pallace 
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of Tumanama, where (as heſapth) he perceyued by the coloure 
. otxye earth, that it was lyke to bꝛyng foozth golde . When they 


The coloure of had dpggeda ppt, not palt a hand byeadth and a halfe, and ſyfted 


the golden 


earth, anda tri⸗ the earth thereof, they founde certapueſinall graynes of golde, 
all ot the lame. no bygger then lintell ſeedes, amountyng to the weyght of

twelue graynes, as they pꝛoued with theyz balances of aſſaie, 
befoze a notarie and wytne ſſe, that the better credite myght bee 


geuen thereto. Whereby they argued. that the rycheneſle of 


that land was agreeable to the repoꝛt of the boꝛderers, although 
| a, chus coulde by no meanes cauſe Tumanama to conf; ſſe the 
ſame. They ſuppole that he nothyng eſteemed ſo ſinall a poz: 
tion: but other lay, that he denyed his countrep to be fruiteful 
of golde, leaſt by reaſon thereof, the deſyze of golde myght 
intyſe our men to inhabyte his kyngdome, as indeede the ſeelp 
kyng was a pꝛophet in ſo thynkyng . Fo2 they chole that and the 
region of Pocchorroſa to inhabite, and determpned to buylde 
townes in them both, if it ſhould lo pleale the kyng of Caſtile: 
almel that they myght be baptyng places and bittailyng houſes 
fo: ſuche as ſhoulde iourney towarde the ſouth, as alſo that both 
the regions were fruiteful, and of good ground to beare fruites 
and trees. Intendyng nowe therefoze to depart from chence, 
he tryed the earth by chaunce in an other place, where the co- 
lour of the ground, with certayne ſhynpng ſtones, ſeemed to be 
a tokenofgolde, where caulyng a {mall pyt to be dygged, litle 
beneath the vpper cruſt ofthe carth, he founde ſo muche golde, 
as weyghed the peece of golve whiche the Spaniardes call 
Caſtellanum aureum, and is commonly called eus, but not in 
one graine. Neioycyng at thele cokens, in hope ol great riches, 
he bad Tumanama to be of good comfoꝛt, pꝛomyſyng hym that 
he woulde be his freende and defender , ſo that he troubled 
not anyofthe kynges, whiche were krendes to the Chziſtians: 
He alſo perſwaded hym to geather plentie of golde. Some ſay 
that he ledde away all Tuman ama his women, and ſpoyled hym, 
leaſt he ſhoulde rebell. Pet he delyuered his ſonne to J aſcbus. 
to be bꝛought vp wich onr men, to learne theyꝛ language and 
religion, that he myght heareafter the better vle his helpe, 
aſwell in all thynges that he ſhoulde haue to doo with our men, 
as alſo moe politikely rule, and obtayne the loue of = owne 
| üͤblectes.

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ſubiectes.Viſchus at this tyme fell into avehement feuer, by 
reaſon ol exteſſe of labour, immoderate watchyng, and hun 
ger, inſomuche that departyng from thence, he was kayne 
to be bome vpon mens backes in ſheetes of goſſampyne cot⸗ 
ton: lykewyſe alſo manye of his ſouldiers, which were ſoo 


weake , that they could nother go no2 ſtande. To this purpole Feebleneſſe of 


hunger and 


they bled the helpe of thinhabitantes, who ſhewed them lelues watching , 


in all thynges wyllyng and obedient . Alſo ſome ofthem whiche 
were ſomwhat feeble, and not able to trauayle, although not 
greeuouſſy ſpcke, were led by the armes, vntyll they came to 
the dominion of kyng Comogrus, a great frende to the Chyti- 
ſtians, ot whom we haue largely made mention befoze, At Y «ſ- 
chus commyng thyther, he founde that che olde kyng was dead, 
and his ſonne (whom we ſo pꝛayſed fox his wyſedome) to 
reigne in his ſteade, and that he was baptiſed by the name ol 
Charles. The palace of this Comogrus, is ſituate at the foote of 
a ſtiepe hyll well cultured, hauyng toward the ſouth a playne 
of twelue leagues in bꝛeadch, and very fruttefull - This playne 
they call Zauana. Beyond thts, are the great and hygh moun- 
tapnes, whiche diuide the twoſeas, whereof we haue ſpoken 


befoze . Out ofthe ſtiepe hylles , ſpꝛyngeth the ryuer Comogrus, Theriner 
whiche runneth tyzough the ſapde playne to the hygh moun- Comogrus. 


tapnes, receaupng into his chanel by their valleys, all other 
rpuers,and ſo falleth into the ſouth ſea: It is diſtant from Da- 
riena, about thꝛeeſcoꝛe and tenne leagues towarde the welt, As 
our men therefoze came to theſe parties, kyng Comogrus (other: 
wyſe called Charles by his chꝛiſtian name) met them topfully, 
and entertayned them honozably , geuyng them their kyll of 
pleaſaunt meates and dꝛynkes: Pe gaue allo to / aſchus twentie 
pounde weight of wꝛought golde . / cbs recompenſed hym 
with thynges whiche he eſteemed muche mote, as ares, and 
ſundꝛy kyndes of carpenters tooles : alſo a ſouldiours cloke, and 
a fayze ſhurt, wꝛought with needle wooꝛke. By theſe gyftes, Co⸗ 
mogrus thought hym ſelle to be halfe a God among his boꝛde⸗ 
rers, Vaſchus at his departyng from hence, earneſtly charged 
Comogrus, and the other kynges, to remayne faythfid and obe⸗ 
dient to the chꝛiſtan kyng ol Caſtile, if they deſyzed, co lyue in 
peace and quietneſſe, and that they ſhoulde heareaftermoze vili⸗ 


gently 
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gently apply them ſelues to the geatheryng of golde , to be 
lent to the great chꝛyſtian Tiba (that is) kyng: Declaryng fur» 
cher, that by this meanes, they ſhoulde boch get them and 
cheir poſteritie a patrone and defender agaynſt their enimyes, 
and allo obtapne great abundaunce of our thynges. Thele af: 
kapzesthus happely atchiued, he went fozward on his voyage 
co che palaice of kyng Poncba, where he found foure young men, 
which were come from Dariena, to certifie hym that there were 
Walchus returs Trlapne thyppes come from Hiſpaniola laden with vyttaples, 
neth iu Wati⸗ and other neceſſaries. CAhertoꝛe takyng with hym twentie of 
ena. his moſt lulty ſouldiers, he made halt co Dariena, with long t03- 
neys: leauyng the reſidue behynd him, to folowe at theyꝛ leyſure. 
| . Thegood foꝛ⸗ De whiteth,thathe came to Darien the. xiiii. Ca. of Fe. An. 1514. 
— The date ofhis letter is: From Daren, the. iiii.day of March. 
2 De vniteth in the ſame letter, that he had many ſoze conflictes, 
c chat he was yet neyther wounded, oz loſt any ol his men in the 
battaple: and therefoze in all his large letter, there is not one 
leafe without thankes geuyng to almyghty God fo his delyue⸗ 
ry, and pꝛeſeruation from ſo many imminent peryls Me attemp⸗ 
ted no enterp2iſe, oꝛ toke in hand any voyage, without thinuoca⸗ 
tion of God and his holy ſayntes . Thus was / a/ih«s Balboa of 
a byolent Goliath, turned into Heliſeus, and from Antens to 
Hercules, the conquerour of monſters . Bepng thercfoze thus 
turned from a raſhe royſter, to a polytike and deſcrete capt- 
tapne, he was iudged woozthy to be aduaunced to great honour; 
By reaſon whereof, he was both receiued into the kynges 
© fiatteryng fauour, and thereupon created the generall oz Lieuetenaunt 
fonune, took} of the kynges army in thoſe Regions. Thus muche haue J 
bookeofthe geathered both by the letters of certayne my faythfull frendes 
und ei heyng in Dariena, and alſo by woozde of mouth ofluche as came 
lately from thence Jfyour holynes deſpꝛe to knowe what J 
thynke herein, ſuerly, by ſuche thynges as J haue ſeene, J be- 
leeue theſe thynges to be true, euen fo thoꝛder and agreeyng 
of Vaſchus and his companions warrelyke letters, ſeeme to 
confirme che ſame . The Spanyarde therefoze ſhall not neede

our generall tuo bzeake the bones of our mother, and enter many myleg into 
9 05 her bowels, and with innumerable daungers cut in — 
| whole 
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whole mountapnes , to make away to the courte of infernal 
Pluto, to bꝛyng from thence wycked gold, the feede ol innume⸗ 
rable meſcheeues , without the whiche, notwithſtandyng we 
may nowe ſcarcelye leade a happpe lyfe, ſith intquitie hath ſo 
pꝛeuapled, and made vs flaues to that, whereof we are loꝛdes by 
nature: The Spaniarde (J ſap) ſhall not neede with ſuch tra⸗ 
uayles and difficultie, to dygge farre into the earth fo2 gold, but 
ſhall fynde it plentifully, in maner inthe vpper cruſt ofthe earth, 
02 in the ſandes of ryuers dꝛyed vp by the heat of ſommer, one: 
ly waſthpng the earth fortly from the ſame , and ſhall with lyke 
facilitie geather plentie of pearles . Certaynly the reuerent anti⸗ 
quitie (by all the Coſmographers aſſent) obteyned not ſo great a 
benefpte of nature, no? yet aſpired to the knowledge hereof, by⸗ 
cauſe there came neuer man befoze out of our knowen wozlde,to 
theſe vnknowen nations, at the leaſt with a power of men by 
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force of armes, in maner of conqueſt: wheras otherwyſe nothyng | 


can be gotton here, fozalinnche as theſe nations are fo the moſt 
part ſeucre defenders of they2 patrimonies, and cruell to ſtraun⸗ 
gers, in no condition admitting them otherwile then by conqueſt, 


eſpecially the fierce Canibales oz Caribes. Foꝛ theſe wylie hun: 


ters ofmen, geue them ſelues to none other kynde of exercyſe, 
but onely to manhuntyng, and tyllage, after theyꝛ maner , At the 
commyng therefoze of our men into thepz regions, they looke 
as ſurely to haue them fall into their ſnares , as if they were 
hartes o2 wylde boꝛes: and with no leſſe confpdence, licke their 
lippes ſecretly, in hope of their ppaye. If they get the vpper 
hande, they cate them greedyly: if they myſtruſt them ſelues to 
be the weaker part, theytruſt to they feete , and flee ſwifter then 
the wynde. Agapne, yk the matter be tryed on the water, aſwel 
the women as the men can dyue and ſwymme, as though they 
had ben euer bꝛought vp and fedde in the water. It is no mar 
ueple therefoꝛe, vfthe large tract of thele regions haue ben hither 
ta vnknowen. But nowe ſith it hath pleaſed God to dilcouer 
the ſame in our tyme, it ſhall become vs to ſhewe our natural 
loue to mankynde, and duetie to God, to endeuour our ſelues

Bythe good ſucceſſe of theſe kyꝛſt 
kruites, our hope is that the Chyiltian religion ſhall frMh foꝛch 
FM her armes very farre, whiche thyng ſhoulde the ſooner come to 
Cche office or Palle,yfall men to they? power, eſpecially Chꝛiſtian pꝛinces (to 
Chuttan hom iccheefelp partepneth) woulde put they handes to the

great. the woozkeinen are but fewe. As we haue ſapde at the begyn⸗ 
nyng, your holyneſſe ſhal hereafter nouryſhe many myꝛiadeg of 
bꝛoodes of chyckens bnder your wynges. But let vs nowe re⸗ 
turne to ſpeake of Beragua, beyng the Uelt ſyde of /raba, and 
firſt found by Colonus the Admiral, then vntoꝛtunately gouerned 
by Diego Nicueſa, and nowe left in maner deſolate, wich the other 
large regions of thole pꝛouinces, bꝛought from they wylde and 

beaſtly rudeneſle, to ciuilitie and true religion.

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 nanigationof 1502. in the. 6. day ofthe Jdes of Map, he hoyſed bp his ſayles, 


Eolonusthe and departed fromthe Jlandes of Gades, with foure ſhyppes, of 
fyltie oꝛ thꝛeeſcoꝛe tunne a peece, with a hundzed, thꝛeeſcoꝛe, and 
ten men, and came with pꝛoſperous wynde to the Jlandes of 
Canariæ, within fyue dayes folowyng. From thence, arryuyng 
the. 16. day at the Nande of Dominica, being the cheefe habitati⸗ 
on ofthe Canibales, he ſatled from Dominica to Hiſpaniola in fine 
other dayes. Thus within the ſpace of. 26. dapes, with pꝛol⸗ 
perous wynde, and by the lwyfte fall of the Ocean from the 


Eaſt to the Weſt, he ſapled from Spapne to — 
courle 
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courſe is counted ofthe mariners, to be no leſſe then a thouſand 
and two hundzed leagues. De tatyed but a whyle in Hiſpaniola, 
whether it were wyllyngly, oz that he were ſo admoniſhed of 


che Uice Roy. Directpngtherefoze his voyage from thence tos /3! 


ward the weſt, leauyng the Jlandes of Cuba and lamaica on his 
ryght hand towarde the nozth, he wyyteth that he chaunced vps 
pon an Jlande moze ſouthwarde then Jamaica, whiche thinhas 
bitantes call Guanaſſa, ſo floꝛyſhyng and fruitefull, that it might 
ſeeme an earthlye Paradyſe. Coaſtyng along by the ſhozes 
ofthis Jland, he mette two ofthe Canoas, oꝛ boates of thoſe 
pꝛouinces, whiche were dzawne with two naked llaues agaynſt 
the ſtreame. In theſe boates was carped a ruler of the Jland, 
with his wyfe and chyldzen, all naked. The llaues ſeeyng our 
men a lande, made ſignes to them with pꝛoud countenaunce 
in they2 maiſters name, to ſtand out of the way, and thꝛeatned 
them, ik they weulde not geue place. Their ſymplenes is 
ſuch, that they neyther feared the multitude, oz power of our 
men ,- 02 the greatnes and ſtraungenes of our ſhyppes , They 
thought that our men woulde haue honoured theyꝛ maiſter with 
lyke reuerence as they dyd. Our men had entelligence at the 
length, that this ruler was a great marchant, which came to the 
marte from other coaſtes of the Jſande : foꝛ they cxercyſe bying 
and ſellyng by exchaunge with their confines. Me had alſo with 
hym good ſtoꝛe of ſuche ware as they ſtand in neede of, oꝛ take 
plealure in: as laton belles, ralers, knyues, and hatchettes 
made of a certayne ſharpe yelicwe bꝛyght ſtone, With handles of 
a ſtrong kinde of wood : aiſo many other neceſſary inſtrumemes, 
with kylchen ſtuffe, and veilclies toꝛ all neceſſary ves: lykewyſe 
ſheetes of goſſampine cotton, wought of ſundꝛie colours. Our 
men toke hym pꝛyloner, wich al his family, but Colnus com⸗ 
maunded hym to be looſed ſhoztly after, and the greateſt part of 
his goodes to bee reſfoꝛed, to wynne his frendſh yppe. Beyng 
here inſtructed of a land lying further toward the ſouth, he 
tooke his voyage thyther. Therkoꝛe litle moꝛe then tenne myles 
diſt ant from heuce, he founde a large land, whiche thinhabitants 
called Quiriquetana, but he named it Ciamba. When he went 
a lande, and commaunded his chaplaine to ſay maſſe on the ſea 
bankes, a great confluence of the naked inhabitantes _ this 
ther, 
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Gentle people. cher, ſymply and without feare, bzingyng with them plen- 
ty of meate and freche water, marueylyng at our men, as they 


had ben fome ſtraun ge miracle. Then they had pꝛeſentted 
they: giftes, they went ſomwhat backward, and made lowe 
curteſp after thep2 maner, bowyng their heades and bodyes 


reuerently. De recompenſed their gentilnes , rewardyng them 


with other of our thynges, as counters, bꝛaſlettes, and garlands 
of glaſſe, and counterket ſtones, lookpng glaſſes, ucedelles, 

and pynnes, wich ſuche other traſhe, whiche ſeemed vnto them 

pꝛetious marchandize . In this great tracte, chere are two re⸗ 

The regions of gions, whereof the one is called Jia, and the other Maia. De 
- Tuia & Maia. wiitech,that all that lande is very fayze and holiame, by reaſon 
of the excellent cemperatneſſe of the aypze : And that it 

is inferiour to no land in fruitefullground, beyng partly full of 

mountapnes, and partly large playnes: alſo replenyſhed with 

many goodly trees, hollome hearbes, continupng greene, and 

floꝛyſhyng al the whole peere. It beareth alſo very many holly 

Henen kyndes trees, and pyneaple trees. Allo. bil. kyndes of date trees,wher: 
ok ſome are fruitefull , and ſome baren. It bꝛyngeth fooꝛth like⸗ 

Wilde vines, wyſe ok it lelfe Pe / goras, and wilde bines, laden with grapes, euen 
in the wooddes among other trees. Me layth furthermoꝛe, that 

there is ſuch abundaunce of other pleaſunt and pꝛolitable fruites, 

that they paſle not of vines. Of one of thole kindes of date trees, 

they make certayne long and bꝛode ſwooꝛdes, and dartes, Theſe 

regions beare allo goſſampyne trees here and there commonly 

Mirobalanes. in the woods. Lykewiſe Mirobalanes of ſundꝛy kynd2s , as 
thoſe which the phiſitians call Emblicos, and Chebulos: Maigium 

alſo, Iucca, Ages, and Battatas, lyke unto thoſe which we haue ſayd 

befoze to be tounde in other regions in theſe coaſtes , The lame 

nooꝛyſhech alſo Lions, Tygers, Martes, Roes, Goates, and 

Byꝛdes and dpyuers other beaſtes. Lykewyſe ſundꝛy kyndes of byꝛdes and 
_—_— foules : among the whiche they keepe onely them to kranke 
and feede, which are in colour, bygnes, and taſt, muche lyke 

People of vnto our Pchennes , Me layth that thinhabitantes are of hygh 
goodig ſcature. and goodly ſtature, well lymmed and pꝛotioned, both men and 
women, coueryng thepꝛ pꝛiuy partes with fyne bzeeches of 

goſſamppne cotton, wꝛought wich diuers colours. And that 
they map ſeeme the moze comely and beautiful (as they take 
it) 
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ſame purpoſe . Some of chem paynt theyꝛ whole bodyes, ſome 
but part, and other ſome dzawe the pozticures of hearbes , 


floures. and knottes, euerp one as ſecmeth beſt co his owne 


phantaſie. They? language differeth vtterlp, from theyꝛs ol 
the JTlandes neere about them . From theſe regions, the wa⸗ 


ters of the ſea ran with as full a courſe towards the Meſt, as i 


it had byn the fall oa ſwilt river. Neuertheleſſe he determi⸗ 
ned to ſearche the Eaſt partes of chis land, reuoluyng in his 
minde that che regions of ?ar/a + 9s draconis with other coaſtes 
founde befoꝛe towards the Ea't , ſhoulde be neere there about, 
as in deede they were. Departyng therfoze from the large re⸗ 
gion of Quiriquetana, the. xiii. day ofthe calendes of September, 
when he had layled thyꝛtie leagues, he found a ryuer, within the 
mouth wherof he dꝛewe freſhe water in the ſea : where alſo the 
ſhoze was ſo cleane without rockes, that he funde grounde e- 
uery where, where he myght aptly caſt anker. He waiceth,that 
the ſwift courſe of the Ocean was ſo vehement and contrary, that 
in the ſpace of fourtte dayes, he coulde ſcarcely ſaple thꝛeeſcoꝛe 
and tenne leagues, and that with much dyfficulcie, with many 
fetches and compaſſynges, fyndyng him ſelfe co be ſome tymes 
repulſcd aud dꝛyuen farre backe by the biolent courſe of the ſea, 
when he woeulde haue taken lande towarde the euening, leaſte 
perhaps wanderyng in vnknowen coaſtes in the darckneſſe of 
the nyght, he myght be in daunger of ſhypwacke . Me wp* 


teth, that in the ſpace of eyght leagues, he found tchzee great and Fayre rpuers. 
fapꝛe ryuers, vpon the banckes whereof there grewe reedes Seat redes. 


bygger then a mannes thygh , In theſe rivers was allo great 
plenty of fvſhe, and great Toꝛtoyſes: Lykewyſe in many pla: 
ces, multitudes of Crocodyles lying in che ſane, and panyng 
to take the heate ofthe ſonne : beſyde, dyuers other kyndes of 
beaſtes, wherunto he gaue no names. He ſapeth alſa, that the 
ſoyle of thac lande is verye diuers and variable „ beyng ſome⸗ 
where ſtonhe and full of rough and craggie pꝛomontoꝛies, oz 
poyntes reachyug into the ſea, and in other places as fruites 
fall as may be. Tey haue alſo diuers kynges and rulers. 
In ic places they call a kyng Cacicus; iuother places 
they 
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it) they paynt theyꝛ bodies redde and blacke, with the iuice of Then voynt 
certapne apples, whiche they plant in theyꝛ gardens foz the ten bodprs. 
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they callhpm Quebi, and ſomewhere Tiba. Such as hate hes 
haued them ſelues valyantlye in the warres agapnt thepz 
enemies, and haue theyz faces full of ſcarres, theo call Cupras, 
and honour them as the antiquitie dyd the goos whiche they cal: 
led Heroes, ſuppoled to be the ſoules of ſuch? men, as in thepꝛ 
Ipfe tyme excelled in vercue and noble actes. The canmmpeo⸗ 
ple they call Chiui, and a man, they call Homem. gen they 
lay in theyꝛ language, take man, they ſay Ho hom? . After 
this, he came to an other ryuer apt ta beare great ſhippes, bes 
foꝛe the mouth wheceof, lye foure ſmall Jlandes, tull of lloꝛp⸗ 
ſhyng and fruitfull trees: theſe Jlandes he nuned Quer tem- 
pora, From hence, ſapling toward the Eat fo? the ſpace of. xiii. 
leaques, ſtyl againſt the violent courle of the water, he found 
twelue other ſmall Jlandes, in the which, becauſe he founde a 
new kind of fruites, much like vnto our Lemonds, he called them 
Limonar s.

Mere was Ncueſa 
loſt after ward, when he ſought Beragua, by reaſon whereof, they 
called it No de los perdidor, that is, the ryuer of che loſt men. 
Thus Colonus the Admiral, vet further cdntinuyng his courſe 
agaynſt the furpe ofthe ſea, kounde maupe hygh mountaynes, 
and hoꝛrible vallevs, wich dyuers rvuers and hauens, from all 
the which ( as he layth) pꝛoceeded ſweete lauours, greatly recre⸗ 
atyng and comkoꝛtyng nature: Inlomuche that in al this long 
tract, there was not one ofhis men dilcaled, vntyll he came to a 
region whiche thinhabitantes call QCuicuris, in the whiche is the 
hauen called Car iai, named Mirobalanns by the Admirall, by: 
cauſe the Mirobalane trees are natiie in the regions thereabout. 


The hauen of In this hauen of Cariai, there came about two hundꝛed of thin-

<'” habitantes to theſea ſyde, with enerpe of them thꝛee o2 foure 
dartes in theyꝛ handes , yet of condition gentle penough, and 
not refuſpng fraungers . Their commpng was fo2 none other 
purpoſe, then to knowe what this newe nation meant, oꝛ what 
they bꝛought with them. Then our men had geuen them 
ſpgnes of peace, they tame ſwymmyng to the ſhyppes, and de⸗ 
ſpꝛed to barter with them by exchaunge , The _— fo

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allure them to frendſhyppe, geue them many of our thynges: 
But they refuſed them, ſuſpecting ſome diſceyt thereby, bycauſe £1. and yu 
he would not receiue theirs . They wought all by ſpgnes : foꝛ mane people J 
one vnderſtoode not a woond of the others language. Suche | 
gyltes as were ſent them, they left on the ſhoze, and woulde 
take no part thereof, They are of ſuche ciuilitie andhumanitte, 
that they eſteeme it moze honozable to geue, chen to take , They 
ſent our men two young women, beyng virgines, of commen⸗ 
dable fauour, and goodlp ſtature, ſpgnifying vnto them, that 
they myght take them away with them, if it were their pleaſure, 
Theſe women, after the maner of their countrey, were couered 1 
from their ancles ſomwhat aboue their pꝛiupe partes, with a 
tertayne cloth made of goſſampine cotton, but the men are all 
naked. The womenvle to cut their heare: but the men let it | 
growe on the hynder part of their heades, and cut it on the foꝛe | 
part. Their long heare, they bynde vp with kyllettes, and | 
wynde it in ſundzp rowles, as our maydes are accuſtomed to 


do. The virgines whiche were ſent to the Admirall, he decked in 
fapꝛe apparell, and gaue them many gyftes, and ſent them home 
agayne. But lykewyſe all theſe rewardes and apparel chey left 
vppon the ſhoꝛe, bycauſe our men had refuſed their giftes. Yet 
tooke he two men away with hym (and chole very wyllyngly) | 
that by learnyng the Spanyſhe tongue, he mpght afterward vſe | 
them foy interpꝛetours. He conſidered that the tractes of theſe | 
coaſtes were not greatly troubled with vehement motions, oꝛ | 
ouerflowpnges ofthe ſea, fozalmuche as trees growe in the | 
ſea not farre from the ſhoze, euen as they doo vppon the bankes | 
ofrpuers : the whiche thyng allo other do affirme , whiche haue 
latelper ſearched thoſe coaſfes , declaryng that the ſea ryſech 
and fallech but litle therabout.

This beaſt is 

ofthe bygneſſe ol a great Monkey, but with a taple much lon⸗ 

ger and bygger, it lyuech in the wooddes, and remouech from 

tree to tree in this maner: Hangyng by the tayle vppon the 

bꝛatnche ofa tree, and geatheryng ſtrength by ſwaying her body 

twyſe oꝛ thwꝛle to and fro, the caſteth her ſelfe from branche to 
banche, and ſo from tree to tree, as though ſhe flewe.

As he went 
foꝛ warde, about twentie leagues from C ariai, he founde a gullfe 

of luche largenes, that it contayned .xit. leagues in compalle, 

in the mouth of this gulfe was foure litle Jlandes, ſo neere 
togeather, that they made a ſafe hauen to enter into the gulfe: 
This gulfe is the hauen whiche we layde befoze to be called 

©  Cerabaro'of thinhabitantes . But they haue nowe learned, 
hat only the land ofthe one ſyde therot, lying on the ryght m_ 
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at the enteryng ofthe gulfe, is called by that name, but that 
on the keit fe , is called Aburems - De apth that all this 
qulfe is full of fruitefull Jlandes ,' welrepleryſhed with goodlp 
trees, and the grounde of the ſea to be very cleane without 
rockes, and commodious ta caſt anker: lykewyle the lea ofthe 
gulfe co haue great abundance of fpſhe , and the lande on both 
the ſydes to bee inferyoz to none in fruitfulnes. At his fy2it 
arryupng , he eſpyed two of thinhabitantes 5 hauyng cheynes 
about they2 neckes , made ofouches;(whiche they call Cuauin . 
of baſe golde; artificially wought in the fourmes of Eagles, 
and Lions, with dyuers other beaſtes, and faules. Df the twa 
Cariaians whiche he bzought with hym from Cariai, he was en⸗ 
fourmed that the regions of Cerabaro and Aburema were rych in 
golde, and chat the people of Cariai haue al they gold from chence 
fo: exchaunge ot other of them thynges .- They tolde hum alla, 
chat in the fame regions there are ſiue villages,nat farre from che 
ſea ſyde, whole inhabitants apply them ſelnes onelp to the gea⸗ 
chering or gold. The names of theſe villages arotheſe, Chirara, 
Puren, Chit ax. Iurechr, Atamea , All the men ol the pꝛouince of 
cera bara, gu naked, æ ate painted wich diugrs.5olpurs, Thep take 
great pleaſure in weating garlandeg ol floures, and crg. 
made of che clawes of Lions Tygers. The women couct 
theyꝛ pꝛüiie partes with a fyllet of goſſampine cotton. Depart⸗ 
ing from hence, > coaſting ſtyl by the ſame ſhoze faz the lpace of 
rviti.leagries, he came to another rut, whergbe eſpped about 
chꝛee hundꝛed naked men in a company. When they ſame the 
ſhyppes dꝛawe neare the lande, they ſceyrd qu aloude, with

tertaine ſeafyſhes, wherewith they encoꝛage them (clues in the 
warres, In chis tract are theſe ſeuen ryuers, Acateba, Quareba, 
Zobroba, Aiaguitin, Vrida, Duribha, Beragua, in all the whiche, 
golde is founde, They defende them ſelues agaynſt rapne and 
heat with certayne great leaues oftrees, in the ſteade of clokes. 
Departyng from hence, he ſearched the coaſtes of Ebetere, and 
Note wher the Embigar, into the whiche fall the goodly ryuers of Zoboran and 
plentie of gold Eubigar ; And here cealleth the plentie and fruitfulnes of gold, in 
* the tract offiftte leagues, oz there about . From hence, only thꝛee 
leagues diſtant, is the rocke whiche in the unfoztunat diſcourſe 
of Nicueſa weſapde was called of our men Pignenem, but of thins 
habitantes the Region is called / ibba. In this tract allo, about 
ſyxe leagues from thence, is the hauen whiche Colonus called 
Hortus Brllus(wherofwe haue ſpoken befoze)tn the region which 
thinhabitants cal Xaguaguara. This region is very populous, 
but they goe all naked. The kyng is paynted with blacke 
colours, but all the people wich redde. The kyng and ſeuen of 
his noble men, had euery of them a litle plate ofgolde hangyng 
at theyꝛ noſethꝛylles, downe vnto theyꝛ lyppes: and this they 
take foꝛ a comely oꝛnament. The men intloſe theyꝛ pꝛiuie mem⸗ 
bers in a ſhell, and the women couer theyꝛs with a fyllet of gol⸗ 
ſampine cotton, tyed about they? lopnes , In theyꝛ gardens they 
nozpthe a fruite muche lyke che nut ofa pine tree, the which (as 
we haue ſayde in an other place) groweth on a ſhꝛubbe, muche 
tpke vnto an hartichoke, but che kruite is much ſofter,and meate 
foꝛ a kvng: alſo certayne trees whiche beare gourdes, whereof 
we haue ſpoken befoze: this tree they call Hibuero. In theſe

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Erocodiles of coaltes they met ſometymes with Crorodiles lying on the 


landes, the whiche when they fled, oz tooke the water, they 
left a very ſweete ſaudure behynde chem, ſweetev then muſke 
oꝛ Caſtoreum. TAhen J was ſent ambaſſadoure foꝛ the catho⸗ 
Iyke kyng ol Caſtile, to the Soltane of Babylon, oz Alcayze in 


— — Egypt, thinhabitantes neere vnto the ryuer of Nilus talde me 


the lyke of theyꝛ female Crocoviles, affyzmyng furthermoze, 
chat the lat < ſhewerofthem, ts equall in ſweernes with the 
pleaſaunt gummes of Arabie. Bur the Admirall was nowe — 
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{ous the Admiral remapned pet in the riuer Hiebra, he ſent Bar: 
tbolomeus Colonus his bꝛocher, and Liefetenaunt of HAiſpaniola, 
with the ſhyp boates, and chꝛeeſcoꝛe and eyght men, to the riner 
ef Beragua, where the kyng ok the region, beyng naked, and Yowe thekyng 
paynted after the maner of che countrey, came towards them, — 2 
with a great multitude of men waytyng on hym, but all vnarmed Licuctenanc, 
and without weapons, geuyng allo ligne s ol peace. When he 
appꝛoched neerer, and entred communication with our men, cer⸗ 
tayne of his gentlemen, neereſt about his perſon, remembꝛing 
the mateſtie ofa kyng. and that it ſtoode not wich his honour to 
bargayne ſtandyng, tooke a great ſtone out of the riuer, waſh- 
png and rubbing it very decently, and ſo put it vuder hym, with — — 
humble reuerence, The kyng thus ſittyng, leemed with ſignes he 
and tokens, to inſinuate that it ſhonld be lawful foꝛ our men to 
ſearch and viewe al the riuers within his dominion, TUherfoze, 
| the ſpxt day ofthe Jdes of Febyuary, leauing his boates with 
| cereapne of his company, he went by land a fooce , from the 
Q iu bankes 
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bankes of geragua, vntyll he came to the rpuer ol Daraba, which 
be affirmeth to be rycher in gold then eyther Hie ra oz Beragua: 
Fo? gold is engendꝛed in all ryuers ok that land, inſomuch that 
among the rootes of trees growing by the bankes of the rpuers, 
and among the ſtones left of the water, and alſo whereſoeuer 
they dygged a hole oꝛ pyt in the grounde, not palt the deapth of 
a handefull and a halfe, they founde the earth, beyng taken out 
therof, myxte with golde: whereuppon he determyned to faſten 
his foote there, and to inhabit. Ahiche thing the people of the 
countrep perceiuing, and ſmellyng what inconuenience and mif: 
chiefe mygit thereof enſue to their countrey, if they ſhould par⸗ 
mit ſtraungers to plant they; inhabitations there, aſſembled 
a great armie, and with hoꝛrible outcryes aſlapled our men 
(who had now begun to build houſes) ſo deſperatly, that they 
were ſcarcely able fo2 to abyde the fyꝛſt bzunt. Theſe naked 
Barbarians at they; fpzit appꝛoche, vled onely ſlynges and 
dartes: but when they came neerer to hande ſtrokes , they 
fought with theyꝛ wooddenſwoozdes, whiche Hey cal Mac ha- 
nas, as we haue ſapde befoze, A man woulde not thynke what 
great malice and wꝛath was kyndled in they? hartes agaynſt 
our men, and with what deſperate myndes they fought fo2 the 
defence of they? libertie, whiche they moze eſteeme then lyfe oz 


elteemed then riches: Fo? they were now ſo voyde of al feare, and contemning 
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death, that they nevther feared long bowes oz croſſe bowes, noꝛ 
pet (which is molte to be marueyled) were any thyng diſcoura- 
ged at the terrible noyſe of the gunnes, ſhotte of from the 
ſhyppes. They retyꝛed once: but ſhoꝛtly after encreaſyng they? 
number, they returned moze fiercely then at the fyzſte. They 
woulde haue ben contented to haue receiued our men frendly as 
ſtraungers, but not as inhabitours. The 'moze inſtant that 
our men were to remayne, ſo much the greater multitude of boꝛ⸗ 
derers flocked togeather dayly, diſturbyng them both uyght and 
day, ſometymes on the one ſyde, and fotnetymes on the other. 
The ſhyppes lying at anker neare vnto che ſhoꝛe, warded them 
on the backe halle: but at the lengty they were fayne to foꝛlake 
this lande, and returne backe the lame wap by the whiche they 
came. Thus with much difficultie daumger they tame to the J- 
land of I amaica, lying on the ſouth (ive ol AM baniola Cuba. = 
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uhereol, fallyng into the handes of the Barbartans, and incla⸗ 
ſed without hope ol departure, they led they? lyues foz the ſpace 
of tenne monethes among the naked people, moꝛe milerablie 
then euer dyd Achemenides ainong the Giauntea, called Ci- 
clopes, rather lyupng, then beyng eyther contented oz ſatiſtied 
with the ſtrange meates ofthat Jlande, and that onely at ſuche 
tpmes as pleaſed the Barbarians to geue them part of theyꝛs. 
The deadly enmitie and malice whiche thele barbarous kynges 
beare one agaynſt an other, made greatly with our men: Foz at 
ſuche tymes as they attempted watre agaynſt theyz boꝛderers, 
they woulde lometymes geue our men part ok theyꝛ bꝛead, ta 
ayde them. But how miſerable and wnetched a thyng it is to liue 
onely with bzead gotten by beggyng, pour holyneſſe map eaſlp 
coniecture: eſpecially where al other accuſtomed foode is lacks 
png,as wpne, oyle, fleihe, butter, cheeſe, and mylke, wherwich 
the ſtomackes of our people of Europe haue euer been nouſh- 


no law: ſo doth it enfoꝛce men to attempt deſperate aduentures, 
and thoſe ſooner, which by a certayne nobilicie of nature, do no

gupdes departyng from hym, returned agayne to Colonus, for 
the remardes whiche he had pꝛomiſed them: but Diegus Mendez 

went on fozward a foote, vntyll he came to the citie called Sanc- 

Santtus Domi- pus Dominicus, beyng the chiefe & head citie of the Jlande. The 
WS offpcers and rulers of Hiſpaniols, beyng enfourmed of the 
matter, appoynted hym two ſhyppes , wherewith he returned 

to his maiſter and companions. As he founde them, fo came 

they to Hiſpaniola, very feeble, aud in maner naked. TUhat 

chaunced ok them afterwarde, J knowe not as pet. Let vs now 
therefozeleauethele particulers, and ſpeake ſomwhat moꝛe of 

generals.

Thinhabitantes of Cerabaro, and the nations whiche are bez 

twyrt that & the ſayde ryuers, applie not them ſelues to the gea⸗ 

theryng of gold, but only at certapne tymes ofthe peere, and are 

expert miners very expert and cunnyng herein, as are our myners of ſyluer 
and Jron , They knowe by long experience in what places

N n.vs, lande is adherent to the firme landes towarde the Muth, as we 
haue ſapde befoze , It ſhall ſuffice to haue ſayde thus muche of 
the length hereof; Let vs nowe theretoze ſpeake ſomwhat of the 
bꝛeadth ofthe ſame .. e haue made mention befoze howe the 
ſouth ſea ts diuided by narowe limittes from our Ocean, as 
it was pꝛoued by thexperience of / aſchus Nunez and his com: 
panions, which kyꝛſt made open the way thyther. But as dyuerl⸗ 
ly the mountaynes ok our Alpes in Europe are ſomwhere na⸗ 
rowe, and in ſome place bꝛode: euen ſo, bythe lyke pꝛouidence 
ok nature, this land in ſome part therok reacheth farre in bꝛeadth, 
and is in other places coarcted with narowe limittes from fea 
to ſea, with valleys alſo in ſome places, whereby men map paſle 
from the one ſyde to the other. Where we haue deſcribed the 
regions of/74ba and Beragua tobe ſituate, thele ſeas are diui⸗ 
| -- died by ſmall diſtaunce: Yet ought we to thynke the region, 
| Thegreatrit*t mhiche the great ryuer ol Maragnonus runneth though, to be 
bery large, if we ſhall graunt Maragnonum to be a ryuer, and no 
ſea, as the freſhe waters of the ſame ought to perſwade vs, Foꝛ 
in ſuche narowe caues of the earth, there can be no ſwalowyng 
gulles of ſuche bygneſle as to receiue oz nooꝛyſhe lo great a- 
Il | bundance of water. The lpke is alſo to be ſuppole of the great 
IH Thegreatriuer xyuer of Dabaiba, whiche we ſayde to be from the coꝛner of the 
weird ®? qulfeof/74b4, in ſome place of fourtie fathomes depth, and ſom- 
_ £2nct13993"” where fiftie: alſochee myles in bꝛeadth, and ſo to fall into the 
| ſea. Me muſt needes graunt, that the earth is bzode there, by 
the which the rpuer paſſech from the high mountaines of N 
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from the Eaſt, and not from che welt. They lap that this ry⸗ 
uer conſiſteth and taketh his encreaſe of foure other ryuers, fal- The riuers 
lyng from the mountapnes ol Dab aba. Dur men call this ryuer haue then in⸗ 
Flumen. S. Johannis, They ſay alſo that from hence it falleth into — — 4 
the gulfe of Vraba by ſeuen mouthes, as dooth the rpuer of mountapnes. 
Nilas into the ſea of Egypt: Lykewyſe that in the ſame region Tus im of 
of / raba,there are in ſome places narowe ſtreyghtes, not paſſing gypr. 
fpfreene leagues, aud the ſame to be lauage, and without any 4 
paſſage, by reaſon of dyuers maryſhes and deſolate wapes, whi⸗ ,1,...9..s ann 
che the Latines call Lamas; but the Spanyardes accoꝛdyng to delolate wapes 
thep2 barietie call them Tremedales, Trampales, Ceneg ales, Sumi- 
deros, & Zabondaderos. But befoze we paſſe any further, it ſhall 
not be greatly from our purpoſe to declare from whence theſe 
mountaynes of Dabaiba haue thep2 name, accoꝛdyng vnto than⸗ a cperſtitions | 
tiquities of thinhabitantes . They ſaydthat Dabaiba was a wo- oginalt eve. i 
man, of great magnanimitie and wyledome among thep2 mouncapnes 
p2edeceſſours in olde tyme , whom in her lyfe all thinhabi⸗ b ®abaiba, 
tantes of choſe pꝛouinces dyd greatly reuerence, and beyng 
dead, gaue her diutne honour, and named the region after her 
name, beleeuyng that ſhe ſendech chunder and lyghtnyng, to 
deſtroy the fruites of the earth yf ſhe be angred, and to ſende 
plentie if ſhee be well pleaſed , Chis ſuperſtition hath been per⸗ 
ſuaded them by a craftie kynde of men, vnder p2ecence of reli⸗ 
gion, to thintent that they myght entop ſuche gyktes and offe⸗ 
ringes as were bꝛought to the place where ſhe was honoured. 
This is ſuffictent foʒ this purpole, They ſap furthermoze, that 
the maryſhes ol the narowe land,whereof we haue ſpoken, being 
fozth great plentie ol Crocodiles, Dꝛagons, Battes, and Gnats, Traeand 
bepng very hurtfull. Therefoze whenſoener they take any tours the marpches. 
ney towarde the ſouth, they go out of the way toward the moun: 
tapnes, and eſchewe the regions neere vnto thoſe perylaus 
fennes oꝛ maryſhes. Some thynke that there is a valley lying 
that wap that the ryuer runneth, which our men cal No de lor 
Perdidos, that is, the ryuer ofthe loſt men ( ſo named by the mil⸗ 
foꝛtune whiche there befell to Neue ſa and his company) and not . 
farre diſtant from the hauen Cerabaro, whiche diuideth thoſe The yanen 
mountaines toward the ſouth. But let vs now ſiniſhe this booke Ceralaro. 
with a tewe other thinges woozthy to be noted , They lap _

other ouches, e ſolde it to Andreas Moralis fa; fyue ot our coun⸗ 
cerfect ſtones, made of glaſle, of diuers colours, wherewich the 
ignoꝛant poung man was greatly delyted: They found allo cer- 
tayne Topales on þ ſhoꝛe. But theſtimation ot gold was ſo farre 
entred into the heades of our men, that they had no regarde to 
ſtones, Allo the moſt part of the Spanpardes, do laugh them 
to ſcoꝛne which ble to weare many ſtones, ſpecially ſuch as are 
common, iudging it to be an effeminate thyng, and moze meete 
koꝛ women chen men. The noble men onely, when they celebꝛate 
ſolemne mariages, oz ſet fooꝛch any triumphes, weare cheynes 
of gold, beſet with pꝛecious ſtones, and vle fayze apparel ofſilke, 
embꝛodered with golde, intermixt wich pearles and pꝛecious 
ſtones, and not at other tymes. They thynke it no leſſe effemi⸗ 
nate fo2 men to ſmel ofthe ſweete ſauours of Arabie, and iudge 
hym to be infected with ſome kynde of fylthy lechery, in whom 
they ſmel the ſauour of muſke oz Caſtoreum. But lyke as by one 
apple taken from a tree, we may perceiue the tree to be fruiteful, 
and by one fyſhe taken in a ryuer, we may knowe that fyſhe is 
ingendzed in the lame; eien lo, liy a litle gold, and by one _ 


. 
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we ought to conſpder that this lande bzingeth foozth great plen⸗ 
tie of golde, and pꝛecious ſtones, . hat they haue foundein the 
pozte of Sancta Martha, inthe region of Cariai, when the whole 
nante paſſed thereby nder the gouernaunce of Petrus Arias 
and his company, with certayne other of the kynges officers, I 
haue ſufficiently declared in his place. To be ſhozt therefoze, 
al thynges do ſo flozyſhe, growe, encreaſe, and pzoſper, that 
the laſt are euer better then the fyꝛſt. And ſurely co declare my 
opinion herein, whatſoeuer hath heretoloze ben diſconered by the 
famous trauayles of Saturnus and Hercules, with ſuche other 
whom the antiquitie fo2 their heroical factes honoured as gods, 
ſeemeth but litle and obſcure , if it be compared to the Spanpar- 
des victozious labours, Thus J bydde pour holpneſle farewell, 
deſpꝛyng pou to certiſie me howe pou lpke theſe fyꝛſt fruites of 
the Ocean, that beyng encouraged with pour exhoztations, J 
may the gladlyer, and with leſſe tediouſneſſe, wzpte ſuche thin 
ges as ſhall chaunce hereafter, 
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l ſuche lpuyng creatures, as vnder the 
87 JEL cycle of the moone bꝛing foozth any thing, 
Irre accuſtomed by thinltincte of nature, as 
<4 done as they are delpuered of they} byzth, 
SS leattto be.qupet fo2 a But our molk 

— fruitefull Ocean and newe wozlde, engen- 
dꝛeth and bꝛyngeth foozth dayly new byzthes, wherbp men of 
great wyt, aud eſpectally ſuch as are ſtudious of new and mar: 
ueylous thynges, may haue fomewhat at hand wherwich co feed 
theyꝛ myndes. Yf pour holyneſle do aſke to what purpoſe is ail 
thts: pe (hal vnderſtand, that J had ſcarſly finiſhed the hiſtoꝛie of 
ſuch thynges as chaunced to / aſchus Nunez and his compa⸗ 
nie in theyꝛ vopage to the ſouth ſea, when ſodenly there came 
new letters from Petrus Arias the new gouernour, whom the 


kyng had appoynted the peere befoze with an army of men and a 


mup ol ſhyps co ſayle to theſe newe landes. Me . by bis 
letters, 
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letters, that he with his nauie and company arryued al ſafely; 
Furthermoze, Tohannes Cabedus (whom pour holineſle at the res 
queſtof the molt catholique kyng had created Biſhop of that 
pꝛouince of Dariena) and thꝛee other of the cheefe officers ioyned 
in commillion to be his alſpſtantes, as Al fonſus de Ponte, Diegus 
Marques, and Johannes de Tauira, confp2med the ſame letters, 
and ſublcribed them with thepz names, The nauigation there» 
foze of Petrxs Arias, was in this maner. The day befoze the Tdes 
of Apzpl,inthe peere ofChyilſte, 1514. he hoyſed vp his ſayles, 
in the towne of ſaint Luc ar de Barrameds, ſituate in the mouth of 


the ryuer Zatis, which the Spanyardes nowe cal Guadalchebir, 


The ſeuen Jlandes of Canaria are about foure hundꝛed myles 
diſtant from the place where this riuer falleth into the ſea. Some 
thynke that cheſe are the Jlandes whiche the olde wꝛyters dyn 
call the foztunate Flandes : but other thynke the contrary, The 
name of thele Jlandes are theſe, The two that appeare fyꝛſt 
in ſight, are named Lanzelota and Fortiſuentura. On the back: 
halfe oftheſe,Ilyeth Magna Canaria oꝛ Granc anaria. Beyond that 
ts Teuerif and Gomera ſomewhat towarde the noꝛth from that. 
Palma and Ferrealpe behynde, as it were a bulwarke to al the o⸗ 
ther. Petrus Arias therfoꝛe, arriued at Gomera the eyght day at: 
ter his departure, wich a nauie of ſeuenteene ſhips,# a thouſand 
and liue hundꝛed men, although there. were only a thouſand and 
two hundꝛed aſſigned hym by the kynges letters. It is fapd fur⸗ 
thernioze, that he leſt behynde hym mae then two thouſande, 
very penſiue and ſighing that they alſo myght not be receiued, 
pꝛoferyng them ſelues to goe at they? owne charges. De taryed 
xvi. dayes in Comera, to the intent to make pꝛouilion of fuel and 
freſhe water, but cheefely to repayꝛe his ſhyppes, beyng loze 
bꝛooſed with tempeſtes, and eſpecially the gouernours ſhyppe, 
which had loſt the rudder: Fo2 theſe Nandes are a commodtous 
reſtyng place foꝛ al ſuche as intende to attempt any nauigations 
in that maine ſea. Departing from hence inthe Nones of Map, 
he ſawe no moze lande vntyll the thyꝛde day of June, at the whi⸗ 
che he arrpned at Dominica an Jilande ok the Canivales, being di⸗ 


ſcantfrom mera about eight bundzed leagueg. Pere he remai⸗ 
ned foure dayes, makyng newe p} ouiſion of: kreſhe water and 
fuel, duryng whiche tyme, he lawe no man, no pet anye 


ſteppes 
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ſteppes ol men, but founde plenty of ſea Crabbes and great Li- 
ſarts. From hence he lapled by the Nandes of M atinina(other⸗ 
wyſe called Madauino) Cuadalupea and Galanta (otherwyſe cab 
led Galana) of al which we haue ſpoken in the fyꝛſt Decade. 
Pe paſſed alſo though the ſea or hearbes oz weedes, contimu⸗ 
ing a long tract: Pet neyther he, noꝛ Colonus the Admiral ( who 
fyꝛſt found theſe Jlandes, and ſayled thꝛough this ſea of weedes) 
haue declared any reaſon how thele weedes ſhould come, Some 
thynke the ſea to be veryemuddye there, and that theſe weedes 
are engendꝛed inthe bottomethereof, and ſo beyng looſed , to 
aſcende to the vppermoſt part ofthe water, as we ſee often- 
tymes chaunce in certayne ſtandyng pooles , and ſometymes 
alſo in great ryuers . Other ſuppoſe that they are not engen⸗ 
d2ed there, but to be beaten from certayne rockes by the vio⸗ 
lence ofthe water in tempeſtes: And thus they leaue the mat⸗ 
ter in doubt. Neyther haue they pet any certayne experience 
whether they ſtycke faſt and gene place to the ſhyppes, oꝛ wan⸗ 
der looſe vpon the water: But it is to be thought, that they are 
engendꝛed there, fo2 otherwyle they ſhoulde be dꝛyuen togeas 
ther on heapes, by the impullion ofthe ſhyppes, euen as a bea- 
ſome geathereth the fweeppnges ofa houſe, and ſhoulde alſo let 
the courſe ofthe hyppes . The fourth day after that he depar⸗ 
ted from Dominica, the hyghe mountapnes couered with ſnowe 
(whereof we haue ſpoken in the ſeconde Decade) appeared vn⸗ 
to hym. They lay that there che ſeas runne as \wyftly towarde 
the welt, as it were a ryner fallyng from the toppes of hygh 
mountapnes, a though they ſayled not directly toward the weſt, 
but inclined ſomewhat to the ſouth. From thele mountapnes 
falleth the rpuer of Ga a, famous by the (laughter of our men, 
at ſuch tyme as Fodericus Colmenares paſled by thole coaſtes, as 
wehaue ſapde befoze : Lykewyſe many other fayꝛe ryuers haue 
thepꝛ oꝛiginal from the ſame mountaynes. This pꝛouince (in 
the which is alſo the region of Caramairi) hath in it two notable 
hauens,ofp which our men named the one Carthago oz Carthage: 
na, and thother Sancta Martha, the region wherofthinhabitants 
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call Saturma. The poꝛt of Sancta Martha, is nerer to the moun- Mountapnes 


taynes touered with ſnow, called Montes Nuales, fo; it is at the 
xootes of the lame mountaines, but y hauen of Carthago is moꝛe 
weſtwarde, 


couered with 
mowe. 
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weſtward, about fyftie leagues, He wypteth matueylous things 
of the hauen of Sancta Martha, whiche they alſo confirme that 


came lately from thence: Df the which young / eſpatius ts one, 


to whom Americus Veſputius his vncle(bepng a floꝛentine boꝛne) 

left the exact knowledge of che mariners facultie , as it were by 

inheritance after his death, fozhe was a very expert maiſter in 
the knowledge of his carde, his compaſſe, andthe eleuation of 

the pole ſtarre, with all chatpartepneth therto. This young /e/3 

putius was aſſigned by the kyng to be one ofthe maiſters of the 

gouernours ſhyp, becauſehe was cunnyng in iudging che de⸗ 

grees of the eleuation ofthe pole ſtarre by the quadꝛant: Foz 

the charge ofgouerning che rudder, was cheefly committed co 

one lohannes Serranus a Spantard, who had oftentymes ouer⸗ 

runne thole coaſtes. / eſputius is my berp familier frende, and a 

wittie poung man, in whole company J take great pleaſure, and 

therfoze vle hym oftentymes foꝛ my gheſt. Pe hath alſo made 

many voyages into theſe coaſtes, and diligentlye noted ſuche 

thynges as he hath ſeene. Petrus Arias therfoze wpteth, and 

he confirmeth the lame, chat thinhabitautes of theſe regions 

tooke theyꝛ oʒiginall of the Caribbes oz Canibales, as appea⸗ 

doutnes ed by the deſperat fperlneſſe and crueltie which they oftentimes 
oe Barbari- ſhewed to our men when they paſled by they2 coaſtes. Suche 
ans, ſtoutneſſe and koꝛztitude of mynde is naturallie engendꝛed in 
theſe naked Barbariaus, that they feared not to aſſayle our 

whole nauy, and to foꝛbyd them to come a lande. They fygbt 

with venemous arowes, as we haue ſapde befoze. Parcep⸗ 

uyng that our men contemned they2 thzeatupnges , they 

Che Caniuales ranne furyouſly into the ſea, euen bp to the bzeaſtes, nothyng 
light in the fearyngepther the bygneſle o2 multitude ol our ſhyppes, but 
9 ceaſed not contynuallie, beyng thus in the water, to calt dartes, 
and to ſhoote thep2 benemous arrowes as thycke as haple: Inſo⸗ 

much that our men had byn in great daunger, vf they had not bin 

defended by the cages o2 pauiſſes ofthe ſhippes, and their targets 

tes: Pet were twoofthem wounded, which died ſhoꝛtelp after. 

But this conflict continued ſo ſharp, that at the length our men 

The vd or were enfoꝛced to ſhoote of theyꝛ greateſt pieces of oꝛdinaunce 
gunnes. with hapleſhoote : at the ſlaughter and terrible noyſe wherof, the 
Barbarians beyng ſoze diſcomtited and ſhaken _ = 
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thynkvng the ſame to be thunder and lyghtnyng, turned they} 
backes, and fledde amayne. They greatly feare thunder, becanſe 
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The generati⸗ 
on of ihunder 


theſe regions are oftentimes vexed with thunder and lyght⸗ andlyghtung. 


nynges, by reaſon of the hyghe mountaynes, and nrareneſſe of 
the lame to the region of the ayze, wherein ſuch fierie tempeſtes 
are engendꝛed, whiche the philoſophers call Meteora. And albeit 
that our men had nowe dꝛyuen theyꝛ enimies to flyght, and 
ſawe them diſparcled and out of oꝛder, yet doubted they, and 
were of diuers opinions, whether they ſhoulde purſue them, oꝛ 
not. On che one partie ſhame pꝛycked them fozwarde, and on 
the other ſyde, keare cauſed them to caſte manye perylles, eſpeci⸗ 
ally conſpderpng the venemous arrowes whiche theſe Barba⸗ 
rians can direct ſo certapnely. To depart from them with a dꝛye 
foote (as ſayth the pꝛouerbe) with fo great a nauie, and ſuche an 
armye, they reputed it as a thyng greatly ſoundyng to they? re: 
pꝛoche and diſhonour. At the length therefoꝛe, ſhame ouercom⸗ 
myng feare, they purſued chem, and came to land with they? ſhip 
boates. The gouernour of the natite, & alſo Yeputius dowpte, 
that the hauen is no leſſe then thzee leagues in compaſſe, 
beyng allo ſafe without rockes, and the water therok ſo cleare,, 
that a man map lee pybble ſtones in the bottome twentte cubits 
deepe . They ſay lykewyſe, that there falleth two fapze ryuers of 
freſhe water into the hauen: but the lame to be meeter to beare 
the Canoas ofthele pꝛouinces, then any bygger veſſels. It is a 
delectable thyng to heare what they tel of the plentie and barie⸗ 
tie, and alſo of the p eaſaunt taſt ofthe fyſhes, alwell or theſe ry⸗ 
uers, as of the ſea therabout: By reaſon wherof they found here 
manpe fpſher boates and nettes woonderkully wꝛought of the 
ſtalkes of certayne hearbes oꝛ weedes, dꝛyed and tawed, and 
wꝛeathed wich coꝛds of ſpunne goſſampyne cotton. Foꝛ the peo⸗ 
ple of Caramairi, Gaira, and Saturma, are very cunnyng in fiſhe⸗ 
yng. and bſe to ſel fyſhe to they bozdercrs,fo2 exchaunge of ſich 
thynges as theplacke , CUhen our men had thus chaſed the 
Barbarians from the ſea coaſtes, and had now entred into they2 
houſes, they aſſayled them with newe (kyꝛmiſhes, cſpettal: 
ly when they ſawe them fall to ſacking and ſpoylyng, and 
theyꝛ wpues and chyldꝛen taken captyue - Their houſcholde 
{tuffe was made of great reedes, whiche ru on the ſea ban⸗

kes, and the ſtalkes of certayne hearbes beaten, and afterwarde 
made harde . The floozes thereof were ſtrewed with hearbes of 
Tapiltrie, fimdzpcolours, and the walles hanged with a kynde of tapſtry, 
artificially made of goſſampine cotton, and wꝛought wich pic⸗ 
tures of Lions, Tygers, and Eagles. The doozes of theyz 
houſes and chambers were full of dyuers kyndes ol ſhelles, han⸗ 
gyng looſe by ſmall coꝛdes, chat beyng ſhaken by the wynde, 
they myght make a certayne rattelyng, and alſo a whyſtelyng 
nople, by geatherpng the wynde in they? holowe places: foꝛ 
herein they haue great delyght, and impute this fo2 a goodly oꝛ⸗ 
3 nament. Dpuers haue ſhewed me many womerfull thynges of 
whom Carda thele regions, elpectally one Conzalus Fernandus Outedus, beyng 
uus pꝛaiſeth. one of the magiſtrates appoynted in that office, which the Spa⸗ 
nyardes call / ecdor, who hath alſo hytherto entred further into 
the lande then any other . Me affirmeth, chat he chaunced vypon 
the fragment of a Saphire, bygger then the egge ofa gooſe, and 
Piccious that in certayne hylles where he trauayled with thirtie men, he 
— oa founde many ok the pꝛetious ſtones called Smaragdes, Calcido⸗ 
is the true nes, and Jaſpers, beſpde great peeces of Amber of the moun⸗ 
Y other Ronde kaines. Pe allo, with divers other, do affirme that in the houles of 
of A nber is ſome ofthe Canibales okthele regions, they found the like pꝛeci⸗ 
— obus ſtones, ſet in gold, aud iacloled in tapſtry oꝛ atras (if it map 
* ſo be called) wherewith they hang theyꝛ houles , The lame land 
_ and Hpageth fooꝛth alſo many w3oddes of byalile trees, and great 
Ndarchaſites plentie ofgolde,in fo much that in maner in al places they founde 
— 4 on the ſea bankes, c on the ſhozes, certayne marchaſites in to⸗ 
colourswhere- ken of golde. Fernandus Oiedus declareth furthermoze, that in 
— — . a certapne region calied Zena, lying fourelcoze and tenne mples 
k:10wen, from Dariena Eaſtwarde, they exercile a ſtraunge kynde of mar⸗ 
chaundize: Foz in the houfes ofthe inhabitantes, they founde 
great cheſtes and baſkets,made of the twigges and leaues of cer⸗ 
tayne trees apte fo? chat purpoſe, being all ful of Graſſehoppers, 
Theſe Locuttes Grylles, Crabbes, oꝛ CretyHes, Dnaples allo, and Locuſtes, 
burnerhe come whiche deſtroye the lieldes of coꝛne, al well dꝛyed and ſalted. Be⸗ 


wity deudure ng demaunded why they reſerued ſuche a multitude of theſe 


the reſidue. bealtes : they anſweared, that they kept them to be ſolde to they? 


They are ee borderers, whiche dwell further within the lande, and that fo2 


foote length. the exchange ofthele pꝛetious byꝛdes, and lalted fyſhes, they - 
; ceiued 
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r2iued of them certayne ſtrange thynges, wherein partly they 
take pleaſure, and partly ble them foꝛ they2 neceſſary affapzes, 
Theſe people dwell not togeather, but ſcattered here and there, 
Thinhabitantes of Caramairi , leeme to dwel in an earthly Para» 
die, they? region is ſo faxe and fruitefull, without outragious 
heate, oꝛ ſharpe colde, with litle difference ofthe length of day 
and nyght thzoughout all the yeere. After that our men had 
thus dꝛyuenthe Barbarians to flyght, they entred into a valley, 
of two leagues in bꝛeadth, and thꝛee in length, extendyng to cer⸗ 
tayne fruitetull mountapnes, full of graſſe, hearbes, and trees, 


at the rootes whercof, pe two other valleis to warde the ryghe 


hande and the leafe, chꝛoͤugh eyther of the whiche runneth a 
fayze ryuer, wherof the rpuer of Cara is one, but vnto the o⸗ 
cer they haue pet geuen no name , Jin thele valleys they found 
many fave gardens, and pleaſaunt feeldes, watered with tren⸗ 
ches, diſtributed in marueyſous oꝛder, with no leſſe art then our 
Inſubrians and Hetrurtans vſe to water their feeldes , Thep}

other rootes and fruites of trees, and alſo ſuch fyſhe as they ble 
in the Tlandes and other regions of theſe pꝛouinces. They eate 
mans flcſhe but ſeldome, becaule they meete not oftentymes 
with ſtrangers, exrept they goe fooꝛth ofthey2 one domintons 
with a mapne army, of purpoſeco hunt koꝛ men, when they} 
rauenyng appetite pꝛicketh them tozwarde : Foz they abTapne 
from them ſelues, and cate none but ſuche as they take in the 
warres, oꝛ otherwple by chaunce , But ſterlpitts a miſerable

thyng to heare howe many inpꝛiades of men thele fylchy and vn⸗ One myziade;

naturall deuourers of mens fle che haue conſiumed, and lefte thou: — 


ſandes of moſt fapꝛe and fruitefu!l Jlandes and regions deſolate 
without men: by reaſon whereof, our men founde ſo manye 
Jlandes, whtche foꝛ thep2 fapzenes and fruitefulneſſe myght 
ſeeme to be certayne earthly Paradyles, and pet were vtterly 
vopde of men. Pereby pour holyneſſe may conſider howe perni⸗ 
tious a kynde of men this is. Te haue ſayde befoꝛe, that the J⸗ 
lande named Santi Joh innis (which thinhabitants cal Burichena) 
is next to Hiſpaniola, It is lapde, that only the Canibales which 
dwel in the other landes neere about this, as in the Jlande cal⸗ 


led Hay hay oz Sanita Cracis,and in Guadalupea (other wyſe called 
R ü Queragueic ra,

Queraqueiera, o; Carucuiera) haue in our tyme violently taken 

out of the ſapde Jlande of Sancti Johannis, moze then fyue 

thoulande men to be eaten, But let it ſuffice thus muche ta 

haue wandered by theſe monſtrous bloodſuckers . Te wyll 

nowe therfo2e ſpeake ſomwhat of the rootes whereofthey make 

theyꝛ bzead, foꝛaſmuche as the ſame ſhal hereafter be foode co 

Chꝛiſtian men, in ſteade of bꝛead made of wheate, and in the 

ſteade ofradylhe, with ſuch other rootes as they haue been ac⸗ 

- caſfomedtoeate in Europe. We haue oftentymes ſayd befoze, 

that Iucca is a roote, whereof the belt and moſt delicate bꝛead is 

made, both in the firme lande of thele regions, and alſo in the 

Nandes: but howe it is tylled oꝛ huſbanded, howe it groweth, 

The manner of and ofhow dyuers kyndes it is, J haue not pet declared. Ther⸗ 

plantyng the koze, when they entende to plant this Iucca, they make a hole in 

roote Autca. the earth, knee deepe, and rayſe a heape of the earth taken out 

of the ſame, faſhionyng it lpke a ſquare bedde, ok niene foote 

bzeadth on cuerp ſyde, ſettyng twelue trunkes ok theſe roots (be⸗ 

png about a foote and a halfe long a peece) in euery of the layd 

beddes, contapnyng thꝛee rootes ok a ſyde, ſo layde a ſlope, that 

the endes of them ioyne in maner togeather in the center oꝛ mid⸗ 

deſt of the bedde within the ground. Out of the ioyntes of the 

rootes, and ſpaces betwene the lame, ſpꝛyng the toppes and 

blades of newe rootes, whiche by litle and litle encreaſpng, 

growe to the bygnes and length of a mans arme in the bꝛawne, 

and oftentymes as bygge as the thygh : ſo that by the tyme of 

Earth turned theyz full rypcnes, in maner all the earth of the heape ts con: 
into rootes. N | 

uerted into rootes , But they lay that theſe rootes are not rppe 

in leſſe then a peere and a halfe, and that the longer they are ſuf? 

fered to grow, euen vntyl two peeres complete, they are ſo much 

Notoe biead is the better, and moꝛe perfecte to make bꝛead thereof, hen 

made of rootes they are taken fooꝛth ofthe earth, they ſcrape them, and {ipſe 

chem, with certayne ſharpe ſtones, ſeruyng fo2 the lame purpole: 

And thus laying them betwene two great ſtones, oꝛ puttyng 

them in a ſacke made of the ſtalkes of certaine tough hearbes 

: and ſmal reedes, they pꝛeſſe them (as do we cheele oz crabbes, to 

dꝛawe out the iuice thereof) and ſo let them dꝛye a dape befoze 

they eate them. The iuice oz liquour they caſt away: foꝛ (as we 

haue [ayde)it is deadly poplon in the Jlandes. Yet is the _ — 

che 
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ſicche as growe in the firme land wholeſome, yfit be ſodde, as is 

the whey of our mylke. They lay that there are many kyndes 

of this Jucca, wherof ſome are moe plealaunt and delicate then 

the other, and are therefoze relerued as it were to make fpne 

Manchet fo the kynges owne table: But the Gentlemen eate 

ofthe meaner ſoꝛt, and the common people of the baſeſt. The fi- 

neſt they call Cagabbi, whiche they make rounde lyke cakes, 

in certayne pꝛeſſes, befoze they ſeethe it, oꝛ bake it. They ſay 
furthermoꝛe, that there are lykewyſe diners kyndes of the rootes 

of Ages, and Battata. But they ble theſe rather as fruites, and 

dyſhes of ſeruice, then to make bꝛead thereof, as we ble Rapes, 

Radiſhes, Mulhromes, Nautes, Perſnippes, and ſuche lyke. 

In this caſe , they moſte elpeciallye eſteeme the beſt kynde of 

Battatas, which in pleaſant taſte and tendcrneſle,farre erceedeth 

our Muſhromes. It ſhalſuffiſe to haue ſayd thus much of rootes: 

Ide wyl nowe therefoꝛe ſpeake of another kynde of their bꝛrad. 

We declared befoꝛe, that they haue a kynde of grapne oꝛ Pulſe, 

muche lyke vnto Panicum, but with ſomewhat bygger graynes, Van icum is a 
which they beate into meale, vpon certaine great hollow ſtones, — 
with the labour of theyꝛ handes, when they lacke lucca, and of The Itallians 
this is made the moꝛe vulgar oꝛ common bꝛead , It is ſowen cit JNelica, 
thꝛyſe a yeere, (o that the fruitefulneſſe of the ground may beare 

it, by reaſon ofthe equalitie of the tyme,whereofwe haue ſpoken 

ſufficiently befoze. In theſe regions they founde allo the grayne 

of Maizium,and ſinidꝛv kyndes of fruites of trees, diligentlye — 
planted, and wel hulbanded. The way betweene the regions day and une 
of Caramairi and Saturma, is fapze, bꝛoode, and ryght foozth, bps contts 
They founde here allo ſundzy kpndes of water pottes made ons under the 
of carth, ofdiuers colours, in the whiche thep both fetche and — 
keepe freſhe witer: Lykewyſe ſundꝛy kvndes of iugges, gov: * 
derdes,d2ynkyng cuppes, pottes, pannes, dyes, and plat: 

ters, artifictally made. When the gouernour had geuen com⸗ 

maundement by pꝛoclamation, that the ingabitauntes ſhould eps 

ther obey the Chuſtian kyng, and embꝛace our religion, oz els 

to depart out of theyꝛ countrey: they anſwered with venemous 

arrowes. In this \kyzmpſe , our men tooke ſome of them: 

whereof, clothyng the moſte parte in fayꝛe apparell, they ſeut 


them againe to their owne — Brttleading the reſidue to 
lt the 
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th2 ſhyppes, to thintene to ſhewe them the power and magniff- 
cence of the chꝛiſtians, that they might declare the ſane to they 
compantons , therby to wynne their fauour, they appareled 
them lykewyſe, and ſent them after they? felowes . They al⸗ 
fyꝛme, chat in all the ryuers of theſe coaf, they ſawe great ar- 
gumentes and tokens of golde. They founde here and there in 
their houſes good ſtoꝛe of Harts fleſh,+ Boꝛes fleſhe, wherwith 
they fedde them ſelues delicately. They allo haue great plentie 
of fundzp kyndes of byꝛdes, and foules, whereof they bꝛyng 
bp many in their houſes, ſome foꝛ neceſſarye foode , and other 
fo2 dayntie dyſhes, as we do Hennes and Jartriches ; Our 
men hereby contecture , that the ayze of theſe regions is very 
Yolſomeapte, holſome, fozalmuche as leppng all nyght under the fyꝛmament 
on the bankes of the ryuers, none of them were at any tyme 
offended with reumes o2 headache, by reaſon of any noyſame 
humour, o2 vapour pzoceedyng from the earth, ayze, oz 
Goſſampine water. Dur men furthermoze kounde there many great bo⸗ 
Cotton. tomes of goſfamppne cotton redy ſpunne , aud fardelies of dy⸗ 


__ ters kyndes of fethers , whereof they make them ſelues creſtes 
and plumes, afcer the maner ofour men of armes: alſo certeine 
clokes, whiche they eſteeme as moſt comely oꝛnamentes. They 

„ founde lykewyſe an innumerable multitude of bowes and ar⸗ 


Arrowes. rowes . Thinhabitants allo oftheſe regions, in ſome places ble 
to burne the carkales of their pꝛinces when they are dead, and 
to reſerue their bones burped with ſpyces in certapne hylles. In 
other places, they onely dꝛye them, and imbawme them with 
ſpyces and ſweete gummes, and ſo reſerue them in lepulchers 
in theyꝛ owne houſes . Somewhere allo, they dꝛy them, ſpyce 
them, adourne them with pꝛecious iewelles, and ouches, and ſo 
reuerently place them in certayne tabernacles, made toꝛ the ſame 
purpoſe in theyꝛ owne palaces. TUhen our men had many of 
they} cablets , bꝛaſele ttes, collers, and luche other ouches 
Sonzalus Oui hiche they call Guanines) they founde them rather tobe made 
edu5(2,ety, ol laton then of golde : whereby they ſuppoſe that they haue vſed

battayle, and ſo keepyng they? arrap, returned to the ſhyppes 

laden with ſpoyle of choſe pꝛouinces, and ſhynyng in ſouldiers 

clokes of feathers, with fayze plumes and creſtes of vari- Cokes ot 
able colours . In this meane tyme, haupng repaired they2 — 
ſhyppes, and furnyſhed the ſame with all necellaries, they looſed

and waſted certaine Jlandes of the Canibales, lying in the way, 

accoꝛdyng as they were commaunded by the kyng , Butthe The n 
ſwift courle of the water deceiacd both Johannes Sarranus the courſe — 
chiefe lot of the gouernours ſhippe, and all the other, although Water.

They whiche haue ſearched 
Cardanus de thole coaſtes, haue pet founde no lyke reaſon to be true. Many 
ſubtilit liber khynke that there ſhoulde bee certapne large ſtraightes oz en⸗ 
ii. de elementis. trantes in the coꝛner of that great lande, whiche we deſcribed 
Strapghtes. to be epght tymes bygger then Italye, and the coner there⸗ 
ofto be full or gulfes „ whereby they ſuppoſe that ſome ſtraygh⸗ 

tes ſhoulde paſſe thzough the lame, lying on the weſt ſyde of 

the Nande of Cuba, and that the ſapde ſtrayghtes ſhouldelwa⸗ 

lowe vp thoſe waters , and ſo conuey the ſame into the welt, 

and from thence agayne into our Eaſt Ocean, oꝛ noꝛth ſeas, 

Ns ns as ſome thpnke . Other wyfl , that the gulfe of that great 
Magelanus lande be cloled vp, and the lande to reache farre towarde the 
And end noꝛth on the backe ſpde of cuba, lo that it embꝛate the nozth 
landes, whiche the froſen ſea encompaſſeth vnder the no2th pole. 
and that all the lande of thoſe coaſtes, ſhoulde ioyne togeather 

as one firme lande: Thereby they coniecture, that thole waters 

ſhoulde be turned about by the obiecte oꝛ reſiſtaunce of that land, 

ſo bendyng towarde the nozth, as we ſee the waters turned 

we about in the crooked bankes of certayne ryuers. But this agreech 
Che troſen lea. not in all poyntes. Foz they allo whiche haue ſearched thefroſen 
ſea, and layled from thence into the weſt, do lykewyſe affyzme, 

that thole noꝛch ſeas flowe continually towarde the welt, al⸗ 
cſhough nochyng ſo lwiftely. Theſe noꝛth ſeas haue ben ſearched 
Sehaſtian Ca* hy one Sebaſtian Cabot, a Uenetian bozne, whom beyng pet 
. but in maner an infant, his parentes carped with them into 
Englande, hauyng occaſion to reſoꝛt thither foꝛ trade of mar⸗ 
chandize, as is che maner ofthe Uenetians, to leaue no part of 

the woꝛlde vnſearched to obtaine rychelle . Me therloze GI 
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wo ſhyppes in England at his owne charges: And kyꝛit with The voyage of 
thiee hundꝛeth men, directed his courſe ſo farre towarde the — — 
nozth pole, that euen in the moneth of July he founde monſtrous 1anvero the © 
heapes of Je ſwymming on the ſea, and in maner continual froſen ſea. 
day lyght: Net ſawe he the lande in that tract free from Ile, 

whiche had ben moulten by heat of the Sonne. Thus ſeeyng 

fuche heapes of Ile befoze hym, he was enfozced to turne his 

ſayles, and folowe the weft, fo coaſtyng ſtyll by the ſhoze, that 

he was thereby bꝛought ſo farre into the ſouth, by reaſon of the 

lande bendyng ſo muche ſouthwarde, that it was there almoſt 

equall in latitude with the ſea called Fretum Herculeum, hauyng 

the noꝛth pole eleuate in maner in the ſame degree. Me ſlayled 

lykewyſe in this tract lo farre towarde the weſt, that he had 

the lande ol Cuba on his left hande, in maner in the ſame degree 

ol longitude. As he traueyled by the coaſtes of this great lande 

(whiche he named Bacca/laos) he ſayth, that he founde the lyke 

courſe of the waters toward the weſt, but the ſame to runne moꝛe 

ſoftly and gentelly, then theſwifte waters whiche the Spanp⸗ 

ardes founde in their nauigations ſouthwarde , CClherefoze, it 

is not onely mote lyke to be true, but ought alſo of neceſſitie to 

be concluded, that betwene both the landes hitherto vnknowen, 

there ſhoulde be certayne great open places, wherby the waters 

ſhould thus continually paſſe from the Eaſt into the weſt:whiche 

waters J ſuppoſe to be dzpuen about the globe of the earth by 

the vnceſſaunt mouyng and impullſion of the heauens, and not 

to beſwalowed bp and caſt out agayne by the bꝛeathyng of De⸗ 

mogorgon, as ſome haue imagined, bycauſe they ſee the ſeas by Sthn tene“ 
increaſe & decreaſe, to flow & reflow, Sebaſtian Cabot hym ſelfe, of the earth, 
named thoſe landes Baccallaos, bycauſe that in the ſeas therabout 

he founde ſo great multitudes of certayne bygge fyſhes, muche 

like vnto Tunnies (which thinhabitants cal Bacca/laos)that they 

ſomtymes ſkayed his ſhyppes. Me founde alſo the people of 

thole regions couered with beaſkes ſkynnes : yet not without Z\c0Þ\econered 
the uſe ofreaſon , He alloſayth there is great plentie of Beares ſkyunes, © 
in thoſ: regions, whiche ble to eate fyſhe: Fo2 plungeyng them 

ſelues into the water where they perceine a multitude of theſe 

fyſhes to lye, they faſten theyꝛ clawes in theyꝛ ſcales, and 


lo dꝛawe them to lande, and eate them: Do that (as he —_ 
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1 A ſtrange thing 
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che Beares beyng thus ſatiſtied with fpHe, are not noyſame to 
men . Pe declarech further, that in many places ol theſe regi⸗ 
ons, he (awe great plentie of laton among the inhabitaunces, 
Cabot is my very frend, whom J vſe fam:lterlye, and delyte to 
haue hym ſometymes keepe me company in my owne houle: 
Foz beyng called out of Englande by the commaundement of 
the catholique kyng of Caſtile, after the death of Henry kyng 
of Eng'ande, the ſeuenth of that name, he was made one of 
our counſaple and aſſiſtaunce as touching the affayzes of the new 
Indies, lookyng dayly fo2 ſhyppes to be furniſhed foꝛ hym co 
diſcouer this hyd ſecret of nature , This voyage is appoynted 
to be begunne in arche in the peere next falowyng, beyng the 
peere of Chꝛiſt. 15 1 6. What ſhall ſucceede, pour holyneſſe 
ſhalbe aduertyſed by my letters, pf God graunt me lyfe. Some 
of the Spaniardes denye that Cabot was the kyꝛſt fpnder ofthe 
lande of Bacallaos, and affirme that he went not ſo farre weſte⸗ 
warde: But it ſhall ſuffice to haue ſayde thus muche of the 
gulles and ſtrayghtes, and of Sebaſtian Cabot. Let vs nowe 
therfoze returne to the @paniardes , At this tyme, they let paſle 
the hauen of Carthago bntouched, with al the Jlandes of the Ca⸗ 
nibales there aboute, whiche they named Inſulas Sancti Bernare 
di, leaupng allo behind theyꝛ backes, al che region of Caramai⸗ 
ri. Deere bp reaſon of a ſodayne tempeſt, they were caſte vpon 
the Jlande Fortis, beyng about fyftie leagues diſtant from the 
enteraunce ofthe gulfe of Y/raba. In this Fland, they founde in 
the houles ofthinhabicantes, many balkettes made ofcertapue 
great ſea reedes,ful of ſalt. Fo2 this Jland hath in it many goods 
ly alt bayes , by reaſon wherof they haue great plentie of ſalte, 
which they ſell to other nations fo2 ſuch thyngs as they ſtande in 
neede of. Not farre from hence, a great Curle w, as bygge as a 
Stoꝛke, came flying to the gouernours ſhyp, and ſuffered her 
ſelke to be eaſely taken, whiche bepng carryed aboute among all 


the ſhyppes ofthe nauie, dyed ſhoztly after: They ſawe allo a 


great multitude of the ſame kynde of foules on the ſhoze a farre 

of . The gouernours ſhyppe, whiche we ſayd ta haue loſt the 

rudder, beyng now ſoze bzooſed, and in maner unpꝛokptable, 

they left behynde, to folow? at lealure . The name arrpued at 

Dariens the twelfth day of the Calendes of July. and the —

uernours fyppe (beyng voyde of men) was dꝛyuen alande in 
the ſame coaſfes within foure dayes after . The Spanpardes 
whiche now inhabited Darien«,with they? Captapne and Lieue⸗ 
tenaunt Yaſchus Nunez, Balboa (of whom we haue largelye Powe Walch 
made mention befoze) beyng certifyed of the arriuall of Fetrus keene the 
Arias and his companpe, went foozth thee myles to meete him, newe gouers 
and receiued him honozablp,and religiouſly with the plalme Te 

deum laudamus, geupng thankes to god by whole ſafe conduct 

they were bzought ſo pꝛoſperouſſy thyther to al theyꝛ comfoztes, 

They receyued them gladly into they? houſes builded after the 

maner of thole pzoutnces. I may wel cal theſe regions, Pꝛouin⸗ 

ces, a Procul Vittis (that is) ſuch as are ouercome farre ot, fozaſ- 

muche as our men do now inhabite the ſame, al the barbarous 

kynges and Joolatours beyng eiected. They entertayned them 

with ſuch cheare as they were able to make them: as with the 

fruites ofthoſe regions, and new bꝛead, both made of rootes, and 

the graine Mai ium. Other delicates to make vp the feaſt, were 

of theyꝛ own ſtoꝛe, which they bzoughe with them in they? ſhips, 

as poudꝛed fleſh, ſalted fpſhe, and bzcad made of wheat: foꝛ 

they bꝛought with them many barrelles of wheate meale fo2 the 

{ame purpoſe. Deere may pour holpneſſe, not without mult cauſe 

of admiration, beholde a kpnges naupe and great nniltitude of 
Chaiſtians,inhabiting not only the regions ſituate under the cyꝛ⸗ 

cle of heauen, called Tropicus Cancri, but alſo in maner vnder 

the Equinoctiall line, contrary to tye opinion of the olde wp» Habitableregis 
ters, a fewe excepted. But after that they arenowe mette togea⸗ ons under the 
ther, let vs further declare what they determined to do. Ther: — 
foꝛe, the day alter that p nauie arriued, there aſſembled a compa - 
ny of Spanpards thinhabttours of Oariena, to the nũber af foure 
hundꝛed and fifzte men. Petrus Arias the gouernour of the naup, 
and his companye, con'crred with them both pꝛiuilie and open- 
Ive of certayne articles, whereof it was the kynges pleaſure 
be ſhoulde enquire : and molt elpectally as concernyng ſuche 
thynges wherof 7 a/cbus the fyꝛſt fpnder and Ad mirall of the 
South ſea, made mention in his large letter ſent from Dariens 
to Spa ne. In this inquiſition they founde althyngs to be true 
whereof / aſchus had certilied the king by his letters, and theres 
bpon concluded, chat in the dominiong of Comogra, Pocc horroſa x

ſayled fyꝛſt directly to the hauen of Comogrus, diſtant from Daries 


na about twentie and fyue leagues, as they wppte in they? laſt 


letters. From hence, he is appopnted co ſend a hundzed and 
fyftie of his foure hundꝛed, to warde the South, by a newe and 
ryghter way founde of late, by the whiche (as they ſay) it is not 
paſt twentie and ſpxeleagues from the pallace ol kyng Comogrus 
to the entraunce of the gulfe of Sancti Michaelis. The reſidue of 
the foure hundꝛed ſhal remayne there, tobe an apde and ſuccour 
to al ſuch as ſhall ioꝛney to and fro. Thole hundꝛed and fyftie 
whiche are aſſigned to go ſouthward, take wich them koꝛ inter⸗ 
pꝛetours certain of our men, which had learned the ſoothern lan⸗ 
guage ofthe bondmen which were geuen to /aſcb»s when he o- 
uerranne thoſe regions, and alſo certapne of the bondemen them 
ſelues which had nowe learned the Spanyſhe tongue. They 
ſap that the hauen of Pocchorroſa is only ſeuen leagues diſtant 
from the hauen of Comogrus, In Pocchorroſa he is aſſigned to 
leaue fyftte men, with the lighteſt ſhip, which may be a paſſinger 
betwene them:that like as we vſe poſt hozſes by land, ſo may they 
by this currant ſhyp, in ſhoꝛt ſpace certifie the Lieuetenaunt and 
thinhabitours of Darien: of ſuch thynges as ſhal chaunce. They 
entend alſo to build houſes in the region of T«manama, The pal: 
lace of king Tumanama, is diſtant frõ Pocc horro ſa about twenty 
leagues, Ok theſe foure hundꝛed men, beyng ofthe olde ſouldt- 


ers of Dariena, # men of good experience, fyftie were appointed

from place to place to do chep) affayzes , Then they had thus 
ſet all thynges in oꝛder, they thought it good to aduertyſe the 
kyng hereof, and therwtth to certyfpe hym, that in thoſe pꝛouin⸗ 
ces there is a kyng named Dabaiba, whole dominion is verye 
ryche in gold: but the ſame to be yet vntouched by reaſon of his 


nes of Dabai⸗ great power. Mis kyngdome topneth to the ſecond great 


ryuer, named Dabaiba alter his name, whiche kalleth into — 
2a 
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ſea out ofthe coꝛner ofthe gulfe of / raba, as we haue largely de: 
clared beſoꝛe. The common repozt is, that all the land of his 
dominions is ryche in gold, The pallace of kyng Dabaibs 
is fyftie leagues diſtant from Pariena. The inhabitantes ſaye, 
that from the pallace, che gold mynes reache to the boꝛders on 
euery ſpde. Albeit our men haue allo golde mpnes not to be 
contemned, euen within chꝛee leagues of Darien, in the whiche 
they geather golde in many places at this pꝛeſent: Yet do they 
affirme greater plentye to be in the mynes of Dabaiba, In the 
bookes of our fyꝛſt fruites, wiitten to your holyneſſe, we made 
mention of this Dabaiba, wherein our men were deceyued, and 
myſtooke the matter: Foz where they founde the fpſhermen 
ol kyng Dabaiba in the mariſhes, they thought his region had 
been there alſo . They determined cherfoze to ſend to kyng 
Dabaiba, thee hundꝛed choyſe young men, to be choſen out of 
the whole armp, as moſt apt to the warres, and well furnyſhed 
with all kyndes of armour and artyllerie, to the intent to go vn⸗ 
to hym, and wyll hym, epther frendly and peaceably to permit 
them to inhabite part ok his kyngdome, with the fruition of the 
golde mynes, 02 els to byd hym battayle, and dꝛyue hym out of 
his countrey . In they? letters, they oftentymes repeate this 
fo2 an argument of great ryches to come, that they in a maner 
dygged the ground in no place, but found the earth mpxt with 
ſparkes and ſmall graynes of golde. They haue alſoaduertiſed 
the kyng, that it ſhalbe commodtous to place inhabitours in the 
hauen of Sancta M artha, in the region of Saturma, that it may be 
a place of refuge fo2 them that ſayle from the Nande of Domini- 
ca, from the whiche (as they ſaye) it is but foure oꝛ fpue dapes 
ſaylyng to that hauen ofthe region of Saturma, and from the has 
uen, but thꝛee dayes ſaylyng to Dariens , But this ts to be vn⸗ 
derſtoode in goyng, and not in returnyng. Foz the returnyng 
from thence ts ſo laborious and difficulte , by reaſon of the con- 
trary courſe ofthe water, that they ſeeme as it were to aſcende 
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nus. This ſwyft courle of the ſea towards the weſt, is not ſo vi⸗ 
olent to them whiche returne to Spapne fromthe Jlandes of 
Hiſpaniola and Cuba, although they alſo do labour agaynſt 
the fallofthe Ocean: The caule whereof is, that the is

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heere very large. ſo that the waters haue they? full ſcope, But 

in the tract of Paria, the waters are conſtrayned togeather by the 

bendyng ſydes of that great land, and by the multitude of J⸗ 

landes lying agaynſt it, as the lyke is ſeene in the ſtrayghtes oz 

narrow ſeas of Scicile, where the violent courſe ofthe waters 

The daunge⸗ Cauſe the daungerous places of Scilla aud Caribdis by reaſon of 
uf — thoſe narrowe ſeas which conteyne Jonium, Libicum, and Tirrhe- 
Charibdis. num. Colonus the fyꝛſte fynder of theſe regions, hath left in wyp⸗ 
tyng, that ſaylyng from the Jlande of Guanaſſa, and the pꝛouin⸗ 

ces of Iaia, Maia, and Cerabaro, beyng regions ofthe welt mare 

ches of Beragua, he founde the courle ofthe water ſo vehement 

and furious agaynſt the fozeparte of his ſhyp, whyle he ſayled 

from thoſe coaſtes to warde the Eaſt, that he coulde at no time 

touche the grounde wich his ſoundyng plummet, but that the 

contrary violence of the water woulde beare it vp from the 

bottome : He affyꝛmeth alſo , that he coulde neuer in one 

The vehement Whole dap, with a meetely good wynde, wynne one myle ofthe 
courſe ot the ſea courle of the water, And this is the cauſe why they are often- 
ape el. 19 cpmes enfozced to ſaile fyꝛſt by the Jlandes of cube and Hiſpani- 

| ola, and ſo into the mapne ſea towarde the Noꝛth, when they 
returne to Spapne, that the Noꝛth wyndes may further theyꝛ 
bopage, whiche they can not bꝛyng to paſle by a direct courſe: 
But of the motions ofthe Ocean ſea to and fro, this (hal (uffile, 
Let vs nowe therefoze rehearle what they wypte of Dariena, and 
of they} habitation there, whiche they cal Sankta Maria Antiqua, 
planted on the ſca bankes of Dariena, The ſituation of the place, 
hath no natural munition o2 defence, and the ayꝛe is mote peſtife- 
rous then in Sardus , The Spaniſhe inhabitours are al pale and 
pelo we, lyke vnto them whiche haue the pelowe iaundies: which 
neuertheleſſe commeth not of the nature ofthe region, as it is ſi⸗ 
tuate vnder the heauen. Foz in many regions beyng vnder the 
ſelfe ſame degree oflatitude, hauing the pole of the ſame eleuati⸗ 
on, they fpnd holſome & temperate ayꝛe, in ſuch places where as 
che earth bꝛyngeth fooꝛch fayze ſpꝛynges of water, oꝛ where hol⸗ 
{ome riuers runne by bankes of pure earth without mudde: but 
moſt eſpecially where they inhabite the lides of the hyls, and not 
the valleys, But that habitation whiche is on the bankes ofthe 
tyuer of Dariena, is ſituate in a deepe valley, and enuironed 

on 
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on euery ſyde wich hygh hylles : By reaſonwherof, it recepueth 
the Sonne beames at noonetyde dyꝛectly parpendicular ouer 
they? heades, and are therefoze ſoze bexed by reflection of the 


beames, both befoze , behynde , and from the ſpdes . Fo2 it is y what meas 
the reflection of the ſonne beames whiche cauleth feruent heate, mathe Sonne

and not chep? acceſle o2 neereneſſe tothe earth, foꝛaſmuche as 
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they are not paſlpble in themſelues, as doth mamteſtip appeare dent veare, 


by the ſnowe lying contynually vnmoulten bpon certayne hygh 
mountaynes, as pour holpnefle knoweth ryght well. The ſonne 
beames therfoꝛe fallyng on the mountapnes, are reflected down⸗ 
warde into the valley, by reaſon of the obiect ok the declining 
ſydes of the hylles, as it were the fall of a great round ſtone, 
rowled from the toppe ofa mountapne , The valley therefo2e 
recepueth both thoſe beames whiche fall directly thereon, and 
alſo thoſe whiche are reflected downewarde from euery ſyde of 


the mountaynes . They? habitation therefoze in Driena, is per- Thexernitions 
eo a> 


nicious and vnhollome, onelp of the particuler nature ok the 
place, and not by the ſituation ofthe region as it is plaſed vnder 
the heauen, oꝛ neare to the ſonne. The place ts alſo contagious: 
by the nature ofthe ſoyle, by reaſon it is compaſſed about with 
muddy and ſtynkyng mariſhes, the inkection whereof is not a 
Iptle encreaſed by the heate. The byllage it ſelfe is in a mariſhe, 
and in maner a ſtandyng puddle, where, of the dꝛoppes fallyng 
from the handes of the bondemen, whyle they water the paue⸗ 


mentes of theyꝛ houſes, Toades are engendꝛed immediatelp, as — and 
feS en 

died of — 

of water, 


J my ſelle ſaw in an other place the oppes of that water turne 
into flees in the ſommer ſealon , Furthermoze , whereſoeuer 
they dygge the grounde the deapth of a handful and a halle there 
ſpꝛyngeth out vnholſome and coꝛrupt water, ofthe nature ofthe 
ryuer, whiche runneth thꝛough the deepe and muddye chanell 
of the valley, and fo fallech into the ſea : Nowe thertoꝛe they 


conſult of remoupng theyꝛ inhabitations . Meceſſitie cauſed qccentcie hatg 
chem fp2lt to kaſten they? toote heere, becauſe that they whiche no lawe, 


fyꝛſt arrpued in-thofe landes, were oppreſſed. with ſuche vr⸗ 
gent hunger, that they had no reſpect to chaunge the place, 
although they were thus vexed by the contagion of the ſoyle 
and heate of the Sonne, beſpde che coxrupt water, and in- 
fectious ape, by reaſon of venemous vapours, and exhalatt⸗

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ons ryſyng from the ſame . An other great incommoditie 
was, that the place was deſtitute of a commodious hauen, be⸗ 
png thzee leagues diſtant from the mouth ofthe gulfe: The 
wap js alſo rough and difficult to bꝛyng vyttaples and other 
nececaries from the ſea . But let vs nowe lpeake ſomewhat 
of other particuler thynges whiche chaunced. Therekoze ſhoꝛt⸗ 
ly after that they were arrpued, there happened many thynges 
whereof they had no knowledge befoze . A certayne well 
learned philicion of Ciuile, whom partly che auctoꝛitie of the 
Biſhop of Dariena, and partly the delpze of golde, had allured 
to thoſe landes, was ſo ſcarred with lyghtnpng in the nyght 
ſeaſon, lying in bedde with his wyte , chat che houſe and all 
N houſe ſet on the ſtuffe therein beyng ſet on fy2e and burnt, he and his wyfe 
— ug vt heyng boch ſoze ſcoꝛched, ranne foozth crying, and almoſt na⸗ 
ked, hardely eſcapyng the daunger ol deach. And an other tyme, 
as certapne of chem ſtoode one the ſhoze , a great Crocodile 
A doge de# ſodenly caryed away a maſly of a peere and a halfe olde, as a 
Crocodile. kyte ſhoulde haue ſnatched vp a chicken: and this euen in the 
T'anquan ca- pꝛeſence ot them all, where the miſerable dogge cryed in vayne 
nis de Nilo. fo the helpe of his mailter . In the nyght ſeaſon they were 
„ tozmented with the bytyng of Battes, which are there ſo noy- 
of2atres, lomezthat if they byte any man in his ſleepe, they put hym in 
daunger of lyfe, onely wich dzawpng of blood: In lo muche 
chat lome haue dyed thereof, kallyng as it were into a conſump⸗ 
tion thzough the malictouſneſle of the venemous wounde , Jf 
theſe Battes chaunce tofpnde a cocke o2 a henne abꝛode in the 
nyghtſeaſon, they byte them by the combes, and ſo kyl them, 
They allo whiche went laſt into theſe regions, do wypte, that 
ions any the lande is troubled with Crocodiles , Lions, and Tygers; 
Tpgers. but that they haue nowe deuiled artes aod ingens howe to 
take them. Lykewyſe that in the houſes of they? felowes, 
they founde the hydes and caſes ofſuche Lions and Tygers as 
they hadkyfed , They wypte furthermoze, chat by reaſon of 
the rankeneſſe and fruitefulneſſe of the grounde, kyne, lwpne, 
and hoꝛſes, doo maruelouſly increale in theſe regions, and 
— growe to amuche bygger quantitie then they whiche were ol 
kp11e, the fyꝛſt bzoode'. Ofthe exceedyng hyghnelſ of the trees with 


chen fruites, ofthe garden hearbes, fruites plantes, and —— 
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whiche our men bzought from Spapne, and ſowed and ſee 

the ſame in theſe regions: Iykewyſe of the Martes and other 
foure footed beaſtes both tame and wylde, allo of dyuers kyndes 

of foules, byꝛdes, and fyſhes, they wzpte euen as we haue de⸗ 
clared in the decades befoze. Careta, the kyng of the region of 
Cioba, was with them foꝛ the ſpace of thꝛee dayes: whom when 

they had frendly entertapned, and ſhewed hym the lecrete places 
ofcheyꝛ ſhyppes, their Hoꝛſes alſo, with they: trappers, bardes, 

and other furnimentes, beſyde many other thynges whiche 
ſeemed ſtraunge co hym, and had further delyted his mynde 
with the harmony ofthep2 mulycal inſtrumentes, geuen hym 
many rewardes, they diſmyſſed hym halfe amaſed with to 
muche admiration. Me ſygnikyed vnto them, that there are trees Note 
in that pꝛouynce, of the plankes whereof if ſhyppes were 
made, thep ſhoulde be ſafe from the woozmes of the ſea, whiche 


they call Zromas . Howe theſe woozmes gnawe and cozrode Biomam Biſla 


are wounes 


the ſhyppes , we haue declared befoze . Our ſhyppes are which deftrop 
greatly troubled with this plague, ik they lye long in the ha- 92vves. 
tens of theſe regtons . But they affp2ine that the wood of this 
tree is ſo bytter , that the woozmes wyll not taſte thereof, + yenemous 
There is allo an other tree peculyar to theſe landes, whole tree. 
leaues if they onely touche the bare in any place of a mans body, 
they cauſe great blyſters, and thole ſo malicious, that except 
the ſame be fooꝛthwith healed with ſalte water oz kaltyng ſppt⸗ 
tle, they do incontinently engender deadly papnes , They 
ſap lykewyſe, that the ſauour of the wood is pꝛelent poyſon, and 
chat it can no whither be caried without daunger ofiyfe . When Perhaps their 
thinhabitantes ofthe Jlande of H:/panio/a had oftentymes at: roms art made 
tempted to ſhake of the poke of ſeruitude, and coulde neuer 9915 wood. 
bꝛyng the ſame to palle, neyther by open warre, noꝛ yet by pꝛi⸗ 
uie conſpiracies, they were determined in the nyght ſeaſon to 
haue kylled our men in they} lleepe with the ſnake of this wood: 
But when the Chuſtian men had knowledge hercof , they 
compelled the pooꝛe wetches to confelle thepy. intent, and 
punylhed the chiefe auctours of the deuice They haue allo g precernatine 
a ccrtapne hearbe with the ſauour wicrof they are pꝛeſerued agamit poiſon, 
from the hurt of this venemous wood, ſo chat they may 
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deare it ſafely . Of theſe ſmall thinges it (hall ſuffyce to haue 
ſayde thus much. They looke dayly foz many greater thinges to 
Che Nandes of cercifie vs of from the Jlandes of che ſouth ſea: Foꝛ at ſuch tyme 
thefourhlea, az the meſſenger whiche bꝛought our letters departed from 
thence,Petrus Arias pꝛepared an expedition to that ryche Nand 
The rie Jland which lyeth in the mouth of che gulfe called Sinus S. Michaelis, 
called Dites. and reacheth into the ſouth ſea, being allo left vntouchedof va / 
chus, bp reaſon that the Sea was at that cpme of the peereſoze 


troubled with tempeſtes, as we haue further declared in aſchus 


his vpage to the ſouth . Wee looke therefoze daply fo2 greater 

thinges then are hitherto paſte : Fo? they haue now taken in 

hande to ſubdue many other pꝛouinces, which we ſuppoſe to be 

epther very ryche, oz to bꝛyng foozthſome ſtraunge wozkes of 

nature. Johanne Diaz Soliſius of Nebriſſa (of whom we haue 

made mention befoꝛe) is ſent by the froont of the cape oz poynt 

Cap taneti of Sancti Auguſtini (which reacheth ſeuen degrees beyonde the 
Ol the euill ſuc- Equincc;tal lyne, and partepneth to the dominion of the Poꝛtu⸗ 
ace rende de, gales) to thintent to ouerrunne the ſouth ſpde, from the backe 
cade, z. Liber. 9. halfe of Paria, Cumana, Cuquibacca, with the hauens of Cartbago, 
and Sancta Mart ha, of Dariena alſo, and Beragua, that moze pers 

fect and certayne knowledge map be had of thole tractes , Fur⸗ 

thermoze,one Johannes Poncius was (ent fooꝛth with thꝛee ſhips, 

gn erpedition to deſtrope the Canibales, both in the lande and Jlandes there 
Susa about aſwell that the nations of the moze humane and innocent 
people map at the length lyue without feare of that peſtiferous 
generation, as alſo the better and moge ſafely to ſearche the ſes 

cretes and rycheſſe of thoſe regians. Dany other lykewyſe were 

ſent dyuers and ſundꝛy wayes, as Gaſper Badaiocius to ſearch the 

Welt parts, Franciſcus Bexerra,to ſaple by the coꝛner ofthe guik, 

and Valleius, to paſſe by the mouth o2 entraunce thereof to the 

Eaſte coaſtes of the gult, to ſearche the ſecretes of that lande, in 

the which Fozeda with his company had of late begunne to plant 

their yabitaticn, and had buylded a foꝛtreſſe and a vyllage. Badai- 

ocius departed fyꝛſt from Dariena, with foureſcoze ſouldiours wel 

appoynted, whom Lodouicus Mercado folowed with fyftye: To

The ſeuenth booke of the 
third decade, 


JFtrus Arias the gouernour of the ſuppo 
viſcd continent, was ſcarſlp entred into the 
mapne ſea with his nauye, onwarde on his 
vyage to Dariena, but I was aduertiſed 


that one Andreas Morahs a pilot, who had The nanigatis 
|'oftentymes ouerrunne the coaſtes of theſe Ton.. 


; -< Jinew ſeas, and the Nandes of the ſame,wag 
come to the court to lell ſuch marchaundies as he bꝛought with 
bim from thence « This man had diligently ſearched the tracte 
of the ſuppoſed continent, and eſpecially thinner regions of the 
Jlande of Hiſpaniola, whereunto he was appoynted by his bꝛo⸗ 
ther Nicolaus Ouandus (the gouernour of the Jlande, and chic fe 
Commendatoꝛ of the ozder of the knyghtes of Alcantara) bys 
cauſe he was a wytty man, and moze apt to earch ſuche thinges 
then any other: ſo that with his owne handes he dzewe faire 
cardes and tables of ſuch regions as he diſcouered. Mherein 

as he hath been founde faythfull of ſich as haue ſince had better 

tryall hercof.ſo is he in molt credite amongſt the beſt ſoꝛte . Me 

thercfoze reſoꝛted to me, as all they are accuſtomed to doe which 

returne from the Ocean. What J learned of him and dyuers o⸗ 

cher, of chinges heretofoꝛe vnknowen, J will now declare. The . 'rticulardes 
beginnyng of this narration, ſhalbe the perticular deſcription of Jiande v Ly 
the Jlande of Hi/paniola, fozaſinuch as it is theheade, and as it pamola. 
were,y pꝛincipall marte of all the liberalitie ofthe Ocean, x hath qcrcives are 

a thouſand & againe a thouſand, faire, pleaſant, beantiful, ⁊ rpche nymphes of the 
Nereides, which lye about it on cuery ſyde, adournyng this their Landes ba 
ladie c mother, as it were an other Lei the wyfe of Nepturrs, Tethis the 
enupꝛoning her about, attẽbing vpon her as their quecne @ pa⸗ — = 
Dll troneſſe. delle of the ſea. 
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froneſſe . But ok theſe Nereiades (that is to ſaye, the Nandes 
| placed about her) we wyll ſpeake moze hereafter . Let vs in 
the meane tyme declare ſomewhat of the Jlande whiche our 
| men named Margarita Diues (whiche the Spanyardes call 
De las perlas) bepng nowe well knowen, and lying in the ſouth 
ſea in the gulfecalled Sinus Santti Michaelis (that is) ſaint Miz 
chaels gulfe , This Jlande hatch pꝛeſently bzought to our know⸗ 
ledge many ſtraunge and woonderfull thynges, and pꝛomiſeth 
* no ſmall hope of greater thynges in tyme to come. In this is 
Sreat pearlcs, founde great plentie of pearles, ſo fayze and great, that the ſump⸗ 
| tuous queene Cleopatra myght haue ſeemed to weare them in 
| her crownes, chaynes, and bꝛallettes. Ok the ſhelfpſhes wheres 
in theſe are engendered, we wyll ſpeake ſomewhat moꝛze in thend 
— ok this narration . But let vs nowe returne to Hiſpaniola, molt 
carthyparaviſe Luke vnto the carthly paradyſe. In the deſcription hereof, we 
| wyll begynne of the impolition of dyuers names, then of the 
fourme of the Jlande, temperate ape, and beneficial heauen, 
and finally of the deuiſion of the regions. Therefoꝛe foꝛ the righ⸗ 
ter pꝛonuuciation of the names, pour holyneſſe muſk bnderſkande, 
that they are pꝛonounced with thaccent, as you may knowe 
by the verge ſet oucr the heddes of the vowels, as in the name 
of the Jande Matinino, where the accent is in the laſt vowell, 
and the lyke to be bnderſtoode tn all other names. They laye 
Che fort inhas therefoze, that the fyꝛſt inhabitours of the Jlande were tranſ⸗ 
vitours of Liſ- poꝛted in they} Canoas (that is, boates made of one whole peece 
paniola. ol wood) from the Jlande of Matinino, beyng lyke banyſhed 
men dꝛyuen krom thence by reaſon of certayne contrary factions 
and deuiſpons among them ſelues,lyke as we reade howe Darda- 
nus came from Corytho, and Teucrus from Creta into Aſia, and 
that che region where they placed their habitation, was akter⸗ 
ward called Ti oianum. The like we reade howe the Tyztans and 
| Sidontans arrived with their nauie in Libya by the fabulous con⸗ 
| 


duction of Dido. Theſe Matinians in like maner being banyſhed 
from their owne countrey, planted their fyꝛſt habitation in that 
3 parte ofthe Jland of H:ſpaniola,which they call Cahonao, vppon 
the banke ofthe ryuer named Bahaboni as is redde in the begyn⸗ 
nyng ofthe Romanes that Fneas of Troy arryued in the region 
ol Italy, called Latium, vppon the bankes of the rpuer - — 

: thin 
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Michin the mouth ofthe ryuer of Bahaboni, Ipeth an Nande, 
where it is ſayde that thinhabitantes buylded theyz kyzſt hore, 
whiche they named Camoteis . This houle they conſccrated 
ſhoxtly after, and honoured the ſame reuerently, with continual 
gyftes and monumentes, euen vntyll the commpng of our 
men, lyke as the Chziſtians haue euer religioully honoured 
Jerulſalem the fountapne and oziginall of our fayth: As alſo 
the Turkes attribute the lyke to the citie of Mecha in Araby, ccha. 
and the inhabitantes of the foztunate Jlandes (called the The Alandes 
Tlandes ol Canarie) to 7»ma, buylded vppon a hygh rocke, Erie. 
from the whiche many were wont wich ioykull myndes and 
ſonges to caſt them ſelues downe headlong, beyng perſwaded 
by theyꝛ pꝛieſtes that the ſoules of all ſuch as ſo dyed fo2 the loue 
of Dyrma, ſhoulde thereby entope eternall felicitie. The con- 
querours ofthe Jlandes of Canarie, founde them pet remap⸗ 
nyng in that ſuperſtition euen vntyll our tyme , noꝛ pet is the 
memoy of theyꝛ ſacrifpces btterly wozne away: the rocke 
alſo reſeruech the olde name vnto this daye . J haue alſo lear⸗ 
ned of late, that there yet remapneth in the Jlande ſome of the 
faction of Betanchor the Frencheman, and fy2it that bꝛought —— 
the Nandes to good culture and cinilitie, beyng thereto ly⸗ 
cenced by the kyng ofCaſtile,as I haue ſayde befoꝛe. Thele do 
pet (foꝛ the moſt part) obſerue both the language and maners 
of the Frenche men, although the heyꝛes and ſucceſſours of 
Bet anc hor, had ſolde the two ſubdued Jlandes to certayne men of 
Caſtile: Pet thinhabitours whiche ſucceded Bet anc hor, and buil⸗ 
ded them houſes, and encreaſed their families there, do con⸗ 
tynue to this day, and lyue quietly and pleaſauntly with the Spa- 
nyardes, not greeued with the ſharpe colde of Fraunce . But let 
bs nowe returne to thinhabitantes of Matinino and Hiſpaniola. 
The Jland of A. iſpaniola was firſt named by the ſirſt inhabitours The kirſt na⸗ 
Quigqueia, and then Haiti: and this not by chaunce, o at the plea- mes of Yilpas 
fare of ſuche as diuiled theſe names, but of credulitie and beleefe 1. 
ok ſome great effecte. Foz Qui gueia, is as muche to ſay as, 
A great thyng, and that ſo great, that none may be greater, 
They interpꝛete alſo, that Qui ueia ſygnifieth, large, vniuer⸗ 
ſall, oꝛ all, in lyke ſignification as the Greekes named theyꝛ god 
called Pan, bytauſe that foz 5 greatnes therof,theſe ſimple ſoules 
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ſuppoſed it to bee the whole woꝛlde: and that the Sonne 
beames gaue lyght to none other wozlde, but onely to this 
Ilande, with the other adiacent about the lame, and there⸗ 
vppon thought it moſt wooꝛthy to be called great, as the great- 
eſt of all other knowen co them. Haiti is as muche to laye by 
interpꝛetation, as, rough, ſharpe, 02 craggie , But by a 
fyguratiue ſpeache called denomination (whereby the whole is 
named by part) they named the whole Jlande Haiti (that is) 
rough: Foꝛaſmuche as in many places the face of this Jlande 
is rough, by reaſon of the craggie mountapnes, horrible thicke 
wooddes, and terribly darke and deepe valleys,enttroned with 
great & high mountaynes, although it be in manye other places 
exceedyng beautifull and floꝛyſhyng. Meere mult we ſomewhac 
digrelle from thoꝛder we are entred into. Verhappes pour holxy⸗ 
neſſe wyll maruell by what meanes theſe ſymple men ſhoulde 
of ſo long continaunce beare in mpndeluche pꝛinciples, whers 
Theirmaner of às they haue no knowledge ok letters. So it is therekoze, that 
learnpng, from the begynnyng, they? pꝛinces haue euer been accuſtomed 
to commit theyꝛ childꝛen to the gouernaunce of their wiſe men, 
whiche they call Boitios, to be enſtructed in knowledge, and to 
beare in memoꝛie ſuch thynges as they learne. They geue them 
ſelues chiefly to two thynges: As generally, to learne thoziginall 
and ſuccelle of thynges, and perticulerly, to rehearſe the noble 
RN factes of theyꝛ graundefathers, great graundekathers, and aun⸗ 
chones,  ceftours, alwell in peace as in warre. Theſe two thynges they 
haue ok olde tyme compoſed in certayne myters and ballettes in 
they: language. Theſe rymes 02 ballettes, they call Areisos. 
And as our mynſtrelles are accuſtomed to ſyng to the Parpe 02 
L ute, fo do they in lyke maner ſpng theſe ſonges, and daunce to 
the lame, playing on Timbzels made of ſhels of certaine filhes: 
Hingpng and Thele Tymbyels they call Maguei. They haue alſo ſonges and 
Bonges ar ballettes of loue, and other of lamentations and mournyng, ſome 
ioue and mour⸗ allo to encourage them to the warres, with euery of chem they 
upng. tunes agreeable to the matter. They exercyſe them ſelues 
muche in daunceyng, wherein they are very actyue, and of 
greater agilitie then our men, by reaſon they geue them ſelues 
to nothyng ſo muche, and are not hyndered with apparell, 
whiche is alſo the cauſe of they ſwifteneſſe of foote . In they} 
bt fete them of · . àunceſtours, they haue propyectes 
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ofche commyng of our men into theyꝛ countrey . Theſe they Bropheſles, 
ſpng with mournyng, and as it were with gronyng, bewayle 
the loſſe of their libertie and ſeruitude. Foz theſe pꝛopheſies Note. 
make mention that there ſhoulde come into the Jland Mag uaco- 
c bios, that is, men clothed in apparell, and armed with ſuche 
ſwooꝛdes as ſhoulde cut a man in ſunder at one ſtroke, vnder 
whole poke their poſteritie ſhoulde be ſubdued, And here J do 2 
not maruell that theyꝛ pꝛedeceſſours coulde pꝛophecye of the ſer⸗ ries, 
uitude and bondage of their ſucceſſton ( tf it be true that is ſayd) 
of the familtaritte they haue with ſpirites, whiche appeare to 
them in the nyght, whereof we haue largely made mention in the 
nienth booke of the fyꝛſt decade, where alſo we haue entreated of 
their Jemes (that is) their Idoles, and Images ok deuylles whi⸗ 
che they honoured, But they lape that ſince theſe Zemes were The denp! is 
taken away by the Chyiſtians , the ſpirites haue no moze ap- ba ptilme. r 
peared. Our men aſcribe this to the ligne of the croſſe, wherwith 
they defende them ſelues from ſuche ſpirites: Fo2 they are nowe 
all cleanſed and lanctiſied by the water of baptiſme, whereby they 
haue renounced the deuyl, andare conſecrated the holy members Suruepers. 
of Chꝛiſt. They are vninerſally ſtudious to knowe the boundes 
and limittes ok their regions & kingdomes, and eſpecially their 
AMitani (that is) noble men: fo that euen they are not vtterly 
ignoꝛant in the ſurueying of cheyꝛ landes. The common people 
haue none other care then of ſettyng, ſowyng, and plant yng. 
They are molt expert fpſhers, by reaſon that thzoughout the 
whole peere, they are accuſtomed dayly to plunge them ſelues 
in the ryuers, ſo that in maner they lyue no leſſe in the water 
then on the lande. They are alſo geuen ta huntyng: Foz (as 
J haue ſapd befoꝛe) they haue two kindes of foure footed beaſtes, 
whereokthe one is, litle Cunnes, called ria, and other Ser Serpentes. 
pentes, named Iuannas, much lyke vnto Crocodils, of epght #% Lrocovile is 
foote length, ol moſt pleaſaunte taſt, and lpupng on the lande. un Nttt 
All che Jlandes nooꝛyſhe innumerable byꝛdes and foules: ag Lyſerte. 
Stockdoues, Duckes, Geeſe, Hearons, beſyde no leſſe num: 
ber of Popingiais then Sparowes with vs. Euery kyng hath 
his ſubiectes diuided to ſundꝛye affaires: as ſome to huntpng, 
other to fyſhyng, t other ſome to huſbandꝛye. But let vs nowe 
returne to ſpeake further of the names. We haue ſayde that 
S lll Quizgueid 
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Ouizgqueia and Haiti, were the olde names ofthis Jllande , The 
whole Jland? was alſo called Cipanga,ofthe region of the moun⸗ 
tapnes aboundyng with golde : lyke as our auncient poetes 
called all Italy Latium, of part thereof. Therefoze as they 
called Auſonia and He / peria, Italp: euen ſo by the names of 
Quizqueia, Haiti, and Cipanga, thep vnderſtode the whole Jlande 
of Hiſpaniola. Dur men dyd fyꝛſt name it 1/abe/la, of queene 
Veltſabeth, whiche in the Spanyſhe tounge is called 7/abella, 
and ſo named it ofthe fyꝛſt Colonie where they planted their ha⸗ 
bitation, vpon the banke neere vnto they ſea on the Noꝛth ſyde 
ofthe Nande, as we haue further declared in the kyꝛſt decade. 
But of the names, this ſhal ſuflyſe . Let vs nowe cherfoze ſpeake 
of the fourme of the Jlande. They whiche fyꝛſt ouerran it, deſ⸗ 
cribed it vato me to be lyke vnto the le ale of a Cheſtnut tree, wich 
a gulte towarde the welt ſyde, lying open agaynſt the Jlande 
of Cuba. But the expert ſhypmaiſtier Andreas Moralis, brought 
me the fourme thereof ſomewhat differyng from that. Foz from 
both the coꝛners, as from the Ealt angle and the Welt, he del⸗ 
cribed it to be indented dt eaten with many great gulkes, aud the 
coꝛners to reache fooꝛth very farre, and placeth manye large and 
ſafe hauens in the great gulfe on the Ealt ſyde: But J truſt ſhozt- 
ly ſo to trauayle further herein, that a perfect carde of the perti⸗ 
cular deſcription of Hi paniola map be ſent vnto pour holyneſſe. 
Foz they haue nowe dꝛawne the Geographicali deſcription ther⸗ 
of in cardes, euen as pour holyneſſe hath leene the kourme and 
ſituation of Spapne and Italy, with theyz mountapnes, val: 
leyes, riuers, cities, and colonies. Let vs therefoꝛe without ſham: 
faſtneſſe compare the Jland of Hi, yamola to Italp, ſomtyme the 
head and queene ofthe whole woꝛlde. Foz if we conſyder the 
quantitie, it ſhalbee founde litle leſſe, and muche moze 


fruitefull. It reachech from the Eaſt into the Cell, kyue hun: 


dꝛed and fourtie myles, accoꝛdyng to the computation of the 
later ſearchers, although the Admiral ſomewhat increaſed 
this number, as we haue ſapde in the kyꝛſt decade . It is in 
bꝛeadth ſomewhere almoſt thꝛee hundꝛed myles, and in ſome 
places narower, where the cozners are extended: But it is 
ſurely muche mote bleſſed and foztunate then Italie, beyng

tyꝛme the ſame with othes. Yet they ſay that the bꝛead of the J⸗ 
land called Caz4bbi, made of the roote of Iucca, tobe mote hol: 
ſome, becaule it is of caſter digeſtion, and is cultured with leſſe 
labour, and greater encreaſe. The reſidue of the tyme which they 
ſnend not in ſettyng and plantyng, they beſtowe in geathering of 
golde. They haue nowe ſuch plenty of foure footed beaſtes, tyac 
Hoꝛſes and oxe hydes, with ſheepe ſkynnes, and goate ſkynnes, 
and ſuch other, are bꝛought from thence into Spayne: ſo that 
now the daughter in many thynges helpeth and ſuccoureth her 
mother. Dfthe trees of bꝛalyle, ſpyces, the grapne which colou⸗ 
rech ſcarlet in bꝛight ſhyning red, mallir, goſſamppne cotton, 
the pꝛecious metall called E/e#rum, and ſuch other commodities 
of this Jlande, we haue ſpoken ſuffictently befoze , Clhat ther⸗ 
foze can chaunce moze happye vnto man vppon the carth, then 
there tolyue where he neede not to be dꝛyuen to cloſe chaumbers 
with ſharpe colde o2 fayntyng heate, noꝛ yet in winter eyther to 
be laden with heauy apparrel, oꝛ to burne the ſhinnes with contt- 
nual ſittyng at the fyꝛe, which thynges make men olde in ſhoꝛt

As the ſhypmaiſter entred in- 

to the cate, his ſhyp was almoſt ſwalowed. Fox he ſapth, that 

there are many whyzlepooles and ryſinges oz boylynges of the 

water, whiche make a violent conflict and hozrible rozyng, one 1 
encounteryng the other: aiſo many huge holes and hollowe pla- Ebiriepootes, 
ces, ſo that what on the one ſpde with whirlpooles, and on the waters. 
other ſyde with the boylyng of the water, his ſhyppe was long 1 
in maner toſſed vp and downe like a ball. It greatlye repented 
hym that he had entred, yet knew he no way how to come fooꝛth. 
Pe now wandzed in darkneſſe, aſwell koꝛ the obſcureneſſe of the 
caue into the which he was farre entred, as alſo that in it were 1 
thicke clouds, engendꝛed of the moiſt vapours pꝛoceeding of the Cloudes n toe 
conflictof the waters, which @ntinually fal with great violence ***** [ 
into the caue on euery ſyde.

an other ſaide. But at the length with great daunger and feare, he 

tame kooꝛch of the caue, as it had been out of hell. About thꝛee⸗ 
{coze myles diſtant from the cherfe citie of ſaince Dominicke, 
there are certayne hygh mountaynes, vpon the toppes where⸗ x nanding 
of is a lake oz ſtanding poole inacceſſible, neuer pet ſeene of them — — 
which came latelye to the Jlande, both by reaſon of the "_ ——

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roughneſſe of the mountapnes, and alſo fon that there is na 

pathe o2 open way to the coppes ofthe ſame. But at the length 

the ſhypmaiſter beyng conducted thyther by one of the kpnges, 

ane and Aſcended to the toppes of the mountapnes, and came to the 

amblebu- Poole . Me lavth chat che colde is there of ſome fo:ce ; and in 

— — token of wynter, he founde fearne and bꝛamble buſhes, whiche 

ons, two growe only in colde regions. Thele mountaines, thep call 

Tnigui Hibabaino, This poale is of freſhe water three myles 

in compalle, and well replenyſhed wich diuers kyndes of fyſhes. 

Many ſmall riuers oz bꝛookes fall into it. It hath no paſſage 

out, bycauſe it is on euerp ſyde encloſcd with the toppes of moun⸗ 

tapnes, But let vs uowe ſpeake of an other poole, whiche may 

well be called a ſea in the mydlande, and be compared to the 

Che Caſpian Calpian oz Hircantan lea in the fpꝛme lande of A, with cer⸗ 
aud Hircanian tapne other lakes and pooles of freſhe water.

Among theſe fyſhes, there is one called 7ibarons,whiche cute 
tetha man in ſunder by the myddeſt at one ſnzp with his teeth, 
Chedenouring and denoureth hym. In the ryuer Hog ams, runnyng by the 
buranus. Cheek: citie of aint Dominicke, theſe Tiburoni do fometymes 
come from the ſea, and deuoure many of thinhabttauntes : eſpe⸗ 
cially ſuche as do dayly ploonge them lelues in the water, to thin- 
tem 
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tent to keepe their bodpes very cleane. The rpuers whiche fall Spe rpuers 
into the lake, aretheſe . From the Nozth (pve Guanicabonz QUILL, 
From the &outhe, Xaccoei: from the Eaſf, Guannabo : um, 

And fromthe Weſt , Occos , They lape thatthele ryuers are 

great and continuall , and that beſyde theſe , there are. rr. 

other ſmall ryuers whiche fall into this Caſpium. Allo on the 

Noꝛth ſyde within a furloug of the lake, there are aboue (woo cc. puingeo 
hundꝛeth ſpzinges, occupying lykewyſe about a furlong in circus — 
ite, the water whero is colde in ſommer;frethe alſo, and holſome long. 

to be dꝛunke. Thele ſpꝛynges make a ryuer that can not bee wa⸗ 

ded ouer, which neare at hande ioynyng with the other, falleth 

into the lake. Mere mult we ſtaye a whyle , The kyng of this 

region founde his wyfe pzaping in a Chapell buylded by the u ,wp1acte. 
Chꝛiſtians within the pꝛetincte of his dominton, and requyzed 

her company toſatilfie his fleſhgly luſt. His wyfe repꝛoued him, 

and put him in remembꝛaunce ta haue refpecte to the holy place. 

The woꝛdes which ſhe ſpake to him were theſe, Teitoc a, Teitoca, The Indian 
which is as muche to lay, as, be quyet, be quyet.Techeta cynato language.

But 

the huſbande halpng her by the arme, ſayde , Gualbba, that ts, 

goe, Cynato macabuca guamechyna : That is, Whats that to 

me if God be angry? And with theſe woꝛdes as he pꝛolered her 

violence, ſodeinly he became diunme and lame. Pet bythis mp: Al kong armen 
racle being ſkryken with repentaunce, he euer after ledde a rely⸗ — — 
gious lyfe , inſomuche that from thenccfooꝛch he would neuer racle. 

ſuffer the Chapell to bee ſwepte o2 decked with any other mans 

hande , By the ſame myꝛacle, many ofthinhabitauntes, and all 

the Chꝛiſtians being moued, refozted deuoutly to the Chapell, 

They take it in good parte that the kyng ſuffered the revenge 

of thatrepzoche . Let bs now returne ta aſpium . That ſalte 

lake is toſſed with ſtoꝛmes and tempeſtes „ and oftentymes 

dzowneth ſmall ſhyppes oz fylther boates, and ſwaloweth 

them vp with the maryners : In ſo muche that it hach not 
been hearde of, that any man dzowned by ſhyppewzacke, euer — 
plunged vp againe, oꝛ was caſte on the ſhoze, as commonly lab are not calf 


chaunceth of the dead bodyes of ſuche as are dꝛowned in the lea, — ö

chey go a fiſhyng: but it is now cultured , There is in the ſame 


A lake ofſalt « Playne, an other lake next vnto this, whoſe water is myxte of 


(alt and freſh, and is therfoze nepther apt to bedzunke, no2 yet to 
be refuſed invrgent necellitie : This contepneth in length twen⸗ 
tie and fpue myles. and in bzeadth eyght myles, in ſome placeg 
allo niene oꝛ ten. It recepuech many ryuers, which haue no 
paſſage out of the ſame, but are ſwalowed vp as in the other, 
Mater ſpꝛyngeth out ok the lea into this allo: but in no great 
quantitie, which is the cauſe that it is ſo commyxt. In the ſame 
pꝛouince towards the well ſpde, there is an other lake of freſhe 
water, not farre diſtaunt from Caſpius : this the inhabi⸗ 
tauntes call Iainagua. The ſame ſalte lake hath on the Noꝛth 
ve thereof, an other named Guaccaa: this is but Iptle , as 
not palt thzee o2 foure myles in bꝛeadch, and one in length, the 
water of this mep well be dꝛunke. On the South ſyde ol the 
ſalt lake, chere lyeth an other named Babbareo, of thꝛee myles in 
length, and in maner rounde. The water ofthis is freche, as 
of the two other. This lake, becauſe it hath no paſſage out, noꝛ vet 
any ſwalowpng gulfes, conuepeth the ſuperfluous waters to the 
ſea, if it be encreaſed wich p ſtreames which kal ſometymes moze 
abundantly from the mountapnes : thts is in the region of 
X amana in the pꝛouince of Bainoa. There is an other called G- 
aniba, lying betwene the Eaſt and the South, neere vnto the ſyde 
of Cſpius: this is ten myles in length, and almoſt round. There 
are kurthermoꝛe manp other ſmall ſtandyng pooles oz lakes dif: 
parſed here and there in the Jland, whiche J wyll let paſſe, leſt 
I choulde be tedious in remaynyng to long in one thyng. J 
wyll therefoze make an ende with this addition, that in all theſe 
great plentie offyſhe and foule is nouryſhed . All theſe lakes lye 
in a large plapne, the whiche from the Ealf reacheth into the 
Meſt a hundꝛeth and twentie miles, being of bꝛeadch xvii miles 
where it is narowelt, and . xxv. where it is largeſt, Lookyng 
toward the Uleſt,it hath collaterally on the let hande che moun⸗ 
taines of Daiguani, andon the ryght hande, the mountaines of 
Gaigua,ſo called of the name of y vale it ſelfe. At the rootes ofthe 
. mountaynes 


This Coſpium, is called Hagueig abon. In the myddeſt hereof, ly⸗

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mountaynes of Caiaua towarde the Moꝛth ſpde, there lyetch en o⸗ 

ther vale much longer and larger then that bekoꝛe named; Foz it g plaim ofews 
con:einech in length almo two hundꝛeth myles, and in bzcadth bunden myles 
thirtie where it is largeit, and about. xx. where it is naroweſt. in lengih. 
This be in tome parte thereof, is called Maguana, in an o- 

ther place gui, and els where, Har hathiei. Aud faaſmuch as 

we haue gore mode mention ofthis parte of che vale named Ha- 

tluthiei, lee wil ſume what digreſſe from the dilcourle of this des 

ſcription, ana entrrate of a thing ſo ſtraunge and marueilous, 

tha: the ipke hach not been hearde of. So it is therckoe, that the 

kyng of this region named Caramatexius, taketh great pleaſure 

in kyſhing. Into his nettes chaunced a young kyſhe, ol the kynde 

of thoſe huge monſters of the ſea which thinhabitours call Ma- —— en mapa 
nati, nat fame J ſuppole incur ſeas, noꝛ knowne to our men be⸗ Ianatt. 
foꝛe this tyme. This fpſhe is foure footed, and in ſhape lyke vnto 

a Toꝛtoyſe, although ſhee be not couered with a ſhell, but with 

ſcales, and thoſe of ſuch hardneſſe, c couched in ſuch oꝛder, that no 

arrow can hurte her. Her ſcales are beſet & defended with a thou⸗ 

ſande knobbes , her backe is plapne, and her head btterly lyke 

the head of an Oxe. She lyueth both inthe water, # on the lande, q monner or 
ſhee is ſlowe of mouyng, of condition mecke, gentle, aſſociable, the ſea fedde 


and louing to mankynde, and of a marueilous ſenſe oz memoꝛie, — I 


as are the Elephant and the Delphyn , The kyng noꝛiſhed this 

fyſh certeine dapes at home with the bꝛead of the countrey, made 5 
of the roote of l acca c Panycke, & with ſuch other rootes as men 

are accuſtomed to eate: Fo; when ſhee was pet but young, hee 

caſt her into a poole o2 lake neare vnto his palace, there to be fed 
with hande. This lake alſo recetueth waters, and caſteth not the 
ſame fooꝛch againe. It was in tyme paſte called Guaurabo: but 

is now called the lake of M anzti, after the name of this fyſhe, 

which wandered ſafely in the ſame fo2 the ſpace of. xxb. veeres, 

and grewe ercceding byg. Ahatſoeuer is wiitten of the Del- 

phines of Batan oz Arion, are muche inferioz to the dooinges 

of this fyſbe, whiche fo her gentle nature chey named MV atm, 

that is, gentle, oꝛ noble. Therefoze whenſoeuer any of the kynges 
familyers, eſpecially ſuch as are knowne to her, reſozte to the 

bankes ofthe lake, and call Matum, Matum,thenſhe(as mynde⸗ Matum. 


full of ſuch benelites as ſhee hath recepued of men) liftech vp her 
Cl head, 
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head, and commeth to the place whither ſhee is called, and there 
receyueth meate at the handes of ſuch as feede her. Ik any de⸗ 
ſirous to paſſe auer the lake, make ſignes and tokens of thepꝛ ins 
tene, ſhee b2weth her ſelfe co them, therewith as it were gentel⸗ 
ly inuityng them to amount vppon her, and conuepech them 
ſafely ouer . It hath been ſeene, that this monſtrous fyſhe hath 
at one tyme ſafely caryed over tenne men ſinging and playing. 
But if by chaunce when ſhe lyfted vp her head ſhee eſpyed any of 
the Chꝛiſtian men, ſhe would immediatly plunge downe againe 
into the water, and refuſe to ebey, bycauſe thee had once recey⸗ 
ued iniury at thehandes of a certapne wanton poung man a- 
mong the Chꝛiſtians, who had caſt a ſharpe darte at her, al- 
though ſhee were not hucte, by reaſon of the hardeneſſe of her 
ſkynne, being rough, and full of ſcales and knobbes, as we haue 
ſayde: Met dyd ſhee beare in memoꝛie thiniurie ſhee ſuſteyned, 
with ſo gentle a reuenge requityng thingratitude of him, which 
had delt wich her ſo vngentelly. From that day whenſoeuer thee 
was called by any ot her familiers, ſhe would fyꝛſt Tocke circum⸗ 
ſpectly about her, leaſt any were pꝛeſent apparelled after the ma⸗ 
ner ofthe Chuſttans , She would oktentymes play and weſtle 
bppon the banke with the kynges chamberlens, and eſpecially 
with a poung man whom the kyng fauoured well, being allo ac⸗ 
cuſtomed to feede her. Shee would bee ſometymes as plea⸗ 
ſaunt and full of play as it had been a moonkep oz marmaſet and 
was of long tyme a great comtoꝛt and ſolace to the whole Jland: 
Foz no ſmall confluence aſwell of the Chniſtians as of thinhabi⸗ 
tantes, had dayly concourſe to beholde ſo ſtraunge a myꝛacle of 
nature, the contemplation whereof was nolefle plealaunt then 
wond:rfull . They ſap that the meate okthis kynde of kyſhe, is 
of good taite, and that many ol thein are engendꝛed in the ſeag 
thereabour . But at the length, this plealaunt playfelowe wag 
lolle, and caryed into the ſea by the great ryuer Attibunicus, one 
of the foure which diuide the Jlande: Foz at that tyme there 
chaunc d lo terrible a tempeſt of wynde, and rapne, with luche 
floods enſuing, that the lyke hath net lightly been heard of. By 
reaſon ofthis tempeſt, the ryuer Attibunicus (0 ouerfluwed the 
bankes, (hat it filled che whole vale, aud myxt it ſelf wich all the o⸗ 
ther lakes: at which tyme allo, this gentle Matum ſt plcaſaunt 

compas 
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companyon,folowing the vehement courſe and fall of che floods, 
was thereby reſtoꝛed to his olde moother and natpue waters, 
and ſince that tyme neuer ſeene agapne « Thus hauyng digre( 
ſed ſitfficientiy, let vs now come to the ſuuation ofthe vale , It 
hath coll era iy the mauntapnes or Cibaua and Caizrcam, Witch 
bꝛyng it to the South lea. There is an other vace beponde the 
mountayncs of C towarde the Manch, this is called the 
bile of oxarionexias, bycaulſe that before the memozie of man, 


the pꝛeviteſſours 4 aunteſtours ofkyng Guarionex ius, ta whom ,, 


it is deſcended by ryght of inheritaunce, were euer the Loꝛdes 
of the whole nale. Ok this kvng, wee haue ſpoken largely in 
the kyꝛſt varracion of the Jlande in the kyꝛſt Decade. This vale 
is of length from the Eat to the Cleft, a hundzed and foure- 
ſcoꝛe myles, and of bꝛeadth from the South to the Noꝛth, thir⸗ 
tie myles where it is narowed, and littte where it is bꝛodeſt. It 
beginneth from the region Canobocoa by the pꝛouinces of Hu- 
habo and Caiabo, and endech in the pzoumce of Bainoa, and the 
region of M ariena : it lyeth in the myddeſt betweene the moun⸗ 
taynes of Cib aua. and the mount aynes of Chonai # Caxacubuna. 
There is no pꝛouince n22 any region, which is not notable by 
the maieſtie of mountaynes, ftuii fulneſſe of bales, pleaſauntneſſe 
ok hylles, and delectableneſſe of playnes, with abundance of faire 
rpuers running though the ſame . There are no ſides of moun⸗

taynes oꝛ hylles,no rpuers, which abound not with golde and de⸗ onntapnes 
lycate fyſhes, except only one ryuer, which from thoꝛiginal there- and golde and 


ol, with the ſpꝛynges ok the ſame bꝛeakyng foozth of the moun: . — 


taynes, commeth out lalt, and ſo continueth vntill it peryſh: This 
ryuer is called Babuan, and runneth thꝛough che mpddle of the re⸗ 
gion Aaguana, in the pꝛouince of Bainoa. They ſuppoſe that this 
ryuer hath made it ſelfe a way vnder the grounde, by ſome paſſa⸗ 
ges of playſter, oz ſalte earth: fo2 there are in the Jlande manye 
notable ſalte bayes, wherco? we will ſpeake moze heereafter. 
ee haue declared howe the Jlande is diuided by foure ryuers, 
and fyne pꝛouinces. There is alſo an other particion, which is 
this, The whole Jlande conliſteth of the toppes of foure moun⸗ 
tapnes, whiche diuide it by the myddeſt from the Eaſt to the 
CUeſt: in all theſe is abundaunce of noozyſhyng moyſture, and 


great plentie of golde, of che caues allo of the which, the waters 
Tu of 


ſhe in all rp3 
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ok all the riuers ( into the which the caues emptie them ſelues) 
haue they} oziginall and increaſe , There are lpkewyſe tn them 


hozrvble dennes,obſcure and darke vales, and myghtie rockes of 
ſfone. There was neuer any noyſome beaſt founde in it, noꝛ yet 
any rauenyng foure footed beaſt ; no Lion, no Beare, no ficrce 
Tigers, no craftie Foxes, noꝛ deuouring Wloolfes, All thinges 
are bleſſed and foꝛtunate, and now moze foꝛtunate, foꝛ ti at ſo ma⸗ 
ny thoulandes of men are recepued to bee the ſheepe of Chyiltes 
flocke, all they zemes and Jmages of deuylles being reiected 
and vtcerly out of memone . If J chaunce now and then in the 
diſcourſe of this narration to repeate one thing dpuers tymes, 
oꝛ otherwyſe to make digreſſion, J mult veſpze pour holyneſſe 
there wich not to bee offended: Foz whyle J ſee, heare, and 
wꝛpte theſe thinges, mee ſeemeth that J am heere with lo affec- 
ted, that foꝛ very top J feele my mynde ſtirred as it were with 
the ſpirite of Apollo, as were the Sibilles, whereby Jam ens 
fo2ced to repeate the lame agapne: eſpectally when J conſider 
howe farre the amplitude ok our religion ſpꝛeadeth her wynges. 
Het among thele fo many bleſſed and foꝛtunate thinges, this one 
greeueth mee not a lyttle: that theſe ſimple pooꝛe men, neuer 
bꝛought vp in labour, doe dayly peryſhe with intollerabe tra⸗ 
uaple in the golde mynes, and are thereby bꝛought to ſuche de» 
ſperation, that many of them kyll them ſelues, hauyng no re⸗ 
garde to the pꝛocreation of chyldꝛen : inſomuche that women 
with chylde, perceyuing that they ſhall bꝛyng fooꝛth ſuche as 
ſhalbe ſlaues to the Chʒiſtians, ble medecines to deſtroy they? 
conception , And albeit that by the kynges letters patentes it 
was decreed that they ſhould be ſet at libertie: yet are they con⸗ 
ſtrayned to ſerue moꝛe then ſeemeth conuenient fo2 free men. 
The number of the pooꝛe wꝛetches is wonderkully extenuate, 

they were once retkened to bee aboue twelue hundꝛed thouſand 
heades: but what they are now, Jabhoꝛre to rehearſe, UWe will 
therkoꝛe let this paſſe, and returne to the pleaſures of E/ paniola. 
In the mountaynes of Cibaua. which are in maner in the myd⸗ 
deſt ofthe Jlande, in the pꝛouince of Catabo (where we layde to 
bee the greateſt plentie ol natyue go!dc) there is a region named 
Cotobi, ſituate in the cloudes, emuroned with the tappes ol hygh 


iche cloades. mountapnes, and well inhabited: it conſiſteth of a plapne 


of 
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ol. xxb. myles in length, and. xv. in bzeadth , This playne is hygh⸗ in plate inthe 
er then the toppes of other mountaynes : la that theſemoun- toppesor | 
taynes may ſerme to bee the chieke pꝛogenitours of che other, IO 
This playne fuffereth alterations ofthe foure tymes of the pere, Ty. h—_ 
as the Spꝛing, Sommer, Autumne, and wynter . Heerethe the colder. 
heardes ware wythertd,the trees looſe they leaues, and the me- ande in the 
dowes become hoare : the whiche thinges (as wee haue ſayde) mountapnes, 
chaunce not in other places ofthe Jlande,where they haue onely 

the Sp2ing and Autumne . Theſoyle of this playne bꝛyngeth 

fooꝛch fearne and bzamble buſthes, bearyng blacke berries, oz 

wylde ralpes;which two are tokens of colde regions: Yet is it 

a fapꝛe region, koꝭ the colde thereof is not very ſharpe, neyther 

doeth it afflicce thinhabitantes with froſt oz ſnowe. They argue 

the fruitfulneſſe ofthe region by the fearne, whole ſtalkes o2 ſtea⸗ h 
mes are byggerthen a ſpeare oꝛ Janelyn . The ſpdes of thoſe 

mountapnes are rpche in golde, pet is there none appoynted to Solde. 
dygge foꝛ the ſame, bycauſe it ſhalbe needefull to haue apparel- 

led myners, and ſich as are vſcd to labour: Foz thinhabitants Tyinpabi⸗ 


lyuyng contented with little, are but tender, and can not there- tantes or Yiſ- 
ö paniola can as 


foꝛe away with labour, oꝛ abyde auy tolde. There are two ryuers {ye no labour 
which runne though this region, and fall from the toppes of the noꝛ colde. 
pꝛeſent mountapnes: One oftheſe is named Comoiayxa, whole 
courſe ts towarde the Teſt, and fallech into the chanell of Nai- 
ba: the other is called Tirecotus, which runnyng towarde the 
Eat, iopneth with the ryuer of Iunna. In the Jlande of Creta The Ilande or 
(now called Candie) as J paſſed by in my legatie to the Hol- due under the 
dane of Alcayꝛ oz Babylon in Egypt, the Uenetians tolde mee, dominion of 
that there lay ſuch a region in che toppes of the mountaynes of de Benettaus. 
Ida, whiche they affume to bee moꝛe kruitefull of wheate coꝛne 
then any other region ofthe Jlande: But fozaſmuch as once the 
Cretences rebelled againſt che Uenctians, and by reaſon of the 
ſtreight and narrow way to the toppes thereof, long defended 
che region wich armes againſt thaucthoꝛitie of che Senate, and 
at the length, being foꝛeweryed with warres, rendꝛed the ſame, 
the Senate commaunded that it ſhould be left deſarte, and the 
ſtreightes of thentraunces to be ſtopped, leaſt any ſhould aſcend 
to the region without their permiſſion. Yet in the yeereofChyilt 
P. D. it, licence was graunted to 9 men to tyll 
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and manure the region, on ſuch condition, that no ſuch as were 
apte to the warres myght enter into the ſame . There is allo 
an other region in Hiſpaniola, named Cotoby, after the ſame 
name : this diutdeth the boundes of the pꝛouinces of /54bo and 
Caiabo. It hathmountapnes,vales, and plapnes: but bycaule it 
is barren, it is not muche inhabited: Yet is it richeſt in golde, 
fo: the oꝛiginall ofthe abundaunce ol golde beginneth herein, in⸗ 
ſomuch that it is not geathered in ſmall graines and ſparkes, as 
Pure and mal⸗ in other places: but is founde whole, maſſie, and purc, among 
ſie golde in the certaine (ofte ſtones, and in che vapnes of rockes, by bꝛeakyng 
region of ©0* the ſtones whereof, they folowe the vanes of golve, They baue 
The vaineof founde by experience, that the vayne of golde is a lyuing tree, 
dong tree. and that the lame by all wayes that it ſpzeadeth and ſpangeth 
Thele colours from the roote by the ſofte poꝛes and paſſages ofthe earth, put⸗ 
Oreo are teth foozth bꝛanches, euen vnto the vppermoſt parte ofthe earth, 
challtes, and ceaſſeth not vntill it diſcouer it ſelfe vutothe open ayze 2 at 
which tyme, it ſheweth fooꝛth certaine beautifull colours in the 
ſteede of floures, rounde ſtones of golden earth in the ſteede of 
fruites, and thynne plates in ſteede of leaues . Theſe are they 
which are dilparc'ed chꝛoughout the whole Nande by the rourſs 
ofthe ryuers, eruptions of the ſpzinges out ofthe mountaynes, 
and violent falles ofthe flooddes : Foz they thincke that ſuch 
graines are notengendzed where they are geathered, eſpecially 
on the dꝛye land, but otherwiſe in the riuers. They lap that the 
Therooteof Tote ofthe golden tree extendeth to the center of the earth, and 
the golden tree. there taketh noꝛiſhment ok increaſe: Foz the deeper þ they dygge, 
they fynde the trunkes thereofto-be ſa much the greater, as karre 
as they may folowe it fo2 abundaunce of water ſpzinging in the 
mountaines . Df the bjanches of this tree, thep lynde ſome as 
— final as a thzead,t other as bygge as a mans kynger, accoꝛdyng 
tree. to the largeneſſe oz ſtraſghtncſte of cherpftes and clyftes, They 
den nh ol. baue ſometymes cbaunced upon whole caries, ſuſtepned boꝛne 
upas4 were wich golden pyllers, aud this in the wayes by the 
which the branches alcende: the which beyng fylied wich the 
ſubſtaunce of the trunke creepyng from beneath, the bꝛanche 
maketh it ſelfe wape by whiche it maye paſſe out . It is ol⸗ 
The ſtones of tentymes diuided by encountryng with ſome kynde ok harde 
menen one ; Netis it in other clyftes noozilhed by the Ghee

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and bertue ofthe roote . Butnowe perhaps you will aſke mee

dꝛed, and ſometymes fpue hundzed thouſande ducates of golde from Hiſpanis 
is bꝛought peerely into Spapne : as map be geathered by the ola into Dpapit 
fylch poꝛtion due to the kynges Excheker, which amountech to 

the ſumme of a hundꝛed and foureſcoꝛe, oꝛ foureſcoze and tenne 

thouſande Caſtellan ofgolde, and ſometymes moze , hat 

is to be thought of the Jlande of Cuba and Sancti Johannis (other⸗ 

wile called Buric hena) being both very rych in golde, we will de⸗ 

clare further hereafter : to haue ſapde thus much of golde, it ſhall 

ſuffyſe. Te will now therefoze ſpeake ſomewhat of ſalt,where- Sit or the 
with wee may ſeaſon and reſerue ſuche thinges as are bought mountapnes, 
with golde. In a region of the pzouince of Bainoa, in the moun⸗ — and 
taynes of Dau, about twelue myles diſtant from the ſalt lake, 

called Caſpius, there are ſalte bapes in the mountapnes, in a ma⸗ 

ner as harde as ſtones, alſo clearer and whyter chen criſtall. 

There are lykewpſe ſuch ſalt bayes, which grow wonderfully in 

L aletania (now called Cataloma) in the territoꝛie of the duke of 

Cadona, the chtefe ruler in that region: but ſuche as knowe them 

bath, affyꝛme that theſe of Bainoa are molt notable. They lap al- 

ſo, that this can not bee cleft without wedges and beetelles of J⸗ —— 
ton: But that of Laletana may eaſly bee bzoken, as J mp ſelfe ; 
haue pꝛooued. They therefoze compare this to ſuche ſkones as 

may eaſtly bee bꝛoken, and the other to marble. In the pꝛouince 

of Ca ⁊imu, in the regions of I guanama, Caiacoa, and Guariagua. 

there are ſpꝛinges whoſe waters are of marueylous nature, be⸗ —— 
ing in the ſuperliciall oz bppermoſt parte freſhe, in the myddeſt ſower water. 
myxte ok ſalte and freſhe, and in the loweſt parte ſalte and ſoure. 

They thincke that the (alt water of the ſea iſſueth out ſoftly, and 

the freſhe to ſpꝛyng out of the mountaynes: The one kal⸗ 

leth downe, and the other ryleth , and are not therefoze ſo vni⸗ 

uerſally myxte, whereby the one map vtterly coꝛrupte thother. 

Ik any man lee his eare to the grounde neere to aup of chele 

ſpꝛynges, hee ſhall yercepne the grounde there to bee ſo hollow,

ter, a ſwynehearde founde the chylde, andbzoughthim home to 
his father, yet toꝛmenting him ſelfe fo2 ſoꝛowe, ſippoling that 
wylde man to haue been one ofthe kynde of the Canibales, and 
that his ſonne was now deuoured , In the lame Jlande they

men haue perſwaded the people of the Nande as touchyng this 

leafe , The ſymple ſoules beleeue, that at the commaundement Ipep delrems 
ol our men, leaues do ſpeake and diſcloſe ſecreces, They were ease 08 
bzought to this credulitie by this meanes. Dne of our men dwel- — 
lyng in the citie of Dominica, the cheife of the Jlande, delpuered 

to his ſeruaunt ( beyng a man boꝛne in the Nande) certayue roſt⸗ 

ed Connies (whiche they call /tias, bepng no bygger then 

myſe) wyllyng him to cary the ſame to his frende, whiche dwele 

further within the Jlande , This meſſenger, whether it were 

chat he was thereto conſtrayned thzough hunger, oꝛ entyſed 

by appetite, deuoured chꝛee of the Connies by the wap . He 

to whom they were ſent, wzotetohis freende in a leafe howe * 

many he recepued. When the maiſter had looked a whyle on 

the leafe in the pꝛeſence of the ſeruaunt, he ſayde thus vnta 

hym, Ah ſonne, where is thy kayth? Coulde thy greedie ap⸗ 

petite pꝛeuayle ſo muche with thee , as to tauſe thee to eate the 

Connies committed to thy fidelitie : The pooze wꝛetche trem⸗ 

blyng and greatly amaſed, confeſſed his faulte, and therewith 

deſyꝛed his maiſter to tell hym howe he knewe the trueth there⸗ 

of . This leafe (quod he) whiche thou bꝛoughteſt me, hath 

tolde me all. Then he further rehearſed vnto hym the houre 

ofhis commyng to his frende, andlykewyſe of his departyng en an, 
when he retourned And thus they merply decepue theſe nuratian. 
ſeely ſoules , and keepe chem vnder obedience : inſomuche

putrikp, no2 yet looſech che letters though it bee wet, noz 
by any other meanes , except it be burnt . There is an other 


tree named X 2g%4 , the iuice of whole ſoure apple, bepng ofa 


darke redde coloure , ſfayneth and coloureth whatſocuer is 
touched therewith , and that ſo fpyzmely , chat no walhyng 
can take it away foꝛ the ſpace of twentie dapes , When che 
apple is full rype , the iuice looſeth that ſtrength. The apple 
is eaten, and of good taſt. There is an hearbe alſo, whoſe ſmoke 
(as we haue rehearſed the lyke befoꝛe of a certapne wood) is 
deadly popſon , On a tyme when the kynges aſſembled to⸗ 
geather, and conſpired the deſtruction of our men, where as 
they durſt not attempt thinterpꝛiſe by open warre, thep2 deuiſe 
was, pꝛiuilye to lay many bundels of thoſe hearbes in a certayne 
houſe, whiche ſhoꝛtly after they intended to ſet on fyꝛe, to thintent 


that our men, makyng haſt co quench the lame, myght take 


they? death with the ſmoke thereof: But, theyꝛ purpoſcd pꝛac⸗ 
tyſe beyng bewꝛayed, the aucthours ofthe deuiſe were punyſhed 
accoꝛdyngly. Nowe (moſt holy father) foꝛaſmuche as your 
holyneſſe wꝛyteth, that whatſoeuer we haue wꝛytten of the newe 
wozlde,dooth pleaſe pou ryght well, we wyll rehearſe certayne 


chynges out ofozder, but not greatly from our purpoſe . Bk 


the ſectyng the rootes of M aizium, Ag es, Iucca, Battatas, 
and ſuch other, bepng their common foode, and of the 
vle ofthe ſame, we haue ſpoken ſufficiently befoze:

from the citie of Ce, and bꝛeaketh foozth in p Jland of Stc{lie ſca from Hilpas 
in che fountayne Aretbuſa. That the fountapne of this newe — ä 
Arethuſa, hach his oꝛiginall from the lande of Hi/paniola, it is 
manife t hecreby, that the water iſlupng out of the fonncayne, 
bꝛyn xeth with it the leaues of many trees whiche growe in Hi 
ſpan ola, and not in this Aland. They ſape that the fountayne 
hath his oꝛiginall from the ryuer Lamiroa, in the region of Guac⸗ 
caiarima, continpng with the lande of Zauana. This Jlande is 
not paſt a myle in circuite, and commodious fo fiſhermen, Di⸗ 
rectly towards the Cai (as it were the poꝛter keepyng the ens 
trye tu eth) lietq the lande of Sancti I obannis(otherwple cal⸗- The Jlandof 
led Burichena) whercofwe haue ſuoken largely before : this as ms. an- 
boundeth with gold, aud in fruttefull ſoile is equall with her mo: 
ther Hiſpaniola: in this are many colonies oz manſions of Spas 
niardes, whic') apply them ſelues to geatheryng of golde. To⸗ 
wards the weſt cn the Noꝛthſyde, great Cuba (fo the longneſſe The Jlande of 
thereof, long ſuppoſed to be continent oz fyꝛme lande) wardech Cuba.

Jamaica. is a pleaſaunt and fruitful Jlande, of ſoyle apt fo2 cane, graff:s, 
and ſettes, it conliſteth of onely one mountayne: the inhabitan⸗ 

tes are warrelyke men, and of good wyt , Colonus compared tc 

to Scicilie inbygnelle . They whiche of late ſearched it moꝛe 

exactly, ſap that it ts ſomewhat leſſe, but not muche . It is 

thought to be without golde and pꝛecious ſtones, as the lyke 

was ſuppoſed of cuba at the begynning. The Jlande of Guada- 

lupea(fyꝛſt named C araqueira)lying on the South ſyde of Hiſpa⸗ 

The Jland ol niola, is foure degrees nearer the Equinoctiall. It is eaten and 
indented with two gulkes (as we reade of great Bꝛitanie, nowe 
called England, and Calidonia, nowe called Scotland) beyng 
England and in maner two Jlandes, It hath famous Poztes. In this they 
Srotland fppunde that gumme whiche the Apothetaries call Anime Als 
one gum cal- hum, whole fume is holſome agaynſt reumes and heauineſſe of 
album the head . The tree whiche engendzeth this gumme, beareth 
a fruite much like vnto a Date, beyng a ſpanne in length. When 

. it is opened, it ſeemeth to conteyne a certapne ſweete meale . 
; As our huſbandmen are accuſtomed to reſerue Cheſtnuts, and 

ſuch other harde fruices, all the winter, ſo do they the Dates 

of this tree, beyng muche lyke vnto a Fygge tree. They 

Pine trees. founde alſo in this Jlande, JÞpne trees, ofche beſt kynde, and 
ſuch other dayntie dyſhes of nature, whereof we haugſpoken | 
largelpe befoze ; Yea they thynke that the inhabitauntes ofo- 
ther Jlandes, had theyꝛ ſeeves of ſo many pleaſaunt fruites 
The Caui! ftom hence . Fo2 theCambalez, bepng a wMe and wande⸗ 


bales, ryng people, and cuerrunnyng all the countrexe about ö 
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to hunte fo2 mans fleſhe, were accuſtomed to byynghome with 

them whatloeuer they founde ſtraunge oz pꝛokptable in anye 

place: They are intractable, and will admit no ſkraungers, 

Tt ſhall thercko2e bee needefull to ouercome them with great 

power : Foz as well the women as men, are experte archers, 

and ble to inuenome they; arrowes . When the men go fooꝛch 

ok the lande a man huntyng, the women mankully defend their 

coaſles agaynſt ſuche as attempt to inuade the ſame And 1 

hereby IJſuppoſe it was thought, that there were landes in the — 

Ocean, inhabited onely with women, as Colonus the Admiral tharthere 

him ſcife perſwaded mee, as J haue layde in the fyꝛſt Decade, — 

This Jiande hach alſo fruitefull mountapnes and playnes, and 

notable ryuers . It nourpſheth hony in trees, and in the caues 

of rockes, as in Palma one ofthe Jlandes of Canarie, hony is — 

geathered among the bꝛyers and bꝛamble buſhes. About. xb. 

myles Eaſtward from this Jilande, lyeth an ande which our 

men named Deſ#derata, beyng.xx. myles in circuite, and verye The Jlande 

fame .

Ulhen they haue thus emp⸗ 
tied thep2 bagge of conception, they put as muche of the lande 
agayne into the pyt, as may ſuſfyſe to couer the egges, and ſo 
reſoꝛte agayne to the ſea, nothyng carefull of theyꝛ ſucceſſion, 
At the day appoynted of nature to the pꝛocreation of theſe 
beaſtes, there creepeth out a multitude of Toztoyles , as it 
were pyſſemares lwarmyng out of an ant hyll : and this 
onely by the heate of the Sunne, without any helpe of theyz

nyng the deſtruction ok his flooꝛyſhyng kyngdome, and others 
whyles declaryng vnto him che humant ie and gentleneſſe of our 
men, by whole friendſhip hee might obteyne honour and quiet⸗ 
neſſe to him and his: willyng him furthermoꝛe to conſider, what 
chaunced vnto them which the peere bekoze reſiſted and aduen'u- 
red the haſarde of the battayle, as dyd theſe kynges, Ponc ha, Poc- 
chorroſa, Quarequa, hiapes, and Tumacc hus, wich ſuch other. By 


thele perſuaſions, the kyng ſubmi:ted him ſelfe, and came friend» 


ly to our men, whom he conducted to his palace, which they ſap 
to bee marueylouſſy adourned and pꝛincelyke.

chat they will depart with ſo great and neceſſarie a thing foꝛ any 
ſumme ok golde: alfyꝛmyng an axe o2 hatchet to bee p2ofitable 
foꝛ many vſes of men, and that golde lerueth onely foꝛ wanton 
pleaſures, and not to be greatly neceſſary. Beyng therefoze iop⸗ 
full and glad of the friendſhip of our men, he tooke the captayne 
by the hande, and bꝛought him with certayne of his familiars 
to the hygheſt towꝛe of his palace, from whence they might pꝛo⸗ 

ſpecte the mayne ſea: then caſtyng his eyes about him on e- 

uerp ſyde, and lookyng towarde the Eaſt, he ſayde vnto them,

inthe bonde of friendſhyp which you haue begunne . I great- 

ly deſpze pour friendſhyp, and woulde glad!y haue the fruitt- 

on of your thinges, whiche J ſec much? moze by then millt- 

ons of pearles : You ſhall therefoze haue no cauſe to doubt 

of any vnfapthfulneſle oz bꝛeache of friendſhyp on mp behalfe, 

Dur men gaue hym lpke friendly wozdes , and encouraged 

him with many fayze pꝛomyſes to doe as hee had ſayde. When 

our men were now in a readyneſſe to depart, they couenaun⸗ 

ted with him to paye peerely to the great kyng of Caiple a —— 

hundꝛed pounde weyght of pearles Mee gladly agreed to vearles peerelp 

they? requeſt, and tooke it foꝛ na great thyng, no2 pet thought for a tribute. 

him ſelfe any whit the moꝛe to become tributarie. With this 

kyng they founde ſuche plentte of Martes and Cunnies, that pientie or 

our men, ſtandyng in they2 houſes, mygbt kyll as many as them Yartes and 

pſt with their arrowes. They lyue heere very plealauntip, ha⸗ . 

uyng great plentie of all thinges neceſſary. This Jland is ſcarſe⸗ 

ly ſixe degrees diſtant from the Equinoctiall lyne. They haue 

the ſame maner ok bꝛead, made of rootes and the graine of 

Maxium, and wpne made of ſeedes and fruites, euen as they 

haue in the region of Comogra, and in other places, aſwell in and nens fruits 

the Jlandes, as in the firme lande. This kyng is now baptiſcd, ; 

with all his family and ſubicctes. His deſyꝛe was, at his baptif- 

me, to bee named Petrus Arias, afterthe name of the gouer⸗ The nong ts 

notr.CC15en our men departed, he accompanied them to the ſea baptiſed... 

ſyde, and furnyſhed them with boates to returne tothe continent. 

Dur men diuided the pearles among them, reſeruyng the fift — ef 

po2tton to bee delyuered tothoffpcers of the kynges Ercheker — 

in thoſe parts. They ſay that thele pearles were maruelous pꝛe⸗ to the kyng. 

cious, faire, oꝛient, æ exceeding byg: infomnch that they bꝛought

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lue they myght bee, J conſider by one pearle the which Paulus, 
pꝛediceſſour to your holines, bought at the ſecond hand of a mar 
chant of Uenice foꝛ foure t fourtie thouſand ducates:Yet among 
thoſe which were bꝛought from this Jlad,there was one bought 
euen in Dariena, foꝛ a thouland + two hundꝛed Caſtellans of gold: 
this was almoſt as byg as a meane walnut, & came at vᷣ length 
to the handes of Petrus Arias the gouernour, who gaue it to that 
noble and faythfull woman his wpfe, of whole maner ok depar⸗ 
ture with ber huſbaude, we haue made mention befoꝛe. Te mult 
then needes thinke that this was bery pꝛecious, whiche was 
bought ſo deare among ſuch a multitude of pearles, where they 
were not bought by one at once, but by poundes, and at the leaſt 
by ounces. It is allo to be thought that the Uenectan marchaunt 
bought his foꝛ no great ſumme of money in the Eaſt partes: But. 
he fold? it the dearer, foꝛ that he chaunced to lyue in thole laſciui⸗ 
ous and wanton dayes, when men were giuen to ſuch nyſe and 
ſuperaguonus pleaſures, and inet with a marchant foz his purpoſe, 
But let vs now ſpeake ſomewhat of the ſbelkyſhes, in the which 
pearles are engendꝛed . It is not vnknowne to pour ho'pneſle, 
that Arickotle, and Piate bis folower, were of dyuers oyints 
ons as concernong the generation of pearles. But theſe In⸗ 
dans, and our men, relt one ly in one aſſertion, not aſſentyng to 
them in any ocher: as, eyther that they wander in the ſea, oz, 
that they mone at any tyme alter they are boꝛne . They will 
thcrefoze that there be certayne greene places, as it were meas 
dowes, in the bottome of the lea, bringing kooꝛth an hearbe much 
lyke vnto Tyme, and aXy;me that they haue ſtene the ſame, and 
that they are engendꝛed, noꝛyſhed, and growe therein, as wee ſee 
thincreaſe and ſucceſſion of Oyſters to grow about them ſelues: 
Alſo that theſe fyches delyghteth not in the conuerlation oz com⸗ 
pany or the ſea dogges, noꝛ yet to bee contented with onely 
one, two, oꝛ thꝛee, oꝛ at the molt foure pearles, affyꝛmyng 
that in the fyſhyng places of the kyng of this Jlande, there 
was keunde a hund2ed pearles in one kyche, the whiche Ca/- 
par Meralis the captapne him ſeife, and his companions, di⸗ 
ligently numbꝛed: Foz it pleaſed the kyng at theyꝛ beyng 
there, and in their pꝛelence, to commaunde his dpucrs to goe a 
fyſhyng fo2 thole kynde of fplhes .

the whiche they2 egges are engendꝛed in great multitudes and 
cluſters, and beleue that thele tyſhes bꝛyng foo2th theyz byꝛth 
in lyke maner . Foz the better pꝛoofe whereok, they ſay that 
they founde certayne pearles commyng fooꝛth of their matrt- 
ces, as beyng nowe come to the tyme of they? full rypeneſle, 
and moued by nature to come out of they2 moothers wombe, o⸗ 
penyng it lelfe in tyme conuenient: lykewyle, that within a 
whyle alter, they ſawe other ſucceede in lpke mater , So that 
to conclude, they ſawe ſome commyng foozth, and other ſome 
yet abydyng the tyme of cheyꝛ perfection : which beyng com⸗ 
plete, they alſo became looſe, and opened the matrice . They 
perceyucd the pearles to bee incloſed in the myddeſt of theyꝛ 
bellyes, there to bee nouriſhed and increale, as an inkant ſucking 
his moothers pappes within her wombe, befoze hee moue to 
come fooꝛth of her pꝛiuie places , And it it chaunce any of theſe 
ſhelfyſhes to bee founde ſcattered in the ſande of the ſea(as J mp 
ſelfe haue ſeene Oyſters diſparcled on the ſhoꝛes in dyuers pla⸗ 
ces of the Ocean) they affoꝛme that they haue been violently dꝛp⸗ 
uen thither from the bottome ofthe (ea by foꝛce of tempeſtes, and 
not to haue wandered thither of them ſelues: But, that they be⸗ 
come whyte by the cleareneſſe of the moꝛayng deawe, 02 ware 
pelowe in troubled weather, oꝛ otherwyſe that they ſeeme to re:

tteth , Yet doe they affyzme by therperience and induſtrie of the 
dyuers, that the greateſt pearles lye in the deevett places, chey of 


the bꝛymme ol the water: And lay therfoze, that the greateſt doe 
not wander, but that they are created, nouryſhed, and increaſe in 
the deepeſt places of the ſea, whpther fewe dyuers (and that 
but ſeeldome) dare aducnture to diue ſo deepe to geather them, 
alwell foz feare of the ſea crabbes, whiche wander among theſe 


pearle fp.hes to feede ofthem, and foꝛ feare of other monſters dea crabbes.

Che ea mul⸗ the oldeſt ( therfoꝛe byggeſt) ſea mulcles inhabite p deepeſt plas 
—— ces, from whence they are not lightly moued by tempeſtes. Fur⸗ 
gendzed. thermoze,how much the bygger & older thelefyſhes are, they ſap 
that in their larger matrices, che greater number & bigger pear⸗ 

les are founde, e that fo2 this cauſe there are fewer founde of the 

byggeſt ſoꝛt. They thinke allo, that when they firſt fall from their 

fyſhes in the deepe places, they are deuoured of other fyſhes, by⸗ 

cauſe they are not yet hearde, Againe, the ſmalleſt differ from the 

byggeſt in a certaine ſwelling oꝛ impoſtumation, which ß Spas 

nardes call a tympany: Fa they deny that to be a pearle which 

in olde muſcles cleaueth faſte to the ſhell, but that it ts a wart, 

which being raſed from the ſhell with a fple, is rounde + bꝛyght 

but onely of one ſyde, and not pꝛecious, being rather of the nature 

of the fyſhe it ſelfe, then of a pearle. They conteſle that they haue 

ſeene certayne of theſe muſcles cleauyng on rockes, yet theſe but 

fewe, and nothyng woozth . It is alſo to bee thought, that the 

pearle fyches oz ſea muſcles which are founde in India, Ara⸗ 

bia, the redde ſea, ꝛ Tapꝛobana, are ruled in ſuche oꝛder as the 

afoꝛenamed famous aucthours haue witten: Foꝛ their opini⸗ 

on herein is not v{tcrly to bee reiected, foʒaſmuch as they were 

learned men, and trauayled long in the ſearchyng ofchele thin: 

ges. But wee haue nowe ſpoken ſufficiently of theſe ſea fpſhes, 

and of their egges, which the fonde nyſenelle and wantonneſſe of 

men haue made deerer then the egges of hennes o2 geeſe. Let 

vs therefoze entreate fomewhat of other perticular thinges, 

which are come to our knowledge or late. Wee haue ellwhere 

largely deſcribed the mouthes of che gulfe of / aba, with ſundꝛy 

and variable regions diuided with the manikolde gulfes of that 

ſea: But as concernyng the Teſt coaſtes, in the which our 

men haue buylded houſes, and planted their habitations on the 

bankes of Dariena, J haue no newe matter to wꝛyte. Pet as 

touchyng the Eaſt partes of the gulfe, J haue learned as fo-

myles diſtant, there lpeth a village of Caribana, named Futcraca: The villages 
thee mples diſkant from this, is the village of Vraba, of the or C aribaua. 
whiche it is thought that the whole gulfe toke his name , by- 
cauſe this village was once the head of the kyngdome . About 
ſyre myles from this, is Feti : FAene mples from Feti, is 
Zerema : And about twelue myles from this, Soracbe. Dur men 
founde all theſe villages full of people, al the whiche gyue them m 
ſelues onely to manhuntyng : Inſomuche that if they lacke 5 
enimies agapnſt whom they map keepe warre, they exerciſe 
crueltie agaynſt chem ſelues, and eyther ſlaye the one the other, 
o2 els dꝛyue the vanquyſhed to flyght, CUhereby it is apparant, 
that by theſe theyꝛ continuall warres, and dꝛyuyng the one the 
other out oftheyꝛ countreys, chis infection hath gone ſo karre, 
not onely on the kyꝛme lande, but allo into the Jlandes , J was 
alſo aduertiſed of an other thyng, the whiche to my indgement 
ſeemeth wooꝛthy to be put in memoꝛye. One Corxales, a iudge 
in cauſes of laue among the Spanpardes of Dariena, ſapth, 
that on a tyme walkyng abꝛode with his booke in his hande, he 
met by the way with a fugityue , whiche had fledde from the 
great landes lying farre cowarde the weſt, and remayned here 
with a Ryng with whom he was entertayned. Then this 
man percepued the lawyer lookyng on his booke, marueylyng 
thereat, he came runnyng vnto hym, and by interpꝛetours of 
the kyng whom he ſerued, ſpake thus vnto hym, Maue vou al⸗ — 1 
ſo bookes, wherein pou may reſerue thynges in perpetual me- gynnyng ofthe 
moꝛp? and letters, whereby you may declare pour mynde to — 
ſuche as are abſent? And herewith deſyꝛed that the booke myght counde, 2 
be opened bnto hym, ſuppolpng that he ſhoulde therein haue 
founde the letters of his owne countrey: But when he ſawe 
them vnlyke, he ſayde further, that in his countrey there were 
cities toztified with walles, and gouerned by lawes, and that — 
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people alſo bſed apparell : but of what religion they were; 
J dyd not learne . Yet had our men knowledge both by the 
woozdes and ſignes of this fugitiue , that they were circum: 
ciſed. Chat nowe thynke pou hereby (moſt holy father :) ©2 
what do pou diutne may come hereof, when tyme ſhall ſubdue 
all theſe vnder pour chzone ? Let vs nowe entermyngle certayne 
What chamn- {mallchynges among thele great matters . Jhaue not thought 
— good to pꝛetermit that which chaunced to /obannes Sollſius, 
che the goner- Who, to ſearche the South ſpde of the ſuppoſed continent, de⸗ 
— parted with thꝛee ſhyppes from the pozt 1% pa (not farre diſtant 
from the Jlandes of Gades oz Cales in the Ocean) the fourth day 

of the des ok September, in the peere. M. O. xu. oꝛ what ſucz 

ceſſe Johannes Pontius had, whom the newe gouernour Petrus 

Fooke decade AI ia appoynted to vanquyſhe and deſtroy the Caribes oꝛ Cani⸗ 
ni. uber. vn. bales, devourcrs of mans fleſhe: allo to what ende the voyages 
of the other captaines came, which were lent foc2th diuers wares 

at the ſame tyme, as Gonzalus Badaiocius, Franciſcus BeZarra, and 

V alleius, lohannes Solicius tooke the matter in hand in an euyll 

Thevioageof houre. De ſapled beyond the potut of ſaint Auguſtine(which they 
povannes Bas cal Cabo. S. Auguſtini) toward the South ſide of the ſuppoſed con: 
Cab. S. Augn: tinent beyond the Equinoctial line. Fo2(as we haue laid befoꝛze) 
that poynt reacheth Southwarde to the ſeuenth degree of the 

South pole, called the pole Antartike , Me pꝛoceeded in that vy- 
age ſpre hundzed leagues, and found the lande from the poynt 
to extende ſo farre towarde the South beyonde the Equinoctial, 
that he came to the thirtieth degree of p South pole. As he ſay» 
led thus foz warde, hauyng nowe on his backe halfe the ſtarres 
John Solidus named Caput Draconis, (that is, the Ozagons head) and the 
Sandals. regions of Paria lying noꝛthwarde from hym, e pꝛolpectyng to⸗ 
anda? warde the pole Artyke, he chaunced to fall into the handes of the 
filthy Canibales: Foz theſe craftie foxes ſeemed to make ſignes 

of peace, when in theyꝛ myndes they conceyued a hope of a dain⸗ 

Thefp1cenes of tie banquet, & eſpying their enimies a farre of, began to ſwalowe 
the Canibales. theyꝛ ſpettle, as their mouth watered foꝛ grecdines of thepz pꝛay. 
As vnhappp Sol ſius deſcended, with as many of his company 

as coulde ener into che boate of tie byggeſt ſhyppe, ſodenly a 

great multitude of thinhabitantes bꝛuſt fooꝛch vppon them, and 

ſine them cucry man wich clubbes, euen in the lyght of they? 

felowes. 
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felowes. They caried away theboate, and in a moment bꝛoke it 

all to fytters, not one eſcaping. They? furie not thus ſatiſfted, 

they cut the ſlapne men in peeces, euen vppon the ſhoze, where 

theyꝛ felowes mpght behold this hozrible ſpectacle from the ſea, 

But th ey beyng ſtricken with feare thꝛough this example, durſt 

not come fooꝛth oftheir ſhyppes, oꝛ deuiſe how to reuenge the 

death of theyꝛ Captayne and companyons . They departed 

therefoze from theſe vnfoꝛtunate coaſtes, and by the way ladpng 

they ſhyppe with bꝛaſell, returned home agapne with loſſe, Wiaſple. 
and heauie cheare . Ok theſe thynges J was aduertiled ok late 

by thep2 own: letters. What they haue els doone, J ſhall haue 

moꝛe pcrticular knowledge heereakter.Iobannes Pontius was al- 

ſo repulſed by the Cambales in the Jland of Guadalupea, beyng Bohn is re⸗ 
one ofthe chiefe Jlandes of they2 habitation. Foz when they pulſedby the 
ſawe cur men afarre of on the ſea, they lap in ambuſhe, ſodenly Canibales. 
to inuade them when they ſhoulde come alande. Our men ſent 

foo2th a fewe foote men, and with them they? Laundꝛeſſes to 

waſhe theyꝛ ſhertes and ſheetes: Fo2 from the Jland of Ferrea, 

beyng one of the Jlandes of Canarie (euen vnto this Jland, 

foꝛ the ſpace of foure thouſand and two hundꝛed myles) they had 

ſeene no land, where they myght fynde any freih water, koꝛal⸗ 

muche as in all this large ſpace the Ocean is without Jlandes. 

At theyꝛ commyng therefoꝛe to lande, the Cambales aſſap/ed 

them, caried away the women, and put the men to ſuche 

diſtreſſe, that fewe of them eſcaped . By reaſon whercof, 

Pontius beyng greatly dilconifited , durſt not inuade the Cani⸗ 

bales, fearpng theyꝛ benomed arrowes, which theſe naked man⸗ 

hunters can direct moſt certaynely. Thus good Pontius fayling 

of his purpole, was fayne to geue ouer the Canibales, whom 

(being ſafe # under the houle roofe)he thꝛeatned to vanquiſh and 

deſtroy. CUhpther he went from thence, oꝛ what new thyngs he 

founde, J haue as pet na further knowledge. By theſe myſto2- 

tunes, Sol ſius loſt his lpfe, Pontius his honour, Let vs nowe 

ſpeake of an other, whole enterpꝛyſe came to lyke purpoſe the 

ſame peere. Johannes Aiora, boꝛne in the citie of Corduba, a man The vonage ot 
of noble parentage, ſent in ſteade ofthe Lieuetenant( as we haue — 8 
ſaide) moꝛe couetous of gold, then careful of his charge, oꝛ deli do, Decade 


tous of pzaple fo well deſeruing, lought occaſions of quarelyng 
agayuſt 
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agaynſt che kynges, and ſpopled many, violentlye extoztyng 
gold of them agaynſt ryght e equitie:and further, handeled them 
ſo extremelp, that of frendes they became molt cruel enemies, 
inſomuch that they ceafled not with deſperat myndes, by al mea- 
nes they coulde, to flap our men openly oꝛ pꝛiuilie. By reaſon 
whereof it is come ta paſle, that where befoze chey bartered 
quietly, exchanging ware foꝛ ware, they are nowe fayne to do 
all thynges by foꝛce of armes. When he had thus exacted a 
great quantitie of golde of them (as it is ſayde) he fled pꝛiuilye, 
and tooke away a ſhyp with hym by ſtealth, as the common 
rumour goeth,no2 yet hytherto haue we hard whyther he went, 
oz where he is arryued. Some lulpect that Petrus Arias the go⸗ 
uernour ſhould conſent to his departure, becauſe this Joanne. 
Aiora, is byother to Gonſalus Aiora, the kynges hiſfoztographer, 
a man both learned, and expert in the diſcipline of warre, and ſo 
much the gouernours frend, that theſe two among a fewe, may 
be counted examples of rare amitie. I my ſelfe alſo am greatly 
bounde vnto them both, and haue long enioyed theyz frendſhyp! 
pet ſhall I deſire them both to pardon me in declaring my phan⸗ 
calte heerein, that in al the turmoyles and tragical affay:es of the 
Ocean, nothyng hath lo muche diſpleaſed me, as the couetouſ⸗ 
neſſe of this man, who hath ſo diſturbed the pacifyed myndes ol 


The variable We kynges. Nowe among thele troublous chaunces, let vs 
foztune ot Gon⸗ rehearſe the variable foꝛtune of Gon /ſalus Badaiocius, and his fe⸗ 


{alus Badaio⸗ 


lowes, whole pꝛoſperous begynninges, ended with vnkoꝛtunate 
ſucceſſe. Gon ſalus therfoze in the monech of Map, in the peere of 
Chaiff.r 5 1 5.departed from D-rien« with fourſcoꝛe armed men, 


directing his voyage toward the South, and reſting in no place 


Cerabaro. Bes bntyll he came to the region of Cerabaro, which our men named 
tade. ui. li. iii. Gratia Dei, diſtaunt from Dariena about a hundꝛed and fourſcoꝛe 


myles: foꝛ they call it thꝛeeſcoꝛe leagues. He ſpent certaine dates 
heere in idleneſſe: fo2 he coulde neither by fayze meanes, noꝛ by 
foule, allure the kyng ofthe region to come to hym. Chyle he 
lay thus idelly, there came to hym other kyftie men, lent from 
Dariena vnder the gouernaunce ok captapne Lodonicus Mercado, 
who departed from Pariena in the calendes of Map, to the in⸗ 
tent to ſearche the inner partes of choſe regions. CUhen they 


met togeather, they determined, after conſulcation , to palſc 
ouer 
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auer the mountaynes lying towarde the South, euen bnto 

the South ſea lately kounde. Beholde nowe a wonderfull Tye South 
thyng, that in a lande of ſuche marueplous longitude in other fea. 
places, they founde it here to be onelp about fyftie myles 

diſtant to the South ſea: fo2 they count it bit. leagues, as 

the maner of the Spanpardes is to recken, and not by myles: 

Pet ſape they that a league conſpſteth of thꝛee myles by lande. — — — 
and foure by ſea, as we haue noted befoze , In the toppes of mple by fea 
the mountapnes and turnyng of the waters, they founde a — 
kyng named Juana, whole kyngdome is allo named Coiba, as f 

is the region ofking Careta, ot whom we haue made mention ell⸗ 

where. But foꝛ as muche as the region ok this Juana, is rpcher 

in golde, they named it Coiba Dites, that ts, Coiba the rych: Foz, 

w. ereſoeuer they dygged the grounde, whether it were on the Tun Toba 
dye lande, oꝛ in the wet chanelles of the ryuers, they founde Dues. 

the ande, whiche they caſt fooꝛth, myxt with golde, 7an« nh golde. 
fledde at the commyng ok our men, and coulde neuer be bꝛought 

agayne . They ſpoyled all the countrey neare about his pas 

lace: yet had they but lille golde, fo he had caryed all his ſtuffe 

with hym . Here they founde certapne ſlaues, marked in the Rowe theyy 
faces after a ſtraunge ſoꝛte: Fo2 with a ſharpe pꝛycke made flaues are 
epther ol bone, oz els with a thozne, they make holes in they? — 
faces, and fooꝛthwith ſpzinklyng a powder thereon , they 

moiſte the pounced place with a certapne blacke oz redde tuice, 

whole ſubſtaunce is of ſuche tenacitie and clammineſſe, that it 

wyll neuer weare away: They bꝛought theſe ſlaues away with 

them. They ſay that this itnice is of ſuche ſharpeneſle, and put⸗ 

teth chem to ſuche payne, that foꝛ extreme doloure they haue no 

ſtomacke to theyꝛ meate certayne dayes after . The kynges whi⸗ 

che take theſe ſlaues in theyꝛ warres, vſe theyꝛ helpe in ſeekyng 

fo2 golde, and in tyllage of the grounde, euen as doo our men. 

From the pallace of Iuana, folowyng the courſe of the water 

about tenne myles towarde the Souch, they entred into the domi⸗ 

nion of an other kyng, whom our men named the olde man, 

bycauſe he was olde, not paſſyng of his other name. In the

| from hence, in fpne dapes tourney they came to a lande lefte 
Il Afraitefunre- deſolate: Theyſuppoſe that this was deſtroyed by ciuile dil- 
l — _ code , fozaſmuche as it is fo; the molt parte fruitefull, and 
I dilcozde, pet not inhabited. The fpfth day, they ſawe two men come 
myng a farre of: theſe were laden with bꝛead of Maigium, wits 
che they caryed on they? ſhoulders in ſackes , Our men tooke 
them, and vnderſtoode by them that there were two kynges in 
that trace, the one was named Periquete, who dwelt neere 
vnto the ſea, the others name was T otonoga . This T otonoga 
was blynde, and dwelt in the continent. The two men which 
they met, were the fyſhers of Totonoga, whom he had ſent 
with certayne fardelles of fyſhe to Periquete, and had agapne re⸗ 
ceyued bzead of hym foꝛ exchaunge: Foꝛ thus do they commu⸗ 
nicate theyꝛ commodities one wich an other by exchaunge, with⸗ 
out the ble of wycked mony. By the conductyng of theſe two 
men, they came to kyng Totonoga, dwellpng on the Welk 
ſyde of ſaint Michaels gulfe, in the South ſea. They had of 
this kyng the ſumme of ſyxe thouſand Caſtellans ok golde, both 
FSvyrethouſand rude, and artifpctally wought . Among thole groumes of rude 
ne of oz natyue golde, there was one founde of the weyght of two Caſ- 
tellans, whiche argued the plentifull rycheneſſe of the grounde, 
Folowpng the ſame coaſt by the ſea ſpde towarde the Teſt, 
Ern Lara! they came to a kyng, whoſe name was Taracuru, of whom they 
had golde, amountyng to the weyght of epght thouſande Peſos, 
Te haue ſayde befoze that Peſus is the weyght of a Caſte⸗ 
lane, not copned. From hence they went to the dominion of 
this kynges bꝛother, named Pananome, who fledde at their com- 
myng, and appeared no moze afterwarde . They lay that his 
kyngdome is ryche in golde . They ſpoyled his pallace in his 
| abſence. Spreleagues from hence, they came to another king, 
oureror-. named Tabor. From thence they came tothe kyng of Cberu. He 
gold. frendly entertained our men, and gaue them foure thouſand Peſos 
of golde. Me hath in his dominton many goodly ſalt bayes : the 
region alſo aboundeth with golde. About twelue myles from 
hence, they came to another king called Anata, of whom they had 
xv. thoulande Peſos ofgolde, whiche he had gotton of the kynges 
his boꝛderers, whom he had vanquiſhed by warre. A great part 


ofthis gold was in rude fourme,bycaule it was molten when — 
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ſet the kinges houſes on fyꝛe whom he ſpoyled. Fo2 they robbe em maner 
and ſlay the one the other, ſackyng & fp2yng they villages. and ofwarre, 
waſting theyꝛ countreyes. They keepe warrebarbaroully, and 
to vtter deſtruction, executyng extreeme crueltie agaynſt them 
that haue the ouerthzowe, Gon/alus Badaiocius, with his felowes, 
wandꝛed at libertie, vntyll they came to this kyng, and had gea⸗ 
thered great heapes of golde of other kynges. Foz, whatin bꝛa⸗ 
ſlettes, collers, earerpnges. bꝛeſt plates, helmettes, and certaine 
barres wherewich women beare vp they? bꝛeſtes. they had gea⸗ 
thered togeather in gold the lumme of fourſcoze thouſand Caſtel⸗ 
lans, which they had obtapned partly by exchange fo2 our things 
where they founde the kynges they} frendes, & otherwiſe by foz- 
cyble meanes where they founde the contrary, They had got- 
ten alſo fourtie flaues,whoſe helpe they vſed both fo2 cariage of 

their victualles and baggagies, in the ſteede of Moyles oꝛ other 

beaſtes of burden, x allo to releeue ſuch as were ſick and foꝛwee⸗ 

ried by reaſon of thep2 long iourneies and hunger. After theſe 

pꝛoſperous voyages, they came by the dominion ofkpng Scoria, 

to the palace ofa kyng named Par ixa, where (fearyng no ſuche 

thing) 7arizs cneloled them with a great armie, and aſſapled daes Bas 
them ſtraggelyng and vnwares, in ſuch ſoꝛt that they had no lea⸗ the ouertome 
ſure to put on they armure. De flue and wounded about fyfiie, of great tegen 
and put the reſydue to flyght. They made ſuche haſt, that they of goid. 

had noreſpect eyther to the golde they had geathered, oz to they2 

ſlaues, but lekt all behynde them. Thole fewe that eſcaped, 

came to Dariena. The opinion of all wyſe men, as concernyng 

the variable and inconſtant chaunces of faꝛtune in humane things Tye inconſtan⸗ 
were falſe, if all thynges ſhoulde haue happened vnto them pzo- ie of foitunc. 
ſperouſly. Foz ſuch is the nature of this blynde goddeſſe, that ſhe 

oftentymes delyteth in the ouerthꝛowe ol them whom ſhe hath 

exalted, and taketh pleaſure in confounding hygh thynges with 

lowe, and the contrary . We lee this ozderto be imper⸗ 

mutable, that who ſo wyl apply hym ſelfe to geather rootes, ſhal 

lometymes mecte with lweere Lyquereſſe, and other whples 

with ſowre Cockle, Yet wo vnto Parizs : fo2 he ſha l not long 

lleepe in reſt. The gouernour him ſelfe was of late determined 

with thꝛee hunndꝛed p fiftie choiſe ſouldiers to reuenge the deat⸗ 

of our men: but where as he by chaunce fel ſicke, his power went 

fozwarde 
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fozwarde bnder the conducting ofhis Lieuetenaunt Gaſþar Spis 
noſa, a Judge in cales of lawe in Darien , At the ſame tyme os 
ther were lent foo2thto the Jland of Dt , to cx ict the poꝛtion 
of pearles limited to the kyng foꝛ his tribute. CCIhat (hal ſuc⸗ 
ceede, time wyl bzing to our knowledge. The other two attemp⸗ 
The expedition fed chinhabitauntes beyond the gulfe Franc ſcus Bezerra,pal- 
Vesta aganſt long ouer the coꝛner ofthe guife, g che mouthes of the river of 
the Canwales. Dabaiba, with two other captaines, and a hundꝛed and filtie ſoul⸗ 
diers wel appoynted, went to make warre vpon the Cantbales, 
euen in Caribaua they2 owne cheeleſt dominion, towards the vil: 
lage of Turußy, wherof we haue made mention befoze in che 
commyng of Fogeda. They bꝛought allo with them diners en⸗ 
Gunnes, ins ol warre, as thꝛee peeces of ozdinaunce, whole ſhot were 
bygger then egges: lykewyſe fourtie archers, and. xxb. hagbut⸗ 
ters, to the entent to reach the Canibales a farre ot, # to pꝛeuent 
they venomed arrowes: But what became or? him x his compa⸗ 
ny, 02 where they arriued, we haue pet no perfect knoweledge, 
Certayne which came of late from Dariena to Spaine repoꝛted, 
that at they2 departure they of Dariena ſtoode in great feare leſt 
. they alſo were toſſed with ſome miſfoꝛtune. The other captaine 
—— _ Valleius obtepned the foze part of the gulfe , but he paſted otter 
mies, phy an other way then did Bezerra, fo2 he tooke the beginning of 
Caribana, Beg arra the end: / alleius returned againe. But of the 
chꝛeeſcoꝛe and ten men which he conueighed ouer wich hym, he 
left fourtie and eight ſlayne among the Canibales. Thele are the 
newes which they bꝛyng that came laſt from Dariena . There 
came to me the day befoze the Ides of October in this peere 
I 5 16. Rodericus Colmenares (of whom we haue made mention 
beloꝛe) & one Franciſcus Delapuente, This Franciſcus was one of 
the vnder captaines ofthis band, whole cheefe captaine was Gon⸗ 
ſalus Badaiocius,who hardly eſcaped the handes of king Parigs. 
| The Alands of Theletwo captatnes therfoze,Rodericus t Franciſcus,who depar⸗ 
the South ſea. ted from Dariena immediatly after y miſtoꝛtune which befel c0Ba-

Theſe they tye by a ſtryng, and ſuffer 

them to flee a litle among the trees: to the which as other birdes 

of their kynde reſoꝛt, they kill them with their arrowes. Others 

wyſe they take them with nettes, in a bare place purged from Theyz maner 

trees e buſhes, x ſcattering certayne ſeedes round about þ place, ** Touleng. 

in p middeſt wherof they tye a tame foule oꝛ byꝛd, of the kynde of 

them which they deſyꝛe to take : In lyke maner doe they take 

Popingiayes and other foules. But they ſap that Popingiayes 

are ſo ſimple, that a great multitude of chem wyll flee cuen Popingiayes 

into the tree in wholeboughes the fouler ſitteth, and ſwarme a: OREN 

bout the tame chatteryng Popingiap, ſufferyng them ſclues ta 

bee ealily taken: Fo they are ſo without feare of the ſight of the 

fouler, that they tary whyle he caſt the ſnare about their neckes, 

the other beyng nothyng feared heerebp, though they ſee him 

dꝛawe them io him with the ſnare, and put them in the bagge 

which hee hath about him fo2 the _ purpole , There is an 
l. other 
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other kynde of foulpngheeretofoze neuer hearde ol, and pleaſant 
to conſider . Mee haue declared befoze howe that in certapne 
of the Jlandes, and eſpecially in Hiſpaniola, there are dpuers 
lakes oꝝ ſtandyng pooles: In ſome of chele(being no deeper then 
men map wade ouer them) are ſeene great multitudes of wa⸗ 
ter foules : as well fo2 that in the bottome of theſe lakes there 
growe many hearbes and weedes, as allo that by reaſon of the 
heate of the Sunne, pearſpngto the naturall place of generas 
tion and conception, where being doubled in foꝛce by reflection, 
and pꝛeſerued by moyſter there, are engendꝛed of the ſlymineſſe 
of the earth and water, and by the pꝛouidence ok the vniuerſall 
creatoꝛ, innumerable little kyſhes, with a thouſand ſundzp kyndes 
of frogges, woꝛmes, gnattes, flyes, and ſuch other. The foules 
which vle thele lakes, are of dyuers kyndes: as Duckes, Geeſe, 
Swannes, ſea Mewes, Gulles, and ſuch other. Te haue ſapde 
alſo, that in theyꝛ Oꝛchardes they noꝛyſhe a tree which beareth 
a kynde of great Gourdes. Ok theſe Gourdes therfoze,well ſtops 
ped leaſt any water ſhould enter in at theyꝛ ryftes, & caufe them 
to ſinke, they caſt many in the ſhalowe pooles, where, by theyꝛ 
continuall wanderpng and wauerpng with the motions of the 
wynde and water, they put the foules out of ſuſpection & feare: 
the fouler in the meane tyme, diſguiling him ſelfe as it were with 
a viſour,putteth a great gourde on his head, much lyke to a heb 
met, with two holes neere about his eyes, his face and whole 
head beſyde being couered therewith: and thus entreth hee into 
the poole euen vnto the chynne. Foꝛ being from theyz inkancie 
exerciſed inſwymmyng, and accuſtomed to the waters, they rex 
fule not to continue therein a long ſpace:the foules thynking this 
Gourde to bee one of the other that ſwymme vpponthe water, 
the fouler goeth loltly to the place where hee ſeeth the greateſt 
flocke of foules, and with waggyng his head, counterkeyting 
the mouyng of the waueryng Gourdes, dꝛaweth neare to the 
foules, where ſoftly puttyng foozth his ryght hande, he ſodain⸗ 
ly ſnatchech one by the legges, and plungeth her into che was 
ter, where hee putteth her into a bagge whiche hee hath with 
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way as befoze, bntyll they allo fall into the ſame ſnare . I haue 
heere fo2 this cauſe entred into the declaration of they? maner 
of huntyng and foulyng, that by theſe mote pleaſaunt narrati⸗ 
ons, J may ſomewhat mittigate and allwage the hozrour cons 
cepued in your ſtomake by the fozmer rehearſal of theyꝛ bloody 
act es and cruell maners . Let vs nowe therefoze ſpeake ſomes .

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This nation is apparelled after a thouſande faſßions, wich ves 
ſtures made of goſſampyne cotton oz bombage, of dpuers co⸗ 
loures. The women are couered from the girdle to the heele, ha⸗ 
uyng dyuers fallhions of vailes about their heades and byeltes, 
with great cautell leaſt any part of cheir legges oz feete be ſeene: 
they reſoꝛte muche to their temples, vnto the whiche the chteke 
rulers haue the wayes paued from their owne houles: they are 
Idolatours, and circumciſed, they occupie their maner of ex: 
chaunging with muche lidelitie: they vſe co adourne the heares 
of their heades. Being demaunded by thinperpꝛetours, of whom 
they recepued theyꝛ circumciſion: they anſwered, that there once 
paſſed an exceedyng fayꝛe man by their coaſtes, who left them 
that in token to remember him , Other lap, that a man bꝛigh⸗ 
ter chen the Sunne, went among them, and executed that of- 
kyce: but there ts no certayntie heereof , When our men had 
remayned there certayne dayes, they ſeemed to bee moleſtous to 
thinhabitantes, accoꝛdyng to the common ſaping , The lon- 
ger a cheſt taryech, the woꝛſe is his entertaynement: The which 
thyng our men perceyuyng, they made the moze haſtaway. Be⸗ 
ing therefoze pꝛouided of all thinges neceſſary, they cooke they? 
btage directly towarde the Welt, by the pꝛouince which thinha⸗ 
bitauntes call Comi,and M aiam . They ouerpaſled theſe regi⸗ 
ons, takyng onely freſhe water and fuell in the ſame , The Bar- 
barians, boch men, women, and childꝛen, flocked tothe ſea ſyde, 
aſtonyſſhed greatly to beholde the huge bygneſle of the ſhyppes. 
Dur men maruepled in maner no leſſe to view their buyldinges, 
and eſpecially their temples ſituate neare vnto the ſea, and erec⸗ 
ted after the maner oftownes . Thus at the length haupng ſap» 
led about a hundꝛed and ten myles, they thought it good ta lay 
Anker in a pꝛouince named Campec hium, whole chiefe towne 
conſiſteth or th2ee thouſande houſes. Thinhabitantes came ſwim⸗ 
myng to che ſhippes, marueylyng exceedingly at the maner of 
ſaplyng, and at the ſaples and other tackelynges: But when they 
hearde the thunder of the gunnes, (awe the ſmoke, and ſmelte 


the lauour of bꝛimſtone and kyꝛe, they ſuppoſed that thunderbolts 


and lyghtnynges had been lent from God . The kyng recey⸗ 
ued our men honourably, and bꝛought them into his pallace: 
where hee lealted them well, alter his maner. They are accuſto⸗

as Peacockes , and other, whiche they francke and feede in

Turtle dooues, Duckes, and Geeſe. Df bealtes, they haue 
Connies, Woolues, Lions, Tigers, Foxes, myide oozes, 
Hartes, and Hares , After this banquet, the kyng with his 
trayne and famplie bzought our men into a bꝛode crolle way, 
where many ſtreates do meete : In this, they ſhewed them as it 
were a great and high alter, buylded foure ſquare ofmarble,com- 
pacte togeather partly with the tough cleye of Babilon called . 
tumem, and partlp with ſmall ſtones, it had on euery ſyde foure 
ſtayꝛes: Upon the altare was an Image ofa man made ofmar- 
ble, and faſt by it the images of two beaſtes of vnknowen ſhape, 
which ſeemed as though they woulde with panyng mouth haue 
eozne in ſunder the belly of the mans Image. On the other ſyde 
ſtoode a great Serpent, compact of the ſayde tough cleye and 
ſmall tones: This Serpent beyng in length .rlvit, foote, and 
ok the bygneſſe of a large Dre, ſeemed to devour a Lion of mar⸗ 
ble, and was al beſparcled wich freſhe blood. Marde by che al- 
tare, were thꝛee poſtes faſknes in the grounde, che which thꝛee o⸗ 
ther trauerſed, and were ſuſteyned with ſtones , In chis place 
offenders were put to death, in token wherof they ſawe innume⸗ 
rable arrowes ſtayned with blood, ſome ſcattred, ſome lying on 
heapes, + ſome bꝛoken: alſo a great number of mens bones, ly⸗ 


ing in a court oz varde neere vnto this funeſtal place, their houles noutes ot lime 
are here alſo buylded of lyme and ſtone: They named this kyng and ſtone, 


Lagarus, becauſe they arriued at this lande on ſaint Lazarus dap. 


Departing from hence, and directing their courle ſtil toward the gye 3 
CUeſt, fo2 the ſpace ot. xu mples, they came to a pꝛouince named Aquanut. 
Aguanil, whole chieſe towne is called Aoſco, and the king therof 4 0/co. 


Cupoton. De behelde our men with a frowarde countenaunce, and 
ſought occaſion to do the ſome pꝛiuy miſchiele, while they ſought 
foꝛ freſhe water: Fox he made ſignes vnto chem, chat on the kur⸗ 
ther ſyde ofthe next hyl they ſhould fynde ſpꝛynges of water, en- 
teuding to haue allailed them in that narowe paſſage: But by the 
colouring of they? koꝛheades (as they are accuſtomed in theyꝛ 
warres ) and by the bearing of theyz bowes & other weapons, our 
men 
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men percepued thep2 wplpnes, and refuſed to go any further: 

Che Spany a Yet a thouſande of the Barbarians aſſayled them vnwares, 
roflvght. cu And vnp2epared : by reaſon whereof, they were put to flyght, 
many \lapne, ànd dyuers of them ſlapne in the chaſe . Many that fledde to⸗ 
watde the ſhyppes, were entangled in the mudde and maryſhes 

neere vnto the ſhoze : Twentie and two were flapne with ar⸗ 

rowes, and the reſydue foꝛ the moſt part wounded . Franciſcus 

Fernandes the gouernour ofthe nauie, receyued in this conflicte 

thꝛee and thirtie woundes, and in maner none eſcaped without 

hurt: Ik they had gone co the hylles whiche were appoynted 

them, they had ben ſlaine euery man. They therfoꝛe that eſcaped, 

returned to the Jlande of Fernardina, from whence they came, 

where they were receyued of theyz felowes wich heaute cheare. 

But when Die gus Velaſquen the gouernour of the Jlande, had in: 

— auber erpe- telligence hereof, he immediatly furnyſhed a newe nauie of foure 
; Caraueles, with thzee hundꝛeth men: Ok this nauie he appointed 

Tobn Griſalua, his nephue, to be y gouernour, aſſigned foꝛ vnder 

captapnes, Alphons Auila, Frannces Montegio, and Peter Aluara- 

do: Fo the pylot he aſſigned Antonie Alamino, who had the res 

giment ol the fp2it nauie. They attempted the ſame viage a⸗ 

gayne, but declined ſomwhat moze towarde the South, about 


theeſcoze and tenne mples , Befoze they ſawe anp lande, they el⸗ 


pyed a tome a farre of, by the viewe whereof, they came to an 

The Jlande of Nande named Cozymella, from the whiche they ſmelt ſweete ſa⸗ 
Cozumella, =Uours pꝛoceedyng with the wynde, befoze they appꝛoched to the 
—— la? lande by the ſpace ofthzee mples. They founde the Jlande to be 
A fruitefuu klb. mples in circuitie, it is plapne, and of maruelous ktuite⸗ 
Alande. full ſople, there is alſo golde in it, but it is not engendꝛed there, 
but bꝛought thither from other regions: It aboundeth with hony, 

fruites, and hearbes, and hath alſo great plentie offoules, and 

foure footed beaſtes . They2 oꝛder and maner oflyuyng, is in al 

thynges lyke vnto theyꝛs of Iucatana: lyke wyſe they? houles, 

Townes and femples, ſtreates, and apparcll. In many of they} houſes, are 
temples. great poaſtes of marble, after the maner of our buyldyng. They 
found there, the fundations of certayne olde towꝛes ruinate, and 

one eſpecially with. xviii.ſtapꝛes aſcendyng to it, after the maner 

ol ſolemne temples . They marueyled greatly at our ſhyppes 

and maner of ſaylyng. At the fyꝛſt, they woulde admit no ſtraun⸗ 

gers: 
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gers: but ſhoꝛtly after, receiued them gentlye . They? cheile 
ruler ( whom our men ſuppoſed to bre a pꝛieſt ) led them vp to 
the toppe of the tonne, where they erecteda banner and addicted 


the Jlande to the dominion of the kyng of Caſtyle, nampng it 


: Coxznmella nas 
San#a Crux, becauſe they entred into the ſame in che nones of — 


ape, being then the feaſt of the holye croſle , They ape that it Crux, 
was called Co⁊umella: of kyng Cozumellaus , whole aunceſtours 

were the fyꝛſt that inhabited the Nande. In the towꝛe they found 

many chambers furniſhed with Images, made both of earth shi 
and marble to the ſimilttude ol Beares: theſe they cal vpon wich Peates. 
a houling and lamentable ſongue, perfuming them with lweete 
odours, and otherwyſe honouring them as they2 domeſticall 
goddes: they are alſo circumciſed , The kyng was in fayze ap⸗ 
parell, made of goſſampine cotton, curtouſly wought : he was 
lame on the one foote, by reaſon that as he once exerciſed hym 
ſelfe in ſwvmmyng, a deuouryng kyſhe called Tuberon, byt of all 
the toes ofone of his feete 2 he entreated our men very frendly, 
and made them great cheare. After they had been heere thꝛee 
daves, they departed : and laylyng ſtyll towards the Aeſt, they 
eſpied great mountapnes a karre of, but as they dꝛewe neare, Scntie people. 
they perceyued it to be the Jlande of Iacatana, being diſtant | 
from Cozumella only fpue mples . Directyng therfoze they? 

courſe towards the ſouth ſpde of Iucatana, they compaſledit on ue undes t 
chat ſyde which lyethneareſt to be ſuppoſed continent: yet coulde from Cozumels 
they not ſaile round about it, by reaſon ofthe multitude ofrocks, '*: 

ſhalowe places, and (helfes of ſande , Then Alaminus the pilot 

turned his ſaples to the Moꝛth (pde,whereofhe had better know 

ledge, Thus at the length, they came to the towne Campechium, 

and kyng Lazarus, with whom they had been that attempted 

the firſt voyage the yeere befoꝛe. At the fyꝛſt, they were gentlye 

reteiued, and required to refozt to the towne: but ſhoꝛtly after, The Barbas 
they repented that they had bydden them, and thercupon willed 7191S make 
them to ſtay about a ſtones caſt from the towne, and to pzoccede : 

no further Then our men delired that they myght make pꝛo⸗ 

uiſton foꝛ freſhe water befoze theyꝛ departure, they aſſigned them 

to acertayne well whiche they had left behynde them, declaring 

further, that it ſhoulde be lawfull fo2 them to take water there, 

02 cls no where. Our men reſted that nyght in the feelde 
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adioyning to the well: the whiche thyng the Barbartans ſus 
pectyng, allembled an armp ofthzee thouſand men, and encam⸗ 
ped not farre from chem. Both partes paſſed a way the nyghe 
without ſleepe: thep,fearpng leſt our men ſhoulde bꝛeake into 
the towne : and our men, leſt the Barbarians ſhoulde inuade 
them ſodenly, on the one part with Trumpettes, and on the o⸗ 
ther ſyde with the noyſe of Tymbꝛels, kept them ſtyll wakyng 
that were diſpoled to lleepe. At che ſpꝛyng of the day, the Bar⸗ 
barians appꝛoched to our mens campe, and called foꝛ che inter⸗ 
pꝛetours of Cuba, whole language is much agreable vnto theirs. 
They had deuiſed to lyght a Toꝛche of franckenlence, and to 
place the ſame betweene both the armies, to the intent that yl 
our men dyd not depart befoze the Toꝛche were conſumed, to 
ſtand to theyꝛ peryll. The Toꝛche was waſked.and the mats 
ter came to hand ſtrokes. They ſlue only one of our men with 
an arrowe, becauſe his Target failed him: but many were woun⸗ 
ded. After this conflict, our men reſoꝛted to theyꝛ oꝛdinaunce, 
whiche thep had planted neere vnto the wel. Then they had dif: 
charged certayne peeces, the Barbartans fled backe into the 
towne, and our men were of fierſe and greedie courrage to haue 
purſued them, but that Griſalua the gouernour would not ſuffer 
them. From thence they pꝛoceeded to the laſt ende of J acatana. 
which they founde to reach moꝛe then two hundꝛed myles from 
che Ealt to che Weſt. Here they founde a commodious hauen, 
and named it Portus deſideratus. From hence they ſailed to other 
landes, c came to the region next to Iucatana Weſtward, which 
they doubt whether it be an Jland, oꝛ part of the fyꝛme lande, but 
thinke it rather to be annext to ÿ continẽt:in this there is a gulfe, 
whiche they ſuppoſe to be incompaſſed with both the landes: but 
of this there is no certentie. The inhabitauntes call this region 
Caluacam, o otherwile Oloan. They found here allo a great riuer. 
whiche by his violent courſe and fall, dꝛiueth freſhe water two 
myles into the ſea: this they called Gri/al«a, after the name of 
the gouernour. The Barbarians marueylyng at the huge great⸗ 
nelle and mouing ot our ſhyps, came ſwarmpng on the bankes 
of both ſydes the riuer, to the number of ſyxe thoulande men, 
armed with targettes and bꝛeſt plates of golde, bowes and ar⸗ 


rowes, bꝛode ſwooꝛdes of heauie wood, and long tauelyng harde⸗ 
ned 
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wed at the endes wich fpze , Thus Nandyng in battaple rape 
to defende theyz coaſtes, and with pꝛoude councenannces foz⸗ 1 
byddyng our men to tome alande, boch parties watched all 14 
ght in armes . In the dawne ok they daye, our men el⸗ 
pped about a hundzed Canoas (whiche we haue fapde to bee 
they} boates) full of armed men. Here alſo, the language of 
thinterpꝛetours of Cuba agreed well penough with theirs. 
Athen they had admitted the peace pꝛofered them by thinter⸗ 
p2etours, al the Canoas ſtaied, except one which appꝛoched to⸗ 
warde the ſhyppes. A certapne ruler that was in this Canoa, de⸗ 
maunded of our men what they ſought in other mens landes. 
They anſweared, Gold, and that fo2 permutation of other ware, 
and not of gift, o2 violently . The Canoa returned, and the ruler 1 
certified the king hereof,who came gladly to the ſhippes.TUhen | | 
he had ſaluted the gouernoꝛ, he called his chamberlaine vnto him, 
commaundyng hym to bꝛyng his armur, and other oꝛnamentes 
ofga]p,wherewith he armed Griſalua from the toppe ofthe head, mur of gom. 
to the ſole of the foote ; inſomuche that what ſo euer anp man of 

armes, armed at all partes, is among vs accuſtomed to weate of expert artifi⸗ 
Iron oꝛ ſteele when he commeth into the ftelde, all ſich kynde of .* 
furnitures made ok golde, and wꝛought with woonderfull art, che [ 
kyng gaue to the gouernour . Me recompenced hym with vel: 
tures of ſycke, cloth, lynnen, and other of our thynges. In the | 
begpunpng of this Iucatana, when they ſayled to Cozrmella,they | 
chaunced vpon a Canoa of fiſhermen, to the number ofmene,fpſh- Prſdehokes | 
png wich ho:kes of golde: they tooke them all pzyſoners , One of golde. 

of them was knowen to this kyng, who pꝛompſed the day folow- 

yng, to f.nd the gotternour as much gold foꝛ his raunlome, as the 

mau hum ſelfe waighed. But the gouernour denied that he could 

releale hym, without the conſent of his felowes, and therefoze 

kept hym ſtyll, to pꝛoue what he coulde further knowe of hym. 

Departyng from hence, and ſaplyng ſtyll weſtwarde, they The Jlandes 
founde agreatgulfe, inthe which thꝛee ſmall Jlandes were litu⸗ e eriltte. 
ate: Ok theſe, they went to the byggeſt. But oh avhaminable 

crueltie, oh moſt coꝛrupted myndes ok men, and dinilyſhe im Chyſdꝛen ſaeri⸗ 
pict's . Let euery godly man cloſe 5 mouch ok his ſtomake,lett he Ten Jens 
be diaurhed , They offer young chyldzen of both kyndes to their of marble, 
Woleg ar marbie & earth, Among their Tdoles or marble, there 
„ "_— 
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Kandech 4 Lion, haupng a hole through the necke, into the 
whiche they poure the blood of the miſerable ſacrifyce, that it 
map from thence runne downe into a ſpncke of marble . Ter 
vs nowe declare with what ceremonies they ſacrifice the blood 
of thele pooze wꝛetches. They cut not they} thꝛotes, but open 
che very bꝛeſtes of thele ſeelye ſoules, and take out theyꝛ hartes 
pet pantyng, with che hot blood whereof, they annoynt the 
lippesof theyꝛ Idoles, and ſuffer the reſydue to fall into the 
ſyncke: This doone, they burne the harte and bowels, ſup: 
poſpng the ſmoke thereof to be acceptable ta theyꝛ goddes. Of 


thep2 Jdoles, one is made to the ſhape of a man, bowyng 
downe his head, and lookyng towarde the ſyncke of blood, as 
it were acceptyng the offeryng of the flapne ſacrifpce . They 
eate the fleſhe of the armes, thyghes, and legges, eſpecially 
when they ſacrifice an enimie taken in the warres. They founde 
a ſtreame of coniealed blood, as though it had runne from a boo⸗ 
cherp. Fo2 this milcheuous purpole, they bzing thele wnetches 
from the next Jlandes . They (awe allo innumerable heades, and 
trunkes ol bodies thus mangled, beſyde many other yet remai⸗ 
nyng whole, and couered with certapne mattes. Al the tractes of 
theſe regions abound with gold and pꝛetious ſfodes. One of our 
men wandꝛyng in the Jlande, chaunced to fynde two water 
pottes of alabaſter, artificiallp wꝛought, and full of licle ſtones 
of dyuers colours. They lay allo that they founde a ſtone of the 
value oftwo thoulande Caſtellans of golde, which the lent to the 
gouernour. This Jland they named the Jland of ſacrifice, Thin⸗ 
habitauntes are circumciſed. There are allo other Jlands ſituate 
about this Coluacana, 02 Galuacam, the which are inhabited one⸗ 
ly with women, lyuing without the companpe of men, after the 
maner ofthe Amazones . But they that ponder the matter moꝛe 
wylely, thynke them rather co be certapne women whiche haue 
bowed chaſtitie, and pꝛoleſſed a ſolitarie life, as the NNunnes do 
with vs, oz as the virgins called /e/ta/es,02 Bone Dex, were ac« 
cuſtomed todo among the gentiles in olde tyme . At certayne 
tymes ofthe peere, men ofthe other Jlandes reſozte vnto them, 
not fo2 thintent of generation, but moued with pitte , fo 
helpe them to dꝛeſſe theyꝛ gardens,and tyll theyꝛ grounde , The 
repozte goeth lykewyſe , that there are other Jlandes of cozs 
| rupt 
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rupt women, to whom men refozt foz carnall copulation, and 
chat they cut ol one of the pappes or theyꝛ wornen childzen, lelf te 
choulde hynder they? ſhootyng: alſo that they keepe only the wo⸗ 
men childꝛen, and ſend away the men childꝛen. Our menthete⸗ 
fore dꝛewe neare to the ſhoze of Coluac ana, where they quietly ex⸗ 
erciſed marchandies with thinhabitantes. The king gaue them 
a great Pot of golde: allo bꝛaſelettes, chapnes, bꝛooches, with 
many other iewels, and all of golde . Our men agayne on the o- 
ther part ſatiſtted hym with ſuch ſtuffe as they had done other be⸗ 
foꝛe. Decre would they gladly haue planted a new colonie oꝛ ha⸗ 
bitation, but that the gouernour woulde not permit them, wher⸗ 
at they grudged not a litle. The houſes and other edifices of this

bꝛooches, and other kyndes of oznamentes, and all of golde, 
De gaue hym furthermoze abundaunce ol delicate mrates, well 
ſalted, and powdzed wich ſpices . hen he had required our 
men to come alande, he commaunded his ſcruauntes with all 
ſpeede to pꝛepare a great multitude of bꝛaunches of trees, and 
to wapte vppon our men to his pallace. As they went thus 
in oꝛder, ſome behpnde,and ſome befoze, on both ſydes, they lee: 
med ſo to ſhadow our men with bowes, as though tbey had gone 
in a continuallarbour . The kyng hym lelfe haupng a Septer 
in his hande, dyd ſet them in theyꝛ arrape, and ſome tyme ſtrpke 
ſuche as were negligent in bearyng they bowes . They ſhes 
wed them ſelues obedient in all thynges, and wich graue coun⸗ 
tenamce humbled them ſelues to receyue his ſtrypes. Uhen 
he was demaunded where he had ſuche plentie of golde : he 
Soldin monn- poynted with his fynger to the ner: mountaynes, and ta the ri⸗ 
uers. uers deſcending from the lame. They are ſo accuſtonted to the 
riuers, and exerciſed in lwymmyng, that it is all one to them to 
1 lpue in the water and on the lande. Uhen they deſire to gea⸗ 
of geathering ther golde, they plunge them ſelues in the riuers, and bꝛyng 
golde. kfrom the bottome therofboth they? handes full of lande, whiche 
ſpfepng from hande to hande, they geather out the grapnes

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Catonrs of theſe lands, many thinges might be ſpoken,the which 
bycauſe they make rather to the fi minatyng of the myndes ol 
men, then fo any neceſſary purpole, J haue thought belt to o⸗ 
mit them. The kyng allo gaue the gouernour a young birgine, 
ok twelue yeeres of age, adourned with ryche and fayꝛ e iewelles.

Okche ſtones wiiche hee had of this kyng, one was balued at A foneof 


two thouſande Caſtellanes of goide , Thus at the length they 
departed from this kyng, laden with golde and pꝛectous ſfoiies, 
Griſalua the gouernour, ſent one of the Caranelles to his uncle 
Diego Velaſquen, gouernour ofthe Jlande of cuba, with meſſen⸗ 
gers to delpuer him the golde, iewelles, and other oznaments, 
the reſydue in the meane tyme ſtyll folo wed the tracte to warde 
the Teſt , One of them in the whiche Fraurcis Montegius 
the vnder gouernour was caryed ſapled harde by the ſhoze, 
and the other two kepte aloofe within pꝛolpecte of the lande. 
Thinhabitauntes of theſe coaſfes alſo, no leſſe marueylyng 
at the ſhyppes then dyd the other, came with twelue Canoag 
to Montegius, deſpꝛyng him by thinterpꝛetours to come az 
lande, pꝛomyſpng in the name of theyz kyng, that hee ſhou d 
bee honourably entertapyned. But Monteg ius anſwered, that 
hee coulde not allent to they; requeſt, bycauſe his compani⸗ 
ons were ſo farre from him : Yet dyd hee gyue them certayne 
of our thinges, ſtraunge vnto them, and thankes foz their gens 
fleneſſe . Sho!tlyafter, eſpying a great towne, they directed 
their courle thither . Thinhabitauntes pꝛohibyted them to come 
alande, and tame fooꝛth agaynſt them wich bowes and quiuers 
full of arrowes, bꝛoad ſwooꝛdes made of heauy wood, and Jaue⸗ 
lins hardned at the ende with fyꝛe. They ſhot at our men a farre 
of, and our men diſcharged certayne peeces of oꝛdinaunce az 
gainſt them. The Barbarians aſtoniſhed at the noyſe ofthe guns

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Diegns Velaſquen, the gotternour of the Flande of Fernandina, d- 
bout the ſame tyme that he had ſent foo2th this nauie of foure Cas 
rauelles, he pꝛepared an other nauigation of onely one Carauell, 
and one bꝛygantine, with fourtie and fpue men. Thele exerciſed 
violent handes againſt thinhabitauntes of thole regions where 
they arryued, thynkyng that they myght foꝛceably dꝛawe them 
to the dyggyng ok golde, bycauſe they were Caffranite Jdolas 
ters and circumciled. There are at the ſea ſyde not farre from the 
Jany Flands luppoled continent, many litle Jlandes, of moſt foꝛtunate and 
and the fine fruitefull ſoyle, whereof thꝛee are thus named, Guanapan, Guan- 
— guan, and Quitilla. Out ok oue of theſe (which they named Santa 


Marina) they violently carped away thꝛee hundzed men rx wo⸗ 


men, which they thꝛuſt into the Carauell, and returned immedt- 

atly to Fernandina, leaupng the bꝛigantine with . xxb. of theyꝛ 

felowes, to thintent to hunt fo2 moꝛe men. The hauen where 

Sanctiago the the Carauell fpelk atryued, is called Carenas, beyng diſtant 
chiefe citie of from the angle of Cuba, and the chiefe citie of Sanctiago, two 
_ hundꝛed and fyftte myles: Fo2 this Flande of Cuba, is very long, 
reachyng in length from the Eat co the Weſt, and ſituate di⸗ 

rectly vnder the circle called Tropicus Cancri, as we haue ſapd be⸗ 

foze . Nowe ſhall you heare howe foꝛtune ſought the reuenge of 

theſe pooꝛe wetches, Therfoze as their keepers went aland, and 

few remained in che Carauel, they perceiuing occaſion miniſtred 

Che Vatbari⸗ whereby they myght recouer their libertie, lodeinly ſnatched vp 
aus wy = our mens weapons, and flue ſixe of chem which pet remained in 
Sr thery the Carauell;whple the reſidue leapte into the ſea, And by this 
own weapons meanes the Barbarians poſſeſſed the Carauell whiche they had 
ſoone learned to rule, and thus returned to their owne countreys. 
But they ſayled fyꝛſt to the nexte Jlande, where they burnt the 
Carauel, and caryed away the weapons wich them, From hence 
they conueyed them lelues to their owne countreys with the Cas 
noas of this Jlãd. Pere in lyke maner they pꝛiuily aſlailed them 
that were lefc wich the bꝛigantine, and ſlue many ok them allo: 
The reſidue that elcaped, fledde to the bꝛigantine, where they bes 
wapled they? felowes deathes, and counted cheyz owne eſcape 
a bictoꝛie. On the ſhoꝛe not farre from the place where they 
ſuffered this milfoꝛtune, there is a tree, in the coppe whereof 
they let vp a croſſe, and graued this inſcription in the barke Fo 
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the tree, Vanuni s Aldariect . There is a rytter named Darien, on : - _ 
the banke whereof ſtandeth the chiefe citte of che ſuppoſed conti- oft iy _ 
nent. The gouernour therefoze haupng intelligence hereof, ſent continent,” 
with all ſpeede two ſhippes of warre well furniſhed, to the ayde 
of them that were left: but they were wyſe to late. Pet folowing 
the viewe ofthe croſſe, they came to che ſhoze, and red the letters 
rauen on the tree, but durſt not attempt foꝛtune. Thus with all 
they2 hardie ſouldiers departyng froin hence wich diſpapze, chey 
ſayled to the nexte Jlande, out ofthe whiche they caryed away 
by violence kyue hundꝛed men and women, ſuppolung lyke⸗ 
wyſe that they myght lawfully ſo doe, bycauſe they were Ido⸗ 
laters and circumciſed : But the lpke chaunce happened vnto 


them when they landed at Fernandina , Fo? the Barbartans, e⸗ The Spany- 
ardes are ſlaine 


ſpying opoztunitie, let vpponthe Spaupardes in one of the againe with 
ſhyppes with theyꝛ owne weapons, and {luethey2 keepers : the their une 
reſidue that eſcaped, caſtyng them ſelues into the ſea, ſwamme to pous. 

che next Carauell, and with theyꝛ felowes aſſayed the Carauell 

that was taken krom them. This conflicte was ſo ſharpe, that 

foꝛ the ſpace of foure houres, it was doubtfull whether parte 

ſhould obteyne che victozte. The Barbarians both men and waz 

men fought very ftercely, aſwell to recouer their libertie, as alſa 

to holde faſt the pꝛaye which they had gotten: But in fine, the 

Spanpardes had the vpper hande, by reaſon they were moꝛe ex⸗ 

perte in handlyng of they weapons, x rulyng of their Carauell. 

The Barbartans beyng thus sue? come, leapt into the fea, but The 2% . 
the Spanpardes tooke them agayne with the ſhyppe boates. ans — 
About a hundꝛed of the Barbarians periſhed, being partly dꝛow⸗ aud put da 

ned, and partely ſlayne with the ſwooꝛde, and but fewe of the — 
Spanpardes . Thele thinges thus paciſied, the reſydue of the 

Barbartans were caryed to the towne of 5 anctiago, and condem⸗ 

ned to labour in the golde mpnes . Shoꝛtly after they made out | 

a newe viage to an other ofthe Jlandes, which lye there about ſo * — 
chicke, that they commonly call the number of them Arc hipe- Archipelagus, 
lagus, às they in our ſea of ſonicum are called Symplegades, Here An other viage 
our men were cruelly handled, and as many of them as came a⸗ e 
lande epther ſlapne oꝛ wounded . This Jlande they named 
Florida, bycauſe they arrpueditherevn Eafter day, whiche the 
Spaniatds call the floꝛyſhyng day olche reſurrection. They ſay 
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abi landes Alothat in this tracte they ſawe.xxvi. Jlandes, which colonur 

— Milpant- had ouerpaſled, and the ſame lo to lye about H:ſpanio/a and C u- 

ola s Kuba. ba, as though they warded them from the furie of the Ocean. In 

many of chele they founde natiue golde, ol lyke goodneſſe to that 

which is founde in Granatum. Thinhabitauntes allo weare many 

Images of iewelles, and haue many Jmages ol they; domeſticall goddes, 

Lode, made both of golde artificially wought,aud alſo ofwaod gylted. 

Frauncis Cheregatus bought one of they} Idols with him, wher⸗ 

by may bee conſidered of what wytte and aptneſſe they are. It is 

Fiaſ:rsof da marueplous thyng to ſee what maner of raſers they haue, made 

ſtone, of certapne pelowe ſtones, cleare and tranſparent lyke vnto chꝛi⸗ 

ſtall, with theſe they ſhaue and carue, as though they were made 

of fpne ſteele: Uhen the edges are blunt with long erercyle, 

they ſharpen them not with a whetſtone, oꝛ powder, o2 any other 

Juſtruments fone, but temper them onely with water. They haue allo a thou⸗ 

and tooles. ande kyndes of inſtrumentes o2 tooles, and ſuch other thinges 

of fpne deutce, which were to long to rehearſe . Let vs there⸗ 

Landes lpke fo2e returnefrom whence wee haue digreſſed, as to Cozymella, 

vnto the earth: Jucatana, Coluacana, 0} Olloa, being all landes lately founde, and 

Ip Paradpſe.  rych,fruicfull,and pleaſaunt, that they may in maner bee com» 

pared to the earthly Paradyſe , Therefoze, after that it was 

knowen to our men of howe great moment thele tractes were, 

theSpantards which inhabited the Jlande of Cuba, Annunitus 

An othervyage being ihe governour ofthe Jlande, furmſhed a new nauie of ten 

of ten Cara: Carauelles, and fpue hundzed raen, with two ſmall bꝛigantines, 

— as it were in the ſteade of lygbt hoꝛlemen, oz fozerunners, whole 

ayde they myght vle as ſcoutes, to ſearch the wayes foz daunger 

- ofrockes and ſhalow ſandes oz ſhel fes. They ſhipte alſo certapne 

— and poꝛſeg as fyue ftoncd hozles, and. xxbi.mares, apt foꝛ the warres. 

: Fu thep) nenerall gouernour aud Admirall of the nauy, they 

— elected Fernando Corteſius, tho at ptyme was 5 chief ruler of the 

Loiteuüs s riife of Sanctiago. Yo; vnder Capitaynes, they appopnted 

Alfons Tortucareius, Francis Montegius, Alfons Auila, Alue- 

rado Spatenſe, Iohn Velaſquen, and Die gus Ordaſſus . They ſtyll 

folowed the ſame wynde, from the laſt angle of Cuba towarde the 

Weſt . Aſſoone as Francis Fernandes of Corduba, and then John 

Griſalua cave within pꝛoſpecte of the Nanda of Sacrifyces 

(wh:reofwee haue made mention bekoze) ſodeinly a _— — 
Pos | contra 
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Contrary wynde pꝛohibited them ta take lande, and dꝛoue them 
backe warde to Cozumella, lying on the Ealt ſyde of Iucatana: The Flande of 
this Jlande hath onely one hauen, named ſainct Johns pozte, Cozumella, 
and hath in it onely ſyxe townes: alſonone other water then in 
welles and ceſternes, bycauſe it lacketh ryuers and ſpꝛynges by 
reaſon it is playne, conteynyng onely, xlb. myles in circuite. 
At che commyng ok our men, chinhabitauntes fledde to the thicke 
woods, and foxſooke they} townes foꝛ feare : Dur men entred 
into theyꝛ houles, where they founde plentie of bittayles, and 
many oꝛnamentes partepnyng to the furnyſhyng of theyꝛ hou⸗ 
ſes, as hanginges and carpettes of dyuers colours, ſheetes carpettes and 
alſo of goſſampine cotton (whiche they call Amaccat) and theres. 8 
muche apparell. They haue furthermoze innumerable bookes, Pues 
of the which with many other thinges ſent to our newe Empe⸗ 
rour, wee will ſpeake moꝛe largely heereakter. The louldiers 
wandered about che Nande, and viewed all thinges diligently, 
keepyng them ſelues ſtyll in battayle raye, leaſt they myght bee 
ſodeinly inuaded. They founde but a fewe of thinhabitauntes, 
and onely one woman in theyꝛ company. By thinterpꝛetours of 
Cuba, and other which the Spaniardes tooke firſt from Jucatana, 
they perſwaded the woman to call che kynges that were abſent, 
They came gladly, and made a league of friendſhyp with onr 
men, whereby they were reſtoꝛed to they houſes, and a great 
parte of their ſtuffe. They are tircumciſed Jdolatours, and ſacri⸗ Circumciſed 
fyce childꝛen of both kyndes to their Ze mes, which are the Ima⸗ Jdolaters. 
ges ol their familiar and domeſticall ſpirites, whiche thep hos 
nour as goddes , (hen J enquired of Alaminus the pilot, alſo 
of Francis Montegius, and Portucarerias,from whence thep had

the childꝛen they offered in ſacrikyce: they anſwered, chat they fyce Childzen. 
bought them in the Jlandes thereabout, by exchaunge foꝛ golde 
and other oftheir trafycke: Foz in all this ſo large a ſpace of land, 
the deuilyſhe anxietie foꝛ the deſyꝛe of wicked money, hath not 
yet oppꝛeſſed thinhabitauntes. They ſap the ſame allo ofthe J. Che Atandes 
landes lately founde, whereof two are named Deſtam and 5 eſt am, of Deſtam and 
whole inhabitants go naked, and foꝛ ſcarceneſſe of childꝛen, ſacri⸗ tam. 
lice dogges, which they nouryſhe aſwell foꝛ chat purpoſe, as alſo 
to eate, as wee doe Cunnies:theſe dogges are dumme, # can not The cacrificeof 
barke, hauing ſnoutes lyke vnto Foxes. Suche as they deſtinate dogges. 

D. ili. to 
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to eate, they gelde while they are whelpes, whereby they ware 

very fat in the ſpace of foure monethes. They reſerue all che byt⸗ 

ches fo2 increaſe, and but fewe dogges. Dur men dilwaded them 

1 from theſe ſuperſtitions, declaryng howe they were abhomina⸗ 
perſwadedto ble, and deteſted of God. They were ſoone perſwaded, and de⸗ 
our religion. ({pjed a lawe which they myght folowe.Dur men therfoze decla⸗ 
red vnto them, that there was onely one God, which made hea⸗ 

uen and earth, the giuer of all good thinges, beyng of one in⸗ 
compꝛehenſpble ſubſtaunce, vnder triplicitie of perſon. Alloone 

as they heard theſe woꝛdes, they bꝛoke their Zemes, and pared, 

ſcraped, and walhed the pauements and walles of their temples. 

1 Dur men gaue them a papnted picture of the bleſſed virgine, 
leauing one which they placed reuerently in their temple, & about it a croſſe, 
1 Ad — to be honoured in the remembꝛaunce of God and man, and the 
another. ght ſaluatton of mankynde. They erected alſo an other great croſſe 
of wood in the toppe of the temple, whyther they oftentymes 

reſoꝛte togeather to honour the Image ol the virgine . Thin⸗ 

habitauntes (ignifyed by thinterpzetours, that in the Jlande of 

Tucatana, not farre from them, there were ſeuen Chyiſtians cap⸗ 

tiues, which in tyme paſt were dzitten thither by tempeſt. The J⸗ 

lande of Cozumella, ts onely fyue myles diſtant from Tuc at ans. 

The gouernour Corteſius being aduertiled hereof, furniſhed two 

An other viage Carauels with fiftie men, willing them tnc6tinent to direct their 
| viage thither,# to make ſearch fo2 thele me. They tooke w them 
iii. interpꝛetoꝛs of Cozumel/a (whole lãguage agreeth w theirs) 

wich letters to the Chꝛiſtians if any might be founde. Pe further 

declared vnto them, howe goodly a matter they ſhould bꝛyng to 

paſſe, i they coulde bꝛyng away any of them: Fo2 hee no wapes 

doubted but that by their infoꝛmation, he ſhould be fully certilied 

of the commodities ol all thoſe tractes, # the maners of thinhabi⸗ 

tauntes. Thus they departed, with commaundement to returne 

within the ſpace of lix dayes. But when they had remayned there 

now. biii.dayes, heard no woꝛd of their Coxumellane interpꝛe⸗ 

tours, whom they had ſent alande with the meſſage and letters. 

our men returned to Co⁊umella without them, luſpectyng that

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the well aLonoa tommyng from 7ucatena, and in it one of the 

Chꝛiſtian capctues (named Hieronimus A quillaris) who had lp: gquataris, vii, 

ued ſeuen yecres in that Jlande: Mich what tope they embzalcd — — 

the one the other, the chaunce may declare. They were no leſle of Jucacana, 

deſyꝛous to heare, then he to tell ofthe myſfoꝛtune which belell to 

htm and his companions , Andheere it ſhall not bee greatly 

from my purpole, bꝛiefely to rehearſe howe the thing chaunced. 

In mp Decades J haue made mention ofa certapne noble man 

named / aldiuia, whom the Spanpardes which inhabited Darie- „ TR 

na in the ſuppoſed continent of the gulf of V raba, ſent to the Jlland 9 

of Hiſpaniola to Colonus the Admirall and vicerop, with the reſt: 

due of the Senate and counlaile there (to whom parteyneth the 

redꝛeſſe and ozveryng of all thinges in theſe new landes) to lig⸗ 

niſie vnto them in what extreme neceſſitie and penurie they ly⸗ 

ued. Unhappy / a/diuia therefoze, takyng this matter in hande | 

in an euyll houre, was with a lodeine and violent whirlewpnde db 0g 

dꝛyuen vppon certayne quickeſandes, in the pꝛoſpecte ofthe J 

lande of /amaica, lying on the South ſyde of Hi paniola and Cu- 

ba. Theſe blynde and ſwalowyng landes, the Spantardes call 

vypers, and that by good reaſon, bycaule in them many ſhyppes Tye quicke 

are entangled, as the Lilertes are implycate in the tayles of the ſandes called 

vypers. While the Carauell thus wzeſteled with the water, it ers. 

was ſo burſt in ſunder, that / a/diaia with thirtie of his felowes 

could ſcarcely wich much difficultte diſcende into the ſhyp boate: 

where without oꝛes, and without layles, they were carped away 

by the violence of the water. Fo2 (as we haue ſayd befoze in our 

Decades) the ſeas doe runne there continually with a violent 

courle toward the elt. They wandered thus, riu.daycs, not — — 

knowing whicher they went, no? pet fyndyng any thing to eate, de Welt. 

Famine conſumed ſeuen of them, which were caſt into the ſea to 

feede the fpſhes . The relidue lykewyſe, in maner conſumed by 

famyne, and fallyng from one calamitie into an other, were dzy- 

uen to 1ucatana, and fell into the handes of a cruell kyng, who 

flue Valdiuia the gouernour, with certapne ok his felowes: and wald inia is 

when he had kyꝛſt ſacrifyced them to his Zemes, ſhoxtly after hee les. to 

ate them, with his friendes of that conſpiracie. Fo? they eate * 

onely their enemies x ſtraungers, æ doe otherwile abſteyne from 

mans flethe , In this meane tyme, while Hieronimas Aquillaris, ho Aquilla-

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with ſyxe ofhis felowes, were reſerued to be ſacrifyced the 8 
dap, they bake they bandes, eſcaped the handes of that cruell 
Tpꝛant, and fledde to an other kyng beyng his enimp, who res 
ceyued them, pet onelp as bondmen . It is a ſtraunge chyng 
to heare of the moother of this Aquillaris : Fo2 as ſoone as 
thee hearde that her ſonne was fallen into the handes of the na⸗ 
tions that eate mans fleſhe, thee fell madde incontinent : ſo 
that whenſoeuer after, ſhee ſawe any meate roaſtyng at the 
fyꝛe, oz onelp redy ſpytted to laye to the fyꝛe, (hee ceaſſed not 
to crpe out in this maner, O mee molt wetched moother, be⸗ 
holde the members ok my ſonne. But to returne to our purpole. 
hen Aquil/aris had now receyued the gouernours letter, ſent 
by the Cozumellane meſſengers, hee declared to the kyng his 
maiſter (whole name was 7 axmarus) what was theyꝛ errande 
thither, and wherefoze they were ſent: blyng in the meane tyme 
many large diſcourſes, in expꝛeſſyng the great power and mag⸗ 
nificencc of they kyng, who had oflate arryued in thoſe coaſtes: 
alſo of theyꝛ humanitie and gentleneſſe towarde they? friendes 
and ſuch as ſubmitted them ſelues to them, x againe their rigour 
and fierceneſſe agaynſt ſuche as ſtubbernly epther contemned 
them, oꝛ denyed their requeſtes. Tl ich theſe wozdes he bꝛought 
Taxmarus into ſuch feare, chat the maiſter was now fayne to de⸗ 
ſyꝛe his ſeruaunt ſo to handle the matter, that they myght quietly 
enter into his dominion as his kriendes, and not as his enemies. 
Aquillaris pꝛo:niſed in their behalfe p they ſhould not onely tome 
in peace, but alſo to apde him againſt his enemies if neede ſhould 
ſo require, IAhervppon he dilmiſſed Aquillaris, with him thꝛee 
of his familiers and compantons , Thus they layled togeather 


from Co⁊umella to Jucatana, to the ryuer which they had founde 


beloꝛe in the fyꝛſt viage thither, by the gouernance of Alaminus 


The mouth of the pilot. They founde the mouth of the ryuer ſtopped with ſand, 


a rpUueritopped 
with lande, 


as we reade ofthe rpuer of Nilus in Egypte, when the wpndes 
(called Fteſti) blow in ſiummer, and eſpectally inthe canicular 
dayes . Therefoze where as they could not enter into the ryuer 
with the biggeſt veſſelles (although it be otherwyle apte to re⸗ 
cepue great ſhyppes) the gouernour cauled two hundꝛed men 
to bee ſet alande with the Bꝛigantines and ſhyppe boates, wyl⸗ 
lyng 4guillaris to offer peace to thinhabitauntes , They de⸗ 

maunded 


Tlandes, 


maunded what our men requpzed . Aquillaris aunſweared, bit⸗ 
tayles , There was a longe ſpace of ſande by the ſyde of the 
towne, whyther they wylled them to reſozt, pzompſyng 
to bꝛyng them vittaples thyther the day folowyng . Dur 
men went, and they came, accozdyng to thep2 pꝛomiſſe, and 


bzought with them eyght of theyꝛ Pennes, beyng as bygge Turuy gens, 


as Beacockes, of bzownyſhe coloure, and not infertour to Pea⸗ 
cockes in plealaunt caſf . They bꝛought allo as muche bzead 
made of Maizium (whiche is a grapne not muche vnlpke bnto 
panyke) as woulde ſcarcely ſerue tenne hungry men, and here⸗ 
with delſp2ed them to depart. But when they percepued that 
our men made no haſt away, immediately there came a great 
company of armed men towarde them, demaundyng what they 
had to do thus to wander in other mens landes. Our men made 
anſweare by Aquil/aris, that they deſyꝛed peace, vittayles, and 
golde, fo2 exchange ofother thynges . They anſweared againe, 
that they woulde nother peace no2 warre with them, but 
thꝛeatned them to auoyde the land, except they would be deſtroy: 
ed cuery man. Our men layd that they woulde not depart, 
without ſufficient vittayles to mayntayne their ſouldyers. They 
appoynted the day folowong to bꝛyng them mote bittayles, but 
they bzoke pꝛomiſe: Pet percepuing the ſcconde day that our 
men were encamped on the lande, and had repoled there that 
nyght, they bzought them as much moꝛe bittaples, and com⸗ 
maunded them in the name of theyꝛ kyng to departe. Dur men 
ſapde that chey were delyꝛous to ſee the towne, and to haue yet 
moe ſtoꝛe of vittaples. The Barbarians denyed they? requeſt, 
and therewith departed, whiſperyng and mutteryng among 
them ſelues. In the meane tyme our men were ſtyll ſo oppꝛeſſed 
with hunger, that they were enfoꝛced to ſeeke foꝛ meate. The 
gouernour therefoze ſent his vuder captapnes to lande with a 
hundꝛed and fyftie men. As they went diſperſed in dyuers com⸗ 
panyes about the villages of the countrey, the Barbarians met 
with one of theyꝛ bandes, and put them to great diſtreſſe: But 
when they) felowes, being not farre from them, hearde the noyſe 
ok theyꝛ alarome, they came with al poſſible haſte to they? reſcue. 
The gouernour on the other ſpde , placing his ozdinaunce in 
the bꝛygantines # ſhippe boates, appꝛoched tothe ſhoxre, _ 


A confticte, 
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the reſpdue ok his ſouldiers . The Barbarians ſykewpſe, 
beyng redy furnyſhed to the battayle, came runnyng to the 
ſea ſyde, to diſturbe them, that they ſhoulde not come alande, 
and with theyꝛ arrowes wounded many a farre of vnpꝛepared. 
The gouernoure diſcharged about .xx . peeces of oꝛdinaunce 
The Warbari- agaynſt them: With the laughter and terrible thunder wher⸗ 
ang ht. © of, and with the flame ofthe fyꝛe, and ſmell of the bꝛimſtone, 
they were ſo aſtonied, and put to ſuch feare, that they fled and dil- 
parcled lyke wylde beaſtes: whom our men purſuing, entred in⸗ 
to the towne, which thinhabftantes foꝛſoke in maner foꝛ feare of 
their owne men, wh they ſawe lo diſmaide. On the banke of this 
ryuer there is a towne ol ſuch poꝛtentous biggnes as J dare not 
ſpeake , but Alanimus the pilot, ſayth that it contapneth in 
The great circuite fpue hundzed myles, and that it conſiſteth of.xxv. c<or- 
— - mo- ſande houſes: Some make it ſomwhat leſſe, but they all agree 
Bictozia, that it is exceedyng great and notable . The houſes are divided 
— 8 with gardens , and are buvlded of lyme and ſtone , very 
houſes, artiliciall, and of cunnyng woozkemanlhip . To theyz haules, 
chambers, parlers, oꝛ other places of habitation, they aſcend by 
tenne 02 twelue ſtapꝛes, and haue certayne ſpaces betwene 
every houſe: ſo that it is not lawfull foꝛ any to lade his neygh⸗ 
bours wales wich rafters oz beames , They} houles are ſepa⸗ 
rate one from an other by the ſpace of thꝛee houles , and are fo2 
the molt parte couered with reede and thatche, and many al- 
ſo with ſlate oꝛ other ſfone , The Barbarians them lelues con- 
bollee. feſled that they were that day fourtie thouſande men at the bat- 
taple, which were vanquiſhed of a fewe, by reaſon of the newe 
and vnknowen kynde of feyght with gunnes and hoꝛſes. Fox the 
gouernourhadbnbarked . xi. hoꝛſes, which were allo at the bat- 
taple, and ſo fyercely aſſapled the Barbarians on the backchalfe, 
that they bzake they? array, and ſcattered chem as it had ben 
flockes of ſheepe, ouerthꝛowing, woũding, x killing them on eue⸗ 
ry ſyde:TAhitch thing the ſeely wꝛetches ſo imputed to a miracle, 
that they had not ÿ power to occupie their weapones. Foz wher⸗ 
— 8 and ag belfoꝛe they had neuer ſeene any hoꝛſes, they thought that man 
ir th on hoxſebacke and the hozle had ben all one beaſte, as the 


thought tobe YOu 
one beat. antiquitie dyd fable of the monſter Centaurus. Dur men poſſeſſed 


che towne. xxii.daxes, where they made good cheare bnder —— 
whyle 
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whyle the owners of the houſes lay vnder the fyzmament, and 

durſt not aſſaple our men, who had placed them ſelues inthe 

ſtroungeſt part ofthe towne, where ſome kept contynual watch 

(leſt the Barbarians ſhoulde ſodenly inuade them) whyle other 

gaue them ſelues to reſt and fleepe . The inhabitauntes call 

this towne Potanchana: but our men fo the victorie which they 

obcepned here, named it / ictoria. It is a maruetlous thpng to 

conſider, the greatneſſe, magnificence,# fineneſſe of the building | 
of certapne palaces they haue in the countrey, to the which they , 
reſozt ſomtymes koꝛ they) ſolace and paſtyme . Theſe are curt- Ya!aces'0f 
oullp builded wich many pleaſaunt diuiſes, as galertes, ſolarg dygnes and 
turrettes, poptals-gutters, with chambers boozded after the well burided. 
maner ot our wapneſcot, and well floozed . Foure of our Spa⸗ 

mardes went into one of them,of ſuch greatneſle, that they wan- 

dꝛed in the ſame fo2 the ſpace offoure houres befoze they coulde 

fynde the wap out . At the length by the interpꝛetours, and cer: 

tapne cantiues, our men ſent fo2 the kyng, and ſuche rulers as 

were next vnder hym in aucthoꝛitie, wyllyng them to ſubmyt 

them ſelues, and to come into the towne bnarmed : geuyng the 

meſſengers further in commaundement, to certifie them chat in 

thep2 ſo doyng, they woulde commune with them as concerning 

conditions of peace, and reſtoꝛe them they towne.

ncmies to mankinde,whole Images they honoured, & to direct 
the eyes of then myndes co Chꝛiſt our Gad, ß maker of heauen 5 
and earth, who was bozne into this wozlde of a virgin, and ſuf⸗ TÞez receyne 
tred death on the crofle fo2 the redemption of mankynde, and fi-: 

nally to pꝛoteſſe them ſelues ſubiectes to the Chꝛiſtian kyng of 

Spayne , They pꝛomiſed both, and were inſtructed as farre 

as the ſhoꝛtneſſe of tyme woulde permit. Beyng thus reſtoꝛed. 

they recompenſed our men with many rewardes:, luppolyng 

ſuche men to be ſent from heauen, whiche beyng fo fewe in num 

ber, durſt attempt battayle agaynſt ſa great a multitude ,They 

gaue our men alſo certapne golde, and twentie ſlaues. Depar⸗ 

tyng therefoze from hence, and coaſting ſtyll along by the ſame 


thoze , they came agapne to the gulfe whiche Alawinss — 
pilot

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pilot founde befoze vnder Griſalua. This they named Bian Sanc⸗ 
ti lobannis, that is, Saint Johns gulle, foz gian in the Spaniſhe 
tounge ſigniſieth a gulfe . Heere the inhabitautes reloꝛted to 
them peaceably . About a myle from the ſhoze, was a towne of 
A towne ofa a thouſandand fpue hundzedhoules ſituate vpona hyll , They 
thouſand and pꝛofered our men halfe the cowne,if they would dwel wich them 


fpue hundzed fq euer. This perhaps they dyd the rather, eyther fearyng the 


pouſes. example ofthe inhabitantes of Potanc hana, the fame whereof 


myght haue come to they eares, o2 els hopyng that under the 
ſhadowe of ſuche valiaunt men, they myght obteyne ayde and 
ſuccour agaynſt they enemies and bozderers . Fo2 (as J haue 
ſayde befoze) they deſtroy one an other with contynuall warre, 
fo2 the deſire to enlarge theyꝛ dominions. Our men refuled pars 
petuall habitation, and accepted they? frendly pꝛoffer fo2 a tyme. 
As they came alande, the people folowed them on cuerpe ſyde 
with bowes in cheyꝛ handes, whiche thephelde otter our mens 
heades, to defend them from the rayne, as though they had wal⸗ 
ked in a continuall arbour. Deere they encamped . And leſt the 
reſidue left in che ſhyps ſhoulde in the meane cyme ware ſlouth⸗

The lande whiche they lawe a farre of Tye lande or 

befoze they face, they ſuppoſc eyther to be annexed to our conti- Baccalaos oz | 

nent, oz to be topnedto the large Nozth regions called Baccalaos, 2. 

whereof we haue made mention in our Decades, in the boiage 

of Sebaſtian Cabote. This matter is vet doubtefull: but we 

truſt it (hall once be better knawen. Tuhile A/ aminus and Mon- 

tegius ſearched theſe ſecretes, the kyng of the pzouince (whoſe 

name was Multoxumam) (ent our men, by one of his chiefe 

officers (bepng alſo his Lieuetenaunt ofthe ſayde to une) many — 

ryche and goodly pꝛeſentes of golde, ſpluer, and pꝛecious ſtoues, pietious 

ſet and wzought after a marueplous ſtraunge deuice, and with 

no leſſe cunnyng wooꝛkemanſhyp. Heere they determined to 
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Fo) they? generall gouernoure, they elected Corteſus the gouer⸗ 
nour ofthe nauie, agaynſt his wyll as ſome ſaye. Foz other ma⸗ 
giſtrates to gouerne the citie which they intended to builde, he 
chole Portuc arerius and Monte g ius, of whom we haue made men⸗ 


tion befof? : They chole allo cettayne meſſengers to lende to the 


kyng by the conduction of Alaminus the pilot: Furthermoze,foure 
ofthe pꝛinces of this pꝛouince, offered them ſelues wyllyngly to 
go with our men into Spayne, to thintent to ſee our landes, and 
that kyng whole power is ſo great, and whole auctoꝛitie reach⸗ 
ech ſo farre: They bꝛought lykewyſe two women with them, 
whiche ſerued and obeyed them in all thinges, after the maner of 
their countrey. The people ok this nation is ofb2owne oz pelow- 
ylhe colour. Both the men and the women haue pendauntes of 
gold # pꝛetious ſtones hanging at their eares: The men allo 
boze theyz neather lippes full of holes, row the vppermott part 
ok che lippe, euen vnto the neathermoſt part of the gumme . At 
thele they hang certayne rynges, and plates of golde and lpl⸗ 
uer, faſtned to a ſinal and thynne plate, ping within betwene the 
lip c the gumme. At the biggeſt hole in the middeſt of the lippe, 


there hangech a rounde plate of ſpluer, as bꝛode as the copne 
called a Carolyne, ⁊ as thicke as a mans finger. J do not remem⸗ 
ber that euer J (awe any thyng that ſeemed moꝛe kylthy in 


mpne eye: Met do they thynke that there is nothyng moꝛe 
comlp vnder the circle of the moone, whereby we may lee howe 
vainely mankynde wandereth in his owne blyndneſſe. The 
Ethiopian thincketh the blacke colour to be kapzer then the 
white, andthe white man thinketh otherwiſe, They that are 
powled, thynke that mote decent then to weare a buſhe, and 


they that weare beardes, tudge it a defo2mitie to be ſhauen As 


appetite therfoze moueth, and not as reaſon perſwadeth, men 
runne after vanities, and euery pꝛouince ts ruled by theyꝛ owne 
ſenle, as wiiteth ſaint Jerome. From whence they haue their 


gold, we haue ſpoken lufficiently befoze . But as our men mar- 


ueyled where they had they? ſpluer, they ſhewed them certapne 
high mountaines, which are continually couered w ſnowe,ſating 
that at certaine times ofthe yeere the only toppes are [cene bare, 


bicauſe the ſnow is there molten, by reaſon of p thicke and warme

It is to be thought, chat they beate the playſter into fyne flonre, 

and ſo temperyng it with ſome byndyng moyſture, to make a 

cruſt therewith vppon the leaues, whereon they wꝛyte with 

anye ſharpe inſtrument, and blot the ſame agayne with a ſpunge 

o2 ſome ſuche other thyng, as marchaunt men and noble mens 

ſtewards are accuſtomed to do tatth their wꝛyting tables made 

ofthe waodde of figge trees. The leaues ofthep2 bookes are not 

ſet in oꝛder after the maner of ours, but are extended many cu⸗ 

bittes inlength . The matters whiche they wiite, are con⸗ 

teyned in ſquare tables , not loſe, but ſo bound togeather 

wich the tough & flexible clay called S itume in, that they ſeeme 

lyke woodden tables whiche had been vader the handes of cun⸗ 

nyng Bookbynders . (hich way lo euer the booke lieth open, 

there are two leaues ſeene, and two ſydes wꝛytten, with as mas 

ny lying vnder them, except the booke be vnfoulded in length. 

Foz vnder one leafe there are many leaues topned togeather. 

The fourmes of they? letters are nothyng lyke vnto ois, bur - 
are muche moꝛe crooked and entangled, lyke vncofpſhhookeg, Therm letters. 
knottes , ſnares, ſtarres, ſples, dyſe, and ſuche other, muche 

lpke buto the Egyptian letters, and unptten in lines lyke vnto 

ours . Heere and there betweene the lines, are pictured the 

ſhapes ok men, and ditters beaſtes, and eſpecyally the Images 

ol kynges, and other noble men: Thereby it is to be thought. wat is o: 
chat in ſuch bookes, che factes ol they} kinges are conteined, as red in they 


we ſee the lyke among vs;how our pzinters expzeſſe the ſunune 
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ofhilkozies in pictures, that men may therby be the moze allu⸗ 
ted to bye ſuche bookes, The coueringes of they: bookes are al⸗ 
ſoarcifictally wought, and paynted. When chey are ſhut, they 
ſeeme to differ nothing from ours in fourme. In theſe bookes are 
furchermoze compꝛehended theyꝛ lawes , ry:cs of ceremonies 
and (acrifyces, annotations of Aſtronomie, accomptes, compu⸗ 
tations oftymes. wich che maner of graffyng, ſowing, and other 
thynges parteynyng to huſbandyy. They begyn the yeere from 
the goyng doune of the ſeauen ſtarres, called Vergiliæ, oꝛ le- 
iades, and count theyꝛ monethes accoꝛdyng to the mones. They 
name a moneth, Tona, of the Boone, foz in cheyꝛ language they 
call the Moone Tons . Thep recken the dayes by the ſonnes: 
therefoze as many dayes as they name, they ſape, ſo manye 
ſonnes, the Sonne in they tongue, is called Tonatico. They 
diſtribute the yeere (without any reaſon why) into twentie mo⸗ 
nethes, and the moneth into az many dayes. The temples 

whiche they frequent, they adourne wich golden hangynges, 
and other oꝛnamentes ol golde and ſpluer, with pꝛecious ſtones 
intermyrt . At che ſpꝛyng of the day, they perfume theyꝛ tem- 
ples with frankenſence, and make thep? pꝛayers befoꝛe they take 
in hand any other buſpneſſe. But oh hoꝛrible crueltie : foꝛ the 
inhabitantes of al theſe tractes alſo, do ſacrifice childꝛen to their 

Woles, in lyke maner as we haue ſayde befoze . At ſuche tyme 
as the ſeedes {pe in the grounde, and when the coꝛne begpnneth 

to ſhewe fooꝛth the eare, they deſtinate to thepz Zemes ſuche 
bondmen as they haue bought, oꝛ ſuch captyues as they haue ta» 
ken in the warres, which they ſacrifice after that they haue made 
them great cheare, and decked them in pꝛecious apparell. Alſo 
befoe they ſacrifice theſe pooꝛe wꝛetches, they leade them about 
che towne, whyle al the people ſalute them humbly and reuerent⸗

The Siuills Now 


kpng of this towne had fpue men which he relerued to be acrify- 


ced, whom when our men would haue de lyuered, the kyng made 

humble requeſt to thein, ſaying that if they cooke away ſuch men 

as hee had conſecrated to bee offered to the goddes, they ſheulo 

bꝛyng utter deſtruction to him and all his kyngdome : Foꝛ if 

our lacrifyces (ſapde hee) doe ceaſſe, our Zemes will take ſuch The foxce of an 

diſpleaſure with vs, that they will ſuffer our cone, graffes, ®Þerrour, 

and fruites, to bee conſumed of woꝛmes, ſcoꝛched wichdzouth, 

deſtroyed with flooddes, o2 blaſted with lyghtnyng . Our 

men perceyuyng his earneſtneſle heerein, thought it beſt co 

chooſe the leaſt eupll, percepupng that it was pet no tyme to 

diſquiet theyꝛ myndes, and therefoze ſuffered them to exercyſe 

their accuſtomed ceremontes , And although theyꝛ pꝛieſtes 

pꝛomiſe them immoꝛtall glozte, eternall felicitie, and perpe⸗ 

tuall conuerſation with the goddes after the ſtoꝛmie dayes of 

this lyfe, yet doe they with heauy countenaunces giue care to 

their pꝛomiſes, and had rather bee let at libertie. Their pꝛieſtes They vrieſts 

are named 2xines, in the plurall number, and 2 «in in the ſin: Vue chan, 

gular : they leade a pure and chaſt lyfe, and are honoured of the 

people with feare and renerence , They make fagotces of the aggotes of 

bones of their enemies which they haue taken in the warres, and bones, 

hang vp the ſame at the feete of theyꝛ Zemes, as tokens of the 

bictozies obteyned by their fauour, To thele they adde certaine 

titles and ſuperſcriptions, as teſtimonies oł the ſame. This is 

ſtraunge and wooꝛthy to be noted, that when their childꝛen are 

a yeere olde, the pꝛieſtes in their temples with deuout ceremo⸗ 

nies and murmuryng woozdes,powe water in foꝛme ofa croſſe 

vpon their heades with a cruet, whereby they ſeeme to baptiſe 2 figure of 

them: Meyther doe they, as the Jewes and Turkes, thinke bliune. 

their temples polluted if any ofa ſtraunge religion bee pꝛeſent 

at their ſacrifyces and other ſalemnities. We haue now ſpoken 

ſufficiently of theyꝛ bookes, temples, and ſuperſtitions: Let Thepicſentes 

vs nowe therefoze come to the other pyeſentes whiche were papst:

and rounde plates (whiche ſome haue named the Images of — 


the Sunne and Moone) the one offiluer, and the other of golde, fiu«cc,

mylles: pet but thynne, and in maner both of one circumkerence, 
that is. xcbiit. ſpannes in circuite , That of golde is of the 
wepght of thꝛee thouſande and viii. hundꝛed Caſtellanes, where 
as we haue ſayd befoze y a Caſtellane is a covne of golde which 
weygheth moꝛe then a Ducate by a trient, that is, the thyꝛde 
parte of a pounde . In the center ofthis, was the Image of a 
Ryng ok halfe a cubite long, ſyttyng in a trone, and apparel⸗ 
led to the knee lyke into a mawmet, with ſuche countenaunce 
as our paynters are wont to paynte fayꝛies oꝛ ſpꝛites: about 
the Image, were the Hapes ok trees and floures, ſo that it 
ſeemed to ſitte as though it had been in a kcelde . The other 
of ſyluer, was made to the lame ſimilitude, beyng alſo in maner 
of the lame weyght, and both o*pure mettall. They bꝛought 
Iyzewyſe certayne graynes of rude golde (that is, ſuche as 
was neuer molten) about the bygneſſe of Fytches, o2 the 
pulſe called Lintels, in token of plentie of natiue golde: Alſo 
two cheꝛ nes ok golde, whereofthe one centeyned. viii. lynkes, 
in the which were let two hundꝛed, thꝛeeſcoꝛe, and two fayꝛe and 
cleare redde ſtones, and yet no rubies, fir:hermoze a hundzed 
foureſcoꝛe and thꝛee greene ſtones, and yet no emerodes: Me⸗ 
uertheleſſe, thele are in lyke eſtimation with them, as the other 
are with vs. At the edge of this cheyne, there hang. xrvii. gol⸗ 
den belles, hauyng betweene euery of them foure tewels of pꝛe⸗

They bꝛought furthermoꝛe twelue paire of lether bulkynnes 
of diuers colours, ſome imbꝛodered with golde, and ſome 
with ſiluer, with plates and iewels of golde and pꝛecious ſtones 
incloſed, and at cuerp ol them certayne golden belles: Alſo cer⸗ 
tayne myters, beſet with pꝛecious ſtones of dyuers colours, a⸗ 
mong the whiche lome are blewe lyke vnto Saphires .

mote tedious then pꝛotptable. J let paſſeheere allo to ſpeake of 
many particuler nauigations, and of the trauailes and daungers 
which they ſuſtevned in the ſame, with the monſters and lecretes 
ol nature they lawe, which are all contepned in the regiſters of 
our Senate ofthe aft pꝛes of India, out ofthe which J haue ſe⸗ 
lected theſe fewe annotations, ſuch as ſecmed to mee molt meete 
to bee publiſhed. Notwithſtandyng theſe ryche and goodly pꝛe⸗ 
ſentes, pet were they that bꝛaught them, and allo Cori us the 
gouernour ofthe nauie, aud aucthour ok erecting their newe cos 
lonie in thoſe remote regions, adiudged by the Senate to haue 
done agapnt ryght and equitie, in that they attempted the lame 
without thadnice ofthe gouernour ofthe Aland of Cuba, who lent 
thein faoꝛtch by the kyngs auctoꝛitie, wheras they dyd other thin. 
ges beſide their com million, yea although they went to the kyng, 
not firſt knowing his pleaſure whom the kyng had ſubſtitute his 
Lieue⸗ 


andes. 


Y fertefenatine in that Nande: inſomuch that by his pꝛocuratour, 
he accuſed them heloꝛe the Senate as fugitiue theeues and traps 
tours. They un p other part alleaged, v they bad done the kyng 
better ſcrutce then he. a that they had ſhewed ſufficient abedience, 
in appeatyng to the kyng as the hygher Judge. But the gouer⸗ 
nout requirct by the vertue of his commillion, x the kinges let- 
ters pattents, » they myght be behead:d foꝛ their dilobedience a- 
gainſt hin, whom they knewe to bee aucthoziled by the kyng. 
They agayne replied, that they had not offended the kyng, but 
rache r deſerued rewarde foꝛ their great daungers and trauailes. 
Both the reward and puniſhment were deferred, and a day ap⸗ 
pointed when both parties ſhould be heard. Let vs nowe there- 


kore come to the Spanyardes of Dariena, thinhabitours of the The Sp

qulfe of / raba, in the ſuppoſed continent. Wee haue ſayde be⸗ 
foꝛe, that Dariena is a ryuer runnyng towarde the Teſt ſyde of 
the g:ilfe of Yraba: On the banke of this ryuer, the Spanpardes 
planted their firſt colonie oꝛ habitation, atter they had vanquiſhed 
kyng Chemaccus:thts colonie they named Santta Maria Antiqua, 
by reaſon of a vowe which they made to the virgine Parte in the 
tyme of the battaile againſt Chemaccus . To thele (as wee haue

made mention in the ende of our Decades) was Petrus Arias mom the 


ſent with a thouſand and two hundꝛed men, at the requeſt of // 
chus Nunne ⁊ Balboa, who was then the gouernour of Dariena, and

Arias the newe gouernour, hee diuided his armie into Centuri⸗ 
ons, that is, captaines ouer hundꝛeds, whom hee ſent fooꝛth dy⸗ 
uers wayes. Nhat tragedies folowed heereof, J will abſolue in 
fewe woꝛdes, bycauſe all are hozrible and vnpleaſaunt : Foz ſince

Arias fyndyng occalton of quarelipng agaynſt / aſchus, ſent 
that Vaichus) -Moceſle tothe magiltrates of the towne, whereby he commaun- 
be put io death. ded thein to ſtrangle //chbus, and fpue other which were chiele 
captaines under him, alleagyng that they and their confederates 
confpired to rebell in the South ſea, and that / c bus him ſelle 
foꝛ that intent had buylded and furniſhed foure ſhippes, to ſearch 
the ſouth caaſtes ofthe ſuppoſed continent: alſa, that to his thꝛee 
hundꝛed ſouldiers and companions which hee had wich him, he 
Baſchusis ſbould lpeake wopdes of this effecte as foloweth. Py kriendes, 
accuſed, and felowes of mp long paynes and trauayles, howe long (hall 
wee beelubiecte to the commaundement of other, ſpth we haue 
bydden che bꝛunt, and ouercome thinterpꝛile fo2 the whiche 
this newe gouern2ur was ſent with ſo great a miltitude?Tho 
can any longer abyde his pꝛyde and inſolencie: Let vs theres

mountaynes on euer ſyde about this ryuer are ryche in golde, Tye ryche 
wee haue learned by thinfoꝛmation ofthinhabitauntes, of whom 2 
wee made diligent inquiſition. Y aſchus, and beſpde him a 
gouernours and Lieuetenauntes, haue fouretymes entred into 

this ryuer with they2 armies in battayle array, and wich dy⸗ 

ners kyndes of ſhippes, fyꝛſt foꝛ the ſpace of fourtie mples, then 

fyftie, and at the laſt foureſcoze, and at an other tyme allo ouer⸗ 

thwarte the ryuer. Oh thamekuil chaunce, and deteſtable coward⸗ fierte a wacs 
neſſe of our men. A naked nation eucountryng with chem that ipke people. 
had apparell, the armed againſt the vnarmed, had the ouerthzow 

in maner in all conflictes, and were either all ſlayne oz wounded, 

They vle inuenomed arrowes, and are ſuch experte archers, that 

if they eſpy any place of cheyz enimie bare oz dnarmed, they will 

not lyghtly fayle to ſtryke him there. They vle alſo many dartes, Dartes. 
which in the tyme of the battayle they hurle ſo thicke a farte ok, 

that they take the lyght of the ſunne from theyꝛ enemies as it 

were with a cloude. They haue lyke wiſe bꝛode g long ſwoozdes, Swoozdes of 
made ol a heauy and harde kynde of wood, wherewich they ligt 9999» 
fiercely neare at hand. / aſc hut him ſelfe reteiued many woundes

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nert ſdyaſmuch as chinhabitauntes whoſe belpe they bed heere⸗ 
in, are bꝛought to a ſmall number, conſumed partely by warre, 
and many moꝛe by famine chat yeere that they dygged vp the 
rootes w;;ereofthey made theyꝛ beſt bzead, and lefte of ſowyng 
their grapne of A ai⁊ium, which is their common foode, ſuppo⸗ 
ſing hereby to haue dzytten our men out of the Jlande, who had 
vittaples ſent them from Spayne. A great number of them als 
ſo dyed ol new and ſtraunge diſeaſes, which in the yeere ol Chꝛiſt 
a thouſande fpue hundzed and eightiene, conſumed them lyke 
rotten ſheepe . And (toſay the trueth) our mens vnſaciable 
deſyꝛe cf golde, ſo oppꝛeſſed theſe pooze wꝛetches with extreme 
labour and tople, where as befoze they lyued pleaſauntly and 
at libertie, gyuen onely to plapes and paſtymes, as daunſyng, 
fyſhyng, foulyng, and huntyng ok little Cunnies, that many 
of them perpſhed euen fo2 very angupſhe of mynde, the which 
(wich theyꝛ bnaccuſtomed labour) are thinges of them ſelues 
fufficienc to engender many newe diſeaſes. But the kyng and 


the Senate haue nowe determyned, that they bee reduced to a 


people, and to gyue them (clues onely to increaſe, and tyllage 
ofthe grounde: and that onelp ſuche as are bought oz taken 
out of other regions, be appoynted to labour in the gold mynes. 
But it ſhall ſuffyſe to haue ſapde thus muche of the peſtiferous 
hunger of golde: therkoꝛe J wil ſpeake of other matters.

This is 
mote wonderfull, that where as in Ualentia tu @papne(where 
a great quantitie of ſuger is made peerely) where lo euer 
they applye them ſe:ues to the great tncreaſe thereof, pet doeth 
exerproote bꝛyng footh nat paſt fpue, oꝛ ſpxe, o at the molt ſe⸗ 


wmatueplous. tien of choſe reedeg : whereas in Hiſpania; or e Foote beareth

\ || gleria, in declaryng by phi- 
| loſophicall diſcourſes the 
—— S ſecrete cauſes of naturall 
affectes, both as touchyng the lande, the 
ſea, the ſtarres, and other ſtraunge workes of na- 
ture: yet foraſmuch as of later dayes thoſe coun- 
treys haue been better knowne and ſearched, 
and dyuers ſuch particuler and notable thinges 
founde, as are conteyned in the hiſtories of later 
writers, among the number of whom, Conzalus 
Ferdinandus Ouiedus (whom learned Carda- 
nus compareth to the ancient writers) is doubt- 
leſſe the chiefe, I haue therefore thought good 
to ioyne tothe Decades of Peter Martyr, cer- 
tayne notable thinges which I haue geathered 
out of his booke, intituled the Summarie or a- 
bridgement of his generall hyſtorie of the weſt 
Indies, written in the firme lande of the ſame, in 
the citie of Sancti Maria Antiqua in Dariena 
(where he dwelt & was gouernor many yeeres)

hyſtoꝛie, ſuch thinges as he him ſelfe had ſeene, as moſt certayne 
tetimonie,TUhoſe example J folowyng, will in this my beef 
ſummarie, reduce and repꝛeſent to your maieſties memoꝛie ſuch 
thinges as J haue ſeene in your Emppyꝛe of the Telt Indies, 
alwell in the Jlandes as in the ſirme lande of the Occan ſea, 
where J haue ſerued naw moze then twelue peeres in the place 
ol ſurueper of che golde mynes, by the commaundement of the 
Catholyke kyng Don Fernando, the fpft of that name, and graund⸗

treated in my ſayd generall hiſtoꝛie, and ſuch as may ſceme moſt 
wooꝛthy to be redde of pour maieſtie: Ok the which, although a 
great parte haue been wiitten by other, who haue alſo ſcene the 
ſame, pet perhappes they are not ſo exactly and particulerly de⸗

plyed myne eyes t intelligence to fynde the ſame. And this pꝛe⸗ 
ſent Summarie ſhall not be contrary oꝛ dyuers from my larger 
hiſtoꝛie, wherein (as J haue ſapde)J haue moꝛe amply declared 
theſe thinges:but ſhal onely moꝛe bꝛeefely expꝛeſſe theffect theres 
of, vntyl ſich tyme as God ſhall reſtoꝛe me to myne owne houſe, 
where J map accomplyſhe and fpnyſhe my ſapde generall hyſta⸗ 
rie. CUhervnto to gyue the kyꝛſt pꝛinciple, J ſap, that Don C Lri- 


ſtopher Colon us (as it is well knowen) beyng the kyꝛſt Admirall of 
Bb. ii. this 


haue wiitten it fapthfully, 
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this India, diſcouered the ſame in the dayes of the Catholyke 
kyng Don Ferdinando, and the lady Elizabeth his wpfe, graund⸗ 
father and graundmother vnto pour maieſtie, in the peere. 1491. 
aud came to Barg alona in the peere.1492. with the fyꝛſt Indians, 
and other ſhewes and pꝛoofes of the great ryches and notice of 
this welt Empire: The which gyft and benefite was ſuche, that 
it is vnto this day one of the greateſt that euer any ſubiecte o2 
ſeruaunt hath done foꝛ his pꝛince oꝛ countrey, as is manikeſt 
to the whole woꝛlde. And to lay the trueth, this ſhall doubtleſſe 
bee ſo commodious and pꝛokytable vnto the whole realme of 
Spapne, that J repute him no good Caſtilian o2 Spanyarde 
that doeth not recogniſe the lame . And (as J haue ſayde be: 
foꝛe) foꝛaſinuche as in my ſayde generall hiſtoꝛie J haue moꝛe 
largely intreated of theſe thinges, J intende at this pꝛeſent on⸗ 
ly bꝛiefely to rchearſe certapne eſpeciall thinges, the whiche 
ſurely are very fewe in reſpecte ofthe thouſandes that myght be 
ſayde in this behalfe . Fy2ſtcherefoze J will ſpeake ſomewhat 
of the nauigation into theſe parties, then of the generation of 
the nations which are founde in the fame, with theyꝛ rytes, cu⸗ 
ſfomes.and ceremonies: allo of beaſtes, foules, byꝛdes, wooꝛ⸗ 
mes, kyſhes, ſeas, ryuers, ſp2pnges, trees, plantes, hearbes, 
and dyuers other thinges, whiche are engendered both on the 
lande and in the water. And foꝛaſmuche as J am one of thozder 
and company ot them that are qppoynted to returne into theſe 
regions ta ſerue yuut mateſtie, it therefoꝛe the thinges contey⸗ 
ned in this booke ſhall not be diſtincte in ſuche oꝛder as J pꝛomi⸗ 
fed to perfourme in my greater wooꝛke. J veſvze pour maieſtie 
to haue no reſpect herevnto, but rather to conſider the noueltie of 
ſuch ſtraunge thinges as J haue herein declared, whiche is the 
chieke ende that moued mee to wpte : Pꝛoteſtyng, that in this 
Summarie J haue witten the trueth of ſuche thinges as came 
to my remembꝛaunce, whereofnot onely J mp ſelfe can teſtifie, 
but alſo dyuers other woꝛthy and credible men, which haue been 
in thole regions, and are now pꝛelent in pour maieſties courte. 
And thus it ſhall ſuffyle to haue ſayde thus much vnto pour mas 
ieſtie, in maner of a pꝛoheme vnto this pꝛeſent wozke, whiche J 
molt humbly deſpꝛe your maieſtie as thankefullp to accept, as I 
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Of the weſt Indies. 


Ofthe ordinary nauigation from Spayne 
to the welt Indies. 


Ib nauigation which is commonly 
JH NJ jade from Spapne to the welt 1n- 
g's from Siuile, where pour mate- 
Mie haue your houle of contraction 
8 thoſe partes, with alſo pour offy⸗ 
ml cers therevnto partepnyng, ot whom 
i che captapnes — they} op; 
0 fand lycence. The patrones ot luche 
| = Htppes as are appoynted to theſe vi⸗ 
anesmmbarke chem lelues at San Luca di Barameda,where the ris 
uer Cuadalchiber entreth into the Ocean ſea, and from hence they 
folow their courſe toward the Jlands of Canarte, Ok theſe ſeuen 
Ilandes, they commonly touche two, that is, eyther Grancanaria 
oꝛ Gomera: and here the ſhyppes are furnyſhed with freſhe was 
ter, fuell, cheeſe, beefe, and ſuche other thinges, which may ſeeme 
requiſite to bee added to ſuche as they bꝛyng with them out of 
Spayne. From Spayne to theſe Jlandes, is commonlp eyght 
dayes ſayling, oꝛ little moꝛe o2 leſſe, and when they are arryued 
there, they haue ſayled two hundꝛed and fyftie leagues, whiche 
make a thouſand mpyles, accompting foure mples to a league, as 
is their maner to recken by ſea. Departing from che ſayd Jlandg 
to folow their courſe, the ſhyppes tarp, xx b. dayes, oz a litle moze 
02 leſſe, befoe they ſee the fyꝛſt lande ofthe andes that lye bes 
foꝛe that whiche they call La Spagnuola o Hiſpaniola, and the 
lande that is commonly fy2lt ſeene, is one of chele Nandes which 
they call Ozni ſantti Aarigalante (oꝛ Galanta)LaDeſſeada(others 
wile called Deſiderata) M atanino, Dominica, Guadalupea, San 
Chriſtoual,o2 ſome other ofthe Flandes,wherofthere are a great 
multitude lying about theſe afozeſaypde , Pet it ſometymes ſo 
chaunceth, that the ſhyppes paſle without the ſight of any of the 
ſayd Jlandes, oz any other that are within that courſe vntill they 
come to the Jlande of Sancti Toham's,00 H. ſpemiola, 0 [ amaica,02 
Cuba, which are befoze the other. It may allo chaunce that they os 
uerpaſle all theſe lpkewpſe, vntyll they fall vppon the _— 
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of the firme lande. But this chaunceth when the pilot is not well 


pꝛactiſed in this nauigation, oꝛ not perfect in the true cavde, But 
makpng this biage with experte maryners (whereof there is 
nowe great plentie) one of the ſayde kyꝛſt Jlandes ſhall euer bee 
knowen. And from the Jlandes of Canarie to one of the fy2ſt of 
thele,the diſtaunce is niene hundꝛed leagues by lapling, oꝛ mote, 
and from hence to the citte ot ſaince Dominike, which is in the 
Nand of Hiſpaniola, is a hundꝛed and fyftie leagues : ſo that from 
Spapne hitherto, is a thouſande and thꝛee hundzed leagues. Pet 
foꝛaſmuche as ſometymes the nauigation pꝛoceedeth not lo di⸗ 
rectly, but that it chaunceth to wander euer on the one ſpde oz on 
the other, we may well lay that they haue now lapled a thouſand 
and kyue handꝛed leagues, and moze , And ikthe nauigation bee 
flow,by reaſon of ſome hynderaunce, it commonly chaunceth co 
be fpniſhed in xxxv.oꝛ.xl.dayes: and thts happeneth foꝛ the moſt 
parte, not accomptyng the extremes, that is,epthcr ofthem that 


haue ſlowe paſſage, oz of them that arrpue in very ſhoꝛt tyme: 


fo2 we ought to conſyder that which chaunceth moſt commonly, 
The returne from thoſe partes to Spapne, is not fyniſhed with⸗ 
out longer tyme, as in the ſpace offifcie dapes, oꝛ a litle moꝛe o2 


leſſe. Neuertheleſſe in this pꝛeſent peere of. 15 25. there came 


foure ſhyppes from the Jlande of San Dominico, to lainct Luca 
in Spayne, in. xx. dayes: But (as J haue ſayde) we ought not 
to iudge of that which chaunceth ſeldome, but of that which hap⸗ 
peneth molt oꝛdinarily. This nauigation is very lafe, and much 
bled, euen vnto the ſayde Jland. And from this to the firme land, 
the ſhyppes trauerſe diuers wayes fo2 the ſpace of fyue, ſixe, oꝛ 
ſeuen dayes ſaylung, oꝛ moꝛe, accoꝛdyng to the partes oꝛ coaſtes 
whither they directe they; biages, fozalmuch as the layde fpzme 
lande is very great and large, and many nauigations and viages 
are directed to dyuers partes ofthe ſame: Yet to the firme land, 
which is neareſt to this Nande, and lyeth directly agaynſt San 
Dominico, the paſſage ts finiſhed in the tyme afozelayde , But it 
ſhalbe much better to remit all this to the carde of thele nauiga⸗ 
tions, and the new Coſmographie, ofthe whiche no parte was 
knowne to Ptolome, oz any other of the olde wppters.

Ofthe weſt Indies. 


Of two notable thinges as touching the weſt 
Indies, and of the great rycheſle brought 
from thence into Spayne. 


7775 15 „ Fter mp bnicterſall diſcriptton of the hiſto⸗ 
rie olche Indies, there commeth to my re- 
e (> membyaunce two chinges chiefly to be no⸗ 
i ted as touchyng Thempire ofthele Cleft 
© Indies, pertaining to the dominion ol your 

maieſtie: and theſe, beſpde the other perti⸗ 
[LEED culars whereof J haue ſufficiently ſpoken, 
ane to be conſtdered as thinges of great importaunce. cibereok⸗ 
the one is the ſhoztnelle of the way x with what expedition pour 
maieſties ſhyvpes may paſſe beyonde the mayne firme lande of 
theſe Indies, into the new South ſea, called Mare del Sur, lying 
beyond the ſame, this to thintent to come to the Jlandes where 
the ſpices grow, beſide the other innumerable rychelſe of ÿ kings 
domes t ſeigniones which confine with the ſaid ſea, where are ſa 
many people æ nations ot dyuers tongues c maners. The other 
thing, is to conſider howe innumerable treaſures are entred into 
Spapne by theſe Indies, al well that which commeth daplyfrom 
thence, as allo that is continually to be looked foꝛ, both of gold x 
pearle, x other marchaundies, which are firſt bꝛought into this 
pour realme of payne befoꝛe they are ſeene ot other nations, oꝛ 
traded into other realmes:Ulhereby not onely this your realme 
is greatly inriched, but allo the benefite thereofredoundeth to the 
great pzofite of other countreys which are neare therevnto.A te: 
ſtimonie of this, are the double ducades which your maieſtie haue 
cauled to bee copned, and are diſpearled throughout the whole 
woꝛlde: But after they are once paſled out of this your realme, 
they neuer returne againe, becaule they are the beſt currant mos 
ney ofthe wozlde . And therefoze, if after they haue been in the 
handes of ſtraungers, they chaunce to bee returned agayne into 
Spapne, they come diſguiſed in an other habite, and are dimints 
ſhed of the goodnelle of theyꝛ golde, with the ſtampe of pour 
mateſtie chaunged: So that if it were not foz theyꝛ ſuche de⸗ 
facynges in other realmes foz the cauſe afozeſayde, there ſhould 
not bee founde ſo great quamitie ok fyne golde of the copne 
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of any pꝛince in the woꝛld as of pour matelties ; and the caule of 


all chis, are pour Indies. 


Of the my nes of golde, and the ma- 
ner of workyng in them. 
Its particuler of the mynes of gold, is 
à thing greatly to bee noted, and J may 
=, much better ſp:ake hereof the any other 
man, fozalmuch as there are nowe, xi.

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the Catholtke kyng Don Ferdinando, after whoſe departure from 
this lyfe, J ſerued long in the ſame roome in the name of your 
maieſtie: By reaſon wherof,Jhaue had great occaſion to know 
how gold is found and wꝛought out of the mpnes,and doe know 
ryght well y this land is exceeding rych, hauing by my accompt, 
and by the labour of my Indians x ſlaues, geathered and fyned a 
great potion of the ſame, # may therfoꝛe the better aftyꝛme this 
by teſtimony of ſight. Fo2 J am well aſſured, that in no part of 
Caſtilia del oro, that is, golden Caſtile (otherwiſe called Beragua) 
no man coulde aſ ke mee of the mynes of golde, but that J durlk 
haue bounde my ſelfe to haue diſcouered them in the ſpace of ten 
leagues of the countrey where it ſhould haue been deinaunded 
me, and the ſame to be very rych: fo J was alowed all maner of 
charges to make ſearch foꝛ the ſame, And although gold be found 


in maner euery where in theſe regions of golden Caſtile, pet 


ought we not in cuery place to beſtow the trauel c charge to geat 
it out, becauſe it is of leſſe quantitie and goodnelſe in ſome place 
then in ſome. And the myne oꝛ beyne which ought to be folowed, 
ought to be in a place which may ſtand to ſaue much ofy charges 
ofthe labourers, and fo2 the adminiſtration of other neceſſary 
thinges, that the charges may be recompenced with gaynes: foz 
there is no doubt but that gold ſhalbe found moꝛe oꝛ leſſe in euery 


place, And the golde whiche is founde iu golden Caltile, is very 
good, x ol xxii taractes 0? better in fpneſſe. Furthermoꝛe, beſyde 
this great quantitie of gold, which J haue ſayd to be found in the 


mynes, 
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mynes, chere is alſo from day to dap found,o2 otherwyſe cotton, 
great treaſure of ſuch wzought gold as hath ben in þ cuſtovie of 
the ſubdued Indians ir theyꝛ kynges, alwel ofſuch as they haue 
geuen foꝛ theyꝛ fyne and raumſome, o2 otherwyfe, as frenves 
to the Chꝛiſtians, beſpde that whiche hath ben viclently taken 
from the rebelles : but the greateſt parte ofthe wꝛought golde 
whiche the Indians haue, is baſe, and holdeth ſomewhat of 
copper, of this they make byaflettes and chaynes, and in the 
ſame they cloſe thep) tewels whiche theyꝛ women are accuſto- 
med to weare, r eſteemed moꝛe then altherichefle ofthe woꝛlde. 
The maner howe golde is geathere d, is this, eyther okluche as 
is founde in 7 au ana, that is to ſaye in the playnes and rpuers of 
the champion countrep beyng without trees, whether the earth 
be with graſſe oꝛ without, oꝛ of ſuche as is ſometymes founde on 
the land without the ryuers in places where trees growe, ſo that 
to come by the ſame, it ſhalbe requiſite to cut downe many and 


great trees. But after which ſo euer of theſe two maners it be 


founde, eyther in the ryuers oꝛ bꝛeaches of waters, 02 els in the 
earth, J wyl ſhewe howe it is founde in both theſe places, and 
howe it is ſeparate and pourged. Therefoꝛe when the mpne 
02 beyne is diſcouered, this chaunceth by ſearchyng and pꝛo⸗ 
uyng in ſuch places as by certaine ſignes and tokens do appeare 
to ſkylful men apte fo2 the generation of golde, and to holde 
golde: and when they haue found it, they folowe the myne, and 
labour it, whether it be in the ryuer, oꝛ in the playne, as J haue 
ſayde . And it it be founde on the playne, kyꝛſt they make the 
place very cleane where they entende to dygge, then they dygge 
eyght oꝛ tenne foote in length, and as muche in bꝛeadth: but 
they goe no deeper then a ſpanne oꝛ two, oꝛ moze , as ſhatfreme 
beſt to the maiſter of the myne, dyggyng equally, then they 
wache all the earth whiche they haue taken out of the ſayde 
ſpace, and if herein they fynde any golde, they folowe it, and if 
not, they dygge a ſpanne deeper, and waſhe the earth as they 
dvd befo2e: and if then alſo they fynde nothyng, they continue 


in diggyng and waſhyng p earth as be foꝛe, vntylthey come to the 


harde rocke oꝛ ſtone: and ik in fine they kynde no golde there, 
they folowe no further to ſeeke golde in that place, but goe ta 


an other part , And it is to be vnderſtoode, chat when they haue 
found? 
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foundethe mpne, they folowe it in dyggyng, in the ſame meas 
ſure in leuell and deapth , vntyll they haue made an ende of all 
the mpne whiche that place contepneth, if it appeare to be riche. 
This myne ought to conſyſt ofcertapne feete oz paſes in length 
o breadth, acc oꝛdyng to certapne oꝛders determined, and withs 
in that compaſſe of earth, it is not lawefull foꝛ any other todigge 
fo2 golde: And where as endeth the mpne of hym that fyzſfe 
founde the golde, immediatly it is lawfull foꝛ any other man that 
wyll, wich a ſtaffe to aſſigne hym ſelfe a place by the ſyde ofthe 
ſame, incloling it with ſtakes oz pales as his owne. Thele mines 
of Zauana (that is, ſuch as are found in the plaines)ought euer to 
be ſought neare to ſome rpuer 02 bꝛooke, oꝛ ſp2ing of water, oz 
dyke, oꝛ ſtandyng poole, to thende that the golde may be waſhed, 
fo2 the which purpole they ble the labour of certayne Indians, 
as they do other in dyggyng of the myne. And when they haue 
dygged out the myne, they fpll certayne trapes with that earth, 
whiche other Indians haue the charge immediatly to recepue 
at theyꝛ handes, and to cary thoſe trayes of earth to the water, 
where it may bee waſhed: Yet do not they that bzyng it, 
waſhe it, but delpuer it to other, puttyng it out of they owne 
trayes into theyꝛs, whiche they haue redy in theyꝛ handes to re: 
ceyue it. Theſe waſhers fo2 the moſt part are the Indian wo⸗ 
men, becauſe this woozke is oflelle paine and trateple then any 
other. Thele women when they walhe, are accuſtomed to ſyt 
by the water ſyde, with they? legges in the water even vp to the 
knees, oꝛ leſſe, as the place ſerueth theyꝛ purpoſe : and thus hold: 
yng the trayes with earth in theyꝛ handes by p handles thereof, 
and puttyng the ſame into the water, they moue them rounde 
auout, after the maner of ſyltyng, with a certapne aptneſſe, 
in uche ſozte that there entreth no moze water into the traps 
then ſerueth they? turne, and with the ſelfe ſame apte mouyng 
ofchey} trays in the water, they euer auopde the foule water 
wich the earth out of the one ſyde of the veſſell , and recepue 
in cleane water on the other ſyde thereof, ſo that by this meanes 
by litle and litle, the water waſheth che earth as the lyghter 
ſubſtaunce of che trays, and the golde as the heauper mat⸗ 
ter reſteth in the bottome of the lame, beyng rounde and 
bolowe in the myddeſt lpke vnto a barbars baſen: And won 
| all 
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all the earth is auoyded, and the gold geathered togeather inthe 
bottome ofthe tray, they put it a part, and returne totakemoze 
earth, whiche they waſhe contynually as befoꝛe. And thus they 
that labour in this woozke, do geather dayly ſuche poztion of 
golde as ſhall pleaſe God to graunt to the Patrones of theſe In⸗ 
dlans, and ſuche other as trauaple in the ſame . Furthermoze 
it is to be noted, that foꝛ every two Indians that waſhe, it is re⸗ 
quiſite that two other ſerue them to bꝛyng earth from the mpne, 
and other two to bꝛeake the ſame ſmall, and fyl theyz trayes ther⸗ 
with. Allo belpde theſe labourers , it is neceſſarye that there be 
other people in the place where they woozke & reſt in the night: 
theſe are ſuche as make theyz bꝛead, and pꝛouide fox victuals. 
and other neceſſaries. So that to conclude, there are in al, fyue 
perſons oꝛdinarilie aſſigned ta euery tray of waſhers, There 
is an other manner of wozkyng the mpnes, in ryuers oꝛ 
bzookes of runnyng waters: and this is, that in auoydyng che 
water ok his courſe, after that the beddes of the ryuers are dꝛye 
and btterly emptied, they fynde golde among the beaches, 
clyftes, andryftes of ſtones, and among all that is in the bot⸗ 
tome of the chanell, and where naturally the ryuer runneth of 
greateſt foꝛce: So that it chaunceth ſometyme, that when the 
bedde of the ryuer is good and ryche, they fpnve in it great quan⸗ 
titie of gold. And thertoꝛe your Maieſtie ought to vnderſtand 
fo2 a general rule, as it appeareth in fact, that all golde is engen⸗ 
dꝛed in the toppes and hygheſt places ol the mountapnes, and 
in continuance ok tyme is by litle and litle bꝛought downe to the 
vales aud plapnes by ſhewzes of rapne, and the falles of 
ſpꝛynges, rpuers , and bꝛookes, haupng theyz o2tginall in 
the mountapnes, and diſcending from the fame, notwithſtan- 
dyng it is oftentymes founde in the plapnes farre from the 
mountavnes , But when it chaunceth to be founde in great 
quantitie, it is fo2 the moſt part among the mountapnes, and 
in the rpuers, oz theyz bꝛaunches, moe then in any other parc 
of the playne : and in theſe two maners it is commoly founde 
moſt abundantly. And foz the better p2oofe that golde is engen⸗ 
dꝛed on hygh , and is bꝛought downe into the lowe places „J 
haue one great token therof, whiche cauſeth me to belcene it foz 
kertapne: and this is, to conſpder that coles neuer putrifie noz 
FToztups 
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corupt under the grounde, if they be made of ſtrong woodde . 
herby it chaunceth, that dyggyng the earth by the fouldes oz 
- indented places of che mountaynes, oꝛ on the ſydes, #bzeakyng 
a mpne in the earth where it had been bꝛoken befoze, and hauing 
nowe dygged one 02 two 02 thiee Poles in mealure, the my⸗ 
ners founde certayne coles of wood vnder the ſame leuel where 
they founde golde , and this J ſap in the earth whiche was 
taken ſoꝛ a Uirgin, that is to ſape, ſuch as had not befoze been 
opened foꝛ any myne: the whiche coles coulde not naturally bs 
engendꝛed there, oꝛ enter in by any meanes, but when the luper⸗ 
fittall part ofthe earth was equal with the leuel where che colcs 
were founde.it is like that the coles were left there by ſome occa⸗ 
ſton of fpze, and that they faſtened there in tyme, and that after- 
warde in long continuance of tyme, they were by litle and litle 
couered wich the earth, whiche the often ſhewꝛes of rayne waſh- 
ed from the mountaynes, ſo that by the courle of peeres the 
earth ouergrewe the coles vnto the ſayd leuell # mealure, which 
had befoze tyme been the ſuperfictal part ot the earth. where the 
coles and golde were found togeather: whereby it may appeare 
that the golde was no moze engendꝛed there then were the coles, 
but bzought thyther from the mountaynes by the falles of wa⸗ 
ters as we haue ſapd, fozalmuch as the mountaynes are the Paz 
trices and bowels of all ryche metals. Further and beſpde this, 
I ſay that inhowe muche moꝛe the golde is gone karre from the 
naturall place ot his generation to the place where it is founde, 
it is ſo much the moꝛe purificd and fined, and ofa better caract, 
and the nearer that it is founde to his pꝛoper myne oz beyne 
where it is engendꝛed, it is ſo much the baſcr, fouler, and moze 
crude, and of a baſer alay and caract, and doth waſt ſo niche 
the moꝛe in meltyng, and remapneth moze bzickle , Some⸗ 
tymes there are founde graines of golde of great quantitie, and 
of great weyght aboue the earth, and ſometymes allo bnder the 
earth : And the greateſt of all other that was founde to this 
day in the Indies, was that whiche was loſt in the ſea about the 
Jlande Beata, whiche weyghedthꝛee thoulande and two hundꝛed 
Caſtellans ab gold iuhichj are in baue fuure thouſand a hundꝛed 
cheettannm enght dnoades of golde, which weigh one Hrroua 
anden pounde, oꝝthyꝛttt and tun pound, atter twelue oun- 
ces 
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ces to the pounde, whiche make thꝛeeſcoꝛe and foure markes of 
golde . And J lawe in the peere . 1515. inthe handes of A- 
che l Paſſamonte treaſurer to pour maieſtie, two graines, ofthe 
whiche one wayed ſeuen poundes, which are.xtitt. markes, and 
are in value about thꝛeeſcoꝛe and fyue ducades of golde euery 
marke: the other was of. x. markes, whiche are fyue poundes 
of lyke value, and of very good golde of xxii. caractes, and 
better: There are allo founde many other great grapnes, al- 
though not equall vnto theſe in bygneſle , And foꝛaſmuch as J 
haue ſpoken of gold, J haue thought good to declare ſomewhat 
howe the Indians can very ercellently gylte ſuche veſſelles of 
copper and baſe golde as they make: foꝛ they can geue them lo 
fayꝛe and floꝛyſhyng a coloure, that al the maſſe which they gylt, 
appeareth as though it were golde of xxii. caractes, and better. 
This colour they geue with a certayue hearbe, as though it 
were wꝛought by » art of any goldſmith of Spayne oz Italie, and 
woulde of them bee eſteemed as a thyng of great ryches, and 
a ſecrete maner of apldyng . And faz as muche as J haue ſpo⸗ 
ken ſifficicntly of the mynes of golde , J wpl nowe ſpeake 
ſomewhat of copper, becauſe J haue made mention thereof, 
This metal is funde in many of the Jlandes of the Indies, and 
alſo in the firme lande, and is founde dayly in great quantitie, 
holdyng ſomewhat of golde . But foꝛ the deſpꝛe that our men 
haue to golde, they nothyng etceme the copper, although there 
myght great commoditie and protyt be had thereby, and alſo 
by other metals, whiche chey nothyng regarde, except ſpluer, 
which is founde abundantly in that parte ofthe firme lande whi⸗ 

che is called newe Spaine. But of thts it ſhal ſuffiſe to haue ſaide 
thus muche, becauſe Jhaue moze particulerly entreated oftheſe 
thynges in my generall hyſtoꝛy of India. 


5 maner of fyſhyng for pearles. 


Abbe Indians exerciſe this kynde of fyſhyng 
Je A Ibo fox the moſt part in p coaſtes of the Noꝛth 
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Cabayna; fot this purpoſe , They cultome is to go fptte, ſpxe, 
oꝛ ſeuen, 02 moꝛe in one of they Canoas o2 barkes, earely in the 
moꝛnyng to ſome place in the ſea thereabout, where it appeareth 
vnto them that there ſhould be great plentie of thoſe (hell fyſhes 
(which ſome call Muſcles, and ſome Oyſters) wherein pearles 
are engendꝛed, x there they plunge them ſelues buder the water, 
euen vnto the bottome, lauyng one that remayneth in the Canoe 
02 boate, which he keepeth ſtyll in one place as neare as he can, 
lookyng fo2 they} returne out of the water: And when one of 
them hath ben a good whyle vnder the water, he ryſeth vp, and 
commeth \wymmpng to the boate, entryng into che ſame, and 
leauyng there al the Dyſters which he hath taken and bꝛoughe 
wich hym(toz in thele are the pearles found) and when he hath 
there reſted hym ſelfe a whyle, and eaten part of the Oyſters, he 
returneth agayne to the water, where he remapneth as long as 
he can endure, and then ryſeth agapne, and ſwymmeth to the 
boate with his pꝛay, where he reſteth hym as befoze, and thus 
continueth courſe by courſe, as do all the other in lyke maner, be⸗ 
png al moſt expert ſwymmers and dyuers: and when che night 
dꝛaweth neare, they returne to the Jlande to they houſes, and 
pꝛeſent all the Oyſters to the maiſter oz ſtewarde of the houle 
of cheyꝛ loꝛde, who hath the charge ofthe ſapde Indians, and 
when he hach geuen them ſomewhat to eate, he lapeth vp the 
Oyſters inſafe cuſtodie, vntyll he haue a great quantitie therof, 
then he cauſech the ſame fpſher men to open them, and they fynd 
in euery of them pearles, other great oꝛ ſmall, two, oꝛ thꝛee, oꝛ 
foure, and ſometymes fpue oꝛ ſyxe, and many ſmall graines, ac⸗ 
coꝛdyng to the liberalitie ot nature. They laue the pearles both 
ſmal and great whiche they haue founde, and epther eate the 
Oyſters if they wyl, oz caſt them away, hauyng ſo great quan⸗ 
titie thereof, that they in maner abhozre them. Thele Oyſters 
are of harde fleſhe, and not ſo plealaunt in eatyng as are ours of 
Spapne - This Iland of Cuba gua where this maner of fyſhing 
ts exerciſed, is in the J202th coaſte, and is no bygger then the 
Jlande of Zeland . Oftentymes the ſea increaſeth greatly, and 
much moꝛe then fiſhers foꝛ pearles would, becauſe where as the 
place is very deepe, a man can not naturallp reſt ac che — 
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by reaſon ofthe abundaunce of ayzy ſubſtaunte whiche is in hym. 


as I haue oftentymes pzooued . q; although he may by vio⸗ 
lence and foꝛce diſcende to the bottome, pet are his feete lykted 
vp agapne, ſo that he can contynue no tyme there : and there⸗ 
foze where the lea is very deepe , thele Indian fpſhers vſe to tye 
two great ſtones about them with a cod, on euery ſyde one, by 
the weyght whereof they diſcende to the bottome, and remapne 
there vntyll them lyſteth to tyſe agayne, at whiche tyme they 
buloſe the ſfones, and ryſe vp at they pleaſure. But this theyꝛ 
apteneſſe and agilitie in ſwymmyng, is not the thyng that cau- 
ſeth men moſt to marueple : but rather to conſpder howe mas 
ny ol them can ſtande in the botome of the water foz the ſpace 
ofone whole houre, and ſome mote oz leſſe, accoꝛdyng as one 
is mote apt hecreunto then an other . Another thyng there 
is whiche ſeemech to me very ſtraunge : and this is, that where 
as J haue oftentimes demaunded of ſome of thele Loꝛdes of the 
Indians. yfthe place where they are accuſtomed to fyſhe fox 
pearles, beyng but litle and narrowe, wyll not in ſhoꝛt tyme be 
vtterly without Oyſters, vf they conſume them ſo faſt. They all 
anſwered me, that although chey be conſumed in one part, vet if 
they goe a fyſhyng in an other part, oz an other coaſte ofthe J- 
lande, 02 at an other contrary wynde, and contynue kyſhyng 
there alſo vntyll the Oyſters be lpkewyſe conſumed, and then 
returne agayne to the firſt place, oʒ anp other place where they fi 
ſhed befoze,and emptied the ſame in lyke maner,theyfinde them 
agayne as full of Opſters as though they had neuer been kyſhed. 
Ulherbp we may iudge, that theſe Dyſters epther remoue from 
one place to an other, as do other fiſhes, oꝛ els that they are en⸗ 
gendꝛed and encreaſe in certaine oꝛdinarie places. This Jland of 
Cumana F Cubagua, where they fyſhe fot theſe pearles, is in the 
twelfe degree of the part of the laid coaſt which inelinech toward 
the Noꝛth. Likewiſe pearles are founde and geathered in the 
South lea, called Mare del Sur, + the pearles of this ſea are ve⸗ 
rp big, pet not lo big as they of the Jland of pearles, called de las 
perlas, 02 Margarite a, which the Indians cal Terarequi, lying in 
the gulfe of Hainct Michael, where greater pearles are founde, 
and of greater pꝛyce, chen in any other coaſt of the Month ſea, 
in 
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in Cana, 02 any other part. J ſpeake this as a trewe teſtimo⸗ 
nie ok ſyght. hauing been long in that South ſea, and makyng 
curious inquilitton to be certapnelp entourmed of al that partey⸗ 
neth tothe fpſhyng ofpearles , From this Nande of 7 erare;ai, 
there was bꝛought a pearle of the faſhyon ofa Peare, weighing 
thyꝛtie and one Caractes, which Petrus Arias had among a thou- 
ſand and ſo many poundes weyght of other pearles, whiche he 
had when captapne Gaſpar Morales (before Petrus Arias) pal- 
ſed to the ſayde Jlande in the peere. 15 1 5. whiche pearle was 
of great pʒyce. From the ſayde Jlande alſo, came a great and 
bery rounde pearle, which J bꝛought out of the lea, this was as 
bygge as a ſmal pellet ok a Stonebowe, and of the weyght 
of twentie and ſyx Caractes: J bought it in the citie of Panama, 
in the ſea of Sur, and payde fo} it ſyx hundꝛed and fyltie tymes the 
weyght therof of good golde, and had it thzee peeres in my cuſto⸗ 
die, and after my returne into Spayne, ſold it to the Earle of 
Nanſao Marqueſſe of 7 enete, great Chamberlayne to pour Ma⸗ 
teſtie, who gaue it to the Marqueſſe his wyfe, the Lady Mentia 
of Mendog⁊a. I thynke berpyly that this pearle was the greateſt, 
fayꝛeſt, and roundelt that hath been ſeene in thoſe partes , Fo2 
pour maieſtie ought co vnderſtand, chat in the coaſte ofthe ſea of 
Sur, there are founde a hundzed great pearles rounde after the fas 
(pon ofa Peare, to one that is perfectly rounde and great. 
This Jlarde of Terarequi, which the Chꝛiſtians call the Jlande 
of pearles, andother call it the Jlande of Flowres, is founde in 
the eight degree on the South ſyde ofthe fyzme land, in the pꝛo⸗ 
uince ol golden Caſtyle, oꝛ Berag ua, and theſe are the coaſts 
ofthe fp2me lande, where pearles are founde euen vnto this day: 
J vnderſkande allo that there are pearles founde in the pzoutnce 
and Jlanves of Cartagenia. And ſince your maieſtie appoynted 
me a gouernour and captayne, J haue made further ſearche, and 
am aduertyſed that pearles are founde in diuers other places, as 
about the Jlande of C odego, whiche lyeth agaynſt the mouth of 
that poꝛt ofthe Nande of Cartag enia, which the Indians cal Coro, 
the which Nande and pozt are on the JNozth ſyde, in the tenth 
degree ofthe coaſtes of the fyꝛme lande. 
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Of the familiaritie which certayneof the Indians 
haue with the deuyll, and howe they receyue 
anſwere of hum of thinges to come. 


=: DÞenthe Indians begyn they2 battayle, oz 
\ ( 77 J goe to any combat, o2 attempt any other 
| 7 i 9 great matter, they haue certayne elect men. 
KY\ A 7 6 whom they reuerendly eſteeme, x call them 
> SAVAAWE A Tequinas,which in they; tounge is as much 
o lap as maiſters: notwithſtandyng that 
— they call euery man, that is cunnyng in any 
ſcience, by the (ame name, as fyſhers, foulers, hunters, oꝛ ma⸗ 
kers ok nettes. Theſe Tequinas therefoze, they call the maiſters 
of theyꝛ aunſweres,becaule they ſpeake with Ty ra, that is, the 
deuyll, and bꝛyng them aunſwere what he ſayeth, eyther as tou⸗ 
chyng ſuch thinges as they haue to doe, oz ſhall chaunce to them 
the day folowyng, oꝛ many dayes to come, Fo? the deuyll, beyng 
ſo auncient an Aſtronomer, knoweth the tymes of thinges, and 
ſeeth howe they are naturally directed and inclyned, and mas 
keth them belceue that they come ſo to paſſe by his ozdinaunce, 
as though he were the Loꝛde and moner of all that is and ſhalbe, 
and that hee gyueth the day lyght, and rayne, cauſeth tempeſt, 
and ruleth the ſtations of tymes, gyuyng lyfe, oꝛ takyng away 


Iyfe, at his pleaſure : By reaſon whereof, the Indians bes 


vng decepued of hym, and ſeeyng allo ſuche effectes to come 
certapnely to paſſe as hee hath tolde them befoze, belecue hym 
in all other thinges, and honour him in many places with ſas 
crifpces of the blood and lyues of men, and odoꝛiferous ſpices; 
And when God diſpoſeth the contrary to that whiche the deuyll 
hath ſpoken in oꝛacle, whereby he is pꝛoued a lyer, he cauſeih the 
Teguinas to perſwade the people that hee hach chaunged his 


mynd and ſentence fo2 ſome oftheir ſinnes, oꝛ deuiſeth ſome ſuch 


Ive as lyketh him beſt, beyng a ſkylful maiſter in ſuch ſubtile and 
craftte deuiſes, to decepue the ſtmple and ignoꝛant people, which 
hath ſmall defence agaynſt ſo mightie and craftte an aduerſarie. 
And as they call the deupll Tuyra, ſo doc they in many places 
call the Clyiſtiang by the ſame name, thynkyng that they greats 


ly honour them thereby, as in deede it is a name very fitte and 
Cc.i. agreeable 
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agreeable to many ok them, hauyng lapde aparte all honeſtie and 
bertue, lyupnx mote lyke Ozagons then men, among thele 
ſymple people. 

Beloꝛe thinhabitauntes ofthe Jlande of Hiſſaniola had recei⸗ 
ued the Chꝛiſtian kapth, there was among them a ſecte of men, 
whiche lined ſolitarily in the deſartes and woods, x led they? Iyfe 
in ſilence and abſtinence, moꝛe ſlraightly then euer dyd the phy⸗ 
loſophers of Nithagoꝛas ſecte, abſteinyng in lyke mancr from 
the eatyng of all thinges that lyue by blood, contented onely with 
ſuch kruites, hearbes, and rootes, as the delartes and woods my⸗ 
niſtred vnto them to cate: The pꝛokeſſours ofthis ſecte were cal- 
led Piaces. They gaue them lelues to the knowledge ok naturall 
thinges, and vſed certaine ſecrete mag i call operations and ſuper⸗ 
ſtitions, whereby they had familiaritie with ſpirites, which they 
allured into they} owne bodyes at ſuch tymes as they would take 
bppon them co tell of thinges to come, whiche they dyd in ma⸗ 
ner as foloweth , hen any ol the kynges had occaſion to call 
any of them out ok the defartes foꝛ this purpole, they) cuſtome 
was to lende them a portion of theyꝛ fyne bꝛead of Ca⁊abbi op 
Maiglun, avid with humble requeſt and ſuite to deſyꝛe them to 
tell then; of luche thinges as they woulde demaunde. After the 
requeſt graunted, and the plice and day appoynted, the Traces 
commeth, wich twa or his biſciples waptyng on hym, where- 
of the one bꝛyngeth with him a veſtell of a ſecrete water, and 
the other a litle ſy luer bell. Chen he commeth to the place, he 
littech zowne on a rounde ſeate made foꝛ hy ok purpole, where 
hauyng his diſciples, the one ſtandyng on the one hande, and the 
other on the other, euen in the pꝛelence of the kyng and cer⸗ 
tayne ol his nobles (oz the common people are not admitted to 
theſe myſtertes) and turnyng his face towarde the delarte, he 
begynnech his inchaumment, and calleth the ſpirite with loude 
boyce by certayne names, whiche no man underſtandeth but hee 
and his diſctples , After he hath done thus a whyle, if the ſpirite 
yet deferre his cammyng, hee d2ynketh ofthe layde water, and 
there with wareth hotte and furious, and inuerteth and turnech 
his inchauntment, and letteth him ſelfe blood with a thoꝛne, mar⸗ 
ue:louſly turmoylyng him ſelle, as wee reade of the furious Sys 
billes, not ceaſſyng vntyl the ſpirit be come;who at his comming 
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entreth into him, and ouerthꝛoweth him, as it were a greyhound 
ſheuld ouerturne a Squerell, then fo2 a ſpace, hee ſeemeth to lye 
as though hee were in great payne, oz in à rapie, woonderfully 
toꝛmentyng him ſelfe, duryng whiche agonte, the other diſciple 
ſhaketh the ſiluer bell continually, Thus when the agome is paſt, 
and he lyeth quietly (yet without any ſenſe oꝛ feelyng) the kyng, 
oꝛ ſome other in his dead, demaundeth ok hum what he delircth to 
know:and the ſpirit anſwereth by the mouth of the rapte Traces, 
with a directe and perfecte anſwereto all poyntes : Jnſomuche 
that on a tyme certayne Syaupardes beyng pꝛelent at theſe myz 
ſteries with one ofthe kynges, and in the Spanylhe tounge de⸗ 
maundvng the Fiaces of their ſhyppes which they looked foꝛ our 
of Sp yne, the ſpirite anſw:red in the Indian tounge, and tolde 
them wi;at day and houre the ſhyppes departed from Spapne, 
how many they were, and what they brought, without fayling in 
any poynte. the be alſo demaunded ok the eclypſe of the Sunne 
o2 Moone ( which they greatly feare and abhoꝛre) he giueth a per⸗ 
fect anſ were, and the lyke of tempeſtes, funin plentie, warre oꝛ 
peace, and ſuch other thinges. TU hen all the demaundes are fint- 
ſhed, his diſciples call him aloude, ryngyng the ſiluer bell at his 
care, and blowyng a certapne powder into his noſechzilles, 
whereby he is rayſed as it were from a dead ſfeape, beyng pet 


ſomebohat heaup headed and kaynte a good whple after , Thus 


beyng agayne rewarded of the kyng with moꝛe bꝛead, hee de⸗ 
partech agayne to the delartes with his diſciples. But ſince the 
Chꝛiſtian fayth hath been diſpearſed throughout the Jlande. theſe 
deupllyſhe practiſes haue ceaſſed, and they ol the members of 
the deuyll, are made the members of Chuiit by baptiſme, foꝛſa⸗ 
kyng the deuyll and his woꝛkes, with che vayne crrioſitie of de⸗ 
{me of knowledge ofthinges to came, whercot o the molt parte 
it is better to be ignoꝛaut, chen with vera ton to know that which 
can not be auoyded. 

Furthermoꝛe, in manp places of the firme lande, when 
any of the kynges dye, ail his houlchalde lernaantes, aſwell 
women as men whiche haue contmualſy erred him, Kyll them 
ſelues, beleeuyng as they are taught by the den pll 2 a, that 
they vhiche kyll them lelues when the kyng dyeth, goe with 
hum to heauen, aud rue him in the fame place anveftvce as 
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they dyd befoze on the earth whyle hee lyued: and that all that 


refuſe ſo to doe, when after they dye by theyꝛ naturall death o2 
otherwyſe, theyz ſoules to dye with theyꝛ bodyes, and to bee 
diſſolued into ayze, and become nothyng, as doe the ſoules of 
I)2gxes, Byzdes, Fyſhes, oz other bꝛuite beaſtes: and that ons 
ly the other may enioy the pꝛiuiledge of immoztalitie fo; euer, 
to ſerue the kyng in heauen . And okthis falſe opinion commeth 
it, chat they which ſowe coꝛne, oꝛ ſet rootes fo2 the kynges bꝛead, 


and geather the lame, are accuſtomed to kyll them ſelues, that 


they may enioy this pꝛiuiledge in heauen, and foz the lame pur⸗ 
poſe, cauſe a poztion of the graine of Maigium, and a bundle 
of Iucca (whereof they} bread is made) to be buryed wich them 
in their graues, that the ſame mayſeruethem in heauen, if per- 
happes there ſhould lacke ſeedes to ſowe, and therefoze they take 
this with them, to begyn withall, until 7*xr«(who makech them 
all theſe fapꝛe pzomiles)p20upde them ofgreater quantitie. This 
haue IJ my ſelfe ſcene in the toppe of the mountapnes of Guaturo, 
where hauing in pꝛyſon the kyng of that pꝛouince (who rebelled 
from thobedience of pour maieſtie) and demaundyng ok him to 
whom parteyned thoſe lepultures oꝛ graues which J lawe in his 
houſe: hee anſ wered, that they were of certayne Indians which 
ſite them ſelues at the death of his father. And becauſe they are 
ofcentimes accuſtomed to bury great quantities ot wꝛought gold 
with them, J cauſed twoo graues to be opened, wherein was no⸗ 
thyng kounde but a beſſell full of the graine of Mag ium, t a bun: 
dle of Iucca, as J haue ſapde. And demaundyng the cauſc here: 
of, of the kyng and the other Indians: they anſwered, that they 
that were buryed there, were the labourers or the grounde, and 
men ſkylfull in ſowyng of ſeedes, and makyng of bꝛead, and ſer» 
nauntes to the kynges father, and to the ende that their ſoules 
ſhould not dye with theyꝛ bodyes, chey ſlue them ſclues at the 
death of the kyng theyꝛ maiſter, to lyue witch hym in heauen, 
and to the intent that they myght ſerue him there in the ſame 
offyce, they reſerued that Mair ium and Incca, to ſowe it in 
heatten , Therevnto J aunl wered them in this maner, Be⸗ 
holde howe your Tra decepueth pou, and howe all that hee 
teacheth pou is falſe. Dou ſee howe in ſo long a tyme ſince they 
are dead, they haue not pet taken away this Maigium and J — 
whi 
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Which is nowe putrifted and woozth nothyne,audnotlyke to bee 
ſowen in heauen. To this the kyng replyed,ſaping, in that they 
haue not taken it away,noz ſowen it in heauen, the cauſe is, that 
they chaunced to kynde enough there, by reaſon whereok they had 
no neede of this. To this errour many thinges were ſayd, which 
ſeemed of litle koꝛce to remoue him from his falſe opinion, and e- 
ſpeciallp any ſuch as at that age are occupyed of the deuyl, whom 
they paynt ofthe ſeike ſame fourme and colour, as hee appeareth 
bnto them in dyuers ſhapes and fourmes. They make allo Jmas 
ges ofgolde,copper,and wood, to the ſame ſimilitudes, in terri⸗ 
ble Gapes, and ſo variable, as the paynters are accuſtomed to 
paynt them at the feete of ſainct Michaell tharchangell, oz in any 
other place, where they paynte them ok moſt hoꝛrible poꝛtiture. 
Lykewyſe when the deupll greatly intendeth to feare them, hee 
thꝛeatneth to ſende them great tempeſtes, whiche they call Fura- 
canas,0) Haurac hanas, and are lo vehement, that they onerthzow 
many houſes, and great trees. And J haue ſeene in mountapnes, 
full ot many and great trees, that foꝛ the ſpace of thzce quarters 
of a league the mountayne hath been ſubuerted, and the trees os 
uerthꝛowen, and plucked out ofthe earth with the rootes:a thing 
doubtleſſe ſo fearefull and terrible to beholde, that it may veryly 
appeare to bee done by the hande of the deux l. And in this cale 
the Chꝛiſtian men ought to conſider with good reaſon, that in all 
places where the holy ſacrament is reſerued, the ſapde tempeſtes 
are no moꝛze ſo outragious, 02 lo perilous as they were wont 
to bee. 

Of the temperature of the regions vnder or neare to the 

burnt lyne, called Torrida Zona, or the Equinoctiall, 
and of the dyuers ſeaſons of the yeere. 
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. e landes and regions that are neare about

D I perate by che diuine pꝛeuidence: + therfoꝛe 
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Va r * ſuch fleſhe oꝛ kyſhe as is taken and kylled in 
WE" 41 theſe regions,cannctbe pꝛelerued from p 

7 M's ++ ele regions, can not be pꝛelerued krom pus 
e e trifaction, except it be roſted, ſodden, oꝛ per⸗ 
boyld, the ſame day that it is kyld. And wjeras J haue ſapd, that 
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ſuch regions are naturally hotte, and pet temperate by the pꝛoui⸗ 
dence of God, it is ſo in deede : and therefoꝛe not without. cauſe 
the auncient aucthours were of opinion, that the burnt lyne, 02 
T orrida gona, uhere paſſeth the lyne of the Equinoctiall, ſhoulde 
be vnhabitabſe, by reaſon the Sun hath greater dominion in that 
place, then in any other of the ſphere, remaynyng continually be⸗ 
tweene the two tropykes of Cancer and Capꝛicoꝛne: Fo2 when 
in theſe regions the earth is opened oꝛ dygged from the ſupertt- 
ctall parte thereof to the deapth of a mans heyght, it is founde 
temperate, and within this ſpace the trees and plants faſten and 
ſpꝛead their rootes, and no deeper, extendyng the lame as farre 
in bꝛeadth in the grounde as doe they? bꝛaunches in the ayꝛe, and 
enter no deeper into the grounde then J haue lapde, becauſe that 
beneath.the deapth ofthe ſayde ſpace ofa mans heyght the earth 
is bery horte, che bpper part beyng temperate and very mopſt, 
al well by reaſon of the abundaunce of water whiche fallech from 
heauen vpon that earch at certayne oꝛdinarie ſeaſons ok the pecre, 
as alſo foꝛ the multitude of great ryuers, bꝛookes, ſpꝛynges, and 
maryſhes, whereby the myghtie aud ſupꝛeme Loꝛd which made 
theſe landes, hath moſt pꝛuden ly p2omded foꝛ the pꝛeſeruation of 
the lame, | 

There are alſo many rough and hygh mountaynes, wich tems 
perate apꝛe, and pleaſaunt, cleare, and moderate nyghtes: of the 
whiche particularitie the auncient wzpters hauyng no certayne 
knowledge, affirmed the laid burnt line oꝛ 7 0r71d, Zona, oꝛ Tqut- 
noctiall, to be naturally vnhabitable. As touching which thing J 
am able to witneſſe the contrary by teſtimonie of ſyght and fees 
lyng, as by molt certayne ſenſes, hauyng lyued many ycercs in 
theſe regions, by reaſon whereof better credite ought to be giuen 
to me, then to ſuch as haue grounded their opinimon onely vpon 
coniectures. And to ſpeake further ofthe ſituation of theſe regi⸗ 
ons, vou (hall vnder ſtand that the coaſte of the Noꝛth ſea, beyng 
in che guife of aba, and in the poꝛte of Dar iena, where the pps 
arrpue whiche come out of Spapne, is in the ſirte degree and a 
halke. and in the ſeuenth, and from fire and a halfe, vnto eyght, ex⸗ 
cept a (mall poynt which entreth into the ſea towarde the Moꝛth. 
Chat poynt which of this laude and new parte of the wozlde ly⸗ 
eth molt coward? the Caſt, is the cape ok lainct Auguſtine, which 
18 
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is in the eyght degree: So that the ſapd gulfe of/”rab4, is diſtant 
from the Equinocttall lyne,from a hundzed twentie, to a hun⸗ 
dꝛed and thirtie leagues, and tee quarters ok a league, after that 
accompte ot xvii. leagues and a halfe fox euery degree from pole 
to pole: and thus foꝛ a litle moꝛe oꝝ leſſe, goeth all the coaſt. By 
reaſon whereof, in the citte of Santfa Maria Antiqua in Dariena, 
and in all that courſe of the foꝛeſayde gultc of /raba, at all tymes 
of the pcere the dayes and nyghtes are in maner of equall length: 
and if there bee any difference betweene them by reaſon of this 
ſmall diſtance from the Equinocttall, it ts ſo litle, that in.xxiiii. 
houres, makyng a naturall dap, it cannot bee percepued but by 
the iudgement of ſpeculatiue men, and luche as vnderſtande the 
ſphere: From hence the Noꝛth ſtarre is ſeene very lowe . And 
when the ſtarres, whiche are called the guardens of the Noth 
ſtarre, are under the Chariot, it can nat be ſeene, becauſe it is vn⸗ 
der the hoꝛizontall. And whereas J haue layde befoze that it rays 
neth in theſe regions at certapne oꝛdinarie tymes, it is lo in deed: 
Fo it is wpnter and ſummer there at contrary tymes to that 
which is in Spayne, where the greateſt colde of kroſt and rayne 
is in December and January, and the greateſt heate of ſommer 
about ſaint Johns day at Mydſommer, oꝛ in the moneth of Tut: 
ly: But in golden Caſtile oꝛ Beragua, it is contrarp, fo2 the ſom⸗ 
mer and tyme of greateſt dzought # wichout rapne, is at Chaſts 
mas, and a moneth befoze,and a moneth after, & the tyme when 
it rapneth moſt, is about Mydlommer, and a moneth befoze, 
and a moneth after. Andthis ſeaſon which they call wynter, is 
not foꝛ that it is any colder then, then at any other tyme ok the 
yeere, 02 hotter at Chꝛiſtmas then at other ſeaſons, the tyme in 
theſe regions being euer after one maner:but foꝛ that, that, in this 
tyme whiche they call wynter, the Sunne is hydde from theyꝛ 
ſightes, by reaſon of cloudes and rayne, moꝛe then at other times. 
Pet foꝛaſmuche as fo2 the moſt part of the pecre they lyue in a 
cleare, open, and temperate apze, they ſomewhat ſhzynke and 
feele a litle colde duryng the tyme of the ſayde moyſt and cl oudy 
apꝛe, although it be not colde in deede, oꝛ at the leaſt ſuch colde as 
hath any ſenſible ſharpeneſſe.

Of dyvers particuler thinges,as woormes, ſer- 
peates,beaſtes,foules,trees. &c. 


Amy other thinges might be ſayd, and much 
differyng from theſe wherof J haue ſpoken. 
But to lette paſſe the multitude of thinges 
whiche are as variable as the power of na⸗ 
ture is inlinite, and to ſpeake of ſuch thinges 
q Elas come chiefely to my remembzaunce, as 
Snot woꝛthie to be noted, J will firſt ſpeake 
of certayne ittle and troublous beaſtes, which may ſeeme to bee 
engendꝛed ol nature to moleſt e vexe men, to ſhewe them & giue 
them to vnderſtand, how ſmall and vyle a thing may offende and 
diſquiet them, to thende that they map remember the pꝛincipall 
end fo2 the which they were created, that is, to Rnow their maker 
and pꝛocurer ot their ſaluation by the wap whiche is open to all 
Chꝛiſtian men, and all other which will open the eyes of they} 
vnderſtandyng , And although the thinges whereof wee en; 
tende nowe to ſpeake, may ſeeme vyle and litle to be eſteemed, 
pet are they woꝛthy to bee noted and conſidered, to vnderſtande 
the difference and variable wozkes of nature. So it is therefoze, 
that whereas in manp partes ofthe firme lande, by the whiche 
aſwell the Chꝛiſtiang as Indians doe trauaple, there are ſuche 
maryſhes and waters in the wap, that they are fayne to go with⸗ 
out bꝛeeches among the hearbes and weedes, by realon whereof, 
certaine ſmal beaſts oz woꝛmes ( which they cal Garapates) much 
lyke vnto tykes, cleaue faſt to their legges. Thele woꝛmes are as 
utle as the pouder ol beaten ſalt, and cleaue ſo falt, that they can 
by no meanes bee taken away, except the place bee noynted with 
oyle:and after that the legges be noynted a whyle bich oyle, oꝛ 
the other partes where thele litle tykes are faſtened, they ſcrape 
the place with a knyfe, and ſo take them away. But the In⸗ 
dians whiche haue no ople, ſmoke them, aud burne them wich 
fyꝛe, and abyde great paynes in takyng them away by this 
meanes , Ok other litle beaſtes whiche trouble men, and are 
engendꝛed in theyꝛ heades oz other partes of theyz bodyes, J 
ſay that the Chziſtian men which travayle into theſe partes, haue 
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ſo berp ſelvome : Foz paſlpng by the lyne of the Diameter 
where the compaſſe maketh difference ofſaylyng by the wynde 
called Greco, (that is, Noztheaſt) and Magiſtral! (that is, 
ſouthwelt) whiche is in the courle of the Jlandes of Azori, 
they ſaple but alitle way folowpng our viage by the weſt, but 
that all the lyſe whiche the Chziſtians cary with them, oz are 
engendꝛed in they heades , oz other places ofthey2 bodyes, dye 
and vtterly conſume by litle and litle, and are not engendꝛed 
in India, except in the heades of litle chyldzen in thoſe partes, 
aſwell among the chyldꝛen of the Chꝛiſtians whiche are boꝛne 
there, as allo among the naturall Indians, who haue them 
commonly in them heades, and ſometymes in other partes of 
thep2 bodyes , and elpecially they of the pꝛouince of Cueua. 
whiche is a region contapnyng mote then a hundꝛed leagues in 
length, and embyaſeth the one and the other coaſt of the Noꝛth 
fea, and of the Eaſt , Tahentheſe Indians are infected with 
this fplthpneſle , they dꝛeſſe and cleanſe one an other: And 
they that exercyſe this, are fo2 the moſt part women, who eate 
all that they take, and haue herein ſuche dexteritie by reaſon of 
thep2 exerciſe, chat our men can not lyghtly attayne therunto, 
There is allo another thyng greatly to be eonſydered: and this 
is, howe the Chziſtian men, beyng there cleane from this fyl⸗ 
thpneſſe of India, al well in they} heades as the reſt of theyꝛ bo⸗ 
dyes, yet when they returne to come agayne into Europe, and 
begyn to atryue in that place of the Ocean ſea where we ſayde 
befoze that theſe lyſe dyed and foꝛ oke them, ſodenly in theyz re⸗ 
paſſyng by the ſame clyme (as though theſe lyſe had taryed foꝛ 
them in that place) they can by no meanes auoyde them fo2 the 
ſpace of certapne dapcs, although they change chep} ſhertes two 
oꝛ thꝛee times in a day: Thele liſe are at » fpꝛſt as litle as nittes, 
and growe by litle aud litie, vntyl they be of the byggeneſſe that 
they are in Spapne . This haue J oftentymes pꝛooued, has 
upng nowe foure tymes paſſed the Ocean ſea by this viage, 
Beſpde thele woꝛmes and ber?22pa whereof we haue ſpoken, 
were is another litle wp{ch 115118 wozme, whiche we map 
number among the kyndes ot, this petilence the Indi⸗ 
ans call Nua, and is much? leſle incn a flca: it pearſeth 
the lleſhe ol a mau, and ſo laun cih 62 cutti ih the lane ( whyle 
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in the meane tyme it can neyther be ſcene noꝛ taken) that from 
ſome it hath cut of theyꝛ handes, and from other they? feete, 
vntyll the remedy was founde to annoynt the place with oyle, 
and ſcrape it with a raſoz , In the firme lande in golden 
Caſtple oꝛ Beragua, there are many vipers lpke vnto them of 
Spapne: they that are bytten of them, dye in ſhozt ſpace, 
fo2 fewe lyue to the fourth day, except pꝛeſent remedy . Of 
theſe, ſome are ofleſſe kynde then other, and haue they} tayle 
ſomewhat rounde, and leape in the apze to aſſaple men, and 
fo2 this cauſe, ſome call this kynde of vipers Lo: theyꝛ by⸗ 
tyng is moſt venomous, and fo2 the molt parte incurable, 
One of them chaunced to byte an Indian mayde whiche ſerued 
me in my houſe, to whom J cauled the Surgians to mpniſter 
theyꝛ oꝛdinary cure, but they coulde do her no good, no? pet 
geat one dꝛoppe of blood out of her, but onely a yelowe water, 
ſo that ſhe dyed the thyꝛde day foꝛ lacke of remedy, as the lyke 
hath chaunced to dyuers other: This mapde was of the age 
of xiiii. peeres, and ſpake the Spanyſhe tongue as ik ſhe had 
been boꝛne in Caſtyle:ſhe ſapde that the viper whiche byt her on 
the foote, was two ſpannes long, oꝛ litle leſſe, and that to byte 
her, ſhe lept in the ape fo2 the ſpace of moꝛe then ſpre pales , as 
Jhaue hearde the lyke of other credible perſons . J haue alſo 
ſcene in the firme lande a kynde of adders, very (mall, and of 
ſeuen 02 eyght foote long: thele are ſo redde, that in the nyght 
they appeare lyke burnyng cooles, and in che day ſeeme as 
redde as bloodde, theſe are alſo venomous, but not lo muche as 
the bipers. There are other muche leſſe, and ſhoꝛter, and blac⸗ 
ker: theſe come out of the rpuers, and wander ſometymes karre 
on the lande, and are lykewyſe venomous . There are allo o⸗ 
ther adders ofa ruſlec colour: theſe are ſomewhat bygger then 
the biper, and are hurtful and venomous . There are lykewyſe 
au other ſoꝛt of many colours, and very long: of theſe J ſawe 
one in the peere ol Chꝛiſt. 1515. in the Jlend of Hi paniola, neere 
vnto the lea coaſtes, at the foote ofthe mountaynes called Feder- 
nales, when this adder was llayne, J meaſure her, and founde 
her to be moze then. xx. footelong,# ſomwhat moꝛe then a mans 
fyſtin byggneſſe : and although ſhe had thꝛee oz foure deadly 
woundes with a ſwoozde, pet dyed ſhe not, noz 1 the 
ame 
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ſame daye, inſomuche that her blood contynued warme all that 
tyme. There are alſo in the Maryſhes and deſartes of che fymne 


lande many other kyndes of Lyſartes, ODzagons. and other Diagous. 


diners kyndes of Serpentes, whereofJ entende not heere to 
ſpeake muche , becaule J haue moze particulerly entreated of 
theſe thynges in my gencrall hiſfozte of the Weſt Indies. 
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haue ſeene ſome with the bodye and legges bygger then a 
mans hande extended euery waye , and J once ſawe one of 
ſnche byggencſle, that only her bodye was as bygge as a Spar⸗ 
rowe, and full of that Laune whereof they make thep2 webbes: 
this was of a darke ruſſet coloure, with eyes greater then the 
eyes ofa Sparowe, they are venomous , and of terrible ſhape 
to heholde . There are allo Scoꝛpions, and dyuers other ſuch 
benomous woꝛmes. hereby we may ſee, that where as na⸗ 
furall cauſes and influence of the planettes are of ſtrongeſt acti⸗ 
uitie, they ceaſle not to engender and bꝛyng fooꝛth both good 
and badde, accoꝛdyng to the diſpotion of the matter, whiche 
they alſo doo partly diſpoſe, as the philoſophers affpune . Fur- 
thermoze in the fyzme lande, there are many Toades, beyng be⸗ 
ry noyous and hurtfull by realon of theyꝛ great multitude, they 
are not venomous, they are ſcene in great abundaunce in Darie- 
na, where they are ſo bygge that luhen they dye in the tyme 
of 2outh, the bones of ſome of them (and cfpectaiy the rybbes) 
are of ſuche greatneſſe, that they appeare to be the bones of 
Cattes, oꝛ of ſome other beaſtes ef the ſame byggeneſſe. But as 
the waters diminiſhe, and the moyſture conſumech in the tyme of 
dꝛouth (as J haue ſavde) they allo conſume therewith, vntyl the 
yeere next folowpng when the rayne and moyſture encreaſe, at 
whiche tyme they are ſeene agayne. Neucrtheleſſe, at this pꝛe⸗ 
ſent there is no uch quantitie ot᷑ them, as was wont to be, by rea⸗ 
ſonthat as the lande is better cultured by the Chꝛiſtians, aſwell 
by the fellyng ot waoddes and ſhꝛubbes, as alſo by the paſture of 
Kyne, Dozſes, and other beaſtes, ſo is it apparent that this pop: 
ſon diminiſhech daylye, whereby that regton becommeth moze 
holſome and pleaſatmt : theſe Toades ſyng alter thꝛee oꝛ foure 
ſoꝛtes, foz ſome of them ſyng plealauntly, other lyke ours of 
Spapne, lome alſo whyſtle, and other ſome make an 
| other 
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ether maner ok noyle: they are lyke wyſe of diuers toloures, as 
ſame greene. ſome ruſſet o2 grap, and lome almoſt blacke, 


but ok ail loztes they are great and fplthy, and noyous by reaſon 
ok theyꝛ great multitude , pet are they not venemous as Jhaue 
layde, There are alſo a ſtraunge kynde of Crabbes, whiche 
tome fooꝛth of certayne holes of the earth , that they them 
ſelues make : the head and bodie of theſe make one rounde 
thyng, muche lyke vnto che hood of a Faulkon, hauyng koure 
feete commpng out ofthe one ſyde, # as many out ofthe other: 
they haue allo two monthes, like vnto a payꝛe of ſmall Pinſers, 
the one bygger then the other, wherewith they byte, but doo 
no great hurt, becauſe they are not venomous : theyzſkynne 
and bodie is {mooth, and thynne , as is the laynne of a man, 
ſauyng that it is ſomewhat harder, they? coloure is ruſſct, oꝛ | 
whyte, oꝛ blewe , and walke ſydelong, they are very good to be 
eaten, inſomuche that the Chꝛiſtians trauaylyng by the fyꝛme 
lande, haue been greatly nouryſhed by them, becaulc they are 
founde in maner euery where: in ſhape and fourme they are 
muche like vnto the Crabbe whiche we paynt foꝛ the ligne Can⸗ 
cer, and like bnto thole whiche are founde in Spayne in Anda⸗ 
luſia in the ryuer Guadalchiber, where it entreth into the ſea, and | 
in the ſea coaſtes there about, ſauyng that theſe are of the water, | 
and the other of the lande: they are ſometymes hurtfull , ſo that | 
they that eate of them dye. but this chaunceth only when they 
haue eaten any venomous thyng, oz of the venomous apples 
wherewith che Canible archers poyſon thep) arrowes, whereof 
I wyll ſpeake hereafter, and fo? this caule the Chꝛiſtians take 
beede how they eate oftheſe Crabbes, yfthey fynde them neare 
buto the ſayd apple trees, Furthermoze in theſe Jndies,aſwel in 
the fpzme lande, as in the Jlandes, there is founde a kynde of 
Herpentes tal⸗ Derpentes, whiche they call. T. J. anas, whiche ſome cal Iuan- 
led Xuanni, nas, thele are terrible and feareful to ſpght, and pet not hurtful , 
they are very delicate to be eaten, and it is not pet knowen whe- 
ther they be beaſtes of the lande, oz fyſhes, becaule they lyue 
in che water, and wander in the wooddes, and on the lande: 
they haue foure feete, and are commonly bygger then Connics, 
and in ſome places bygger then Dtters, with taples lyke Lp⸗ 
ſartes oꝛ Cutes : they2 lkynne is ſpotted, and of the — 
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kynde of ſmothnelſe o2 bareneſſe, although of dyuers colours: 
vpon the rydge of they} backes, they haue many long pꝛickes, 
they2 teeth are verp ſharpe, and elpcctally they fanges oꝛ dogge 
teeth, theyꝛ thꝛotes are lang and large, reachyng from they? 
beardes to they? bꝛeaſtes, cf the lpke ſkynne to the reſpdue 
ofthey2 bodyes: they are dumbe, and haue no boyce, oꝛ make 
any noyſe, o2 crye, although they bee kept tyed ta the koote ol 
a cheſte, 02 any other thyng, fo the ſpace of. xx. 02.xxv, dapes, 
without any thyng to eate 02 d2ynke , except they geue them 
nowe and then a litle of the bzead of Cazabbi , oz ſome ſuche 
other thyng : they haue foure feete , and theyz fore feete as 
long as a mans fynger, with clawes lpke the clawes ofa byꝛde, 
but weaker , and ſuche as can not graſple o2 take holve of 
any thyng: they are muche better to bee eaten then to beholde, 
foꝛ fewe that ſee them, wyll haue deſyze to eate of them, by 
reaſon ofchey2 hozrible ſhape, except ſuche as haue ben accuſto⸗ 
med to the beaſtes of theſe regions, whiche are moze horrible 
and fcarcful, as this is not, but onely in apparence: theyꝛ 
fleſhe is of muche better taſt then the fleſhe of Connies, and 
moꝛe holſome, foꝛ it hurteth none but onely ſuche as haue had the 
frenche pore, inſomuche that if chey haue been touched okthat 
infirmitie, although they haue ben whole of long tyme, neuer⸗ 
theleſſe they feele hurte, and complapne of che eatyng of theſe 
Iuannas, as hath been oftentimes pꝛooued by experience. There 
are founde in the fyꝛme lande certayne byꝛ des, fo litle, that the 
whole body of one of them is no bygger then the toppe of the 
byggeſd fynger of a mans hande, and pet is the bare body with⸗ 
out the feathers not halfe ſo bygge : This byꝛde, beſyde her lis 
tleneſſe, is of ſuche belocitie and ſwyftneſſe in fleeyng, that who 
ſo ſecth her fleeyng in the axe, can not ſee her flap oz beate her 
winges after any other ſoꝛt then do the Doꝛres, oz humble bees, 
oz Beetels: fo that there is no man that ſeeth her ſſee, that would 
thynke her to be any other then a Doꝛre: they make their neſtes 
accoꝛdyng to the pꝛopoꝛtion of their bygnes, and J haue ſeene 
that one or theſe byꝛdes with her neſt put in a papꝛe of golde 
weights, altogeather hath waide no moze then. 2. Tomini, which 
are in poiſe. 24. graines, with the feathers, without the which the 
choulde haue wayed lomwhat leſſe, And doubtleſſe when J — 
er 
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ſider the fpneneſle ofche clawes x feete of chele byꝛdes, I knowe 
not whereunto J may better lyken them, then to the litle byꝛdes 
whiche the lymners ol bookes are accuſtomed to paynte on the 
margent of churche bookes, and other bookes of dluine ſeruice. 
They? feathers are of many fayze colours, as go den, pelowe, 
and greene, beſpde other variable colours, they? beake ts very 
long foꝛ the pꝛopoꝛtion oftheyꝛ bodies, and as fyne and ſubtile as 
a ſowyng nedle: they are very hardy, ſo that when they ſee a 
man clime 5ᷣ tree where they haue their neſts, they flee at his face, 
t ſtryke hym in che eyes, tommyng, goyng, and returnyng with 
ſuch ſwyftnes, that no man woulde lyghtly beleeue it, that hath 
not leene it: and certaynly theſe byꝛdes are ſo litle, that J durſt 
not haue made mention hereof, if it were not that diners other 
which haue ſeene them as welas J can beare witnes of my lap⸗ 
ing: they make their neſtes of flockes and heare of cotton, wherot 
there is great plentte in theſe regions, and lerueth wel foꝛ chev2 
purpole , But as touchyng the byꝛdes, foules, aud beats of 
thele Indies, becauſe they are innumerable, both litle and great, 


J intende not co ſpeake muche heere, becauſe J haue ſpoken 


moꝛe largely hereof in my grnerall hyſtoꝛpe of the Indies. 
There is an other kynde of beaſtes ſcene in the firme lande, 
whiche ſeemeth very ſtrange and marueplous to the Chꝛiſtian 
men to beholde, and much differyng from al other beaſtes whi⸗ 
che haue ben ſeene in other partes ot the woꝛld:thele beaſtes are 
called Bardati, and are foure footed, hauyng their tayle and al the 
relt of theyꝛ bodyes couered onely with a ſKynne lyke the coper⸗ 
ture ofa barbed hoꝛſe, oꝛ the checkered lkinne ofa Liſarte oꝛ Cro- 
codile, of coloure betwene white and rulſet, tnclynyng ſomwhat 
moꝛe to whyte. This beaſt is of fourme and ſhape muche lyke 
to a barbed hoꝛſe, with his barbes and flankets in al poynts, and 
from vnder that which is the barbe and coyerture, the catle com⸗ 
meth foꝛch, and the feete in they? piace, the necke allo # the eares 
in theyꝛ partes, and in fpne al thynges in lyke ſonte as in a bar⸗ 
bed courſer: they are of the bygreſie cf one of cheſe common 
dogges, they are not hurtfull, thep are fylthy, and haue they? 
habitation in certaine hiilockes ok earth, where dygging with 
their feete, they make theyꝛ dens bery deepe, x the holcs thercot, 
in like maner as do Connies, they are very excellent to be caten, x 
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are taken wich nettes, and ſome alſo kylled wich Croſbowegs : 


thep are likewiſe taken oftentymes when the hulbandmenburne 
the ſtubble in ſowpng tyme, oꝛ to renue the herbage foꝛ Ryne 
and other beaſtes. IJ haue oftentymes caten ofthey2 fleſh; which 
ſeemeth to me of better talk then Rpdves fleſhe, aud holſome to 
be eaten. And ifthele beaſtes had euer been ſeene in theſe partes 
of the woꝛlde, where the fyꝛſt barbed hoꝛſes had chey2 oꝛiginall, 
no man wailde iudge but that the fourme aud faſhyon of the co⸗ 
perture ol hoꝛſes furnyſhed foz the warres, was fyꝛſt deuiſed by 
the ſyght ok theſt beaſtes. There is allo in the ſyꝛme lande an o⸗ 
ther beaſt, called O/o Formig aro, that is. the Ante beare. This 
beaſt in heare and coloure, is much lyke to the Beare of Spaine, 
and in maner ofthe ſame makpng, ſaue that he hath a muche lon- 
ger ſnout, and is of euyll ſyght: they are oltentymes taken on- 
ly with ſtaues, without any other weapon, and are not hurtful, 
they are alſo taken with dogges, becauſe they are not naturally 
armed, although they byte lomewhat, they are founde foz2 the 
moſt part about and neare to the hyllockes where are great a⸗ 
bundaunce of Antes. Fo? in thele regions is engendꝛed a cer⸗ 


tapne kynde of Antes, verp litle ana blacke, in the feeldes and antes 


playnes where as growe no trees, where by the in rinct okna⸗ 
ture theſe Antes ſeparate them ſelues to engender farre from the 
wooddes foꝛ feare ot theſe Beares, the which becauſe they are 
fearefull, vple, and vnarmed (as J haue ſapde) they keepe euer 
in places full of trees, vntyll very famine and neceſſitie, oꝛ the 
great deſire that they haue to feede on theſe Antes, tauſe them to 
come out ot the woods to hunt ſoꝛ them: theſe Antes make a hil⸗ 
locke of earth to the heyght of a man, oꝛ ſomewhat moꝛe o2 leſſe, 
and as byg as a great cheſt, ſometymes as byg as a Butte 
02 a Hogſhead, ⁊ as hard as a ſtone, ſa that they ſecme as thor 
they were ſtones, (ct vp to limit the ended t; confines of tertaine 
lands. Qithin theſe hillocks, made ofmoſtharde earth, are inint⸗ 
merable and infinite litle Antes, the whiche may be geathered 
by buſhelles when the hyllocke is bꝛoken : the whiche when 
it is ſometymes moyſted by rapne, and then dꝛyed agapne by 
the heate of the Sonne, it bꝛeaketh, and hath certayne ſmall 
ryftes, as litle and ſubtyle as the edge of a knyfe, and it lee⸗ 
mech that nature hach geuen ſenſe co theſe Antes to 3 
uche 
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luche a matter ofearth, whe rewith they may make the ſayde hyl⸗ 
locke of ſuche hardneſſe, chat it may ſeeme a ſtrong patiement 
made of lyme aud ſtone: and whereas J haue pꝛoued and cau⸗ 
ſed ſome ol them to be bzoken, J haue founde them of ſuch hard⸗ 
neſſe, as yf I had not ſeene I could not haue beleeued, inſomuch 
that they coulde ſcarcely be bꝛoken with pykes of Iron, ſo ſtrong 
foꝛtreſſes doo theſe litle beaſtes make foꝛ theyꝛ ſauegard againſt 
they} aduerſarie the Beare, who is chiefely nouryſhed by them, 
andgeuen them as an enimie, accozdyng to the common pꝛo⸗ 
uerbe whiche ſapech, Non e alcuna perſona ſi libera, a chimanchi il 
ſuo Bargello, that is, there is no man ſo free, that hath not his per- 
ſecutoꝛ o2 pꝛiuie enimie. And here when J conſyder the mar⸗ 
ueilous pꝛouidence whiche nature hath geuen to cheſe litle bo⸗ 
dies, J cal to remembꝛance the wittie ſentence of lime, where 
ſpeakyng of ſuch litle beaſtes, he ſapeth thus, Why do we mar⸗ 
ueile at the Towꝛebearyng ſhoulders of Elephantes, and noc 
rather where nature hath placed ſo many ſenſes # ſuch induſtrye 
in ſuch litle bodies? Where is hearing, ſmelling, ſecing, and fee⸗ 
Iyng, yea, where are the vaynes and arteries (without which no 
beaſt can lyue oꝛ moue) in theſe ſo litle bodies, whereof ſome are 
ſo ſmall that theyꝛ whole bodies can ſcarſly be ſcene of our eyes: 
hat ſhall we then ſaye ol the partes of the ſame: Pet euen a⸗ 
mong theſe there are many of ſuch ſagaſitie and induſtry, as the 
like is not ſcene in beaſtes of greater quantitie, no no? pet in 
man. c. But to returne to the hiſtoꝛy. This enimie whiche na⸗ 
ture hath geuen to thele litle beaſtes, vleth this maner to alſayle 
them: Then he reloꝛtech to che hyllocke where the Antes lie hid 
as in they foꝛtreſſe, he putteth his tongue to one of the ryktes 
whereof we haue ſpoken, being as ſubtile as the edge of a ſwoꝛd, 
and there wich contynuall lickyng. makech the place moyſt, che 
fome and froth of his mouth beyng of ſuche pꝛopertie, that by 
contynuall lickyng the place, it enlargeth the ryft in ſuch ſoꝛt by 
litle and litle, that at the length he eaſely putteth in his tongue, 
whiche he hath bery long and thynne, and muche diſpꝛopoꝛtio⸗ 
nate to his bodie, and when he hath thus made free paſlage fo2 
his tongue into the hyllocke, to put it eaſely in and out at his 
plealure, then he thuſteth it into the hole as farre as he can 


reache, and lo lettech it reſt a good ſpace, bntyll a great quan⸗ 
titie 
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titie ofthe Antes (hole nature refoyceth in Kate and moyſter) 


lowneſle thereof,at which tyme hee ſodeynly dꝛaweth it 1 
mouth, and eateth them, and returneth agayne to the ame pet 
tiſe immediatly, vntyll he haue eaten as many as him lyſteth, oz 
as long as he can reache any with his tongue. The fleſhe of this 
bealt, is ſilthv and vnſauerp, but by reaſon ofthe extreme ſhyftes 
and neceſſitie that the Chꝛiſtian men were put to at theyꝛ kyꝛſt 
commpyne into thele partes, they were info2ced to pꝛoue all thin⸗ 
ges. and lo fell to the eatyng of theſe beaſtes ; but when they had 
found moꝛe delycate meates, they fel into hatred with this. Theſe 
Antes haue thappearance ofthe place of thep2 entraunce into 
the hyllocke, under the grounde, and this at ſo litle a hole, that 
it coulde hardely be founde, if certayne of them were not ſeene 
to paſſe in and out: but by this way the Beares could haue no 
ſuche power to hurte them as aboue at the ſayde ryktes, as J 
haue ſavde . There is an other ſtrange beaſt, whiche by a name 
of contrary effecte, the Spanpardes call Cagnuolo leg giero, 


haue laden his tongue, and as many as he can conteyne che

that is, the lyght dogge, whereas it is one ofthe {loweſt beaſtes ſeemerh a Bind 


in the woꝛld, and ſo heauy and dull in mouyng, that it can ſcarſe⸗ f Eameleon, 


ty goe fyftie paſes in a whole day : theſe beaſtes are in the 
firme lande, and are very ſtrange to beholde foꝛ the dilpꝛopoꝛti⸗ 
on that they haue to all other beaſtes, they are about two ſpannes 
in length when they are growne to they? full byggeneſſe, but 
when they are bery poung, they are ſomewhat moꝛe groſſe then 
long: they haue foure ſubtile feete, and in euerp of them feure 
clawes lyke vnto byꝛdes, and ioyned togeather, yet are nother 
theyꝛ clawes oz their feete able to ſuſteyne theyꝛ bodyes from the 
grounde, by reaſon whereof, and by the heauyneſſe of thep2 bo⸗ 
dyes, they dꝛawe they? bellyes on the grounde: theyꝛ neckes 
are hygh and ſtreyght, and all equall lyke the peſtle of a moz: 
ter, which is altogeather equall euen vnto the toppe, without ma⸗ 
kyng any pꝛopoꝛtion oꝛ ſimilitude ofa head, oꝛ any dyfference 
except in the noddle, and in the toppes of theyꝛ neckes: they 
haue bery rounde faces muche lyke vnto Dwles, and haue a 
marke of theyꝛ owne heare after the maner of a cyꝛcle, which 
maketh they} faces feeme ſomewhat moꝛe long then large: they 
haue (mall epes and rounde, and noſtrylles Ipke vnto Bunkeps: 
Dd. i. they 
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Hep haue litle mouthes, and moue they «eckes from one ſyde 
to an other, as though they were aſtouyſhed: they? chiefe deſyꝛe 
and delyghte is to cleaue and ſticke faſt vnto trees, oꝛ ſome other 
thyng whereby they may clyme aloft , and therefoze fo2 the 
molt parte, thele beaſtes are founde vppon trees, wherebnto 
cleaupng faſt, they mount vp by litle and litle, taping them 
ſelues by theyꝛ long clawes : the colour of theyꝛ heare, is be⸗ 
tweene rulfet and whyte, and of the pꝛoper colour of the heare 
of a TUeſell ; they haue no tayles, and theyꝛ boyce is much diffe- 
ryng from other beaſtes, fo2 they [png onely in the nyght, and 
that continually from tyme to tyme, ſyngyng euer ſyxe notes 
one hygher then an other, ſofallyng with the ſame, that the firſt 
note is the hygheſt, and the other in a baſer tune, as if a man 
ſhoulde ſap La, ſol, fa, mi, re, vt, ſo this beaſt ſapeth, Ha, ha, 
ha, ha, ha, ha. And doubtleſſe, it ſeemeth unto mee, that as J 
haue ſayde in the Chapter ofthe beaſt called Bardati, that thoſe 
beaſtes myght bee the oꝛiginal and document to imbarbe hoꝛſes: 
euen ſo, the fyꝛſt inuention of mulpcke myght ſeeme by the hea⸗ 
ryng of this beaſt, to haue the fy: pꝛinciples of that ſcience, ra- 
ther then by any other thyng in che woꝛlde. But now to returne 
to the hyſtoꝛie . J ſay that in a ſhoꝛte ſpace after this beaſt hath 
ſong, and hath pauſed a whyle, ſhee returnech agapne to the 
ſelfe ſame ſong, and doeth this onelp in the nyght, and not in the 
dap : By reaſon whereof, and alſo becauſe of her cuyll ſight, J 
thpnke her to bee a nyght beaſt, and the kriende of darkeneſſe. 
Sometymes the Chꝛiſtian men fpade theſe beaſtes, and bꝛyng 
them home to theyꝛ houſes, where allo they creepe all about with 
theyꝛ naturall ſlowneſſe, inſomuch that nother foꝛ thꝛeatnyng oz 
pꝛyckyng they will moue any faſter then they naturall and ac- 
cuſtomed paſe. And if they fynde any trees, they creepe thither 
immediatly, and mount to the toppe of the hygheſt bzaunche 
thereof, where they remapne continually foꝛ the ſpace of eyght, 
o tenne, oꝛ twentie dayes, without eatyng of any thyng, as 
farre as any man can iudge. And whercas J mp lelke haue kept 
them in my houle, J coulde neuer perceyue other but that they 
lyue onely of apꝛe, and of the ſame opinion are in maner all 
men ok thoſe regions, becauſe they haue neuer ſcene them eate az 
ny chyng, but euer turne they? heades and mouthes _ 
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that parte where the wynde bloweth moſt, whereby may be ton⸗ 


ſydered that they take moſt pleaſure in the ayꝛe. They byte not, 


no2 yet can byte, hauyng verylitle mouthes : they are not veno« 


mous 02 noyous any way, but altogeather bzutyſhe, and vtterly 


vnp2ofitable, and without commoditie yet knowen to men, ſa- 


uyng onely to moue theyꝛ myndes to contemplate the infynite 
power of God, who delyghteth in the varietie of creatures, wher⸗ 


by appeareth the power of his incompꝛehenſible wyſedome and 


mateſtte,ſo farre to exceede the capacitie of mans vnderſtanding, 


In theſe regions there are lykewyſe faunde certapne foules 02 fonles, and 
byꝛdes, which the Indians call Alcatraz: theſe are muche byg⸗ byes. 


ger then Geele, the greateſt parte of they? feathers are of ru 
ſet colour, and in ſome partes pelowe, they? bylles oꝛ beakes are 
of two lpannes in length, and very large neare to the head, and 


growyng ſinall towarde the poynte, they haue great and large 


thꝛotes, and are muche lyke to a foule which J ſawe in Flaun⸗ 
ders in Bꝛuſſelles in your maieſties pallace, whiche che Fle⸗ 
mynges call Haina: And J remember that when pour mates 
ſtie dyned one day in pour great hall, there was bꝛought to pour 
maieſties pꝛeſence a Cauderne of water with certapne fyſhes 
alyue, whiche the ſayde foule dyd eate vp whole, and J thynke 
beryly that that foule was a foule of the ſea, becauſe ſhee had 
feetelyke foules of the water, as haue alſo theſe Alcatrazi, 
which are lykewyle foules ofthe (ea, and ofſuche greatneſſe, that 
J haue ſcene a whole coate ofa man put into the thꝛoates of one 
of them in Panama, in the peere. i 5 21. And foꝛaſmuche 
as in that coaſt of Panama, there paſſeth and fleeth a great multi⸗ 
tudeoftheſe Alcatragi, beyng a thyng very notable, J wyll des 
clare the maner heereof, as not onely J, but alſo dyuers other 
nowe pꝛeſent in pour maieſties courte haue often tymes ſeene. 
Hour maieſtie ſhall therefoze vnderſtande, that in this place 

(as J haue ſayde befoze) the ſea of Sur ryſeth and falle:h two 

leagues and moze from ſyxe houres to ſpre houres : ſo that 

when it increaſeth, the water ofthe ſea arryueth ſo neare to the 
houſes of Panama, ds doeth our ſea (called Mare M editeraneum) 

in Barzalona, oꝛ in Naples: and when the ſayd increaſing ofthe 
ſeacommeth,there commeth alſo therewith ſuche a multitude of 


the ſmal flhes called Sardines, chat it is ſo marueilous a thing ta 
Dd . ii. behold, 
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nn OO w — a w WW

beholde, that no man would beleeue it that hath not ſeene it. In⸗ 


ſomuch that che Cacique (that is) the kyng of that lande, at luch 
tyme as I dwelt there, was bounde dayly, as he was commaun⸗ 
ded by pour maieſties gouernour, to bꝛyng ozdinartly thzee cas 
noas 02 barkes full of the ſapde Sardynes, and to vnlade the 
ſame in the market place, whiche were afterwarde bp the ru⸗ 
ler of the citie diuided among the Chꝛiſtian men, without any 
coſte oꝛ charge to any of them: Inſomuche that if the people 
had bern a much greater multitude then they were, and as ma⸗ 
ny as are at this pꝛeſent in Toledo, oꝛ moze, and had none other 
thyng to lyue by, they myght haue been ſufficiently ſuſteyned 
by theſe Sardpnes, beſpde the ouerplus which ſhould haue re- 
mayned . But to returne to the foules, whereof we haue ſpo- 
ken . As the ſea commeth, and the Sardynes with the ſame, 
even ſo lpkewple come the ſapde Alcatrag gi therewith, and flee 
continuallp ouer it, in ſuch a multytude, that they appeare to co⸗ 
uer the bpper parte oꝛ flooꝛe of the water, and thus continue in 
mountyng and fallyng from the ayꝛe to the water, and from the 
water to the apꝛe, duryng all the tyme ofthetr liſhing:and aſſoone 
as they haue taken any of theſe Dardines, they flee aboue the wa- 
ters, and eate them incontinently, and ſodepnlp returne agayne 
to the water foꝛ moꝛe, continuing thus courſe by courſe without 
ceaſſyng:in lyke maner when the ſea falleth, they folowe theyꝛ fy⸗ 
ſbyng as J haue ſapde , There goeth allo in the company of theſe 
foules, an other kynde of foules, called Coda inforcata, (that is) 
the fozked tayle, whereo J haue made mention befo2c, c aſſoone 
as the Alcatraz mountethfrom the water with her pꝛay of the 
Sardynes, ſodeynlythis Coda inforcata gyueth her ſo many 
ſtrokes, and ſo perſegitcch her, that ſhee cauleth her to let fall the 
Sardynes which ſhee hath in her mouth: the which alſoone as 
they are falne, and befoze they pet touche the water, the Coda 
inforcata catcheth thein even in the tall, in luche ſoꝛte, that it is 
a great pleaſure to beholde the combat betweene them all the 
day lang. The munber of thele Alcatrag Zi ts ſuche, that the 
Chꝛiſttan men are accuſtomed to ſende to certapne Jlandes and 
rockes which are neare about Panama, with they? boates oꝛ bats 
kes to take theſe Alcatraz 2i,whple they are pet poung, and can 
nos fle, and kyll as manp of them with ſtaues as they will, vntyll 
| | they 
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they haue therewith laden theyꝛ Barkes oꝛ Canoas: theſe young 
ones are ſo fat and well fedde, that they cannot bee eaten, and 
are taken fo2 none other intent, but onely to makegreale fo 
candles to burne in the nyght, foꝛ the whiche purpoſe it ſerueth 
very well and gyueth a cleare lyght, and burneth eaſuy , After 
this maner, and foz this purpoſe, innumerable of them are kyld: 
& yet it ſeemeth that the number okthem that fyſhe foꝛ Sardynes 
doe dayly increaſe . There are other foules called Paſſere ſem- 
pie, that is, ſunple ſparowes : theſe are ſomewhat leſſe then 
Deamewes, and haue theyz feete lyke vnto great Palardes, 
and ſtande in the water ſometymes, and when the ſhyppes ſaple 
fyftie oꝛ a hundꝛed leagues about the Jlandes, theſe foules be⸗ 
holdyng the ſhyppes commyng towarde them, bꝛeake theyz 
flyght, and fall downe vpon the layle pardes, maſtes, and ca- 
bles thereof, and are ſo ſimple and folyſhe, that they tarp vn⸗ 
tyll they may eaſily bee taken with mens handes, and were ther: 
foꝛe called of the maryners ſimple ſparowes : they are blacke, 
and vppon theyꝛ blacke, haue theyꝛ head and ſheulders of 
feathers of a darke ruſſet colour: they are not good to bee eaten, 
although the maryners haue ſometymes been inkoꝛced to eate 
them. There is an other kynde of byꝛdes in the firme land, which 
the Chꝛiſtians call Picuti, becauſe thep haue very great beakes, 
in reſpecte of the litleneſſe of chep2 bodyes, fo2 theyz beakes 
are bery heauy, and waye mote then thep2 whole bodyes bes 
ſpde : thele byꝛdes are no bygger then Quayles, but haue a 
muche greater buſhement offeathers, inlomuche that they? fea- 
chers are moze then theyꝛ bodyes: they? feathers are very fay2e, 
and ol many vartable coloures, chem beakes are a quarter of a 
parde in length oꝛ mote, and bendyng downe toward the earch, 
and thꝛee fyngers bꝛode neare vnto the head: theyꝛ tongues are 
bety quplles, wheretoich chey make a great hyſſyng: they make 
holes in trees wich chen beakes, in the whieh they make theit 
nasſtes e  Anvilyly-thele- bywes are marueplous to beholde, 
fo2 che greaovyffrence whiche they haue from all other byꝛdes 
that haue ſcene; aſ woll foꝛtheyꝛ tongues (which are quylles 
as haue ſayd) as alſo ton the ſtrangeneſſe of their ſight, x diſpꝛo⸗ 
option other gteat beiat in reſpeet ofthe reſt of their bodies. 
Myre are no byꝛdes found that * better fo2 the ſafegard of 
d. ui. their 
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they poung in the tyme of theyꝛ bꝛeedyng, to be without daun⸗ 
ger of wylde cattes, that they enter not into theyz neaſtes to dex 
ſtroy their egges 02 young, and this aſwell by the ſtrange maner 
of bunldyng their neſtes, as alſo by theyꝛ owne defence:and ther⸗ 
foꝛe when they perceyue that the cattes appꝛoche towarde them, 
they enter into they neſtes, and holdyng theyꝛ beakes towarde 
the entraunce of the ſame, ſtande at they} defence, and ſo vere the 
cattes, that they caule them to leaue their enterp2yſe . There 
are alſo other byꝛdes oꝛ ſparowes, which the Chꝛiſtians by con⸗ 
trary effecte call A atti, that is fooles: Whereas neuertheleſſe 
there is no byꝛde that ſhewech moꝛe wyt and crafte in defendyng 


- her young from peryl. Theſe byꝛdes are litle,+ in maner blacke, 


and ſomewha: bygger then our Thꝛuſhes, they haue certayne 
whyte feathers in they2 neckes, and the lyke lagalitie oz ſharpe⸗ 
neſſe of ſenſe as haue the byꝛdes oꝛ yes called Gaz2uole, they 
ſildometymes lyght vppon the earth : they make theyꝛ neſtes in 
trees ſeparated from other, becauſe the wplde cattes (called 
Mammoni) ate accuſtoined to leape from tree to tree, not dil⸗ 
cendyng to the grounde foꝛ feare of other beaſtes, except when 
they are enfoꝛced by thirſt to come downe to dꝛinke, at ſuch times 
a5 they are ſure not to bee moleſted, and fo2 this cauſe doe not 


thele byꝛdes make they? neſtes but in trees farre dinided from os 


ther, they make them ofa cubite in length, oz moꝛe, after the 
maner ot bagges 02 litle lackes, large at the bottome, and grow⸗ 
vng narower and narower towarde the mouth, whereby they 

are faſteued, hauyng the hole whereat they enter into che facke, 

of ſuche byggeneſſe as may onely ſuffyce to reteyue them. And 

to the ende that the cattes may not deuour theyꝛ young, if they 

chaunce ta mount vppon the trees where they haue theyꝛ neſtes, 

they ble an other craft, which is, to make they neſtes in thicke 
bꝛaunches of trees, and to delende the lame with ſharpe and 
ſtrong choꝛnes, implicate and let in ſuche oder, that no mas ig 
able to make the lyke, lo that the catdes can y mo ncanes put 

they? legges into che hole of the neaſte to take out the voung 

byꝛdes, al well fo the ſharpeneſſe of the thoꝛnes, as allo fox the 

deapth of the neſtes, in the bottome wherof, the poung birds reft 
Rede daunger ol cheir ü ine of . _—_ 
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thee oz foure ſpannes in length, the legge of the ratte can not 
reache to the bottome thereok. They vle allo an other pollicie, 
which is, to make many of chez ntaſtes in one tree, che which 
they doe fo2 one of theſe two taules: that is, that eyther of they

owne naturall diſpoſition they are accuſtomed to goe in great 


multitudes, and reioyce in the company of theyꝛ owne generati⸗ 
on, as doe the byꝛdes whiche wee call Stares, oz els co the in⸗ 
tent that if it ſhould ſo chaunce that the cattes ſhoulde clyme the 


trees where they make them neaſtes, they myght bee a greater 


company to reſpſt and moleſt the cattes, at whole appzoch they 
make a fearefull and terrible crye, whereby the cattes are put to 
flight. Furthermoze,in the fyꝛme lande, and in the Jlandes, there 
are certayne byꝛdes called Piche, oꝛ Gazzwole, ſomewhat lyke 
vnto thoſe which we call CTloodwalles, oꝛ Moodpeckes, beyng 
leſſe then ours of Spapne : thele are altogeather blacke, and goe 
hoppyng and leapyng, theyꝛ beakes are allo blacke, and of the 
ſame faſhion as are the Poptngtaps beakes, they haue long tay- 
les, and are ſomewhat bygger then Stares , There are other 
byꝛdes called ?intadelli,which are lpke vnto certapne greene byz⸗ 
des, which the Italyans call Fringuelli, and are ofſeuen colours: 
theſe byꝛdes foz feare of the cattes, are euer wont to make 
theyꝛ neaſtes ouer the bankes of ryuers, o2 the lea, where the 
bzaunches ok trees lo reache ouer the water that with a litle 
weyght they may bowe downe to the water : theyz neaſtes 
are made ſo neare the coppes of the bzaunches, that when the 
cattes come thereon, the bzaunches bende towarde the water, 
and the cattes turne backe agapne foz feare of fallyng: Fox als 
though no beaſt in the wozlde bee moze malicious then this, 
yet whereas the molt parte of beaſtes are naturally inclyned to 
ſwymme, this catte hath no maner of apteneſſe therevnto, and 
is therefoꝛe ſoone dꝛoloned oꝛ ſtrangeled in the water, and bya 
pꝛiuie lenſe of nature feareth the danger which he can not eſcape, 
Thele byꝛdes make their neſtes in ſuch ſozt, that although they 
be wette and filled with water, yet doe they ſo ſodeynly ryſe vp as 
gapne, that the young byꝛdes are not thereby hurt oꝛ dzowned, 
There are allo many Nyghtyngales, and other byꝛdes which 
{png marueploullpe with great melodie and dyfference in 

Od. iii. i ſong⸗ 
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ſpngyng: thele byꝛdes are of marueylous dyuers coloures the 
one from the other, ſome are altogeather pelow, and ſome other 
o ſo extellent, delectable, and hygh a colour, as it were a Rubye, 
other are allo of dyuers and vartable coloures, ſome of fewe co⸗ 
loures, and ochet ſome all of one colour, beyng all ſu fayze. and 
beautifull, that in bꝛygheneſſe and ſhynyng they excell all that 
are ſeene in Spapne, oꝛ Italy, oꝛ other pꝛouinces of Europe: 
Many ok thele are taken with nettes, lyme twygges, and ſpzyn- 
ges ol dyuers loztes ', Dyuers other ſoꝛtes of great foules lyke 
vnto Eagles, and ſuche other as lyue ol pꝛay, are founde in the 
firme lande, of ſuche diuerſitie, that it is in maner impoſſible to 
deſcribe them all particulerly: and fozaſmuche as J haue moze 
largely intreated hereok in my generall hyſtoꝛie of the Indies, J 
8 it not requylite heere to make anpe further mention of 
the ſame. | 


Of trees, fruites, and plantes. 


.. Deere is both in the firme lande and the J⸗ 
lands, a certayne tree called Cocus, beyng a 
e kynde of Date trees, x hauyng their leaues 
e [ofthe ſelke ame greatneſſe as haue the date 

1 trees which beare dates, but dyffer much in 
cer growing, to? the leaues of this Cocus 
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: i M0 LO Agrowe out of the trunkes of the tree, as doe 
the fingers out of the hand, wzeathing them ſelues one within an 


other, e ſo ſpꝛeading abꝛode:theſe trees are hygh, & are founde in 
great plentie in the coaſt of the ſea of Sur, in the pꝛouince of Caci- 
que Chiman.Thele date trees bꝛing fooꝛch a fruit after this ſozte: 
being altogeather bnite as it groweth on the tree, it is of greater 
circumference then the head of a man, e from the ſupcrfictal part 
toy middeſt, which is the fruit, it is inuolued © touered with ma⸗ 
ny webs much lyke vnto thole hirds of tow which they ble in An- 
daluſia. Df this towe oꝛ web, the Eaſt Indians make a certapne 
kynd of cloth, of thꝛee oꝛ foure ſoꝛtes, and coꝛdes fo? the ſayles of 
ſhyppes: but in theſe Indies of pour maieſtie, they paſſe not 


foꝛ thele coꝛdes, oꝛ this cloth that may be made of the fruite of Co- 


cui by reaſon ofthe great plentie that they haue of the bombage

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02 cotton ofthe gollampine trees. The kruite which is in the 
myddeſt ofthe layde towe, is (as I haue ſayde) as bygge as 
a mans fyſt, and ſometymes twple as bygge, and moꝛe: It is 
in kourme lyke vnto a walnutte, o2 ſome other rounde thyng, 
ſomewhat mote long then large, and very harde, the rpnde oꝛ 
barke hereof, is as thycke as the tyꝛcle of letters of a ryall ot 
plate, and within, there cleaueth faſt co the rynde of the nutte 
a carnoſitie oꝛ ſubſtaunce ok cooꝛnel, of the thyckeneſſe ok halfe 
a fynger, oꝛ ofthe leaſt fpnger ol the hande, and is very whyte, 
Ipke vnto a fapze Almonde, aud of better taſte and moze plea⸗ 
ſaunt , Then this fruite is chewed, there remapne certapne 


crummes, as do the lyke of Almondes : Pet ik it be ſwalowed 


downe. it is not vnpleaſaunt. Fo! although that after the tuice 
oꝛ moyſture be gone downe the thꝛote befoꝛe the ſaide crummes 
be ſwalowed,the reſt whiche is eaten, ſceme ſomwhat ſharpe oꝛ 
ſower, yet doth it not ſo greatly offende p taſt, as to be caſt away. 
TTthyle this Cocus is pet freſhe and newly taken from the tree, 
they bſe not to eate ofthe ſatd carnoſitie a ftuite, but fyꝛſt beating 
it very muche, and then ſtraynyng it, they dꝛawe a mylke there⸗ 
of, much better and ſweeter then is the mylke of beaſtes, and of 
much ſubſtaunce, the whiche the Chꝛiſtian men ok tho'e regions 
put in the toꝛtes oꝛ cakes which they make of the graine of Mai- 

Zium wherof they make theyꝛ bꝛead, oꝛ in other bꝛead as we put 
bꝛead in poꝛrage: ſo that by reaſon ofthe liyde mylke of Cocrs, 

the toꝛtes are moꝛe excellent to be eaten without offence to the 

ſtomake: they are ſo plecſatint to the taſte, and feaue it aſwell 


ſatiſtyed as though it had been delyted with many delycate dy⸗ Jhaue lerne 


ſþes . But to pꝛoceede further, your mateſtte ſhal vnderſtande, one of theſe 
that in the place ofthe ſtone oꝛ coopnell, there is in the myddeſt ine wee 


ofthe ſayde carnoſttic a voyde place, which neuertheleſſe is full when un was 
of a molk clcare and excellent water, in ſuche quantitte as may — ere waken 
fyll a great cgge ſhelf, oꝛ moꝛe, oꝛ leſſe, accoꝛdyng to the bygge⸗ the water was 
neſſe of the Cacus, the whiche water ſucrly, is the moſt ſubſtan- rein ag de 


tiall, excellent, and pꝛecious to be dꝛunke, that may be founde were in a bot- 
tle, but in tyme 


in the wozlde : inſomuch chat in the moment when it paſſeth ;;Cummed 
the palate of che mouth, and begynnech to go downe the thꝛote, and was parts 
* lycongeled in 
it ſeemeth that from the ſole of the foore, to the crowne of the oa a te lau⸗ 


head , there is no parte of the bodpe but that keelech great Naunce.

hole, if it 
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comfozte thereby: as it is doutleſſe one of the moſt excellent 
thynges that map be caſted vppon the earth, and ſuche as J 
am not able by wzycyng oz tongue to expꝛeſſe. And to p20- 
ceede pet further, J ſay that when the meate of this fruite is 
taken from the veſſell thereof, the veſſell remapneth as kayze 
and neate as though it were pullyſhed , and is without of co⸗ 
lour inclynyng towarde blacke, and ſhyneth oz glyſlereth very 
fapze, and is within of no leſſe dilicateneſſe. Suche as haue 
accuſtomed to dꝛynke in thele veſſelles, and haue been troubled 
wich the diſeaſe called the frettyng of the guttes, ſay that they 
haue by experience founde it a matueylous remedie agaynſt that 
diſeale, and that it bꝛtaketh the fone, and pꝛouoketh vrine, 
This fruite was called Cocus, foꝛ this cauſe, that when it ts taken 
from the place where it cleaueth faſt to the tree, there are ſeene 
two holes, and aboue them two other natural holes, whiche alto⸗ 
geather do repꝛeſent the geſture and figure of the cattes called 
Mammoni, that is, Punkeys, when they crye, which crye the 
Indians call Coca, but in bery deede, this tree is a kinde of Date 
trees, and hath the ſame effecte to heale frettyng of the guttes, 
that Plinie deſcrpbech all kynds of Date trees to haue. There 
are furthermoze in thetirme lande, trees of ſuche byggeneſſe 
that J dare not ſpeake therof, but in place where J haue ſo ma⸗ 
ny wytneſſes whiche haue ſeene the ſame as well as J. J {aye 
thereloꝛe, that a league from Darien oz the citie of Sancta Maria 
Antiqua, there paſſeth a rpuer very large and deepe, which is cal⸗ 
led C«ti, ouer the which the Indians had layde a great tree, ſo 
trauerſing the lame, that it was in the ſteade of a bꝛidge, the wht- 
che J my ſelfe with dyuers other that are at this pꝛeſent in pour 
maieſties court, haue oftcntymes paſſed ouer , Ind fozalinuche 
as the laid tree had line long there, and bp y great weight therof 
was ſo ſhzonke downewarde, and partly coucred with water, 
that none cotilde paſſe ouer it, but were wette to the knee, J 
beyng then in the peere. 1522. the official oꝛ Julkice in that citie 
at your maieſties appoyntment,caulcd an other great tree to be 
layde in that place, whiche in lyke mancr traucrled the ryuer, 
and reached moꝛe then fyktie fcote ouer the further ſpde: This 
tree was exceeding great, and reſted aboue the water moze 
then two cubytes, in the fall, it caſt downe all luch other trees as 
were 
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were within che reache thereof, and diſcouered certayne bynes, 
whiche were ſo laden with blacke grapes of pleaſaunt taſte, that 
they ſatyſkied moze then fpftye perſons whiche ate theyz fyl there⸗ 


ol. This tree in the thyckeſt part therof, was moꝛe then ſpxteene 


ſpannes thycke, and was neuertheleſſe but litle in reſpect of ma⸗ 
up other trees whiche are founde in this pꝛouince. Foz the In⸗ 
dians of the coaſte and pꝛouince of Cartagenia, make barkes o2 
boates thereof (which they call Canoas,) of ſuche byggeneſſe, be⸗ 
png all one whole tree, that ſome conteyne a hundꝛed men, ſame 
a hundꝛed and thirtie and ſome moꝛe, hauyng neuertheleſſe ſuch 
boyde ſpace within the ſame, that there is left ſufficient roome 
to paſſe to and fro thzoughout all the Canoas . Some of thele 
are ſo large, beſvde the length, that they conteyne moe then 
ten oꝛ twelue ſpannes in bꝛeadth, and laple with two ſayles,as 
with the maiſter ſayle and the tryncket, which they makeof very 
good cotton . The greateſt trees that J haue ſeene in thele 
partes, oꝛ in any other regions. was in the pꝛouince of Cuaturo, 
the kvng wherof rebellyng from the obedience of pour maieſtie, 
was purſued by me, and taken pꝛiſoner: at whiche tyme J with 
my companpe, paſled ouer a very hygh mountapne, full ot great 
trees, in the top whereof, wefounde one tree, whiche had thee 


rootes,02 rather diuiſions of the roote aboue the carth,infourme g marueplons 
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ofa trpangle, 02 treuet. fo that betweene euery foote ofthis tri⸗ tree. 


angleoz chꝛee frere; there was aſpace of twentie foote betwene 


everrfooceand this of ſuth heyght aboue the earth, that a laden 


Carcvftiwls Wherewitly! they are accuſtomed to bꝛyng home 
cine ir theuſpmie of harneſt in the kyngdome of Toledo in 
Spap ne: myght eaſely haue paſſed chꝛough euery ok thoſe par⸗ 
titions ox wyndowes which were betweene the thꝛee feete of the 
ſapdtree . rom the carth vpwarde to the trunke of the tree. the 
apen plates ot the diuiſiqns betweene theſe thꝛee frece:, were 
Mſuche heyght from the ground that a footenian wich a Jauelin 
was not able to reache the place where the ſapde feete ioyned 
togeather in the trunke pz bodye of: che tree,. whiche grewe of 
great heyght in one peece, and one whole bodie, oz euer it ſpꝛead 
in bꝛaunches, wh iche it did not befoꝛe it exceeded in heyght the 
Tome of Sainct Romane in che citie of Toledo: from whiche 
heyght and vpward, it ſpꝛead very great and ſtrong bꝛaunches. 
* 232 Among 
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ſelle was cne, and when J was aſcended to the place where it 
begunne to ſpꝛeade the bꝛaunches, it was a marueilous thyng to 
beholde a great countrey of ſuche trees towarde the pꝛouince of 
Abꝛayme. This tree was eaſy to clyme, by reaſon of certayne 
Beſuc hi, (whereof J haue ſpoken befoꝛe) which grew wꝛeathed 
about the tree, in ſuche ſoꝛt that they ſeemedto make a ſcalyng 
Ladder. Euery ofthe foꝛſayd thꝛee feete whiche boꝛe the bodie of 
the tree, was twentie ſpannes in thickenelſe, and where they 
ioyned all togeather aboute the Trunke oz bodie of the tree, 
the pꝛincipall Trunke was moꝛe then fourtie and fpue ſpannes 
in circuite. I named the mountayne where thele trees growe, 


the mountayne of chꝛee footed trees. And this whiche J haue 


now declared, was ſeene of all the companie that was there with 
me when (as J haue ſaydebefoze) J tooke kyng Cuaturo pꝛyſo⸗ 
ner in the yeere , 15 2 2. Many thynges moꝛe myght heere be 
ſpoken as touching this matter, as allo howe there are many o⸗ 
ther excellent trees founde of diuers ſoꝛtes and dyfference, as 
ſweete Cedar trees, blacke Date trees, and many other, ofthe 
wytche ſome are ſo heauye that they cannot floote aboue the wa⸗ 


ter, but ſyncke imme diatly to the bottome, and other agayne as 


lyght as a Coꝛke. As touchyng all which thynges J haue vnit⸗ 
ten moꝛe largely in mp generall hiſtoꝛie of the Indies. And foz- 
almuche as at this pꝛeſent J haue entred to entreat of trees, bez 
foze J paſſe any further ta other thyngts, Z wyll declare che ma⸗ 
ner howe the Indians kindle fy2e, only with wood and withatit⸗ 
fire, che maner wherof is this. They take a pcece ot nod ot two 

ſpannes in length. as bygge as the leaſt fpnger ofa mans hand, 
02 as an arrowe well pullyſhed, and of a ſtrang kynde of wood 

which they keepe only fo2 this purpoſe: and where chey entend 
to kyndle any firt. they take two other peeces of word, of the 
dꝛyeſt and lyghteſt chat. they can funde, and bynde them falt 
togeather one with an other, as rloſe as two fpngers ioyned: in 
the myddeſt oꝛ betweene theſe; they put the paynt of the fynſt 
litle ſtaffe made of harde and ſtrong woodde, whiche they hold 
in chem handes bythe toppe thoreof, and turne oz rubbe it 
rounde about confpnually in one placobetweene theitwo-pees 
ces of woodde- which lye bounde cogeathrrvppon theearth, 
| whiche 


Among certapne Spaniardes whiche clymed this tree, I my 


he by that vnceſſant rubbyng and chafyng , are in ſhozte 
ret and take fpze .

heare co ſpeake ſomewhat ofluche thynges as come to mp re: 
membꝛaunce of certapne trets whiche are formbe in this auve 

and ſometyme alſo the lyke-hane been ſeene in Spapne. 
Thele are certapne putrifpeo tttmkes , whiche haue Ipne ſo 
long rottyng on the earth, that they are very whyte, and ſhyne 
in the nyght lyke burnyng kyꝛebꝛandes, and when the Spa- 
nyardes fynde any of this woodde, and intende pyutly in the 
nyght to make warre and inuade any pꝛouince, when caſe 


ſo requyꝛeth that it halbe neceſſary to goe in the nyghe, in 


ſuch places where they knowe not the way, the foꝛmoſt Chyt- 
ſtian man whiche gupdeth the wap , aſſociate with an Indian 
to directe hym therein, taketh a litle ſtarre ofthe ſayde wondde, 
whiche he putteth in his cappe, hangyng behynde on his ſhoul: 
ders, by the lyght whereof he that foloweth next to hym, direc⸗ 
tech his tourney, who allo in lyke maner beareth an other ſtarre 
behynde hym, by the ſhynyng whereok the thyꝛde foloweth the 
ſame wap, and in lyke maner do al the reſt, ſo that by this 
meanes none are loſte oꝛ ſtragſe out of the way. And fazaſmuch 
as this lyght is not feene very farre, it is the better policie fox 
the Chꝛiſtians, becauſe they axe not therby diſcloſed befoze they 
inuade they? enimtes , Furthermoꝛe as touchyng the natures 
oftrecs , one particuler thyng ſeemeth wooꝛthy to be noted, 


whereof linie maketh mention in his natur alf hyſtoꝛpe, where 
he ſayth that there are certayne trees whiche tontymmte 
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greene, and neuer lole theyz leaues, ag the Bay tree, the 


Cedar, the Ozange tree, the Oliue tree, with ſich other, ok the 
whiche in altogeather he nameth not paſt fyne oꝛ ſyxe. To this 
purpole , J ſap, that in the Nandes of theſe Indies, and alſo

thynne and watery radicall moyſture to ſuche thynges as dzawe 
they: npuryſhement thereof, as fat and vuctuous groundes with 
temperate heate, pelde a faſt and firme moyſture co ſuche 
thynges as growe in them, whiche is the cauſe that ſuche trees 
lole not they} leaues , as the ſayde thynne and wateryſhe moy⸗ 
ſture is cauſe of the contrarie, as appeareth by the lapde ef 
fecte whiche is ſeene onelp in Cſs, and none other tree op plant

are manp ſoꝛts of reedes, ſo that in many places they make their 


houſes thereof, coueryng them with the toppes of the ſame, and 
makyng theyꝛ walles of them in lyke maner,as J haue ſapde bes 
foze: and among thele kpndes ofreedes, there is one lo great, 
that the canes therofare as bigge as a mans legge in p knee, and 
thꝛee ſpanns in length from ioynt to ioynt, oꝛ moꝛe, inſomuch that 
euery o them is of capacitie to contapne a litleſbucket of water. 
In this kynde, there are founde ſome greater, and ſome leſſe, of 
the whiche ſome they ble to make quyuers fo2 arrowes , There 


is founde an other kynde, whiche ſuerly is marueplous, beyng 
litle bygger then a Jauelyn, the canes whereof are longer then 
two ſpannes : theſe reedes growe one farre from an other, as 
ſome tymes twentie oꝛ thirtie pales, and ſometymes alſo two 
02 thꝛee leagues: they growe in maner in all — in the 

dies, 
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Indies, and growe neere to very hyghe trees, whereunto they 
they imbꝛaſe, and diſcende agayne 


| downe ta the eatſh . They? 
canes are full of moſt cleare water, without any maner of caſt 
02 ſauour, eyther of the canes, oz of any ochet thpriq; and luche 
as pf it were taken out of the freſheſt ſpꝛyng in the wojlde, no2 
pet is it knowen that euer it hurt any that dzunke therof, Foz it 
hatch oftentymes ſo chaunced, that as the Clyiſtian men haue tra⸗ 
uapled in theſe regions in deſolate wapes, where foꝛ lacke of wa 
ter they haue been in great daunger to die ſoꝛ thitſt, chey haue ef 
caped that peryl by reaſon that they founde the ſayd reedes,of the 
water of whole canes they haue dzunke a great quantitie, wich⸗ 
out any hurt thereof enſuing. Therfoze when they fpnde chele 
in any place, they make water veſſels of the canes thereof, and 
carry as many of them full of water as may ſuffice fo2 one dapts 
ioꝛney: and ſometime they carp ſo many, that they take foꝛ every 
man two 02 thꝛee quartes of water, which map ſerue them foꝛ 
many dayes, becauſe it doth nat coꝛrupt, but remapneth ſtyll 
freſhe and good. COU 1 
There are alſa certayne plantes ;whiche the Chziffians eall 
Platani. Theſe are as hygh as trees, and become as byg int 
trunke as the knee of a man, oꝛ moꝛe. From the foote to 
toppe, they beare certayne long aud large leaues, beyng moꝛe 
then thee ſpannes in largeneſſe, & about ten oz twelue inlength: 
the whiche when they are hoktn oiche wynde, the ſtalke re mai⸗ 


neth whole in che myddett : Ju che myddeſt of this plant, in the 


higheſt part therof, there graweth a cluſter with fourtie oꝛ fyftie 
placans about it, euery of them beyng a ſpanne and a halte in 
length, and as byg as a mans arme in the ſmall, oꝛ moze,02 leſſe, 
accoꝛoyng to the goodneſſe of the ſoyle where ihey growe : they 
baue a rynde nut very thycke, and eaſye to be hoken, beyng 
within altogeather ful of a ſabſtaunce lyke vnto the mary of the 
bone of an Dre, as it appeareth wheny-rinde oꝛ barke is taken 
from ihe ſame . This cluſter ought to be taken rom the plant. 
when any one of the platans begin to appeare pelowe, at which 
tyme they take it, and hang it in theyz houſes ,: where all the 
cluſter waxeth rype, with all his platans: This cluſtet is a 
bery good {ruite, and when it is opened, antithe rynde m 


Platani ; 
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it of, chere are fottude within it many good dye Fygges. whiche 
heyng roſted, oꝛ ſtewed in an Duen, in a cloſe pot, oz ſome ſuche 
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cher chung. are of pleafaunt-taff, much lyke to the conſerue of 
Monp che putriſte not an the ſea ſo ſoone as ſome other fruites 
do, hut contyuue ſylterne dayes and myꝛe, yfthey be geathered 
ſomewhat greene: thep ſeeme moꝛe delicate on the ſea then on 
che land, not foz that they any thing encreaſe in goodnefle on the 
lea, but hecauſe chat whereas on the ſea other chynges are lac⸗ 
kyng, whereof is plentie on the land, thoſe meates ſecme ol belt 
taſt, whiche ſatiſſie pꝛeſent neceſſitie. This crunke oꝛ ſpꝛyg 
which bꝛyngeth foozth che ſapd clutter, is a whole peere in grows 
ing and bzynging fooꝛth kruite, in which tyme it hath put fooꝛth 
rounde about it ten oꝛ twelue ſpꝛygges, as bygge as the fyꝛſt op 
p2zincipall, and multiplieth no leſſe then the pꝛincipall in bꝛing⸗ 
ing fooꝛch olcluſters, with fruites iykewyſe at theyꝛ tyme, and 
alſo in bꝛyngyng fooꝛth other and many ſpꝛygges, as is ſayde 
befoꝛe. From the whiche ſpꝛygges oꝛ trunkes, as ſoone as the 
cluſter of the fruite is taken away, the plant beginneth to dzye 
and wpther,whiche then they take out ofthe grounde, becaule it 
doch none other then occupie it in bayne, and without pꝛokyte. 
They are ſo manv, and do ſo marueylouſly encreaſe and multi⸗ 
plie, chat it is a thyng in maner encredible. They are exceeding 
moyſt, inſomuch that when they are plucked vp from the place 
where they grow, there ichueth fooꝛth a great quantitie of was 
ter, aſwel out of the plant, as out ofthe place where it grewe, 
in ſuche lazt, that al the moyſture of che earth farre about, 
myght ſeeme to be geathered togeather about the truncke oz 
blocke of the ſapd plant, with the fruites whereof, the Antes are 
ſo farre in loue, that they are leene in great multitudes in the 
bꝛaunches of the plantes : ſo that foꝛ the multitude thereof, it 
ſometyme ſo chaunceth, that men are enfozced to take away the 
plantes from theyꝛ poſſeſſion : theſe fruices are foiude at al 
tymes ol the yeere. There is alſo an other kinde of wilde plants 
that groweth in che keeldes, whiche J haue not ſeene but in the 
Ilande ol Hiſpanio/a, although they be founde in other Jlandeg 
ofthe Indies: theſe they call Tunat. Chey growe of a Thiſtle 
full ol thaanes; and bayng fooꝛth a france muche lyke vnto great 


Figges; whiche haue a crowne lyke Medlers, and — 
within 
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tuichin ofa hygh colour,with graynes andthe rynde luke bntoa 
kygge: they are of good taſte, and grow abundantly inthe fieldeg 
in many places: They woke a ſtrange effecte in ſuche as eate 
them, toꝛ if a man cate two, ox thiee,o2 moꝛe, they cauſe his wine 
to bee of the very colour of blood, which thyng chauuted once to 
my ſeife . Fo2 on a tyme as I made water, and ſawe the colour 
of mp bine, J entred into a great ſuſpition ot my lpfe, beyng fo 
aſtonyſhed foz feare, that I thought the ſame had chaunced to 
mee vpon ſome other cauſe, inſomuche that ſurely my imaginas 
tion myght haue done mee hutce, but that they which were with 
mee dyd comfozte mee immediatly, declaryng the cauſe thereok, 
as they knew by experience, beyng auncient inhabitours in thole 
regions. There groweth allo an other plant, which the people 
of the countrey call Sibaos : this putteth fooꝛth certapne ſtreight 3 40, 
bꝛanches, and very bzode leaues, which the Indians vſe fo2 dy: 

uers purpoles: Foy in ſome places they couer they? houſes with 

the leaues thereof,couched and lapde after the maner of thetche, 
wherevntoit ſerueth very well: Sometymes allo when it ray⸗ 

neth, they cal theſe ouer they; heades, to defcnde them from the 

water , They make allo certayne cheſtes, which they call Ha- ,; 
was, weaued after a ſtrange ſozte, and intermyrt with the leaues : 
of this Bibaos . Theſe cheſtes are wought in ſuch ſoꝛte, that als 
though it rapne vpon them, oꝛ they chaunce to fall into the water, 
pet are not ſuche thinges wet as are within them: they are made 
of the bꝛanches ofthe ſayde Zihaos, with the leaues weaued to⸗ 
geather therewith : In theſe they keepe ſalte, and other ſubtile 
chinges. They vle them alſo foꝛ an other purpoſe, which is this: 
that fyndyng them in the fieldes at ſuch tyme as they haue ſcarſes 
neſſe of bittayles, they dyg vp the rootes of theſe plantes while 
they are pet poung, oꝛ eate the plant ic ſelfe, in that parte where 
it is moſt tender, which is from a foote vnder the grounde, where 
it is as tender and whpte as a reede oꝛ bulruſhe. And foꝛaſmuche 
as wee are nowe come to the ende of this narration, it commeth 
to my remembꝛaunte to make mention of an other thyng, which 
is not farre from my purpoſe: and this is, howe the Indians 


doe ſlapne 02 dye cloath of bombage cotton, oz any other thyng Dying orcot /

deupſed , But this leemeth a ſtrange thyng, that they doe all 
this in one ſelle lame veſſell: So that when they haue cauſed the 
ſayde ryndes and leaues to hople togeather, they make in the 


ſame veſlell without any chaunge (as J haue ſapde) as many 


colours as chem lpſtech: Mhiche ching J ſuppoſe to come to 
paſſe, by the diſpoſt:ton ofthe colour which they haue fyꝛſt gy« 
uen to the chyng that they intende to dye oz colour, uhether it bet 
thꝛeed, webbe, oz cloth, oz any ching that they intende to colour. 


Of venomous Apples, wherewith they 
poy ſon theyr arrowes. 


— be Apples wherewich the Indian Cans 
balles inuenome theyꝛ arrowes, growe on 
certaine trees couered with many bꝛanches 
land leaues, being very greene, and grolw⸗ 
ng chicke. They are laden with abundance 
„oer cheſe eupll fruttes, and haue their leaues 
D lyke the leaues of a peare tree, but that they 
are leſſe and rounder: the fruit is much lyke the muſcadel peares 
of the Jlande of Sicilie 02 Naples in fourme and bygneſſe, and 
are in ſome partes ſteyned with redde ſpottes, and ol very ſweet 
ſauour: theſe trees fo2 the moſt parte, growe euer by the (ea 
coaſtes, and neere vnto the water, and are ſo fayꝛe and of plea⸗ 
ſaunt ſauour, that there is no man that ſeeth them, but will de⸗ 
ſyꝛe to eate thereof, inſomuche that if it may bee ſpoken of any 
fruite yet growyng on the earth, J woulde ſap that this was 
the vnhappy fruice whereof our fyꝛſt parentes Adam and Eue 
taſted, whereby they both loſt they felicitie, and pꝛocured death 
to them and they? poſteritte - DOfthele kruites, and of che great 
Antes whole byting cauſeth ſwellyng, (whereof J haue ſpo⸗ 
ken elſewhere) and ok the Eutes, oꝛ Lyſartes, and bypers, and 
ſuch other venomous thinges,the Canibals which are the m- 
& 23 arc 
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archers among the Indians, are accuſtomed to poyſon they: Wierwith | 
arrowes, wherewith they kyll all that they wounde: Thele ve: —— 
nomes they mingle togeather, and make thercof a blacke maſſe 

8) compoſitian, whiche appeareth lyke vnto very blacke pytch. 
Ok thts poyſon J cauſed a great quantitie to be burnt, in Sancta 
Maria Antiqua, ina plate two leagues and moze within the 
lande, with a great multitude of theyꝛ inuenomed arrowes and 
other munition, with alſo the houle wherein they were teſerued: 
This was in the pecre.1 5 14. at ſuche tyme as the army arry⸗ 
ned there with captapne Pedrarias da villa, at the commaunde⸗ 
ment ofthe Catholyke kyng Don Ferdinando. But to returne ta Petrat Arias, | 
the hyſtoꝛy. Thele Apples (as J haue ſapde) growe neare vn⸗ 
to the ſea. And whereas the Chꝛiſtians whiche ſerue pour maie⸗ 
ſtie intheſe parties, ſuppole that there is no remedy lo pꝛokyta⸗ 
ble foꝛ ſuch az are wounded with theſe arrowes, as is the water 
of the ſea, if the wound be much waſhed therwith, by which mea⸗ 
nes ſome haue eſcaped, although but fewe: yet to lay the trueth, 
albeit the water ofthe ſea haue a certaine cauſtike quality againſt wan io F. 
poyſon, it is not a ſufficient remedy in this caſe, noz pet to this the a. 
day haue the Chꝛiſtiaus percepued that of fyftie that haue been 
wounded, thꝛee haue recouered. But that your maieſtie may the 
better conſider the fozce of the venome oltheſe trees, vou ſhal fur: 
ther vnderſtand, that if a man doe but repoſe him ſelfe to llerpe a 
litle whyle vnder the ſhadow ofthe ſame, he hath his head & eyes 
ſo ſwolne when he ryſech, that the eye lyddes are ioyned with the 
cheekes, and if it chaunce one dzoppe oz moze ofthe deawe of the 
ſayde tree to fall ints the eye, it vtterly deſtroyeth the ſyght 6 The 
peſtilent nature of this tree is ſuche, that it can not be declared in 
fewe woꝛdes. Df thele, there groweth great pleutie in the gulfe The gulfe ot 
of Vrabæ. tuwarde the Moꝛth coaſt, on the eſt and Eaft (pde; Dlaba. 
The wood ofthele trees when it burneth, make th ſo great a 
Ryake,. that no man is able to abyde it, by reaſon it cauſech (o 5-1 
great ayapne in che head. A 
Among other trees whiche are in theſe Indies, aſwell in 
the Jlandes, as in the firme lande, there is an other kynde 
whiche they call X agus, whereof there is great pientie: they X agua, 
arebery-{ipgh;,and: ſtxepght, and fapze-co beholbe , Df theſe 
they vlecomakegpkes, and. Jauelyns of dyuers lengthes „ 
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bygnelſe: they are of a faxe colour, betweene rue and whyte: 
this tree bꝛyngech foozth a great fruit as bygge as Papauer oz 
Poppie, and muche lyke therevnto, it ts very good to bee eaten 
when it is rype. Out ofthis they get a verp cleare water, whcre⸗ 
with they walhe their legges, and ſometymes all theyꝛ bodpes, 
when they feele they fleſhe weerp, faynt, oz looſe; the which was 
ter, beſpde that it hath a byndyng qualitie, it hath al o this pꝛo⸗ 
pertie, chat whatſoeuer it coucheth, it ſtepneth it blacke by litle 
and licle, vntyll it bee as blacke as gete, which colour can not bee 
taken away in leſſe ſpace then tenne oꝛ twelue dayes: And if the 
naple bee but touched there wich, it is ſo ſtepned that it can by na 
meanes bee taken away, vntyll it epther fall of, o; grow out, and 
bee clypped away by litle x litle, as I mp ſelle haue * 
ſeene by experience. 

There is an other kynde of trees which they call Hobi: theſe 
are very great and fapze, and cauſe holefome apze where they 
growe,and a pieaſaunt ſhadowe, and are founde in great aboun⸗ 
dattnce : thepꝛ fruit is very good, and of good taſk and ſauour, and 
much lyke vnto certapne damſons 02 pzunes beyng litle and pe⸗ 
lowe,but they} ſtone is very great, by reaſon whereof they haue 
but litle meate: they) barke oz rynde boyled in water, makech a 
holelome bathe fo2 the legges,becaule it byndeth and ſtapeth the 
loolenelle of the fleſhe, ſo ſenſibly that it is a marueple to conſider, 
It is ſurely a holefame and excellent bathe agaynſt ſuche faynt⸗ 
neſle,- and is the beſt tree that map be founde in thoſe parties to 
fleepe under: Foz it caulech no heauineſſe ofthe head, as doe dy⸗ 
uers other trees, which <png J ſpeake,becauſe the Chaiſttang 
are muche accuſtomed in thole regions to lye in the ſieldes. It is 
therefoze a common pꝛactiſe among them, that wherefocuer they 
funde thele trees, chere they] p2eade they? maccrefles and beddes 
There are alſo a kynde of hygh. Date trees, ! and full of 
thoꝛnes: the woodde of theſe is moit* excellent. beyng ves 
ry blacke, and ſhpnpug, and lo heanye that no parte thereof 
can l wymme aboue the water, but ſpnieth immediatly to the 
bottome . Ofthis woodde they make chere arrowes and dar⸗ 
tes, alſs Jauelyns, ſpeares, and pykes : and J ſap ppkes, 
becauſe that in che coaltes of che ſea of Sur, beyonde __ 
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ind PYracha, the Indians vſe great and long pykes, made ofthe 
wood of theſe Date trees. Of the ſame lykewyſe they make club⸗ 
bes, and ſwooꝛdes, and dyuers other weapons: Alſo vellelles 
and houſholde ſtuffe ok dyuers ſoztes, very fayze and commodi⸗ 
ous . Furthermoze of this wood the Chuſtians vie to make 
dyuers muſicall inſtrumentes, as Claricymballes, Lutes,Git- 
terns, and ſuche other, the which beſyde theyꝛ fapze ſhynyng co⸗ 
lour lyke vnto gete, are alſo of a good ſounde, and very durable, 
by reaſon ofthe hardneſſe of the wood. 

After that J haue ſapde thus much of trees and plants, J haue 
thought good allo to ſpeake ſomewhat of hearbes. Nou ſhal ther⸗ 
foze vnderſtand, that in theſe Indies there is an hearbe much like 
vnto a pelow Lilie, about whole leaues there growe and creepe 
certapne coꝛdes oꝛ laſes, as the lyke ts partly ſeene in the hearbe 
which we call faſed ſauery, but thele ofthe Indies are much big: 
ger, and longer, and ſo ſtrong that they tye theyꝛ hangyng beds 
thereby, whiche they call Hamacas, whereof we haue ſpoken 


elſewhere : thele coꝛdes they call Cab=ia,and Henequen, whiche hund 
Henequen, 


are all one thyng, lauyng that Heneguen is leſſe und of a fpner 
ſubſtance, as it were line, and the other is groſſer, yke the weeke 
oz twyſt of hempe, and is impertect in compariſon to the other: 
they are of colour betweene whyte and pelow, lpke vnto abarne, 
and ſome alſo whpte,UUith Henequen,whiche is the moſt ſubtyle 
and fyne thꝛeede, the Indians ſawe in ſunder fetters,chepnes, oꝛ 
barres of Iron, in this maner: They moue the thꝛeed of Hene⸗ 
quen vppon the Jron which they intende to lawe oz cutte, dꝛaw⸗ 
png the one hande after the other as doe they that ſawe, puttyng 
euer nowe and then a poztton of fyne ſande vppon the thꝛeede, oꝛ 
on the place oz parte of the Iron, where they continue rubbyng 
the ſayde thꝛeed, ſo that if the thꝛeed be woꝛne, they take an other, 
and continue in theyꝛ woꝛke as befoze, vntyll they haue cutte in 
ſunder the Jron, although it be neuer ſo bygge, and cut it as ik it 
were a tender thyng, and eaſy to be ſawne. 

And fozaſmuche as the leaues of trees may bee counted a⸗ 
mong hearbes, J will heere ſpeake ſomewhat of the qualitie 
of the leaues of certayne trees whiche are founde in the Jlande 

of Hiſpaniola. Theſe trees are (a full of thoꝛnes, that there is 
no tree 02 plant that ſcemetch moꝛe wylde and defozmed ; ſo that 
| Ee. lit. Ji can 
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made of thele leaues grow foozth in length, there commeth other 
leaues of them: ſo that in fine it is a difficult thing to deſcribe the 
fourme ofthele trees, except the ſame ſhould be done by a payn⸗ 
ter, wherby the eye might conceyue that wherein the tongue fay⸗ 
lech in this behalte. The leaues of this tree are of ſuche vertue, 
that beyng well beaten and ſpꝛed vppon a cloth, after the maner 
ofa playſter, and ſo layde to a legge oꝛ arme that is bzoken in 
many peeces, it healeth it in fyftiene dayes e maketh it as whole 
as thoug) it had neuer been bꝛoken: Duryng the tyme of this o⸗ 
peration, it cleaueth ſo faſt to the fleſhe, that it can not without 
much difficultie be taken away, but aſſoone as it hath healed the 


ſoꝛe, aud wought 


his operation, it looſeth it ſelfe from the place 


where it was lapde, as I my ſelle, and dyuers other which haue 
pꝛoued it, know by experience. 


Of fyſhes, ind of the maner 
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= JN the ſea coaſtes of the firme lande, there

make mention of ſome. And firſt to begin at 


I 8% 1 Sardines,youlhall vnderſtand that there is 
—<=>-| found a kinde of thele fiſhes bery large and 
with red tayles, being a bery delicate fyſhe. The beſt kyndes of o⸗ 


ther liches are theſe, 14 oxarre, Diahace, Bꝛettes, Dahaos, Thozne⸗ 
backes,* Salmons: All theſe, aud dyuers other which J doe not 
now remember, are taken in great quantitie in ryuers. There are 
like wile taken bery good Creuyſhes. There are allo found in the 
ſea, certayne other fiſhes, as Soles, Mackerels, Turbuts, Pala- 
mite, Lig ge, Polpi, C hieppe, & aibas, Locuſtes, Oyſters, excecdyng 
great Toztoples,+ Tiburoni of marueilous bygneſſe:alſo M ana- 
tes, and Murene, and many other fyſhes, which haue no nemes in 
our language, aad thele ol luche diuerlitie and quantitie as — 


— 
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not be expꝛeſſed without large wzptyng and long tyme . But to 
let paſſe to intreate particulerly of the multitude of fyſhes, J in⸗ 
tende to ſpeake chiefely,and ſomewhat largely, of thꝛee ſoztes ol 
molt notable fyſhes: whereofthe fy2lt is, the great Toꝛtoyſes, 
the ſeconde is called Tihuron, and the thyꝛd Manate. And to begin 


at the fyꝛſt, I ſap that in the Jlande of Cuba, are found great Toz- Great Toztoys 


toyſes (which are certapne ſhell fpſhes)of ſuche byggeneſſe that 
tenne oꝛ kyfteene men are ſcarſely able to lyfte one of them out of 
the water, as J haue been infourmed of credible perſons dwel⸗ 
lyng in the ſame Jland. But of that which J mp leikehane ſeene, 
I can teſtiſie, that in the fyꝛme lande, in the village of Acla, 
there are of this ſoꝛt ſome taken and kylled of ſuche byggeneſle, 
that ſpxe men with muche difficultie coulde ſcarſely dzawe them 
out of the water, and commonly the leaſt ſo:t of them are as much 
as two men map carry at a burden: chat whiche J ſawe lyfted 
bp by ſyre men, had her ſhell a yarde and a quarter in length, 
and in bꝛeadth moꝛe then fyue pardes . The maner of takyng 
them, is this: It ſometymes chaunceth that in theyꝛ great nettes 
(whiche they call ſhoote nettes) there are founde certayne Toꝛ⸗ 
toyſes of the common ſoꝛt, in great quantities, and when they 
come out ofthe ſea, and bꝛyng fooꝛth they? egges, and goe tos 
geather by companyes from the ſea, to feede on the lande, the 
Chiiſttans oꝛ Indians folowe theyꝛ ſteppes which they fynde in 
the ſande, and ſoone ouertake them, becaule they are verp heauy 
and ſlowe in goyng, although they make all the haſt they can ta 
returne to the ſea, aſſoone as they eſpie any bodte , TUhenthey 
that purſue them haue ouertaken them, they put a ſtake oꝛ ſtaffe 
vnder they legges, and ouerturne them on they? backes as they 
are pet runnyng, lo that they can goe no further, noꝛ pet ryſe as 
gayne 02 turne, and thus they ſuffer them to lye ſtyll wyyle they 
folowe after the reſt, which they ouerturne in lyke maner: and by 
this meanes take verv many, at luche tymes as they come fooꝛth 
ofthe ſea as Jhaue layde: This kyſhe ts very excellent and hol⸗ 
ſome to be eaten, and of good taſt. The ſeconde oktle thiee 


kyſhes wherof J haue ſpoken, is the Tiburon: this is a btry great Tibnrons. 


fyſhe, and very quycke and lwyft in the water, and a cruell de⸗ 
uourer: thele are oftentymes taken, al well when the ſhippes are 
onder ſaple in che Ocean, as atis uhen they lye at ander, oz at 
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any other tyme, and eſpecially the leaſte kynde of thele fyches. 
Uhen the ſhyppes are vnder ſaple, the byggelt ſoztc are taken 


after this maner. Ahen the Tiburon ſeeth the ſhyppe laplyng, he 


folowech it (wymmpng behynde, the whiche thinges the mari⸗ 
ners ſeeyng, cal foozth all the fplth of the ſhyppe into the ſea fox 
the kyſhe to eate, who neuertheleſſe folowerh them with equall 
paſe, although they make neuer ſuche haſte with full wynde and 
ayles, and waloweth on euery ſyde and about the ſhyp, and thus 
foloweth it ſometyme foꝛ the ſpace of a hundyed & fyftie leagues, 
and mo2e, and when the mariners are diſpoſed co take them, 
they caſt downe by the ſterne of the ſhyppe a hooke of Jron, as 
bygge as the byggeſt fynger of a mans hande, of thꝛee ſpannes 
in length, and crooked lyke a fyſhehooke, with beardes accoz⸗ 
dyng to the bygneſſe thereof, and faſtened to an Jron cheyne of 
fyue o2 ſyxe lynkes neare vnto the ende, and from thence tyed 
with a great rope, faſtnyng allo on the hooke foꝛ a bayte, a peece 
of ſome fyſhe, oꝛ hogges fleſhe, oꝛ ſome other fleth, oꝛ the bowels 
and intralles of an other Tiburon which they haue taken bekoze, 
whiche may eaſily be done, foꝛ J haue ſeene niene taken in one 
day, and if they would haue taken moꝛe, they myght alſo. Thus 
when the Tiburon hath plealauntly folowed the ſhyppe a long 
viage, at the length he [waloweth the bayte with the hooke, and 
al weil by his ſtryuyng to flee oz eſcape, as allo by the l wyft paſs 
ſage of the ſhyppe, the hooke ouerthwarteth and catcheth holde 
of his chappes: the whiche fyſhe when it is taken, it is of ſuch 
buge byggeneſſe, that twelue oꝛ fyfteene men are ſcarielp able 
to dꝛawe it out of the water, and [pſt it into the ſhyppe, where one 
of the mariners gyueth it many knockes on the head with a club 
oꝛ beetle, vntyll hee haue ſlayne it: they are ſometymes founde 
of tenne oꝛ twelue foote long, and ol kyue, ſixe, oꝛ ſeuen ſpannes in 
bꝛeadth, where they are bꝛodeſt: they haue bery great and wyde 
mouthes, to the pꝛopoꝛtion ofthe reſt of theyꝛ bodyes, and haue 
two rowes cf teeth, the one ſomewhat ſeparate from the other, 
of crucil ſhape, and ſtandyng very thycke . Ahen they haue 
ſlayne this fyſhe, they cut the body thereof in {mall peeces, and 
put it to dʒye, hangyng it thꝛee oꝛ foure dayes at the codes 
of the ſayle clothes to dꝛye in the wynde, and then eate it: It 
is doub:leſle a good fylhe, and of great commoditie to ny 
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the ſhyppes fo2 vitalles fo many dayes : the leaſte of theſe 
fyſhes are moſt holeſome and tender, it hath a ſkynne muche 
lpke tothe ſkynne ofa Sole whereunto the lapd T iburon is like 
in ſhape : Whiche J ape, becauſe Plinie hath made mention 
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ok none of theſe thꝛee fyſhes, among the number of them wher- pp1inie; 


ok he wiitethin his natural hyſfozte . Thele Tiburons come 
foozth ofthe ſea, and enter into the ryuers, where they are no 
leſſe perplous then great Liſartes oz Crocodiles, wherot᷑ J haue 


euen as do the Crocodiles: they are bery daungerous in cer⸗ 
tayne waſhyng places 02 pooles by the ryuers ſydes, and where 
they haue deuoured at other tymes. Dpuers other fyſhes both 
great and ſinall, of ſundꝛy ſoztes and kyndes, are accuſtomed 
to folowe the ſhyppes goyng vnder laple, of the whiche J wyll 
ſpeake ſomwhat when J haue wzitten of Manate, whiche is the 
thyꝛde ofthe thꝛee wherof J haue pꝛomiſed to entreate. Manate 
therefoze, is a fyſhe of the ſea, of the byggeſt ſoꝛte, and muche 
greater then the Tibaron in length and bꝛeadth, and is very 
bꝛuityſhe and vyle, ſo that it appearech in fourme lyke vnto 
one of thoſe great veſſelles made ofgoates ſkynnes, wherin they 
vſe to cary newe wyne in M edina de Campo, 02 in Areualo: the 
head of this beaſt is lyke the head of an Oxe, with alſo like eyes, 
and hath in the place of armes, two great ſtumpes wherwith be 
ſwymmeth : It is a very gentle and tame beaſt, and commeth of* 
tentimes out of the water to the next ſhoꝛe, where if he fynd any 
hearbes o2 graſſe, he feedeth therof, Our men are accuſtomed to 
kyl many of theſe, and diuers other good kyſhes, with their croſs 
bowes, purſuing them in barkes oꝛ Canoas, becauſe they ſwim 
in maner aboue the water: the which thyng when they ſce, they 
dꝛawe them with a hocke tyde at a (mall coꝛde, but ſomewhat 


ſtrong: As the fyſhe fleeth away, the archer letteth go, and pꝛo⸗ 


longeth the coꝛde by litle and litle, vntyll he haue let it go many 
fathams : at the ende ok the co2de, there is tyde a coꝛke, oꝛ a 
peece oflyght woodde, and whenthe fyſhe is gone a litle wap, 
and hath coloured the water with his blood, and feeleth hym 
ſelfe to fapnt and dꝛawe towarde the ende of his lyfe, he reſoꝛ⸗ 
teth ta the ſhoꝛe, and the archer foloweth, geatheryng bp his 


code,wherof whyle there yet remapne ſyxe 02 epght * 
lome⸗ 
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ſomewhat moꝛe oꝛ leſſe, he dꝛaweth it towarde the lande, and 
dzaweth the kyſhe therewith by litle and litle, as the waues of 
the ſea helpe hym to do it the moꝛe eaſly: then, with the helpe 
ofthe reſt olhis companie, he lyfteth this great beaſte out of 
the water to the lande, beyng ol ſuche byggeneſſe, that to con⸗ 
uey it from thence to the citie, it ſhalbe requiſite to haue a carte 
with a good yoke of Dxen, and ſometymes mote, accoꝛdyng 
as theſe fyſhes are of byggeneſſe, ſome being much greater then 
other ſome in the ſame kinde, as is ſeene of other beaſtes: Som: 
tymes they lyft thele fpſhes into the Canoa oꝛ barke, without 
dꝛawyng them to the lande as befoꝛe, for as ſoone as they are 
flapne, they flote aboue the water: And J belecue verply chat 
this lyſhe is one of the beſt in the wozlde to the taſt, and the lyke⸗ 
eſt vnto fleſhe, eſpectally ſo lyke vnto beefe, that who fo hath 
not ſeene it whole, can iudge it to be none other when he ſeeth it 
in peeces then very beele o2 beale, and is certaynly lo lyke unto 
fleſhe, that all the men in the woꝛld may herein be deceyued: the 
taſt like wiſe, is like vnto the taſt of very good veale, and laſteth 
long, pf it be powdꝛed: ſo that in fine, the Baſe of thele parts, 
is by no meanes lyke vnto this. This M anate hath a certayne 
ſtone, oꝛ rather bone in his head wichin the bꝛayne, whiche is 
of qualitie greatly appꝛopꝛiate agaynſt the diſeaſe of the ſtone, 
ikit be burnt and grounde into ſmall powder, and taken faſtyng 
in the moꝛning when the paine is felte, in ſuch quantitie as may 
Ive vppon a peny, with a dꝛaught of good whyte wpne : Foz be⸗ 
ing thus taken thee oꝛ foure moꝛnings, it acquietech the greefe, 
as dyuers haue talde me whiche haue pꝛoued it true, and J my 
ſelfe by teſtimonie of ſyght, do wytneſſe chat J haue ſcene thts 
ſtone ſought of dyuers foꝛ this effecte. 

There are alſo dyuers other fyſhes as bygge as this 1M 4- 
nate, among the whiche there is one called /Vihaells . This 
fyſhe beareth in the toppe of his head a ſwooꝛde, beyng on 
euery ſyde full of many ſharpe teeth, this lwooꝛde is natu⸗ 
rally very harde and ſtrong, of foure oz fyue ſpannes in length, 
and of pꝛopoꝛtion acceꝛdyng to the ſame byggeneſſe: and foz 
this cauſe is this fyſhe called Spada , that is, the ſwooꝛde fpſhe. 


Okthis kynde ſome are founde as litle as Dardines, and other 


ſo great, that two pokes of Oxen axe lcailely a4le to dzawe 
them 
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chem on a Cart. But whereas befoze J haue p2omiſed to ſpeake 
of other fyſhes, whiche are taken in theſe ſeas whple the ſhyppes 


whiche is a great and good fyſhe, and is oftentymes taken and 

kylde with trout ſpeares, and hookes, caſt in the water, when 

they play and ſwym about the ſhyppes . In lyke maner alſo 

are taken many Turbuts , whiche are very good kyſhes as are RES 
lyghtly in all the ſea . And here is to be noted, that in the. 
great Ocean ſea, there is a ſtrange thyng to be conlydcred, 

wyiche all that haue been in the Indies affirme to be true: And Note. 
this is, that lyke as on the lande there are ſome pꝛouinces fer⸗ 

tyle and fruitfull, and ſome barren, euen ſo doth the lyke chaunce 

in the ſea: So that at ſome wyndes the ſhyppes ſaple fyftie, o2 

a hundꝛed, oꝛ two hundzed leagues and moze, without takyng 

oꝛ ſeeyng ok one fyſhe: and agayne, in the ſelfe ſame Ocean 

in ſome places, all the water is ſeene tremble by the mouyng 

of the fyſhes, where they are taken abundantly , It commeth 

further tomy remembꝛaunce to ſpeake ſomewhat of the flecyng 4 
of fyſhes, whiche is doubtleſſe a ſtrange thyng to beholde, and 

is after this maner. Ihen the ſhyppes laple bythe great O⸗ 

cean, folowyng theyꝛ biage, there ryſeth ſometymes on the one 

ſyde 02 on the other, many companies of certapne litle kyſhes, 

of the whiche the byggeſt is no greater then a Sardyne, and 

ſo diminiſhe leſſe and leſſe trom that quantitie, that lome of 

them are bery litle : thele are called /olatori, that is, fleeyng 

fyſhcs : they ryſe by great companies and flockes , in ſuche 
multitudes chat it is an aſtonyſh ment to behold them: Somes 

times they rpſe but litle from the water, x (as it chaunceth)cons 

tinue one flyght foꝛ the ſpace of an hundꝛed paces. and ſometimes 

moꝛe, oꝛ leſle, befoze they fall agapne into the ſea, ſometymes 

alſo they fall into the ſhyppes . And J remember, that on an 
cuenyng when al the company in the (hyp were on they? knees, 
ſyngyng Sauue regina in the hygheſt part of the Caſtell cf the 

poupe, and ſapled with a full wynde. there paſſed by vs a flocke 

of theſe fleepng fyſhes, and came ſo neare vs, that many of them 

fell into the ſhyppe, among the whiche, two o2 thꝛee fel hard 

by me, whiche J cooke alyue in my hand, ſo that J myght well 
percepue that they were as bygge as Sardines, and of the lame 
5 5 quantitie, 


are vnder ſayle, J wyll not foꝛgeat to ſpeake of the Tunnpe, Gun | 
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quantitie, hauyng two wynges oz quilles growing out of theyꝛ 
pnnes, lyke vnto thoſe wherewith all fyſbes lwym in ryuers ; 
theſe wynges are as long as the fpſhes them ſelues. As long 
as theyʒ wynges are moyſt, they beare them vp in the ayꝛe, 
but alſoone as they are dꝛpe, they can contynue cheyꝛ flyght 
no furcher then as J haue ſayde befoze, but fall immediatlye 
into the lea. and ſo ryſe agayne, and flee as befoze from place 
to place , In the peere a thouſand, kyue hundꝛed, and kyfteene, 
when J came kyꝛſt to enkourme your Maieſtie of the ſtate of the 
thynges in India, and was the peere folowpng in Flaun⸗ 
ders in the tyme of your moſt foꝛtunate lucceſſe in theſe pour 
kyngdomes ok Aragonie and Caſtple, whereas at chat viage 
Iſapled aboue the Jlande Bermuda, otherwyſe called Garza, 
beyng che furtheſt of all the Jlandes that are founde at this 
daye in the wozlde, and arryuyng there at the deapth ol eyght 
pardes of water, and diſtaunt from the lande as farre as the 
ſhotte of a peece of Dzdinaunce, J determpned to lende ſome ok 
the yp to lande, aſwell to make ſearche of ſuche thynges as 
were there, as alſo to leaue in the Jland certayne Dogges fo? en⸗ 
creaſe. But the tyme not ſeruing my purpoſe by reaſon of con⸗ 
trary wynde, J coulde bꝛyng my ſhyppes no nearer the Jlande, 
beyng twelue leagues in length, and ſpxe in bꝛeadth, and about 
thy2tie in circuite, lying in the thꝛee and thyꝛtieth degree of the 
Nonth ſyde. Whyle Jremapned heere, J ſaw a ſtryte and com⸗ 
bat betweene thele fleeing fyſhes, and the fyſhes named Gyle 
heades,#the foules called Seamewes, and Coꝛmozantes, which 
ſurely ſeemed vnto me a thyng of as great plealure and ſolace as 
coulde be deuiſed, while the Gylt heades lwam on the bzymme 
of the water, and ſometymes lyfted theyz ſhoulders aboue the 
ſame, to rayſe the fleeyng fyſhes out ofthe water to dꝛyue them 
to flyght, and folowe them ſwymmpng to the place where 
they fal, to take and eate them ſodenly. Againe on the other ſide, 
the Seamewes aud Connozantes, take many of theſe flee⸗ 
pnexfyſhes , ſo that by this meanes they are neyther ſafe in the 
apꝛe, no; tn the water. In the ſeife lame peryll and danger doo 
men lyue inthis moꝛtall Ipfe, wherein is no certapne lecuritie, 
neyther in hyghe eſtate, noꝛ in lowe. CUAhich thyng ſurely ought 
to put vs in temembzaunce of that bleſted and fate reſtyng

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plate whiche God hath pꝛeparen faz ſuche as Tone hym, who 
— and fyniche the trauail:s of this croublous woylde, 
wherein are ſo many dangers, and byyng: them co chat eter⸗ 
nall lyfe where they ſhall fynde ccernallſecuricte and reſt. Bue 
to returne to the hyſtoꝛye : theſe bydes andfoules whiche JN - 
ſawe, were of the Nande of Bermuda, neere unto the whiche J 0 
ſawe theſe lleeyng fpthes: foz they coulde be of no other lande, 

fozalmuche as they are not actuſtomed to wander farre from the 


toaſtes where they are bzedde, 
Of chincreaſe and decreaſe (that is) ryſyng 


and fallyng of our Ocean ſea, and 


South ſea, called the ſea of Sur.

J 
ſap theretoze, as it is well knowen to pour mateſtie, and all 
ſuch as haue knowledge okthe Ocean ſea, that this great Ocean 
caſteth from it ſelfe che ſea Mediterranewn by the mouth of 8 
ſtrapghe of Cibulterra, in the which the water, fromthend # fur⸗ — — 
theſt part ofthacſea, euen vnto the mouth of the fayde ſtrayght, The ſea Mes 
eyther in the Eaſt toward the coaſte commonly called Leuante, dterrancum. | 
oꝛ tn any other part of the ſapde ſea / elite rraneum, the ſea doth 
not ſo fall noꝛ increaſe, as reaſon woufde iudge fo2 ſo great a ſea, 
but incrtaleih very litie, and a ſall ſpace: Netertheleſſe, with⸗ 
out the mouth of the rayght in de mayne O enn, it increaſeth 
and tallech very muche, and a great ſpace of grounde, from 
ſyce houres to ſpxe houres, as in all the coaſtes of Spapne, 
Bzitame, Flaunders, Garmanie, and England. The ſelke 
ſame Or ean ſ a inthe ſtrme lande newly founde, in the coaſteg Hiſanials

falleth, it goeth in maner out of ſyght, whiche thyng J my ſelle 
haue ſeene oftentymes , Andhere pour maieſtie map note an 
other thing, that fron the north lea to the louth ſea, being ol ſuch 
difference che ons ram the other in ryſpng and fallyng, pet 


is the lande chat deuideth chem not paſt eyghteene 0) twentie 
leagues in bzeadth from coaſte to coaſte: Sa that both the 


ſayde ſeas, beyng all one Ocean, this ſtrange effecte is a thyng 
woꝛchp greatly to be conlydered of all ſuche as haue inclination 
and delyꝛe to knowe the ſcerete woozkesof nature, wherein the 
infinite power and wyſedome of God is ſeene to be ſuche, as may 
allure al good natures to reuerence and loue ſo diuine a maieſtie. 
And wheras by þ demonſtrations ok learned men J am not ſatif: 
fyed of the naturall cauſe hereof, I content mp ſelfe to knowe 
and beleeue, that he whiche hath made thele thynges, dooth 


reaſonofmanto compꝛehende, muche leſle to ſo baſe a wyt as 


myne is. They therekoze that are of greater vnderſtandyng, 
ſhall ſearch the cauſehereoffoz them and foꝛ me, fozalmuche as 


I haue onely put the matter in queſtion, as a wytneſle haue 
ſeene chexperience of weten. ; A:

of Chagre, other eyght leagues. D that at this riuer, bepng (irs 
teene leagues from the ſapde poꝛt, endety the ro::ghnclie of the 
way:then from hence co the marueilous boydge are two leagues, 
and beyonde that, other two, bnto the poꝛt of Tanmna: Sb that 
altogeather, in my wdgement, make twentte leagues. Andyf 
therctoze-chis nautgationmap be founde in che Souch ſea toz che 
trade of ſppces (as we truſt in God) tobe bꝛought from thence 
to the ſapde poꝛt of Panama (as is poſſible encugh) they maye 
afterwarde calely paſſe to the Nozth ſea , notwithitandpng the 
difficultie of the way of the twentie leagues afozelapde . Mhich 
thpng Jaffirme, as a man wel trauapled in theſe regions, has 
uyng twyle on my feete paſſed ouer this ſtrayght in the peere 
I 5 2 l. as I haue (aid. It is furthermoꝛe to be under ſtoode, that it 
is a marueilous facilitie to bꝛyng ſpices by ti is way which J wil 
now declare. From Panama to the rpuer of Chagre, are foure 
league s of good and fayze way, by the which cartes map paſſe at 
pleaſure, by reaſon that the mountaines are but few and litle, and 
that the greateſt part of theſe foure leagues is a plapne grounde 
boyde of trees : and when che cartes are come to the ſayde ryuer. 
the ſpyces may be taried in Barkes and pynneſſes. Fo this 
riuer entrech into the Noꝛch ſea fpue oz ſyxe leagues lower then 
the poꝛt of Nomen Dei, and emptieth it lelte in the ſea neere vnto 
an Jland called 3«ſt-mento, where is a verye good and ſafe pot. 
Pour maieſtie map now therfoze conſpder,howe great a thyng, 
and what commoditie it map be co conuey ſpices this wap, foꝛaſ⸗ 
much as pᷣ riuer of c bagre.hauing his oꝛiginall only tw es 
from the South ſea, continueth his courſe, and emptieth it lelfe 
into the other Noꝛth ſea .

The water ofthis ryuer is'very ſhalowe, not paſſyng the 
deapth of a mans legge to che knee, and is in bꝛeadth betweene 
thyꝛtie and fourtie paſes, and falleth into the ryuer of C bagre Tos 
warde the ryght hand, ſtandyng on thts bꝛydge, chere is nothing 
ſcene but great trees. The largeneſle of che bzydge conteyneth 
fyfteene paſes, and the length thereof about thzeeſcoze oz foure⸗ 
ſcoze pales : The arche is ſo made of moſt harde ſtone, that no 
man tan beholde it without admiration,bepng made by the hygh 
and omnipotent creatour of all thinges. But to returne to 
ſomewhat mote of the tonueying of ſpices, I (ay, that when it 
ſhall pleaſe almyghtie God that thts nauigation afozeſapde ſhall 
be founde by the good foztune of your maieſtie, and that the ſpy⸗ 
ces of the Nandes of the South ſea (whiche may alſo be others 
wyſe called the Ocean ofthe Eaſt India, in the which are the F- 
landes of Molucca) ſhalbe bꝛought to the ſayd coaſt and the poꝛt 
of Panama, and be conueyed from thence (as we haue fayde) by 
the kyꝛme lande with cartes vnto the rpuer of Chagre, and from 
thence into this our other ſea of the Nozth, from whence they 


may afterwarde bebzought into payne, J ſap that bythis mea» The commodi⸗

nes the viage ſhalbe ſhoꝛtned moꝛe then ſeuen thouſandleagues, 
with muche lelle daunget then is by the viage nowe vſed bp the 
way of Commendatoꝛ of Az/a, captapne vnder pour maieſtie. 
who this pꝛeſent peere attempted a viage tothe place ofthe ſayd 
ſpyces: and not only the way is thus muche ſhoꝛtned, but allo a 
thyꝛd parte of che tyme is abbꝛeuiate.

berp like vnto a Tiger, is natwithſtandyng 
bery llawe. Pet true it is, that accoꝛding to the marueiles of the 
wollde, and differences which naturall thinges haue in dyuers 
regions under heauen, and dyuers conſtellations of the ſame, 
bnder the which they are created, we ſee that ſome ſuche plantes 
and hearbes as are hurtfull in one countrey, are harmeleſſe and 
holfoine in other regions. And byꝛdes whiche in one pꝛouince 
are of good taſte, are in other lo vnſauery that they may not bee 


eaten. Men lykewyſe whiche in ſome countreys are blacke, are 


in other places whyte : and pet are both theſe: and they men. 


Euen ſo map it bee, chat Tygers are lyght iu ſome region, as 
they wꝛyte, and may neuertheleſſe be low and heauy in thele In⸗ 


dies ol pout maieſtie, wherof we ſpeake . The ſheepe of Arabie 


due their taples long and bigge on the ground;and theBulles 


ol Egypt haue theyꝛ heare growyng towards they} beades: pet 
ate thoſe ſheepe, and theſe bnlles . Men in ſame countreys are 
hardy and of good courage, and in other naturally fearefull and 
bꝛuityſhe . All theſe thinges, and many mote, whiche may bee 
fapde to this purpoſe, are eaſte to hee pꝛaued, and mooꝛthy to bee 
veletued, of liche as haue read ol the lylte in auethours, oy tra⸗ 
uepled the woꝛlde, whereby thepꝛ owne fight may teache them 


the experience of theſe thinges whereof J ſpeake, It is alſo ma⸗ 


niteſt that / ucca, whereof they make theyz bꝛead in the Jlande of 
Hiſpaniola, is deadly poyſon if it bee eaten greene with the iure: 
and yet hath it no ſuch pꝛopertie in the firme lande, where Jhaue 
eaten it many times, and fqund it to be a good fruit. The Bats of 
Spaine, although they bite, yet are they not benomous: but - the

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fine land, many dye that are bytten ol ihem. And in this fottrme 
map ſo manp thinges be ſayd, that tyme ſhall not ſuttice to write, 
whereas mp intent is only to pꝛooue that this beaſt map bee 
a Tyger, eꝛ of p kynd of Tygers, although it be not ol ſuch light- 
nelle and ſwiftneſſe as are they wherof linie # ather aucthours Plinte, 
ſpeake, diſcrybyng it to bee one of the ſwyfteſt beaſtes of the 
lande, and that the ryuer of Tigris fo2 the ſwyft courſe thereof 
was called by that name , The fy2it Spanyardes whiche ſawe 
this Tyger in the firme lande, dyd ſa name it. Ok the kynde of The Tiger, 
theſe was that which Don Diego Columbo the Admirall ſent your | 
maieſtie out of newe Spapne to Toledo. Thep? heades are 
Ike to the heades of Lions, oꝛ Lioneſſes, but greater: the reſt 
of all theyꝛ bodyes, and thep2 legges, are full of blacke ſpottes 
one neere vnto an other, and diuided with a circumference o2 
fryndge of redde colour, ſhewyng as it were a fapze woozke 
and coꝛreſpondent picture, about their croopes oꝛ hynder partes, 
they haue theſe ſpottes byggeſt, and leſſe and leſſe to warde theyꝛ 
bellies, legges, and heades. That which was bꝛought to Toledo, 
was young, and but litle, and by my eſtimation of the age of 
thee peeres: but in the firme lande there are many founde of 
greater quantitie, foꝛ I haue ſcene (ome of thꝛee ſpans in height, 
and moꝛe then fine in length . They ate beaſtes of great fozce, 
with ſtrong legges, and well armed with nayles and fanges, 
which wee call dogge teeth: they are ſo fierce, that in mp iudge⸗ 
ment no reall Lion of the byggeſt loꝛt is ſo ſtrong oꝛ ſierce. Df 
theſe, there are many found in the firme lande, which deuour ma⸗ 
ny ofthe Indians, x doe much hurt ocherwyſe: but ſince the com⸗ 
ming of the Chꝛiſtians, many haue been kyld with Crolſebowes 
after this maner. Alloone as the archer hath knowledge of the pe pu 
haunt of any of theſe Tigers, he goeth ſearching their traſe, with of 1 
his croſſebow # with a litle hound oz begle, and not with a grey⸗ 
hounde, becauſe this beaſt would ſoone kyll any dog that would 
benter on him: Then the hounde hath founde the Tyger, he 
runneth about htm baping continualip, aud appꝛochech lo neace 
him, ſnapppng and grynnyng, with ſo quycke fleeyng and re⸗ 
turnyng, that he heereby ſo moleſtcth this fterce beaſt, that hee 
dʒziueth him ta take the next tree, at the foote wherofheremaineth

ſtyll bayini,and the Tyger grynnyng and ſhewyng his teethe, 
whyle in the meane tyme the archer commeth neare, and, rit.02

the beſt, and fleeth incontinent, leauyng the Tyger in his tra⸗ 
uapte foz lyfe and death, bytyng the tree and eatyng earth foꝛ 
fierceneſle : then within the ſpace of two oz thꝛee houres, oz the 
day folowyng, che archer returnech thyther, and with his dogge 
1 fpndeth the place where he lyeth dead. In the peere. 1 5 2 2. J 
11 wich the other rulers and magiſtrates of the citie of Sancta Aa-

ſnares and ingens . But to conclude, J will not obſtinately ſtand 

in opinion whether thele beaſtes be Tygers oꝛ Panthers, oꝛ of 

the number of any other ſuche beaſtes of ſpotted heare, oꝛ alſo 

| peraduenture ſome other newe beaſt vuknowen to the olde wy» 
1 ters, as were many other whereof J haue ſpoken in this booke: 
Ok whiche thyng J doe not greatly marueyle, fozaſmuche as

| |} cules, cules, that he fyꝛſt gaue the entrance of the fra Mediterraneum 
Ii into the Ocean, whiche the Grekes coulde neuer doe befoze 
Qype pyllers o him . And heereok tyſeth the fable that the mountaynes of Cal 
be nravghtes be and Abila (whiche are directly one agaynſt an other in the 
{ ofGibilterra, ſtrayght of Gibi/terra, the one beyng in Spayne, aud the other in 

: a Affryke) were ioyned togeather befoze they were opened by 
Note. Hercules, who erected thoſe his pillers which pour mateſtie giue 

in token of pꝛehemynence and lyke enterpꝛyſes, with like wiſe 

„ Plus Vere. theſe his woꝛdes Plus VItra, wowdes doubtleſſe wooꝛthy fo2 
Howe karre the ſo great and vnpuerſall an Emperour, and not conuement fot 
Emperours any other Pypnce : foꝛaſmuche as your holy Catholyke mas 


—1—2 ieſtie haue ſpꝛedde them in lo ſtrange and remote regions, lo 


many thouſand leagues further then euer dyd Percules. And = 
: teynly 
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teynly ſp2,if there had been an Image of gold made inthe pꝛaiſe 
and fame of Colonus, he had as well deſerued it, as any of thole 


men to whom foꝛ theyꝛ noble enterpꝛyſe the antiquttte gaue di- 
uine honour,ifhe had been in they} tyme . But to returne tothe 


matter whereof J began to ſpeake: J neede ſay no mote of the 
fourme of this beaſt, ſoꝛaſmuch as your Maieſtie haue ſeene that 
whiche is vet alpue in Toledo. And ſurely the keeper of your ma⸗ 
ieſties Lions, who hath taken bypon him the charge to tame 
this beaſt, myght better haue beſtowed his paynes in an other 
thing that myght haue been moze pꝛokptable koꝛ the ſafegarde of 


his lyfe,becauſe this Tyger beyng pet but young, will dayly be 
ſtronger and ſiercer, and increaſe in malyce. The Indians (and 
eſpectally they of the firme lande in the pꝛouince whiche the Cas 
tholyke Ryng Don Ferdinando cummaunded to be called golden 
Caſtyle) call this beaſt Ocyi. This thing is ſtrange that chaunced 
of late: that whereas the Tiger whercof we haue made menti⸗ 
on befoze, would haue kylde his keeper that then kept him in a 
cage, was in fewe dayes after made ſo tame, that he ledde her ty- 
ed only with a ſmall coꝛde, and playde with her ſo familparlp, that 
J marueyled greatly to ſee it, pet not wichout certayne beleefe 
that this friendſhip wil not laſt long, without danger ol like to the 
keeper, foꝛaſmuche as ſurely theſe beaſtes are not meete to bee 
among men, fo2 they} fierceneſſe and cruell nature that can not 


bee tamed.

bee beloued of any ol them: inſomuche that if they knowe any 
Chaiſtian man carnally,thep keepe their fapth to him, ſo that hee 
bee not long abſent karre from them, foz chep} intent is not to be 
widowes, oꝛ to liue chaſt lyke religious women. Many of them 
haue this cuſtome, that when they percepue that they are with 
chylde, they take an hearbe wherwith they deſtroy that is concei⸗ 
ued: foꝛ they ſap that only well aged women ſhould beare chyl⸗ 
Dꝛen, and that they wil not foꝛbeare their pleaſures, and defourme 
their bodies with bearyng of childꝛen, whereby theyꝛ teates be⸗ 
come looſe ⁊ hanging, which thing they greatly diſpzaiſe. When 
they are deliuered ol they childꝛen, they goe to the ryuer # waſhe 
them „ whiche done, tyeyz blood and purgation ceaſſech im⸗ 
mediatly: And when after this they haue a fewe dayes abſtey- 
ned from the company ok men, they become ſo ſtrayght, as they 
ſap which haue had carnall familiaritie wich them, that ſuch as 
ble them, can not without much difficultie (act! fte theyꝛ appetite: 
They allo whiche neuer had chyldꝛen, are euer as virgins. In 
ſome partes they weare certapne litle apernes rounde about 
them befozc and behynde, as low as to they? knees and hammes, 
wherewith they couer c<ep2 pꝛiuie partes, and are naked all their 
bodie beſyde. The pꝛincipall men beare theyꝛ pꝛiuities in a hos 
low pype ot golde, but the common ſozte haue them incloſed in 
the ſhelles of certayne great welkes, and are beſyde viterlp na⸗ 
ked: Fo; they thinke it no moze ſhame to haue theyꝛ coddes 
ſeene, then any other parte of they} bodies: and in many pꝛouin⸗ 
ces both the men and women go vtterly naked, without any luch 
couerture at all. In the pꝛouince of Cueua they call a man Chu. 
and a woman 1r4, whiche name is not greatly diſagreeable to 
many both ol theyꝛ women and of ours. Thele Indians gyue 
great honour and reverence to thep2 Cacique (that ts) they? 
kynges and rulers , The pꝛincipall Cacique, hath twelue of his 


bozne on mens molt ſkrong Indians appointed to beare him, when he remoueth 


backes, 


to any place, oꝛ goeth abꝛode foz his pleaſure. Two ot them carp 
him ſitting vppoma long peece of wood, which is naturally as 
lyght as they can fynde, the other tenne folow next vnto him as 
footemen: they keepe continually a trottyng pale with him on 
their ſhoulders, Chen the two that carp him are weerp, other 
ewo come in their places, without any diſſurbance oz aye, —

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thus if the way bee plapne, they cary him in this maner fo} the 
ſpace ol. xv 02.rx.leagues in one day. The Indians that are aſlig- 
ned to this office, are foꝛ the moſt parte ſlaues, oꝛ Naberiti, that 
is, ſuche as are bounde to continuall ſeruice. J haue alſo no- 
ted that when the Indians perceyue them ſelues to be troubled Lettpng of 
with to muche blood, they let them ſelues blood inthe calfes of 5'99+ 
them legges, and bꝛawnes of theyꝛ armes: this doe they with 
a very ſharpe ſtone, and ſometymes with the ſmal tooth of a Ui⸗ 
per, 02 with a ſharpe rcede 02 thoꝛne. All the Indians are com⸗ 
monly without beardes, inſomuch that it is in maner a marueile Ther haue na 
to ſee any ol them eyther men oz women to haue any downe oz beardes. 
heare on theyꝛ faces, oꝛ other partes ot theyz bodies: Albeit J 
ſawe the Cacique of the pꝛouince of Catarapa, who had heare on 
his face and other partes of his bodie, as had alſo his wyfe in ſuch 
places as women are accuſtomed to haue . This Cacique had a

therewith: thele beades and Jewelles, and luche other trynkets, 
they call Ca;uiras. Belpde thele allo, they weare certaine rynges 


ok golde at they} eares and noſtrelles, whiche they boze full of 


holes on both ſydes, lo that the rynges hang vppon thep2 lyp⸗ 
pes , Some ok theſe Indians are poulde and rounded : albeit 
commonly both the men and women take it fox a decent chyng 
to weare long heare, whiche the women weare to the myddelt 
of cheyꝛ ſhoulders, e cut it equallp, eſpecially aboue their bzowes: 
this doe they with certayne harde ſtones, whiche they keepe 
fo2 the ſame purpoſe . The pꝛyncipall women, when chep2 
teates fall, oꝛ become looſe, beare them vp with barres of gold, 
of the length of a ſpanne and a halfe, well wzought, and of 
ſuche byggenelle that ſome of them weygh moze then twoo 
hundꝛed Caſtelans oz Ducades of golde : thele barres haue 
holes at both the endes, whereat they tye two ſmall codes made 
of cotton at euery ende of the barres: One of thele coꝛdes goeth 
ouer the ſhoulder, and the other vnder the arme holes, where 
they tye both togeather, ſo that by this meanes the barre bea⸗ 
rech vp they2 teates , Some ofthele chiefe women goe to the 
battayle with thepz hul bandes, o2 when they them ſelues are 
regentes in any pꝛouinces, in the whiche they haue all thinges 
at commaundement, and execute the office ofgenerall captaines, 
and cauſe them ſelues to bee caryed on mens backes, in lyke 
maner as doe the Caciques of whom J haue ſpoken befoze. 

Thele Indians of the firme lande are muche of the ſame ſtature 
and colour as are they of the Jlands:they are fo2 the moſt part of 
the colour of an olyue, if there be any other difference, it is moze 
in bignelle then otherwiſe, & eſpecially they that arc called Coro- 
nati, are ſtronger and bygger then any other that J haue ſeene in 


The Jlande of theſe parties, except thoſe ofthe Nande of Giantes, which are

the Flemynges: and eſpecially many of them, aſwell women 
as men, are of bery hygh ſtature, and are all archers both men 
and women . Thele Coronati inhabite thyztie leagues in 
length by thele coaſtes, from the poynt of Canoa to the great 
ryuer which they call Guadalchiber, neere vnto Sancta Maria de 
gratis , As J trauerſed by thoſe coaſtes, J fylled a butte of 
freſhe water ofthat ryuer, ſyxe leagues in the ſea from the mouth 
thereof where it falleth into the ſea . They are called Coronati 
(that is crowned) becauſe theyꝛ heare is cutte rounde by they 
eares, and poulde lower a great compaſe about the crowne, 
much lyke the fryers of ſaint Auguſtines ozder , And becaule J 
haue ſpoken of theyꝛ maner of wearyng they? heare, heere com⸗ 
meth comp remembꝛaunce a thyng which J hate oftentymes 
noted in cheſe Indians: and this is, that they haue the bones of 


the ſculles of they heades foure tymes thycker, and much ſtron⸗ The ſcunes of

ſuch ſoꝛt that J may well entertayne and commodiouſly lodge a⸗ 
ny Lo2d oz noble man, reſeruing allo part foꝛ my ſelfe and my fa- 
mylie: fo in this may many houleholdes be kept, both aboue

pꝛoſperitie, not beyng inferiour to them in any felicitie, that in 
maner the heauens can graunt to any lande: beyng furthermoze 
ſuche as m-p inryche many pꝛouinces and kyngdomes, by 
reaſon of many ryche golde mynes that are in it, of the beſte 
golde that is founde to this day in the wozlde, and in greateſt 
quantitie. In this Nand, nature of her (elfe bzyngeth fooꝛth 
ſuche abundance of cotton, that if it were wought and mapn⸗ 
tayned, there ſhoulde be moꝛe and better then in any part of the 
wo2'd, There is ſa great plentie of excellent Caſſ7a, that a great 
quantitie is bought from thence into Spaine, tom whence it is 
carped 
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taried to diuers partes of the wozide . It encreaſech ſo muche, 

that it is a marueylous thyng to conſider. In this are many 

ryche ſhoppes where Suger is wzought, and that of ſuche per⸗ * 

fectneſle and goodnefle, and in ſuch quantitie, that ſhyps come * 

laden there with peerely into Spayne. All ſuch leedes, ſettes, oz 

plantes, as are bought out of Spapne and planted in this J- Ylantes and 
lande, become muche better, bygger, and of greater encreaſe n es.

Date trees that beare Dates, and diuers other trees and plan- 
tes, which were bzought out of Spayne thyther, Beaſtes do al- 
ſo encreaſe in lyke abundaunce, x eſpccially the heardes ol Ryne 
are ſo augmented both in quantitie and number, that there are 
now many patrons of cattaile that haue moze then two thouſand Sreat heardes 
heades of Neate, and ſome thꝛee oꝛ toure thouſande, and ſome EY 
moꝛe. Beſpde theſe, there are very many that haue heardes of 

foure oz fyue hundzed. And trueth it is, that this Jland hath bet⸗ 

ter paſture foz ſuche cattaple then any other countrep in the Good pature.

reaſon whereofthe heardes of ſuch beaſtes are much bygger, fat⸗ |

faſt nouryſhment. Foz contynuall and temperate heate, doth 
not onlydzawe much moyſture out of che earth, to the nouryſh⸗ 
ment of ſuch thynges as growe and are engend?ed in that clime, 
but doth alſo by moderation pꝛeſerue the ſame from relolution 
and putrifaction, digeſting alſo and condenſatpng oz thycknyng 
the ſayde moyſt nouryſhment into a gummie and vnctuous ſubs 
ſtaunce, as is ſeene in all ſuche thynges as growe in thoſe regi⸗ 
ons: and this is the only naturall cauſe aſwell chat certapne 
great beaſtes and of long lpfe (as the Elephant # Rhinoceros, 
with luche other) are engendꝛed only in the regions neare vnto 
the Equinoctiall, as alſo that the leaues of ſuche trees as growe 
there, do not wyther oꝛ fall, vntyll they be thzuſt out by other. 
accoꝛdyng to the verſe ofthe poet whiche ſapeth, Et nata pira pi- 
ris,et ficus in ſicubus extant, this is in effect, eares growing vp- 
on Peares, and Fygges vpon Fygges. linie allo wyteth, 
that ſuche trees are neuer infected with the diſeale of trees that 
the Latines call Caries, whiche we map call the woꝛme o2 can- 
ker, beyng but a certayne putrifaction, by reaſon of a watriſhe 
nourplhment not well conſolidate . The ſame thyng hath been 
the cauſe that certayn e Philoſophers, conſidering aſwell that 
man ts the hotteſt and moyſteſt beaſt that is (v hiche is the belt 
complexion) as alſo that men lyue longeſt in certayne partes of 
India neare the Equinoctiall( where pet to this day ſome liue to 
che age ol an hundzed and kyktie yeeres) were of opinion that yl 
mankpnde had any beginning on the earth, that place ought by 
good reaſon to be vnder oz not farre from y Equinoccial line, foꝛ 
the cauſes afozeſayde, Some of the Diuines allo vpon lyke con⸗ 
ſideration, haue thought it agreable that theyꝛ Paradile ſhoulde 
be about the ſame, within p pꝛecinct ofthoſe rivers which are na⸗ 
med in the booke of Genelis. But to let paſle thele thyngs, x to 
returne to the hiſtozie . In this Nand furthermoꝛe are manye 
Sheepe, and a great number of Hogges, ofthe whiche (as 
alſo ofthe Kyne) many are become wylde, and Iykewyſe mas 
ny Dogges and Cattes , ofthoſe whiche were bzought out of 
Spapne: Thele (and eſpectally the Dogges) do much hurt a- 
mong the cattayle, by reaſon ofthe negligence ofthe heardmen.

Some places of the Jlande are inhabited, although 
not ſo many as were requiſite: Of che which J wpl ſay no moze, 
but that al the regions of the Nande are ſo well ſituate, that in

San Domenico: I ſaye, that as touchpng the buildinges, there is

I haue ofcentymes ſeene) that is to be pꝛeferred befoze this, ge⸗ Domemco, 


nerally: Foz the houſes of San Domenico, are foꝛ the molt parte 
of ſtone, as are they of Barſalona, oꝛ of ſo ſtrong # wel wought 
earth, that it maketh a ſinguler and ſtrong bynding , The ſitua⸗ 
tion is much better then that of Barſalona, by reaſon that the 
ſtreates are much larger and plainer, and ( without compariſon) 
moꝛe directe and ſtreyght foozth: Fo being builded nowe in our 

tyme, beſyde the commoditte of the place of the fundation, the 

ſtreetes were allo directed with cozde, compale, and meaſure, 

wherin it excelleth al the cities that J haue ſeene. It hath the ſea 

ſo neere, that of one ſyde there is no moꝛe ſpace betwene the ſea 

and the citie then the walles,and this is about fiftie paſes, where 

it is furtheſt ok. On this ſpde, the waters of the ſea beate 

bpon the natural ſtones and fayꝛe coaſt: On the other part, hard 

by the ſide and at the foote of the houles,paſſeth the riuer OR em. — 
which is a maruetlous pozt,whertn laden ſhippes riſe verp neere Gans. 
to the land, and in maner vnder the houſe windowes, and no fur⸗ 

ther from the mouth ofthe riuer where it entreth into ÿ ſea, then 

is from the foote ofthe hil ol Monyuia, to the monaſtery of ſaint 
Fraunces, oꝛ to the lodge of Barſalona. In the myddeſt of this 

ſpace in the citie, is the foꝛtreſſe and caſtle, under the which, and 

twentie paſes diſtant from the ſame, paſſe the ſhyppes to aryſe 
ſomewhat further in the ſame river. From the entraunce ofthe 

ſhippes vntyl they caſt anker, they ſaple no further from the hou⸗ 

les ofthe citie then thyꝛtie oꝛ fourtie paſeg, becauſe of this ſive of

the citie the habitation is nere to the river, The pozt oꝛ hauen al- 3 
| n ſo | 
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ſors ſo fapze and connnodious to defraight oꝛ bnlade ſhippes, as 
the like is founde but in fewe places ofthe woꝛlde. The chym⸗ 
neis that are in this citie, are about ſyxe hundꝛed in number, and 
ſuch houles as J haue ſpoken of befoꝛe: Ok the which ſome are 
ſo fayꝛe c᷑ large, chat they may well receiue and lodge any loꝛde 
O2 noble man of Spaine with bis traine ⁊ familie, and eſpecially 
that which Don Diego Colon, vicerop under your maieſtie, hath in 
this citie, is ſuch that J knowe no man in Syapne that hath the 
Ike by a quarter in goodneſſe,conſpdering all the commodities 
of the ſame . Lpkewyſe the ſituation thereof, as beyng aboue 
the lapde poꝛte, and altogeather of ſtone, and hauyng many

fayꝛe and large roomes, with as goodly a pꝛoſpect of che lande 


and ſea as map be deuiſed, ſeemech vnto me ſo magniticall and 
pꝛincelyke, that pour maieſtie may be as well lodged therin, as 
in any of the molt exquiſite buylded houſes of Spayne . There 
is alſoa Cathedꝛal church builded ot late, where aſwel p Biſhop 
accoꝛdyng to his dignitie, as alſo the Canons cre wel endewed. 
This church is wel butlded of tone and lime, and of good wooꝛk⸗ 
manſhyp. There are furthermoze thꝛee monaͤſteries, bearyng 
the name of ſaint Dominike, ſaint Fraunces, and laint Marie of 
Mercedes, the which are all well buylded, although not ſo curi⸗ 
ouſſy as they of Spaine. But ſpeakyng without pꝛeiudice of a: 
ny other religious monaſterie, pour maieſtie may be wel aſſu⸗ 
red, that in theſe thꝛee monaſteries god is as wel ſerued, as in any 
other religious houle, with men ol holy lyuyng & bertuous exam: 
ple. There is alſo a very good hoſpitall foꝛ the apde and ſuccour 
of pooꝛe people, which was founde by Michael Paſſamont, trea⸗ 
ſurer to pour maieſtie. To conclude, this citie from day to day 
increaſeth in wealth and good ozder, aſwel fo2 that the ſaide Ad⸗ 
miral & biceroy, with the loꝛde Chauncelour and counlaple ap: 
poynted chere by your maieſtie, haue theyꝛ continuall abydyng 
heere, as alſo that the rycheſt men of the ande reſoꝛt hyther 
loꝛ theyꝛ moſt commodious habitation, and trade of ſuche mars 
chaundies as are epther bzought out of Spayne, oz ſent thyther 
from this Jlande, whiche nowe ſo aboundeth in many thynges, 
that it ſerueth Spapne with many commodities, as it were 
with vlury requityng ſuche benefptes as it fyꝛſt re ceyued from 
thence , The people of this Jllande are commouty of — 
e 
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lefſe ſtature then are the Spantardes, and ofa ſhynyng oz cleare 
hꝛowne coloure :they haue wpues of they owne, and abſteyne 
from they daughters, ſyſters, and mothers : they haue large 
fozehcades, long blacke heare, and no beardes oz heare in anxe 
other partes of theyꝛ bodies, aſwell men as women, extept very 
fewe, as perhaps ſcarſly one among a thouſand, They goe as 
naked as they were bozne, except that on the partes whiche may 
not with honeſtie be ſeene, they weare a certayne leafe as bꝛode 
as a mans hande, which neuertheleſſe is not kept cloſe with ſuch 
diligence, but that ſometymes :a man map ſee that they thynke 
ſufficiently hyd. In this Jland are certapne Glowoꝛmes, that 


ſhyne in the nyght as do ours, but are much bygger, and geue a Glowozmes, 


greater lyght: Inſomuch that when the men of the Nande goo 
any ioꝛneys in the night, they beare ſome oftheſe woꝛmes made 
faſt about they feete and head, in ſuch ſoꝛt that he that ſhould ſee 
them a farre,# ignozant of che thing, wortld be greatly aſtoniſhed 
thereat.By the lyght of theſe alſo, the women wozke in thep2 
houſes in the nyght. Thele woꝛmes they tal Cicuas. Thetr light 
laſteth foꝛ the ſpace of thꝛeę dayes, and diminiſheth as they bes 
gin to dꝛye vp. There tz alſo a kynde of Crowes, whoſe byeath 


ſtynketh in the moꝛnyng, and is ſweete in the after noone: the Crowes nink⸗ 
excrement which they aueyde, is a lyuing woꝛme. As touching 7s + weete, 


other thynges of this Nand, whercol Peter Marty hath moze 
largely intreated in his Decades, J haue thought it luperlluous

The ſame opinion, 
whan learnyng chiefly floziſhed, was receiued in the Romanes 
tyme, as by their Poetes wꝛytynges it may appeare: Et te colet 
vitima Thule, ſapd V irgile, being of opinion, that Jſeland was the 
extreme parte of the wozld habitable towarde che Moꝛth. Toſeph 
Moletius an Italian, and Mercator a Germane, fo) knowledge 
men able to be compared wich the beſt Geographers of our time. 
the one in his halfe Spheares of the whole woꝛlde, the other 
in ſome ok his great Globes, haue continued the Teſt Indiſhe 
lande, euen to the Noꝛth Pole, and conſequentip, cut of all pal⸗ 
ſage by ſea that way. 

The ſame Doctoꝛs, Mercator in other of his Globes and 
Mappes, M oletins in his ſea carde, neuertheleſſe doubting of fo 
great continuance of the foꝛmer continent, haue opened a goulph 
betwixt the Welt Indies and the extreme noꝛtherne lande: but 
ſuche a one. that ether is not to be traueyled fo2 the cauſes in the 
firſt Obtection alleaged, oz cleane ſhut vp from vs in Furope by 
Groenland:the Sonth ende whereof Moletius maketh firme lande 
with America, the nozth parte continent with Lapponlande and 
Noꝛway. 

Thyꝛdly, the greateſt fauourers ofthis voyage, can not deny 
but that if any ſuch paſlage be, it lyech ſubiecc vnto Yle and ſnow 
fo2 the moſt parte ofthe yeere, whereas it ſtandeth in the edge 
of the froſtie Jone,Befoze the Sunne hath warmed the apze, 
and diſſolued the le, eche one wellknoweth that there can bee 
no ſaplyng: the Yſe once bꝛoken thꝛough the continual? abode, 
the Sunne maketh a certayne ſeaſon in thoſe partes: how ſhall 
it be poſſible foꝛ ſo weake a veſſell as a ſhyppe is, to holde out

Agapne, in the afozelapde Mediterranean ſea, we ſaple to 
Alerandzia in Egypt, che Barbares bꝛyng they? pearle and 
ſpices from the Moluccaes bp the read ſea and Arabian goulph 
to Sues, ſcarſely thꝛee dapes iourney from the afozeſayde ha⸗ 
uen: pet haue we no way by ſea, from Alexandꝛia to the Mo- 
luccaes, foꝛ that Iſtbmos o; litle ſtreicte of lande betwyxt the 
two ſeas . In lyke maner, although the noꝛtherne paſſage bee 
free at. 6 1. degrees latitude, and the Aeſt Ocean beyande 
America, vſually called Mar del ur, knowen to be open at. 40. 
degrees eleuation, foꝛ the Nande Giapan, yea, 300. leagues nozs 
therlp aboue Giapan: pet may there bee lande to hynder the 
though paſſage that way by ſea, as in the examples afoze- 
ſayde it falleth out, Alia and America there beyng toyned 
togeacher in one continent. Me can this opinion ſeeme alto⸗ 
geather frwolous vnto any one that diligently peruſeth our 
Coſmographers dopnges .

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Furthermoꝛe it were to (tall purpoſe to make ſo long, ſo 
papnefull,ſodoubtfull a voyage by ſuch a new founde wap, if in 
Cat hayo pou ſhould neyther be ſuffred to lande foꝛ ſilkes and ſil⸗ 
uer, no2 able to fetche the Molucca ſpices and pearle foꝛ piracye 
in thole ſeas , Oka lawe denying all Aliens to enter into China. 
and foꝛbiddyng all che inhabiters vnder a great penaltie to let 
in any ſtranger into that countreps, ſhall you reade in the repoꝛt 
of Galeotto Perera there impꝛiſoned with other Poꝛtugalles: as 
alſo in the Giaponyſhe letters, howe fo2 that cauſe the wooꝛthie 
frauepler X auierus bargapned with a Barbarian Marchaunt fox 
a great ſum of Pepper to be bꝛought into Cant an, a poꝛte in Ca- 
thayo . The great and daungerous piracie vſed in that ſeas, no 
man can be tgnozant of, that liſtech to reade the Giaponiſhe and 
Eaſt Indian hilkozte, 

Finally, all this great labour would bee lolt, all theſe charges 
ſpent in vayne, ik in the ende our traueylers myght not be able to 
returne agayne, and bꝛyng ſafely home into theyꝛ owne natyue 
countrey, that wealth and ryches, chey in foxrepne regions with 
aduenture of goodes, and daunger ol theyz lyues, haue ſought foꝛ. 
By the Noztheall there is no wap, the Southeaſt paſſage the 
Hoꝛtugalles doe hold, as Loꝛdes of that ſeas, At the Southweſt 
Magellanus experience hach partly taught vs, and partly we are 
perſuaded by reaſon, howe the Eaſterne currant ſtryketh ſo furt- 
oully on that ſtreicte, and fallech with ſuch fozce into that narrow 
goulphe, chat hardely any ſhpppe can returne that way, into our 
Meſt Ocean, out of Mar del gur. The which, if it be true, as tru⸗ 
ly it is, than may we lay, that the afozeſapde Eaſterne cutrant oz

Neeuertheleſſe to appꝛoue that there lyech a way to Cathays 
at the Moꝛthweſt, from out of Europe, we haue experyence, 
namely of thꝛee bꝛechen that went that iournep, as Gemma 
Frifius tetoꝛdeth, and left a name bnto that ſtreicte, whereby 
nowe it is called Fretum trium Fratrum , e do rtade againe 
of a Poꝛtugal that paſſed chis ſtreicte, of whom. . Furbi- 
ſher ſpeaketh, that was impꝛiloned therefoze many yeeres in 
Leſbona, to veryfie the olde Spanyſhe pꝛouerbe, J luffer foꝛ do» 
png wel. Likewiſe In. Vrdaneta a fryer of Mexico came out ot 
Aſar del zur this way into Germanie: his Carde, fozhewas a 
great diſcouerer, made by his owne experience and trauaple in 
that voyage, hath been ſcene by gentelmen of good credite. 
Now yt the obſeruation and remembꝛance of thyngs bꝛeedeth 
experience, and of experience pꝛoceedech art, and the certeine 
knowledge we haue in al faculties , as » beſt Philoſophers that 
euer were do affp2me:trulp the voyage of cheſe alozeſayd trauail⸗ 
lers that haue gone out of Europe into M ar del ur, and retur- 
ned thence at the Roꝛthweſt, doo moſte euidently conclude 
that way to be nauigable, and chat paſſage free. So much the 
mote we are ſo to thynke, foꝛ that the fyꝛſte pꝛinciple and chiefe 
grounde in all Geographie, as great Ptolome ſapth, is the hiſto⸗

rie of trauel, that is, repoꝛtes made by trauaylers ſRylfull in Ge: Lib. i. Geog.

It only then remaineth, chat we now an⸗ 
ſweare to thoſe argumentes that ſeemed to make againſt this 
fozmer concluſion. 

The fyꝛſte obtectton is of no foꝛce, that generall table of 
the wozl>e ſet fooꝛth by Ortelus 02 Mercator, fo; it greatly ſkil- 
lech not, being vnſkylfully dꝛawen foz that poynt: as manifet- 
ly it may aupeare vnto any one that conferreth the ſame with 
Gemma Friſius vniuerſal mappe, with his round quartered carde. 
wich his globe, with Sobaſtien Cabota his table, and Ortelins ge- 
nerall Mappe alone, woꝛchily preferred in this caſe beſoꝛe all 
Mercator and Ortelias other doinges: fo2 that Cabota was not 
only a ſkilful ſea man, but a long trauailer, ⁊ ſuch a one as entred 
perſonally that Areicte, ſent by king Henry the ſeucnth to make 
this afoꝛcſapd diſcouerp, as in his owne 1 of nauigation 
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pott map reade in his carde dꝛawen wich his owne hande, 
mouth of che nozthweſterne ſtreict liech neare the. 3 18. Peridian, 
betwixt .61, and. 64. degrees in eleuation, continuyng the ſme 
bꝛeadth about. o degrees weſt, where it openeth ſoucherly moꝛe 
and moze, vntyll it come vnder the tropike of Cancer, and ſo 
runnech into Mar del 2xr, at the leaſt. 18. degrees moze in 
bꝛeadth there, then it was there it fyꝛſt began: otherwyſe J 
coulde as well imagine this paſſage to be moze vnlykely then 
the voyage to Moſcouia, and moze impoſſible then it fo2 the 
farre ſituation and continuance thereof in p froſty clime:as nowe 
J can affyzme it to be very poſſible and moſt lykely in compa⸗ 
riſon thereof, foz that it nether coaſteth ſo karre noꝛch as the 
Moſcouian pallage doth, nether is this Clreicte ſo long as that, 
befoze it bowe downe ſoutherly towardes the Sonne agapne. 
The ſeconde argument concludeth nothing. 7 to/eme knewe not 
what was abcue .16. degrees (ſouth beponde che cquinocciall 
Iyne,he was ignoꝛant of all paſſages nozthwarde from the elcua⸗ 
tionof.63, he knewe no Ocean lea beponde A a, pet haue the 
Poꝛtugalles trended þ Cape of good hope at the ſouth popnte of 
Afrike, and trauayled to Giapan an Jlande in the eaſt Occan, 
betwixt 4/ia America:our marchants in p time of king Edward 
the ſpxt diſcouered the Mo ſcouian paſſage farther noꝛth then 
Thule, and ſhewed Groenlande not to be continent with Lap pon- 
lande, and No way: the lyke our noꝛchweſterne trauaplers haue 
done, declaryng, by theyꝛ nauigation that wap, the ignozance of 
all Coſmographers that ether do ioyne Groenlande with Ameri- 
ca, 02 continue che weſt Indies with that froſty region vnder the 


noꝛth pole. As fo2 Virgil he ſange acroꝛdingly to y knowledge of 


men in his time, as an other Poete dyd of the hotte Zone. 
Quarum quæ media eſt, non eſt habitabilis æſtu. Imaginyng, 
as molt men then dyd, Zonam torridam, the hot Zone, to be 
alcogeather diſhabited fo2 heat, though pꝛelently we knowe ma⸗ 
np famous aud wozthy kingdomes and cities in that part ofthe 
earth, and the Jland of ſaint Thomas neare Aethiopia, and the 


welt hy Jlands loꝛ the which chiefly al thele voyages are taken 


in hande, to be inhabited euen vnder the equinoctial lyne. 
To anſwere the third obiection, belides Cabota & al other trauay⸗ 


lers nauigatians, only creavit of. AA. Furbiſper may ſuffiſe, who

Aſie « All the whiche wiicers do no leſſe confirme the whole 
Eaſterne ſide of A ſie tobe compaſſed about with ſea, then Plato 
doth affirme in Timo, under the name At/antide, the Meſt 
Indies to be an Jlande, as in a ſpeciall diſcourſe thereof. N. 
Eden wziteth, agreable vnto the ſentence of Proclus, Marſilius 
Ficinus, aud sthets. Dut of Plato it is gathered that America ig 
an Jlandg? Homer, Strabo, Ariſtotle, Dioniſius, Mela, Plinie, 
Pius 2. affirme the continent of Iſie, Afrike, and Furope, to be 
enuironned wich the Ocean.

goeth farther, ſo is it founde deeper. Into what goulphe do the 
Molcoiian ryuers 0nega, Duina, Oby, and ha, pole out their 
ſtreames : Naꝛthwarde out of Moſcouia into the ſea , Mhi⸗ 
che way dooth that ſea ſtryke % The South is mapne lande, 
the E aſterne coaſt waxcch moze and moze ſhalowe : from the 
Nozꝛth, ether naturally, becaule that parc ofthe earth is higher 
Ariſtot. 2, met. c. 1. 02 of neceſſitic, fo2 that the foꝑcible influence 
ofſome Moꝛtherne Starres cauleth the earth there to ſhake of 
the ſea, as ſome Philolophers do thynke: 02 finally foꝝ the great 
ſtoze of waters engendꝛed in that froſtie and cold clyme, that the 
banckes are not able to holde them, Alber. in 2. Meteo. Cap. 6, 
Fram the Noꝛth J lap, contynually fallech downe great abun⸗ 
daunce of water. So that this Noꝛtheaſterne currant muſt at the 
length abruptly bowe toward vs South on the Ueſt ſyde of 
Eynmarlę and Nor waye: 02 els ſtrpke downe Southwelk aboue 
Groneland, oʒ betwixt Grone land and Iſeland, into tge Nythbueſt 
ſtreict we ſpeake ok, as of congruence it doth, f pou marke the 
ſituation ot that region, and by the repoꝛt of M. Furbiſher, ex⸗ 
perience teacheth bs, And P Furbiſher the further he trauap⸗ 
led in the fozmer pallage, as he tolde me, the deeper alwayes he 
founde ſea. Lap pou now the ſum hereof togeather. The riuers 
runne where the Chanels are moſt hollow, the ſea in taking his 
courſe waxeth deeper, the ſea waters fall continuallye from the 
Nozth Southward, the Nantheaſterne currant ſtriketh downe 
into the ſtreict we ſpeake of, e is there augmented with whole 
mountains of iſe nom, falling downe furiouſly out from p land 
buder þ Noꝛth Pole. Clhere ſtoꝛe of water is, chere is it a thing 
impollible to want ſea, where ſea not only doth not want, but 
waxech deeper, cher can be diſcouered no land. Finally, whence J 
pꝛay pou came the contrary tyde, that P. Furbiſher met withal 
after that he had ſayled no ſmall way in chat paſſage. if there be 
any iſthmos oz ſtreict of land betwixt the afozeſaid Nozthwelt- 
ſterne gulle and Mar de/ Zur, to ioyne Aſia and America togea⸗ 
ther? That concluſion frequented in ſcholes Quidquid preter &'c. 
was ment of the partes ofthe wozlde then knowen, and ſo is 
it ofryght to be vnderſtoode. 
The fifte obiection requtreth fo2 anlwere, 8 po. 
die, 
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licie, in the trauailer, to wyn the Barbares fausur by ſome good 
meanes: and ſo to arme & ſtrengthen him ſelfe, that when he ihal 
haue the renulſe in one coalt, he may ſafely trauaile to an other, 
commodicuſlp taking his conuenient times, x diſcretly making 
choyle of them with whom he wyl chꝛoughly deale, To foꝛce a 
violent entrie, would foꝛ vs Engliſhe men be very hard, conlp⸗ 
deryng the ſtrength and valeour of ſo great a nation, farre di- 
ſtaunt from vs, and the attempt thereof myght bee molt peril- 
lots vnto che doers, vnleſſe theyz part were verye good. Tou⸗ 
chyng theyꝛ lawes agaynſt ſtrangers, you ſhall reade ne⸗ 
uertheleſſe in the ſame relations of Galcotto Berara, that the Ca- 
thaian kyng is woont to graunt free acceſſe vnto all fozreiners 
that trade into his countrey foꝛ marchandpſe, and a place of Ip: 
bertie foꝛ them to remaine in: as the Moꝛes had, vntyll ſuch time 
as they had bꝛought the Lout ea oꝛ Lteuetenaunt of that coaſte to 
be a circumciled Saracene: wheretoꝛe ſome of them were put 
to the ſwoꝛde, the reſt were ſcattred abꝛode: at Fuquien, a great 
citie in China, certayne oł them are pet this day to be ſeen, As 
for the Giapans, they be moſt deſpꝛous to be acquapnted with 
ſtrangers. The Poꝛtugals though they were ſtraightly hands 
led there at the fyꝛſt, pct in the ende they founde great fauoure at 
the pꝛince his hands, inſomuch that the Loute e oz pꝛeſident that 

miſuſed them, was therefoꝛe put to death. The rude Indiſh Ca- 

noa halleth that ſeas, the Poꝛtugalles, the Saracenes,+ Moꝛes 

traueil continually vp & downe that reache from Giapan to (hi- 

na, from China to Malacca, from Malacca to the M oluccaes:aànd 

ſhal an Engliſhmã, better appointed then any or them al( that J 

ſay no moꝛe of our nauie) feareto ſaile in that Ocean that ſeas 
at al doo want piracte + what nauigationis there vopde of perils 


To the laſt argument. Dur traueylers neede not to ſecke their 50.6 


teturne by the noꝛtheaſt, ne (hall they be conſtrayned, except 
they lyſt, ether to attempte Magellane ſtreicte at the South: 
weſt, oꝛ to be in daunger of the Poꝛtugalles foꝛ the Southeaſt: 
they may returne by the noꝛthweſt, that ſame way they do go 
fooꝛth, as experience hath ſhewed. The reaſon alleaged fo2 
pꝛoote of the contrary, may be diſpzoued after this maner . And 
fyꝛſt, it may be called in contronerſte, whether any currant con- 
tinually be fozced by the motion of Primum mobile, rounde about 
Ib ttij the 
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the woꝛlde, oz no? fo2 learned men do diuerſely handle chat ques 
ſtion. The naturall courſe of all waters is downewarde, whers 
faze of congruence they fall that way wh ere they fpnde the earth 
moſt lo we anddcepe : in reſpecte whereof, it was erſt ſayde, che 
ſeas to ſtrike from the Naꝛthꝛen landes Southerly. Uiolently 
the ſeas are toſſed and troubled diuerſe wayes with the wyndes, 
encreaſed and diminiſhed by the courle of the Moone, hopſedvp 
and downe thꝛough the ſundꝛye operations of the Sonne and 
the Starres: finally ſome be of opinion, that the ſeas be car⸗ 
ried in part biolently about þ wozld after che daily motion of the 
higheſt mouable heauen, in lyke maner as 5 elementes of ayze 
and kyꝛe, with the reſt of che heauenly ſpheres are, from the eaſt 
bnto the weſt , And this they do call theyꝛ caſterne currant, oꝛ 
leuant ſtreame.

Do woulde 
J ſap in Anian gulfe, if it were ſo narrowe as Don Diego and 
Zalterius haue paynted it out, any returne that way to be ful of 
diff.iculftes, in reſpect of luch ſtreictnes therok, not foꝛ the neare⸗ 
nes of the Sonne, oz eaſterne wyndes , violently foꝛceing that 
way any leuant ſtreame. But in that place there is moze ſca 
rome by manp degrees, ik the cardes of Cabota, and Gemma Fri- 
ſius, arid that whiche Tramegine impꝛinted, be true. 

And hytherto reaſonſce J none at all, bit that J may as well 
geue credyt bnto they dopnges, as to anp ofthe reſt.

okhis globes, and generall mappes of the wozlde, Moletius 
in his vniucrſall table of the Globe diuided, in his ſea carde, 
and particuler tables ofthe Eaſt Indies, Zalterius, and Don Di- 
ego, with Fernando Bertely, and others, do ſo much dyffer both 
from Gemma Friſius and Cabota, among them ſelues, ⁊ in diners 
places from them ſelues, concerning the diuers lituation and ſun⸗ 
dꝛye limittes of America, that one may not ſa raſhly, as truelye 
ſurmile,theſe men either to be ignozant in thole pointes touching 
the afoꝛeſayd region, oꝛ that the mappes they haue geuen out vn⸗ 
to the wozld, were collected only by them, # neuer of their owne 
dꝛawyng. M. Furbiſhers pꝛoſperous voyage, and happie res 

turne, wyl abſolutely decide thele controuerſies, and certaynely 

determine where the whole paſſage lieth, how long it is, what 


bꝛeadth it carieth, how periloug, how pꝛoſperous the ioꝛney is, 


and what commodities the paynfull trauayler can reape therby.

16. cities, in the next fyitiene: howe many tawnes the other 
thee haue, we are ignoꝛant as pet, as allo of the pꝛoper names of 
the. 12. and. 1 3. ſhyzes, and the cownes therein. 

This finally may be generally ſayde heereof, that the grea⸗ 
ter ſhyꝛes in China pꝛouince, may be compared with mightte 
kyngdomes. 

In eche one of theſe ſhyꝛes be ſet Ponchiaſſini and Anchiaſ- 
ſiui, befoꝛe whom are handled the matters of other cities. There 
is alſo placed in eche one a Tutan, as vou would ſap a gouernoꝛ, 
and a Ch1an,that is a biſiter, as it were: whole office is to goe in 
circuit, and to ſee iuſtice exactly done. By theſe meaues ſo vp⸗ 
ryghtly thinges are oꝛdered there, that it may bee woꝛthely ac⸗ 

1 compted one ofthe beſt gouerned pꝛouinces in all the wozld, 
Fechin. al. The Ryng maketh alwayes his abode in the great citie 
# $f ochang. Pachin,asmuche to lay in our language as by the name thereof 
Jam aduertiſed, the cowne of the kyngdome . This kyng⸗ 
dome is fo large, that vnder fyue monethes pou are not able 
to traueyle from the townes by the ſea ſpde to the Court and 
backe agayne, no not vnder thꝛee monethes in polte at pour br⸗ 
gent bulineſſe. The Poſthozſes in this countrey are litle of 
bodie, but ſwyfte of foote . Many doe traueyle the greater 
parte of this iourney by water in certayne lyght barkes, fo2 the 
multicude of ryuers commodious ko; paſſage from one citie to 


an other. 
The 
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The kyng, notwithſtandyng the bugeneſle of his Ryngdome, 
hath ſuch a care thereof, chat every Boone (bythe Poones they 
recken their monethes)he is advertiſed filpof whatſoener thing 
happeneth therein, by thele meanes folowyng. 

The whole pꝛouince beyng diuided into ſhyꝛes, and eche 
ſhyꝛe hauyng in it one chiefe and pꝛincipall citie, wherevnto the 
matters of all the other cities, townes, and Boꝛoughes, are 
bought : there are dꝛawen, in enery chiefe citie 
ligences of ſuche thinges as doe monethly fall out, and be ſent in 
waiting to the Court , Ik happely in one moneth euery poſt is 
not able to goe ſo long a way, pet doeth there notwichſtandyng

once euery moneth arryue one poſte out of the ſhyze , Who 


ſo commeth befoze the newe Moone, ſtayeth fo2 the delivery of 


his letters vntpll the Boone be chaunged, Then lykewyſe are 
diſpatched other poſtes, backe into all the, 13. ſhyꝛes agayne. 
Beloꝛe that we doe come to C inceo we haue to paſſe though 
many places, and ſome of great impoztance.F02 this countrey ts 
ſo well inhabited neare the ſea ſyde, that you tan not go one myle 
but you ſhall ſce ſome towne, Boꝛough, oꝛ Poſtry, che which are 
ſo abundantly pꝛouided of all thinges, that in the cities ⁊ townes 
they liue ciuily. Neuertheles ſuch as dwel abzode are verypooze, 
fo: the multitude of them euery where lo great, that out of e tree 
you ſhal ſee many tymesſwarme a number of childzen,where a 
man would not haue thought to haue founde any one at all. 
From theſe places in number infinite, vou ſhall come vnto 
two cities very populole, and beyng compared with Cinceo, not 


poſſibly to be diſcerned which is the greater okthem. Theſe ci⸗ 


ties are as well walled as any cities in all the woꝛlde. As 
pou come in to eyther of them, ſtandeth ſo great and mightie 
a bꝛydge, that the lyke thereof J haue neuer ſeene in Poꝛtugall 
noꝛ eſs where. J heard one of my felowes ſap, that he told in one 
bꝛidge. 40. arches. The occaſion wherfoze thele bꝛidges are made 
ſo great, is foꝛ that the countrey is toward the ſea very plaine and 
low, x ouerwhelmed euer as p ſea water encreaſech. The bꝛeadth 
ok the bꝛidges, althcugh it bee well pꝛopoꝛtioned bnto the length 
therot, yet are they cqually buylt, no higher in the middle than at 
epther end, in ſuch wyſe that you may directly ſee from ÿ one end 
to the other, the ſydes are wonderfullp wellengraue? after the 
mauer 
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tame in to che citie, we dyd ſee many ſet vp in places diſhabited 


. Reportes of 
naner of Name wozkes , But that wee did moſt marueple at, 
; therwithall the hugeneſle of þ ſtones, the lyke wherofas we 


by the wap, to no ſmall charges of theyzs, howbeit to litle pur⸗ 
pole, whereas no body ſeeth them but ſuch as doe come bye. The 
arches are not made after our faſhion,vauted with ſundꝛy ſtones 
let togeacher: but paued, as it were, whole ſtones reaching from 
one piller to an other, in ſuche wyſe that they lye both foꝛ the ar⸗ 
ches heades, and galantly ſerue alſo foꝛ the hygh waye . J haue 
been aſtunned co beholde the hugeneſſe of theſe afozefapde ſtones, 
ſome of them are. xii. paſes long and vpwarde, the leaſt a xi. 
good pales long, and an halle. 

The wayes eche where are galantly paued witch foureſquare 
ſtone, except it be where foꝛ want of ſtone they vſe to lape bucke: 
in this boyage wee trauepled ouer certapne hilles, where the 
wayes were pitched, and in many places no wozſe paued than 
in the playne grounde. This cauleth vs to thinke, that tn all the 
woꝛlde there be no better woꝛkemen fo buildinges, than the ins 
inhabitantes of China. 

The countrey is ſo well inhabited, that no one foote of ground 
is left vntilled: mall ſtoꝛe of cattell haue we ſeene this wap, we 
ſawe onely certapne Dren wherewithall the countrymen doe 


plough theyꝛ grounde. One Ore dꝛaweth the plough alone, not 


onely in this ſhyꝛe, but in other places alſo, wherein is greater 
ſtoꝛe ofcattell , Theſe countrymen by arte doe that in tyllage, 
which we are conſtrayned to doe by foꝛce. Pere be ſolde the voy⸗ 
dinges of clole ſtooles, although there wanteth not the dunge of 
bealtes:xtheexcrementsofman are good marchandiſe thꝛough⸗ 
out all Chins . The dungkermers ſeeke ineuery ſtreete by ex⸗ 
chaunge to buye this durtie ware foꝛ hearbes and wood. The cu⸗ 
ſtome is very good foꝛ keepyng the citie cleane , There is great 
aboundance of Hennes, Geeſe, Duckes, Swpne, and Goates , 
echers haue they none: the Hennes are ſolde by weight, and 
ſo are all other thinges. Two pounde of Hennes fleſhe, Goole, oꝛ 
Ducke, is woozth two Foi of their money, that is, d. ob. ſterling. 
Swines fleſhe is ſolde at a peny the pounde. Beeke beareth the 
ſame pꝛyte, fo the ſcarcitie thereof,howbeit Moꝛthwarde from 


Fuguieo,f farther offrom the lea coaſt, there is Beele moze plen⸗ 
tie, 
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tie and ſolde better cheape, Beele onely ercepted, great abouns 
dance of all theſe viandes we haue had in all the cities we paſſed 
thzough. And if this countrey were lyke vnto India, the inhabi· 
tantes whereof eate neyther Penne, beefe, noꝛ pozke, but keepe 
that onely foz the Poztugalles and Poozes, they would be ſolde 
here koꝛ nothyng. But it lo fallyng out, that the Chineans are the 

reateſt eaters in all the woꝛld, they doe feede vppon all thinges, 

pecially on pozke,the fatter that is, onto them the leſſe lochſome. 
The higheſt pꝛice oftheſe thinges afoꝛeſayde, J haue ſec downe, 
better cheape ſhall you ſometymes bupe them fo2 the great plen⸗ 
tie thereofin this countrey. Frogges are ſolde at the ſame pꝛice 
that is made of Dennes, and are good meate amongſt them, as 
alſo Oogges, Cattes, Rattes, Snakes, and all other vucleane 
meates. 

The cities be very gallant, ſpecially neare vnto the gates, the 
which are marueylouſiy great, x couered wich Jron . The gates 
houſes buylt on hygh with Towers, the lower patte thercof, is 
made of bꝛicke and ſtone, pꝛopoꝛtionally wich the walles, from 
the walles vpward, the buyldyng is of tymber, and many ſkoxtes 
in it one aboue the other. The ſtrength of they townes is in the 
mightie walles and ditches, artillerie haue they none. 

The ſtreetes in Cinc eo, and in all the reſt of the cities we haue 
ſeene are very fayꝛe, ſo large and ſo ſtreight, chat it is wonderfull 
to beholde, Thep houſes are buylte with tymber, che foundati⸗ 
ons onely cxcepted, the which are lapde with ſtone, in eche ſyde 
of the ſtreetes are paynteles oꝛ continuall poꝛches fo2 the mars 
chantes to walke vnder:the bꝛeadch of the ſtreete is neuertheleſſe 
ſuche, that in them. xv. men may ryde commodiouſly ſyde by ſide, 
As they ryde they muſt needes paſſe vnder many hygh arches of 
triumph that croſſe ouer the ſtreetes made ol tymber, and carued 
diuerſely, couered with tyle of line clape: vnder theſe arches the 
Percers doe bfter they? ſmaller waren, and ſuch as lyſt to ſtande 
there, are dcfenſcd from rayne and the heate ofthe Sunne. The 
greater gentlemen haue theſe arches at their doozes : although 
ſome ok them be not ſo myghtylp buplt as the reſt. 

JT tall haue occaſion to ſprake of a certapne oꝛder of gentle⸗ 


men that are called Loutea, J will firſt therefoꝛe expounde what Loxtes, 


this woꝛde ſignilieth. Loutea is as muche to ſax in our language 
as

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as Sp), and whan any of them calleth his name, he anſwereth 
Syxand as we doe ſay, that the kyng hath made ſome gentle · 
man, ſo (ap they, that there is made a Loutes. And foz that amon⸗ 
geſt them the degrees are diuers both in name and office, J will 
tell you onely of ſome pʒincipalles, beyng not able to aducrtile 
pou of all. 

The maner howe gentlemen are created Louteas, and doe 
come to that honour and title, is by the gyuyng of a bzoadgywle 
not like to the reſt, +a cap, at the commanndement of the kyng. 
The name Zoutea is moꝛe generall and common vnto moe, chan 
equalitie ot honour therby ſignifted, agreeth withall. Such Lo- 
teas that doe ſerue their pꝛince in weightie matters fo iuſtice, are 
created after triall made of their learning: but the other whiche 
ſerue in ſmaller affapꝛes, as Capitapnes, Conſtables, Serge⸗ 
antes by lande and ſea, Receyuers, and ſuch lyke, wherok there be 
in euery citie, as allo in this, very manp, are made foz fauour: the 
chiele Louteas are ſerued kneelyng. 

The whole pꝛouince china is diuided, as J haue ſapde, into 

thirtiene ſhyꝛes, in euery ſhyꝛe at the leaſt is one gouernour cal⸗ 
led there Tut an, in ſome ſhy2es there be two. 
Chiele in office nexte vnto them be certayne other named Cbians, 
chat is, hygh Commiſſioners as vou would ſap, o; biſiters, with 
full aucthozitie in ſuche wyſe, that they doe call vnto an accompe 
the T«tanes them ſelues, but their aucthoꝛitie laſtech not in any 
ſhyꝛe longer than one yeere, Meuertheleſſe in every ſhyze beyng 
at the leaſt ſeuen cities, yea, in ſome of them fyktiene oz ſixtiene, 
belide other Bozoughes F townes not well to be numbzed, thele 
viliters,where they come, are ſo honoured and feared, as though 
they were ſome great pzinces . At the peeres ende their circuit 
done, they come vnto that citie which is chiefe of others in the 
ſhyꝛe, to doe iuſtice there: finally buſiyng them ſelues in the ſears 
chyng out ofſuch as are to recepue the oꝛder of Loutcas, whereof 
moze ſhall be ſapde in an other place. 

Duer amd beſpdes theſe officers, in the chieke citie ofeche one 
of theſe afoꝛeſayde thirtiene pꝛouinces, is reſident one Ponc hiaſsi, 
Capitapne thereof, and Treaſurer of all the kynges revenues. 
This Pagiſtrate maketh his abode in one of the foure = 

te 
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teſt houſes that be in all theſe head cities, Andalthough the pins 
cipall parte of his function be, to be Capitayne, to be Treaſurer 
of the reuenues in that pꝛouince, to lende theſe reuenues at aps 
poynted tymes to the Court: pet hath he notwithſtandyng by 
bis office alſo to meddle with matters apperteynyng vato ty 


ck, | 
ap In the ſeconde great houſe pwelleth an other Pagiſtrate Inc hiaſii. 
called Anchiaſ5i, a great offycer alſo, fo2 he hach dealynges in / Hexaſi. 
all matters ot iuſtice. Who although hee bee ſomewhat ins 
ferio in dignitie vnto the Ponchiaſsi, pet fox his great dea: 
lynges and generall charge of tuſtice, whoſoeuer ſeeth the af: 
fayꝛes of the one houſe and the other, myght tudge this Anc bias 
to be the greater. 

Tugi, un other officer lo called, Iyeth in the thyꝛd houſe,a ma- 2. 
giſtrate of impoꝛtance, ſpecially in thinges belongyng vnto war» 
fare, fo thereof hath he charge. 

There is reſident in the fourth houle a fourth officer,bearpng 7 cif. 
name Taiſſu. In this houſe ts the pꝛincipall pꝛyſon of all the ct: 
ne. Eche one oftheſe Bagiltrates afoꝛeſayde may both lape e⸗ 
upll doers in pꝛyſon, and deliter them out agayne, except the 
facte be heynous and of impoꝛtance: tn ſuche a caſe they can doe 
nothing, except they doe meete altogeather. And ik the deede de⸗ 
ſerue death, all they togeather can not determine thereof, with: 
out recourſe made vnto the Chia» whereſoeuer he bee, o2 to the 
T«tan:and eftſones it falleth out, that the caſe be referred vnto 
hygher power. In all cities, not onely chiefe in eche ſhyꝛe, but in 
the reſt allo, are meanes founde to make Loutear . Many of 
them doe ſtudie at the pꝛince his charges, wherfoze at the peeres 
ende they reſoꝛt vnto the head cities, whyther the Chiang doe 
come, as it hath been earſt ſayde, as well to gyue theſe degrees, 
as ta ſit in iudgement ouer the pꝛyſoners. 

The C hians goe in circuit euerp peere, but ſuche as are to be 
choſen to the greateſt offices, meete not but from thꝛee peeres to 
thꝛee peeres, and that in certayne large halles appoynted fo2 
them to be examined in. Many thynges are aſked them, where⸗ 
vnto if they doe aunſ were accoꝛdingly, and be found ſuffitient to 
take their degree, the C hian by and by graunteth it them: but 7 ;centiates. 
che Cappe x gyꝛdle wherby they are knowen to be Loute as. they 
| weare

Duteh lpke. 
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weare not befoze that they be confirmed by the kyng.They exas 
mination done, and tryall made ofthem,ſuch as haue taken their 
degree wont to be giuen them with all cerimomes , vſe co banket 
and feaſt many dayes together (as the Chineans faſhion is to end 
all cheir pleaſures wich eatyng and dzinkyng) and ſo remayne 
choſento doe the kyng ſeruice in matters ol learnyng . The o⸗ 
ther examinates faunde inſuffitient to pꝛoceede, are ſent backe to 
their ſtudie againe. M hole ignozauncets perceiued to come ot 
negligence x detault, ſuch a one is whipped, and ſometymes ſent 
to pꝛyſon, where wee lying that peere whan this kynde ofacte 
was, we found many thus puniſhed, and demaundyng the cauſe 
therol, they ſayde it was fo that they knew not howe to anſ were 
bnto certayne thinges aſked them . It is a woꝛlde to ſee howe 
theſe Louteas are ſerued and feared, in ſuche wiſe, that in publyke 
aſſemblies at one ſhꝛyke they gyue, all the ſeruitoꝛs belongyng 
vnto iuſtice, tremble thereat. At their being in theſe places, whan 
they lyſt to moue, be it but euen to the gate, theſe ſeruitoꝛs do take 
them vp, and carry them in ſeates ol beaten golde. After this ſozt 
are they boꝛne whan they goe in the citie,epther foꝛ their owne 
buſineſſe abꝛode, oꝛ to ſee eche other at home . Foz the dignitie 
they haue, and office they doe beare, they be al accompanyed: the 
very meaneſt of them all that goeth in thele ſeates is vſhered by 
two men at the leaſt, that cry vnto the pcople to gyue place, hom⸗ 
beit, they neede it not, fo that renerence the common peopte hath 
vnto them. They haue alſo in they2 company certapne Serge⸗ 
antes, with their Maces epther ſtiucred,o2 altogeather ſiluer, 
ſome two, ſame foure, ocher ſix, other eight, conueniently fo eche 
one his degree. The moze pꝛincipall and chiefe Lout eas haue go⸗ 
ing oꝛderly befoze theſe Sergeantes, manp other with ſtaues, 
and a great many catchpoules with roddes of Indiſhe canes, 
dꝛagged on the grounde, ſo that the ſtreetes beyng paued, you 
may heare a farre of as well the noyſe ofthe roddes, as che boyce 
ofthe cryers. Theſe felowes ſerue alſo co appꝛehende others, and 
the better to be knowen they weare liuery redde girdles, and in 
their cappes Pecockes feathers « Behynde thele Louteas come 
ſuch as doe beare certapne tables hanged at ſtaues endes, where⸗ 
in is wicten in ſiluer letters the name, degree, and office of chat 
Lowes , whom they folowe. In lyke maner they haue bozne = 
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them hattes agreeable vnto they? tytles:ifthe Loutea be meane, 
then hath he bꝛought afcer hym but one hatte, and chat may not 
be vealowe: but if he be ofthe better ſozte, then may he haue 
two, (hee, 62 foure : the pꝛincipall and chiefe Lonteas, may haue 
all theyꝛ hattes pealowe, the which among them ts accompted 
great honour. The Lontea fo warres, although he be but incane, 
may notwithſtandyng haue pralowe hattes. The Tutanes 
and Chians, when they goe abꝛode, haue beſydes all this befoze 
them ledde. 3. 02.4, hoꝛſes with theyꝛ garde in armoꝛ. Further: 
moꝛe the Louteat, yea and all the people of China, are woonte to 
eate theyꝛ meatſpttpng on ſtaoles at hygh tables as we do, and 
that bery cleanly.although they ble nether table clothes noꝛ nap- 
kyns . Wlhatſoener is ſet downe vppon the boozde, is fy2ſt 
carued, befoꝛe that it be bꝛought in: they feede with two ſtyckes, 
refraynyng from touchyng thep2 meate with theyꝛ handes, enen 
as we do with fozkes, foꝛ Þ which reſpect, they leſſe do neede any 
table clothes. Ne is the nation onely ciuil at meate, but allo in 
conuerlation, and in courteſie they leeme co exceede all other, 
L tkewile in theyꝛ dealynges. after their maner, they are ſo ready, 
that they farre paſſe all other Gentyles and Moozes: the grea⸗ 
ter ſtates are ſo bayne, that they lyne they? clothes with the belt 
ſylke that may be founde . The Louteas, are an idle generation, 
without all maner of exerciſes and paſtymes, excepte it be 
eatyng and dꝛynkyng. Somtynes they walke abzode in the 
fieldes, to make the ſouldyars ſhoot at pꝛickes wich thep2 bowes, 
but they: eatyng paſleth : they wyll ſtande eatyng euen when the 
other do dꝛawe to ſhoote. The pꝛicke is a great blanket ſpꝛead 
on certapne long poles, he that ſtrpketh it, hath of the beſt man 
there ſtandyng a peece ofcrymlon taffata, the whiche is knyt 
about his head: in this (ozte the wynners honoured, and the Lou- 
teas with they? bellyes full, returne home agayne . The inha⸗ 
bitantes of China, be bery great Idalaters, all generally do 
woꝛſhyppe the heauens: and as we are woont to ſape, God 
knoweth it: ſo ſape they at euery woꝛde, Tien T autee, that is 
toſape , The heauens do knowe it. Some do wopſhyp | 
the Sonne, and ſome the Moone, as they thynke good, fo2 none 
are bounde moze to one then to an other. In their temples, the 
which they do cal Meani, they haue a 7s altar in p ſame place 
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as we haue, true it is that one map goe rounde about it. There 
ſec they vp the Image of a certayne Loutea of that countrey, 
whom they haue in great reuerence foz certaine notable thinges 
he dvd. At the ryght hande ſtandeth the deuyl, muche moze vglie 
paynted then we do vſe to ſet hym out, whereunto great homage 
is done by ſuche as come into the temple to alke counſell, oz co 
dꝛawe lotces :this opinion they haue of hym, that he is malitious 
and able to do euyl. If pot aſke them what they do thynke of the 
ſoules departed, they wil anfweare, that they be immoztall, and 
that as ſoone as any one departeth out of this life, he becommeth 
a deuyl ithe haue liued well in this woꝛlde, if otherwyſe, chat 
the ſaune deuyl chaungeth hym into a bufle, ore, oꝛ dogge.Uher- 
foꝛe to this deuyl do they muche honour, to hym do they lacrilice, 
pꝛaying hp that he wyll make them lyke vnto hym ſelfe, and 
not lyke other beaſtes. They haue mozeouer an other ſoꝛte of 
temples, wherein both vppon the altars and alſo on the walles 
do ſtande many Jdoles well pꝛopoꝛztioned, but bare headed: 
Theſe beare name Omithofon, accompted of them ſpirites, but 
ſuche as in heauen do nether good no} euyll, thought to be 
ſuche men and women, as haue chaſtlye lyued in this woꝛlde 
in abſtinence from fyſhe and fleſhe, fedde only with ryſe c lalateg. 
Ok chat deuil they make ſome accompte, foꝛ theſe ſpirites they 
care litle oz nothyng at all. Agayne they holde optnton that if 
a man do well in thts lyfe, the heauens wpll geue hym many 
tempoꝛall bleſſynges, but if he do euyll, then ſhall he haue inlirmi⸗ 
ties, diſeaſes, troubles, and penurie, and all this without 
any knowledge of God. Finally, this people knoweth no other 
thing then to liue die, yet bt cauſe they be reaſonable creatures, 
al ſeemed good vnto them we ſpeake in our language, though it 
were not very ſufficient:our maner of pꝛaying eipectally pleaſed 
them, and truely they are wel pnough diſpoſed fo receiue the 
knowledge ofthe truech . Dur lozde graunte foꝛ his mercie all 
thynges lo to be diſpoſed, that it may ſome tyme be bꝛought to 
paſſe, that ſo great a nation as this is, perpſhe not fox wante of 
helpe, 
Our manner of pꝛaping fo well lyked them, that in 


ſome⸗

the prouince China. 
ſomewhat as concernyng heauen, the whiche we dyd to theyz 
contentation with ſuche reaſons as we knewe, howbeit not very 

cunnyngly. As they do theyꝛ Idolatry they laugh at them ſelues. 
If at any tyme this countrey myght be foined in league with the 
kynadome of Poꝛtugale, in ſuch wyſe that free acceſle were had 
to deale with the people there, they might al be ſoone comierted. 

The greateſt fault we dofynd in them is Sodomie. a vice bery 

common in the meaner ſoꝛt, c nothing ſtrange amongſt che belt. 
This ſinne were it left of them, in all other thynges ſo well dil⸗ 
poſed they be, that a good interpꝛetour in a ſhozt ſpace myght 

do there great good, pf,as J layde, the countrey were ioyned 

in league with vs. 

Furthermoꝛe the Louteat, with al the people of China, are wont 
to ſolempnize the dayes ofthe newe and full Moones inviliting 
one eache other, and makyng great bankettes, fo2 to that end, 
as J earſt ſapd, do tend all theyꝛ paſtymes, and ſpendyng they? 
daies in pleaſure. They are wont allo to ſolempnize eache one 
his byꝛth daye, whereunto they kyndꝛed and frendes do reſozte 
of cuſtome, with pꝛeſentes of Fuelles oz money, recepuyng as 
gayne fo2 theyꝛ rewarde good cheare. They keepe in lyke mas 
ner a general feaſt wich great bankets that day theyꝛ kyng was 
bozne. But they? molt pꝛincipall and greateſt feaſt of al, and beſt 
cheare. ts the fyꝛſt day of theyꝛ newe peere, namely the fyꝛſt day 
of the newe Boone of Febjuarve, ſo that theyꝛ fyꝛſt moneth 
is Parche, and they recken the tymes accoꝛdynglye, reſpect 
beyng had vnto the reigne of they} Pꝛynces : as when anye 
deede is wptten, they date it thus, Made ſuche a daye of ſuche 
a Moone, and ſuch a peere of the reigne of ſuche a Ryng. And 
they? auncient wytynges beare date ofthe peeres ok this o2 that 
Kyng. 

Mowe wyll J ſpeake of the maner the whiche the Chis 
neans doo obſerue in dooyng Juſtice, that it mayc be knowen 
how farre theſe Gentyles doo herein exceede manye Chꝛiſti⸗ 
ans.tchat be moꝛe bounden then they to deale iuſtly and in trueth. 
Becaule the Chunſhe Ryng maketh his abode contynually in 
the Citie Fachyn , his kyngdome ſo great, the ſhyzes lo many. 
ascofoze it hath been ſapde: in it therefoze the Gonernours 
and Rulers, muche lyke vato our Shyꝛyffeg, be ſo appoynted

ſodenly and ſpeedely diſcharged agayne, that they haue no tyme 
to growe naught, Furthermoze to keepe the ſtate in moꝛe le⸗ 
curitte, the Zouteas that gouerne one ſhpꝛe, are choſen out of 
ſome other ſhyꝛe diſtaunt karre of, where they muſt leaue theyꝛ 
wyues, chyldꝛen, and goodes, carryeng nothyng with them but 
them ſelues. True it is, that at theyꝛ commyng thyther they 


do fynde ina redineſſe all thynges neceſſarie , theyꝛ houſe , furs

call it the ſtra⸗ 
vaͤdo. 


niture, ſeruantes, and all other thynges in ſuche perfection and 
plentie, that they want nothyng. Thus the kyng is well ſerued 
without all feare of treaſon, 

In the pꝛincipall cities ofthe (yzes be foure cheefe Louteas, 
befoze whom are bꝛought all matters of the infertour townes, 
thzoughout the whole realme. Diuers other Louteas haue the 
maneagyng of iuſtice, and recepuyng of rentes, bounde to peeld 
an accompte thereof vnto che greater officers . Other doo ſee 
that there be no euyll rule keept in the citie: cache one as it be⸗ 
houeth hym. Generally al theſe do impꝛyſon malefactours, cauſe 
them to be whypped r racked. hoyſing them vp & downe by the 
armes with a coꝛde, a thyng very vſuall there, and accompted no 
ſhame, Thele Louteas do ble great diligence in p appꝛehending of 
theeues, ſo chat it is a wonder to ſce a theefe tſcape away in any 
towne. citie, o2 village. Upon the (ea neere vnto the ſhoze many 
are taken, and looke euen as they are taken, ſo be they fp2it 
whypped, and afterward layd in pꝛilon, where ſhoztly after 
they all dye fo2 hunger and colde. At that tyme, when we were 
in p2yſon, there died of them abou? thzeſcoze and ten. Pf happelp 
any one, hauyng the meanes to geat foode, do eſcape, he is let 
wich the condemned perſones, and pꝛouided foꝛ as they be by the 
kyng. in ſic) wyſe as hereafter it ſhalbe ſayde. | 

Theyꝛ whyps be certayne pecces of canes,cleft in the middle, 
in ſuch ſoꝛt that they ſeeme rather plapne then ſharpe. De that is 
to be whiyned lieth nrouclong on che ground. Upon his thighes 
the Mang man layeth on biowes myghtely with theſe cane s, that 
the ſtanders by tremble at they? crueltie. Ten firypes dꝛawe a 
creatveole of blood, twentie oz thyꝛtie ſpoyle the fleſhe alto- 
geather, fyftie oꝛ chꝛeeſcoꝛe wyll require long tyme to be hea⸗ 
ted, andyfthey come to the number ok one hundzed, then are 
they incurable. 
| The 
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The Loateas obſerue moꝛeouer this: when any man is bꝛoughe 
befoꝛe them to be examined, they alke hym openly in the hea⸗ 
ring ol as many as be pꝛeſent, be offence neuer ſo great. Thus 
did they alſo behaue them ſelues with vs. Foꝛ this cauſe amongſt 
them can there be no falſe witnes, as dayly amongſt vs it falleth 
out, This good commeth therok, chat many being alwates about 
the iudge to heare the euidence, and beare witneſſe, the pꝛoceſſe 
can not be fallifped, as it happeneth ſometymes with bs. The 
Moꝛes, Gentiles, x Jewes, haue al their ſundzy othes,y Mozes 
doo ſweare by theyꝛ Moſsafos, the Brachmans by thep2 Fili, the 
reſt like wiſe by the thonges they do wozſhyppe . The Chineans 
though they be wonte co ſweare by heauen, by the Moone, by 
the Sunne, and by all they? Jdolles,in iudgement neuertheleſſe 
they ſweare not at all. It foꝛ ſome offence an othe be vled of any 
one, by and by with the leaſt euidence he is toꝛmented, ſo be the 
wytneſſes he bꝛyngeth, ifthey tell not the truth, o2 do in any 
povnt diſagree, except they be men of woꝛſhyppe and credyte, 
who are beleeued without any farther matter: the reſt are made 
to confeſſe the trueth by foꝛce of toꝛmentes and whyppes, Bees 
ſydes this oꝛder obſerued of them in examinations, they do feare 


ſo muche theyꝛ kyng, and he where he maketh his abode kees 


peth them lo lowe, that they dare not once ſtyꝛre. Agapne, 
theſe Louteas as great as they be, notwithſtanding the multitude 
of Notaries they haue, not truſting any others, do wyite al great 
pꝛoceſſes and matters of impoꝛtance them ſelues. Moꝛeouer 
one vertue they haue woꝛthy of great pꝛayſe, and that is, being 
men ſo well regarded and accompted of as though they were 
punces, they be patient aboue meaſure in geuyng audience. Te 
pooꝛe ſtraungers bꝛought befoze them myght ſaye what we 
woulde, as all to be lyes and lalaces that they dyd wppte, ne dyd 
we ſtande befoze them with the vſuall cerimonies of that coun⸗ 
trey, pet dyd they beare with vs ſo patiently, that they cauſed vg 
to wonder, knowyng ſpectally howe litle any aduocate oz iudge 
is wonte in our countrey to beare with vs. Fo2 where fo 
euer in any towne of Chziſtendome ſhoulde be accuſed vn⸗ 
knowen men as we were, Jknowe not what ende the very in⸗ 
nocentes cauſe woulde haue: but we in a Heathen countrey, ha⸗ 
uyng our great ennimies two of the chiefeſt men in a whole 
Ii. iu. towne, 
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fowne, wantpng an interpꝛeter, ignozant of that cotntrep lan- 


guage, dyd in the ende ſee our great aduerſaryes calf into pꝛyſon 
fo: our ſake, and depꝛiued of they? offices and honoure fo2 not 
doyng tulkice, pea not to eſcape death, fo2 as the rumoꝛ goeth, 
they ſhalbe beheadded . Somewhat is nowe to be ſayde ofthe 
lawes that J haue been hable to knowe in this countrep, and 
fyꝛſt, no thefte oꝛ murcher ,is at any tyme pardoned : adulterers 
are put in pꝛyſon, and the facte once pꝛoued, condemned to dye, 
the womans huſbande muſt accuſe them : chis oꝛder is keapt 
with men and women found in that fault, but theeues and mur⸗ 
therers are inpuſoned as J haue ſapd, where they ſhoztly dye foz 
hunger and colde . If any one happely eſcape by bzybyng the 
gapler to geue hym meate, his pꝛoceſſe goeth karther, and com- 
mech to the courte where he is condemned to dye. Sentence 
beyng geuen, the pꝛyſoner is bzought in publyke with a terrible 
bande ok men that lape hym in Jrons hande and foote, with a 
booze at his necke one handefull bꝛoade, in length reachyng 
downe to his knees, clekte in two partes, and with a hole one 
handefull downewarde in the cable kyt fo2 his necke, the whiche 
they encloſe vp therein ,naplpng the boozde faſt cogeather , one 
handefull of the booꝛde ſtandeth vp behynde in the necke: the 
ſentence aud cauſe wherefoze the fellon was condemned to dye, 
is wꝛpten in that parte of the table that ſtandeth befoze, - 

This cerimonie ended, be is laid in a great pꝛiſon in the compa⸗ 
nie ofſome other condemned perlons, the which are found by che 
king as long as they do liue. The booꝛd afozſard ſo made, toʒmen⸗ 
teth the pꝛyloners very much, keeping them boch from reſf,# eke 
lettyng them to eate commodpoully, theyz Handes beyng 
manecled in Irons under that boꝛd, ſo ÿ in fine there is no reme⸗ 
dy but death. In ö chieke cities of euerp hire, as we haue erſt ſaid, 
there be foure pꝛincipal houſes, in ech ol them a pꝛilom but in one 
of them where the «iu maketh his abode, there is a greater & a 
moꝛe pꝛincipal pꝛiſon thẽ in any of ÿ reſt : & although in euerp ci⸗ 
tie there be many, neuertheleſſe in thꝛee of them remaine onely 
ſuch as be condemned to die. Their death is much pꝛolonged, fo 
that oꝛdinarily there is no execution doone but once a peere, 
though many die fo) hunger and colde,as we haue ſeene in this 
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hygh commiſſioner oꝛ Lozd cheefe Juſtice, at the peeres ende go* 
eth to the head citie, where he heareth agapne the cauſes of ſuche 
as be condempned. Many tymes he delyuereth ſome okthem, de⸗ 
claryng that booꝛd to haue been wzongfully put about they; 
neckes: the viſitation ended, he choleth out ſeuen oz viii. not 
many moze oꝛ leſſe, ofthe greateſt malefactours. the whiche, to 
feare andkeepe in awe the people, are bzought into a great mars 
ket place, where al the great Louteas meete togeather, and after 
many cerimonies and ſuperſtitions.as the vſe of the countrey is, 
are beheaded, This is done once a peere:who ſo eſcapeth that day, 
may be ſure that he ſhal not be put to death al that peere folo w⸗ 
png, eſo remayneth at the kynges charges in the greater pꝛiſon. 
In that pꝛiſon where we lay were al waies one hundꝛed q moe of 
theſe condemned perſons, beſides them chat lap in other pꝛiſons. 
Thele pꝛiſons wherin the condemned captyles do remayne are 
ſo ſtrong, that it hath not been hard, that any pꝛiloner in al China 
hath eſcaped out ol pꝛyſon, foz in deed it is a thyng impoſſible, 
The p2ilons are thus builded. Fyꝛſt al the place is myghtelye 
walled about, the walles be very ſtrong and hygh, the gate of no 
leſſe foꝛce:within it thꝛee other gates, befoꝛe you come where the 
pꝛyſoners do lye, there many great lodginges are to be ſeene of 
the Lout eas, Notaries, Parthions, that is, ſuch as do there kepe 
watch and ward day and nyght, the court large and paued, on 
the one ſpde wherof ſtandeth a pꝛyſon, with two myghtie gates, 
wherin are kept ſuch pziſoners as haue committed enoꝛmious 
offences. This pꝛiſon is ſo great, that in it are ſtreates and Mar⸗ 
ket places wherein al thyngs neceſſarie are ſold, Yea ſome pꝛy⸗ 
ſoners line by that kynde of trade, buyeng and ſelling, and letting 
out beds to hyꝛe: ſome are dayly ſent to pꝛyſon, ſome dayly delts 
uered, wherfoꝛe this place is neuer voyde of ſeuen oz eyght hun⸗ 
ded menthat go at libertie. 
Into one other pꝛyſon of condempned perſons ſhall you goo 
at thꝛee pꝛon gates, the court paved and vauted rounde about, x 
open aboue as it were a cloiſter. In this cloiſter be eight toomes 
wich pzon dooꝛes, and in eache of them a large Gallerie, wherein 
euery night the pꝛiſoners do lie at length, their feete in the ſtocks, 
they2 bodies hampered in huge woodden grates that kepe them 
fro ſitting, ſo that they lie as it were in a cage, ſleepe if they can:in 
the mozning they are loled againe, that they map go into 5 court.

Notwithſtanding the ſtrength ofthis pyyſon, it is ke pt with a 
| garriſon of men, part whereof watche within the houle, part of 

them in the Court, ſome keepe about the p2yſon with lanterns 

and watchebelles anſweryng one an other fpue tymes euerye 
nyght, and geuing warning ſo {owde, that the Lontea reſting 
in a chamber not neare thercunto,may heere them. In theſe pꝛy⸗ 

ſons of condemned perſons remayne ſome .15. other 20. peeres 
impatſoned, not executed, foꝛ the loue of theyꝛ honorable frendes 

that ſeeke to pꝛolong thep2 lyues. Many of chele pꝛyſoners be 
ſhomakers, and haue from the king a certayne allo waunce of 

riſe: ſome of them wozke foꝛ the keeper, who ſuffereth them to 

goe at libertie without fetters and boowes, the better to woke. 

Dowbeit when the Loutea calleth his checke rolle, & with the ke⸗ 

per vieweth them, they al weare they? lyuereys, that is, booꝛds 

at theyꝛ neckes, y2onned hand and foote. Then any of theſe 
pꝛyſoners dieth, he is to be ſcene ofthe Loutea and Notaries, 

bꝛought out at a gate ſo narrow, that there can but one be dzawen 

out there at once. The pꝛyſoner beyng bzought fooꝛth, one of 

the afoꝛeſayde Parthians ſtryketh hymthzple on the head with 

an y2on lledge, that doone, he is deliuered vnto his frendes, yfhe 

haue any ,otherwyle the kyng hyꝛeth men to cary hym to his 

burtall in the fieldes . 

Thus adulterers and theeues are vſed. Such as be impꝛiſoned 

fo debt once knowen,lpe there vntyl it be payed. The 7 aiſſ« 02 

Loutea calleth them many tymes befoze him by the vertue of his 

office, who vnderſtanding the caule whercfoze they doo not pay 

they? debtes, appointeth them a certapne tyme to doe it, win the 

compaſſe wherof if they diſcharge not thep2 debtes beyng debt⸗ 

ers in deede, then they be whipped a condemned to perpetual int- 
pꝛiſonment:yt the creditours be many, k one is to be payd befoꝛe 

an other, they do, contrary to our maner, pay him fyꝛſt, of whom 

they laſt boꝛowed, and ſo oꝛdinarily the reſt, in ſuche ſoꝛt that the 

kyꝛſt lender be the laſt recepuer. The lame oꝛder is Lept in pay- 

| ing legacies : the laſt named, recepueth his potion firſt. They 
Of like the fiſt accompt it nothyng to ſhew fauour to ſuch a one as can doo the 
lenders be t he lyke agayne: but to doo good to them that haue litle oz nothing. 
more welthier. chat is worth thanks, therfoꝛe pay they the laſt befoze the firlk, 


fo} that their entent ſcemeth rather to be vertuous then 1

When J ſayde that ſuche as bee committed to pyyſon fox 


theft æ murther, were iudged by the Court, J ment not them that 
were appꝛehended in the deed doyng, foꝛ they need no trpall, but 
are bzought immediatly befoze the Tutan, who out ot hand giueth 
ſentence, Other not taken ſo openly, and doe neede tryall, are the 
malefactoꝛs put to execution once a peere in the chiefe cities, to 
keepe in awe the people:o2 condempned, doe remapne in pꝛiſon, 
lokyng foꝛ theyꝛ day. Theeues being taken, are carryed to pꝛiſon 
from one place to an other in a cheſt vpon mens ſhoulders, hyꝛed 
therefoze by the kyng, che Cheſt is ſire handfulles hygh, the p2t- 
ſoner ſitteth therein vppon a benche, the couer of the cheſt is two 
booꝛdes, amyd them both a pillerylyke hole, fo2 the pꝛiſoner his 
necke, there ſitteth he with his head without the cheſt, & the reſt 
ofhis body within, not able to moue oz turne his head this way 
o2 that way, no? to plucke it in: the neceſſities ef nature he boy⸗ 
deth at a hole in the bottome of the cheſt, the meat hee cateth is 
put into his mouth by others. There abydeth he day and nyght 
duryng his whole iourney:if happely his pozters ſtumble, oꝛ the 
cheſt doe iogge, oꝛ be ſet downe carelefly, it turneth to his great 
paynes that ſitteth therein, all ſuch motions beyng vnto him han⸗ 
gyng as it were. Thus were our companyons carrped from Cin- 
ceo,ſeuen dayes iourney, neuer taking any reſt as afterward they 
told vs, c theyꝛ greateſt griefe was to ſtaye by the way: as ſoone 
as they came, beyng taken out ofthe cheſts, they were not able to 
ſtande on they? feete,and two of them dyed ſhoztly after, 

han we laye in pꝛiſon at Fuquieo, we cane many tymes as 
bꝛode, and were bꝛought to the pallaces of noble men. to be ſeene 
of them and they2 wyues, fo2 that they had neuer ſrene any Pox- 
tugall befoꝛe. Many thinges they aſked vs of our countrey, and 
our faſhions, and dyd wzyte euery thyng, foꝛ they be curious in 


nouelties aboue meaſure. The gentlemen ſhewe great curteſte Yereof tofoze, 


bnto ſtraungers, and ſo dyd we finde at their handes, and bycauſe 
that many tymes we were bzought abꝛode into the citie, ſome⸗ 
what will I ſay ot ſuch thinges as J dyd ſee therein, beyng a gab 
lant citie, and chiefe in one ofthe thirtiene ſhyꝛes afoꝛeſayde. 
The citie Fuꝗquieo, is verp great, and mightily walled with 
ſquare ſtone both within and without, and as it may ſeeme by 
the bꝛeadth thereof, filled vp inthe middle with earth, layde oncr 
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with bꝛicke and couered with tyle, after the maner of poꝛches oz 


galerpes, chat one myght dwell therein. The ſteyers they vſe, are 
ſo eaſũy made, that one may go them vp and down a hozſebacke, 
as eftſoones they doe: the ſtreetes are paued, as already it hath 
been ſayde: there be a great number of Perchantes, euery one 
hath wꝛitten in a great table at his dooꝛe ſuch thinges as he hath 
to ſell. In lyke maner euery artiſane paynteth out his craft: the 
market places be large, great aboundance ot all chinges there be 
to be ſolde. The citie ſkandeth vppon water, many ſtreames tun 
though it, che bankes pitched, and lo bꝛoade that they ſerue fox 
ſtreetes to the cities ble. Duer the ſtreames are ſundꝛy bꝛydges 
boch ol tymber & ſtone, that beyng made leuell with the ſtreetes. 
hynder not the paſſage of the Barges to and fco, the chanelles 
are ſo deepe , Where the ſtreames come in and goe out ofthe 
citie, bee certapne arches in the wall, there goe in and out 
theyꝛ Parai, that is a kynde of Barges they haue, and this onely 
the day tyme:at nyght theſe arches are cloſed vp with gates, ſo 
doe they ſhut bp all the gates ofthe citie. Thele ſtreames and 
Barges doe ennoblyſhe very muche the citte, and make it as it 
were to ſeeme an other Uenice , The bupldinges are euen, well 
made, hygh, not lofted, except it be ſome wherein merchandiſe 
is layde , It is a wozlde to ſee howe great theſe cities are, and 
the cauſe is, fo2 that the houſes are buylt euen, as J haue ſapde, 
and doe take a great deale of roome, One thyng we lawe in this 
citie that made bs all to wonder, and is wooꝛthy to bee noted: 
Nanmely, ouer a poꝛche at the commpng in to one ofthe afozes 
ſayde foure houſes, the whiche the kpng hath in euery ſhyꝛe fox 
his gouernours as J haue erſt ſayde, ſtandeth a Tonne buyle 
vppon fourtie pyllers, eche one whereof is but one ſtone, eche 
one fourtie handfulles o2 ſpamies long: in bzeadth oꝛ compaſle 
twelue, as many ol vs dyd meaſure them , Beſpdes this, theyꝛ 
greatneſle ſuche in one peece, that it myght ſeeme impoſſible 
to wozke them: they bee mozeoner coznerde, and in colour, 
length, and bzeadth ſo lyke, that the one nothyng dyffereth 
from the other . This thyng made vs all to wonder verye 


muche,

Tee are wont to call this countrey China, and the people 
Chineans,but as long as we were pꝛiſoners, not hearing amongſt 
chem at any tyme that name, J determined to learne howe they 
were called: and aſked ſometymes by them thereof, fo2 chat 
they vnderſfoode vs not whan wee called them Chineans, J an- 
ſwered them that all the inhabitantes of India named them Chi- 
neans, wherefoze J pꝛaped them that they would cell mee, fo2 
what occaſion they are ſo called, whether peraduenture any ci⸗ 
tie of theyꝛs bare that name . Peerebnto they alwayes anſ we: 
red mee, to haue no ſuche name, noꝛ euer to haue had . Than 
dyd J al ke them what name the whole countrey beareth, and 
what they would anſ were beyng aſked of other nations what 
countrymen they were: It was tolde me that ol auncient tyme in 
this countrey had been many kynges, and though pꝛeſently it 
were all vnder one, eche kyngdome neuertheleſſe enioyed chat 
name it fyꝛſt had, theſe kyngdomes are the pꝛouinces J ſpake 
of befoze . In concluſion they ſayde, that the whole countrey is 
called Tamen, and the inhabitantes Tamegines, ſo that this name 
China 02 Chineans, is not hearde of in that countrey. J doe thinke 
that the neareneſſe of an other pꝛouince thereabout called Coc bin- 
china, and the inhabitantes thereof Cochineſſes, fyꝛſt diſcouered 
befoꝛe that China was, lying not farre from Malacca, dyd gyue 
occaſion both to the one nation and to the other of that name Chi- 
neans, as allo the whole countrep to be named China. But their 
pꝛoper name is that afozelapde, 

J haue hearde mozeouer that in the citie Nanguim remapneth 
a table of golde, and in it wꝛitten a kyng his name, as a me⸗ 
moꝛp of that reſidence the kyngs were wont to keepe there. This 
table ſtandethin a great pallace, couered alwapes, except it bee 
in ſome ofthey? feſtiuall dapes, at what tyme they are wont to 
let it be ſeene: couered neuertheleſſe as it is, all the nobilitie of 
the citie goeth ol duetie to doe it euery day reuerence. The lyke 
is done in the head cities of all the other ſhyꝛes in the pallaces 
of the Ponchiaſsini, wherein thele afozeſapde tables doe ſtande 
with the kyng his name waitten in them, although no reuerence 
be done thervuto but in ſolempne feaſtes. 
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Jhaue lykewyſe vnderſtoode that the citie Pac hin, where the 
kyng maketh his abode, is ſo great, that to goe from one ſyde to 
the other, beſydes the @ubarbes, the which are greater than the 
citie it ſelfe,it requyꝛeth one whole day a hozſebacke, going hacks 
ney pale, In the Subarbes be many wealthy marchantes of all 
ſoztes, They tolde me furthermoze that it was Moted about, 
and in the Motes great ſtoꝛe of fyſhe, wherof the kyng maketh 
great gaynes, | 

It was allo tolde mee that the kyng of Chins had no kyng to 
wage battaple withall, beſides the Tartares, with whom he had 
concluded a peace mote than foureſtoꝛe peeres agoe. Meuerthe⸗ 
leſſe cthep2 friendſhyp was not ſo great, that the one nation might 
marry with the other. And demaunding with whom they marrt- 
ed, they ſapde, that in olde tyme the Chinish kynges, whan they 
would marry they} daughters, acruſtomed to make a ſolempne 
feaſt, whervnto came all ſoꝛts of men. The daughter that was to 
be marr ned, ſtoode in a place where ſhee myght (ce them all, and 
looke whom ſhee lyked beſt, him did ſhee chule to hul bande, and 
if happely he were of a baſe condition, hee became by and by a 
gentleman: but this cuſtome hath been lekt long ſince . Nowe a 
dayes the kyng marryeth his daughters at his owne pleaſure, 
with great men of che ſame kyngdome : the lyke oꝛder he obſer: 
ueth in the marpage of his ſonnes. 

They haue mozeouer one thing very good, and that whiche 
made vs all to marueple at them beyng Gentiles : namelp, that 
there be hoſpttalles in all chep? cities, alwayes full of people, we 
neuer ſawe any pooꝛe body begge. e therefoze al ked the caule 
of this: anſ wered it was, that in euery citie there is a great cir⸗ 


the cities. fo in cuit, wherein be many houſes fo2 poo;e people, foꝛ blinde, lame, 


other places 
there be beg⸗ 
gers, as pon 
haue ſcene al⸗ 
readp, ſwar⸗ 
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old folke, not able to traueyle fo2 age, no hauyng any other meas 
nes to lyue. Thele folke haue in the afoꝛeſayde houles, euer plen⸗ 
tie of rice duryng theyꝛ lyues, but nothyng els. Such as be recey⸗ 
ued into thele houſes, come in after this maner , Than one is 
ſicke, blinde, oꝛ lame, he maketh a ſupplication to the Ponchiaſsi. 
and pꝛouyng that to be true he wꝛyteth, he remayneth in the a- 
foꝛeſayde great lodgyng as long as he lyueth: beſides thts they 
keepe intheſe places Swpne and Hennes, whereby the pooze be 
releeued wichont goyng a beggyng. 

J ſayde 


the prouince China. 


' Tfayd befoze that China was fulloftpuers,butnowAthynde | 

to confy2me the ſame anewe: fo the farther we went into the 
countrey,the greater we found the ryuers. Sometymes we were 
ſo farre of from the ſea,that where we came no lea kyſhe had been 

ſeene, and ſalt was there very deere, of freſhe water fpſhe yet was 
there great aboundance,#that fyſh very good: they keepe it good 
after this maner. Where the rpuers doe meete, and ſa paſle into 
the ſea, there lyech great ſtoze of Boates, ſpecially where no ſalte 
water commeth, and that in Marche and Apzyll . Theſe 
Boates are ſo many that it ſeemeth wonderfull, ne ſerue they foꝛ 
other than to take ſmall fyſhe , By the ryuers ſydes they make 
leyꝛes of fine and ſtrong nettes, that lye thꝛee handfulles vnder 
water, and one aboue, to keepe and nourplh their fyſhe in, vntyll 
ſuche tyme as other kyſhers doe come wich Boates, bꝛyngyng 
fo2 that purpoſe certapne great cheſtes lyned with paper, able to 
holde water, wherein they carry they fyſhe vp and downe the ry⸗ 
uer, euer y day renuyng the cheſt with freſhe water, and ſellyng 
they? fpthe in euery citie, towne, and village, where they pale, 
vnto the people as they neede it: moſt of them haue nette leyꝛes 
to keepe fyſhe in alwayes fo2 they? pꝛouiſion. Where the grea⸗ 
ter Boates can not paſſe any farther fozwarde, they cake leſſer, 
and bycauſe the whole countrey is verp well watred, there is ſo 
great plentie of dyuers ſoꝛtes of fyſhe, that it is wonderfull to ſee: 
aſſuredly we were amazed to beholde the maner of their pꝛouiſi⸗ 
on. They? fyſhe is chiefly nouriſhed with the dung of Bufles and 
Dren, that greatly fatteth it, Although J ſapde theyꝛ fyſhyng to 
be in March and Apꝛill at what tyme we ſawe them doe it, ne⸗ 
uertheleſſe they tolde vs that they fyſhed at all tymes, foꝛ that v- 


ſually they doe feede on fyſhe,wherfoze it behoneth them to make ze cycaterh or 
they? pꝛouilion continually. Than we had palied Fuquien, wee Fuquen while. 


went into Quicin ſhyꝛe, where the fine claye veſſell is made, as J 
ſayde befoze:and we came to a citie, the one ſyde whereof is built 
bppon the foote of a hyll, wherby paſlech a ryuer nauigable:there 
we tooke Boate, and went by water towarde the ſea: on ech ſyde 
of the ryuer we found many cities, townes, and villages, where · 
in we ſawe great ſtoꝛe of marchandyſe, but ſpecially of fine clay: 
chere dyd wee lande by che way to buxye victualles and other ne⸗ 
ceſſaryes. Goyng downe this ryuer Southwarde, we were _ 
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that we dzewe neare bnto a warmer countrey, from whence wee 


had been farre diſtant: this countrey we paſſed though in eyght 


dayes,fo2 our iourney laye downe the ſtreame. Beloꝛe that J doe 


ſap any thyng of that ſhyꝛe we came into, J will fyꝛſt ſpeake of 


the great citie of Quicin, wherin alwayes remaineth a Tutan, that 
is a gouernour, as pou haue ſeene, though ſome Tutans doe go⸗ 
uerne two oz thꝛee ſhyzes. 

That Tutan that was condempned fo our cauſe, of whom J 
ſpake befoze, was bozne in this countrep, but he gouerned Fogui- 
en ſhyze:nothing it auapled him to bee ſo great an officer , This 


countrey is ſo great, that in many places where we went, there 


had ben as yet no talke of his death, although he were executed a 
whole peere befoze;At the citie Quanc he whyther we came, the ris 
uer was ſo great that it ſeemed a ſea, though it were ſo litle where 
we tooke water, that we needed ſmal boates. One day about.ix. of 
p clocke, beginning to row neare the walles with the ſtreame, we 
came at noone to a bꝛidge made of many barges, ouerlinked all 
togeather wich two mighty cheyns. There ſtayed we vntil it was 
late, but we ſaw not one go either vp theron oz downe,except two 
Louteas p about the going downe ofy ſun, came & ſet them downe 
there, the one in one ſide, the other.inche other ſide. Than was the 
budge opened in many places, c barges both great & ſmal to the 
number ot. 600. began to paſſe:thoſe that went vp the ſtreame, at 
one place, ſuch as came downe, at an other. MAhã al had thus ſhot 
the bꝛidge, than was it ſhut vp againe . TUe heare lay that euery 
day they take this oꝛder in all pꝛincipall places of merchandyſe, 
fo2 paying of vᷣ cuſtome vnto the king, ſpecially foz ſalt,wherofthe 
greateſt reuenews are made that the king hath in this countrey. 
The paſſages of the bzidge where it is opened, bee lo neare the 


ſhoxe, that nothing can paſſe without touching the lame, To ſtay 


the barges at their pleaſure, that they go no farther foꝛward, are 
vled certapne yꝛon inſtrumentes. The budge conliſteth of. 12. 
barges, there ſtayed wee vntyll the euenyng that they were 
opened, lotheſomely oppꝛeſſed by the multitude ok people that 
came to ſee vs, ſo many in number, that we were enfoꝛced to goe 
alyde from the banke vntyl ſuch tyme as the bꝛidge was opened: 
howbeic we were nenertheleſſe thzonged about w many boates 


full of people. And though in other cities and places 
—

went, che people came ſo impoꝛtunate vpon bs, that it wag need⸗ 
full to withdzaw our ſelues: yet were we heere much moze mole- 
ſted foꝛ the number of people, and this bꝛidge, the pzincipalway 
out ofche citte vnto an other place ſo well inhabited, that were it 
walled about, it myght bee compared to the citie. Whan we had 
ſhot the bꝛidge, we kept along the citie vntill that it was nyght, 
than met we with an other ryuer that ioyned with this, we rowed 
vp that by the walles vntyll we came to an other bꝛidge gallant⸗ 
ly made of barges, but leſſer a great deale than that other bꝛidge 
ouer the greater ſtreame: heere ſtayed we that nyght, and other 
two dayes with moꝛe quiet, being out ofthe p2eale of the people. 
Theſe riuers do meet without at one coꝛner point of the eitie, In 
either of them were ſo many barges great and ſmall, chat we all 
thought them at the [eaſt to be aboue thꝛee thoulande:the greater 
munber therofwas in the leſter ryuer, where we were. Amongſt 
the reſt here lay certapne greater veſſels, called in their language 


Tarai, that ſerue fo2 the Tutan, whanhe taketh his voyage by o« Parai. 


cher ryuers that ioyne with this, towards Pac hin, where the king 
maketh his abode. Foꝛ, as many tymes J haue erſt ſapd, all this 
countrey is full ot riuers. Deſirous to ſee thole Parai we got into 
ſome okthem, where we found ſome chambers let fooꝛch with gil⸗ 
ded beds very richly, other furniſhed with tables and ſeates, a all 
other thinges ſo neate and in perkection, that it was wonderkull. 
Quiac im ſhyꝛe, as farre as I can perceiue, lyeth vpon the ſouth. 
On that ſyde we kept at our lirſt entry thereinto, trauepling not 
far from the high mountaynes we law there. Al king what peo⸗ 
ple dwelleth beyond thoſe mountaynes, it was told me that they 
be theeues, x men ok a ſtrange language. And bycauſe that vnta 
ſundꝛy places neare this riuer, p mountaynes do appꝛoch, whence 
the people iſluing downe do many tymes great harme, this oder 
is taken at þ entry into Quiacim ſhyze. To gard this riuer whers 
on continuallp go to t fro Parai great & ſmall fraught with ſalt, 
lich poudꝛed with pepper, and other neeeſſfaries foq that countrey: 
they do lay in diuers places certain Parai, great barges armed, 
wherin watch r warde is kept day er night in both ſides of the ris 
uer,fo2 the ſafetie of the paſſage, & ſecuritie oł ſuche Parai as doe 
remayne there, though the traueylers neuer go but many in com⸗ 
pany. In euery rode there be at the leaſt thirtie, in ſome two hun⸗ 

dꝛed men, as che paſſage requpzeth. 
This 
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This garde is kept vſually vntyll you come to the citie 0nchio, 
where continually the 7«4an of this ſhy2e, and eke of Canter, 
maketh his abode , From that citie vpwarde, where the ryuer 
waxech moze narrow, and the paſſage moze daungerous, there 
be alwayes armed one hundꝛed and fiftte Pari, to accompany o⸗ 
ther vellelles fraught with marchandyſe, and all this at the king 
bis charges. This ſeemed vnto me one of the trangeſt thinges 
I'dyd ſee in this countrey. 

Than we lape at Fuquien,we dyd ſee certayne Poozes,who 
knewe ſo litle of they ſecte,that they could ſap nothpngels but 
that Machomet was a Wooze,my father was a Booze, and J 
am a £Pooze,with ſome other woꝛdes of theyꝛ Alcozane, where 
withall, in abſtinence from @wynes fleſhe, they lyue vntyll 
the deupll take them all. This whan J (awe,# bepng ſure that in 
many Chinisb cities the reliques of Pachomet are kept, as ſoone 
as we came to the citie where thele felowes be, J enfourmed mp 
ſelte of them, and learned the trueth. 

Thele Mooꝛes, as they tolde me, in tymes paſt came in great 
ſhippes fraught with marchandile from Pac hin ward, to a Pozte 
graunted vnto chem by the kyng, as hee is wont to all them that 
traffike into this countrey, where they beyng arriued at a litle 
towne ſtandyng in the hauens mouth, in tyme conuerted vnto 
their ſecte the greateſt Loutea there, Mhan that Loutea with all 
his family was become Mooꝛyſh, the reſt began lykewple to doe 
the ſame. In this part of China the people be at libertie, euery one 
to woꝛſhyp and folow what him lykech beſt. Tlherefoze no body 
tooke heede thereto, vntyll ſuch tyme as the Mooꝛes perceyuyng 
chat many folowed them in ſuperſtition, and that the Loutea fa⸗ 
toured them, they began to foꝛbyd wholy the eatyng of Swines 
fleſh. But all this countrymen and women, choling rather to foz- 
{ake father and mother, than to leaue of eatyng of pozke, by no 
meanes would pelde to that pzoclamation. Foz belides the great 
deſyꝛe they all haue to eate that kynde of meate, many ofthem 
doe lyue thereby: and therefoze the pcople complayned vnto the 
Pagiltrates,acculing the Woozes of a conſpiracy pꝛetended be» 
twirt chem and the Loutea agaynſt they) kyng. In this countrep, 
as no ſuſpicion, no not one trayterous wozde is long bozne with⸗ 
ill: ſo was che kyng ſpeedily aduerttſed thereof, who gaue coms 


the prouince China. 


commarindemen! out ofhande that the afozcſapde Loatea ſhtuld 

be put to death, and with hym the oozes of moſt impoꝛtance: 

the other to be layde fyzit in pꝛyſon, and afcerwarde to be ſent 

abꝛode into certayne cities, where they remayned perpetuall 
ſlaues vnto the kyng . To this citie tame by happe men and 
women clzeeſco:e and odde, who at this day are bzought to fine 
men and foure women, fo2 it is nowe twentie peeres agae this 
happened. They? olſpꝛyng paſſet) the mumber ok. 200. and 
they in this citie, as the reſt in other cities, whycher they were 
ſent, haue theyꝛ Moſche a, wherunto they al reſozte cuery fryday 
to kepe they halydape , But, as I thpnke, that wyll no longer 
endure, then whiles they do lyue, that came from thence, foz 
they? yolteritie ts ſo confuled,that they haue nothing of a Pooze 
in chem but abitinence from Swynes fleſhe, and yet many of 
them do cate thcreofpyinilte , Whep tell me that chep2 natiue 
countrey hath name Camariau, a fpzme lande, wherein be many

kynges, and the Indiſhe countrey well knowen vnto them. It Jt Goulde 


may ſo be: fo2 as ſone as they dyd ſee our ſeruauntes (our ſer: 
uauntes were Preuzaretes) they tudged them to be Indians:

many of theyꝛ wooꝛdes ſounded vppon the Jerſtke tongue, but 04;eljus. 


none ol vs coulde vnderſtand them. J aſked chem whether they 
conuerted any of the Chiniſhe nation vnto theyꝛ ſecte:they ans 
ſweared me, ihat with much a do they conuerted che women with 
whom they do marry, peldyng me no other cauſe thereof, but 
the difficultie they find in them to be bꝛought from eating ſwines 
fleſhe and dꝛynking of wine. J am perſwaded therfoze,that if 
this countrey were in league with vs, foꝛbyddyng them nepther 
of both, it would be an eaſy matter to dzaw them to our religion, 
from they ſuperſtition, wherat they them ſelues do laugth when 
they do their Tdolatrte, J haue learned mozeouer that the ſea 


wherby theſe Mooꝛes that came toc ina, were woont to trauaile, It cecmeth thep 
is a verp great gulfe, that falleth into this countrep out from came vp the ri⸗ 


T artaria ànd Perſſa, lenuing on the other ſyde all the countrey 
of China, and lande of the Aſogorites, dawyng alwayes towarde 
the ſonth : and ok all lykelphood it is euen ſo, becauſe that 
theſe Mooꝛes, the whiche we haue ſeene, be rather bꝛowne then 
white, wherby they ſhewe them ſelues to come frem ſome 
warmer countrey then Cina is, neere to Pachin, where the 
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u er from the 
Caſpian ſca.

ryuers are froſen in the wynter fo colde, and many ol them ſo be 
hemently, that cartes may paſſe ouer them.

Laoynes, both men # women. The T artares are men very white, 
good hoꝛſemen and archers, confinpng with China on that ſide 
where Pachin ſtandeth, ſeparated from chence by great moun⸗ 
taines that are betwyxt theſe kingdomes. Ouer them be certaine 
wayes to paſle, and foz both ſydes, Caſtelles continuallp keapte 
with louldiers: in tyme paſt the 7 artares were woont alwayes 
to haue warrs with the Cbineans,but theſe foureſcoꝛe pecres paſt 
they were quiete, vntyll the ſeconde yeere ol our impꝛyſonment. 
The Mogorites be in lyłe maner whpte, and heathen, we are 
aduertiſed chat of one ſyde they boꝛder vppon theſe Tartares, and 
confine with the Perſile Tartares on the other ſpde, whereof we 
ſawe in them ſome tokens, as they2 maner of clothes, and that 
kynde of hat the Saracenes do weare , The oozes affirmed, 

that where che kyng lyeth, there be many LTartares and Mogori- 
tes, that bzought into China certapne blewes of great valewe: al 

we thought it to be / anil of Cambaia woont to be (old at Ormus. 

Sothat this ts the true ſituation of chat countrey, not in the 
Nozthpartes, as many tymes J haue harde ſape, confynpng 

with Germanie, 

As fo2 the Bꝛemes we haue ſeene in this citie Chenchi certaine 

menEwormen,amonglt whom there was one that came not long 

ſince, haupng as pet her heare tyed vp after the Pegues faſhion: 

this woman, and other moe with whom a blacke Booze damſell 

in our companye had conference, and dyd vnderſtande them 

well ynough, had dwelte in Peg hu. This newe come woman, 

imaginyng that we ment to make our abode in that citie, byd 

vs to be of good comfozte,fo that her countrey was not diſtant 

fromthence aboue ſiue dayes tourney, and that out of her coun⸗ 

trey there laye a hygh way fo2 vs home into our owne. Beyng 

aſked the wap, ſhe aunſweared that the fyꝛſt thee dayes the way 

beth ouer certapne great mountapnes and wylderneſle, 


_ afterwarde people to be mette withall agayne . Thence two

Wherfoze A doo 


conclude, that Chencbits one ofthe confpnes ofthis kpngdome, Sonthwarde 


feperated by certayne huge mountapnes:as it hath been already — 


fapd, that lye out towardes the South. In che reſidue ofthele 
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mountaynes ſtandeth the pꝛouince Sian, the Laoyns countrey {ging 


cambaia, Chinapa, and Cochinchma. 


This citie, cheefe of other ſyrteene, is ſituated in a plealaunt C henc bi. 


plapne, aboundyng in thynges neceſſarie, ſea fyſh only excepted, 


fo2 it ſtandeth farre from the ſea: of freche fyſhe ſo muche ſtoꝛe, 


that the market places are neuer emptie. The walles of this 
citie are very ſtrong and hygh: one day dyd J ſee the Loute ar 
thereof go vpon the walles, to take the viewe thereof, bozne in 
they} ſeates J ſpake of befoze , accompanied with a troupe of 
hoꝛlſemen, that went two and two: It was tolde me they myght 
haue gone thꝛee and thꝛee. Ae haue ſeene moꝛeouer, that with: 
in this afoꝛeſayde citie the kyng hath moe than a thouſand of his 
kynne lodged in great pallaces, in diuers partes of the citie: 
they? gates be redde, and the entrye into theyꝛ houſes , that they 
map be knowen, foz that is the kyng his colour. Thele gentle: 
men, accoꝛdyng to theyꝛ neareneſſe in blood vnto the kyng, as 
foone as they be maried, receiue theyꝛ place in honour:this place 
neither encreaſeth no} diminiſheth in any reſpect, as long as the 
kyng lyueth, the kyng appopnteth them they wyues and fami⸗ 
lie, allowyng them by the Poneth al thynges neceſſarie abun⸗ 
dantly, as he doch to his gouernours of ſhyꝛes and cities, howe⸗ 
beit, not one ofthele hath as long as he lyueth, any charge oz nos 
uernment at al. They gene them ſelues to eatyng and dzinkyng, 
and be fo2 the moſt part burly men of bodie, inlomuche that eſpi⸗ 
png any one of them, whom we had not ſeene befoze, we myght 
knowe hym to be the kyng his coſpn. They be neuerthelelle 
very pleaſaunt, courteous, and fayze conditioned : ne dyd we 
finde, al the time we were in that citie, ſo much honour and good 
entertaynement any where, as at they handes. They byd vs fa 
they? houſes. tu eate and dꝛynke, and when they founde vs not, 
oz were not wyllyng to go with them, they byd our-feruantes, & 
flanes, cauſing them to ſyt down with the firſt, Notwithſtanding 
che good lodging thele gentlemen haue ſo cammodꝛous that they 
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want

want nothyng, yet are they in this bondage, that duryng lyſe 
they neuer goe abꝛode. The caule, as J dyd vnderſtand, where» 
foze the kyng ſo vſeth his coulpnes, is that none of them at a⸗ 


npe tyme map rebell agaynſt hym: and thus he ſt utteth them bp 


in thꝛee c2 foure other cities Maſt ofthem can play on the Lute: 
and to make that kynde of paſtpme peculier vnto them only, all 
other in the cities where they do lyue be foꝛbydden that inſtru⸗ 
ment, che Curtiſans and blynde folke only excepted, who be mip 
ſttions, and can play. 

This king furthermoze lo the greater ſe curitie oł his realme, 
and the auoydyng of tumidtes, letteth not one in al his countrey 
to be called Loꝝd, except he be ofhis blood. Pany great eſtates 
and gouernours there be, chat duryng they? office are lodged 
Lodlpke,and do beare the poꝛt of myghtie Pꝛinces:but they be 
fo manp tymes diſplaced, and other placed a newe, that they 


haue not the whyle to become cozrupt. True it is that duryng 


they2 office they be well pꝛouided foꝛ, as after warde alſo lod⸗ 
ged at che kynges charges, and in penſion as long as they line, 
papde them Monethly in the cities where they dwel. by certaine 
officers appoynted fo2 that purpoſe. The kyng then is a Loꝛde 
only, not one belpdes hym as pou haue ſeene, except it be luche 
as be of his blood. A Nephcwe lykewyſe of che kyng, the kyng 
his ſyſters ſonne, lyeth continually within the walles of the citie, 
ina ſtrong pallace built Caffelwyſe, euen as his other couſins 
do, reniapnpng alwapes within doozes, ſerued by Eunuches, 
neuet dealyng with any matters. Their keſtiuall dayes. newe 

Moones, and tul Moones the magiſtrates make great bankets, 
c ſo do ſuch as be of the king his blood. The king his Mephewe 

hath name / anfuli, his pallace is walled about, the wali is not 
high, but foure ſquare, and in circuit nothing inkeriour to the 
walles of Goa, the outſide is painted red.iu euery ſquare a gate, ⁊ 
ouer each gate a tower, made ok timber excellently wel wzought: 
befoze the pꝛincipal gate of the foure, that openeth into the high 
ſtreat, 10'Loute«, be he neuer ſo great, map pale on hoꝛſbacke, 
02 carried in his ſcat; Ampdde this quadzangle ſtandeth the pal⸗ 
lace where that gentleman lieth, doudtlelſle woꝛth the fight, 
although we came not in to ſee it, By repoꝛt the roofes of the 


quadꝛangle 
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Quadrangle ſet with ſauage trees , as Dkes , Cheſtnuttes, 
Cypꝛes, Pineapples, Cedars, and other ſuche lyke that we do 
wante, after the maner of a wood, wherin are keapt Stagges, 
Oren, and other beaſtes, fo2 that Loꝛde his recreation neuer go⸗ 
png abzode, as J haue ſapde , One pꝛeheminence this citie 
hath aboue the reſte where we haue been, and it of ryght as we 
do thynke, that beſpdes the multitude ol market places, wherein 
all thynges are to be ſolde, though eucry ſtreate continually 
are cryed all thynges neceſſarie, as fleſhe of all ſoꝛtes, freſhe⸗ 
fyſhe, hearbes, ole, vineger, meale, riſe, in ſumma, al thinges 
ſo plentilullp, that many houſes neede no ſeruauntes, euer thing 
beyng bꝛought to theyꝛ doozes. Maſt part of the merchantes 
remapne in the ſuburbes,foz that p cities are ſhut vp euery night 
as J haue ſavde, The merchantes therekoze the better to attende 
theyꝛ buſineſſe, do chuſe rather to make theyꝛ abode without in 
the ſuburbes, then within the citte . J haue ſeene in this ryuer 
a pꝛetie kynde of fychyng, nat to be omitted in my opinion, and 
therefoze wyll J ſet it downe , The kyng hath in many rpuers 
good ſtoze of barges full of ſea crowes, that bꝛeede, are fedde, 
and do dye therein, in certayne cages, allowed monethly a cer: 
tayne pꝛouiſion of ryſe. Thele barges the kyng beſtowech bps 
pon his greateſt magiſtrates, geuyng to ſome two, to ſome 
chꝛee ol them, as he thynkech good, to fyſhe therewithall after 
this maner , At the houre appopnted to fyſhe, all the barges 
are bzought togeather in a circle „ where the ryuer is 
ſhalowe, and the crowes, tyed togeather vnder the wynges, are 
let leape downe into the water, ſome vnder, ſome aboue, woꝛth 
the look ng bppon: cche ene as he hath filled his bagge, goeth 
to his owne barge and empfieth it, whiche done, he retourneth 
to fyſhe agayne. Thus hauyng taken good ſtoꝛe of fyſhe, they 
ſet the crowes at libertie, and do ſuffer them to fyſhe foꝛ they 
owne pleaſure. There were in chat citie, where J was, twentie 
barges at the leaſt of theſe afozeſayde crowes ; J wente almoſt 
euery day to ſee them, pet caulde J neuer be thꝛoughly ſatiſlied 


to ſee fo ſtraunge a kynde ofkyſhyng.

This Aland 
e andeth in the Eaſt Ocean, beyonde all 
TIS 6 Aſie, betwixte Cathayo & the Teſt Indies 

23/2 & ©: 36. degrees Nozthwarde from the equi 

I noctial line, in the ſame clime with the 
South part o Spapne and Poztugall, diſtant from thence by 
fea , 6000, leagues: the trauayle thyther, both fo2 ciuile diſ⸗ 
coꝛde, great piracie, and often ſhipwzackes, very daungerous. 
This countrey is hylly, and peſtred with ſnowe,wherefoze it is 
nether ſo warme as Poztugall, & yet very pooze,as farre as we 
can learne, wantyng oyle, butter, cheeſe, mplke, egges, ſuger, 
honny , vy neger, ſaffarne, cynamome, and pepper. Barly 
bzanne the Jlanders do vſe in ſteede of ſalte: medicinable 
thinges holſome foꝛ the body haue they none at al. Meuertheleſſe 
in that Jland ſundꝛy fruites do grow, not much vnlike the fruites 
of Spayne:⁊ great ſtoꝛe of Spluer mpnes are therin to be ſeene. 
The people tractable, ciuile, wyttye, courteous, without de⸗ 
ceyte, in vertue and honeſt conuerſation exceedyng all other na⸗ 
tions lately diſcouered, but ſo muche ſtandyng vppon they? re- 
putation, that theyꝛ chiefe Idole may be thought honour . The 
contempte therofcauſeth among them much dilcoꝛd and debate, 
manſlaughter and murther: euen fo2 they? reputation they do 
honour they parentes, keepe theyꝛ pꝛomiſes, abſteyne from 
adultery and robberpes, punyſhing by death the leaſt robbery 
done, holdyng fo2 a pzpnciple , that whoſoener ſtealeth a tryfle, 
wyll ifhe ſee occaſion ſteale a greater thing. It may be thefte is 
ſo ſeuerely puniſhed ofthem,fo2 that the nation is oppꝛeſled with 
ſtarcitie of al thynges neceſſarye, and ſo pooze,that euenfo2 mi- 
ſerie they ſtrangle they: owne chyldꝛen, pacferring death befoze 
want. Thele felowes do nether eate no kyll any foule , They 
Ipue chiefely by fyſhe, hearbes, and fruites, ſo healthfully, that 


they dye very olde. Df Ryce and{{theate there is no great 
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No man is aſhamed there of his pcuertie, ne be they) gentle⸗ 
men therfoꝛe leſſe honored ofthe meaner people, ne wyl the poos 
reſt gentleman there. matche his chylde with the baſer ſozt fo2 a⸗ 
ny gapne, ſo muche they do make moꝛe accompt of gentry then 
of wealth. The greateſt delyght they haue, is in armonte, eache 
boy at fourteene peeres of age, be he bozne gentle oz otherwyſe, 
bath his ſwooꝛde and dagger: very good archers they be, con: 


tempnyng all other nations in compariſon of theyꝛ manhood 


and p2oweſſe, puttyng not bp one iniurie, be it never ſo (mall 
in woꝛde 02 deede, among them ſelues. They feede moderately, 
but they dꝛynke largely. The vſe of vines they knowe not, they2 
dꝛinke they make ol Nyce, vtterly they do abhozre dyſe, and all 
games, accomptyng nothyng moꝛe vyle in a man, then to geue 
hym ſelfe vnto thoſe thynges, that make vs greedie and deſirous 
to get other mens goodes. I at any time they do ſweare, foꝛ that 
ſeldome they are wont to do, chey ſweare by the Sunne: many ol 
them are taught good letters. wherfoꝛe they map ſa much theſoo⸗ 
ner be bꝛought vnto Chꝛiſtianitie. Eche one is contented with 

one wpfe: they be all deſirous to learne, and naturally enclined 

vnto honeſtie and curteſie: godly talke they lyſten vnto wylling⸗ 


uerment conſiſteth of thꝛee eſtates. The fyꝛſt place is due vnto vernement. 


the hygh pꝛieſt, by whole lawes and decrees, al publique and 
pꝛiuate matters, apparteynyng vnto religion, are decided. The 
ſectes of theyꝛ cleargie men, vim they do call Boni. be ot no 
eſtimation 02 aucthozitie,except the high pꝛieſt by letters patent 
do confp2me the ſame: he conkyꝛmeth and alloweth oftheyꝛ Tan 
di, who be as it were Byſhops, although in many places they 
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are nominated by ſundꝛye Pꝛinces. Theſe Tundi, are greatly 2% 4 


honoured of all ſoꝛtes:they do geue benefices vnto inferiour mi: 
mſters, and doograunt licences foꝛ manv thynges, as to eate 
fleſhe vppon thoſe dates they go in Pilgrimage to they? Jdoles. 
with ſuche lyke pꝛuuleges. Finailye, this hygh pꝛieſt, wont 
to be choſen in China, fo2 his wildome and learnyng: made in 
Giapen , fozhis gentry and byꝛth: hath ſo large a Dominion, 
and reuenewes ſo great, that cftſones he beardeth che pety 
Ringes, and Puinces there.

They? ſeconde pꝛincipall Magiſtrate, in they: language 0, 
ische cheefe Herehaught, made by ſucceſſion and byꝛth, hono- 
redas a God, This gentleman neuer coucheth the grounde with 
his foote without fozfaptyng ok his office, he neuer goeth abzode 
out of his houſe, noꝛ is at all tymes to be ſeene. At home he is ey⸗ 
ther carried about in a lytter, oꝛ els he goeth in woodden Chop- 
pines a foote hygh from the grounde:commonly he litteth in his 

Chapꝛe with a ſwooꝛd in one ſpde, and a bowe and arrowes in 
the other, next his body he weareth blacke, his outwarde gar⸗ 
ment is redde, all ſhadowed ouer with Cipꝛeſſe, at his cap hang 
certayne Lambearx much lyke vnto a Biſhops Myter, his foze- 
head is paynte d whyte and red, he eateth his meate in earthen 
Diſhes. This Herehaught determineth in all Gia pan the diuers 
tytles of honour, whereof in that Jland is great plentie, eache 
one perticularly knowen by his badge, commonly ſcene in ſca⸗ 
lyng vp they letters, and dayly altered accoꝛdyng to thepꝛ de⸗ 
grees. About this Yo euery noble man hath his Soliciter, fo2 
che nation is ſo deſirous of pꝛayſe and honour, that they ſtryue a⸗ 
mong them lelues who may laybe hym beſt. By thele meanes 
the Herehaught groweth ſo ryche, that although he haue ney⸗ 
ther lande noꝛ any reuenewes otherwyſe, vet may he be accomp- 
ted the wealthyeſt man in al Giapan. Fox tinꝛee cauſes this great 
Magiſtrate map laoſe his office: firſt, ifhe touch the ground with 
his faote, as it hach been alreadie ſayd : next, if he kyl anye body: 
thyꝛdlye, yf he be founde an enemie vnto peace andqu:ctncile, 
howebeit neycher of theſe afozeſapde caules ts ſufficient to put 
bym to death. 

They chyꝛd cheefe officer is a Judge, his office is to take vp F 
to end matters in controuerſie, to determine of warres & peace, 
chat which he thynketh ryght, to punyſhe rebelles, wherein he 
may commaunde the noble men to aſſiſt hym vpon paine of foz- 
fettyng theyꝛ goodes: neuertheleſſe at all tymes he is not obey- 
ed,fox that many matters are ended rather by might and armes, 
than determined by law. Other contronerſies are decided either 
in the Tempozal Court, as it ſeemech good bnto the Hꝛinces, 


o2 in the Spiritual conſiſtoꝛie befoze the Tundi. 
Rebelles are executed in this maner , eſpecially pk they be 


noble men, oz officers, kyng, looke what dape he geueth 
a "I 10 * ſentence 
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ſentence agaynſt any one, the ſame day the partie, whereſoeuer 


he be, is aduertiled thereof, and the day tolde him ok his exetuti⸗ 


on. The condempned perſon aſ keth of che meſſenger where that 
it may be lawfull fo2 him to kyll him ſelfe:the which thing whan 
the kyng doeth graunt, the partie takyng it foz an honour, puts 
tech on his beſt apparel, and launcyng his body a croſſe from 


the bꝛeſt downe all che bellp,murdzech him ſelfe , This kpnde of 


death they take to be without infampy, ne doe their childꝛen, fo2 
they? fathers crime ſo puniſhed, loſe they? goods. But ifthe king 
reſerue them to be executed by the Hangman, chan flocketh hee 
togeather his childzen,” his ſeruantes, and friendes home to his 
houſe,to pꝛeſerue his lyfe by foꝛce. The kyng committeth the fet- 
chyng ofhim out vnto his chiefe Judge, who firſt ſettech vppon 
him with bow and arrowes, e afterward with pykes # \woozds, 
vntyll the rebell and all his family be llayne, to they2 perpetuall 
ignominie and ſhame. 

The Indyſhe unyters make mention of ſundꝛy great cities 
in this Jland, as Can goxima a Dauen towne inthe South parte 
therof,and Meaco diſtant from thence. 300 leagues noꝛchward, 
the royall ſcat of the kyng, and moſt wealthy of all other townes 
in that Nande. The people thereabout is very noble, and theyꝛ 
language the belt /aponishe . In Meacoare ſayde to be nienetie 
thouſande houſes inhabited and vpwarde,a famous Uniuerſitie, 
and in it fpue pꝛincipall Colledges, beſpdes cloſes and cloyſters 
of Bonzi, Leguixil, and Hamacata, that is, Pꝛieſtes, Monkes, and 
Nunnes. Other fyue no:able Untuerſicies there be in Giapan, 
namely, Ceia. Negru, Homi, Frenoi, and Bandu . The fyꝛſt 
foure haue in them at the leaſt, 500. ſchollers: in the fpft are 
many moe. Foz Bandu pꝛouinte is very great, and poſſeſſed by 
ſixe pꝛintes, fyue whereof are vaſſalles vnto the ſixt, yet he hun 
ſcife ſubiecte vnto the /aponisb kyng, vſually called the great king 
of Meaco: leſſer ſcholes there be many in diuers places of this 
Nande . And thus muche ſpecially concernyng this gloꝛious J. 
lande, among ſo many barbarous nations and rude regions, haue 
I geathered together in one ſumme, out ok ſundꝛy letters vnitten 


from thence into Furo ye, by no leſſe faithful repoꝛters tha famous 


traueplers, Foꝛ confirmation whereof, as alſo fo2 the knowledge 
of other thinges not contepned in the pꝛemiſſes, the curious rea- 
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ders may perule thele foure volumes of Jndiſhe matters wits 
ten long agoein Italian, and of late compendiouſly made latin, 
by Petrus Maffeius wi olde acquaynted friend, entitulyng the 
ſame, De rebus Iaponicis , One whole letter out of the fykt booke 
thereof,[pecially entreatvng of that countrey, haue J done into 
Englyſhe woꝛd foꝛ woꝛd, in ſuche wyſe as foloweth. 
Aloiſius Froes,to his companyoas in Ieſus Chriſt, 
that remayne in China and Indie. 

T ve laſt yeere, deare bzethzen, J wzote vnto pou from Firan- 

do, howe'Coſmus Turrianus had appoynted me to trauevle to 
Aſeaco, to help Gaſpar Vilela, fo; that there the harueſt was great, 
the labourers fewe, and that J ſhould haue foz my companpon in 
that iourney Aloiſus Almeida It ſeemeth now mp parte, hauing 
by the helpe of God ended lo long a voyage, ta ſigniſie vntopou 
by letter ſuche thinges ſpecially as J myght thinke vou woulde 
moſt delyght to knowe. And becaule at the begynnyng Almeida 
and J ſo parted the whole labour of wꝛytyng letters betwixt vs, 
that he ſhould ſpeake of our voyage, and ſuche thinges as happe⸗ 
ned therein, J ſhould make relation ofthe Meachians eſtate, and 
wyte what J could well learne of the Giapansamancrs and con: 
dittons: ſettyng aſpde all diſcourſes of our voyage, that whiche 
ſtandech me vppon J wil diſcharge in this Epiſtle, that you con⸗ 
ſideryng howe artiftciallp, how cunningly, vnder the pꝛetexte of 
religion that craftie aduerſary of mankynde, leadeth and dzaweth 
vnto perdition the Giaponish myndes, blynded with many ſuper⸗ 
ſtitions and cerimonies, may the mote pilie thts nation, 

The inhabiters of Giapan, as men that neuer had greatly to 
doe with other nations, in their Geography diuided che whole 
woꝛld into thꝛee partes, Giapan, Sian, and China. And albeit the 
Giapans recepued out of San, and China, their ſuperſtitions and 
cerimonies, pet doe they neuertheleſſe contemne all other nati⸗ 
ons in compariſon of them ſelues, æ ſtandyng in their owne con⸗ 
ceite doe far pꝛeferre them ſelues beloꝛe all other ſoztes of people 
in wiſedome and policie. 

Touching the ſituation of the countrey, & nature ofthe ſople, 
vnto the thinges efcſones erft wꝛitten, this one thing wil J adde 2 
in thele Nandes the ſommer to be moſt hot, the winter extreame 
colde. In the kyngdome of Can a, ag we call it, falleth ſo _ 

now, 
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ino, chat the houſes being buried in it, ö inhabiters keepe with- 
in doozes certaine monechs of the peere, hauing no way to come 


fooꝛth except they bꝛeake vp the tiles. N hirlewyndes moſt ve⸗ 
hement,Earthquakes lo common, that the Giapans dꝛeade ſuche 
kinde of feares litle oz nothing at all. The ccuntrey is full of ſis 
uer mines, otherwyſe barren, not ſo much by fault of nature, as 
though the flouthfulnes of the inhabiters: howebeit Oxen they 
keepe,t that foꝛ tillage ſake onelp, The ap2e is wholſome, þ wa⸗ 
ters good, the people very fap2e c well bodied: bare headed com» 
monly they go,p2ocfiring baldnes with ſoꝛow & teares, eftſoones 
rooting vp w pinſars al the hearẽ of their heads as it groweth, ex⸗ 
cept it be a litle behind, the which they knot and keepe with al dis 
ligence , Euen krom their chyldehood they weare daggers and 
ſwoozds,the which they ble to lap vnder their pillows whan they 
goe to bedde:in ſhew curteous and affable: in deede haughty and 
p20ude. They delight moſt in warlpke affapzes, and their grea⸗ 
teſt ſtudie is armes. Mennes apparell dyuerſly coloured, is 
woꝛne downe halle the legges, and to the elbowes: womens at⸗ 
tyꝛe made hanſomelp, lyke unto a vayle, is ſomewhat longer: 
all maner of dyſyng and theft they doe eſchue . The merchant, 
although he bee wealthie, is not accompted of. Gentlemen, be 
they neuer lo pooꝛe, retayne theyꝛ place: moſt pꝛecyſely they 
ſtande bppon thep2 honour and wooꝛthyneſſe, cerimonioully 
ſtrpuyng among them felues in curteſies and fayze ſpeaches. 
Wherein ik anp one happelp bee leſſe carefull than hee ould 
bee, euen fo2 a trifle many tymes hee getteth euyll will. Tant, 
though it trouble molt of them, ſo muche they doe deteſte, that 
pooꝛe men cruelly takyng pietie of thep2 tnfantes newly bozne, 
elpectally gyꝛles, doe many tymes with theyꝛ owne feete ſtran⸗ 
ole them. Noble men, and other lykewyſe of meaner calling, ge⸗ 
nerally haue but one wyfe a peece, by whotn although they haue 
iſſue, vet foꝛ a trifle they diuoꝛſe themſelues from their wiues, and 
the wiues alſo ſometimes from their huſ bands, to marry with o⸗ 
chers. After p ſeconde degree, coolins maytherꝛ lawfully marry, 
Adoption of other mens childꝛen is much vſed among them. In 
great townes moſt men and women can waice and reade. 

This nation feedeth ſparely, they? vſuall meate is ryſe and 
ſalattes, and neare the ſea ſpde fpſhe . Thep feaſt _ 
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| dther many tzmes, wherein they ble great dligence,eſpectally in 
dꝛinkyng one to an other, inſomuch that the better ſoꝛte, lraſt chey 
myght -rudelp commit lome fault therin, doe vſe to reade certaine 
bookes witten of dueties and cerimomes apperteynyng vato 
bankettes. To be delicate and fine, they put thep2 meat into their 
mouthes with licle fozkes, accompting it great rudenes to touch 
it wich they fingers : wynter and ſommer they dꝛynke water as 
hot as chey may poſſible abyde it. Theyꝛ houles are in daunger 
of fyꝛe, but finely made, and cleane, lapde all ouer with ſtraw pal⸗ 
lettes, wherebppon they doe both ſit in ſtecde of ſtooles, and lye 
in theyꝛ clothes, wich billets under theyꝛ heades. Foz feare of de⸗ 
filpng thele pallettes, they goe eycher barefoote within doozes, oꝛ 

weare ſtrawe pantofles on theyꝛ bulkynnes whan they come a⸗ 
bꝛoade, the which they laye aſpde at theyz returne home agayne. 

Gentlemen foꝛ the moſt parte doe paſle the nyght in banketting, 

muliĩke, and vayne dilcourſes, they ſleepe the day tyme. In Mea- 

co and Sacaio there is good ſtoꝛe of beddes, but they be bery litle, 
and may be compared vnto our pues. | 

In bꝛyngyng vp they? childzenthey ble woꝛdes onely to re: 
buke them, admoniſhyng as diligencly and aduiſedly boyes of {tr 
02 ſeuen peeres age, as though they were olde men. Chey are gt- 
uen very much to entertapne ſtrangers, of whom moſt curioully 
they loue to al ke euen in trifles what foꝛreyne nations doe, and 
theyꝛ faſhions. Suche argumentes and reaſons as be manifeſt, 
and are made playne with examples, doe greatly perſuade them. 
They deteſt all kynde ol theft, whoſoeuer is taken in that faulte 
may be ſlayne freely of any body. No publike pꝛiſons, no com⸗ 
mon gaples, no oꝛdinary Juſticers: pꝛiuately eche houſeholder 
hath the hearyng of matters at home in his owne houſe, and the 
puniſhyng of greater crymes that deſerue death without delaye. 
Thus vſually the people is kept in awe and feare. 

About foure hundzed peeres agoe (as in they? olde recoꝛdes 
we fynde ) all Gia pan was ſubiecte vnto one Emperor, whole ropall 
ſeate was Meaco, in the Giaponisbe language called Cubucama. 
But the nobilitie rebellyng agaynſt him, by litle and litle haue 
taken away the greateſt parte of his dominion, howbeit his title 
continually remayneth, and the reſidue in ſome relpect doe make 
great accompt ofhim ſtil,acknowledging him oz they) —_— 
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Thus the Empyze of Giapan, in tymes pat but one alone, is 
now diuided into ſixtie ſixe kyngdomes, the onely cauſe of ciuile 
warres continually in that Jland, to no ſmall hynderaunce ok che 
Goſpell, whileſt the kynges that dwell neare cogeather inuade 
one an other, eche one couetyng to make his 
Furthermoze in the citie Meaco is the pallace ofthe high pꝛieſt, 
whom that nation honotreth as a God, he hath in his houſe. 366.

' Tdolles,one whereofby courſe is every nyght ſet bp his ſyde foꝛ 


a watcheman. He is thought of the common people ſo holy, that 
it may not be lawfull foꝛ him to goe vppon the earth: if happely 
he doe ſet one foote to the grounde, he loolcth his office. He is not 
ſerued veryſumptuouſly,he is mapnteined by almes. The heads 
and beards ok his miniſters are ſhauen, they haue name Cangzes, 
and theyꝛ aucthozitie is great thzoughout all G iapan. The Cubu- 
cama bleth them foꝛ Embaſſadours to decide controuerſies be⸗ 
twixte pꝛinces, and to ende they2 warres, whereof they are wont 
to make very great gayne. It is now two peeres ſince, oꝛ there a⸗ 
bout, that one of them came to Bungo, to entreat of peace betwixt 
the kyng thereof, and the kyng of man gug go. This Agent fa⸗ 
touring the kyng of Bungo his cauſe moꝛe than the other, bꝛought 
to paſſe that the foꝛeſapde kyng of Bungo ſhould keepe two king⸗ 
domes, tl e which he had taken in warres from the king of Aman 
guz29.Cherefoze he had fo his rewarde of the kyng of Bungo 
aboue thirtie thouſande Ducattes. And thus farre heercok. 

JI come now to other ſuperſtitions and cer:monies, that pou 
map ſee, deare bꝛethꝛen, that whiche J layde in the beginnyng, 
howe ſutlye the deuyil hath deceyued the Giaponis he nation, and 
howe diligent and ready they be to obey and wpſhpp him. And 
ſirſt, all remembꝛance and knowledge not one!p of Chyilt our res 
decmer, but alſo of that one God the maker of ail thinges, is 
cleane extinguiſhed, x vttetly aboliſhed out of the Giapans hartes. 
Moꝛcouer they? ſuperſtitious ſectes are man, wheras it is laws 
full fo2 eche one to felow that which lyketh him beſt: but the pꝛin⸗ 
ripall ſectes are two. namely the Amid ani and X acaians. TA hers 
fore in this countrey ſhall you ſee many monaſkeryes, not onely 
of Bonzi men, but allo of Boni women diuerlly attyꝛed, fog 
ſome doe weare whyte under, and backe vpper garments, other 


goe apparclled in ache colour, & they? Idole hath name — 
| n 
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from cheſt the Amidanes differ very muche . Agapne the men 
Bonxii fo) the moſt parte dwell in ſumptuous houles, and haue 


great revenues . Thele felowes are chaſt by commaundement, 
marry they map not vnder payne of death. Jn the mydſt of they? 
Temple is erected an Aulter, whereon ſtandeth a wodden Idole 


of Amida, naked from the gyꝛdle vpwarde, with holes in his 


eares, after the maner of Italian Gentlewomen, ſittyng on a 


woodden role, goodly co beholve « They haue great libꝛaries, 


and halles fozthem all to dyne and ſuppe togeather, and belles 
wherewith they are certayne houres called to pꝛapers. In the 
euenyng the Superintendent gpueth eche one a theame foꝛ me⸗ 
ditation . After mydnyght befoze the Aulter in they? Temple 
thep doe ſay Mattens as it were out of X aca his laſt booke, 
one quier one verſe, the other quier an other , Carly in the 
moꝛnyng eche one gyueth him lelfe to meditation one houre: 
they ſhaue they? heades and beardes. Theyꝛ Coyſters be bery 
large, and within the pꝛecincte thereof, Chappelles of the Fo- 
toguiens, fo) by that name ſome of the Giapanis b Sainctes are 


called: theyꝛ holydayes peerely be very many . Poll of theſe 


Bon⁊ü be Gentlemen, fo2 that the Gi«ponish nobtlitte, charged 
wich many childzen, ble to make moſt of them Bonz4i, not be⸗ 
ing able to leaue fo? eche one a patrpmonp good ynough , The 
Bonziimolt couetouſly bent, know all the wayes howe to come 
by money . They ſell vnto the people many ſcroles of paper, 
by the helpe whereok the common people thinketh it ſelfe war⸗ 
ranted from all power of the deuplles . They bozowe lyke⸗ 
wyle money to bee repayde with great vſurp in an other wozld, 
gyuyng by Obligation vnto the lender an aſſuraunce thereof, 
— _— departyng out of this lyfe hee may carry wich him 
to hell. 

There is an other great companp ol ſuche as are called 7- 
nambuxu, wich curlde and ſtaryng heare . They make pꝛofeſſion 
to fynde out agayne thinges either loſt oz ſtolen, alter this ſoꝛte. 


They ſet befoze them a chylde, whom the deupll inuadeth, cal⸗ 


led vp thither by charmes:ofchat chylde than doe they al ke that 
which they are deſirous to know. N 
T hele mens pꝛapers both good and bad are thought greatly 
to ꝑʒeuaple, inſomuch that both their bleſlinges and they; curles,

chey ſell vnto the people. The Nouices of this oꝛder, befoze 


chey be admitted, goe togeather two oz chꝛee choulande ina com⸗ 


panp, vp a certapne high mountayne to do pennance there, chꝛee · 
fcoze dayes voluntarily puniſhyng chem lelues . In this tyme 
the deuyl ſheweth him lelfe vnto them in ſundzy ſhapes: and they, 
lpke young graduates, admitted as it were felowes into ſome 


certayne company, are ſet foozth with whyte tallelles hanging 


about theyꝛ neckes, and blacke Bonettes that ſcarſely couer 
any moze than the crowne ofthey2 heades . Thus attyzed they 
range abꝛode in all Giapan, to ſet out them ſelues and their cun⸗ 
nyng toſale, eche one beatyng his baſen hee carryeth alwayes 
about with him, to gyue notice of theyꝛ commyng in all townes 
where they paſſe. 

There is alſo an other ſozte called Genguit, that make pꝛo⸗ 
feſſton to ſhewe by ſouthlaying where ſtolen chinges are, and 
who were the theeues. Theſe dwel in the toppe of an high moun⸗ 
tayne, blacke in face foꝛ the continuall heate of the ſunne, fo2 the 
colde, wyndes, and raynes they doe continually endure , They 
marry but in they2 owne tribe and lyne:the repoꝛte goeth that 
they bee hozned beaſtes , They clyme vp moſt hygh rockcs 
and hylles, and goe ouer berp great rpucrs by the onely arte 
of the deuyll, who to bꝛyng thoſe wꝛetches the moꝛe into errour, 
byddech them to goe vp a certapne hygh mountayne, where 
they ſtande myſerably gazing and earneftly lookyng fo2 him 
as long as the deuyll appopnteth them. At the length at noonc⸗ 
tyde,o2 in the euenyng, commeth that deuil, whom they call Ami- 
da, among them to ſhewe him ſelfe vnto them:this ſhew bꝛeedeth 
in the bzaynes and hartes of men ſuche a kynde of ſuperſtition, 
that it can by no meanes be rooted out of them afterwarde. 

The deuyll was wont allo in an other mountaine to ſhewe him 
ſelfe vnto the Giaponish nation. Who ſo was mote deſtrous than 
other, to go to heauen and to enioy Paradyſe, thyther went he co 
ſee that ſyght, and hauyng ſcene the deupll,folowed. hym, ſo by 
the deuyll perſuaded, into a denne vntyll hee came to a deepe 
pytte . Into this pytte the deuyll was wont to leape, to take 
with him his woꝛſhypper whom he there murdꝛed. This deceit 
was thus percepued . An olde man blynded with this ſupcrtfict- 
on, was by his ſonne diſſuaded from thence, but all in vapne.

: Wherefozehis ſonne folowed him p2iuely into that denne with 
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bis bowe and arrowes, where the deuyll gallantly appeared vn⸗ 
to him in the ſhape ofa man.Thileſt the olde man falleth downe 
to woꝛſhyp the deuyll, his ſonne ſpeedily ſhootyng an arrow at 
the ſpirite ſo appearyng, ſtroke a Foxe in ſteede ofa man, ſo ſo⸗ 
deynly was chat ſhape altered. This old man his ſonne trackyng 
the Foxe ſo runnyng away, came to that pit wherof I ſpake, and 
in the bottome thereof he funde many bones of dead men, decey⸗ 
ued by the deupll after that ſozte in tyme paſt. Thus veliucred hee 
his father from pꝛeſent death, aud all other from ſo peſtuent an 
opinion. 

There is furthermoze a place bearpng name Coia,very famous 
fo2 the multitude of Abbeyes the Zon⁊ i haue therin. The begin⸗ 
ner and founder whereok is thought to be one Combendaxis a ſut⸗ 
tle craftie felowe, that gotte che name of holyneſſe by cunnyng 
ſpeache, although the lawes and oꝛdinances he made were altos 
geather deuiliſhe: he is ſayde to haue founde out the Giapanishe 
letters vſed at this day. In his later peeres this Sim luttle burys 
ed him ſelfe in a foureſquare graue, foure cubites deepe, ſeuerelp 
foꝛbyddyng it to be opened, foꝛ that than he dyed not, but reſted 
his bodp, wearyed with continuall buſineſſe, vntyll many thous 
ſande thoulandes ok peeres were paſſed, after the whiche tyme a 
great learned man named Miro⁊u ſhould come into Giapan, and 
than would he ryſe vp out of his graue agayne. About his tumbe 
many lampes are lyghted, ſent thpther out of dyuers pꝛouinces, 
fo that the people is perſuaded, that wholoeuer is liberall and 
beneliciall towardes the beautifping of chat monument, ſhall not 
onelp encreaſe in wealth in this woꝛlde, but in the lyfe to come be 
ſafe though Combendaxis helpe. Suche as gpue them lelues to 
woꝛſhip him, liue in thoſe Monaſteries oꝛ Abbayes, wich ſhauen 
heads, as though chey had fozſakeu all ſecular matters, wheras in 
deede they wallow in all ſoꝛtes of wickedneſſe and luſt. In cheſe 
houles, che which are many (as J ſayde) in munber, doe remaine 
6000. Bonz4i,02 thereabout, beſydes the multitude ok laye men: 
Women be reſtrapned from thence vppon payne of death , An 
orher company of 3on>iidwelleth at Fatonochaizi . They teache 
a great multitude of childꝛen all crickes and lleightes of guple 
and theft:whom they doe fpnde to be of great cowarvueſle, * 
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Giapan. 
doe they inſtruct in all che petigrues of pꝛinces, and faſhions of 
the nobilitie,in chiualry,# eloquence,and ſo ſend them abode ins 
to other p2ouinces,atty2ed lyke young pꝛinces, to this ende, chat 
faynyng them ſelues to be nobly bozne, they may with great 
ſummes ol monep, boꝛowed under the colour and pꝛetence of no⸗ 
bilitie, returne agayne , Wherefoze this place is ſo infamous 
in all Giapan, that if any ſchollar of that ozder bee happelp taken 
abꝛode, hee incontinentlp dyeth foy it. Neuercheleſle theſe cow 
ſpners leaue not daylp to bſe they wonted wickedneſle and 
knauery, 

Noth from Ciapan, thee hundꝛed leagues out of Meaco,lp- 
eth a great countrep of ſauage men, clothed in beaſtes ſkynnes, 
rough bodyed, with huge beardes, and monſtruous muchaches, 
the which they hold vp wich litle fozkes as they dzynke , Thele 
people are great dꝛinkers of wpne, fierce in warres, and much 
fearcd ofthe Giapans : bepng hurte in light, thep waſhe they 
woundes with ſalte water, other ſurgery haue they none. In 
they: bꝛeſtes they are ſayde to carry lookyng glaſſes: their ſ woz» 
des they tye to they} heades, in ſuche wpſe, that the handle doe 
reſt vppon their ſhoulders , Seruice and cerimonies haue they 
none at all, onely they are wont to woozſhyppe heauen To 
A quita,A great towne in that Giaponishe kyngdome, we call Ge- 
uano, thep muche reſozt foꝛ merchandple, and the 4quitaves ipke- 
wyle doe traueyle into theyꝛ countrey, howebeit not often, fo2 
that there many of them are ſlayne by the tnhabiters. 


Muche moꝛe concernpng this matter J had towppte, but to The Siapo⸗ 
auoyde tediouſneſſe, J will come to ſpeake of the Giapans may: nid Funerals, 


neſſe agayne, who molt deſirous of vayne gloꝛy, doe chynke 
than ſpeciallp to geat immoꝛtall fame, whan they pꝛocure them 
ſelues to bee moſt ſumptuoully and ſolempnely burped, theyꝛ 
buryalles and oblequies inthe citie Meaco, are done after this 
maner, About ane houre befoze the dead body be bought fooꝛth, 
a great multitude of his friendes,apparelled in theyz belt arap,go 
befoze vnto the fpze, with them goe chep2 kynſwomen,and ſuch 
as bee of they2 acquayntaunce, clothed in whyte (foꝛ that is the 
mournyng colour there) with a chaungeable coloured vayle on 
they? heades , Eche woman hach-with her alſo, accoꝛdyng 
to her abilitie, all her a in whpte lille mac-

hanging downe his head, and holding his. handegtogeacher lye 
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cado: the better ſoꝛte and wealthrer women goe in litters of Ce. 
ear ;artificially wought,and richly dꝛeſſed . In the ſeconde place 
marcheth a great company of footemen ſumptuoully apparelled, 
Than a far of commeth one of theſe Bon ii, maiſter of the cerimo⸗ 
nies foꝛ that ſuperſtition, bꝛauely clad in ſilkes & golde, in a large 
e high lytter excellently wel wzought, accompanied with. 30. o⸗ 
ther Bon ⁊ii, q thercabout, wearing hattes, linnen albes, and fpne 
blacke vpper garments. Than attired in aſhe colour (foꝛ this cos 


{our alſo is mourning) with a long toꝛch of pineaple, ſheweth the - 


dead body the wap vnto the fyze, leaſt it either tumble, oz igno⸗ 
rantlp goe out of the wap. TUelneare.200. Bong i folow him ſin⸗ 
ging the name of that deuill the which the partie deceaſſed chicflp 
did woozſhip by his life tynie, and therwithall a very great baſen 
is beaten, euen to the place of ſite.in ſteed ofa bel. Than folow two 
great paper baſkets hanged open at ſtaues endes, full of paper 
roſes dtuerfly coloured:ſuch as beare them, doe march but ſlow⸗ 
Ix, ſhaking euer now & than their ſtaues, that the afozeſaid ſtoures 
map fall downe by litie & litle, as it were dꝛoppes of rapne, and 


"be whirled about with the wynd. This ſhoure lay they is an argu⸗ 


ment that the ſoule of the dead man is gone to Paradyſe. Atcer 
all this, eight beardles Bon ii oꝛderly two and two dꝛagge after 
them on che ground long ſpeares, the pointes backewarde, with 
flagges of one cubite a peece;wherin the name alſo of that Jdole 
is mitten: C ban be there carried ten Lanternes trimmed with 
the foꝛmer inſcription, ouercaſt with a line vayle, and candelles 
burning in them. Belides this, two young men clothed in aſhe co⸗ 
lour, beare pineaple toꝛches, not lighted, ot the foote length, the 


- which toꝛthes ſerue to kidle the kyꝛe verein che dead coꝛpes is 
to be bin nt. In che lame colour toiommeup other that weare on 


che crownes of their heades fayꝛe. litle, ceeſquarc, blacke lethꝛen 
caps, tied faſt under their china (to y is honoꝛable amõgſt thein) 
with papers on their heads, wherin the name of p deuyll, IA ipake 


ot, is witten. And ta make it the moꝛe ſolempne, aſtercomuicth 
àman with a table one cubite long ene foote bꝛoad, couereb wich

ketters the afoꝛeſa name. At the length by feure men is bꝛonght 


fooꝛth the coꝛpes ſitting in a goꝛgeous liter, clathed in whyte,

int chat pꝛayed: fothe reſt ol his axparell may peu adde anby⸗ 
per gowne of paper, witten ul of that booke the which his God 
Is ard ta hene made, whan he liued in the woꝛld, by whole helpe 
and inerites tamnionip they doe thinke to bee ſaued . The dead 
man his cheldꝛen come next alter hum molt gallantly (et kooꝛch, 
the vogel wherofcarrieth lykewyſea pineaple toch to Kpudle 
tue ye. Lac ct ail folowetha great number of people in ſuche 
ca:mes ag I crit ſpalte ot. je. 
Tyan ED ate al come to the place appointed fo: the obſequie, 
all the Bong with tle whole multitude, ſoꝛ the ſpace of one hour, 
beating pannes e baſens with great clamoꝛs, cal vpon the name 
of that deuill, the which being ended, the obſe quie is done in this 
maner. In the midſt of a great quadzangle, rayled abaut, hanged 
with courſe lynnen, and agreeably vnto the foure partes of the 
woꝛld, made wich foure gates to goe in and out at, is digged a 
hole: in the hole is layde gaod ſtode of wood, whereon is rayſed 
gallamly a waued raofe, - befoze that ſtande two tables furniſhed 
with diners kyndes of meates, eſpecially dꝛy figges, Pomegras 
nates,andtartes good ſtoꝛe, but neyther fyſhe no2 fleſhe:vpon one 
of them ſtandeth alſo a chaffre with coles, and in it [weete wood 
to make perfiunes.Ulhan all this is reapp,the coꝛde wherewith 
the lytter was carried, is thzowen by a long rope into the fie: as 
many as are pꝛeſent ſtryue to take the rope in their handes, bling 
theyꝛ afoꝛeſayd clamoꝛs, which done, they goe in pꝛoceſſion as it 
were rounde about the quadꝛangle thꝛyſe. Than ſetting the lytter 
on the wood buplte vp ready fo2 the fpze , that Bong ius wha 
than is maiſter ofthe cerimonies, ſayeth a verſe; that: uo hadis 
there underſtandeth, whyꝛlyng chꝛyſe about over his head a 
toꝛche lyghted, ta ſigniſie thereby that the ſoule ofthe dead man 
had neyther any begynnyng, ne ſhall haue at any tyme an 
ende, and thzowech away the coxche , Two of the dead 
man his childzen, oz of his neare kynne, take it vn agayne, 
and ſtandyng one at the Eaſſ ſyde of the lytter, the other at the 
Meſt, doe fo2 honour and reverence, reache it to cche os 
ther thzple ouer the dead coꝛpes, and ſo caſt it into the pple of 
wood: by and by they thꝛowe in oyle, ſweete wood, and other 
pertumes,accozdpngly as chey haue plentie,and ſo wich 4, great 
flame bꝛyng the cozpes to alhes : his chyldzen in the meane

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puctpng Twertt woop into the Chaffurat the table, wich 
— — and religidully woozthyp their father as 


à Dainct : which being done, che Bon ü are payde eche one in 


dis degree. The matlter ol the cerimontes hath foꝛ his part fyue 
dutates, ſometimes ten, ſometimes.xx. the reſt haue ten Julies a 
prece, ox els a certayne number of other pꝛeſentes called Caxe. 

The meate that was ozdepned, as ſoone as the dead cozpes 
friendes and all the Bon x are gone, is leftfo ſuch as ſerued at 
the obſequie, fdꝛ the pooze,and impotent lazares, 

The nett dap returne to the place of obſequie the dead man 
his chilvzen, his kpnread, and friendes, who geatheryng vp his 
althes, bones, and teeth, doe put them in a gylded potte, and ſa 
tarry them home, to be ſet vp in che ſame pot couered with cloth, 
in the mydſt of chey houſes . Many Pon ⁊ii returne lykewiſe 
to thele pꝛiuate fimeralles, and ſo doe they agayne the ſeuenth 
day . chan tarry they out the aſches to bee burped in a place ape 
bopnted, laying therevppon a foureſquare ſtone , wherein is 
wꝛitten in great letters, dꝛawen all che length of the ſtone ouer, 
the name of that deuyll the which che dead man wooꝛchypped by 
his lyfe tyme . Euery day afterwarde his childꝛen reſoꝛte vnto 
that graue; wich roles and warme water, that the deade coppes 
chirſt not. No} the ſeuenth dap onely, but the ſeuenth moneth, 
and peere, within thep) dwne houſes they renne this obſcquie, 
to no ſmaſl commodities and gayne of che Bon zii: great ryche 
men doe ſpende in theſe theyz funeralles. 3000. ducates, oꝛ there 
about, the meaner ſozte two oz the hundꝛed. Suche as fox 
þvitertio be ndt able to go to that charges, are in the nyght time, 
barkelong without all pompe i ceremomes,buryed in a dunghil. 
They haue an other kynde of burtalf; elpecially neare the 
fea ſyde, fo2 them chat bee not pet deade , Thele felowes 
are ſuch, as hauyng religiouſly with much deudtion woꝛſhipped 
Amida, nuwdeſirdus to ſee him, doe flape them ſelues. And 


lit they go tertaine dayes begging almes the which they tlnuſt 


into they ſleeues, than pꝛeache they in publyke a ſermon vnto 
the people, declaring what they mynd to doe, with the great good 
ykyng of all ſuche as doe heare them: fo2 euery body wondꝛeth 
a «uy akpnd of Wb Chan ta take they hookes to cut downe 
bas 
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bꝛpers and thoꝛnes that myght hinder them in they) way to heas 
uen, and ſo imbarke them ſelues in a newe beſſell, tying great 
Nones about their neckes, armes, loynes, thighes, and feete:thug 
they launchyng out into the mapne ſea, be eyther dꝛowned there, 
theyꝛ ſhyppe bouged foz that purpoſe, oꝛ els doe caſt them ſelues 
ouer booꝛde headlong into the ſea . The emptie barke is out 
of hande ſet a fp2e,fo2 honour ſake,by they? friendes that folowe 
them in an other boate of their owne, thynkyng it blaſphemte 
that any moꝛtal creature ſhould afterward once touche the barke 
that had been ſo religioully halowed, 

Truely whan we went to Meaco,eyght dayes befoze we came 
to the Ille of Hiu, at Fore towne, ſixe men and two women ſo dy⸗ 
ed. To all ſuche as dye ſo, the people erecteth a Chappell, and to 
eche of them a pyllar and a pole made of pinaple, fo a perpetu⸗ 
all monument: hangyng vp many ſhzeddes of paper in ſtickes 
all the roofe ouer, with many verſes ſet downe in the walles, in 
commendation of that bleſſed company , Mherefoꝛe vnto this 
place both dap and nyght many come very ſuperſtictouſly in pyl⸗ 
grimage. It happened euen then as 4loiſus Almeida I went 
to Chꝛiſten a chyld, we trauepled chat way, at what time foure oꝛ 
five olde women came foozth out of the afoꝛelaide Chappel with 
beades in they2 handes (fox in thts pointe allo the deupll counters 
fapteth Chꝛiſtianitie) who partly ſcozned at vs fox folly, partly 
frowned and taunted at our ſmall deuotion, fo2 paſſing by that 
holy monument, without any reuerence oꝛ woozſhyp done there: 
vnto at all, 2 | 

It remapneth nowe we ſpeake two oz thiee wooꝛdes of thoſe 
Sermons the Bonzi are wont to make, not ſo many as ours in 
number, but aſſuredly bery wel pꝛouided foꝛ. The Pulpit is erec⸗ 
ted in a great Temple with a ſilke Canapie ouer it, therein ſtan⸗ 
deth a coſtly ſcate,befoze the ſeate a table with a bel a booke. At 
the houre of ſermon, eche ſecte of the Giapans reſozteth to they} 
owne doctoꝛs in diuers Temples, Up gocth the doctoꝛ into the 
Pulpit, and beyng ſet downe, after that he hath Loꝛdlyke looked 
him about, ſigniſieth ſilence with his bell, and ſoreadech a fewe 
wooꝛdes out of that booke we ſpake of, the which he expoundeth 
afterwarde moze at large. Thele pꝛeachers be fo2 the moſt parte 
eloquent, and apte to dzawe with their ſpeach the myndes of their

hearers , Mherefoꝛe to this ende chiefly, ſuche is they? greedy⸗ 
neſſe, tendeth all theyꝛ talke, that the people be bzought vnder the 
colour of godlineſſe to enryche theyꝛ monaſteries, pzomyſing to 
eche one fo much the moꝛe happineſſe in the lyfe to come, howe 
much the greater coſtes # charges they be at in church matters & 
ohſequies: notwithſtanding this multitude of ſuperſtitious ſects 
and companyes,an the diuerſities therof amongſt them ſelues: 
yet in this pꝛincipally all theyꝛ ſuperintendentes doe traueyle, (0 
to perſuade thep2 Nouices in their owne tales and lyes, that they 
thinke nothing cls truech,nothing els ſure to come by euerlaſting 
ſaluation, nothing els wooꝛth the hearyng. Whervnto they adde 
other ſubtilties, as in goiug, grauitie: in countenance, apparel, 
and in all other outward ſhewe, comelyneſſe. Mherby the G14- 
panes myndes are ſo nouſled in wicked opinions, and doe con- 
cepue thereby ſuch cruſt and hope of euerlaſting ſaluation, that 
not onely at home, but alſo abzode in euery coꝛner of the towne, 
continually almoſt c<cp runne ouer their beades, humbly aſking 
of Amida and X aca Wealth, honour, good health, and euerlaſtyng 
ioyes. Thus than, deare bꝛethꝛen, may you thinke howe greatly 
they neede the helpe of God, that eyther doe bꝛing the Goſpel in⸗ 
to this countrey, oꝛ receiuing it bꝛought vnto them, do koꝛſake J⸗ 
dolatry, ⁊ topne them ſelues with Chziſt, being aſſalced by ſo mas 
ny ſnares ok the deuil, troubled with che daply diſſuaſions of their 
Bon ⁊ii, and finally lo iniuriouſſp, ſo hardely, ſo ſharpely vcred of 
their kindꝛead and friendes, that except the grace of God obtep⸗ 
ned by the ſacrifices and pꝛayers ofthe Catholike church do help 
vs, it can not be choſen, but that the favth and conſtancie of many, 
if not of all, in theſe firſt beginninges of our churches, will great- 
ly be put in ieopardie. So much the moꝛe it ſtandech you bppon, 
that ſo earneſtly long foꝛ the health of ſoules, to commende ſpeci⸗ 
ally theſe Giaponish flockes vnto our Loꝛde. 
Qee came to Sacaio, the. xxbiii. of Janttary . Aloy- 
Js Almeida firſt foꝛ buſineſſe, but afcexwarde let by ſickenelle, 
ſtaycd there ſome whyle, but J parting the next day from thence, 
came thirtiene leagues of, ts Meaco the laſt of January, Df mp 
conmync all the Chziſtians tooke great comfozt, but ſpecially 
Gaſper Vilela,wya tn ſir yceres had ſcene none of our company at 
Meaco : his peeres are not yet fourtie, but his grap heares ſhewe 
152 him 
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him to bee ſeuentie, ſo behemently is his litle body afflicted and 
wanne with extreme colde. He ſpeaketh Giapanis h ſa I kilfully af; 
ter the phꝛaſe of Meaco (the which fo2 the renowne of this peo⸗ 
ple, and ropall ſeat of the kyng is beſt accompted ol) that he doth 
both conleſſe e pꝛeach in that language. Certayne godly bookes 
aiſo he hath done into that ſpeach, nat omitting to tranſlate other 
as lealure ſuffreth him. To make an end, our Loꝛd foꝛ his good⸗ 
ueſſe vouchſafe to pꝛeſerue vs all continually, and to giue bs ayde 
both ryghtly to interpꝛete his wil, and well to do the ſame. From

The goner- kyng had ſo great reuenues when Egypt was gouerned of ſo 
reuenues ofthe {ewe and ſo negtigently, what myght it then be woozth to the 
Nomanes. Nomanes, by whom it was gouerned with great diligence, and 
An Audi hep} trade of merchandies greatly increaſed by the traffike of 
The gulfe of Trog loditica and India: wheras in tyme paſt there coulde hard- 
Arabia. ly be founde. xx. ſhyppes togeather that durſt enter into the qulfe 
of Arabie, oꝛ ſhewe they) pꝛoweſſe without the mouth of the ſane.

By theſe wooꝛdes it doeth appeare, that in olde tyme the ſaid 
nauigation by the way ofthe red ſea, was wel knowen, + muche | 
frequented, x perhaps moze then it is at this pꝛeſent: Inſomuch e 37 — 
that the ancient kynges of Egypt, conſpderyng the great pꝛolite of Egypt had 
of the cuſtomes they had hy the biages ofthe red ſea, and wplling *? teimes. 
to make the ſane moꝛe eaſie # commodious, attempted to make 
a foſſe o2 chanel, which ſhould begin in the laſt part of the ſaid ſca, 
where was a citie named 4 ſinoe ( which perhappes is that that _ 
is nowe called Sue) and ſhoulde haue reached to a bzanch ofthe cerpwtcs ohe 
river of Nilas, named Peluſio, whiche emptieth it ſelfe in our ſea kings of Egypt 
towarde the Eaſt, about the citie of Damiata. They determined — 1. 
alſo to make thꝛee cauſeys oꝛ hygh wayes by land, which ſyzulde Veiuſts, 
paſſe from the ſayd bꝛanch to the citie of Ar/nve: but they founde 
this too difficult to bꝛyng to paſſe. In ſine, king Trolo neus ſurna⸗ 
named Philadelp hug, oꝛdeyned another wap, as to ſayle vppon 
Nilus, agaynſt the courſe of the riuer, vnto the citie ok Cofto, Nilns. 
and from thence to paſſe by a delart countrey, vntyl they come a⸗ copto. 
boue the red ſea, to a citie named Berenice, oz Mioſormo , where 23erenic 
they imbarked al their merchandiſe and wares fox / ndia, Fthiope, 
and Arabie, as appeareth by the wꝛvtyng firſt of Stabo (who 
wypteth that he was in Egypt) and then by 7linie, who was in 
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Ananigable che tyme of Domitian. Strabo alſo, ſpeaking of the (aide folſe ox 
— . trenche whiche was made towarde the redde ſea, wppteth thus, 
theredſea There is a trenche that goeth towarde the red ſea , & the gulfe of 
Lacks «mari. Arabie, and to the citie of Arſinoe , whiche ſome call Cleopatrida, 
and pallech by the lakes named Amari (that is) bytter , becauſe 
in deede they were kyꝛſte bytter: but after that this trenche was 
made, and che ryuer entred in, they became ſweete, and are at 
this pꝛeſent ful ot foules of che water, by rꝛaſan of their plealant⸗ 
neſſe. This trenche wis fyꝛſte begunne by king Se /o / tre, befoꝛe 
the battaile of Troy. Some ſap that it was begunne by king 
Ning Pſammi- Tſammiticus, while he was a childe, and that by reaſon of his 
neus. death it was left imperfect: alſo , that afterwarde, king Darius 
Ang Darius. ſucceeded in the ſame enterpꝛiſe, who woulde haue finiſhed it, but 
pet bꝛought it not to the ende, becauſe he was enfourmed that the 
redde ſea was higher then Egypt, and that if this lande ( diui⸗ 
ding both the ſeas) were opened, all Egypt ſhoulde be dꝛow⸗ 
_—_ Ptolo# ned thereby. Ring Prolomeus woulde in deede haue finiſhed it, 
5 but pet leſt it ſhut at che head, that he myght, when he woulde , 
ſayle to the other ſea, and returne without peryll. Pere is the citie 
of Arſinoe, and neare vnto that, the citie called Heroum, in the bt⸗ 
termoſt parte ofthe gulfe of Arabie, to warde Egypt, with many 
pozꝛtes and habitations. Pinie likewile, ſpeaking of this trenche,

The firſte that attempted this thing, was 
Seſoſtre king of Egypt, c after him Darius king of the Perſians, 
whom ®Ptolomens folowed , who made a trenche a hundꝛed 
The largeneſle foote large, and chirtie foote deepe, being. CCC, miles in 
andlength of length, bntothe lakes named Amari, and durſt pꝛoceede nofitrs 
the trencge. ther fo feare of inundation, hauing knowledge that the red ſea 
was higher by thꝛee cubites then all the countrey of Egypt. 
Other lap that this was not the caule: but, that he doubted 
that pf he ſhoulde haue let the ſea come any further, all the was 
ter of Nilus ſhoulde haue been thereby coꝛrupted, whiche onely 
miniſtreth dzynke to all Egypt.

res map ob uigation be imagined ſo conmodious and pꝛoſitable to all Chyi- 
tapne true ſtendom as this way might be, if by this votage ſhould be found 
gn. open to India, to come to the rych countrey of Cath«y, whiche 
Cathay diſco» was diſcouered nowe two hundꝛed peeres ſince by Marcus Pau- 
cus anl. lar . Then takyng the globe in his hande, he made demon⸗ 
ftration that this voyage ſhoulde bee very ſhozte, in reſpect of 
that which the Poꝛtugales nowe folowe., and allo of that which 
the Spanyardes may attempt, to the Jlandes of Molucca. 
Checitieor De declared furthermoze, that the citie of L«byke, beyng ryche

this is certaine, that the Bobemians,Croatians,Sclauons,F Moſco- 
uites, agree in language, as we perceiued by thinterpzecours whi⸗ 
che your maieſtie had chen in pour courte. Foꝛ whereas the 
ſayd interpꝛetours were bozne among the Croatiaus t Sclauons, 
and none of them had euer been in Moſcouia, oꝛ betote that 
tyme had any conuerlation wich them, vet dyd they well vn⸗ 
derſtande the ambaſſadours woozdes . There are in A- 
uia, wooddes of exceedyng byggeneſſe, in the whiche blacke 
woolues and whyte beares are hunted. The caule whereof 
map bee thextreme colde of che Nozth, whiche doth greatly 
alter the complextions of beaſtes, and is the mother of white: 
neſſe, as the Philoſophers affirme, They haue alſo great plentie 
of Bees, wherby they haue ſuch abundaunce of hony and ware, 
that it is wich them of male pꝛice.

of bloſſonies of trees ſyꝛyngyng betoze the leaues oꝛ fruite, as Bloſſomes of 
the ly ghter and thynner matter kyꝛſt dzawne out with the laweſt . 
and leaſt degree of heate: as the lyke is ſeene in the arte of an example of 
ſtpllyng, whereby all chpane and ſyght moyſtures are pk ape 
ted vp by the kyꝛſt degree of the fp2e : and theheaupeſt and thyc- ; 
keſt moyſtures are dꝛawne out wich moꝛe vehement fyꝛe. As we 
may therefoze in this caſe compare the generation of floures to The generati⸗ 
the heat of Map, the generation of gummes to the heat of June, de — — 
and ſpyces to the heate of July: Euen ſo, in ſuche colde regions beate. 
whoſe ſnmmer agreeth rather with the temperate heate moy⸗ 
ſture of Pap, then with thextreme heate ofthe other monethes, 
that heate is mote apte to bꝛing fooꝛth aboundance of floures, as 
thinges cauſed by moderate heate, as playnly appeareth by their 
taſt and ſauour, in which is no ſharpe qualitie of heate, ether by⸗ 
ting the tongue, oꝛ olfendyng the head, as is in ſpices, gums, and 
fruites ofhocte regions. And as in colde and playne regions, mo⸗ 
derate heate, with aboundance of molſture, are cauſes or che gene» and dre 
ration of flaures (as J haue lapde) ſo lykewyſe the length of the nyghres. 
dayes and ſhoꝛtneſſe and warmeneſſe of the nyghtes in ſommer 
ſeaſon, in ſuch colde regions, is a great helpe heercvnto. Carda⸗ Biambl 
nus wꝛiteth in his booke De Plantis,that bꝛamble a fearne growe fearne, oY 
not but in colde regions, as daeth wheate in temperate regions: 
and that ſpices and hot ſeedes, can not growe in colde regions, Sppe 
fozalinuch as beyng of thynne ſubſtaunce, they ſhould ſoone bee PREY 
moztifted x extinct by exceſline colde. Fo (as he ſapeth) nothing 
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can concocte, rype, and attenuate the ſubſtance of fruites withont 
the helpe of ayꝛe, agreeable to the natures of ſuch thinges as are 

bꝛought fooꝛth in the ſame, although it may doe this in rootes. 

— ſauourvf But in maner all floures are of ſweete lauour, foꝛalmuch as the 
8 moyſture that is in them, being thynne and but litle, is by meane 
heate ſoone and eaſily concocte oꝛ made rype. Suche allo as are

Yet intend J 
not to compꝛehende all that may be ſayde in this matter, but on⸗ 
ly rehearſe ſuche reaſous and ſimilitudes as are moſt apparent 
and ealie to be vnderſtoode. 

In ſuch regions therefoꝛe, as are extended from the burnt lyne 
oꝛ Equinoctzall cowarde the Moꝛth, as much as the ſunne ryleth 
higher ouer them, ſo much are they the moꝛe burnt with heat, as 
Atteica, bycauſe it ryſeth higheſt ouer them, as they are neareſt to 
the Equinocttal : + tarping with them lo much the ſhoꝛter tyine, 
cauſeth ſhoꝛter dayes, with longer & colder nyghtes, to reſtoꝛe the 
domage of the day paſt, by realon of che moiſlure conſumed by 
vapour. But tn ſuch regions ouer the which the ſun ryſeth lower 
(as in Sarmatia) it remapneth there the longer in the day, and 


warme nyghis cauſeth ſo much the ſhoꝛter and warmer nyghtes, as retepnyng

warme vapours ofthe day paſt, which vapours helpe the woozke 
of the day. J ſpeake as J haue founde by experience, ſapth . a- 
lie. ſis: Foꝛ J haue felte the ſommer nyghtes ſcarſcly tollerable 
foꝛ heate in Gothlande, whereas J felte them colde in Rome, 
This benefite of the increaſe of the day doeth augment ſo much 
the mo2e in colde regions, as they are nearer the poles: and 
ceaſeth 
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ceaſeth not vntyll it come directly ouer the center oz poynte of 
the ares 02 arceltree of the wozlde, where the ſunne beyng, at the One day of vi. 
hygheſt in ſommer, is eleuate abort, rxtiit.degrees:; In which re- mounethes. 
gions, one continuall dap conſiſteth of. bi. monethes from the 
ſpꝛyng tyme, by the ſtandyng of the ſunne (called Solſlitium) in 
the ligne of Cancer, to Autumne . The Sunne therkoꝛe, with⸗ Nowe te cms 
out any offence ofthe nyght, gyueth his influence vppon thoſe mer 19 mereas 
landes wich heate that neuer ceaſeth duryng that tyme, which — w_ 
maketh to the great increaſe of ſommer, by reaſon of continu⸗ 
aunce. lee haue now therefore thought good to geather, by 
a certayne coniecture, howe greatly we thynke the lommer to 
be increaſed heereby. 
e haue betoꝛe declared howe hygh the ſunne is eleuate ouer 
the regions that are vnder the poles at the ſtaye orthe ſunne: And 
ſo many partes is it eleuate in Rome at the ſtaye of the ſunne in Frome. 
wynter (that is) at the ſhoꝛteſt day inthe peere. But here, in the 
myd wynter, the ſunne at naonetyde is benefcia!!, and bꝛyngeth 
fooꝛth floures, Noſes, and Jelefloures. J have geathered ſome in 
winter in the moneth of Oecember, not pꝛocured at home by hu⸗ 
mane arte, but growyng in open Gardens in maner in euerp bed 
vnder the bare heauen, bꝛought fooꝛth only by the ſunne . But * 
this benignitie of the ſunne, continueth not paſt kyue houres in in hot _ 
gious. 
the naturall day,fozalmuch as the opera: ion thereok is extinct by 
the coldeneſſe of the nyght folowpng . But if this benckite myghe 
be receyued without hindcraunce oftye nyght, as it is under the 
poles, and ſo continue many monethes in hot regions vnto wyn⸗ 
ter, it ſhould ſurely being fooꝛth many wonderful thinges, if moy⸗ 
ſture fapled not. And by this condition thus pꝛopounded, we may —— 
well conceyue that the Romane wynter, although it be not hotte, ; 
pet to be e quall in heate tothe full ſpꝛyng tyme in the ſame citie, 
during the tyme olthe layd kyue houres. 4nd thus bya ſimilitude 
of the height of the ſunne vader both places, and of the knowen 
Guaiitie ofthe Romane heauen, and by the acceſſe ofthe ſunne to 
ſuch places where the longeſt day continucth certapne moneths, 
we may geacher thatlommer, in places vader the pole, is lpke 
vnto and equall with the full Romane ſpꝛyng. 
But the moꝛe difficult queſtion, is of the tyme ok the. bi. Oue night of 
echo fon ce wifchs Ne p „ bi,moncrhyes, 
moncthes in the witche the Sunne leaucth thoſe regions, 
Nn, ili. and 
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and goeth by the contrary oz ouerthwarte circle coward the ſouth 


in wynter . Foz they ſap that at that tyme, thole regions are 
defozmed with hozrible darkeneſſe, and nyghtes not increaſed, 
whiche may be the cauſe that beaſtes can not ſeeke theyꝛ foode: 
And that alſo the colde ſhould then bee intollerable. By which 
double euyls all thynges conſtrayned ſhould dye, ſo that no beaſt 
were able to abyde the iniurpes of wynter and fainpne inſuyng 
thereof : but that all beaſtes ſhould peryſhe befoze che ſommer 
folowyng, when they ſhould bzyng fooꝛth they} bꝛoode oꝛ ſucceſ⸗ 
ſion: and that foꝛ theſe cauſes, the ſayde colde clyme ſhould bee 
perpetually deſolate and vnhabitable . To all which cbiections, 
we anſ were in this maner. 

As touchyng the nyghtes not increaſed, J lap, that it was 
not conuenient to aſſume that fo2 any reaſon. Fo2 not as the 
Sunne falleth, ſo ſodeynly commeth the darke nyght: but that 
the euenyng doeth ſubſtitute and pꝛolong the day long after, as 
allo the day ſpꝛyng oꝛ dawnyng cf the day, gyueth a certapne 
Ipght befoze the ryſing of the Sunne: After the which, the re⸗ 
ſidue of the nyght that receyueth no lyght by the layde euenyng 
and moꝛnyng twilightes, is accomplyſhed by the lyght of the 
Moone, ſo that the nyghtes are ſildome vnaugmented. Let this 
bee an example pꝛosued by our temperate regions, whereby 
we may vnderſtande the condition of the nyght under the pole: 
Thercfo:e euen there alſo the twilightes helpe the nyght a long 
tyme, as we will moꝛe pꝛeſently demonſtrate. It is appꝛooued 
bythe Aſtronomers, that the Sunne deſcenvpng from the high⸗ 
et haife ſphere by eightiene paralels of the vnder hoꝛizon, ma⸗ 
kech an ende of the twilight, lo that at the length the darke night 
ſucceedeth: And that the Sunne appꝛochyng, and ryling a⸗ 
boue the hygheſt halfe ſphere by as many paralc!s, doeth dy⸗ 
minyſhe the nyght and increale the twylyght . Agayne, by the 
poſition oꝛ placyng of the ſphere under the pole, the fame 1s 
the hoꝛizontall that is the Equinoctiall. Thole paralelles 
therekoꝛe that are paralelles to the hoꝛtzontall lyne, are allo pas 
ralelles to the Equinoctiall , So that the Sunne deſcendpng 
there vider che hoꝛiʒon, doeth not bꝛyng darke nyghtes to thole 
regions, vntyll it cone to the paralels diſtant.xbiii. partes from 
the Equinoctiall. 
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Duryng the tyme of theſe ſapde ſyxe monethes of darke⸗ 
neſſe vnder the pole, the nyght is deſtuute of the benefite of 
the Sunne and the ſayde twplyghtes, onelp fo2 the ſpace of 
thꝛee monethes, in the whiche the Sunne goeth and returneth 
by the poꝛtion of the oucrthwarte circle. But pet neyther this 
tyme ofthꝛee monethes is without remedy from heauen . Foꝛ 
the Boone with her full globe increaſed in lyght, hath acceſſe 
at that tyme, and illuminatech the moneches lackvng lyght, 
euery one by them ſelues, halfe the courſe ofthemoneth : by 
whoſe bencfite it commeth to paſle that the nygyt, named as 
vnaugmented, polſeſſeth thoſe regions no longer then one mo⸗ 
neth and a halfe, nepther that continually oz all at one tyme: 
but this alſo diuided into thꝛee ſoꝛtes of ſhoꝛter nyghtes, of the 
whiche euery one endureth fo? the ſpace of two weekes, and 
are illuminate ofthe Boone accoꝛdyngly , And thts is the rea⸗ 
ſon concepued of the power ofthe ſphere, whereby we ceſtifie that 
the ſommers and nyghtes vnder the pole are tollerable to ly⸗ 
uyng beaſtes. But we wyll nowe declare by other remedies 
ok nature and arte, that this colde ſo greatly feared, is moꝛe ad 
remiſſe and tolerable then our opinion: fo that, compared ta nature 2 art. 
the nature of ſuche beaſtes as lyue there, it may be abydden. 

And there is no doubte but there are autours of moꝛe antiquitie 

then that age in the whiche any thyng was exactly knowen oꝛ 

diſcouered of the JNozth regions. The olde wꝛyters there- The oide 

foꝛe perſuaded onely by naked coniecture, dyd geather what waters pers 
they myght determpne of thoſe places: Oz rather, by the ante. cons 
eſtimation of heauen, the whiche, becauſe they felte it to bee 

hardely tollerable to them ſelues, and leſſe ta men boꝛne in 

the clyme of Egypt and Grecia, tooke thereby an argument 

ofthe whole habitable earth. The hyſtozie of Strabo is inowen, A hnaten potte 
that a potte of bꝛaſſe, whiche was bꝛoken in ſunder with froſen doken with 
water, was bzought from Pontus, and ſhewed in Delphis in to; fal. 

keu ofa greeuous wpnter , Here therefoze, they that ſo grrat⸗ 

ly feared the wynter (ſuche as chaunceth to the earth vnder the 

xlvitt. paralele) and therefoꝛe conſecrated that bꝛeken potte to 

the temple of Appollo: what coulde ſuche men truely deftae 

bppon regions lo farre without that paralele, whether they 
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were inhabited oz not: But ſuche as folowed theſe, beyng con⸗ 
tented with thinuentions of the olde autours, and boꝛne in ma⸗ 
ner vnder the lame qualitie of heauen, perſyſted wyllyngly in 
the ſame opinion, with moꝛe confidence then conſtderatton of 
the thynges whereof we nowe intreate: ſo lyghtly was that 
opinion recepued as touchyng the vnhabitable clime vader the 
poles. But we with better confidence and fatty (foꝛaſmuche as 
we are not inſtructed with coniectures) intend to ſtande againſt 
the ſentence ofthe olde autours, affirmyng the Noꝛth regions 
within the colde clime to be inhabited with herrpnges, coddes, 
haddockes, and byettes, tunnpes, and other great tyſhes, with 
tzinfinite number whereot, tables are kurnyched through a great 
parte of Europe: All which e are taken in the Moꝛth ſea exien- 
ded beyonde our knoweledge . This ſca at certapne tymes of 
the peere, poureth fooꝛth his plentifulnes, oꝛ rather dꝛiueth kooꝛth 


his increaſe to ſeeke newe manſtons, and are here talen in they? 


paſſage, Furthermoꝛe allo, euen the mouthes of the riuer of Ti⸗ 
ber receiued a fplhe as anewe geſt ſent from the noꝛth lea: this 


ſwamme twile thzough Fraunce, and twile chꝛough Spapne, 


ouerpaſſed the Lig ion and 7 «ſcan lea, to communicate her 
ſelfe to the citie of Rome. The lakes alſo and ryuers of thoſe re- 
gions are replenyſhed with fyſhe: inſomuch that no power of 
colde is able to extinguyſhe thincreale ofthe peere folowing, and 

the ſucceſſion reparable ſo many hundꝛed peeres. Ind Jplaine⸗ 

ly thinke, that ik it ſhould ok neceſſitie folowe, chat one of theſe 
twa elementes, the earth and the water, ſhould be deſtructtue to 
lyuyng creatures, the water ſhoulde chie rely haue wzought this 
elfecte. But this is founde lo tractable, that tn the depe wynter, 
both that increaſe is bꝛought fooꝛth, and kyſhing is allo exerciſed, 
The lande is lykewile inhabited with like plentifulneſſe. But 
that we wander not to farre, let the fapth hercok reſt in therpos 
ſition folowing, wherin we intend to declare howe by the power 
of nature and induſtry of man, this commoditie may come to 
paſle . Therefoze as touchyng nature, we ſuppole that the dis 
uine pꝛouidence hach made nothyng vncommunticable, but to 
haue geuen ſuche oꝛder to all thyuges, wherby euery thyng may 
be tollcrable to the next. The extremities of the elementes con- 
ſent with chep2 next.

by any iniucie, 02 that ts cuyl tedde al the tyme it lyueth,can y20- 

ſper wel. Neyther are ſuch thynges as liue there, offcuded with Jab may ve 
theyꝛ natural wynter, as though an Egiptian 82 Ethiopian were — — 
ſodenly conueighed into thoſe cold regions. Foz they were in death af our 
long tyme. by litle and litle, bꝛought fyꝛſt acquaynted with the — 20 
nature of that heauen, as maye be pꝛooued both by the lpfe of Sea. : 
man, and bythe hyſtozte of holy ſcripture They that were led 

from M eſopat amia, and that famous Tower of Babilon towards 

the Noꝛth partes of che wozlde, in the kyꝛſt diſpertion of nati⸗ 

ons, did not immediately paſle to the extreme boundes, but plan⸗ No paſſage 
ted they habitations firſt onder a myddle heauen, between both, mars 70 ana 
az in 7 bracia, and Pontus, where theyꝛ poſteritie was accu- ther. but by a i 
ſtomed the better co ſuſtepne the rigour of $:3tbia and Ta-, 
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nais, às he thatcommeth from winter to ſommer, map the bets 
ter after abyde ple and ſnow, beyng fyꝛſt hardened thereto by the 
froſtes of Autumne. In lyke maner moꝛtal men, accutomed to 
beare the hardneſſe of places next bnto them, were thereby at 
the length moꝛe confirmed to ſuſtapne the extremities. And 
here allo, if any ſharpneſle remaine that may ſeeme intollerable, 
nature hath ſo pꝛouided fo2 the lame, with other remedies. Fo2 
the land and ſea, hach geuen vnto beaſtes, deepe and large Ca⸗ 
ues, Dennes, and other hollowe places, and ſecreete comers 
in mountaynes and rockes,both on the land and by ſea banckes, 
in the which are euer contepned warme bapoures, ſo muche 
the moꝛe intent and vehement, in how much they are the moꝛe 
conſtrapned by ertreeme cold. Mature hath alſo geuen valleyes, 
diuerted and defended from the JNozth windes. She hath lyke⸗ 
wyſe couered beaſtes with heare, ſo muche the thycker, in how 
much the behementie of cold is greater: by reaſon wherofthe beſt 
and richelt furres are bꝛought from thoſe regions, as Sables, 
whole p2pce is growne to great exceſle, next vnto gold and pꝛe⸗ 
cious ſtones.aud are eſteemed pꝛincely oꝛnamentes. The beaſts 
that beare theſe furres, are hunted cheefelpe in winter (whiche 
thyng is moze ſtrange) becauſe their heare ts then thicker and 
tleauech faſter totheſkin. Pow greeuous then (hal we chinke the 
wynter to be there, where this litle beaſt liueth ſo wel, and where 
the hunters may ſearch the Dennes and hauntes of ſuch beaſtes 
though the woods and ſnow + But ſuch beaſtes. the condition of 
whole bodies is ſo tender that they are not able to abide thiniu⸗ 
rie ofthe cold, either lye hyd in winter, oꝛ change their habitati⸗ 
on, as do certaine beaſts alſo in our clime. Nature hath further⸗ 
moꝛe geuen remedie to man. boch by art and induſtry to defende 
him (elfe both abꝛode and at home. Abꝛode with a thicke beſture. 
and the ſame well dowbeled. At home , with large fpers on 
Harthes, Chymnepes, and in Stooues fo2 the dape , with 
clole Chaumbers, and Couches. ſoft and warme Beddes fo? the 
nyght: by whiche remedies they mittigate the wynters, which 


ul beafts haue ſeeme rigoꝛous to ſtraungers, although they are to thinhabican- 


ene * tes moze tollerable then our opinion. as in deede by the kyꝛſt na⸗ 


ep are eugen⸗ fyrall mixture oꝛ compoſition ofthep} bodies, ſuch thyngs are a⸗ 


greeable to them, as ſeeme very hard to other.

The foule called Ciconia (which ſome 
thynke to be the @tozke) doth not tarp the wynter: pet do the 
Cranes come at that tyme , The Scythian wyll accuſe the Ros 
mane heauen as inducyng feuers, whereas neuertheleſle there 
is none moꝛe holſome , Such as haue been tenderly bzought 
vp, if they come ſuddeynely into the campe, can not away with 
hunger, watchyng, heate, paſſages thꝛough ryners, battayles, 
ſieges, and aſſaultes : But the olde ſouldter, exerciſed in the 
warres, vſeth theſe as meditations of the fielde, as hat dened 
therto by long experience. Me that hath been accuſtomed tothe 
ſhadowe of the citie, and wyll attempte the ſaying of the poet 
Uirgil, Nudus ara, ſero nudus, that is, naked and bare, without

gouerned by ctuile lawes, tt geueth place to none other foztunate 
region. This was in maner vnknowen co the olde Oreekes 
and Karins, as may appeare by this argument, that with one 
con ent they affirmed, that in theſe noꝛth regions the colde Zone 
02 clime, was condemned to perpetuall ſnowe, intollerable to al 
Ipupng creatures . Foz fewe of them haue made mention here 


ol as to be inhabited. Among whom Pinie, as one of the chiefe, 


ſaith in his fourth booke, that Schondania ts ofunknowen bigge⸗ 
neſſe: and onely that poꝛtion thereof to be knowen, which is in⸗ 
habited wich the nation of the Hilleuiones in liftie billages: Mei⸗ 
ther pet is Fning ia leſſe in opinion , Other moꝛe auncient then 
Plinie, haue placed moſt foztunate regions, with men of long 
lyfe (which the Greekes call Macrobios) and of moſt innocent 
behauour vnder the tracte of thole landes: and that there came 
from thence to Delphos, certapne religious virgines, with vowes 
and giftes conſecrated to Apollo: And furthermoꝛe, chat that na⸗ 
tion obſerued this inſtitution, vntyll the ſaide virgins were biola⸗ 
ted of them, of whom they were recctued as ſtraungers . Thele 
are moſt cleare teſtimomes of Antiquitie, both ok the greatneſſe 
of Schondia, and the people that inhabite the lame, although they 
were ſince vnknowen : as lykewple the Gothes departyng from 
thele Moꝛch landes, although they obteyned Thempire of the 
regions about the marplhes of Meotis, and the coaſtes ofthe ſea 
Fuxinus, with the realme of Denmarke (wherofchat is thought 
to be a poxtion whiche is nowe called Tranſiluania) and the 
bankes ofthe ryuer of Danubius, and in ſme, inuaded the No⸗ 
mane Empire, pet were not the regions well knowen from 
whence they tooke theyꝛ oziginail , Therefoze lyke as part of 
the olde wppters are vnſufficient witneſſes, to teſtifie of our nar⸗ 
rations as touchyng theſe landes vnknowen to them: Euen ſo 
the other parte whiche excluded the ſame as bnhabicable, are 
tobe conuinced, leaſte thep) authozitie, bepng admitted, fyoulde 
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engender oplnions not agreeable oz convenient to the nature of 
plates. Sig1/mundus Liberus, in his commentaries of A oſcouis, 
wiiteth thus, Scandia og Scondia, is no Jlande (as ſome haue 
theught) but part of the continent oꝛ firme land of Suetia, which 
by a long tract reacheth to Cotbland : and that nowe the kyng 
of Der mai ke poſleſſeth a great part thereof.

The fyꝛſt, by reaſon ok his perpetuall and feruent 
heate, ſodayncly turneth all bodyes, that are caſt therein, into 
ſtones, reſeruyng neucrtheleſſe theyz fyꝛſt foꝛme and ſhape, The 
ſeconde, is of intollerable coldneſſe.

Theſe thep tye with a 
knotte aboue theyꝛ heads, leauyng onelp two holes open to looke 
thzough, and haue all the reſidue ol theyz bodyes couered, as 
though they were ſowed in ſackes, but that this beyng adopted 
to all partes of theyꝛ bodyes, is ſo made fo2 commoditie, and not 
foz a punyſhment, as the Romanes were accuſtomed to ſow pas 
ricides in ſackes ok leather with a Cocke, an Ape, and a Ser⸗ 
pent, and ſo to hurle them alpue altogeather into the ryuer of 
Her. And heereby Jthynke it came to paſſe, that in olde tyme 
it was raſhly beleeued, that in theſe regions there were men with 
rough # hearp bodpes like wylde beaſtes, as parte made relation 
though ignozaunce, parte allo takyng plcaſure in rehearſall of 
fuche thinges as are ſtraunge to the hearers . The Lapones 
defended by this arte and induſtry, goe abzode and withſtand 
the ſharpeneſſe of wynter and che Nozth wyndes, with all the 
iniuryes of heauen. They haue no houſes, but certayne Tas 
bernacles !pke tentes 02 hales, whcrewith they paſle from place 
to place, and chaunge their manſious. Some of them lpue after 
the mancr of the people of Sarmatia,called in olde tyme Amaxobii. 
wich vſed wapnes in the ſteade of houles . They are much gi⸗ 
uen to huntyng, and hare ſuche plentie of wylde bealtes, that 
they kyll them in maner in every place . It is not lawfull foz 
a woman £2 goe fooꝛch ofthe tent, at that dooꝛe by the which her 
huſbande went out on huntyng the ſame day, no? pet to 
touche with her hande any parte of the beaſt that is taken, — 
ly 
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tpll her huſbande reache her on the ſpytte ſuche a poꝛtion of 
flethe as he thynketh good. They tyll not the grounde, The No Serpents, 
region nouryſheth no kynde of Serpentes : pet are chere great 
and noyſome Gnattes. They take fyſhe in great plentie: Great Gnats, 
by the commoditie whereof, they lyue after the maner of the 
Ethiopians, called 7chthiophegi . Foz as theſe dye they fylhe 
with feruent heate, ſo doe they dzye chem wich colde, and 
grynde oꝛ ſtampe them to pouder as ſmall as meale oz floure, 
They haue ſuche aboundaunce of thele fyſhes, that they hourd a boundannte 
great plentie thereof in certepne ſfoze houſes, to carry them or frcde. 
bnto other landes neare about them, as Northbothnia , and 
whyte Nusſia. Theyꝛ ſhyppes are not made with nayles, but Shpps with⸗ 
are tyde togeather and made faſt with coꝛdes and wythes.CUich ut napies. 
theſe they ſaple by the ſwyft ryuers betweene the mountapnes 
of Laponia, heyng naked in ſommer that they may the better 
ſwymme in the tyme of perill, and geather togeather ſuch wa⸗ 
res as are in daunger to be loſt by ſhypwꝛacke. Parte of them 
erercyſe handie craftes , as imbꝛoderyng and weauyng of 
cloth, mterlaced with golde and ſpluer. Suche as haue deut- 
ſed any neceſſary Arte, 02 doe increaſe and amende the inuenti⸗ Science ho⸗ 
ons of other, are openly honoured, and rewarded with a ve: '9ured, 
ſture, in the which is imbꝛodered an argument oz token of the 
thyng they deuiſed. And this remapneth to the poſteritie of 
thep2 kamelie, in token of theyz deſartes. They frame ſhyppes, 
buylde houſes, and make dyuers ſoꝛtes of houſhalde ſtuffe arti⸗ 
ficially, and tranſpoꝛte them to other places neare about. They 
buye and ſell both foꝛ exchaunge of wares, and foꝛ money. And 
this only by conſent ol both parties, without communication: yet Warn 
not for lacke of wytte, oz fo2 rudeneſſe of maners, but bycauſe worden. 
they haue a peculiar language vnknowen to theyꝛ boꝛderers . Tc 
is a baliant nation, and lyued long free, and ſuſtepncd the warres 
of Noꝛway and Suetia, vntyll at the length they ſubmetted them 
ſelues, and payde ryche furres foꝛ theyꝛ tribute. They cofs them 
felues a gouernour, whom they cal a kyng: But the kyng cf Sae⸗ 
tia, gyueth him aucthoꝛitie and adminiſtration. Meuerthcleſſe, 
the people in theyꝛ ſuites and doubtful cauſcs,reſo2te to Sete 
haue theyꝛ matters deciſed,

typans. They neyther folow the Chziltian religion, noꝛ pet refule it, 
oz are offended therewith as are the Jewes : but doe ſometymes 
receyue it fauourably, to gratiſie the pzinces to whom they obey. 
anus la: And that no moꝛe ol them imbꝛaſe the Chꝛiſtian kayth, the faulte 
dern this is ſomewhat to be imputed to the Bpſhoppes and Pꝛelates that

and diuinyng thereby theyꝛ good lucke oz eupll They allo 
erecte Images of ſtone vppon the mountaynes, whiche they e⸗ 
ſteeme as Goddes, attributyng to them diuine honour , They | 
ſolemne martages,and begyn the ſame with fyze and ſtynt, as markage in 
with amyſterte ſo aptely applyed to the Image of ſtone, as if fpze and flynt. 
it had been receyued from the myddeſt of Grecia. Foz in that 
they adhibite a myſterie to fp2e, as they doe not this alone (fozals 
much as the Romanes obſerued the ſame cuikome) euen fo are 
they herein partly to be commended, in that they ble the ceremo⸗ 
nes of ſo noble a people. The myſterie of the flinte is no leſſe 
to be pꝛayſed, boch foꝛaſmuch as this is domeſticall philoſophie, 
and hath alſo a neare affinitte and ſignification to thele loleimni⸗ 
tics.Fo2 as the flpnt hath in it fp2e lying hyd, whiche appeareth 
not but by mouyng t foꝛce: fois there aſerrece lyfe in both kynds 
of man and woman, which by mutuall contunction commeth 
foozth to a lyuyng byzth . They are furthermoꝛe experte in ⸗ Experte in 
chaunters , They tye thꝛee knottes on a ſtryng hangyng at a baunters. 
whyp. When they loſe one of theſe, they rayſe tollerable wynds: 
hen they loſe an other, the wynde is moꝛe vehement: but by 
loſyng the thyꝛd, they rayſe plapne tempeſtes, as in olde tyme 
they were accuſtomed to rayſe thunder and lyghtnyng. This 
arte doe they vſe agaynſt ſich as ſayle by chep2 toaſtes, and ſtaye 
oꝛ moue the tyuers and ſeas moꝛe oꝛ leſſe, as they lyſt to ſhew 
fauour oꝛ diſpleaſure. They make allo of leade certayne ſhozte Magicau 
magicall dartes of the quantitie and length of a fynger , Theſe dartes. 
they thꝛawe agaynſt ſuch,of whom they deſp2e to bee reuenged, 
to places neuer ſo farre diſtant. They are ſometymes ſa bexed 
wich the canker on theyꝛ armes 02 legges, that in the ſpace of Tbe canker, 
thꝛee dapes they dye thꝛough the vehemencie of the payne. The

thele wozdes doo not greatly differ in wptpng and ſounde: ſo 
that the counterfece name wis ſoone put in the place of the true 
name, by hym that knew Pannonia and read that name befoꝛe, be⸗ 
yng alſo ignozaut of Pi monia. 

Eningia had in olde tyme the tytle of a kyngdome, it is of 
ſuch largeneſſe, but hath now only the title of an inferiour go⸗ 
uernour, beyng vnder the dominion of the Slauons, and vlyng 
the ſame tongue. In religian, it obſerued the rytes of the Gree- 
kes of late peeres, when it was vnder the gouernance of the 
Moſconites: But it is at this pꝛeſent vnder the kyng of Suecia, x 
oblerueth thinſtitutions of che Occidentall churche. Spanyſhe 
wynes are bzought thicher in great plentie, which the people vſe 
meryly and cheerefullp. It is termined on the Noꝛth ſide by the 
South lyne of O ſtrobot hnia, and is extended by the moumtaynes. 
Toward the Meſt, it is termined with the ſea of Finnonia, acco⸗ 
dyng to this deſcription, and hath degrees.

that there ſhould be populous cittes,bycauſe the lande is barren, 
and the carvage 02 conueyaunce of fruites, victualles, and other 
neceſſaryes, is inctommodious. By reaſon whereof, it is necella⸗ 
rie that the mhabitauntes ot ſuch regions lyue euer in continyall 
wie eryng tram place to piace, oʒ els in ſmall bpllages. Suche 
as inhbite 4 mperice regions, haue meane cities, al well foz 
thit cen haue moze tonunodious couuepaunce ko2 neceſſarpes, 
as al ſo that tucy may dhl better and moe lately togta:h er then 
in vyllages, by rexcon af faꝛtitping their townes with walles, and 
exerciſing of artes and occtipattons,wyerby the one may the bets 
ter helpe the other. Yet that olbe Rome (beyng in atem, erate 
region) was of ſuch incredible bygneſle, the caulc was, that it obs 
teyned the Emppꝛe ofthe woꝛlde, by reaſon wyereof, all nations 
had conflucnce thyther, and not the greatneſſe of the walles. But 
it is neceſlarie that the greateſt cities be in hotte regions: fypſt, 
fo: that in ſuch regions, part ok the ſoile is either barren ifit lacke 
water, oꝛ els moſt fruitfull if it abounde with water. And fo2 this 
inequalitie, when they fpnde any place meete to ſuſteyne a mul⸗ 
titude, it foloweth of neceſlitie that great cities be builded in ſuch 
places, by reaſon of great concourſe of people reſoꝛtyng to the 
ſame. An other great cauſe is, that whereas in ſuch regions, mar⸗ 
chauntes come very farre to ſuch commodious places, they paſſe 
thꝛough many deſarce and perillous regions: So that it ſhalbe 
neceſſary fo2 theyꝛ better ſecuritie, to come in great companyes, 
as it were great armies. And therefoze whereas ſuch a locietie is 
once knyt togeather in a commodious place, it ſbould bee great 
hynderance al well to the inhabitants as to marchauntes, i᷑ they 
ſhould wander in incommodious places. And by this confluence, 
both ol ſuch as dwell ncare ta ſuch places, and alſo of ſtrangers 
and ſuch as dwell farre o, it is neceſſary that in continuaunce of 
tyme, (mall townes become great cities, as are theſe : Quixſai. 
Singui,Cambalu, Memphis, Cairus, oꝛ Alcair,o:herwpſe called Bas 
bilon in Egypt. But if here any will obiecte Conſtantinople (in 
olde tyme called Zig antium) beyng in a temperate region, al- 
though it be not to be compared to lucy cities as are moꝛe then 
lx. myles in circuite, pet doe we anſ were hercvnto, that the Tur:

Paulus therefoze 
excludyng all hope of further traueple, and become nowe of a 
marchaunte an Ambaſſadour, bzought Baſilius letters (Pope 
Leo beyng now departed) to Adzian his ſucceſſour, in the which 
he declared, with honourable and reuerende wooꝛdes his good 
will and fauourable mynde towarde the Byſhoppe of Nome.

decerred by the difficultie of ſo great a tourney, when he had 
vtterly put away all his imaginattons and hope of this trade 
to India, returned to Rome with Demetrius the Ambaſſadour 
of Baſilius, befoze we pet thought that he had been in Moſcouia.

V Ve certes, as we haue hytherto happe- 
ly by che ayde and helpe of almightie God conſtantly and 
earneſtly reſiſted the cruell & wicked enemies of the chri- 
ſtian faith. ſo are we determined to doe hereafter: and are 
likewiſe redy to conſent with other chriſtian princes, & 
to graunt free paſſage into our dominions. In conſiderati- 
on wherof,we haue ſent vnto you our faithful ſeruant De- 
metrius E raſmus, with theſe our letters: & with him haue re- 
mitted Paulus Centurio, deſiring you alſo shortly to diſmiſſe 
Demetrius, with ſafegard and indemnitie vnto the borders 
ofour dominions. And we wil likewiſe do the ſame, ifyou 
ſend your Ambaſſadour with Demetrius, whereby both by 
communicationandletters, we may be better certified of 
thorder and adininiſtration of ſuch things as you require: 
ſo that being aduertiſed of the mindes and intent of all o- 
ther chriſtian princes, we may alſo conſult what is beſt to 
be done herein. Thus fare ye wel. Giuen in our dominiõ in 
our citie of Moſcouia, in the yeere from the creation of the 
world. vii. thouſand and. 300. the third day of Aprill,

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the infinite greatneſſe thereof, it hath deluded the hope of ſucye 
as haue curiouſly ſearched the ende of the ſame . In that parte 
that reacheth towarde Pn via, are founde the great and fierce 
beaſtes called /ri, o2 Ziſontes, of the kynde of Builes : Allo, 
Alces lyke vnto Partes, which the Moſcouites call Log i, and 
are called of the Germaynes Helenes. 

On the Eaſt ſyde of Boſcotta are the Scythians, which are 
at this day called Tartars, a wandzpng nation, and at all ages fa⸗ 
mous in warres. In the ſtead ofhouleg they ble wagons, couered 
with beaſtes hydes, whereby they were in olde tyme called A- 
maæxouii. F 0) cities and townes, they vle great tentes and pauili⸗ 
ons, not defended with trenches oz walles of tymber oz ſtone, but 
incloſed with an innumerable multitude of archers on hoꝛl backe. 
The T artars are diuided by companyes, which they call Hordas. 
which woꝛde in they? tongue ſignifteth a conſentyng company 
of pesple, geathered together in foꝛme ofa citie. Euery Horda is 
gouerned by an Emperour, whom eyther his parentage oz war⸗ 
lyke pꝛowes hath pꝛomoted ta that dignitie. Foꝛ they oftentimes 
kcepe warre with theyꝛ bozderers, and contende ambicioullp 
and liercely foꝛ dominion. It doeth hereby appeare, that they con: 
ſiſt of innumcrable Hordas, in that the Tartars poſſeſſe the moſt 
large delartes, euen vnto the famous citie of Cathay, in the furdeſt 
Ocean in the Ealt , They allo that are neareſt to the NHoſcouites, 
are knowen by theyz trade of marchaundies, and often incurſi⸗ 
ons. In Europe, neare vnto the place called Dromon Achillis, in 
T aurica Cherſoneſo,are the Tartars called Precopites, the daugh- 
ter of whole pꝛince, Seh mus the Emperour of the Turkes tooke 
to wyfe. Thele are molt tnfeſt to the Polones, and waſte the 
regions on euery (yde,betweene the rpuers of Bori/thenes and 
T anais . They that in the ſame Taurica poſſeſſe Caffam, a to- 
lonie of the Ligurians (called in olde tyme Theodoſia) doe both 
in religion and all other thinges agree with the Turkes . But

fallen, they leaue here and there large and fruitfull Jlands : Fox 
cone there caſt on the grounde, groweth without anve helpe of 
the Plowe, and with meruaplous celeritie ofhaſking nature ,fea- 
ryng the newe iniurie of the pꝛoude ryuer, doch both ſpꝛyng and 
rype in ſhoꝛt ſpace.

Fox che region of Cathay pcrtepneth to thextreme 
and furtheſt partes of the Eaſte, ſituate almoſt in the paras 
lelof Thzacta, and knowen to che Poz'ugales in India when 
they ſayled necre thereunto by the regions of Sinara and Mala- 
cha to Aurea Cherſoneſus, and bꝛought from thence certayne 
veſtures made ol Sables ſkvnnes, by whiche onely argument 
it is apparente that the citie of Cathay is not farre from the 
coaſtes of Scit hia. 

But when Demetrius was demaunded whether eyther 
by the monuments of letters, oꝛ by fame lefte them of theyꝛ pꝛe⸗ 
diceſſours, they had any knowledge of the Gothes, who nowe 
more then a thouſande peeres ſince, ſubuerted Thempire of the 
Romane Emperours, and defaced the citie of Rome: e anſwe⸗ 
red, that both the nation ofthe Got hes ofthe name of king Lotila⸗ 
theyꝛ chiefe captapne, was of famous memoꝛie among them: 
And that dyuers nations ofthe Noꝛth regions conſpired to that 
expedition, and eſpecially the Moſconites: Alſo that that armie in⸗ 
creaſed of the confluence of the Barbarous Liuon and wandꝛyng 
T artars ; But that they were all called Got hes, fo:aſmuche as the 
Got hes that inhabited Scondania and I ſelande, were the auctours

uer, neare vnto the fountaynes and ſpzynges of the lame, not pet 
increaſed by receyuyng ſo many other ryuers, runneth but ſlows 
Ip and gentelly, and paſleth from thence to Noxogrodia,thzough 
many woods and deſolate playnes. Furthermoze from Nouo- 
grodia to Riga, the nexte poꝛte of the Sarmatian ſea, is the iourney 
of a thouſande mples, litle mote 02 leſſe. This tract is thought 
to be moꝛe commodious then the other, bycauſe it hath many 
townes, and the citie of P/e/couia in the way, beyng imbyaled 
with two rpuers , From Fig (perteynyng to the dominion of 
the great maiſter of the warres of the Lions) to the eitie of Lu- 
becke, à poꝛte of Germante, in the gulfe of Cymbrica Cberſoneſus 
(now called Denmarke) are numbꝛed about a thouſande myles 
of daungerous laplyng. 

From Rome to the citie of Moſcha, the diſtance is know: 
en to bee two thoulande and ſixe hundꝛed myles, by the neareſt 
wap, paſſyng by Ravenna, Taruiſium, the Alpes of Car.ica: Al- 
fo Villatum, Noricum, and Vienna of Pannouie: and from thence 
(paſſyng ouer the ryuer of Danubins) to Olmutium of the Maro- 
uians, and to Cracouia the chiefe citie of Polonie, are compted. xi. 
hundꝛed myles . Frem Craccuia to V ilna, the head citie of Li- 
thuania, are compted fpue hundꝛed myles: and as many from 
that citie to Smoleng h, ſituate beponde Boriſthenes, from whence 
to Moſc ba, are compted ſire hundꝛed mples , The tourney from 


Vilna by Smolen lo to Moſcha, is trauepled in wynter with ex⸗ 


pedite ſleades, and incredible celeritie vpyon the ſnowes, harde⸗ 
ned with long froſt, and compacte lyke Ile, by realon ol muche 
zaryng . But in ſummer, the playnes can not bee ouerpal⸗ 
fed but by difficulte and labozious trauaple , Foz when the 
ſnowes by the continnall heate of the Sunne begpn to melte 
and diſſolue, they cauſe great maryſhes and quampꝛes, able to 
intangle both hoꝛſe and man, were it not that wapes are made 
thꝛough the ſame, with bꝛydges and caules of wood, and almoſt 
infinite labour. | 
In all che region of Moſcouia, there. is us bapne 02 _ 
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or golde oꝛ ſyluer, oꝛ any other common metall, except Iron, ney⸗ 
ther vet is there any token ol pꝛetious ſtones : and therefoze 
they buye all thoſe thinges of ſtraungers, Neuerchelelle, this anch turres. 
iniurie ot nature is recompenſed with aboundance ok rich furres, 
whoſe pꝛice, by the wanton nyſeneſſe or men, is growen to ſuche 
exceſſe, that the furres parteynyng to one ſozte of apparell, are Thepiice of 
now ſold: foꝛ a thouſande crownes , But the tyme hath been that 1 
theſe haue been bought better cheape, when the lurtheſt nations 
of the Moꝛth, being ignoꝛant of our nyſe ſineneſſe, and bzealhyng 
delp2e towarde effeminate and ſuperfluous pleaſures, exchaun⸗ 
ged the ſame with muche ſimplicitie, ol entymes fo? trifles and 
thinges of ſmall value: Inſomuche that commonly the Ter miaus 
and Pecerrians, were accuſtomed to giue ſo many ſkinnes of Sa⸗ — 
bles fo2 an Jron Axe oꝛ Hatchet, as being tyed harde togeather, fon an Axe. 
the marchantes of Vo / couia could dꝛawe though the hole where 
the hafte oꝛ handle entereth into the fame , But the Moſcouites 
ſende into all partes of Europe the beſt kynde of flaxe to make — a 
lynnen cloth, and hempe fo2 ropes; Allo many Oxe hydes, and Ware.

They haue no maner of know⸗ 
ledge of philoſophie, Aſtronomie, oꝛ ſpeculatiue phiſtcke, with 
other liberal ſciences: But ſuch are taken foꝛ Philitians, as pꝛo⸗ 
feſſe that they haue ofte ntymes obſerucd the vertue and qualitie 
of ſome vnknowen hcarbe. | 

They number the pecres, not from the byꝛth of Chꝛiſt, but from 
the begynnyng of the woꝛld. And this they begin to accompt, not 
from the moneth of January, but from September. 

They haue f. we and ſimple lawes tyzoughout all the kyng⸗ 
dome, made by the equitie and conſcience of theyꝛ pꝛynces, and 
appꝛoued by the conſent of wyſe and good men, and are therfoze 
greatly foꝛ the wealth and quyetneſle of the people, fozalmuche 
as it is not lawfull to peruerte them with any interpꝛetations 02 
cauillations of lawyers oꝛ Atturneys. They punyſh theeues, ro⸗ 
uers, pꝛiuie pyckers, and murtherers. TWhen they cxampne ma⸗ 
lefactours,they powye a great quantitie of cold water vpon ſuch 
as they ſuſpecte, whiche they ſap to be an intollerable kynde of 
toꝛment. But ſometymes they manacle ſuche as are ſtubbozne, 
and will not conkeſſe apparent crymes. | 

They? youth is exerciſed in dyuers kyndes of games and 
playes, reſemblyng the warres, whereby they both pꝛactile pole 
licte, and increaſe theyꝛ ſtrength. They ble runnyng both on 
hozſebacke and a foote . Alſo runnyng at the tylt, wꝛeſtlyng, 
and eſpecially ſhootyng , Foz they gpue rewardes to ſuch as ex⸗ 
cell therein. 

The Moſcouites are bniuerſally of meane ſtature, yet ves 
ry ſquare ſet, and myghtyly bzxawned , They haue all grey eyes, 
long beardes, ſhoꝛte legges, and bygge beliyes . They ryde 
bery ſhoꝛte, and ſhoote backewarde very cunnyngly, euen as 
they flye . At home in they? houſes, they? fare is rather plen⸗ 
tifull then deyntie: Foz they? tables are furnyſhed fo2 a 
ſmall pꝛyce, with all ſuche kyndes of meates as may bee de⸗ 
fpzed of ſuche as are gyuen to moſt exceſſine giuttony , Hennes 
and Duckes are bought foꝛ litle ſpluer pence the peece. There 
is incredible plentie of beaſtes and cattaple both great and 


mall . The flelhe of beefe that is kylled in the myddeſt of 
wynter, 
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wynter, is ſo coniealed and froſen, that it putriſieth not foz the Frewe pieler⸗ 
ſpace of two monethes , They? beſt and moſt delicate dyches, aan ap ebe 
are gotten by huntyng and haukyng, as with vs: Foz they take Haukpng and 
all ſoꝛtes of wylde beaſtes with Moundes, and dyuers kyndeg puntpng, 
of nettes. And with Faulcons and Erens, oꝛ Eagles, of a mar- 
ueylous kynde, which the region of Pecerra bayngeth fooꝛth vn⸗ 
to them, they take not onely Feſantes and wylde Duckes, but 
alſo Cranes and wylde Swannes , They take alſo a foule of 
darke colour, about the bygneſſe of a Goole, with redde otters 
bꝛowes, whoſe fleſhe in taſte paſſeth the pleaſauntneſle of Phe⸗ 
ſauntes: Theſe in the Moſcouites tongue are called 7 etrao, 
whiche J ſuppoſe to be the ſame that Plinie calleth Erytbratao, 
knowen to the people of the Alpes, and eſpecially to the Rhett- 
ans which inhabite the landes about the ſpꝛynges of the rpuer 
Abdua .

of . The ſeconde is the great Duke of Lithuania: and the 
thyꝛde the kyng of Polonie, who nowe obtepneth the dominion 
of Polonie and Lithuania, | 

In aucthoꝛitie and dominion otter his ſubtecces, the pꝛince of 
Moſcouie palleth all the monarkes ofthe woꝛlde: Foz he depꝛi⸗ 
uech all his noble men and gentelmen of all thep2 holdes and mu⸗ 
nitions at his pleaſure , Me truſteth not his owne bꝛethꝛen, but 
oppꝛeſſech all with lyke ſeruitude: Inſomuch that whom lo 
euer he commaundeth either to remaine with him in the courte, 
oꝛ to go to the warres, oꝛ ſendeth on ambaſſage, they are cont- 
pelled to be at theyꝛ owne charges, except the young gentelmen 
the ſonnes of the Bojarons, that ts, the noble men of the loweſt de⸗ 
gree , He blurpech this aucchozitte aſwell ouer the ſpiritualtie 
as the tempoꝛaltie, conſtituting what him liſteth of the goods and 
Iyfe of all men.

Lake 1hner : from whence by the rpuer Vuolcon, whiche run- 
neth out ofthe ſame Lake, he came to Nouog radia: and paſſed 
from thence by the ſame ryuer to the Lake Ladoga, and the rpuer 
Heua, and ſo vnto the ſea whiche they call YVuarezka, beyng 
the ſame that we call the Germaneſea, betweene /«in/andia oz

called Precopites, 

As in other matters, euen ſo in the oꝛder of warrefare there 
is great diuerſitie among men. Fo2 the M oſconian as ſoone as 
he beginneth to flye, thinketh of none other ſuccoure,but puttech 
all his confidence therin, Beyng purſued oz taken of his enimie, 
be neyther defendeth hym ſelfe, noz deſirech pardon, 

The T artar caſt of from his hoꝛſe, ſpopled of allhis armure 
and weapones, and alſo ſoze wounded, defendeth hym ſelfe with 
handes, feete, and teethe, and by all meanes he map, vntyll his 
ſtrength and ſpirite fayle hym. 

The Turke, when he ſeeth hym lelfe deſtitute of all helpe 
and hope to eſcape, doth humbly deſpze pardon, caſtyng away 
his weapons and armure, and reaching foꝛch to the victourer his 
handes ioyned togeather to be bounde, hopyng by captiuitie to 
ſane his lyfe. 
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The Moſcouites in placeyng theyꝛ armie, chuſe them a large Che moro- 
playne, where the beſt of them pytch they? tentes, and the other wites armp. 


make them certaine arbours of bawes fyxt in the grounde, ben» 
dyng togeather the toppes thereof, which they couer with theyꝛ 
clokes to defende chem lelues, they bowes, arrowes, ſaddels, 
and other they? neceſſaries from rapne , They put fooꝛch they? 
hoꝛſes to paſture, and fo2 that cauſe haue they? tentes ſo farre in 
lunder, wich they foꝛtiſie neither with cartes oz trenches, oꝛ any 
other impedyment, except perhappes the place be defended by 
nature, as with wooddes, ryuers, and maryſhes.

no fruites, Garlpke, Onpons, oz fleſhe, thep kyndle a fyze, 
and fyll theyꝛ pottes with water, whereunto they put a ſpoonefull 
of meale, with a quantitie of ſalt, and make pottage therof, wher⸗ 
wich the maiſter and all his ſeruauntes lyue contented . But 
itthe maiſter bee very hungrye, he eateth all alone, and the 
ſeruauntes are ſametymes enfoced to faſt foʒ the ſpace of tua oꝛ 
thee dayes. And ifthe maiſter intende to fare ſome wat moꝛe 
delycatelp, then he addeth thereto a litle poztton of Swynes 
fleſhe. J ſpeake not this of the beſt of them, but of ſuch as are of 
the meane ſoꝛt. The gouernours and captaynes ok the armie, 
do ſometymes bydde the poozer ſoꝛte to theyz tables: where 
they feede them ſelues ſo well, that they faſt two oz thzee dayes 
after, Mhen they haue fruttes, Garlyke, and Onpons, thep 
can wellfozbeare all other meates, Mꝛoceedyng fozwarde co 
the battayle, they put moze confidence tn theyꝛ multitude, and 
with what great armies they aſſayle theyꝛ enimies, then eyther 
fn the ſtrength and valpauntneſſe ofthepz ſouldiers, oꝛ in well 


inſtructyng theyꝛ armie, and fight better a farre of, chen at hand: 


and therfoꝛe ſtudy howe to circumuent oz incloſe theyꝛ enimies, 
and to aſſaple them on the backe halte. They haue many trum⸗ 
petters, the which while they blow al at once, after they maner, 
make a maruelous ſtraunge noyſe . They haue alſo another 
kynde of inſtrumentes which they call Szurna : thele they 
blow without cealſyng fo2 the ſpace of an houre togeather, ſo 
temperyng the ſame, and holdyng in the wynde whyle they dzaw 
moꝛe, that the noyſe ſeemeth continually without intermiſſion, 

They vſe all one maner of apparell: as longe coates 
without plepghtes, and with narrowe ſleeues, after the ma⸗ 
ner of the Hungarians , Thele the Chꝛiſtians ble to butten 
on the rpght ſyde: and the Tartars (vſepng the lyke) butten 
them on the lekte ſpde. They weare redde and ſhozt buſkpns 


that reache not to they} knees, and haue the ſoles ag 
ende

ward (ole fo: cwentie oz thyꝛtie. Furthermoze: allo mas 
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fended with plates of Jron. In maner all they? ſhyꝛtes are 
wought with diuers coloures about che necke , and haue the 
Collars and Ruffes beſet with litle round Baules like Beades, 
of Syluer, oz gylted Copper, and ſome tyme Peartes allo, 
They gyꝛd them ſelues beneath the bellie, euen as lowas thyey2 
ppuie members, that they may ſeeme moze burlye, which they 
greatly eſteeme, as doo at this dape the Spanyarvdes, Jaliaue, 
and Almanes . 

The pꝛouince of Moſconia isnepther very large no} fruitful, 
fozaſmuch as the fertilitie is hindꝛed with ſandye ground, which 
either with to much dꝛyneſſe oz moyſture killeth the come, Furs 
thermoze immoderate and ſharpe vntemperateneſle of the ayze, 
whyle the colde of the wynter onercommeth the heate ol the 
Sunne, ſometymes doth not ſuffer the cozne to rype . Fo? the 
colde is there ſometymes lo extreame, that lyke as with vs in ſo⸗ 
mer by reaſon of heate, euen ſo there by extreame cold, the earth 
bath many great chinckes oz bꝛeaches. Mater allo caſt into the 
ayꝛe, and ſpytle fallyng from ones mouth, are froſenbefoze they 
touche the grotnde, J my felfe,when I came thither in the peere 
15 26. (awe the bꝛaunches of fruitfull trees wythered by the 
colde of the wynter be foze, whiche was lo extreame, that many 
ol theyꝛ wagoners and carriers (whom they call Gonec ) were 
found froſen to death in they} lleades. There were ſome that at 
the ſame tyme leadyng and dꝛyuing theyꝛ cattayle from the next 
billages to Mo/coma,died by the way with their beaſtes. though 
the extremitie of the colde. Furthermoze the ſame yecre 
many players that were accuſfomed to wander about the coun 
trep with daunſing Beares, were found dead in che high wayes. 
TUilde Beares allo, enfoꝛced therto by famine, left che woods, 
and ran here and there into divers villages and houſes: at whoſe 
tommyng whyle the men ofthe countrey fozlocke they houſes 
and fledde into the fieldes, many of them peryſhed thzough the 


vehemencie ofthe cold. Agayne it ſometymes lo:chaunceth that 8 
in Sommer che heate is as ertreame : as in the peere. 1 5 2 5- heate in cold 
in the whiche almoſt all kyndes of pulſe and grayne were ſcozch⸗ degtaus. 


ed and burnt. and ſuthe a dcarth o cozne folowed that dzought, 
that that which befoze was bought foz tee Dengas, was alter⸗ 


up 
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np village s. woods, and ſtackes of coꝛne, were ſet on fyꝛe by the 
excreame heate: the lm e wherof ſo fylled the region, that the 
eyes of many were ſoꝛe hurt therby There arole a ſo as it were 
a darke and thycke myſt without ſmoke, whiche ſo moleſted the 
eyes, chat many loſt theyꝛ ſyght therby. They low and nouryſhe 
the ſeedes of Pelons with great diligence in certapne rayſed 
beddes myrt with doung, wherby they fynde a remedie both as 
gaynſt extreame cold and heat. Foꝛ if che heat exceede, they make 
certayne ryftes in the beds, as it were bzeathpng places, leſt the 
ſeedes ſhoulde be ſuffocate with to much heate. And if the cold be 
extreame, it is tempered with the heate of the mucke oz doung. 

They? beaſtes are much lefſe then ours, pet not all without 
hoꝛnes.as one hath wzptten: Fo J haue there ſcene Oxen, Kine, 
Goates, and Nammes, al with hoznes. 

Not karte from the citie of Hoca. are certayne monaſteries, 
whiche a karre ol, ſeeme lyke vnto a citie. They lay that in this 
citie is an incredible number of houſes: and that the ſpxt peere 
befoze my commyng thyther, the pꝛince cauſed them to be num⸗ 
bꝛed, and found them to be moꝛe then one and fourtie thouſand e 
fylie hundꝛed houſes. The citie ts bery large and wyde, and alſo 
very ſlabbp and myꝛye: by realon wherof, it hath many bzid⸗ 
ges and caulepes. 

The ayꝛe ofthe region is ſo holſome, that beyond the ſpꝛyngs 
of Tanais, eſpecially towards the Noꝛch, and a great part als 
ſo towards the Eaſt, the peſtilence hath not been hearde of ſynce 
the memozye of man: Pet haue they ſometymes a dileaſe in 
they} bowelles and heades, not much vnlyke vnto the peſtilence. 
This diſeaſe they call a heate : wherwith ſuch as are taken, dye

Some witethat John the Duke of 1oſconia,and Sonne of 
Baſilius, under the pꝛetence of religion, lacked #ſpoyled the citie 
of Nonogradia , and caried with hym from thence to Moſcouis 
th:ee hundꝛed lleades laden with gold, ſpluer, and pꝛecious ſto» 
nes, ofthe gooddes ol the Archbilhop, the merchauntes, citilins, 
and ſtrangers. Solo wi is an Jlande ſituate in the Moꝛch lea, 
eyght leagues from the continent betweene Duina and the pꝛo⸗ 


uince of Corela. Howe farre it is diſtaunt from Moſcouia, can 
not be well knowen, by reaſon of many Fennes , Patiſhes,

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wooddes, and deſolate places lying in the way . Albeit, ſome 
ſap that it is not <1ee hundzed leagues from Moſcouis, and Bieloieſera 
two hundꝛed from Bieloieſero In this Nande 18 made 
great plentie of ſalte: and it hath in it a monaſterie, into the 
which it is not lawfull fo2 any woman oꝛ virgin to enter.

Demetrio we, is a citie with a Caſtell, diſtante from Moſcouia

The lake it ſelfe, is.xii. leagues in length, 
and as much in bꝛeadch, and hath( as they ſap) thꝛee hundzed ry⸗ 
uers falling into it. The inhabitauntes ok this place, haue a pecu⸗ 
lpar language, although now in maner all ſpeake the Moſcouites 
tongue. The longeſt dap here in the ſommer Equinoctial, is ſayd 
to conſiſt of.xix, houres , A man of great name and credit tolde Oerutie or

beaſt called Moꝛs: Allo Ueſſe,whyte Beares, Molues, ares, 
Equiwoduani, great Whales,and fyſh called Semf;, with dyuers 
other, The people oftheſe nations come not to Moſcouia: Foꝝ 
they are wylde, and flee the company and loctette of other men. 

From the mouthes of S: uc hogora, ſaplpng vp the ryuer 
bnto Poiaſſa, Artawiſche, Cameni, and Poiaſſa the greater, 
is thiee weckes byage . Furthermoze, the aſcendyng to the 
mounte Camen, is thꝛee dayes icurney: from the which, dels 
cendyng, they conie to the rvuer Arta wiſc ba, and from thence 
to the rpuer Sibut, from whence they paſle to the Caſtell of 
Lepin, and from Zepin to the rpuer Soſſs .

Vith theſe alſo, the people of Gruſtint⁊i and Ser pono we zi, exer⸗Aſtraunge 
ciſe a newe and ſtraunge kynde of trade: Fo2 when the accuſto⸗ — 
med tyme of they? dying, oz rather of lleapyng, appꝛocheth, they 

leaue theyꝛ wares in certapne places appoynted, which the Gru- 

ſtint ⁊i and Serpono wt i carry away, leauyng other wares of e⸗ 

quall value in theyꝛ places: which if the dead men at the tyme of 

theyꝛ reuyuyng perceyue to be of vnequall pꝛyce, they requyꝛe 

theyꝛ owne agayne: by reaſon wyereof,much ſtryfe and fighting 

is betweene them. 

From the ryner of Obi deſcendyng towarde the lefte hande, Obi.

rockes ioynyng to the ſame . All the nattons that inhabite 
from thele ryuers to Aurea Anus, are ſubiecte to the pꝛince 
of Moſcouia. r . :

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Aurea Anus, called in the Moſcouites tongue, Slata Baba, is an 
idol, at the mouthes of Obi in the pꝛouince of Ob dora. ſtandyng on 
the furtheſt banke towarde the ſea. Along by the bankes of 067, 
and the riuers neare there about, are here and there many caſtles 
and foꝛtreſſes: all the loꝛdes whereof, are ſubiect to the pꝛince of 
Moſcouia, as they ſay, They lay allo , oz rather fable, that the 
idoll called urea. Anus, ts an image lyke vnto an olde wyke, ha⸗ 
uyng a chylde in her lappe,and that there ts nowe ſcene another 
infant, whiche they ſap to be her nephewe: Allo, that there are 
certapne inſtrumentes that make a continuall ſounde lyke the 
noyſe of Trumpettes, che whiche, yk it ſo be, Ithynke it to be by 
reaſon of the wynde, blowing continually into the holowe places 
ofthoſe inſtrumentes. 

The riuer Cos falleth out of the mountaynes into Lucomoria: 
In che mouth ofthis is a caſtle, whither from the ſpꝛinges ofthe 
great riuer Coin, is two monethes viage, Furthermoze,from 
the ſpꝛinges of the ſame riuer, che riuer Cas hath his oziginal, 
whiche runnyng thꝛough Lacomoria, falleth into the great riuer 
Tac huin, beyonde the whiche (as is ſayde) dwel men of pꝛodigi⸗ 
ous ſhape, of whom, ſome are ouergrowen with heare lyke wilde 
beaſtes, other haue heades lyke dogges, and their faces in their 
bꝛeſtes, without neckes, and with long handes alſo, and without 
feete, There is lykewyſe in the ryuer Tachnin, a certapne fyſh, 
with head, eyes, noſe, mouth, handes, feete, and other mem⸗ 


bers btterly of humane ſhape, and pet without anye voyce, and 


pleaſant to be eaten, as are other fyſhes. 

All that J haue hytherto rehearſed, I haue tranſlated out of 
the ſayde iourney whiche was delyuered me in the Moſcouites 
tongue: In the whiche, perhappes ſome thynges may ſeeme 
fabulous, and in maner incredible, as of che dombe men, and the 
dead, reuiuyng, che Jure Anus alſo,and the monſtrous ſhapes 
ok men, with the fyſhe of humane fourme: whereof, although 
J haue made diligent inquilition, pet coulde J knowe nothyng 
certayne of anye that had ſeene the ſame with their eyes: neuer⸗ 
theleſſe, to geue further occaſion to other to ſearche the trueth 
of thele thynges, J haue thought good to make mention hereof,

The places of Lucomoria,neare vnto the ſea, are ſaluage, ful of 
woods, and inhabited without anye houſes. And albeit, chat the 
aucthoꝛ of this tourney, ſayde, that manye nations of Lucomoria Pucomozia, 
are ſubiecte to the pꝛince of Moſcouia, pet foꝛ as muche as the 
kyngdome of Tumen is neare therevnto, whole pꝛince is a Tar- Tumen, 
ter, and named in their tongue, 7 «menski Czar,that is, a king in 
Tumen, and hath of late doone great domage to che pꝛince of 
Moſcouia: it is moſte lpke that theſe nations ſhoulde rather be 
ſubtect vnto hym. 
Neare bnto the riuer Petzo74 ( whereof mention is made in Petz0za, 
this iourney) is the citie and caſtle of Papin , 02 Papmowgorod, Papmin, 
whole inhabitantes are named Fapini, and haue a pzinate lan- 
guage, differyng from the 4ſo/conites . Beyonde this rpuer are Yygh monns 
exceedyng hygh mountaynes, reachyng euen vnto the bankes, ru 212 
whole rydges 02 toppes, by reaſon ok continuall wyndes, are in boxei and vizis 
maner vtterly barren without graſſe oz fruites , And although ven. 
in diuers places they haue diuers names, pet are they common» 
Ive called Cingulus mundi, that is, the woꝛlde. In theſe moun ; 
taynes doo Jerfalcons bꝛeede, whereof J haue ſpoken befoze, 
There growe alſo Cedar trees, among the whiche are founde 
the beſt and blackeſt kynde of Sables: and onely theſe moun⸗ 
taynes are ſeene in all the dominions of the pzince of Moſconia, 
whiche perhappes are the ſame that che olde myterg call 
Rvipheos , oz Hyperboreos , lo named of the Greeke woozde, 
Hyper, that is, Under, and Boreas, that is, the Noth: foꝛ by 
reaſon they are couered with continual ſnowe and froſt, chey can 
not without great difficultie be trauayled, and reache ſo farre ins 
tothe Nozth,that they make the unknowen land of Engreonland. 
The Duke of Moſcouia, Baſilius theſonne of John, ſent on a Engrronland, 
tyme two of his captapnes , named Simeon Theodoro wit & Rurb-

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theſe mountapnes, and to ſubdue the nations thereabont, Karb/ks

led Sto / p (that is) a j vller. This mountayne is extended into the 
Otem vnto the mouthes of che ryuers of Dwina and Pet ora. 
But now hauyng ſpoken thus much of the ſapde iourney, J will 
returne to the dominions of Moſconia, with other regions lying 
Eaſtwarde and South from the lame, toward the myghtie Em⸗ 
pyꝛe of Cathay . But J will fyꝛſt ſpeake ſomewhat bꝛiefly of the 
pꝛouince of Nexon, and the famous rpuer of 7 anais. 

The pꝛouince of Reza», ſituate betweene the rpuers of Occa 
and T anais, hath a citie buylded of wood, not far from the banke 
of Occa: there was in it a Caſtle named I aroſlaw, whereof there 
now remapneth nothing but tokens of the olde ruine , Mot farre 
from that citie, the rpter Occa maketh an Jlande named Strub, 
which was ſomtyme a great Dukedome, whole pꝛince was ſubs 
iecte to none other. This pꝛouince of Nea an, is moꝛe fruitful then 
any other ofthe pꝛouinces of Moſcouia: Inſomuche that in this 
(as they ſap) euery grayne of wheate bzingeth fooꝛth twoo, and 
ſometymes mote cares: whoſe ſtalkes oꝛ ſtrawes grow lo thicke 
that hoꝛles can ſcarlly goe though them, oꝛ Quaples flee out of 
them.

And albeit chat euerp Zor- 
da hath his peculiar name, as the Sauolbenſes, Precropenſi es, and 
Nubais, with dyuers other,bepng all Mac bumetans, pet do they 
take it eupll, and count it repzoche to be called Turkes : but

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And as the Tartares inhabite many pꝛouinces reachyng far 
on euerp ſyde, euen ſa in maners and oꝛder of lyuyng do they 
The ſtature ot not agree in all thynges .

wich great oꝛdinaunce. They alſo put Duke Baſilius to flpght, 
and cauſed hym to make a letter of his owne hand to Machmet- 
girei theyꝛ Ryng, to acknowledge hym ſelle foꝛ a perpetuall tri⸗ 
butarie to them : wherevpon they diſſolued the ſiege, and gaue 
the Moſcouites free libertie to redeeme their captiues & goods, 
and ſodeparted . But Baſins not long able to abyde this con · Aue Wallis 
tumclie and diſhonour, after that he had put to death ſuche as by arinp agaynſt 
flying at the firſt encountryng were the cauſe ok this onerthzow: e Taxtars.

With whiche woozdes Basilius beyng greatly 
accenſed, and burnyng with deſpze of reuenge, iuuaded the kings 
dome of Cſan: whole Rpng beyng ſtryken with ſodapne 
feare at the appꝛoche of (6 terrible an army, aſſigned the go⸗ 
uernaunce ok his kyngdome to the pong Kyng of Laurica his 


N-ute, whple he him ſelfe went to requyze ayde of the Em. 


perour of the Turkes . But in ine, the Kyng of Caſan ſubs 
mytted him ſelfe vppon certayne conditions of peace, which the 
Moſcouites dyd the gladlyer accept foz that tyme, becauſe their 


biciyalies fapled them to maynetepne fo great a multitude, 


But whereas Duke Baſu him ſelfe was not pꝛeſeut at this 
laſt expedition, hee greatly ſuſpected Palit li the Lieuetenanc 
of the army to bee cozrupted wich bzybes, to p2zocecde no furs 
ther . In this meane tyme, the Kyng of Caſaz ſent Ambaſla- 
dours to Baſilius to intreate of peace, whom J ſawe in the 
Dukes courte at my beyng there: but J coulde perceyue no 
hope of peace to be betweene them , Foz even then, Baſilius 
to endomage the Caſans , tranſlated the marte to Nowegra- 
dia, whiche befoze was accuſtomed to be kepte in the Jlande 
ol marchauntes, neare vnto the citie of can: Commaunding 


alſo under payne of greeuous punpſhement, that none of his 


ſubiectes ſhoulde reſoꝛte to the Jlande of marchauntes: thyn- 
kyng that this tranſlatiou of the marte ſhoulde greatly haue 
endomaged the Caſans : and that only by takyng awap their 
trade of ſalte (which they were accuſtomed to bupe ofthe Mo/- 
couites at thatmarte) they ſhould haue been compelled to ſub⸗ 
myſſion. But the Moſcouites them ſelues felte no leſſe incou⸗ 
uenience heereby then dyd the Ce ſ ans, by reaſon of the dearth 
and ſcarſeneſſe that folowed heereof, of all ſuche thinges as the 
Tartars were accuſtcmed to bzyng thyther by the ryuer of

pꝛince of Moſcouia and the Trtars of Caſan, we will nowe pꝛo⸗ 
ceede to ſpeake ſomewhat of the other 7 artars,inhabiting the res 
gions towarde the Southeaſt, and the C/ pian ſea. an 
Next bepond the 7 artas of Caſa», are the Tartars called Na- neare to the 
gai o Nog ai, which inhabite the regions beyonde // olga. f about — 2 ſea.

Sibier. Theſe haue no kynges but Dukes. In our tyme, thꝛee bꝛe⸗

thoſe Dukedomes. The farlt of them named Schidac k, polleſſeth bietherne. 


the citie of Scharaitzick, beponde the ryuer of Ma oꝛ Volga, to:

The ſeconde called Coſſum, eniopeth all the lande that lyech bes 
tweene the ryuers of K aman, Iaick, and Volga. The third bꝛother 
named Schichmamai, poſſeſſeth parte of the pꝛouince of Sibier.

And in maner all theſe 
regions are ful of woods, except that that lteth toward Scharaitz, 
which conſiſteth of plapnes and fieldes.

cappes and hattes, and other tyꝛements foꝛ they} heades. 
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any alſo confirmed in our pꝛeſence, that they bad ſeene theſe 
ſkynnes. Oe ſaide furthermoꝛe, that that plant (vf it map be cal- 
led a plant) hath blood, and no fleſhe, but hath in the ſteade of 
fleſhe, a certayne ſubſtaunce lyke vnto the fleſhe of Creuiſhes. 
The hooffes alſo are not of hozne, as are the Lambes, but 
couered with heare in the ſame fourme. The roote cleau:th to 
the nauyl oꝛ myddeſt of the belly: the plant oꝛ fruite lyueth vntil 
al the graſſe r hearbes growing about it, being eaten, the roote 
wpthcreth foꝛ lacke of nourpſhment, They ſap that it is very 
ſwecte ta be raten, and is therfoꝛe greatly deſyꝛe d, and ſought foꝛ 
of the M oolues, and other rauenyng beaſtes. And albeit J 
eſteeme all that is ſayde of this plant to be fabulous, vet foal: 
muche as it hath been tolde me of credible perſons, J hane 
thought good to make mention hereok. 


Ok this ſtrange fruite M andeuile maketh mention, where in 
the. xi xiiii. Chapter of his Booke, he wzyteth thus: Rowe (hal 
T ſay of ſome landes, countreys, and Illes that are beyonde the 
lande of Cathay: thcretfoze wholo goeth from Cathay to 114i the 
bygh and the lowe, he hall goe thzough a Kyngdome that men 
call Cadiſſen, and is a great lande. There groweth a manner of 
fruite , as it were Gourdes, and when it is rppe , men cut it a⸗ 
ſunder, and fpnde therein a beaſt, as it were of fleſhe , bone, 
and blood, as it were a licle Lambe, witheut wooll, and 
men eate that beaft, and the fruite alſo, whiche is a great 
marueple: neuertheleſſe, Ji ſayde vnto them, that J helde that 
foꝛ no marucyle, fo2 I ſapde, that in my countrey are trees that 
beare fruite, that become byꝛdes fleeing, which are good to be 
eaten, and that that fallech into the water, lpueth, and 
that that falleth on the earth, dyeth: And they had great mars 
ueyle ofthis. cc. 

From the pꝛince of Schidache, pꝛoceedyng twentye dayes 
tourney towarde the Eaft, are the people which the Moſcouit es 
cal Jurgenci, whele pꝛynce is Barack Soltan , bother to the 
great ( han of Cathay.

The Nauigation by the 
froſen Sea. 


T mp beyng in Moſconia, when J 
was ſent thyther by king Ferdinando, 
my loꝛde and maiſter, it ſo chaunced, 
that Georgius Iſtoma, the Duke of 
p Moſcouia his Interpꝛeter, a man ot 
great experience, who had befo1e 
learned the latine tongue in the court 
— of John king of Denn :rke, was there 
DEED ="pelent at the ſame tyme. He, in the 
pecreof Chyilte, 1 4 96. bepng ſent of his pꝛince with maiſter 
David , à Stotte bozne , and then Ambaſſadour foꝛ the kyng of 
Deumzrke ( whom alſo J knewe there at my firſte legacie) made 
me a bycete tnkozmation ofal the over ok his tourney: the which, 
4 Ss. ul. foz⸗ 
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fozaſmuch as it may ſeeme difficult andlaboztous, al wel fo; the 
diſtance as daungerous places, J haue thought good to deſcribe 
the lame as J recepued it at his mouth, 

Fyꝛſt, he ſayde that beyng ſent of his pꝛince with the ſapde 
Dauid.they came fyzſt to Novogradia the great. And whereas at 
that tyme the kyagoome of Suecia reuolted from the Kyng of 
Denmarke, æ alſo the Duke of Moſcouia was at dilcention with 
the Suetians, by reaſon whereof they could not paſle by the moſt 
accuſtomed wap, foꝛ the tumultes of warre, they attempted they 
iourney by an other wap, longer, but ſafer, and came fyꝛſt from 
Nouogradia to the mouthes of the rpuer of Dwina and Potiw io, by 
a berp diff. cult and papufull tournep: Foz hee ſapd that this tours 
ney, which cannot be to muche deteſted fo} ſuch labours and tra⸗ 
ueyles, continuech foꝛ the ſpace of chzee hundꝛed leagues. In fine, 
takyng foure (mall ſhyppes o2 barkes at the mouthes of Dwi- 
na, they layled by the coaſt on the right hand of the Occan, where 
they ſawe certapne hygh and rough mountapnes : and at the 
length ſaplyng.rvf, leagues, and paſſyng a great gulfe,folows 
ed the coaſt on the lefte hande: and leauyng on the right hande 
the large ſea whiche hath the name ofthe rpuer Petgora (as 
haue allo the mountapnes adiacent to the ſame) they came ta 
the people of Finlappia : who, although they dwell here & there 
in low cottagies by the ſea ſyde, and leade in maner a beaſtly lyfe, 


pet are they m3ze meeke and tractable then the wylde Lappians. 


He ſapde that theſe alſo are tributaries to the pꝛince of Moſcouia. 
Then leauing the laude of che Lappians, and ſaylyng foureſcoze 
leagues, they came to the region of Nortpoden, vnder the domini⸗ 
on of the kyng of Suec /a. This the Moſcouites call Kaienſ ka Sem- 
la, and the people Naieni. Departyng from hence, and ſaplyng as 
long by the coaſt of a wyndyng aud bendyng ſhoze reachyng to» 
warde the ryght hande, they came to a pꝛomontoꝛie 02 cape, cal⸗ 
led the Holy noſe, being a great ſtone reachyng farre into the ſea, 
to the limilitude of a noſe: vnder the which is leene a caue with a 
whyzlepoole, which ſwaloweth the ſea euerp ſyxe houres : and 
caſtyng fooꝛth the ſame agapne with terryble roaryng and bio⸗ 
lence, cauleth the ſapde whyzlepoole. Some call this che Nas 
uell of the lea; and other name it Charipas . Pe affyzmeth * 
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the violence ofthis lwalowing gulfe is ſuch, that it dꝛaweth into Such whyzle 


it, iuolueth, and l waloweth vp ſhyppes, Fall other thinges that raue bers 
come neare it, and that they were neuer in greater danger. Fox 
the whirlepoole ſo ſodepnely and violently dꝛue vnto it the ſhyp 
02 barke wherein they were carrped, that with the helpe of 
Oꝛts and great labour they hardly eſcaped. Mhen they had 
thus ouerpaſſed the holy noſe, they came to a certayne ſtony 
mountaine, which they ſhould needes compaſſe about: but being 
there ſfayed with contrary windes fox the ſpace of certaine dayes, 
the pylot ofthe hyp ſpake vnto them in thts effect: This ſtone 
(ſayeth he) that pou ſee, is called Semes: the whiche except wee —— — 
pleaſe with ſome gyfte, we ſhall not paſſe by without great dan⸗ = 
ger. But the Pylot beyng repꝛoued of 7/toma koꝛ his vayne ſu⸗ Huperſtition 
perſtition, helde his peace. And when they had ben deteined there 
by tempeſt foꝛ the ſpace of foure dayes, at the length the tempeſt 
ceaſſed, and they went fozward on they viage with a pzoſperous 
wynde. Then the pylot ſpake vnto them agayne, ſaying: You de⸗ 
ſpiſed my admonition ok pleaſing the Se mes, and ſcoꝛned the ſame 
as bayne and ſuperſtitious: but if I had not pꝛiuilie in the night 
aſcended a rocke and pleaſed the Semes, we ſhould ſurely haue 
had no paſſage . Being demaunded what he offeredto the Se- rie 
mes, hee ſayde that he poured butter myxt with otemeale vpon — 
the ſtone which we ſawe reach fooꝛth into the ſea, As they ſapled Che rape 
further, they came to an other cape named Moths, whiche was — of 
almoſt enuironed with the ſea, pke an Jlande, in whoſe extreme wardpus. 
pointe, is ſituate the Caſtel of Bart hus, which ſome call  ardbas, 
(that is) a houſe of defence oz foꝛtreſſe: Foz the kynges of 
Noꝛzway haue there a garriſon of men to defend theyꝛ marches, 
He ſayde furthermoꝛe, that that cape reacheth ſo farre into the 
ſea, that they could ſcarlely tompaſſe it in eyght dayes , By 
which tarping leaſte they ſhould be hyndered, they caryed on 
theyꝛ ſhoulders with great labour, thep2 barkes and fardelles 
ouer a ſtreyght ot lande conteynyng halfe a league in bꝛeadth. 
From hence they layled to the region ok the wylde Lappoves, 
called Pikillappores,t0a place named O/ont, bepng. 200, leagues —— — 
dilkant from D wina, toward the Moꝛth. And thus far as he ſayth Lappones. 
doth the pꝛince of Meſcouia exactetribute.Furthermoze, ſcauin « dont, 
Ds. ili. theyꝛ 
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their Barkes here, they furnyſbed the reſivue of their journey on 
 Sleades.Ne further declared, that there were heards of Hartes, 


as are with vs of Oren, which in the Norueg ians tongue are cal⸗ 
led Wen, beyng ſomewhat bygger then our Hartes. Theſe the 
Lappones ble in this maner: They ioyne them to Sleades made 
lyke fycher Boates, as we put hoꝛſes to the Cart, the man in the 
Sleade is tyed faſt by the feete, leſt he fal out by the ſwift courſe 
of the Hartes. In his leaft hande he holdeth a coller oz reigne, 
wherewith he moderateth the courle of the Martes: and in the 
ryght hand a yyked ſtaffe, wherwith he may ſuſteyne the Sleade 
from fallpng, pfit chaunce to decline too muche on anpe parte. 


gues iu one dap And he tolde me, that by this meanes he trauapled. xx. leagues 
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in one dap, and then diſmyſſed the Hart, who by hym ſelfe retur⸗ 
ned to his owne maiſter and accuſtomed ſtable. This iourney 
thus finiſhed, they came to Berges a citie of Norueg ia. oꝛ Norway, 
ſituate directlye towarde the Noꝛth, betweene the mountapnes, 
and went from thence to Denne ke on hoꝛſ backe. At Droxt and 
Berges the day is ſayde to be. xxii.houres long in the Sommer 
Equinoctial. Blaſs, an other of the pꝛince of Moſcouia his In⸗ 
terpꝛeters, who a fewe yeeres befoze was ſent of his pꝛynce 
into Spapne to the Emperour, declared vnto vs an other 
and ſhoꝛter way of his iourney: koꝛ he layde, that when he was 
ſent from Moſcouia to lohn the kyng of Denmarke, he came firſte 
on foote vnto Reſtawe and takyng chyppe there, came to Perea- 
ſlaw: and from Pereaſlaw, by the riuer / olga, to C-{tr0:10%; and 
that from thence, goyng ſeuen werſtes by lande, he came to 
a lite rvuer, ſaplyng by the whiche, when firlte he came ta 
Vuolochda, then to Suchana, and Dwina, and in fine, to the citie of 
Berges in No: way, ouerpaſlpng in this viage al the perylles aud 
la 119! wg that lt oma rehcarled befoze . be Calne at length [0 
H afuia the cheete cine of Dezmarke , Wilche the Germanes call 
Ko ppenhagen : but in their returnyng home, they both confeſſe 
that they came to Moſcouia by Livonia, and that thep were

png cuppes, earthen and bꝛaſen pottes, with ſuch other neceſſa⸗ 
rie wares: So that they vie now to eate ſodden and rolted meate, 
and do embꝛaſe moꝛe ciuile maners. Their owne apparell is 

made ol the ſkinnes of diuers beaſtes ſowed togeather , And in 

this apparel they ſomtimes come to M oſconia. Pet fewe ofthe 

haue cappes oꝛ holen, which they vſe to make of hartesſkynnes. 

They haue not the vſe of golde oꝛ ſyluer mony: but vſe only bar⸗ 

teryng of ware foꝛ ware . And being ignoꝛant of other langua⸗ 
ges beſpde theyꝛ owne, they ſeeme among ſtraungers fo be in 

maner dombe . They cotages are couered onely with the 

barkes oftrees . They haue no certatne reſting habitation: But 

when they haue conſumed the fiſhe and wild beaſtes in one place, 

they remoue co an other , Furthermonꝛe alſo the ſaide ambaſſa⸗ 

dours of che pꝛince of Moſcouia declared, that in the ſame partes 

they ſawe certapne hygh mountaynes, continually caſting toozth 

flames ol kyꝛe, as doth the mountayne of Etna in the Jlande of 
Sicilia: and that euen in Noꝛway many mountaynes are fallen 

downe and burnt in maner to aſhes with ſuch continuall flames. 

Which chyng ſome conſiderpng, kayne the kyꝛe of Purgatozie 

to be there. And as concernyng theſe mountaynes of Moꝛwap, 

when J was ſentambaſſadour to Cyriſtierne king of Denmarke, 
J was enfourmed the lyke by the gouernours of Mozwap, who 

chaunced at that tyme tobe pꝛelent there, 

About the mouthes ok the ryuer Pet ⁊ora that are towarde 
the ryght hande from the mouthes of Daina, are layde to be 
dyUcrs and great beaſtes in the Ocean: and among other, a 

certapne 
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certayne great beaſt as byg as an Dre, which the inhabitauntes 
call Moꝛs. This bealk hath ſhozt feete lyne a Beuer oꝛ an Ot⸗ Tye beat cats 
ter , with a bꝛeaſt ſomewhat hygh and bꝛode, foz the pꝛopoꝛtion ien Mots. 
of the reſidue ofhis bodp , and twolong and great teeth growe- 
vng out of the vpper tawe , Thele beaſtes fo2 reſt and encreale, 
do ſometymes leaue the Ocean, and by great heardes aſcend the 
mountapnes: where,befoze they gene them ſelues to pzofounde 
fleepe (whereunto they are naturaly enclined) they appopnt one 
of theyꝛ number as it were a watch man, as do Cranes fox the TVeproni-/ 
ſecuritie of the rel. Thich ykhe chaunce to ſleepe, oꝛ to be ſlaine cure, 
ofthe hunters, the reſidue may eafly be taken. But yk the watch- » 
man geue warnyng with rozyng (as the maner is) immediate⸗ 
ly the whole hearde awakened thereby, ſodaynely put they? hin- 
der feete to they? teeth, and ſo fallyng from che mountaine with 
great celeritie as it were on a ſleade, they caſt them ſelues heads 
long into the Ocean: where allo they reſt and ſleepe fo2 a while 
bpon the heapes of yſe. The hunters purſue chele beaſtes onlye 
foꝛ they? teeth: Of the whiche the Moſconites, T artars, and eſpe» 
cially the Turkes, make haftes fox \wozdes and daggers very ar⸗ 
tifictally: and vſe theſe rather foz oznament, then to geue the 
greater ſtroke fo2 che weyght oz heauyneſſe thereof, as ſome fa⸗ 
ble. Alſo among the Turkes, Moſconites, and T artars , theſe 
teeth are ſolde by weyght. and are called the teeth of fyſhes. 
The froſen ſea reacheth farre and wyde beyonde Daina, to The trolen

N baupng any excellent digniite on the lame 
8 77 ſin all places under the vniuerlall heauen: 
a Peace, tranquilitie, and honour, be vnto 
pou, and your landes and regions whiche are vnder pour domt- 
nions, and to euery of pou, as is conuenient. 

Fozalinuche as the great and almyghtie God hath geuen 
bnto mankynde, aboue all other lpuing creatures, ſuch a hart and 
deſp2e, that euery man delp2eth to ioyne frendeſhyp with other, 
to loue and be loued, allo to geue and recepue mutuall benefites; 
it is therefoꝛe the duetie of all men, accoꝛdyng to theyꝛ power, to 
mayntayne and increaſe this deſpze in euery man, with well de⸗ 
ſeruing to all men, and eſpecially to ſhewe this good affection 
to ſuch, as beyng moued with this deſpꝛe, come vnto them from 
farre countreis.

and kyngdomes lubiecte vnto the ſame, as heereafter ſhall bee 
moꝛe particularly declared, with ſuche bꝛeuitie as the tyme and 
matter now requireth. Fozalmuch as many thinges myght bee 
wꝛitten touchyng this voyage, and the merchauntes traftque 
in theſe regions, whiche foꝛ many great conſiderattons ought 
not to be publyſbed oꝛ put in pꝛynt: and therefoze touchyng ons 
ly thole thinges, it ſhall ſuffice to the reader to vnderſtande the 
deſcription of the regions, with the maners and cuſtomes of the 
people of thole countreys, after the maner of a Geographicall 
hiſkozte, partely to delight and content the deſpꝛe of ſuche as 
take pleaſure in the knowledge of ſtraunge thinges and coun⸗ 
treys, whereby the mynde of man increaſech in wiſedome and 
knowledge, both in humane affapꝛes, and alſo of the marueylous 
and manyfolde wozkes of god q nature, that thereby God may 
be gloꝛiſied and ſanctifted in all hi; woꝛkes, in the ſpirites of all

only by communication and conference with them at ſundzye 
tymes, with fewe woozdes as occaltonſerued . But now to ene 
ter into the voyage. 

From the merchauntes houle at the poꝛte of Sainct Mico⸗ 
las in Moſcouia, they traueyle vp the rpuers of Daina and Sa- 
chana, vntyll they come vnto the citie of /o/ogda, (where allo 
the merchantes haue an other houle) a thouſande werſtes 02 Ns 
myles, oꝛ myles of i, whiche may bec about ſeuen hundzed 
Englyſhe mples . Then from / 0/0244 ouerlande, to the cite 
of Teraſlaue, which lyeth on the ryuer Volga, a hundꝛed and foure- 
ſcoꝛe Jus myles. At this citie of 7 eraſlaue, the merchantes lande 
thep2 goods foꝛ Peyſia, and buylded theyz ſhyppes there vppon 
the ſapde rpuer, at a place named / ſt wick: ⁊eleſuoy, about a hun⸗ 
dꝛed myles from Teraſlaue. Do traueplyng from thence downe 
the ryuer ola, vntyll they come to 4/tracan, a fozte of the Em- 
perour of A couia, lying thꝛeeſcoꝛe myles from the Caſpian lea. 
Uppon Ja lyeth a great towne of merchaundies, named Co- 
(trum, and beponde that a ſtrong Caſtell of bucke, named His 
Nouog orod, ſtandyng vppon a hyll. And from chence, vppon an 
arme ofthe ſame ryuer, lyeth a great koꝛtreſſe named Caran, 
which the Moſcouite woon from the 7 artars, Nogais being their 


chiefe and pꝛincipall holde: and therewith conquered the whole 


countrey of Cazan, oꝛ the Tartars Cazamites, conteynyng two 
thouſande mples . From Cagan vponthe ſayde ryuer, the Moſ- 
couite hath in his ſubiection the one [yde of the rpuer, and the 
T artars, called Crimes, haue the other ſyde. But they dare not 
paſſe ouer the ryuer, by reaſon that the Moſcouite keepeth many 
Gariſons on the ryuer, and in certayne Jlandes ok the ryuer 
from place to place, as occaſton ſerueth:So that the rpucr is kept 
quietly, notwithſtandyng the conklicte that happened to Bani⸗ 
ſter outward, by reaſon ofthe Turkes ſouldiers that would haue 
ſpoyled his ſhyppes: which ncuerthels Ne defended them ſelues 
manfully, and ſiue two hundꝛed of the Turkes. Fo2 the Turke 
(ent thythcran arnne of xl, thouſande Turkes and 7artars, ta 
recotier Aſtracan from the Moſcouite: but they were enfozs 
ced to bycake vp they? Campe for lacke of victualles and other 
neceſlaries, eſpecially bycauſe the wpnter dꝛue neare, and the 
Moſcouite prepared a great army againſt them,

into Derſia. 


From Aſtracau, debe the ſayde ryuer, tothe Caſpian ſea, is 
the diſtance orthꝛeſcoꝛe myles . From the enterance into the 
Caſhian ſca, in two op thꝛee dayes ſaplyng with a goed wpnde, 
crolle auer that lea from the Noꝛth to the South, they come to 
the reale of Media, arryuing at a poꝛte named Bilbil, ente⸗ 
ryng into a ſmall ryuer that falleth into the Caſpian ſea, and pals 
ſing kram thence by lande with Camels, in thꝛee dayes tourney, 
chey come to a citie of Sharuan oꝛ Media, named Shamakj . And 
from thence in xuui.dayes iourney by Camelles, they come to 
the great and famous citie of Tau is, oꝛ Teueris, being the grea⸗ 
teſt citie of Perſia, foꝛ trade of merchandies. This citie is eſtee⸗ 
med almoſt cwyſe as byg as London, and fo2 the molt parte is 
buylded of rawe bꝛickes, not burnt, but only dꝛyed and hardened 
in the ſunne: che dooꝛes of the houles be very lowe and litle. The 
Sophie in tyme paſte remayned chiefly in this citie: But after 
that the region about this citie was inuaded by the Turkes, he 
went further into the countrey, and buylded a towne named Caſ- 
bin, which befoꝛe. xx. yeeres was but a billage, where he now kee⸗ 
peth his courte, being. xi. dapes tournep from SHamali by hoſe, 
and xx. dayes by Camelles. 

Note, that neare vnto this ſyde ofthe C/ ian ſea, dwell the 
T artars called Nogais and Shalcauis. Alſo certapne Arabians,and 
Chziſtians named Armenians . The Caſpian [eats otherwiſe cal- 
led Mare de Baccan: and may ſecme ſo to be called,by reaſon of a 
towne by the ſea ſyde, named Bacco,

teyned maiſter Jenkinſon and the Englyſhe merchauntes which Media. 


coſen vnto the Sophie, came thyther, and honourably ente 


were with him, and made them a great banquet , cauſyng 
maiſter Jenkinſon (who was then rychely apparelled in lilke, 
veluet, and ſcarlet, as became an Ambaſſidour foz the Queenes 
maieſtie) to ſit downe ſomewhat farre from him. 
The Ryng him ſelfe dyd ſitte in a very ryche Pauilion wought 
with ſilke and golde, of the length of lirtiene katham, oꝛ therea⸗ 
bout, placed on a hylles ſyde, hauyng befoze him a goodly foun⸗ 
tayne of fapꝛe running water, wherol he and his nobilitie dzonke, 
Pe was rychly apparelled with long garments ofſilke,and cloth 
of golde, bzodered with pearle and pꝛetious ſtones . Uppon 
his head, he had a Cappe with a ſharpe ende of halfe a parde 
long, ſtandyng vpꝛyght, of ryche cloth of golde, wꝛapped about 
with a piece of Indian ſilke of twentie pardes long, wꝛought 
with golde . On the lekte ſpde ok his Tollepan (ſo is the cappe 
called) was a plume offeathers ſet in a trsonke of golde, rych⸗ 
ly inameled and ſet with pꝛecious ſtones. At his eares, he woꝛe 
earerynges, with pendantes of golde and ſtones a handkul long, 
with two great Rubies of great value in the endes therof, All the 
grounde within his Pautlion, was couered with Carpettes, 
and vnder him ſelfe was ſpꝛed a ſquare Carpet wzought with 
ſiluer and golde, and therebppon were lapde two ſutable Cuſſi⸗ 
ons . Thus the kyng and his noble men ſatte in his Pauilion 
wich theyꝛ legges acroſſe, as doe Taplers: Pet commaunded 
ſtooles to be gyuen to our men, bycaule they coulde not ſitte ſo: 
then cauſed meate to be ſette befoze them, and made them a 
banquet of a hundzed dyſhes of meate, and as many of kruiteg 
and conſerues. After the banquet, he cauſed them to goe with him 


à humyng and hauking, in the which they killed certayne beaſtes Cankpng and 
and Cranes. Paiſter Jenkinſon founde ſo much kauour with untpng. 


this kyng, that at his departyng, he commended him to the So- 


bie with his letters, and alſo wꝛote in his fauour to his ſonne,

So that ater his commpng 
thyther, by his meanes, he came at the length to the pꝛelenc e and 
ſpeache of the Sophie: whiche ctherwyle he ſhould haue dane 
very hardly, by reaſon of the Turkes Amballadours which then 
were there, aadreftited his aſtayꝛes, with many perſuaſtons to 
the Sophie, and other of his nobilitie, agaynſt the Chziſtians, 
as moꝛtal encintes boch to the Turkes and Peyſiaus, and they? 
religion. And whereas a wyple beloze, a perpetuall peace and 
amitie was concluded betweene the Turke and the Sophie, the 
Ambaſſadours woulde perſuade him that his kriendſhyp wit! 
the Chziſtians, oꝛ contracte with them touchyng any affaires, 
and elpecially ſuche as myght be pꝛeiudiciall to the Turke, oz 
any of his ſubiectes, mpgyt engender newe ſuſpitions and oc⸗ 
caltons of bꝛeache of the late concluded peace, with many luche 
other ſurmiſed accuſations . TUherevypon the Sophie lkapde, 
and pꝛolonged the tyme, betzze he woulde admit maiſter Jens 
kinſon to bis ſycache. At the length when by the friendſhyp and 
fatour of Kyng Abilalaca and his ſonne, with other friemes 


made in the courte, he tyme was appoputed that maiſter Jett 


kinſon ſhoulde be heade, there wis one that came to hun with⸗ 
out the courte gate, belce he lyght from his hoꝛſe on the ground, 
and gaue him a pape of choses lent from the Sophie, luche as 
he him lelfe was wonde to weare in the nyght whenhe ryſeth to 
pꝛap, willyng him to put them on his feete, ko that it was not 
otherwpſe lawſull for him beyng a Gawar o C aer (that is a 
mpl beleeuer) to treade vppon that holy grounte , hen hee 
came to his pꝛeſence, he demaunded of ham of what countrey 
of Frankes he was, meanyng by Frankes Chuſtians: Foz 
they call all Chꝛiſtians Frankes (that ts Frenche men) as we 


commonly call all £ahumetans, Turkes, although there bee 


many Mahumetans of other nattons beſpde Turkes . Me an- 
{ wered,that he was a Chyiftian of the beſt Frankes ofthe coun: 
trep of Englande: declarpng further vato him, the cauſe of 
his commyng tpther, to be foꝛ the great commoditie ofhim and 
his ſubiectes by che way of merchandies, as myght further 
appeare by the letters directed onto his maieſtie from the 
Qucenc of Englande his Þyzince, and the Emperour of A/ 
coun . Muche mote talke had he wich maiſter Jenkinſon, — 

ere 
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here to be written: but by reaſon of the Turkes Ambalſa⸗ 
dours, at this pꝛeſent, was no great thyng done heerein to the 
pꝛeferment of the merchantes affayzes . Yet he commaunded 
that maiſter Jenkinſon ſhoulde be honourably bled, and ſent 
him certayne ryche apparell . At this tyme was allo in the 
Sophies courte the ſonne ofthe Kyng of the Georgians, a Cht- 
ſtian Silmatike as they are nowe called. The ſame tyme Che Turkes 
alſo, a ſonne ofthe Turkes (who had befoze attempted ſome⸗ — beheas 
what agaynſt his father, and fledde to the Sophie) was m 
byhim at the Turkes requeſt detepned in pꝛiſon: 
Andvppon the late concluſion of peace, the 
Turke required the Sophie to ſend him 
his head: which hee graunted, and 
ſent it him by the ſayd Ambaila: 
dours. This voyage of mai⸗ 
ſter Jenkinſon, was in 
the yeere, 
1561.

The 
towne is but eupll buylded, and fo2 the moſt pare all of 
bꝛycke, not hardened with fyꝛe, but onely dꝛyed at the Sunne, 
as is the moſt part of the buyldyng of all Perſia , The kyng 
hath not come out ofthe compaſſe of his owne houle in. xcxiit. 
02 . xxxiuii. pceres, whereofthe cauſe is not knowen , but as 
they (ape, it is vppon a ſuperſtition of certapne pꝛopheſies, to 
whiche they are greatly addicted: he is nowe about foure⸗ 
ſcoꝛe peeres of age, and very luſtie. And to keepe hym the 
mote luſtye, he hath foure wyues alwapes, and about thꝛee hun⸗ 


dꝛed concubpnes . And once in the peere, he hath all the fayze The kynges 
maydens and wyues. that map bee founde a great way about, Concubimes.

them in all partes , takyng luche as he lyketh, and puttyng 
away (ome of them which he hath kept befoze , And with them 
that he putteth away, he gratiſieth ſome ſuche as hath doone 
hym the belt ſeruice . And if he chaunce to take any mans 
wyfe, her huſbande is very glad thereof, and in recompence 
of her, oftentymes he geueth the huſbande one of his olde 
ſtoze, whom he thankfully recepueth . If any ſtraunger, 
beyng a Chyiſtian, ſhall come befoze hym, he muſt put on a 
newe papꝛe of ſhowes made in that countrey, and from 
the place where he entereth, there is dygged as it were

When Mortus Ali dyed, 
there came a holy pꝛophet, who gaue them warnyng that ſhozt- 
ly there woulde come a whyte Camell, vppon the which he chars 
ged them to lap the body and ſwoozde of Mortus Ali, and to 
ſuffer the Camell to carye it whether he woulde . The whiche 
beyng per lourmed, the ſapde whyte Camell caryed the \woowe 
and body of Mortus Ali bnto the ſea ſyde, and the Camell go⸗ 
png a good wap into the lea, was with the \woozde and bodye 
of Mortus Ali taken vp into heauen, fo2 whoſe returne they haue 
long looked foz in Perſia .

The Shang h occupieth hym ſelfe alwayes two dayes in the 
weeke in his Batheſtoue, and when he is diſpoſed to go thither, 
he taketh with hym fpue oꝛ ſyxe of his concubines, moꝛe oꝛ leſſe, 
and one day they conſume in waſhyng, rubbyng, and bathyng 
hym, and the other day in paryng his nayles, and other matters. 
The greateſt part of his lyfe, he ſpendeth amongſt his wyues 
and concubines . Me hath nowe reigned about kyftie and foure 
pceres, and is therefoꝛe counted a very holy man, as they euer 
eſteeme theyꝛ kynges, if they haue reigned fyftte yeeres oꝛ mote: 
fo they meaſure the fauoure of God by a mans pꝛoſperitie, oꝛ 
his diſpleaſure by a mans milfoꝛtune oz aduerſitie. The great 
Turke hath this SHaugb in great reuerence, becaule he hath 
reigned kyng ſo long tyme. 

I haue layde befoze that he hath foure wyues, and as many

lpke her, he wyll keepe her fo2 his owne vſe as long as hym ly⸗ 
ſtech, and then ſelleth her to an other, who doth the like with her. 
So that one woman is ſometymes lolde in the ſpace of foure oꝛ 
fyue peeres, twelue, oꝛ twentie tymes. If a man keepe a bonde 
woman foꝛ his owne ble, and yk he fynde her to be falſe to hym, 
and geue her body to any other, he may kyll her pk he wyll. 
hen a merchant o2 trauailer comnieth to any towne where 
he entendech to tarry any time, he hyꝛeth a woman, oꝛ ſometimes 
two oꝛ thzee duryng his abode there. And when he commeth to 
an other towne, he doth the lyke in the ſame allo: foꝛ there they 
— put out theyꝛ women ta hyꝛe, as wee doo here hackneye 
oles. 

There is a berpe great ryuer whiche runneth thzough the 
playne of 1 aat, whiche falleth into the C/ ian ſea, by a towne 
called Bac. neare vnto whiche towne is a ſtrange thyng to be 
holde.

There is allo by the ſayde towne of Bach. an other kinde 
of Dple whiche is whyte and very pꝛecidus: and is ſuppoſcdta 
be the ſame that here is called Petro/ſcum. There is allo not 
farre from Shamaky, a thyng lyke vnto Tarre, and iſhucch out 
ok the grounde, whereof we haue made the p:oofe, that in our 
ſhyps it ſerueth well in the ſteade of Tarre. 

In Feyſia are Kyne of two ſoztes, the one lyke vnto ours in 
thele partes, the other are marucytous cuil fauoured, with great 
bones, and very leane. and but little heare vppon them: theyz 
milk is walo wich ſweete: they are like vnto them which are ſpo⸗ 
ken ol in the ſcripture , which in the dꝛeame of Pharao lignifi- 
edthe ſeuen deare peeres: fo2 a leaner o2 moze euill fauoured 
beaſt, can no man ſce. 

In the countrey of Sheraan (ſometyme called Media) if you 
chaunce to lye in the fieldes neare vnto any village, as ſcone as 
the twylyght begynneth, vou ſhall haue about pou two oz thꝛee

lyng: and pf you looke not well co your victuales, it ſhall ſcape 
them hardly but they wpll haue part with you. 

The Caſþianſea, doth neyther ebbe no2 flowe, except ſomes 
tymes by rage of wpnde it ſwelleth vp very hygh :the water is 
very ſalt. Powbeit, the quantitie of water that falleth out ofthe 
great ryuer of Volga, maketh the water freſhe at the leaſt twentie 
leagues into the ſea. The Caſpian ſea is marucylous full of 
fyſhe, but no kynde of monſtrous fpſh , as farre as J coulde vns 
derſtande, pet hath it ſundzv ſoztes offyſhes whiche are not in 
theſe parties of the woꝛlde.

1369. was a 
certayne Pꝛince among the Peyſiaus, who poſſeſſed the towne of 
Ardenelim, his name was Sophi : & glojitted him ſelfe to diſcende 
of the raſe and pꝛogenie of Alis Muamedis, by Mu an Cagin his 
Neuie. De, after the death of Cah fa. the Soltan of Babilon, and 
the contrary faction which the Turkes defended, ſuppꝛeſſed alſa 
of the Tartars, began moꝛe boldly and freely to pꝛofeſſe his opt» 
nion and ſentence of theyꝛ religion. And bycauſe that Ocem us the 
ſonne of Alis, (from whom he gloꝛiſied him ſelfe to deſcend) had 
twelue childꝛen, willyng to adde to them of his ſecte a certaynte 
ſigne, whereby they myght be knowen from other, oꝛdeyned that 
they that would embꝛace his ſecte and pꝛofeſſion, hould were on 
their heads a high cappe of purple vnder a vele, wherwith all the 
Turkes inuolue theyꝛ heades, and in they language call it Tuli- 
bante, hauing in the middeſt of it. xii, p'umes oꝛ ſhappe toppes. 
After his death, ſucceeded his ſonne Guines: who in all the Eaſt 
partes obteyned ſo great opinion of wiſedome and holineſſe, that

— fot warres with the Turkes fot the religion ot Pahumet 8 Fo; the 
tweene Turkes Sophians oz Perſians, folowe one maner of interpꝛetation of 
and Perſians, Mahumettes religion, and the Turkes an other : the which in⸗ 
terpꝛetations neuertheleſſe are ſo differyng one from the ether, 
Perſlans. bhat the one of them eſteemeth the other foz heretikes. The Per⸗ 
ſians are of liberall nature, of muche ciuilitie and curteſte,greatly 
eſteeming artes and ſciences: they acknowledge a certaine woꝛ⸗ 
thineſſe o2 nobilitie among men, wherin they differ much from 
Turkes. the Turkes, which make no difference betweene llaues and woz⸗ 
thter men oꝛ Gentelmen.

S mas Shaug b. whiche is, Thomas the ru⸗ 
ler, Soltan, 02 gouernour :fo2 Shaugh, 
| gs ls not the name of a kyng, but of an ol⸗ 
te Foa kyng in they language, is 
called Pac het, but no Pztnce is called by this name, befoꝛe hee 
haue reigned by ſeuen diſcentes: but he that nowe reygneth, is 
but only of fpue diſcentes, and is therefoze called only Shang b. 
which is a name of office. 

Pe hath foure wyues and. xii. ſonnes, and hath kepte one of his 
ſonnes in pꝛiſon many peeres, oz a great ouerthzowe whiche he 
gaue the Turke in the warres, although he cooke the ſame fo2 
acceptall ſeruice, and a noble explopt. Bet fozalinuch as by that 
facte, he obteyned great renoume of a valiant and warlyke man, 
he began him ſelfe to haue him in ſuſpition, leaſt the glozte of 
that enterpyſe myght encourage him to attempt ſomewhat as 
gapult his father, as oftentymes the Tur kes ſonnes hauc rebel⸗ 
led agaynſt theyꝛ fathers yet liuyng, and diſplaced chem af their 
dignitie.

bnto the ſtreight of Bazora,called Fretum Bagoræ, and tn maner 
all the Jlandes of the gulfe of Perſia, called Sinus Perſicus . The 
Metrapolis 0) chiefe citie ofthe kingdome of Ormus, is the citie of 
Ormus, ſituate in an Jland named Geru, being one of the famolk 
martes of theſe partes ofthe woꝛld. The Jland is within the gulf 
of Perſia, not far within the ſtreight of Bazora . This ſtreight of 
Bazora,other haue named the ſtreight of Ormus, being betweene 
Arabia Fœlix, and the region of Perſia , The region of Ormus is 
well peopled, x hath many goodly places x cities. The gulle is 
not euery where nauigable, by reaſon of many ſhelues and lowe 
places. Mithin foure dayes ſapling of Oy mus, are the Jlandes of 
Ba haren, where are found the fayꝛeſt oꝛientall pearls of che woꝛld. 
Orirus vſeth trafique of merchandies with Adem d Cambaia, and 
with the kingdomes ol Decan # Goa, q with the poztes of Narſin- 


ga ſt Malabar. The chiefe merchandies bꝛought from thence, are 


hozles of Arabia Perſia, pearles, ſalt peter, bzimſtone, ſilke, Z u- 
tia, Alume, alſo Alume of Alexandria oz Boꝛace, Uitriol, oꝛ Cop⸗ 
poꝛoſe, ſalt in great quantitie, ſuuer, Muſke, Ambar, wheate, ma⸗

Erſia is one of the greateſt and moſt famous 
Pꝛouinces of the woꝛlde. It toucheth not 
the ſea, but at the gulfe of Ormus , On the 
ſpde of C ambaia, it confineth with the people 
named Motagues, on che ſpde of Arabia, with 
the gulfe of Ormus, on the ſyde ofthe firme 

— — lande, with the mountapnes of Deli, and 
on the ſide of Car mania, and in maner by the confines of Babylon, 
it extendeth towarde India: it hath many kingdomes and cities 
ſubiecte vn :o it. The people of Perſia, are called Ag emini. It con. 
teyneth foure pꝛincipall pꝛouinces, which are theſe: Coraconi, Gi- 
nali, Tauris, Xitarim. In the which alſa are theſe foure moſt fa⸗ 
mous cities: That is Tauris, Siras, Samarcante, Coraconi: They 
are valiant and warlyke men, x of great eſtimation. They of Sa- 
marcante, haue in auncient tyme been Chꝛiſtians. Tauris and Si- 
ras, are cities as famous among them, as is with vs Paris in 
France: they are men ok great cuulitie and curteſie. The wo⸗ 
men of Siras, are of commendable beautie and behauour, very 
neate and delicate, and thereof commeth a pꝛouerbe among the 
Mahumetans, that Mahumet would neuer goe to Siras, leaſt it 
he had taſted the pleaſures of thoſe women, he (ould neuer al. 
ter his death haue gone to Paradyle. The kyng of Perfats cal- 
led Siech Iſmael, whom the Italians call Gualizador,op Sophi. 


Hts chiefe manſon place oꝛ court, is at Tauris, oꝛ Teueris, which 


is diſtant from Ormus fiftte dapes iourney with Camelles. De is 
called the great Mahumetan of the oꝛder ofthe red bonet (that is) 
of the lecte of Hali,which our men that came late from Perſſa, call

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Perſia, hath all ſoztes ol domeſticall oz tame beaſtes, ſuche as are 
in our countreps , It hath furthermoꝛe, Lions, Onces, and Ti⸗ 
gers, the people are muche giuen to pleaſures and ſpoztes, and 
are honourably apparelled, delighting greatly in perfumes and 
ſweete ſauours:they haue many wyues, and commit the keeping 
oꝛ charge of them to enuches oz gelded men: who foꝛ that ſeruice, 
are oftentymes p2eferred to great pꝛomotion, pet are they very 
ielous oftheyꝛ wyues. Notwichſtanding, both the Perſians, and 
alſo their neighbours of Or mus, are deteſtable Dodomites . In 
tyme paſte many great and valiant perſonages, as Orus, Darius.

He demaunded alſo many thynges of the Queenes 
maieſtie, and of che cuſtomes and lawes of the realme: ſaying 
oftentpmes in his owne language, Bara colla (that is to ſaye) 
wel ſaid. Me aſked alſo many thinges of kyng Philip, and of his 
warres agaynſt the Turke at Malta. Then demaunded of 
hym what was the chiefe cauſe of his reſoꝛte into his realme, 
And bepng certified that it was fo2 the trade of merchaundies, 
he aſked what kynde of merchaundies he coulde bꝛyng thyther. 
Such (lapde he) as the / enetian merchauntes, which dwellyng 
in our coumrey in the citie of Londro, ſende to Uenes, and from 
thence into Turkie by Halepo and Tripoli in Sorya, from whence, 
as by the ſeconde and thyꝛde handes, wich great charges of many 
cuſtomes and other thynges thereunto parteyning, they are at 
the length bꝛought into pour countrey and cities of Peyſia. hat 
merchaundies are thoſe, ſapd the Sophie: Edwardes anſweared, 
that they were great abundaunce of fine carſeis, of bꝛode clothes, 
of all ſoztes and coloures, as ſcarlettes, biolettes, and other of

carſes q fpne 


out of Englande, not onely ſuch clothes redie made, but furthers 
mote great plentie offpne wool to myngle with their wools ,of 
the which they coulde not otherwile make fpne cloth: Affirming 
that there went out of Englande peerely that wayes, aboue two 
hundzed thouſande carſeis, and as manye bꝛode clothes, beſyde 
fine wool and other merchaundies, beſpde alſo che great abun⸗ 
daunce of like clothes, ) which were caried into Spaine, Barba- 
rie, and divers other countreys. The Sophie then aſked hym by 
what meanes ſuch merchaundies myght be bꝛought into Perſia. 
Byght well Sir (ayde he) by the wap of Moſcouia, with moze 
ſafetie and in much ſhoꝛter tyme then the Yenetians can bꝛyng 
chem, kyꝛſt from Englande to Uenes, and from thence into 
Perſia, by the way of Turkpe . And therefozef ic (hall pleaſe 
pour mateſtie to graunt vs free paſſage into al pour dominions, 
with ſuch pꝛiuileges as map appertepne to the ſafegard of our 
lines,

ſayde Arthur Edwardes two other pꝛiuileges, foz the trade of 


merchandies into Preſia, all wzytten in Azure and golde let- 
ters, and delivered vnto the lozde keeper of the Sophie his great 
ſeale. The loꝛ de keeper was named Coche Cal fiye, ho ſayde 
that when the Shaug he (that is the kyng oz pꝛince) dyd ſytte to 
ſeale any letters, that pꝛiuilege ſboulde be ſealed and deliue⸗ 
red to Laurence Chapman. In this pꝛiuilege is one pꝛincipal 
article fo2 ſeruantes oꝛ merchantes: That yf the Agent do per⸗ 
cepue that vpon theyꝛ naughtie doynges, they woulde become 
Buſoꝛ men, that then the Agent wherſoeuer he ſhall fynde anye 
ſuch ſetuant oz ſeruantes, to take them, and put them in pꝛyſon:

the people abuſed them very much, and lo hated them that they 


would not touche them, but reuiled them, callyng them Cafars # 
Ca wart. which is, infydels, o; milbelceuers . But after they ſaw 
bow greatly the pꝛince fauoured them, they had them afterward 
in great reuerence, and would kyſſe theyꝛ handes, and vſe them 
bery frendly, Foz befoze.chepcooke it foꝛ no mong to rob them. 
defraud them, beare falſe witneſſe againſt them, & ſuch merchan · 
dies as they had bought oz ſold. make chem take it againe, and

The gouernoure appoynterh hym a 
hozle, and one to ryde befoꝛe hym on an other hozſe, bearyng a 
ſwooꝛde in his hande, and the Bu ſor man bearpng an arowe in 
his hand, and rydeth in the citie, curſyng his father and mother: 
and it euer after he returne to his owne religion, he is giltie of 
death, as is ſignified by the ſwooꝛde bozne befoze hym. A poung 
man, a ſeruaunt of one of our merchauntes, becauſe he woulde 
not abyde the coꝛrection ofhis maiſter koꝛ his faultes, was myn⸗ 
ded to foꝛſake his fapth , But ( as God woulde) he fell ſodaynelp 
ſicke and dyed, befoꝛe he gaue hym ſelfe to the deuil.

der ſtalk, like vnto a bier, oꝛ to a carnation gyleflour, wich 
bery manp bꝛaunches, bearyng on euery bzaunch a fruite, oꝛ ras 
ther a codde. growyng in round fourme, conteynyng in it the cot⸗ 
ton: and when this budde 02 codde commeth to the bygneſle of a 
wallnut, it openeth and ſheweth fooꝛth the cotton, which grows

baroulneſſe and contempt of knowledge, ſhoulve hereafcer bu⸗ 
ry in oblimonſo woꝛthy attempts, ſo much the greatlyer to be 
eſteemed, as befoꝛe neuer enterp2yſed by Englyſhe men, oꝛ at the 
leaſt ſo frequented, as at this pꝛeſent they are, and may be, to the 
great commoditie of our merchantes, yf the ſame be not hyndꝛed 
by the ambition of ſuch, as foꝛ the conqueſting of fourtie oꝛ fyftie 
mples here t chere, and erectyng of certayne fontreſſes, oꝛ rather 


blockehouſes among naked people, thynke them ſclues woꝛthy 


to be loꝛdes of halfe the woꝛld. enuping that other ſhoulde entop 
the commodities, which they them ſelues can not wholy poſlelle, 
And although ſuche as haue been at charges in the diſcoueryng

fruite, and muche lyke vatoa kygge as it groweth on the tree. 
For as the fygges are full of ſmall ſeedes, ſo is the ſayde truice 
full ot grapnes, which are loſe within the codde, hauyng in the 
myddeſt thereof a hole on every (pde , This kynde of ſpyce is 
much bled in colde countreys, and may there be ſolde fo2 great 
aduantage, fo exchaunge of other wares . But our men by 
the perſualton oꝛ rather infoxcement of thts tragicall Captaine, 
not regardyng, and ſettyng lyght by that commoditie, tn compa: 
rilon to the line golde they thirſted, layled an hundꝛed leagues 
further, b tyll they came to the golden lande: where not attemp⸗ 
tyng to come neare the Caſtell partepnyng to the kyng of Poz⸗ 
tugale, which was within the rpuer of Mina, made ſale of they? 
ware onely onthis ſyde and beyond it, foꝛ the golde ok that coun⸗ 
tre, to the quan itie of an hundꝛed and kyktie poundes wepght, 
there beyng in caſe that they myght haue diſpatched all theyꝛ 
ware fo2 golde, if the vntame bꝛayne of UUpndam had oz could 
haue gyuen ear: t2 the counſayle and experience of Pin eado. Foꝛ 
when that Ayndam, nat latil ſied with the golde whiche he had 
(and moꝛe might haue had ik he had taried about the Mina) com⸗ 
maundyng the ſayde Pinteado (fo; ſo he tooke vppon him) to 
leade the ſhyppes to Benin, beyng onder the Equinoctiall ſpne, 
and a hundꝛed and kyftie Icagues beyonde the ina, where he 
looked to haue they? ſhyppes laden with pepper: and beyng 
counſapled of the ſayde Pinteado, conlideryng the late tyme of 
the yeere, foꝛ that tyme to goe no further, but to make ſale of their 
wares ſuche as they had foꝛ golde, whereby they myght haue ben 
great gayuers. But Ayndam not aſſentyng herevnto, fell into 
a ſodayne rage, reuilyng the ſapde Pinte ado, callyng him Jewe, 
with other oppꝛobꝛious woozdes, laping, This hozlon Jewe 
hath pꝛomyſed to bꝛyng vs to luche places as are not, o2 as he 
can not bꝛyng vs vnto: but ik he doe not, J will cut of his eares, 
and nayle them to the malt . Pinteado gaue the foꝛeſayde coun⸗ 
ſaple to goe no further foꝛ the ſafegarde ofthe men & they lines,

Do it is therkoꝛe, that when his noble men are in his p;elcnce, 
they neuer looke him in the face, but (it couryng, as wee vppon 
our knees, ſo they vppon they? buttockes, with they? elbowes vp- 
pon theyꝛ knees, and theyꝛ handes befoze they? faces, not looking 
bp vntpll the Kyng commaunde them .

bꝛought with them. And therevppon ſent with the Captaine and 
the merchauntes, certayne of his men to conducte them to the 
waters ſyde, with other to bꝛyng the ware from the pinneſſe to 
the courte. CA ho when they were returned and the wares ſeene, 
the kyng grewe to this ende with the merchantes, to pꝛouyde in 
thirtie dayes the ladyng of all theyꝛ ſhyppes with pepper . And 
in ca'e tyep2 merchaundies would not cxtende to the value ol ſo 
muche pepper, he pꝛomiſed to credite them to theyꝛ next returne: 
and therebppon ſent the countrep rounde about to geather pep⸗ 
per, cauũng the lame to be bꝛought to the courte: So that with⸗ 
in the ſpace of thirtie dayes they had geathered foureſcoꝛe tunne 
of pepper. 

In the meane leaſon, our men partly hauyng no rule of them 
ſelues, but eatyng without meaſure of the fruites of the coun⸗ 
trey, and dꝛinkyng the wpne ofthe Palme trees that dꝛoppeth 
in the nyght from the cutte bꝛanches of the lame, and in luche 
ertreeme heate runnyng continually into the water, not vſed be⸗ 
fore to ſuche ſcdapne and vehement alterations (then the which 
nothyng is moꝛe daungerous) were thereby bꝛought into wel: 
lynges and agues: inlomuche that the later tyme of the peere 
comming on, cauſed them to dye lometimes. ii. c ſomtimes.iiii. 
oꝛ. b. in a dap. Then indam perceiuing the time ofthe.xxx.dapes 
to be expired, ⁊ his men dying ſo kaſt, ent to the courte in polte to 
captatne Pinte do, and the reſt, to come away, and to tary no lon» 
ger. But Pinteado, with the reſt, wꝛote backe to him againe, certi⸗ 
fying him ofthe great quantitie ot pepper they had alredy gea⸗ 
thered, and looked dayly foz much moe: Delring him further- 
moꝛe to remember the great pꝛaiſe and name they ſhould wyn, if 
they came home pꝛoſperoully, and what ſhame of the contrarie. 
ich which anſ were Ayndam not ſatiſtied, and many of their 


men dying daylp, willed and commaunded them againe either to

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come away furthwith, oz els thꝛeatened to leaue them behynde, 
When Pinteado hearde this aunſweare, thynkyng to perſuade 
hym with reaſon, tooke his way from the courte to warde the 
ſhyppes, beyng conducted thyther with men by the kynges com- 
maundement. 

Ja the meane ſeaſon /indam all rageyng, bꝛake bp Pint ea- 
dos Cabin, bꝛake open his cheſtes, ſpoyled ſuch pꝛouiſion of colde 
ſtylled waters and ſuckettes as he had pꝛouided foz his health, 
and lefce hym nothing, neither of his inſtrumentes to laile by, noꝛ 
pet ofhis apparell: and in the meane tyme fallyng ſycke hym 
ſelfe, dyed allo . Thoſe death Pinteado, commpng abzode, la⸗ 2 — don of 
mented as muche as if he had ben the deereſt frende he had in the Pinteado eupll 
wozlde . But certapne ofthe marpners and other officers dyd bed uf the mas 
ſpette in his face, ſome callyng hym Jewe, ſaping that he had * 
bꝛought them thyther to kyll them: and ſome dawyng theyꝛ 
ſwooꝛdes at hym, makyng a ſhewe to ſlay hym. Then he, percep⸗ 
uyng that they would needes away, deſyꝛed them to tarp, that he 
myght fetch the reſt of the merchauntes that were lefte at the 
courte. But they woulde not graunt his requeſt . Then deſyꝛed 
he them to geue hym the ſhyppe boate, with as muche of an oide 
ſaple as mpght ſerue fo2 the ſame, pꝛomiſyng them therewith to 
bzyng Nicolas Lambert and the reſt into England: But al was 
in bayne. Then unote he a letter to the courte to the merchants, S Henner 
infoꝛmyng them okall the matter, and pꝛomilpng chem ik Cod bome, whoſe fas 
would lende hym lyfe to returne with al haſt to fetch them. And kunde mage of 
thus was Finteado kept a boꝛdeſhyppe agaynlt his wyll, tut London, and 
among the boyes of the ſhyppe, not vſedlpke a man, noz pet like meme 
an honeſt boy, but glad to kfynde fauour at the cookes hande, knyght of the 
Then departed they, leauing one of they ſhyppes behynd them, woe Ban aa be 
which they ſonke foꝛ lacke of men co cary her.

Some of chem were as bygge as a mans thpgh aboue 
the knee, and weyed about foure ſcoꝛe and tenne pounde weight 
a peece . They ſay that ſome one hath been ſeene of a hundꝛed 
and. xxb. pounde weyght. Other there were which they call the 
teeth of calues, of one oꝛ two oꝛ thꝛee peeres, whereot ſame were 
a foote and a halle, ſome two foote, and ſome thꝛee, oz moꝛe, ac⸗ 
roꝛdyng to the age ol the beaſt. Theſe great teeth oz tuſ kes, 
growe in the vpper iawe downewarde, and not in the nether 
tawe vpwarde, wherin the paynters and arras woozkers are de⸗ 
cepued , At this laſte vvage was bought from Gaines the head The head or an 
of an Elephante, of ſuche huge bygneſſe, that only the bones Elephant. : 
o2 crauewe thereof, beſpde the nether iawe and great tuſkes, 
weyghed about two hundzed wepght, and was as muche as 
J coulde well lyfte from the grounde : inſomuche that con 
ſideryng alſo heerewith the weyght of two ſuche great teethe; 
the nether tawes with the leſſe teeth, the ton zue, the great han 
gyng eares, the bygge and long ſnoute o2 troonke, with all the 
fleſhe, bꝛaynes, and kynne, with all other partes belongyng 
to the whole head, in my iudgement it could wep little leſſe then 
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fpue hundzed weight. This head dyuers haue ſeene in the houſe 
of the woozthie merchant ipꝛ Andꝛewe Judde, where aiſp J ſaw 
it, and beheld it, not onelp with mp bodyly eyes, but much inoꝛt 
with che epes of mp mpnde and ſpirice,conſidered by che woozke, 
the cunnyng and wyledome ofthe wozkematilter :without which 
tonſideration, the ſight offuche ſtraunge and wonderfull chinges 
map rather ſeeme curiolities, then pꝛoſttable contemplations. 
The Elephante (whiche ſome call an Oliphante) is the big 
geſt of all foure footed beaſtes, his fozelegges are longer then 


ofthe Elephant his hynder, he hath ankles in the lower parte of his hynder legs 


ges, and fyue toes on his feete vndiutded, his ſnoute 02 troonke 
is ſo long, and in luche fourme, that it is to him in che ſteede of 
a hande: fo2 hee neyther eateth noꝛ dꝛynketh but by bꝛyngyng 
his troonke to his mouth, therewith hee helpeth vp his maiſter 
oꝛ keeper, therwtth he ouerthꝛoweth trees, Belyde his two great 
tuſ kes, he hath on euery ſyde ol his mouth foure teethe, wheres 
with he eateth and gryndeth his meate: eyther of theſe teeth, are 
almoſt a ſpanne in length, as they growe along in the iawe, and 
are about two inches in heyght, and almoſt as much in thick⸗ 
neſle . The tuſkes of the Pale are greater then of the Fee 
male: his tongue ts very litle, and ſo farre in his mouth, that it 
can not be ſeene: ok all beaſtes they are moſt gentle and tracta⸗ 
ble, fo2 by many ſundꝛy wapes they are taught, and doe vns 
derſtande: inſomuche that they learne to doe due Honour ta a 
Ryng, and are of quicke ſenſe and ſharpeneſſe of wpt , When 
the Male hath once ſeaſoned the Female, he neuer after tou: 
cheth her. The Male Elephante lyueth iwo hundꝛed peeres, oꝛ 
at the leaſt one hundꝛed and twentie: the Female almoſt as long, 
but the floure of they) age, is but. lx. peeres, as ſome wpte , 
They can not ſuffer wynter oꝛ colde: they loue ryuers and wil 
often goe into them vp to the ſnoute, wherewith they blow and 
ſnuffe, and playe in the water: but lwymme they can not fo} 
the weyght of theyꝛ bodyes Plinie and Solinie pte, that 
they vſe none adulterie. If they happen to meete with a man in 
wylderneſſe beyng ont of the way, gentelly they will goe be⸗ 
fore him, and bꝛyng him into the plapne waye . Joyned in 
battaple, they haue no ſmall reſpecte vnto them that be woun⸗ 
ded: fo2 they bꝛyng them that are hurte o2 weary into the _ 
x dle 
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dle of the army to be defended: they are made tame bydzinking ' 

the fuſe of barley, They haue continual war agaynſt Ozagons, webatebe- 

which deſire theyꝛ blood,bycaule it is very colde: and therfoze the — — —4 

Dꝛagon lying awapte as the Elephant palleth by, wyndeth his Pagen. 

tayle (being ok exceeding length) about the hynder legges of the | 

Elephant, and ſo ſteping him, thꝛuſteth his head into his troonke 

and exhauſteth his bꝛeath, oꝛ els bytech him in the eare, where⸗ 

vnto he can not reache with his troonke, and when the Elephant 

waxeth faynte, he fallech downe on the Serpent, beyng nawe 

full of blood, and with the popſe of his body bꝛeaketh him: fo 

that his owne blood with the blood of the Elephant, runneth 

out of him mpngeled togea:her,which beyng colde, is congealed 

into that ſubſtance which the Apothecartes call Sanguis Draco- Sanguis Dra- 

nis, (that is) Dꝛagons blood, otherwyſe called Cinnabaris, al: conis. 

though there be an other kynde of Cinnabaris, commonly called Cinnabaris. 

cinoper 02 vermilion, which che painters ble in certaine colours. 
They are alſo of thzee kyndes, as ofthe maryſhes, the plaines, 

and the mountaynes, no leſſe differyng in conditions. Philoſtra- — — 

tut Witcth, that as much as the Elephant of Lilia in bpgneſſe 

paſſeth the hozſe of Ny/ea, ſo muche doeth the Elephantes ol 

India exceede them of Libia: fo2 ofthe Elephantes of India.

Ok che Indian Elephantes, only the Males haue tuſkes, but

dꝛant benig a meaſure of niene ynches, Some wppte that an Ele⸗ 
phant is bygger then thzee wylde Dren oꝛ Buffes. They of In⸗ 
dia are blacke, oꝛ of the colour ofa Mouſe, but they of Ethiope oꝛ 
Guinea, are bꝛowne:the hyde oz ſkynne of them all, is very harde, 
and without heare oꝛ bꝛyſtels: they? cares are two dodꝛantes 
bꝛode, and theyz eyes verp litle. Our men ſawe one dꝛynkyng ac 
a ryuer in Guinea, as thep ſapled into the lande. 

Ok other pꝛoperties and conditions of the Elephant, as of 
theyꝛ marueylous docilicte, of thepꝛ kyght and vſe in the war⸗ 
res, of they? generation and chaſtitie, when they were fy2ſte 
ſeene in the theaters and tryumphes of the Nomans , howe 
they are taken and tamed, and when they cafte they} tuſkes , 
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with the vſe ofthe ſame in medicine, who lo deſireth to know, let 


him reade Plime, in the. viii. booke ol his natural hyſtoꝛie. Pe als 


ſo wꝛiteth inhis xti,booke , that in olde tyme they made many 
goodly woozkes of Juery oz Elephants teeth:as tables, treſſels, 
poſtes ofhouſes, rayles, latteſſes fox wyndowes, Images of their 
goddes, and dyuers other thinges of Juery, both coloured and 
vncoloured, 2 intermyxt with ſundꝛy kyndes of pꝛecious woods, 
as at this dap are made certapne Chayzes, Lutes, and Thirgts 
nalles. They had ſuche plentie thereof in olde tyme, that (as far 
as J remember) Jofephus wzpteth, that one of the gates of 
Dieruſalem was called Porta Eburnea,(that is) the Juerp gate. 


The whyteneſle thereof was ſo muche eſteemed, that it was 


thought to repꝛeſent che naturall fapꝛeneſſe of mans (kynne: in⸗ 
ſomuche that ſuch as went about to ſet fooꝛth (oꝛ rather coꝛrupt) 
naturall beautie wich colours and papntyng, were repꝛooued 
by this pꝛouerbe, E bur atramento candefacere, that is, to make 
Tuerp whyte with pnke , The Pocttes alſo, deſcribyng the fayze 
neckes of beautifull virgins, call them Ebarnea colla, that is, Js 
uery neckes . And to haue ſayde thus muche of Elephantes and 
Juerp, it may {uf fice. 

Nom therfoze J wil ſpeake ſomewhat of che people and they? 
mancrs, and maner of lyuyng, with allo an other bꝛiefe deſcrip» 
tion of Africa. It is to vnderſfande,that the people which nowe 
inhabite the regions of the coaſt of Cuinea, and the myd partes of 
Africa,as Libia the inner, and Nubia, with diuers other great and 
large regions about the ſame, were in olde tyme called Z Viopes 
and Nigr te, which we now call Boozes,Poozens, 02 Negros, a 
people of beaſtly lyuyng, without a God, lawe, religion, oz com- 
mon wealth, and ſa ſcoꝛched and bexed with the heace of the ſun, 
that in many places they curſe it when it rpſeth . Ok the regions 
and people about the tuner Libia (called Libia Interior) Gemma 
hhhſius miteth thus. 

Libia Interior, is verp large and deſolate, in che whiche 
are many hozrible ZW ylderneſles and mountaynes, repleniſhed 
with dyuers kyndes of wylde and monſtrous beaſtes and Ser⸗ 
pentes. Fyꝛſt from Mauritania oꝛ Barbarie towar de the South 
18 G:tulia, a rough and ſiluage region, whole inhabitauntes 


are wylde and wanderyng people , After thele folowe the 
| | - people

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people called 4 elanogetuli and Pharuſii, whiche wander in the 
wylderneſſe, carping with them great gourdes of water. The goes. 
Ethiophians, called Nigrite, occupie a great part of Apbrica,and Nugrie, : 
are extended to the Weſt Ocean. Southwarde allo they reach 

to the ryuer Nigritis, whole nature agreeth with the rpuer of Te ryner Ni⸗ 
Nilus, fozaſmuch as it ts increaſed and diminiſhed at the ſame — 0} Se⸗ 
tyme, and bꝛyngeth fooꝛth the lyke beaſtes as the Crotodile. 

By reaſon whereof, I thynke this to be the ſame ryuer whiche 

the Poꝛtugales call Senega : Som this ryuer is alſo ofthe ſame 

nature . It is furthermoze marueplous and very ſtrange that 

is ſayde ofthis ryuer : And this is, that on the one ſyde thereof, a ar age thong 
thinhabitauntes are of hyghe ſtature and blacke, and on the o⸗ 

cher ſyde, ol bꝛowne oz tawnie coloure, and lowe ſtature, wh che 

thyng alſo our men conkyꝛme to be true , There are alſo other 

people of Libia called Garamantes, whole women are common: Saramantes. 
fo2 they contracte no mattimonie, nepther haue reſpecte to 

chaſtitie . After theſe are the nations of the people called Tyxei, 

Sat hiodaphnit e, Odrangi, Mimaces,Lynxamate,Dolopes, Agang ine, — 4 15 
Leuce Et biopes, Xilicei Ethiopes, Calcei Ethiopes, and Nubi, 

Thele haue the lame ſituation in Ptolomie that they nowe geue 

to the kyngdome of N#bia . Mere are certayne Chꝛiſtians 

under the dominion of the great Emperour of Ethiopia, cal- eder John. 
led Pꝛeſter John. From theſe towarde the weſt, is a great 

nation of people called Aphricerones , whoſe region (as karre 

as may bee geathered by coniecture) is the ſame that is nowe dan. On 
called Regnum Orguene, confinpng vppon the eaſt partes of N 
Guinea. From hence Uleſtwarde,and ſomewhat towarde the 

Nozth, are the kyngdomes of G:mbra and Budomel; not karre ms. 
from the ryuer of Senega . And from hence to warde the inlande 

regions, and along by the ſea coaſt, are the regions of Gincis 

oꝛ Guinea, Which we cammonly call Gynnee , On the Qeſt 

ſyde of theſe regions towarde che Ocean, is the cape oz noynt Sninea oz 
called Gabouerde, oꝛ Caput viride (that ts) the greene cave, to — — — 
the whiche the Poꝛtugales fyꝛſt directe theyꝛ courſe when they gates na:ngas 
ſaple to America 0} the lande of Braſile. Then departyng he 2534s 
from hence, they turne to the ryght hande cowarde the quarter 

of the wynde called Garbino, whiche ts betwene the weſt and che 

ſouth , But to lpeake ſomewhat moze of Ethiopia , Although Stbiopia. 

| there 
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there are many nations ok people ſo named, pet is Echiopia 
chiefely diuided into two partes, whereofthe one is called E⸗ 
thiopia under Egypte, a great and ryche region. To this par⸗ 
tepneth the Jlande of Mere, imbzalſed rounde about with the 
ſtreames of the ryuer Nilas. In this Nande women reigned in 
olde tyme. Jolephus wꝛiteth, that it was ſomtyme called Sabea: 
and that the queene of Saba came from thence to Pieruſalem. to 
heare the wpledome of Salomon , From hence towarde the 

Eaſt, reigneth the ſayde Chziſttan Emperour Pꝛeſter John, 

whom ſome call Papa Johannes, and other ſape that he is called 

Pean Iuan (that is) great John, whole Empire reacheth karre 
beyonde Nilus, and is extended to the coaſtes of the redde ſea 
and Indian (ea , The mpddle of the region is almoſt inthe,66, 

degrees of longitude, and .xit. degrees of latitude , About this 

region inhabite the people called Clodu, Fiſophagi, Babilony, 

Axiunite, Molili, and Molibe. After theſe is the region called 

Trogloditica, whole inhabitauntes dwell in caues and dennes: 

foꝛ theſe are thep2 houſes, and the fleſh of ſerpents they meate, 

as wꝛiteth Plinie, and Diodorus Siculus , They haue no [peache, 

but rather a grynnyng and chatteryng. There are allo people 

without heades, called Blemines, hauyng thep? eyes and mouth 

in theyꝛ bꝛeſte. Lykewyſe Strucophagi, and naked Ganphaſantes; 

Satyrs alſo, which haue nothyng of men but onelp ſhape . Moꝛze⸗ 

ouer Oripei, great hunters . Mennones alſo, and the region of 

Smyrnophora, which bzingeth foꝛth myꝛre. After theſe is the regis 

of Az ania, in the which many Elephantes are founde . A great 

part of the other regions of Afrike that are beyond the Equinoc⸗ 

tiall line, are nowe aſcrybed to the kyngdome of Melinde, whole 

inhabitauntes are accuſtomed to traffike with the nations of A⸗ 

rabie, and they kyng is ioyned in frendſhyp with the kyng of 
Poꝛtugale, and papeth tribute to Pꝛeller John. 

The other Ethiope, called Ft hiopia Interior (that is) the inner 
Echiope, is not pet knowne foꝛ the greatneſſe thereof, but one⸗ 
ly by the ſea coaſtes: pet is it deſcribed in this maner , Fyꝛſt 
from the Equinoctiall cowarde the South, is a great region 
of Ethiopians, which bꝛyngeth fooꝛch whyte Clephantes, Ti⸗ 
gers, and the beaſtes called Winocerontes . Allo a region 


that bꝛyngeth foozth plentie of Cinamome, Iping betwene the 
bzaunches 
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Haunches of Nilus. Alſo the kyngdome of Habech oꝛ Habaſia. a 
region of Chyiſtien men; lying both on this [pde and beponde Yabaſia, 
Nils ere are alſo the Ethiopians,called 1chthiophagi (that is) 
ſuche as lyue only by fpſhe , e were ſometymes ſubdued by the 
warres of great Alexander. Furthermoze the Ethiopians cal. 
led Rbapſi, and Ant bropophagi, that are accuſtomed to mans ern thropophas 
fleche, inhabite the regions neare vnto the mountapnes called J;,,.. Tang. 
Montes Lunæ, (that is) the mountapnes of the Boone. Gaze: g,zava, 
tia, is under the Troppke of Capꝛicoꝛne. After this, foloweth :

Spei,(that is)the Cape of good hope, by the which they paſſe that Che bone 
ſayle from Spaine to Calicut.

colde. Fo; in deede although in the ſteadeof wynter, they haue 
a cloudy and tempeſtious lealon, pet is it not colde, but rather The wynter of 
ſmootheryng hotte, with allo hotte ſhewꝛes ofrapne, and ſome- Arien. | 
where ſuche ſcoꝛchyng wpndes, that what by one meanes aud 
other, they ſeeme at certapne tymes to lyue as it were in foꝛna⸗ 
ces, and in maner alredy halfe wap in Purgatoꝛ ie oꝛ hell G m- 
ma Phriſius wypteth, that in certapne partes of Africa, (as in Flames of dune

the ſarres. rech Plinie) conſiſtech offp2e,and contepneth in it a ſpirite of life, 
which can not be without heate. | 
And that che Poone geuech heate bppon the earth, the Pꝛo⸗ 
phet Dautd ſeemeth to confirme in his. Cxxi. Jſalme, where 
ſpeakyng ol ſuch men as are defended from euils by goddes pꝛo⸗ 
tection, he ſapeth thus : Per diem Sol non exuret te, nec Luna per 
noctem. That is to ſay, In the day the Sunne ſhall not burne 
thee, noꝛ the Boone by nyght. 
They lap furthermoꝛe that in certayne places of the ſea, they 
Spoutes af = ſawwcercapne ſtreames of water, which chey call ſpoutes, fallyng 
out or the aire, Out of the apꝛe into the lea, and that ſome of theſe are as byg as 
the great pyllers of Churches: Inſomuch that ſometymes they 
fall into ſhyps, and put chem in great daunger of dꝛownyng. 


Faun. Some phantalpe that theſe ſhould be che Caractes of Þeauen, 


whiche were all opened at Noes fludde, But J thynke them 
rather to be ſuch fluxions and eruptions as Ariſtotle in his booke 
de Mundo laich, to chaunce in the ſea. Foz ſpeakyng ok ſuche 
ſtrange thynges as are ſeene often tymes in the ſea, he wypteth 
thus . Oktentymes allo euen in the ſea are ſcene euapoꝛati⸗ 
ons of fe, and ſuche eruptions and bꝛeakyng fooꝛth of ſpꝛings, 
that the monthes of ryuers are opened, CUhpzlepooles , and 
Deyement 19> fluxions are cauſed of ſuch other vehement motions, not only in 
the myddeſt ofthe ſea, but alſo in creekes and ſkreyghtes .At cer⸗ 
tayne tymes alſo,a great quantitie of water is ſodenly lyfted vp 
and carryed about with the Moone. c. By whiche woozdes of 
Ariſtotle it doth appeare that ſuche waters may bee lyfted vp in 
one place at one tyme, and ſodenlpe fall downe in an other

knowledge, in comparyſon of her myghtie power, J can but nature. 
ceaſſe to marueple and confeſle with Pinie, that nothyng is to 

her tmpoſſible , the leaſte parte of whole power is not yet 

knowen to men. Manp thynges moze our men ſawe and con⸗ 

ſpdered in this vyage, woꝛthy to be noted, whereof J haue 

thought good to put ſome in memoꝛie, that the reader map alwell 

take pleaſure in the varietie of chynges, as knowledge of the 

hiſtoꝛ ie. Among other thynges therefoze touchyng the maners 

and nature ofthe people, this map ſeeme ſtraunge, that theyz 

p2inces and noble men vle to pounce and raſe theyꝛ ſkinnes with They raſe 
pꝛetie knottes in dyuers foꝛmes, as it were bꝛanched damaſke, bern *%ennes. 
thynkyng that to be a decent oznament . And albeit they go in 

maner all naked, yet are many of them, and eſpe cially their wo: pne icwelles. 
men. in maner laden with collars, bꝛallettes, hoopes, and chaines, 
eyther of golde, copper, oz Juerp. Im ſelfehaue one oktheyꝛ 
bꝛaſelettes of Juerp, waying two pound and. di. ounces of Troy 
weyght, whiche make .xxrviti. ounces: this ene of theyꝛ wo⸗ 
men dyd weare vpon her arme. It is made of one whole pecce of 
the byggeſt part ot che tooth, turned and ſomewhat carucd, with 
a hole in the myddeſt, wherein they put theyꝛ handes to weare it 
on chep2 arme. Some haue of cuery arme one, and as many on 
they: legges, wherwith ſoine of chem are ſo galded, chat although 
they are in maner made lame therby, yet wyl they by no meanes 
leaue them of. Dome weare allo on theyꝛ legges great ſhackels 
of bꝛyght coppct, which they thynke to be no ſeſſe comely They erkris. 
weare alſo coliars, bꝛaſlettes, garlandes, and gpzdels, of cer⸗ 

tayne blewe ſlones lyke beades , Lykewyſe fome of theyz wo⸗ 

men weare on they} bare armes certapne fozeſlecues,made of the 

plates of beaten golde. On theyꝛ ſingers allo they weare ringes, Lirnges. 
made of golden wyꝛcs, with a knotte oꝛ wꝛeathe, lyke vnto that 


which chyldꝛen make in a ryng ofa ryſhe. Among other _ 
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of gold that our men bought olchem loꝛ exchange of their wares; 
were certapne dogges chaynes and collers, 
T hep are very ware people in they2 bargaynyng, and wyll 
not loſe one ſparke of golde of any value. They vle weyghtes 
and meaſures, and are very circumſpect in occupying the ſame, 
They that ſhall haue to do with them, muſt vſe them gentelly: fox 
they wyl not traffike oz bꝛyng in any wares if they be euyll vſed. 
At the kyꝛſt vyage that our men had into theſe parties, it ſo 
chaunced, that at they departure from the fyꝛſt place where they 
dyd tralcke, one of them eyther ſtole a muſke catte, oz tooke her 
awap by foꝛce, not myſtruſtyng that that ſhoulde haue hyndꝛed 
theyꝛ bargaynyng in an other place whyther they intended to go. 
But fo all the haſt they coulde make with full ſay!es, the kame 
o theyꝛ myſuſage ſo pꝛeuented them, that the people of that place 
alſo, offended thereby, would bꝛyng in no wares: Inlomuche that 
they were tnfozced eyther to reſtoꝛe the cat, oꝛ pay fo2 her at theyʒ 
pꝛice, befoze they coulde trafike there. 

Theyꝛ houles are made of feure poſtes oz trees, and couered 
with bowes. 

Theyꝛ common feedyng is of rootes, and ſuche kyſhes as they 
take, whereofthey haue great plentie. There are alſo ſuch fleeing 
fyſhes as are ſeene in the ſea of the TCleſt Indies. Dur men 
ſalted of theyꝛ kyſhes, hopyng to pꝛouide ſtoze thereof: but they 
wolde take no ſalte, and muſt therefoze be eaten foozchwith as 
ſome ſaye. Howe be it, other affirme that ik they be lalted imme⸗ 
diatly after they be taken, thep wyll laſt vncoꝛrupted. x. oz. xii. 
dayes. But this is moꝛe ſtraunge, that part of ſuch fleſh as they 
caryed with them out of England, and putrifyed there, became 
ſweete againe at their returne to the clime oftemperate regions. 

They ble alſo a ſtrange makyng of byead, in this maner. 
They grynde betweene two ſtones with they} handes as muche 
cozne as they thynke may ſuffice theyꝛ famylie , and when they 
haue thus bzought it ta floure, they put theretoa certapne quan⸗ 
titie of water, and make therof very thin dough, which they flick 
opon ſome poſt of they; houſes, where it is baked by the heate of 
the Sun: So that when the matſter ofthe houſe oz any of his fa- 
melp wyll eate thereof, they take it downe,and eate it. 
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They haue bery fame wheate, the eare whereof is two hands Cheri wheate, 


fulles in length, and as bygge as a great Bulruſh, and almoſt 
foure inches about where it is byggeſt. The ſtemme oz ſtraw, 
ſeemeth to be almoſt as byg as the litle fpnger of a mans hande, 
o2 litle leſſe. The grapnes of this wheate are as byg as our peas 
ſon,rounde alſo, and very whyte, and ſomewhat ſhynyng, lyke 
pearles that haue loſt they? colour. Almoſt all the ſubſtance of 
them turneth into floure, and maketh litle bzanne oz none. J 
told in one eare two hundꝛed and thꝛeeſcoꝛe graynes. The eare 
is incloſed in thꝛee blades longer then it ſelfe, and of two ynches 
bꝛoade a peece. And by this fruitfulneſſe the Sunne leemeth 
partly to recompence ſuch greefes and moleſtattons as they o⸗ 
therwyſe receyue by the feruent heate thereof, It. is doubtleſſe 
a woꝛthy contemplation to conſider the contrary effectes of the 
Sunne : 02 rather the contrarp paſſions of ſuche thynges as re- 
cepue the influence of his beames, eyther to thep hurt oz bene- 
fyte. They dzynke is eytber water. oz the ſuiſe chat dzoppeth 
from the cut bꝛanches of the barren Date trees, called Palmites. 
Foz eyther they hang great gourdes at the ſayde bꝛanches eue⸗ 
ry euenyng, and let them ſo hang al night, oz els they ſet them 
on che ground bnder the trees, chat the dꝛoppes map fall therein. 
They lap that this kynde of dzpnke is in taſte muche like vnto 
whey, but ſome what ſwecter, and moꝛe pleaſaunt. They cut the 


bzanches euerp euening, becauſe they are ſeared vp in the day by 


the heate of the Sunne. They haue allo great Beanes as bygge 
as cheſtnuts, and very hard with a hel in the ſteade of a huſ ke. 
Many thynges maze myght be ſayde of the maners ofthe peo⸗ 
ple, and of the woonders and monſtruous chynges that arecu: 
gendꝛed in 4fricke. But it ſhall ſuffice to haue ſapde thus much 
of ſuche thynges as our men partly ſawe, aud partlye bꝛought 

with them. 
And whereas befoze ſpeakyng of the fruite of graynes , J 


deſcribed the ſame to haue holes by the ſyde (as in deede it is, Grapnes, 


as it is bzought hither ) yet was J afterward enfourmed that 
thoſe holes were made to pat ſirynges oz ewygges.thzoughe 
the fruite, thereby to hang them vp to dꝛye at the Sunne. They 


growe not paſt a foote and a halfe, oz two foote from the 
grounde , and are as red ag -blood when thep- are gather.

At they} commyng home, the keeles ok theyꝛ chyppes were 
marueplouſly ouergrowen with certapne (helles of two inchea 
length and moꝛe, as thycke as they coulde lande, and of ſuche 
byngeneſſe that a man may put his thumme in the mouthes of 
them. They certapnelp affirme that in theſe there growerh a 
certapne ſlymy ſubſt aunc e, whiche at the length flypppng aut 
of the (hell and fallpng in the ſea, becommeth thoſe ſoules which 
we cal Barnacles. The lyke ſhelles haue been ſeene in ſhyppes 
returnyng from 1 ſelanae, but theſe ſhels were not pail halle an 
inche in length. Ok the other that came from Guinea, J ſaw che 
Pꝛymroſe lying in the Docke, and in maner couered with the 
layd ſhelles, which in my iudgement ſhoulde greatly hynder her 
ſaplyng. Thepꝛ ſhyppes were alſo in many places eaten with 
the wozmes called Bromas o; Biſſas, whereof mention is made in 


the Decades, Thele creepe betweene the plankes, whiche they 


eate thꝛough in many places. 

Among other thynges that chaunced to them in this biage, 
this is wozthy to be noted , that whereas they ſayled thyther in 
ſcuen weekes, they coulde returne in no leſſe ſpace then twentie 
weekes. The caule whereol they ſap to be this : That about the 
coaſt of Cabo Verde, the wind is euer at the Ealk, by reaſon wher⸗ 
of they were enfoꝛced to ſayle farre out of they courſe into the 
mayne Ocean, to fynve the wpnde at the Ueſt to bzyng them

foure, whereof many died at they? returne into the clyme of the 
colde regions, as betweene the Jllandes of Soria and Englande. 
They bꝛought with them certayne blacke ſlaves, wherot ſome 
were tall and ſtrong men, x coulde well agree with our meates 
and dzpnkes . The colde and moyſt apzedoth ſeme what offend 
them, Pet doubteleſle men that are bome in hotte regions, may 
better abyde cold, then men that are boꝛne in colde regions may 
abyde heate, foꝛaſmuche as vehement heate relolueth the 
radicall moplture ot mens bodies, as colde conſtrayneth and pꝛe⸗ 
ſerueth the lame. | 

This is alſo to be conſidered as a ſecrete woozke of nature, 
chat chzoughou all Fffricke vnder che Equinoctiall ln,

neare about the ſame, on both ſpdes, the regions are extreeme 
hotte, and the people very blacke . Whereas contrartly ſuch regi- 
ons of the Teſt Indies as are vnder the ſame lpne, are very 
ecmperate, and the people neyther blacke, no2 with curide and 
ſhoꝛte wooll on theyz heades,as haue they of Afﬀerike, but of the 
colour of an Olyue, with long and blacke heare on their heades: 
the cauſe ofwhiche varietie is declared in dyuers places in the 
Decades. 

Tt is alſo wooꝛthie to be noted that ſome of them chat were 
at this vyage tolde me: That is, that they ouertooke the courle 
ofthe Sunne, ſo that they had it Noꝛth from them at noone, the 
xiiii.day of Marche. And to haue ſayde thus muche of thele vpas 
ges, it may ſukſice.

And if it were not 
that ſuchs victuailes and pꝛouilions were bꝛought them out of 
Spaine and Poꝛtugale, the whyte merchantes which dwell in 
that Fland:(parteynyng to the dominion of the kyng of Poꝛtu⸗ 
gale) ſhould not be able to lyue there, fozalmuch as they are not 
accuſtomed to eate ſuch meates as doe the Ethiopians oꝛ Negros. 
And therefoꝛe the Poztugales which inhabite this Jlande, haue 
certapne blacke ſlaves of Guinea, Benin, and Manicongo, whiche 
they ſet to tyll and labour the grounde,and make ſuger . Among 
theſe whyte inhabitauntes, there are many riche men, which haue 
150. oꝛ. 200. and ſome. 300. blacke ſlaues of men and women, to 
tyll the grounde, and doe other laboztous woozkes. This Flande 
was diſcouered a hundꝛed peeres ſince, by the nauigations of the 
Poꝛtugales, and was vuknowen to the olde witters. It lpeth in 
the great gulfe of Affrike, in the. 30. degree of longitude krom the 
Welt to the Eaſt, æ is in maner rounde. It is oflargeneſſe from 
ſyde to ſyde. lx. Italian myles, (that is to lay) one degree. The 
hoꝛizontall line of the Jlande paſſeth by the two polcs, Artike, 
and Antartike, and hath euer the day equall with the nyght, with⸗ 
out any ſenſible difference, whether the Sunne be in Cancer oz 
in Capzicozne , The ſtarre ofthe pole Artike, is there inuiſible:

In the one is contayned, chat with an oꝛation 
be inuite to the Caſtell ſuche as pleaſeth hym . In the other 
is declared the mynde of the Bꝛynce, what he demaundeth of 
his ſubtectes . TUhenthe letters be read, withal expedition they 
accompliſhe his commaundement, be it ryght oz wong, withs 
out reſpecte , This meanes the Dꝛynce inuented to exto2te 
mony . Yetſometymes it commeth to paſſe, that the noble men 
are of ſuche ſtrength, that they wyll not come when they are 
commaunded, knowyng that the cy2ant wyl offer them biolence. 
And therefoze oftentymes when they knowe that the captayne 
ok the Caſtell wyll call them, they flee into the dominions of 
the Turke , This haue we geathered as touchyng theyꝛ mas 
ners, we haue alſo oblerued, that the watchemen in the towꝛes, 
do not geue warnyng to the garde with lyuely voyce, but with 
dꝛommes, che one anſwearyng the other by courſe , But ik as 
ny ofthe watchemen be lo ſleepye, that in the moment of an 
houre he aunſweare not to the ſounde ofthe watche, he is imme⸗

SC | tie, it is certapnely marueplouſlp wel peo⸗ 
(——=—_/ pled,and greatly frequented, and alſo mar⸗ 
ueylous ryche. It is of goodly buildyng, and exceedeth in abun⸗ 
dance and fruitfulneſſe of all thynges, and elpeciallye of all 
kynde ok victuales, flech, coꝛne, and fruices, as freſhe dameſenne 
grapes all the whole veere: alſo ]Iamegranets , Ozanges, Ly⸗ 
mons, and excellent Olpue trees. Lykewyſe Roles, both white 
and red, the fapꝛeſt that euer J ſawe: and all kyndes of ſweete 
apples, pet peares and peaches very vnſauery. The cauſe 
wherok, they ſay to be to much moyſture. A goodlp and cleare 
river runneth about the citie: therfoꝛe in maner in euery houſe 
are ſeene fountapnes ok curious wozke emboſſed and grauen. 
They houſes outwardly are not verp beautykull, but inward⸗ 
ly marueylouſſy adourned with variable wooꝛkes of the ſtone 
called Opis, oꝛ ſerpentine Marble. 721 ithin the towne are ma⸗ 
ny temples oꝛ churches, which they call Moſcheas. But that 
which is molt beautyfull of all other, is buylded after the maner e; 
of Datnct Peters church in Rome, ik you reſpect the greatneſſe, 
exceptyng this, that in che impddle is no roofe 02 couerture, but 
is all open: but about the rel of the temple, it is altogeather

1503. the 
eight daye of the moneth of Apppll, when J 
bad byzed certapne Cammelles (which they 
: \ \Þ hcall C arauanas) to goto Mecha, and beyng 
rr then ignoꝛant of the cuſtomes and maners 
ok them in whole compaupe J ſhoulde go, J entred familiaritie 
and frendſhyppe with a certayne captapne Mamalule, of them 
that had fozſaken our fayth , with whom beyng agreed of 
the pꝛice, he pꝛepared me apparell lyke vnto that whiche the 
AM amalukes bſe to weare , and geuyng me alſo a good hozle,acs 
companyed me with the other Mamalukes . This (as J haue 
ſapde) J obtayned with great coſt, and many gyktes whiche J 
gaue hym. Thus enteryng to the ioꝛnep, after the ſpace ofthzee 
dapes, we came to a certayne place named Mezaris, where we 
remayned thꝛee dayes, that the merchauntes which were in our 
company myght pꝛouide thynges neceſſarie, as ſpecially Cas 
mels, and dyuers other thynges. There is a certapne Pꝛince 
whom they cal Z ambei, of great power in the countrey of Arabia:

In The Pine or 
the tyme ol harueſt and geatheryng offruites, he is geuen who» Jernlalem, 
Ip to pꝛape and robbyng, and with great ſubtiltie decey- 8 
ueth the Arabians ; fox when they thynke hym to be a myle o theete, Ws: 
two ol, he is wich them ſodenly betymes in the moꝛnyng: and 

inuadyng theyꝛ landes, carrycth away they fruttes , Wheate, 

and Batiye, cuen as he fyndeth it in the ſackes: and ſo lyueth 

contynually day and nyght with ſuche incurſions .

maner of a halfe Boone, incloſyng the whole armie : toz in this 
oꝛder march the peregrines which ioꝛnep in theſe regions, 
as hereafter we wyll further declare.

at Damaſco is from Mecha fourtie dapes and fourtie 
nyghtes toznep. Depattpng therefoze from Mezaris, we cons 
tinued our ioꝛney that dap, vntyll the. xxit . houre of che day. 
Then our Captapne and guide Agmir«s , after he had geuen the 
watch wooꝛde and ſigne, commaunded that euerye man ſhoulde 
reſt and remayne in the place where the ſigne ſhoulde be geuen 
them. Therefoꝛe as ſoone as they hearde the ſigne by the {ound ol 
a Trumpet, they ſtaped, and after they had vnburdened theyz 
Camels, ſpent there two houres to victual them ſelues and theyꝛ 
beaſtes : then the Taptayne geuyng a newe ligne, chargyng 
they2 Camelles agapne , they departed ſpeedyly from thence, 
Euerp Camellhath at one feedyng fyue Barly loaues, rawe 
and not baked, as bygge as a Pomegranate.

xxii. houres of the dap, and at that hoe they oblerue the

I 
folowed him willingly, Then we were there, he began to ſpeake 
to me in the Italian tongue, and aſked me agayne from wyence 
J was, affyzmpng that he knewe me, and that J was no Mahu⸗ 
metan: Alſo that he had been ſometyme in Genua and Venice. 
And that his wooꝛdes myght be the better beleeued, rehearled 
many thinges whiche teſtiftey that he ſapde cruech , Then 
J vnderſtoode this, J confeſſed freely that I was a Romane, 
but p2ofeſled to the fapth of Mahumet in the citie of Babplon, 

and there made one of the Mamalukes . Whereof he ſꝛemed 

greatly to reioyce, and therefoze vled me honourably . But bes 

cauſe my deſpze was pet to gde further, J aſked che Mahume⸗ 

tan whether that citie of Mecha was lo famous as all the wond Why Mecha 
ſpake of it: and inquired of him where was the great aboun⸗ — — 
daunce of pearles, pꝛecious ſtones, ſpices, and other rich mer⸗ in tyme patte, 
chandies that the bꝛuite went ok to be in that citie.

Aſtonyſhed at theſe wooꝛdes, he ſayde vnto 
mee, F pꝛap pou what arte oz ſecrete doe pou knowe : J an⸗ 
ſwered, that J would gpue place to no man in makpng of all 
maner of Gunnes and artillerie. Then lapde hee, Pꝛayſed be 


Mahumet who lent thee hpther,to do him and his Saintes good 
ſeruice: and willed me to remapne ſecretly in his houſe with his 


wyfe, and requpꝛed me earneſtly to obtapne leaue of our Caps 
tapne, that vnder his name he myght leade from Mec ha liftiene 
Camelles laden with ſpices, without paying anp cuſtome: fo2 
they oꝛdinarily paye to the Soltan thirtie @araphes of golde, 


fo tranſpoꝛtyng of ſuch merchandies foꝛ the charge of ſo many 


Camelles , J put him in good hope of his requeſt, although he 


would aſke foꝛ a hundꝛed, affyzmyng chat that myght eaſily. be 


obteyned by the pꝛiuileges of the Mamalukes, and cherefoze de⸗ 
fired him that J myght ſafely remapne in his houle .

. of the ſtreight commaundement, J was marueplouſly troubled 
in mynde, and with heauy countenaunce deſtred the Mahume⸗ 
ans wyfe not to bewꝛaye me, and with earneſt pꝛayer commit⸗ 


led my lelfe to the mercie of God. On the Tuelday folowpng, 
our Carauana departed from Mecha, and J remapned in the 
Pahumetans haule wich his wyfe, but he folowed the Carauans.

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Petbefoze he departed, he gaue commaundement to his wyfe to 
dꝛyng me to the Carauana, which ſhould departe from Eda the 
poxee ol Xecha,to goe into India. This pozte is diltant Ru 
Mec ha. xl miles. IAhileſt J lape thus hyd in the Dahumerans 
haule, J can not expꝛeſſe hou friendly his wife vled me. This al⸗ 
ſo furthered my good interteynement, that there was in the 
houſe a fapze young mayde, the Nieſe of the Pahumetan, who 
was greatly in loue with me. But at that tyme, in the mpddeff „ acrion coo⸗ 
of thole troubles and keare, the fyꝛe of Aenus was almoſt ex⸗ ieth licherp. 
tincte in mee: and therefoze with daliaunce of fayze wooꝛdes 
and momiſes, J ſtyll kepte my ſelfe in her fatour . There⸗ 
fore the Fiyday folowyng, about noone tpde J departed, 
folowyng the Caræuana of India. And about mydnyght, we 
came to a certapue village of the Arabians, and there remap⸗ 
ned the reſt ofthat nyght, and the nexte day tyll noone. 

From hence we went fozwarde on our iourney towarde Z da. Che citie ot 
and came thyther in the ſilence ofthe nyght. This citie hath *

The citie is harde by the lea ſyde, and the Pꝛince 

thereof, is a Mahumetan , The loile is kruitful, lyke vnto Ita⸗ 

lie: It beareth Pomegranatcs, Quinles, Peaches, Apples of 

Aſſyria, Pepons, Melons, Oꝛanges, Gourdes, and dyuers 0s 

ther fruites : Alſo Roſes, and ſundꝛp ſoztes of floures,the fayzeſt 

that euer J ſawe: It ſeemeth an earthly Paradyſe. The moſte 

parte of the inhabitauntes go naked. In other thinges, they lyue

He ſame Wen dune de⸗ we came to an Jland nas 

med Camaran, which contepneth ten mples in circuite. In 

it is a towne of two hundzed houles, the inhabitantes are 
Mahumetans: it hath aboundaunce of freche water and 

fleſhe, and the fayꝛeſt ſalce that ener loves. The poꝛte is eight 
myles from the continent, it is ſubiecte to the Soltan of ma- 
nian of Arabia Felix. After we had remayned here two dayes, 
we tooke our way towarde the mouth of the red ſea in the ſpace 


of Sh dayes ſaylyng: This ſea map here be ſapled both day and 
ny 


q (as we haue ſayde befozc) from this Jlande vnto 
the pozte of Z tlie red ſea is not ſafely nauigable by nyght. 
When we came to the mouth of the ſea, we ſeemed to be in ma⸗ 
ner incloſed, fo) that the mouth of the lea is there very ſtreyght, 
and no mote then thꝛee myles "my Towarde the right hande, 
the continent lande fs ſcene of the hepght often pales : the ſoile 
ſeemeth rude and not cultured . At the lefte hande of che layde 


mouth, ryſeth a very hygh hyll of ſtone. Juthe myddeſt of the 


mouth, is a litle Jlande vnhabited, named eb mendo, and is tos 
warde the lefte hande to them that ſaple to Zeila: But they that 
goe to Aden muſt keepe the wap to the lefte hande. All this wap, 
we had euer thẽ lande in our ſight, from Bel mendo to Aden, in

fied then this : It ſtandeth on a ſoyle not much vnequall, it is Aden tooke, 
walled on two ſydes: The reſte is incloſed with mountaynes, 13.

thouſande houſes . They? cxercile of bying and ſellyng, begyn- Bying and ſei⸗ 
neth the ſeconde houre ofthe nyght, by reaſon of extreeme heate lpng bp npght, 
in the day tyme . A ſtone caſt from che citte, is a mountapne, 
hauyng on it a foꝛtreſſe. The ſhyppes lye neare the foote ofthe 
mountayne: it is certapnelp a very goodly citie, and the fay⸗ 
reſt of all the cities of Arabia Felix . Tothis, as to the chiefe 
marte, the merchauntes of India, Fth iobia, and Perſia, haue res 
courſe by ſea, and they alſo that reſoꝛte to Mecha . Aſſoone as 
our Bꝛigantines came into the hauen, immediately the cuſto⸗ 
mers and ſearchers came aboꝛde, demaundyng what we were, 
from whence we came, what merchaundies we bzoughte, and 
howe many men were in euery Byigantine. F 
Beyng aduertiſed of theſe thinges, ummediately they kooke 
away our maſte, ſaples, and other cackelynges of our ſhyp⸗ 
pes, that we ſhould not departe without paying of cuſtome. 
The dap after our arrpupng there, the Mahumetans tooke Th 
mee, and put ſhackles on my legges , whiche came by occaſt- — tn 
on of a certapne Idolatour who cryed after mee, ſaying, O in pufen. 
Chaiſttan Dogge, bozne of Dogges . When the Pahu⸗ Picade the 
metans hearde the name of a Chiſtian, incontinent they erden. 
lapde handes on mee, and bzought mee to the Licuetenaunt — rat 4 
of the Soltan of that place, who aſſemblyng his counſaple, unde malt 
al ked their opinion if J ould bee put to death as a ſpye cf ——

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Soltan ould be aduertiſed hereof , Andtherefoze J eſcaped 
this pꝛeſent daunger, and remapned in cuſtodte fiicte and tyue 
daye?, with an Jron of eightiene pounde weyght hangyng at 
my feete. The ſeconde day alter J was taken, many Pahu⸗ 
metans in great rage reſoꝛted to hum, whole office was to make 
inquiſition of treaſon. Tyele a fewe dayes befoꝛe, by ſwym⸗ 
myng hardly eſcaped the handes of the Poꝛztugales, with the 
lolle oftheyꝛ Foiſtes and Barkes, and therefoze deſired greatly 
to bee reuenged ofthe Chꝛiſtians: alfpzmpng with outragious 
crye, that I was a ſpye of the Poꝛtugales. But God fapled not 
to aſſyſt me. Fo! the maiſter of the pꝛilon, perceyuing the out⸗ 
rage of the Mahumetans, and fearpng that they would offer 
me violence, made falt the gates of the pziſon , After that 
fpue and liftie dayes were paſfe , the Soltan commaunded that 
J ould be bzought befoze him: andſo, ſet vppon a Camel with 
iny ſhackles, I came in eight dayes tourney to the place where 
the Soltan laye, and was bꝛought to his pꝛeſence ma citie nas 
med Wada : fox there the Soltan had aſſembled an army of 
thirtie thouſande men, to make warre agaynſt the Soltan ofthe 
citie of Saua, whiche is thꝛee dayes iourney from Wada, and 
ſituate partly on the decitning ofa hyll, and partly in a plapne, 
very fapꝛe to be ſeene, well peopled, and hauyng plentie of all 
thinges . When J came befoze the Soltan, be began to al ke 
me what J was. J anl wered that J was a Roman, pꝛokeſſed a 
Mamaluke in Babylon of Alcazr, and that of religious mynd 
to diſcharge my conſcience of a vowe whiche J had made to ſee 
the bodte of Nati the holy Pꝛophet, J came to the citie of Me- 
d nathalbabi, where they lap he is buried: and that in all cities 
and countreys by the wap, J hearde honourable repoꝛzte of his 
greatneſſe, wiſedome, and linguler bertue, and therefoze ceaſſed 
not vntyll J entred his donunions, moſte deſirous to ſce his 
face, peldyng thankes to God, and Nabz, that it was nowe my 
chaunce ro be pꝛeſented bef9ze hum: truſtyng that the equitie of 
his wiſedome,w-uld thereby conſyder that J was no ſppe of the 
Chꝛiſtians, but a true PMahumetan, and his ſeruant and llaue. 
Ten lapde the S:ltan „ Sape , Leila illals Mahumet 
reſullala : which? wooꝛdes J coulde neuer well pzonounce, 


eyther that it plealed not God, oz that foz feare and 3 


. 
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of conſcience, J durſt not. Therefoze when hee ſawe mee 
holde mp peace, he committed me agapneto pꝛyſon, commaun⸗ 
dyng that J ſwoulde be ffraightly looked vnto, where .xvi. men 
of the citie were appoynted, euery daye foure, to watche me by 
courſe. So that foz theſpace ofthze monethes, J had not p fruiti⸗ 
on of heauẽ, during which miſerable time, me diet was every day 
a lofe of myllet, ſo litle that ſeuen of them woulde not haue ſails 
fyed my hunger foꝛ one daye: But if à myght haue had mp fpll 
of water, J woulde haue thought my ſelke happie . Mithin 
thiee dayes after the Soltan marched with his army of thyꝛtie 
thoulande footemen (as we haue ſapde) and thꝛee thouſande 
bozlemen, to beſeege the citte of Sana, Thele hoꝛſemen were 
bozne of Chziſtian parentes, and blacke like the Ethiopians, 
and whyle they were pet verp young, were bought in the kyng⸗

of warre, as are the Mamalukes and Tenetzgres of the Turkes. John. 


This S0/tan hath them in great eſtimation, fo2 they are thegard 


ofhis owne perſon, and therefoze haue greater wages, and are g gard of foure 


in number fourelcoze thouſande , They couer they? bodie with a 
ſindon,like vnto a cloke o2 cape,putting out onely one arme, and 
are beſyde naked without any other apparell , In the warres 


they ble rounde targettes: made ofbufles hydes, with certapne 


litle barres of Iron to ſtrengthen them. Thele targets are payn⸗ 
ted very fapze with ſundꝛye colours, and very commodious ta 
reſpite darces, and are in largenelſe as muche as the mouth of a 
barell:the handle is made ol woodde,as bygge as they may well 
holde in they2 handes, and made faſt with nayics, They vſe 


dartes, and thozte bzode ſwooꝛdes. At other tymes, they vſe alſo 


veſtures of lynnen cloth offundyy coloures, Allo of goſſampine oz 
X ylon, otherwple alſo named bombaline. In the warres, euery 


man bearech with hym a llyng, which he caſteth, fyꝛſi ſhakyng it S1 


olten about his head. When they come to rl. oz.1,peeres ofage, 
they make them hoꝛnes, by wꝛeathyng ö heare ok their beds. ſo 
bearyng two hoꝛnes lyke poung Gotes. Then they pꝛocede to 
the warres, fpue thouſande Camels folowe the army, all laden 
wich ropes ofbombaſine.

Fter the army was departed, J was incontinent com⸗ 
mytted to pꝛpſon, as J haue ſapde . Harde by the pꝛy⸗ 
ſone was a long entrie in maner of a clopſter, where ſom⸗ 
tyme we were permitted to waſke . Pe ſhall further vn⸗ 
derſtande, that in the Soltens place remapned one ok his chꝛee 


* wpues., with twelue young mapdes to wayte vpponher, very 


fayꝛe and comelp, after theyꝛ maner, and ofcoloure inclinyng to 
blacke . The fauoure chat chey boꝛe me, helped me very much, 
fo2 J wich two other, beyng in che ſame pꝛyſon, agreed that one 


of vs ſhould counterfptte him ſelfe to be mad, that by this dentce, 


one ofvs myght helpe an other. In fine, it was mp lotte to 
take vppon me the mad mans part, and therefoze ſtoode me 
in hande todo ſuche follies as pertayne to madneſſe . Alſo the 
opinion whiche they haue ofmad folkes, made greatly foꝛ mp 
purpoſe : foꝛ they take mad men to be holy, and therefoze ſul⸗ 
fered me to run moꝛe at large, vntyll the Eremites had geuen 


iudgement whether J weare holy,oz ragyng mad, as appeareth 


heareafcer . But the kyꝛſt thꝛee dapes in which J began to ſhew 
my madneſſe, weryed me lo muche, that J was neuer ſo tyꝛed 
with laboure oꝛ greeued with payne, fo2 the boyes and raſcall 
people ſometyme to the number of. xl. o). l. hurled ſtones at me 
almoſt without ceaſſing, while in the meane time againe J paid 
ſome of them home with lyke wages , The boyes cryed euer 
after me, callyng me mad man . And to ſhewe it the moze, 
J caryedalwayes ſfones with me in my ſhyꝛt, fo2 other apparel 
had J none. Thequeene hearyng of mp follies, looked often⸗ 
tymes out ofthe wyndowes to ſee me, mote fo a ſecrete loue 
ſhe bozeme, then foꝛ the pleaſure ſhe tooke in mp kollpes, as af⸗ 
terwarde appeared, 


Theres 
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Therefeze on a tyme , when ſome of them, muche madder then 
J, played the knaues with me in the ſpght ofthe queene (whole 
ſecrete fauour towardes me J lomewhat percepued) that my 
maddeneſſe myght ſeeme moꝛe manifeſt, J caſt of my ſhyꝛt, and 
went to the place bcfoze the wyndowes, where the queene 
myght ſee me all naked: wherein J perceyued the tocke great 
pleaſure. Fo? ſhe euer founde ſome occaſion that J myght not 
goe out ol her ſpght : and would ſometymes, with all her damo⸗ 
ſelles waptyng on her, ſpende almoſt the whole dape in behol⸗ 
dyng me: and in the meane ſeaſon diuers tymes ſent me ſe⸗ 
cretlye muche good meate by her maydens, and when ſhe ſaw 
the boyes 02 other do me any hurt, ſhe badde me kyll them, and 
ſpare not, reuplyng them allo, and callyng them dogges and 
beaſtes. In the pallace was nouryſbed a great fatt ſheepe:foꝛ 
there are ſome of ſuch excel dyng bygneſle , that only the taple £1... with 
wapeth.xi. oꝛ .xit. pounde weyght. Under the coloure ofmad- excerdyng great 
neſſe, J layd hand on this ſheepe, ſaying, Leila illala Mabumet ales. 
reſullala: which woꝛdes the Soltan befoze,when J was bꝛought 
to his pꝛeſence, wyllyd me to ſap, to pzoue whether J were a 
Mabumetan 0) a profeſſed Mamalukę. But the beaſt anſwe- 
ryng nothyng, J aſked hym pfhe were a Mabumetan , Jewe, 1 Sherpe 
o2 Chyiſtian. And wyllyng to make hym a Malumetan, J tC metau. U 
hearled agayne the layde woozdes Leila illals Mahumet reſulla- 
Ia, (that is to ſape) there is one God, and Mahiunet his cheefe 
Wophet: whiche are the wozdes which they ſpeake in pꝛokel⸗ 
{png theyꝛ fapth . But when the beaſt pet anlwered nothyng, J 
bꝛoke his legges with a ſtaffe. The queene tooke great plea⸗ 
ſure in theſe my madde follyes, and coammaunded the fleſhe of 
the ſheepe to be geuen me to eate: J neuer ate meate with moꝛe 
pleaſure, oꝛ better appetite. Allo thꝛee dayes after, J lykewyſe — — 
kylled an Aſſe that was wont to bzyng water into the pallace , 1 
becaule he refuſed to be a Mahumetan, and to ſay thoſe wooꝛdes. 
The lame tyme allo J handeled a Jewe ſocupll, that J had al⸗ 
molt kylled hym, one in the meane tyme callyng me Chziſti⸗ 
an dogge, dogge boꝛne. With which wozds beyng very angry, 
I caſt many ſtones at him: but he againe hurlyng at me, gaue 
me a ſtroke on the bꝛeſt, and an other on the ſpdc, which grecued 


me very loge.

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And becauſe J coulde not folowe hym by reaſon of my ſhackles; 
IJ returned tothe p2yſon, and ſtopped che dooze with a heape of 


ſfones, and there lyued in great payne foꝛ the ſpace of two daies 


without meate 02 dꝛynke: Andtherefoze the queene and other 
thought me to be dead,but the dooze was opened by the queenes 
commaundement . Then thele dogges derydyng me, gaue 
me ſtones in the Necde of bꝛead, and peeces of whyte marble, 
ſaying that it wag ſuger : other gate me cluſters of Grapes full 
of ſand. But partly that they ſhould not ſuſpect that J counters 
feyted madneſſe, J ate the Grapes as they gaue me them. 
When the bꝛuite was ſpꝛed that J lyued two dapes #nyghtes 
without meate and dꝛynke: ſome began to ſuſpect that J was a 
holy man, and ſome that J was ſtarke madde . And thus being 
diuided into diuers opinions, they conſulted to ſend fo} cer⸗ 
tayne men, of whom they haue ſuch opinion of holyneſſe, as we 
haue of Deremytes: theſe dwell in the mountaynes, and leade 
a contemplatyue lyfe. Then they came vnto me, to geue theyꝛ 
iudgement what maner of man J was, certapne merchantes 
al ked them yf J were a holy man, oꝛa madde man. Thele were 
alſo of diuers opinions, ſome affyzinyng one thyng, and ſome 
another. Tlbyle they were pet debatyng this matter, fo2 the 
ſpace of an houre, I pyſſed in my handes, and hurlde it in they 
faces: whereby they agreed that J was no Sainct, but a mad 
man. The queene ſeyng all this at the wyndowe, laughed well 
thereat among her maydens, and ſayd thus to them , By the 
goodneſſe of God, and by the head of Mahumet, this is a good 
man. The dap folowyng, when in the moꝛnyng J founde hym 
a ſleepe that had ſo ſoꝛe hurt me with ſtones, I tooke hym by 
the heare ofthe head with both handes, and with my knee lo 
pounched hym on the ſtomacke, and battered his face, that J left 


hym all blooddy, and half dead Which thyng the queene ſeeing, 


crped vnto me laying, kyll che beaſt, kyll the dogge : wherapon, 
he ran his wap, and came no moꝛe in ſpghe . When the Pꝛeſi⸗ 
dent of the citte heard that the queene fauoured me, & coke plea⸗ 
ſure in my mad ſpozt, thynkyng alſo that J was not mad, com⸗ 
maunded that J ſhoulde goe at lybertie within the pallace, only 
wearpug my ſhackles: Yet euery noght was J put in an other 

zplon in the lower part of the pallace, and ſo remayned ſtyl » 
the 
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the courte fo2 the ſpace of xx.dayes .. Inthe meane tyme. the 
queene wylled me to go a huntyng with her, whiche J relu · 
ſed not, and at mp retur ne, J fained me to be licke foz weerineſle, 
So continuyng fo? the ſpace of eyght dayes, vnder the coloure 
of ſickenes, the queene often ſent to me to know how J did. After | 
this, fyndyng opoztunitte, J declared to the queene that J had ®boly bowe, 
made a vow to God and Pahumet to biſite a certaine holy man 
in the citie of Aden, and delyꝛed her to geue me leaue to go chp⸗ 
ther , hereunto ſhe conſented: and commaunded immediatly 
a Cammell and xxb. Sarraphes of golde to be delpucred me. 
Therloꝛe þ day folowpng, J cooke my ioꝛnep, and in the ſpace of 
eyght dayes, came tothe citie of Aden: and ſhoꝛtly after my 
commyng, byſited the man of whom was fo great repozte of ho⸗ ꝗ pop laint. 
lyneſſe, and whom the people honoured foz a ſaint, And this 

onely, becauſe he had euer lyued in great pouertie, and without 

the company of women . And heare are ſcene many other ſuch:

And therefoze J thynke it to be inexpugna⸗ 

ble & inacceſſible:hauyng allo ſo great abundaunce ol water, chat 

one fouutaine may ſuffice fo a hundzed thouſand men, And ther⸗ 

foze they ſaye that the So /tan here hydeth his treaſure, becauſe he 
wasbozne in his citie.

In apparrellthey are lyke vnto other, and of 
darkyſhe aſhe coloure of ſkpune, enclynyng to blacke , Thee 
dayes ioꝛney from thence, J came to an other citie named 21. 
bith, very fapꝛe and good, diſtaunt from the redde ſea onlye 
halfe a dayes iozney: there is great abundance of merchandies 
by reaſon okthe neareneſſe ofthe ſea. It aboundeth with many 
goodly thynges, and eſpectally wich moſt white Suger , and 
lundzye kyndes of pleaſant fruites.

whiche runne about the mountayne every where. There are al⸗ 
ſo many Lions, very noyſome to men: and therefoꝛe it is not ſafe 
to tozney that way, but when a multitude of men goe togeather, — 
at the leaſt to the number of a hundꝛed. J paſſed this way with 
a great campanie, and pet were we in daunger ofthe Lions, and 
other wylde beaſtes which folowed bs: foꝛ we were ſometimes — 
conſtrayned to fyght with them with dartes, ſlyngs, and bowes, 
vſpng allo the helpe ol dogges, and pet eſcaped hardly. Then 
J came to the citie, I fayned my ſelfe ſicke: and in the day tyme 
lurked in the temple, and went fooꝛth only in the night to ſpeake 
wich the pilot of the ſhyp (of whom J haue made mention be⸗ ;

Dur barkes 
were laden with rubzicke (that ts, a certayne redde earth) which 
ts vſed to dye cloth: foꝛ peerely from the citie of Aden, de parte 
fyfteene oꝛ twentie ſhyps laden with rubzicke, which is bzought 
out of Arabia Felix. Beyng therefoze thus toſſed with ſtozmes, 
we were dꝛyuen into a pozt, named Zea: where we remayned

De apparell ofthe kyng and queene, is litle 02 nathyng 
differyng from the other Ivolaters: among the whiche They are not 
the Mahumetans (as ſtrangers) are not to be accompted. — 
They couer onely theyz pꝛiuie partes with bombaſine makyng them 
eloth o2 ſylke, and are beſyde all naked, barefooted alſo, and — 
beareheadded. But the Mahumetans weare ſingle apparell, 
reachyng only vnto the naue l. The women are apparelled euen 
as are the men, lauyng onely that they lette theyꝛ heare growe 
verplonge.

tent ſayth the other, foꝛ Jbeare thee euen as good wpll . The 
wyues refuſe not to agree to the condition herein allo, to pleaſe 
they hul bandes.

this place befoze thou pape me. There is no yfte but eyther 
to pape incontinent, oꝛ there to looſe his lyfe. But if he be 


found alone, and eſcape after the ſayd wooꝛds, he is euer after ad⸗ 
iudged a rebell, and therefoze hall it be lawefull fo; any man to 
kyll hym wherlocuer he is founde, within thekpnges domi⸗ 
nions.

Hen they pꝛaye to theyꝛ Idolles, in the moꝛnyng 
befoze the Sunne ryſe, they reſoꝛte to che pooles 
02 ryuers to waſhe them: And ſo at their com⸗ 
myng home to they? houles (where they kecpe 
theyꝛ Idolles) they touch nothyng befoze they pzape to the J⸗ 
dolles pꝛoſtrate on the grounde lecreatſy: while they pꝛaye, they 
make certayne deuplyſhe geſticulations lyke mad men, ſo mar⸗ 
uelouſly defourmyng they faces, eyes, and mouthes, chat no 
man can beholde it without hozrour : and thus contpnue their 
pꝛayer a quarter ofan houre . When the tyme of eatyng appꝛo⸗ 
cheth, they may not fal to theyꝛ vittayles, befoꝛe ſome one of the 
gentlemen haue dꝛeſſed it, and ſec it in oꝛder. Wut this cullome 
is oblerued onelp among the gentelmen, oꝛ noble men.

Thekyng ſometymes rpdeth on an Elephant, and ſometyme⸗ 
alſo is bozne by his noble men, named Neri. Whenhe pꝛocee⸗ 
deth, there tolo we hym a great multitude ol mynſtrels, makyng 
a great nopſe, with Tymberels, Tamberets , and ſuche other 
inſtrumentes. The ſtypende of the Naeri ts foure Carline, euery 
moneth in peace, and ſpxe in tyme of warre : theſe haue they? 
teeth very blacke, by eatyng of a certayne hearbe, whiche they 
much ble. Mhen any of thele are flapne, their bodies are bur⸗ 
ned, wich great pompe, and many ſuperſtitions, and alſo they? 
aſlbes reſerued: but the common ſoꝛt are buryed, in divers ma⸗ 
ners, fo ſome are buried in their. houſes, ſome in their gardens, 
and other in feeldes, medowes, oꝛ wooddes. They copne mony 
here, as inp citis ol Narſinga. IUAhen J was there, there was inp 
citie merchants ofalmoſt all partes ofthe Eaſt, and eſpeciallya 
great munber of Mahumetans, and many alſo of the region of 
Melacha, and Bangella: other allo of Tarnaſſari, Pego, and Ciri- 
mandel: (ome ipkewpſe ofthe Jlandes of Zeylan, and Sumatra. 
whiche is 7 sprobana :other of Cholon, Caicolon, and Bathecala : 
and almoſt innumerable other, of nations whoſe names are bet⸗ 
ter knowen to vs, as Perſians, Arabians, Syrians, Turkes , and 
Ethiopians, and alſo many ofthe kyngdome of Nærſinga, ſtran⸗ 
gers of ſo many nations, were tn the citie of Ca/ecut whyle J 
remapned there. Underſtand furchermoze, that the Jdolatozs 
vſe not to ſapl on the ſea, but that is appoynted to the Mahume⸗ 
tans, as meeter men foꝛ that purpoſe. And there is in the citie 
of Calecut moꝛe then kyfteene thoulande Pahumetans, whiche 
were bone in the lame citie. 
Ot their Shippes, and maner of ſaylyng 
on the ſea. Cap. II. 
Heyꝛ Shippes are made no leſſe then may ſuffiſe fo2 the 
burden ok foure oꝛ fyue hundzed Tonne, & all open with⸗ 
out any couerture. In the ioyntes of their Shippes they 
put no Lowe, but iopne the plankes ſo artificially, that 
they holde out water bery well: yet do they pytche the topntes, 
and make them faſt with nayles of Jron. They do not foꝛbeare 
Towe foꝛ lacke therok, fo2 they haue great plentie of Pempe 
and Flare. They haue plankes oz boozdes and poſtes of diuers 
ſoꝛtes, fo2 they haue as good wood and better then we. Then

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faples are ol Bombaline cloth, and doubled in the neather part, 
whereby they geather moze wyude, and ſwell therewith, lyke a 
bagge: and in this they paſle vs, vſyng but onlpſpngle ſaples.

But they do not lacrifice vnto-they2- Jdolles befoze they walhe 
them ſelues in the water whiche is about the Temple. When 
the pꝛieſtes aſſende tothe place whereas is the boate fylled with 
oyle (as we haue laid) they ſpꝛyncle the people with the ſapd oile, 
but annopnte onely their heads: Who beyng ſo annoynted, may 
then pꝛoceede to the ſacrifice , On the one lyde ol the altar, where 
they lacrilice, is ſeene a molt hozrible fourme of a deuyl, to whom 
the people, pꝛoſtrate on the grounde,p2ape bnto, and then depart 
to they? houſes and countreys .

Type citie of c romandel is by the ſea ſyde, and diſtant ftom 
che citie of colon ſeuen dayes ſaylyng. The citie is very 
large, but without walles : it is ſubtecte to the kyng ol 
Narſmga, and is within the ſyght of the Nand of Z on. 
After that pou are paſt the poynt of Comerin, the ſoyle beareth 
plentie of Ryſe. This citie is in the way to diners great regions 
and cities: It is inhabited wich innumerable Mahumetan mer⸗ 
chantes, reſoꝛtyng thyther from many countreys. There are 


no ſpyces, but aboundaunce ol fruite, as in Calecut. 
We | I founde 
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J fottnde there certayne Chꝛiſtians, who affyꝛme that the bodye 

of ſaint Thomas the Apoſtle is there in a certayne place, about Tye bodie ot 
ewelue myles from this citie , and alſo that there are certapne Thomas tpe 
Chziſtians whiche relygfouſlp oblerue the holy body: and that : 

the Chꝛiſtlans are euyll vſed, becauſe ofthe warres whiche the 

kyng of Poztugall hath made agaynſt the people of theſe coun⸗ The kong of 
treys. Allo that the Chyiſtiansare ſometyme murthered ſecret⸗ frenve ro lde 
[y,leſt;it houlde be knowen to the kyng of Nerſin ga, who is in Portugalis, 
amitie and krendchyppe with the kpng of Poztugall, and 

greatly fauoureth the Chꝛiſtians . The cauſe whereof(as they 

ſaye) is alſo partly by reaſon ofa certapne mpꝛacle, whiche was 

this. The Chꝛiſtians on a tyme had a great conflicte with the 0 miracle at the 
Mahumetans, where one ofthe Chyiſttans bepng ſoze wounded Seuss. 
on his arme, reſozted incontinent. to the ſepulchꝛe of ſaint Thos 
mas, where makyng his ptayers,# touchyng the holy place, his 
arme was immediatly healed . Thereupon (as they ſape) the 
kyng of Narſinga euer after greatly fauoured the Chiſtians. 
Pere mp companion ſolde muche of his wares . But by reaſon 
of the warres betweene the kynges of Na1ſ1nga and Ternaſeri, 
we determined to depars from hence. Andtherefozeſaplyng o⸗ 
uer agulfe of. xx. leagues with great daunger, we arriued at an 
Jland named Zailon, verp large, as containing in circuite a thous 
lande mples.

N this Nande are foure kynges ok great dominion, by reaſon goureronges:

people. There are in the Nande many Elephantes . There 
ts alſo a berp long mountapne, at the foote whereof, are founde Etephantes. | 
many pꝛeciois ſtones, named Piropi, commonly called Rubines, ubie Hong, 
o2 Rubies , The merchauntes ie welers, come by them by this 
meanes.

He tree of Cinamome is not much vnlike a Baye tree, el⸗ 

pecially che leaues, it beareth berryes as doth the Baye 

tree, but leſſe, and whyte: It is doubtleſſe therefoze none 

other then the barke of a tree, and is geathered in this 
maner , Euer thyꝛde peere they rutte the bzanches of the tree. 
Ok this, is great plentie in the ſayde Nande. Ahen it is lyꝛſte 
geathered itis not pet ſo ſweete, but a moneth after when it wax⸗ 
eth dꝛye. A certayne Mahumetan merchaunt of che Jlande, 
tolde my companxon, that there in the cop ofa hygh mountax ne 
is a certayne denne, whyther the inhabitantes of the countrey re⸗ 
ſoxtto pꝛaye, in memoꝛpe of our fy2ſt father Adam, who (they 
ſaye) after he had ſynned by bꝛeakyng che commaundement of 
God, lyued in that place in continuall penitence. Wihrche thing 
they affp2me by this coniecture, that there is pet ſeene the pꝛint 
of the ſteppes of his feete, of the length of almoſt two ſpannes, 
The inhabitants are ſubiect to the kyng of Narſinga, and pape 
hym tribute. The region is of temperate ayze, although it be 
ſtcuate in maner vnder the Equinoctiall lyne . The people are

But the byꝛde is blacke and purple, with cer⸗ 
tayne whyte feathers intermprt. There are allo the byggeſt 
Cocke foght» Mennes and Cockes that euer J ſawe : and chercfoze thinhabi⸗ 
ing. tants and Mahumetans which dwell there, take muche pleaſure 
in Cockekyght, and laye great wagers in that kynd e of ſpoꝛte. 

J haue ſeene them kyghte fcz the ſpace of ſyxe heures, and yet 
ſometymes they kyll one an other at the fp2it ſtroke . There are 
certapne Gotes farre exceedpng ours in byggeneſle, and muche 
faper: theſe are ſo fruit ctull, that at one byꝛth they bꝛyng forth 
foure young kyddes. There is ſo great abundaunce of bcaſtes, 
that twelue weathers are ſold fo2 one peece of golde to the value 
of a crowne oz piſtolet. There are allo certapne weathers oz

They? apparell, is a cloke oꝛ mantell of 
bombaſine oz ſplke, with one atme aut, all bare . But ſome of 
the merchauntes, weare inner beſtures oz ſhirtes ofſplke oꝛ boms 
baſine cloth. They go all barefooted, except the pꝛieſtes, whiche 
weare on they heads certapne raples oz creſtes of two 
ſpannes long, with a knotte onthe crowne lyke vnto an 
Acoꝛne, and ſparkled with golde.

but weare nepther rynges no2 bꝛallettes. The colour of the in- 
habitantes inclyneth to whyte , foꝛ the temperature of the cli⸗ 
mate 02 ap2e, is colder then at Calecut . They) maner ok tyllage, 
and geatheryng ofkruite, is lyke vnto ours.

they ot Calecut. Whei they contende fo2 any thyng, they reſoꝛte 
to the gouernour ofthe citie, to whom the kyng hath giuen full 
aucthoutte of iurildiction: and if any merchaunt ſtraunger dye 
there without childꝛen, he may make no inheritour, but all his 
goods is due to the kyng: when the kyng is dead, his chyldꝛen 
lucceede in the kyngdome . Mhen the inhabitantes dye, theyꝛ 
goods are equally diuided among theyz childzen. 
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Howe the Mahumetans are bur ied in the 
citie of Tarnaſſari. Cap. II. 


Hen any ofthe Mahumetan merchantes dye, they 
are embaulmed with many ſpices and ſweete gums 
mes, and theyꝛ bodies put in Coffins of wood: wich 
chiefe regarde that they2 heades lye to warde the ci⸗ 
tie of Mecha, which is from thence Moꝛthwarde. 


Of the dyuers ſortes of theyrshyppes or other 
vellelles. Cap. 12, 


hey haue Bꝛigantines very ſhalowe,and with flatte bot- 
toms, which dzawe but ſmall depth of water. Some al⸗ 
ſo vſe Foiſtes, hauyng two oz double fozepartes,and two 
Maſtes, and are open without any couerture. There is 
an other kynde ol ſhyppes of burden: Of the which, ſome beare 
the burden of a thoulande tunnes In theſe they carry Botes and 
other ſmaller veſſelles,to the citie of Melacha, when they goe loꝛ 


ſpices. 


Of Bangella. a great and riche citie of India, and 
of the great power of the kyng. Cap. I. 


T is now tyme to ſpeake further of our biage, and of our pꝛo⸗ 
ceedyng therein. Thereloꝛe packpng vp our wares, and 
commityng vs to the ſea, we came in twelue dayes ſaylyng 
to a citie named Bangella, diſtant from Tarnaſſari ſeuen hun⸗ 
dꝛed myles . This citie in fruickulneſſe and plentifulneſſe of all 
thinges, may in maner contende with any citie in the wozlde. 
The kyngdome and dominion of this citie is exceedyng large. 
The kyng hath an army of two hundꝛed chouſande footemen 
and hoꝛſemen Pahumetans, and is of ſo great power, that he 
keepeth ſoꝛe warres with the kyng of Narſing a. The region 
is ſo plentifull in all thynges, that there lacketh nothyng that 


map lerue to the neceſſarte vſeg o pleaſures of men: foz there

re m maner all ſoꝛtes of beaſtes, good and hole ſome fruites, and 
plentie of coꝛne: Spices alſo ot all ſoztes . Lykewyſe of bomba · Spices and

ges, Ithinke there is none other region comparable with this, 

and therefoze here are very many riche merchantes . Fo euery niche merrhen⸗ 
peere departe from hence, fyftie (hyppes laden with clothe of des.

Syria, Arabia, Perſia, Ethiopia, and Indis . There are alſo many TED

uours. The ſayde Chiiltians tolde vs allo, that there be in that Under ar 
kyngdome, many Chyiſttan Pꝛinces, ſubiect to the great Cham, great Cham of, 
ofthe citie of Cathai . The apparell of theſe Chziltians, wag Cathay, 
Chamlet, looſe and verp full of pleytes, and lyned with bomba⸗ 
ſine cloth, Dn thep2 heads they weare certayne coppen o2 ſharpe 
poynted cappes,oftwo handfull hygh, of ſcarlet colour. They 
are white men. They acknowledge one God in Trinitie, ⁊ are 
baptiſed after our maner . They beleeue the doctrine ofthe Apo⸗ 
ſtles and Euangeliſtes. They unpte backe warde, after the ma⸗ 
ner of the Armenians , They celebꝛate the birth and buriall of 
Chꝛiſt, and obſerue faſtyng the faurtie dayes of Lent as we doe. 
They celebꝛate allo certapne ſainctes dapes. They bſe no ſhooes, 
but weare looſe hole of ſilke, garniſhed with dyuers Jewels. On 
they? fingers they weate Ringes, with ſtones of incomparable 
ſplendour , At meate, they vle no table, but eate lying on the 
grounde, and feede of all ſoztes ol fleſhe.

When theſe Chyts 
ſtians had ſeene the pꝛecious merchaundies of my companion, 
and ſpecially a great bzaunche of Cozall, they earneſtly delired 
him, to goe with them to a certayne citie, where they pꝛomiſed 
him that by theyꝛ pꝛocurement he ſhaulde ſell his ware at great 
auantage, : he would buye Rubte ſtones, and that he might ther⸗ 
by ealtly geat aboue tenne thoulande pecces ok golde: Affirming 
that thole kynde of ſtones were of muche greater value in Tur⸗ 
key. Clherevnto my companion anl wered, that he woulde goe 
with them if they would departe in ſhoꝛte ſpace . Ce will ( ſayde 
they) departe euen to mozow : fo2 here is a Foiſt whiche depar⸗ 
tech hence to moꝛowe, and taketh her viage to the citie of Pego, 
whyther we deſpze to bꝛyng you . Py companion conſented 
the rather to his requeſt, bicauſe he was aduertiſed that he ſhould 
fynde there certapne Perſians, his countrey men . Therefoze 
wich this good companie departyng from the citie of Bangella, 
and ſaplyng ouer a great gulfe lying on the South ſpde, wee 
came at the length to the citie of Peg, a thouſande mples dis 


ſtaunt from Bange/la.

Oe citie of Pego, is not farre from the (ea, and is ſituate 
vppon the continent oz fpzme lande. A very fayꝛe rpuer 
runneth by the citie, by the which merchandies are caried 
to and fro. The kyng of the citie, is an Jdolater . The 

inhabitauntes, in apparell, liupng, and maners, are lyke vnto 


them of Tarnaſſari: but at whiter colaur, as in a colder region, 


ſomewhat lyke vnto ours . The citie is walled, and the houſes 
well buylded,and very fayꝛe, of ſtone and lyme. The kyng hath 
à myghtie armie both of footemen and hoꝛſemen, and hath in 
his armie Penſionarie Chiſtians, bozne euen in the ſame re⸗

lecut. Here are alſo trees foꝛ bupldyng, and to make ſhyppes, che 
fapꝛeſt that euer I ſawe : Allo exceedyng great Reedes, as byg 
as the bodie of a groſſe man, 02a tubbe , Pere are like wyle 
ſiuit Cattes, oꝛ Puſke Cattes, and of ſmall pꝛyce, as tee ſ Mul ke cattes, 
fo2 one peece ofgolde . There are fewe merchandyes in this

FT” His kyng vlech not ſuche pompes and magnificence as 
doeth the kyng of Calecat: But is of ſuche humanitie and

| ſpeake wich him, being neuertheleſſe very ryche . It ts 0 

in maner incredible to ſpeake of the ryche Tewelles, pꝛectous Jeunes und 

ſtones, pearles, and eſpecially Rubies, which he weareth, ſur⸗ 22ecious ſtones 

mounting in value anp great citie. Mis fingers be full of Ringes, 

and his armes all full of bꝛalelettes of golde, all beſet and moſte 

gloꝛtatiſty ſhinyng with ſuche pꝛecious ſtones: His legges allo 

and feete beyng garnyſbed in lyke maner. His eares lpkeupſe ( 

are ſo laded with ſuche Jewelles, that thep hang downe halfe a 

bandfulll, The ſplendoar o2 ſhinyng oftheſe Jewelles is ſo great, Ama 

that if one ſee the king in the varke night, he ſhinethin maner as with earth r 

it were the beames of the ſunne.

Che kyng ſacri; The kyng anſwered, that they ſhoulde come to him the day fa; 
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ble Prince, J percepue pour benenolence to be ſuche towarde 


lowyng, bycaule that, that pꝛeſent day, he ſhoulde ſacrifice to 
the deupll . Therefoze the nexte day he lent foz vs, willyng 
that my companion ſhould bꝛyng with him ſuche merchandies 
as he had. The which the kyng toke great pleaſure to behold, and 
not without good cauſe:foꝛ among other thinges, there were two 
great bꝛanches of cozrall, of ſuch bigneſle and fapzeneſſe, as no 
man there had euer ſeene the lyke. The kyng aſtoniſhed at theſe 
thinges, al ked the Chꝛiſtians what men we were, They anſwe- 
red that we were Perltans . Thenfayde the kyng to his inter⸗ 
pꝛetour, Al ke them if they will here make ſale of theyꝛ merchan⸗ 
dies, To whom then my companion layde thus, Poſt honozable 
Mꝛince, all theſe are pours, take them, and vſe them at pour pleas 
ſure. Then layde the kyng agayne, Theſe two yeeres paſte J 
haue kepte continuall warre with the kyng of Aua, and therfoꝛe 
my treaſure of money is conſumed: But if you will bargaine by 
the way of exchaunge, foꝛ pꝛecious ſtones, and eſpecially Nu⸗ 
bies, I will ſo deale with you, that it ſhall not repent vou. Then 
ſapde my companion to the Chꝛiſtians: J pꝛay pou gpue the 
kyng to vnderſtande, that J deſire none other thyng then the 
beneuolence ok his highneſſe, and cherefoze that F deſire him 
to take of my merchaundies what lyketh him beſf, and that 
without money, oꝛ permutation of any other thing. When the 
kyng hearde this, he anſwered, that he had hearde by repoꝛte 
that che Perſians were verp curtuous and liberall men, and that 
he neuer knewe fo liberall a man as this was, and lwoꝛe by the 
head ofthe deupll, that by this occaſton he would pꝛoue which

ſyꝛe to ſee the woꝛlde. In the which thereto, I neuer founde any 
thyng wherein J lo greatly reiopced, as in the beneuolence and 
fauour which your maieſtie hath ſbewed me. The kyng anſ e. 

red, MAylt thou pet contende with mee in liberalicie + And with 

thoſe wooꝛdes, tooke out of the caſket, (of euery boxe ſome) 

as many Rubies as he coulde holde in his hande, x with this re⸗ 

warde (whiche was two hundzed Rubies) ſhewedhis kyngly 
munikicence and beneuolence towarde the Perſran, laying vnta 

him, Take cheſe,I p2ay thee, foz thou ſhalt not refuſe them, He 

gaue alſo ta eche ofthe Chziſtians two Rubies, whiche were 

woozth a thouſand crownes to be ſalde: but thole which he gaue 

the Perſian, were eſteemed wooꝛth a hundzed thouſand crownes, 1 Viincelp 
This kyng therefoze doubtleſſe in munificence paſſeth all the 
kynges of che woꝛlde, and in maner noleſle in richeſſe: fo2 he re⸗ 

cepueth peerely of his ſubiectes two hundzed thouſand peeces of 

golde. This region bꝛyngeth fooꝛch all ſoztes of colours, and Colours. 
great plentie ofbombaline and ſilke: but theſe great riches, the 

kyng conſumeth on his ſouldiers , Not long after, newes were 

zought that the kpng of Aus was commyng with a myghtie 

2ce, whom the kyng in maner with an inntnnerable army wenc 

to reliſt. Here allo in cercapne places we ſawe women burned, 

after the maner of T arnaſſari.

\/ V thin two dayes after, taking ſhip, we ſailed weſtwards 
towarde the citie of AA elacha, and arryued thete in eight 

dapes ſaylyng. Not farre from this citie, is a famous ryuer 
named 424, the largeſt that euer J ſawe, contepnyng 
Fifi. 1 
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The Jlande of 


Alande, whiche they call Sumetra, and is of olde wyiters named 
Traprobana. The inhabitauntes ſap that it contepneth in circutte 
fyue hundzed myles. Then wee came to the citie of Melacha 
(which ſome call Melcha, we were incontinent commanded to 
come to the Soltan, being a Mahumetan, and ſubiecte to the 
great Soltan of C hini, and payeth him tribute. Ok whiche tri⸗ 
bute, they lay the cauſe is, that moze then foureſcoꝛe peeres paſt, 
that citie was buylded by the kyng of Chini, foꝛ none other cauſe, 
then only fo2 the commoditie of the hauen, being doubtleſſe one 
ofthe fapꝛeſt in that Ocean, and therefoze it is lykely that many 
ſhyppes ſhould reſozte thyther fox merchandies. The region is 
not euery where fruitefull, yet hath it ſufficient ok wheate and 
fleſhe, and but little wood. They haue plentte of foules, as in Ca- 
lecut: but the Popingays are much fayꝛer. There is alſo founde 
Sandalum, and Tynne. Lykewyſe Elephantes, hozſes, cheepe, 
kyne, Pardalles, Bufles, Peacockes, and many other beaſtes, 
and foules . They haue but fewe fruites, and therefoze there is 
no merchandies to be ſolde but ſpices and ſike. The people are 
ol blackyſhe aſhe colour. Theyꝛ apparell is like to the Mahume⸗ 
tans ofthe citte Memphis, otherwiſe named Cr. Alc hayr, oꝛ Ba- 
bylon of Nilus . They haue very large foꝛeheades, rounde eyes, 
and flatte noſeg. It is dangerous there to goe abzode in the night, 
che inhabitantes are ſo giuen to murder and robberp, foꝛ they kill 
one another lyke dogges, and therefoze the merchantes remayne 
in their ſhyppes all the nyght. The people are ſterce, ok euyll con⸗ 
dition, and vnrulp, fo2 they will obey to no gouernour, being al⸗ 
togeather giuen to (edition and rebellion, and therefoze ſay vnto 
they gouernours, that they will fozlake the countrey, if they 
ſtryue to bynde them to oꝛder, whiche they ſap the moꝛe boldly, 
bycauſe they are neare vnto the ſea, and may eaſily departe into 
other places. Fo2 theſe cauſes, we ſpent no long tyme here: but 
hpzing a Bꝛigantine, we lapled ta the Jlande of Sumatra, where 
in fewe dayes ſaylyng, we artyiied at a cite of the Nande named 
Pyder, diſtaunt about fourefcoze nwles from the continent 02 
firme lande.

They weare they 
heare long, and haue very bzode and flatte noſes, and are of del⸗ 
picable ſkature . Juſtice is there well oblerued. Their monp is unter 
of golde, ſyluer, and tynne. The golde copne, hath on the one Topned monp 
ſyde, che grauen head of a deuyl: and on the other ſpde, a wagon — — eiuer 
02 charrette yawen with Elephantes. The ſyluer mony hath Elephantes. 
the lpke copne : tenne of theſe, are valued fo2 one of golde . But 
ofthe tynne copne .xrv. make the value of one ol golde. Here are 
feene moze Elephantes, bygger, and fapjer then in any other 
place that J haue been. This people hath no experience of 
warres, but are geuen altogeather to gaynes and merchandies.

dioulneſle in che reading of theſe thyngs, I haue thought good co 
wpte ſomewhat mote of ſuche thynges as J haue ſeene. Dou 
ſhall cherefoze vnderſtande, that there is no great plentie of true

The re⸗ 
gion hath plentie ol wood, and trees, very commodious to make 
ſuch ſhippes as they cal Gunc hos, hauyng thꝛee mattes, two foꝛe 
partes, and alſo two ſternes oꝛ gouernals on both ſpdes. Then 
they ſayle in the Otean, and haue nowe geuen wynde to the 
ſaples, pf afterwarde it ſhalbe needefull to haue moe ſayles, not 

changyng the fp2it, they go backward without turnyng che ſhip, 
F Swommers. and blyng only one maſt. They are moſt expert ſwymmers, and 
haue (kpli to make fyꝛe in an inſtant. They? houſes are of fone, 

Great hydes of Alid hery lowe. In che place af couerpnges oꝛ tyles, they vleche 

tpſhes. ſkynnes oꝛ hydes of a fyſhe, called I artaruca, founde in that ſea 
of India.

Then my companion the Perſian ſpake vnto them 
in this maner: Although (mp frendes) Jam not pour countrep⸗ 
man (pet beyng all bꝛethꝛen, and the chyldꝛen of Adam) I cake 
God to witneſle that F loue pou as yf you were myue owne bye- 
thꝛen, begotten of the ſame parentes: and therfoze,conſpderyng 
how frendly we haue kept company togeather lo long tyme, J 
allure you J can not, without great greefe of mynde, beare your 
depattyng from vs. And although you wojlde depart from me, 
wyll you nowe fozlake this mp companion, a man of yaurfapth 
and religion $Then ſapde the Chꝛiſtians, Dowe hath this man, 
beyng no Perſian, receyued our fayth+ Then layde mp tompa⸗ 
nion, Truelp he is now a Perſian, and was once bought at Fe» 

Toe _ . ruſalem. Then the Chꝛiſtians hearde the holy name of Jeruſa- 

Cenerence, lem, they lyfted vp theyz handes to heauen, and pzoſtratpng them 

ſelues on the grounde, kyſſed it thꝛyſe: then ryſyng, they aſked 
him of what age J was, when J was bꝛought krom Jerulaleny.

N this voyage to the Jlande of Bandan tve founde abcut xx. 
landes, ſome inhabited, and ſome deſarte , This Jilande is 
very (aluage, barren, and very lowe, and conteyneth a hun ⸗ Anarc bia. 
dꝛed myles in circuite. It hath neyther kyng noꝛ gouernour, 
but is inhabited with a raſcall and beaſtly kynde of men, lyuyng 
without lawe, ozder, 02 gouerment. They haue lowe houſes, oz bie. ce po. 
rather cotages of wood, rylyng but litle from the ground. Their 
apparell is onely a ſherte. They go barcheadded and barefooted, 
with chey2 heare hangyng downe, and haue b2obe and ramde 
fozheaddes, They are of coloure inclynyng to whyte, and ot del ⸗ 
ptcable ſtature. They are Jdolaters, and woozſe then are the in⸗ 
habitantes of Calecut, called Poliar, and Hyrana. They are alſo 
of dull wytte and litle ſtrength, and in kynde of lyuyng alcogea- 
ther beaſtly. The ſoyle beareth no fruites,ercepte onely Nutte⸗ 
megges: the bodye ofthe Muttemegge tree, is lyke to the bo⸗ 
dye ofa Peache tree, and hath lyke byanches and leaues, but Ahe Arne, 
the leaues are ſomewhat narower. Bckoze theſe Nuttes come miegge tree. 
to rypeneſſe, the Mace floꝛyſheth lyke vnto a redde roſe + but 
when the Nutte waxeth rype, the ace cloſeih it ſelfe and em⸗ 
bꝛaſeth the Nutte and ſhel, and are ſo geathered togeather with⸗ 
out oꝛder o2 diſtribution, by ſcamblyng, catche that catche may, Al thynges 
fo; þ al things are there common, The tree peeldeth kruite okhts mon. 
owne fruitefulneſſe, without graffyng oz cuttyng, o2 any other 
art. Theſe Nuttes are lolve by weyght, and . xrbi. pounde Nuttemenges 
weyght, is ſolde foz the value of thꝛee ſoules (that is) halfe a alp.

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Chelaweoe Carlin?, of ſuch money as is vſed in Calecut. This people hath 

nature, none other ozder of iuſtice, then by thelawe ofnature, and cher» 
foze they lyue without ſuch contentions as pꝛoceede of thpne am 
mpne, When we had been heere thzee dayes , mp companion 
aſked the Chꝛiſtian merchantes, where was the region whiche 
bꝛought fooꝛth Cloues + Theyaunſwered, That Cloues were 
founde in an Jlande named Monoch, ſixe dapes ſaplyng from 
thence. Therkoꝛe pꝛoceedyng on our voyage, we came thyther 
in the ſpace of ſeuen daes.

Our dear⸗ 
ly beloued freende, foꝛaſmuch as by the grace of God, we 
are come thus farre in ſafette, vf it pleaſe you, we wpl go 
lee one ol the fayꝛeſt Jlandes in the wozlde, and very ryche, and 
Che Mande fluche as 3 beleeue pou neuer ſawe: but we mult fy2ſt go to an 
Borne, other Jland named Bore, fo2 there ſhal we haue bygger veſlels:

But beyng deterred by the greatneſſe of 
the iomey, k fearyng that then J ſhould neuer haue come home, 
IJ refuſed to go with them. At the length we came to the Jland 
of Bornei, diſtant from Monoch about two hundzed myles, and 
is ſomewhat bygger, but muche lower beneath the Hozizon oꝛ 
Eguinoctiall. The inhabitantes are. Jdolaters, of ſharpe wyt, 
and maner of lyuyng not greatly to be diſcommended: , Their 
colour inclyneth moꝛe to whyteneſſe. They weare not all one 
maner of apparell, fo ſome weare ſhirtes of bombaſine cloth, os 
ther mantells of chamlet, and other alſo ſharpe cappes of red 
coloure , They obſerue inlkice and good oꝛder. This Jlande 


peeldeth peerely great abundaunce of Campbora, which they ſapd - 


to be the gumme ofatree : but J dare not affy2me it, becauſe 
Fhauenot ſeene it. ere my companyon hyꝛed a lyght (yppe 
o barke fo2 a hundꝛed peeces of golde.

Fter that we had made pꝛouiſion of vittayles ſufficient foꝛ

| Pyle J remapned here in the lodging ofmy com⸗ 
panion, there came to hun two Perſian merchants 
from the citie of C anonor, ſaping that they had ſom 
euyll newes to tell him: wherwith ſeemyng ta be 
ſomebohat cronbled, he aſked what was the matter ? There are 
come (ſapde they) cwelue ſhyppes of Poꝛtugale, which we haue 
ſeene with our eyes. Then layde he, Nhat maner of men are 
thoſe ? They are (ſayd the Perſcans)Chyiltians, armed with har⸗ 
neſſe of ſhining Jron, and haue builded an inexpugnable foꝛtreſſe A fortrene ot 
in the citie of Canonor . My companion hearyng thoſe wooꝛdes, b Yo:rugales 
turned to me, and ſayde, Lodouicke, what maner of men are the — - 
Poxtugales + To whom J anſwered, that they were a nation 
of miſcheeuous people, gvuen to none other thyng then piracie 
and robbyng on the ſea, Me was not ſo ſozie to heare this, as J 
was glad oftheyz commyng. 
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How I playde the Phiſitian, and counterfect holineſſe, left 
by my colour I should be taken for a ſpye for the Por- 
tugales, before I could come to their ships.

And bycauſ: g. ip companion, and 
his diſeaſe — 2 3 7 me if I had any ſ kyll in vbiſickes 


J ſapde,that my father was a Pbiſitian, and that J hadlearney 


many things ol him by experience. Then J pzap you(ſayd heovo 
what you can to helpe this my friend , Me went therfoze togea⸗ 


cher to the ſicke man, whom mp companion aſked where he felt 


vim ſelfe moſt grecucd. In my head (ſayde he) and my ſtomake, 


hauyng allo my belly ſo ſoꝛe bounde, that J can not goe to the 


ſtoole, Then my companion agapne in his pꝛeſence, deſtred me 
to conſider his infirmitie,and take vpon me to miniſter vnto him 
ſome medicine. My companion had tolde me befoꝛe, that he was 
a great cater and dꝛinker. Therefoze,takyng him by the hande, 
and feelyng his pulſe, J ſapde that his ſtomacke and bowelles 
were full of choler, by reaſon of ſurfetyng, and therefoze that it 
choulde be good foꝛ him to take a gliſter . Then layde the licke 
man, Doe what you wil, J wil abyde pour oꝛder. Then made I 
a gliſter of egges, ſalt, and ſuger, adding alſo butter and certapne 
hearbes, ſuch as came firſt to my memoꝛie vpon the ſodayne, and 


in the ſpace ofa day and nyght, J gaue him fyue gliſters, but all 


in vapne : foz beſpde the papnes which he endured, he was rather 
woozle then better, inlomuche that it repented me ok myne en⸗

The repozte alſo of my companion, affyꝛmyng that he mette 
with me. ſirſt at Mecba, where J was to ſee the bodie of the 
holy Pꝛophet Mahumet, encreaſed greatly (and ſpecially as 
mong the Mahumetans) the opinion they had conceiued of mp 
holineſſe. But in the meane tyme, lecretlp in the darke nyght, 
J relozted pꝛiuilp to the afoꝛeſapde Chiſtiaus, by whom 
beyng aduertiſed that twelue of the Poztugale ſhyppes were 
nowe arrpued at Canonor, IJ conſidered that nowe woulde 
bee good opoztunitie to eſcape : And therefoze remaynyng 
there pet ſeuen dapes , J learned all that J coulde of

In the meane tyme my 
companyon ioyned me in company with two other Per⸗ 
ſian merchauntes, whiche were mynded alſo to go to Ca- 
vonor: fo; there was in the citie of Calecut many merchauntes of Merchantes of 
Perſia, Hria, and Turchia , Therefoze the fyꝛſt day of Decem- Calecut. 
ber, J, with the other two Perſians, hyꝛyng a lyght ſhyppe, 
gaue wynde to our ſaples to pzoceede on our vopage , But ſee 
what chaunced ſuddenly, we had ſcarſely ſapled as farre as a 
man may ſhoote an arrowe, but foure of the inhabitantes of the 
oder of them whiche they call Naeros (of whom we haue 1 
ſpoken befo2e) cryed to the gouernour ofthe ſhyp to dꝛawe neare gentiemen of 
the lande in the kynges name , When they vnderſtode who we the kynges 
were, they aſked why they caryed me away without makyng 9**: 
the kyng pꝛiuie thereto * Then layde che Perftans, This Pa⸗ 
humetan that is heere wich bs, is a holy man, and gocrh in our 
company to the citie of Canonor. They aunſweared, that they 
knewe me to be a man that had wought myꝛacles . Mcuerthe⸗ 
leſſe,that becauſe I could ſpeake the language of þ Poꝛtugalles, 
it was to be ſuſpected leaſt J ſhould bewzape thep? ſecretes to 
them, and tell them ofthe nauie and armye whiche the kyng pes 
pared agaynſt the Poztugales, andtcherefoze commaunded the 
gouernour of the ſhyppe to carp vs no further. He obeyed 
theypꝛ commaundement,and left vs on the ſhoꝛe. Then ſayde 
one of the Nerſians; „ Let bs returne to Calecut . To whom 
J aunlweared , Take heede what pou do, foz ſo ſhall ycu be in 
danger co looſe all pour ſpikes if it be knowen that pou haue 
paydeno cuſtome to the kyng , Then ſayde the other Perſtan, 
What then ( by your aduiſe)is it beſt foꝛ bs to do: Jaunſwered, 
that it was bell fo2 vs to go ſome what further by the ſhoꝛe, vntyl 
we myght fynde ſome barke: whereunto they agreed. Therfo2e 
we, and our ſlaves laden with cur fardells, went ſo .x:t, myles 
along by che ſhoze . But what feare J was in, in the meane

we agreed to bꝛyng vs to Canonor. where we arryued late in the 
euenyng. Jncontinent we went to the merchaunt Perſian, to 
whom J had letters of commendation from my companpon. 
The tenour of the letters was, that he ſhoulde receyue me into 
his houſe, and enterteyne me frendly, vntil his commpng : Alla 
chat whatſoeuer frendeſhyp he ſhewed bnco me, he woulde aſ⸗ 
ſcribe it to be done buto hym lelfe : Furthermoze,that J was a 
holy man, and topned wich hym in neere amitie and frend 
AAhen the merchaunt had redde the letters, he layde his hand 
on his head, and lapde vnto me, By this head pou are welrome 
to me, and ſhall be here in ſafetie, and cauſed a good ſupper co 
be pꝛepared fo2 vs. After ſupper, the Perlſtans ſapde vnto me, 
Lette vs go walke to the ſea ſpde .

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Ehzift nayled on the croſle, ſhewed it vntothe ſouldiers, exhop 
engthemeo remember the commaundementes ol God, and the 
holy fapth and baptiſme whereby they were conlecratedto God, 
puttyng no doubt in the foꝛgeueneſſe of thep2 ſinnes, dying in (6 
godlp a quarell: and then bleſſpng them, with inuocation ofthe 
name of God, he pꝛonounced the ſentence of ablolution and foꝛ⸗ 
geueneſſe ofthep2 linnes. The exhoztation of the pꝛieſt, ſo moued 
the hartes of all men, chat the teares ranne from our eyes foz ioy 
E great deſire we had to die in quarel,Jn the meane time the na⸗ 

uye of the Pahumetans made ſaple towarde vs. The lame dape 2 — 
our Admirall with two Foyſles made towarde them, x paſſyng tans.

on both ſydes: whiche the Admpꝛall dyd, to pꝛoue the ſtrength The udmiran 
of thoſe ſhyppes, which they chiefely eſteeme, and truſt moſt vn⸗ or the <þyis 
to: But this daye was nothyng done woozth þ memozye. The ſtians. 

day folowpng, the Mahumctans with full ſaples dzewe neare 

the citie of C anonor, and ſent vs woozde by a meſſenger, that if 

we woulde permytte them to go whither they woulde, they 

woulde not haue todo with vs. Our Admirall anſweared, that 

the Chaiſtians coulde not ſo foꝛgette the periurie ot the Mahu⸗ 

metans, in violatpng they faith and pzompſe made by common Scat oft 
conſent, when they woulde not ſuffer the Chziſtians to paſſe that warte. 
wap, but contrary to theyꝛ fayth and pꝛompſe flue ,xlvit. Chis 
fttans,androbbed them of foure thoulande peeces of golde ; and 

therefoze badde them paſſe further ik they durſt, and they ſhoulde 

well knowe of what reputation and ſpirite the Chziſtians are. 

Thenſapde the Pahumetans, Mahumet wyll defende vs, and 

confounde the Chꝛiſtians: and with thoſe woozdes, aſſaulted The qrxazus 
bs all at once with incredible furie, thynkyng to haue paſſed metans geus- 
chꝛough, hauyng no further to ſaple then. x. myles from the be one t. 
ſhoꝛe. But our Admiral ot purpoſe ſuffered the enimies to come 

nearer bntyl they were ryghs oueragainſt þ citie of Canonor, mea⸗ 


nonor be holdyng the conflicte, myght be witneſſe of the valiant- 
neſſe ofthe Chziſtians, Then when the trumpetter of the Ad⸗ 
mirals ſhip ſounded the battayle, and gaue the ligne, incontincut 
be aſſauiced two of they} greateſt ſhyppes. 

Here 
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Deere Jam not able to expyeſſe che exteedyng novſe of theyy 
Dummes, Trumpets, Tambarels, and other ſuch innumera⸗ 
Thevaloant- ble, which they vſe tnthis caſe, The Admiral hym ſelte, in ma⸗ 
yaa ner contemnyng allthep2-meane ſhippes, palled thzough they 
Haute, and inuaded one of they? greateſt ſhippes, caſtyng theron 

chapnes ard graſples, to fyght with then at hande ſtrokes : bur 

theycalt of the chaynes thꝛyſe, yet the fourth tyme the chaynes 

tooke ſuch holde, that the Chꝛiſtians entred into the ſhip, where 

"of they made ſuch hauocke and ſlaughter, that all rhe Mahumetang 
A great daugh* of that ſhippe (which were ſire hundꝛed in number) were ſlapne, 

bu netans. tmſomuchethat there was not one left alyue to tell newes, The 
Admirall encouraged by this victozte , inuaded another of thep} 

great ſhippes, whiche hadchapned it ſelfe with a Foyſt ol the 

Chziſttans, where was allo a great conflict, in the whiche were 

-Dapne aboue fyue hundꝛed Mahumetans, and theyꝛ ſhip ſunke. 

The Mahumetans diſcouraged by this defeate , aſſaulted our 

twelue Foyſtes with al theyꝛ foꝛce, and carped them away. But 

heere the manhood and valtantneſle of John Seranus, the captaine 

| — — — of the Gallep, ſhewed it ſelfe, who only with one Gally made 
Seramus. ſuche a llaughter among the Mahumetans, that it may ſeeme 
incredible: foꝛ he ſo fiercely inuaded them that had caryed away 
the Foyſtes, that he recouered them all, & ſunke two ocher ofthe 

Mahumctan ſhippes. In theſe warres, God of his grace ſd 

pꝛoſpered the Chaiſtians, that few of them were ſlapne, but ma⸗ 

Fewe Chi ⸗ ny wounded. The conflict continued from moꝛnyng, vntyl the 
aus dat ne.  Ddatkeneſſeofthe nyght made an ende of the battayle. J may not 
Heere foꝛgeat to ſpeake of the marueylons aduenture and God- 

ly zeale of Simon Martin, captaynt ot one of our ſhippes: Fo? 

it ſo chaunced, that the Bꝛigantine in the which J was, depar⸗ 

tyng ſomt what from our nauie, gaue occaſton to our enemies to 

purſue vs, foꝛ incontinent foure of the Mahumetan ſhippes al⸗ 

ſapled vs, and put vs to much trouble, inſomuch that . xv. Ma⸗ 

humetans had nowe entred into our Bꝛigantine, and we were 

tonſtrayned to flee to the Poupe, as to the ſafeſt place: But the 

valiant captayne Simon Martin, ſeyng the daunger that we were 

Thevaliant- in, and that the Mahumetans were entred into our Bꝛigantine, 
neſſeof Duns leapt into it fiercelp, and tallpng vpon the name ol Telus Chick, 
_— foughtlo baliauntlp, that he ſlue ſixe ofthe Pahumetans _— 
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by we, beyng incouraged, aſliſted hym in ſuch ſozt, that the Ma · 

humetans caft them ſelues into the ſea, where ſome were dzows 

ned e ſom eſcaped by ſwimmpng, Therfoze when the Mahume⸗ 

cans knew: þ the Chꝛiſtians had the victozie, they lent.tiii.ocher 

Fotkes to helpe the firſt. But when the captayne of our Bꝛigan⸗ 

tine awe this, he tooke certapne emptie Tubbes, in the whiche 

gunne pouder had ben kepte befoze, and ſtoppyng chem with 

flare, placed them in ſuch ſoꝛt, that they ſeemed far of, like peeces 

of great artillerie: then laping a little gun pauder by the flaxe, 

and holding a fyꝛe ſticke in his hand, as though he would put lire 

to the Gunne. the Pahumetans thinking that it had ben a gunne 

in deede, were thereby put in ſuch keare. that they departed. The Tenne Nas = 

Adnnirall yet further purſuing the cnempes, gaue them another nente wu the 

great ouerthꝛew, and tobke ſeuen ol theyꝛ Foiſtes, laden with all — ot great ars 

ſo:tes of merchandies, and ſoonke tenne other wich the ſhotte ak 

great artillerie, of the whiche one was laden with Elephantes, 

Therfoze when the Pahumetans ſawe the ſea now almoſt coue: 

red with the bodies oftheir ilatne men, and their chiele ſhippes 

ſome taken, ſome ſgonke,* lome ſpoiled, were out ok all hope to 

recouer, + therfoze ſaued them ſelues by flecing. But the Chꝛiſti⸗ Che Cn 

ans, ſeeing pet hope of further victozte, andthe Mahumetans (0 * 

diſcouraged, thaugye it not beſt to leaue them ſo, but rather vp⸗ 

pon ſuch pꝛolperous ſucceſſe, to take the opoꝛtunitie, and vtterly 

to deſtroy them: therfaze the Admiral, ſeeing his men topfull of 

the bictoꝛie, and deſirous fo purſue the enemie, folowed the Ma⸗ 

humetans, and gaue them a newe battayle, whiche laſted all day ont. 

and all nyght, whileſt the Chaiſttans in the nyght tyme flue 

them euen in theyꝛ fleeing, c ſoanke almoſd all their ſhippes. In 

the meane tyme certayne okour Foiſtes ſawe a ſhyppe of bur: 

den of the enemie, wanderyng out of the w:p, and made ſayle 

thycher with all haſt. But the enemies in ſhoꝛt ſpace ſceing them — en 

ſelues ouermatched, hurled all their cariages into the ſea, and tru⸗ in wunuung. 

ſting to l wimmyng ( wherein they are moſt experte) cafte them 

ſelues after. But our men folowed them euen to the ſhoze, with 

launces, crol bowes;# ſtones, ſo killing them as they ſwamme, 

that the ſea was coloured and polluted with their blood. Yet by The Mahu⸗ 

wimming many eſcaped, by eſtunation about che number oftwo "tans experte 

bundzcd,fo} they are in youth ſo * vp in ſwimming, that 
00. i. they 
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thepſwamme in the ſea almoſt twentie myles , offentymes@ 
diuyng vnder the water, and remaynyng there ſo long, that they 
dece pued our ſyght: foꝛ ſometymes we thought that they were 
ſoonke, and ſometyme agayne ſeeyng them flote on the wa⸗ 
ter, it ſo troubled our ſenſe, that we thought we had ſeene ſome 
phantaſie oꝛ viſion ; but they were in maner all deſtroped by 
one miſchaunce oꝛ an other, and eſpecially a great number in the 
great ſhyppes which were ſoonke by ſhot of the great artilletie. 
The day folowyng, the Admirall ſent certapne Bꝛigantines and 
Gallies to the ſho:e, to number the dead bodies, whiche che ſca 
had caſte vp : they were founde to be about thꝛee thoulande, be» 
ſyde them alſo which che ſea had deuoured The kyng of Canoner, 
beholdyng all theſe thynges, was greatly in loue with the Chyt- 
ſttans, and commended their valiauntneſſe and vertue, and not 
vnwooꝛthily: Foz to ſpeake that J haue ſcene, I haue ben in mas 
ny ſoꝛe warres, vet neuer ſawe J moꝛe valiant men, then the Por- 
tugales here ſhewcdthem ſelues to be. 

But when we thought that we had nowe made an ende ol 
theſe Tragidies, we had in manera wooꝛſe to begyn Fox it ſa 
chaunced, that in fewe dayes after, the kyng of Canonor, wha 
fauoured vs, dyed : In whole place ſucceeded an other moz- 
tall enemie tothe Chꝛiſtians, and friende to the kyng of Cale- 
cut, by whole helpe and rycheſſe, hee was aduaunced to the 
kyngdome of Canonor . De therefoze aſſembled his power to 
make newe warre agaynſt the Chꝛiſtians, wich great expediti⸗ 
on and haſte, bycauſe he ſuppoled that a great parte of theyꝛ mus 
nttions was nowe walted,and they allo ſoze weerped, and fo2 the 
moſt parte wounded. And to further his attempte, the kyng of 
Calecut ſent hini xxũii. peeces cfgreat artillerie. This warre 
beganne the ſeuenth day of Apzill, and continued vntyll the. xx. 
of Augu d, befoze all thinges were pacified , It were heere 
to long to declare howe in thefe warres allo the Chziſttans be- 
haued them (elucs manfully agaynſt the Mahumetans, which 
neuer encountred with them fewer then fpue oz ſire aud twen⸗ 
tie thouſande in munber, hauyng allo with them a hundꝛed and 
fourtie peeces ofartiilcrte, and were armed after the maner of 
the inhabitauntes of C alecut: but the Chzilttans with —

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neſſe after our maner. = 
Theſe Jnfidelles vſe this oder in they} warres , They di⸗ „ 
uide theyꝛ army in:o many wynges, euery wyng conteynyng the TMahume⸗ 
the number at two oꝛ thꝛee thouſande men, and only one wyng tans Campe. 
pꝛoceedeih to the battaple, the reſte attendyng what ende oz 

ſucceſl they haue, beloꝛe they attempt any further. But wht 

leſt tuele wynges are nowe marchpng to ioyne in battayle, it 

naſieih ail imagination to thynke, with howe great anople of 
inmunerail muſtcall inſkrumentes, after they: maner, thep fill Inftrumentes, 
the carcs of all the army, to encourage them to ſyght, while 

in the meane ſeaſon alſo, a great number runneth befoze the 

army with marueplous flames of arcificiall fpzes : and in fine, Sutra od 
gyue the crete with ſuche outragious furie and outcry, that-out crye. 

tmo chauſande of them were able to feare tenne thoulande that 

had no experience oktheſe thynges . But ſee che goodneſſe of 

God, who neuer fozſaketh them chat beleeue fapthfully in his 

holy religion. Euen nowe inthe extremitie of theſe troubles, 

our men beyng in maner ouercharged with the multicude of

conducte of the valiant knyght Don Triſtan de Cugna: TUhom gales, 

we immediately aduertyled with howe grecuous warres wee 

were oppꝛeſſed. Cho incontinent fent vs, in certapne Barkes, 

thee hundꝛed valiaune Souldiours, well armed with harneſſe, 

after the maner of the Chziſtians . hen wee ſawe cheſe, 

we recoucred our ſpirites, in ſuche ſozte, that if our Admirall 

woulde haue permitted, we woulde haue burnte the citie of 

Canouor . But when the Bahumetans vnderſkoode the newe The mahu⸗ 
ſuccours that we had, all diſcouraged in mynde, they ſought all mau lecke ta 
meanes to make peace with the Chyiſtians, and aſlpgned with the Chyis 
one named M amalmaricar, a man of great ryches and wyſe- Rane. 

dome among chem, to bee intermediatour, and to make the 

conditions of peace . Mee therefoꝛe under ſafe conducte, came 

ta vs to common ofthe matter. We tolde him, that we couldcz 

make no peace without the conlent of the Uicerope , who 
was then in che citie of cucin. The Adnurall thought 
it belte not to contempne the conditions of peace, foz 
Ph. i. that 
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fo; chat duryng the tyme of the warres, they coulde not ſende

naked, and the women in lyke maner , They lyppes are two 
fingers thicke, thep2 fozeheades very large, thep? teeth great, 
and as white as ſnow . They are fearefull at the ſight of euery 
thyng, and eſpecially when they ſer armed men. Thereloꝛe ſees 
ing hep? fearelulneſſe, & knowing them to be without weapons 
that can doe any great hurte, only ſixe of vs well armed, hearyng 
alſo with vs Hargabuſes, and hauyng in our companie a blacke 
flaue that ſomewhat knewe the countrey, we began to enter furs 
ther into the lande: and when we had gone foꝛ warde one dayes 
tourney, we founde many heardes ol Elephantes. Here the 
ns: laue that was our guyde, gaue vacaunlayle ta take fyꝛebꝛandes

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But we once chaunced to lynde thzee Female Elephants, which 
bad very lately bꝛought foozth they2 Calues, and therefoze feared 


not che fp1e : but without all ſeare, folowed vs ſo farre, that we 
were fapne to flee to a mountayne to ſaue bs from the beaſtes. 


When we had entred about tenne mples into the land, we found 
a certayne denne on the ſpde of a mountayne, where ſome of the 


placke inhabicauntes lurked . Thele ſpake ſo confoundedly and 


blabberyng ble thele people in they? ſpeache . Meere the Pilot 
of the ſhyppe aſked vs if wee woulde buye any kyne, laping, 
that here we ſhould haue them good cheape . But we, thinking 
thatepther he had mocked vs, oꝛ that agreeing with the inha⸗ 
bitauntes (whom he knewe betoze) he woulde haue deceyued vs 
of our money and wares, ſayde that we had no money. Then 
ſayde he vnto vs, Thele people deſire nothpng leſſe then mo⸗ 
ney, haupng muche mote plentte ofgolde then we haue, which 
is founde not farre hence. Then ſayde we to him, That deſpꝛe 
they then + They loue (ſapde he) deſpicable chynges,and of 
(mall value: as pynnes, knpues, ſpſers, lookpng Glaſſes, 
Daukes belles, bagges,02 boxes, to keepe thepꝛ golde in, cops 
per Nynges, iangelinges to hang at theyꝛ Tymberelles, boſſes, 
laces, bꝛoches, copper chapnes, carkenettes, bꝛaſelettes, and 
ſuche other tryfles to crymme they wpues and childꝛen. Me 
aunſ wered, that we were content to gyue them luche wares foꝛ 
theyz kyne, if they woulde bꝛyng them to the nexte moun⸗ 
tayne . Then {ayde our Pilot agayne , They will bzyng 
them with vs to the mountayne: but no further in any conditi⸗ 
on: Therefoze ſpeake what pou will gyue. Then one of our 
companions ſapde, that he had a boſle of grauen copper, and 
Allo a little bell. But J, bycauſe I had no ſuche merchaundies, 
pee beyng deſirous to eate fleſhe, ſayde that J woulde ſell one of 
my ſhertes fo kyne.

Ae 
were ſcarſely departed, but we hearde a noyſe and tumulte in 
Trogloditæ. they2 dennes, and were partly afrapde leſt: thele Trogtodices 
woulde folowe vs, and therefoze leauyng our kyne, we cooke 
vs to our weapons. But they made ſignes vnto vs to feare no⸗ 
thyng. Then our pilot tolde vs, that their tumulte was only 
which or them ould haue the bolſe of copper Then recouering 
our kyne, we dꝛoue them foꝛward to the toppe ok the mountaine, 
and there diſmiſſed the two blacke llaues that came with them.

After we had palled this Jlande 
many dapes ſayling, as though we were nowe come to our owne 
wozlde, the Noꝛch ſtarre, and guardions of our marpners, ap: 
peared vnto vs. And here opoztunitie ſerueth well, to confute 
che opinion of them that thynke that men mapye not ſaple in re⸗ 
gious ſubieet to che pole Amartike o2 ſouth pole 5 by the 
guide ofthe noꝛch ſtarre. Foz it is certapne, that the Poꝛtugales 


— — ſayle by the gupde of the nozth ſtarres, although they be vtterly

There are made lyke⸗ 
wyſe in India other falle Diamondes, of Rubies, Topaſes, and 
whyte Saphires, whiche appeare to be fyne, and are alſo founde 
inthe Jlande of Zeilam: thele ſtones differ in none other, ſauyng 
that they haue loſt theyꝛ natural colour. Of theſe, ſome are found 
that haue halle the colour of Rubies, c ocher of Saphires, other 
allo of the colour ofa Topaſe, other haue al theſe colours myng⸗ 
led togeather. They boꝛe a fine hole in theſe tough the middes, 
whereby they appeare lyke the eyes ofa Catte. Okthe whpteſt, 
they make many ſmall Diamondes, whiche can not be knowen 
from the true, ſauyng by touchyng, ok ſuch as are ſkylful in that 
pꝛactiſe.

on of al ſuch as returned from thence into Spaine top citie of Si⸗ 
nile, in the veere. 1522. But ſendyng it to Nome to be pꝛinted. 
in that miſerable tyme when the citie was lacked, it was loſt, and 
not founde vnto this daye,o2 any memozie remapuyng thereof, 
ſaupngluch as ſome that read the ſame haue bozne in mynde. 
And among other notable thpnges by hym w2ptten as touchyng

Foy lettyng paſſe many other thynges that are 
wptten, I wyll ſpeake moꝛe of this which Herodotus (otherwile 
a famous auctoure) affirmeth, that Sinamome is founde in the

that part of Ethiope which the people inhabit called Trog loditi. > oma 
Neuertheleſſe it is now found that Sinamome groweth very far Trogloditi, 
from all Ethiope,# now much further from the Trogloditi, which 

dwel in caues vnder the ground. But to our men which are now Tyr nauigatt⸗ 
returned from thoſe partes and the Jlandes ol ſpices, hauyng al⸗ on about the 
ſo good knomledge of Ethiope, it was neceſſarie to pale far be⸗ de.

(hom ſome call Magellanus) was generall 
captayne of the nauie.

1 the Meſt, and the Poꝛtugales by the Eaff, 
ſapling to the Flandeg of AM oluc ca, tompaſſed the whole globe of 
the wozlde betweene them, pet haue J hecre thought it good to 
make a bꝛeefe repeticion of this vyage, addyng hereunto dpuers 
notable thynges which were not couched of MAunſter. as Jhaue 
geathered them out ofthe bookes of Antoni Pig afetta, and Trans 
ſiluanus, mptyng of the ſame vpage. Foz albeit in deede it was 
.a ſtrange and woonderfullthpng that the Spanyardes andPo02* 
tugales compaſſed the whole circumference of the wonlde be⸗ 
tweene them, pet is it mozemarueplous,that the ſame was done 
with one ſhip, c one companie of men, as did the Spanpardes in 
this viage,who keeping their continual courſe by the weſt, retur⸗ 
ned into Spaine by the eaſt : a thing doubtleſfe ſo much moze 
'woonderful and ſtrange, ther if they had returned from the halfe 
cirtumferente by the ſame wapthey went, in hom muche they 
were ignozant in the vpage neuer attempted befoze , _

The tenth day of Auguſt,inthe yecre ofour Lo2d. 151 9, Ferdi- — th 
nando Magalanes. departed from the pozt of Siuile in Spayne, — 
with a nauie of fyue ſhippes, and 237. men, wel furniſhed with 
all thynges neceſſary. And ſaylpng firſt downe by the rpuer of 
Guadelchiber, which runneth from the ſayd pozt inta che ſea, they 
camofirſt to a place named Gionan Dulpbaraz; where aͤre mam 
villages of the Poozes: and from thence, artyued at a caſtle of 
the duke af Medina Sidon ia. where is. the poꝛt from whiche they 
enter into the ſea; tothe cape ſaint / incent, beyng diſtant from Che Cape of 
the Equino#ial. 37. degrees, and from the ſapd pozt. 10. leagues, nt Vicent. 
and is from thence to Siutle betweene 17. and 20. leagues; 

Heere they remapned certayne dapes, to make newe pꝛouiſion 
of ſuch thinges as they lacked.

Thev are a token of ſecuritie, bycauſe they are litle, not ſlowe 02 
grole, whereby they myght haue ioyned altogeather in one, and 
been thereby moꝛe malicious, and laſted longer, whereas beyng 
many and but little, they are the ſooner conſumed. Yytherco 
Cardanus. But let vs nowe returne to the vpage. 

M hen they had ſayled paſte the Equinoctiall lyne, they loſte 7 yep 6g 
the lixht of the Noth ſtarre, and ſapled by the ſouthweſt, untyll Aozth ſtarre. 
they came to à lande named the lande of Breſſu. whiche ſome call 2 of 
Braſilia, beyng. xxii. degrees and a halfe cowarde the ſouth pole The South 
02 pole Antartike. This lande is continuate and one firme lande Pole. 
with the cape of ſaint Augustine, whiche is .viit. degrees from 
the Equinoctiall. In this lande they were refreſhed with many 
good fruites of innumerable kyndes, and founde here alſo very 
good fager canes, and diuers kindes of beaſts and other thinges, Inger. 
which J omit fo2 bꝛeuitie. They entered into this hauen on ſaint 
Lucies day: where the Sunne being theyꝛ Zenith (that is, the 
poynte of heauen directly ouer theyꝛ heades) they felte greater 
heate that day, then when they were vnder the Equinoctial lyne. 

This lande of Braſile is very large and great, and bygger then The greatnee 
all Spapne, Boꝛtugale, Fraunce, and Italie, and is molt abun: — of 
daunt in all thinges. The people ofthis countrey pap to no ma⸗ a 
ner ok chyng : but lyue by the inſtincte of nature, and to the age 
of C.xx. and. C xl. yceres. Both the men and women goe naked, 
and dwell in certayne long houles . They are very docible, and 
ſoone allured to che Chꝛiſtian fayth. 

Thirtiene dapes after that they arryued at the ſapde poꝛte, 
they departed from this lande, and ſapled co the xrritit, degree 
anda halfe towarde the pole Antartike, where they founde a 
great rpuer of frelhe water, and certapne Caniballes , Df cheſe Canwanes,

Sea woalues, they came to a place where were two Jlandes repleniſhed with 


Geeſe and Wolues of the ſea, which ſome thinke to be thoſe fy⸗ 
ſhes that we call Pikes. Theſe were in ſuch number, that in an 
houre all the fyue ſhyppes might haue ben laden with Gcele, be⸗ 
ing all ol blacke colour, and ſuch as can not flee, They line of fiſh, 
and are fo fatte, that they could ſcaxſelꝝ flap them. They haue no 
feathcrs, but a certayne downe, and they? bylles lyke Raneng 
bylles. Theſe Woolucs of the ſea are of dyuers colours, and of 
the bygneſſe of Calues, with theyꝛ heades of golden colour. Pere 
were they in great danger by tempeſt: But as ſoone as the thzee 
fy2cs, called ſainct Helen, ſainct Nycolas, and ſaint Clare, ap⸗ 
peared vppon the cables of the ſhyppes, ſodaynely the tempeſte

The Captapne 
fent one of his men to the ſhoꝛe with the ſhyppe Boate, who 
made che lyke ſigne of peace. The which thyng the Giant ſees 
yng, was out offeare, and came with che Captaynes ſeruaunt 
to his preſence into a little Jlaunde , When he ſawe the Cap 
tayne wich certayne ofhis company about him, he was great⸗ 
ly amaſed, and made ſignes, holdyng vp his hande to heauen,

ture, came but to his waſte, He was of good ca poʒature, c well

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made in al jinrtes of his dodie, dolth a large viſage painted with 
diuers colours, but fo; the molt parte pelow Uppon his cheekes 
were paynted two Martes, and red circles about his epes .'The 
heare of his head was coloured whyte, and his apparell was the 
ſkpnne ofa beaſt ſowde togeather. This beaſt as (leemed unts 
bs) had a large head, and great eares lyke vnto a Yule, wich the 
body ora Camel, and tayle of a hoxſe . The feete of the Giant 
were foulded in the ſayde ſkpnne; after the maner of chooes. De 
had in his hande a bygge and ſhoꝛte bowe, the ſtryng whereof 
was made ol a ſinewe of that beaſte. Me had allo a bundell of 
long arrows made of Reedes, feathered after the maner of ours, 
typte wich ſharpe ſtones in the ſteade of Jronheades, The Cape 
tayne cauſed him to eate and dꝛynke, & gaue him many thinges, 
and among other a great lookyng glaſſe: In che which as ſoone 
as he ſawe his owne lykeneſſe, was ſodaynly afrapde, and ſtarted 
backe with ſuche violence, that hee ouerchzewe two that ſtoode 
neareſt about him. When the Captayne had chus gpuen him 
tertapne Maukes belles, and other great belles, wich allo a loo⸗ 
kyng glaſſe, a combe, and a pape of beades of glaſſe, he ſent 


him ts lande with foure of his owne men well armed. Shoztlp an other 
after, they ſawe an other Giant of ſomewhat greater ſtature, Giant. 


with his bowe and arrowes in his hande, As hee dzewe neare 
bnto our men, he lapde his hande on his head, and poynted vp 
towarde heauen, and our men dyd the lyke. The Captapne 
fent his ſhyppe Boate to bꝛyng him to a licle Nande bepng in 
the Hauen. This Giant was very tractable and pleaſaunce. 
He ſoong and daunſed, and in his daunſing lefce the pꝛint of his 
feete onthe grounde Me remapned long with our men, who 
named him % an. Oe coulde well ſpeake and playnely pꝛo⸗ 
nounce thele woozdes „ Ieſus. Aue Maria, Iobannes, euen as 
we doe, but with a bygger voyce , The Captapne gaue him a 
thert oflinnen cloch, x acoate of white woollen cloch:alſo a cappe, 
a combe, a looking glaſſe, wich diners ſuch other thinges, and ſo 
ſent him to his companp. The day flowing, he reſoꝛted agayne 
to the ſhyppes, and bzought with him one ok thoſe great bealtes, 
— he * — after that dap, they neuer ſaw 
im moze, ſuppoſing him to be flayne ofhis owne compa

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aer other. xb. dapes were pat, chere came foure other Gianteg 
without any weapons, but had hyd theyꝛ bowes and arrawes in 
certaine buſhes. The Captaine retapned two of theſe, which were 
poungeſt and beſte made. Me tooke them by a deceite, in this ma⸗ 
ner, that giuing them knyues, ſheares, looking glaſſes, belles, 
beades of Cryſtall, æ ſuche other (rifles,: he ſo filled chey2 handes 
that they coulde holde no mee : · then cauſed two-payte of hacs 
kels of Iron to be put on they? legges, makyng ſignes that be 
would alſo giue them thoſe chapnes: which they lyked verp wel, 
bycauſe they were made ol bꝛight and ſhining metall And whers 
as they could not carry them bycauſe they handes were full, the 
other Giantes would haue caryed them: buc the captaine would 
not ſuffer them. LUhen they felte the ſbackels faſte about they 
legges, they began to doubt: but the Captapne dyd put them in 
comfoꝛt, and bad them ſtande ſtill. In fine, when they ſawe howe 
they were decetued, they roared tpke bulles, a cryed vppon theyz 
great deuill Setebos, to helpe them. Being thus taken, they were 
immediately ſeperate and put in ſundꝛy ſbippes. They could ne⸗ 
uer bynde the handes of the other two, yet was one of them with 
much difficultte ouerthꝛowen by. ix. ot our men. his hands boũd: 
but he ſodeinly looſed him ſelfe and fled, as did alſo the other that 
came with them. In their fleeing, they ſhot of their arrowes and 
flue one ot our men. They lay that when any of them dye, there 
appeare x.02.tii deuils, leapiug and daunſing about the bodte ol 
the dead, and ſeeme to haue their bodies paynted with diuers cos 
lours, and chat among other, there is one ſeene bigger then the 
reſidue, who maketh great mirth &retoyling. This great deuyll 
they call Setebos, and call the leſſe C heleuie One of theſe Giantes 
which they tooke, declared by lignes that he bad ſcene deuylles 
with two hoznes abaue their heades, with long heare downe to 
cheyꝛ feete: and that they caſte looꝛth fpze at theyz thꝛoates both 
betoze and behynde. The Captayne named thele people Pata- 
goni. The molt parte of them weare the (kynnes ol ſuch bealles 
whereof J haue ſokenbefoze 2 and haue no holes of contimy 
ance,but make certayne cotages, which they touer with the ſayd 
ſkynnes, and carry them from place to place.

By rea⸗ 
ſon of this famyne and vncleane feedyng, ſome of their gummes 
grewe lo ouer theyꝛ teethe, that they dyed milerably foꝛ hunger. 
And by thts occaſion dyed nienetiene men, and alſo the Giaunt, 
with an Indian ok the lande of Braſtle, otherwyſe called 7 erra de 
papagalli, that is, the land: of Popingayes . Belide thele that 
dyed. xx v oꝛ.xxx. were ſo ſicke, that they were not able to doe any 
ſeruice with theyꝛ handes oꝛ armes foꝛ feebleneſſe: So that there 


was in maner none without ſome diſeaſe . In theſe three mo⸗ 


nethes and rx. dapes, they ſapled foure thouſande leagues in one 
gulfe, by the ſapde ſea called Lac ſicum, (that is) peaceable, which 
map well beſo called, foꝛaſmuch as in all this tyme, hauyng no 
ſight of any lande, they had no mil foꝛtune of wynde oz any other 
tempeſt. During this tyme alſo, they diſcouered only two little 
Ilandes vnhabited, where they ſawe nothing but birdes x trees, 
and therekoꝛe named them infoꝛtunate Flandes, being one from 
the other about tws hundꝛed leagues diſtant. The firſt of thele 


Jlandes is from the Equinoctiall towarde the pole Antartike xb. 


degrees, and che other five, Their ſavling was in ſuch ſozte, — 
e 
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they ſapled daylp betweene L x. to. kx leagues , So that in ine, ud Bap. ave 
if God ok his mercy had not gyuen them good weather, it was 

neceſſary that in this ſo great a ſea, they ſhould all haue dyed foꝛ 

hunger. Which neuertheleſſe they eſcaped ſo hardly, that it map 

be doubted whether euer the lyke viage may be attempted with 

ſo good ſucceſſe. They conſidered in this Nauigation that the 

pole Antartile, hath no notable ſtarre, after the ſoꝛte of the pole 

Artike . But they ſawe many ſtarres geathered togeather, which The farres a⸗ 
are lyke two cloudes one ſeparate a little from an other, # ſome- — iht Dourh 
what darke in the myddeſt. Betweene thele, are two ſtarres, not 

very byg, no2 much ſhynyng, which moue a little: and theſe two 

are the pole Antartike, The ncedcll of their compaſle varied ſom: The needte at 
what, and turned euer towarde the pole 4r8ike , neuertheleſſe, be compatſe, 
had no ſuche foꝛte, as when it is in theſe partes ofthe pole Artie: 

Juſomuch that it was neceſſarteto helpe the needle with the lode The ode 

ſtone (commonly called the Adamant) bcfoze they coulde ſaple tone, 
therewith, bycauſe it moued not, as it doeth when it is in theſe 

our partes. TAhen they were in the myddeſt of the gulfe, they 

ſawe a croſſe of fpue cleare ſtarres, directly towarde the Ueſte, 


and of equall diſtance the one krom the other. 
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The order of the ſtarres about the pole An- 
tartike, ſome haue figure 
in this maner.

( | 5 In theſe dayes they ſayled betweene the Meſt and South, 
1 1 ſo farre that they appꝛoched co the Equinoctiall lyne, and were 
| * in longitude from the place from whence they firſt departed, a 
hundzed and twentie degrees. In this courſe they ſapled by 
| The J{andsof two Jlandes of exceedyng heyght, whereof the one named Ci- 
il | —_— pangbu,ts twentte degrees from the pole Antartike: and the os 
Hunde thernamed Swmbdit, fyftienedegrees.UUhen they were paſte the 

| Equinoctiall line, they ſayled betweene the Weſt # Southwelk, 
at the quarter ofthe Meſt, towarde the Southweſt moze then a 
C leagues, changing their ſaples to the quarter ofthe ſouthweſt, 
vntyll they came to the thirtiene degrees aboue the Equinoctiall 
towarde the pole Artyle. intending as much as were pollible, - 
. appꝛoche 
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app1och to the Cape called ofthe olde witers Cattigar« : the 
whiche is not founde as the olde Coſmographers haue diſcribed 
it, but is towarde the nozth about ,xit,degrees, as they afterward 
vnderſtoode. DP 

Then they had thus ſayled. xx. leagues ofthis boyage in the 
xii. degree aboue the Equinoctiall, and. C. xivi degrees of lon- 
gitude (as J haue ſayde) the ſyrt daxe ol arch they diſcouered 
a litle Jlande cowarde the noꝛthweſt, and two other towarde the 
ſouthweſt : but the one was hygher and bygger then the other. 
In the byggeſt ok theſe, che generall captayne woulde haue reſted 
hym ſelle a whyle, but he coulde not, by reaſon the people ofcheſe 
Nandes reſozted continually tothe ſhyppes with cheyꝛ Canoas, 
and ſtole nowe one thyng e nowe an other, in ſuche ſoꝛte that our 
men coulde take no reſt:andtherefoze demaunded ofthe captaine 
that they mpght ſtryke they? laples to bꝛyng the chyppes to 
lande . But the captayne beyng pꝛeuokedto anger, went aland 
wich fourtie armed men, and burnt about fyftie of chep2 houſes, 
with many of theyꝛ Canoas , and ſlue alſo about ſeuen men, and 
recouered a ſhyppe boate whiche the Barbarians had ſtolne, and 
ſo departed,folowpng his voyage. The Caprayne named theſe 


Flandes Inſuls Latrenum, that is, the Jlandes of theeues. Inſule Latre- 
hen our men had ſo wounded ſome of them with arrowes, aum. 


that they were ſtryken thꝛough both ſydes, they pulled fooꝛth the 
arrowes, not ceaſſyng to maruapyle at them, tyll they fell downe 
dead : And pet coulde not the other ſo depart, but ſtyll folowed 
y ſhips with moꝛe then two hundzed of their boates, appꝛoching 
as nere to the ſhyppes as they coulde, and pꝛoferryng our men 
certapne fiſhes. As the ſhyps paſſed with ful ſayle in the middeſt 
of they} boates, they ſawe in ſome of them certapne women, la⸗ 
mentyng and tearyng they? heare, whiche our men thought they 
dyd foz the death of theyꝛ huſbandes . As farre as they coulde 
percepue, thele people lyue at thep2 owne lybertie, without any 
ruler oꝛ gouernour. They go naked, and haue blacke beards and 
blacke heare on they heades, whiche they weare long doune to 

their waſfes, They are of the ſame ſtature that we are, and well 
made, of colour like vnto an Oliue. Their women are wel fauo⸗ 
red, with blacke c thycke heare on they heades, reachyng to the 
grounde . The men colour thep} teeth redde and blacke, which 


thep 


Peop't with 
dong Ycare. 
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they elkeeme a comely thyng. They annopntchey2 bodyes and 
heare with they oyle of Coc«s . Theyꝛ baates are (ome all blacke, 
ſome white, and ſome redde, and haue ſayles made of the b2ode 
leaues of Date trees, lowed togeather. In the ſteade of a rud⸗ 
der, chey vſe a certapne bꝛode booꝛde, with a ſtaſte in the top, and 
may when they wyll, make the ſterne the foꝛe caſtell, oꝛ the foze- 
caſtell the ſterne. They laple ſo ſwyftely, that they ſeeme a farre 
ol, lvke Delphyns ſwymmpng aboue the water. 

The tenth daye of Marche, in the peere. 1521. they wente 
The Rande of alande vppon a litle Alande named Zam. xxx. leagues dy: 


_ ſtant from the Jlandeof theenes, Becauſe this Jlande was 
not inhabited, they reſted here a while, where the captayne cauſed 
à pauilion to be pitched fo2 the ſpcke c craſed men, and a hogge 
to be kylled. 
, The :xviti. dape of Parche, they ſawe a boate with nyne 


men commpng towarde them, ſhewyng them ſelues ioyfull and 
| retoplpng of theyꝛ commyng. They bꝛought many pꝛeſentes 
| with them, and ſeemed to be people ofmuche humanitie. They 
_ gaue the Captayne a great fyſhe, and a great beſlell of the wyne 
_ o Vate gf thole Date trees whiche beare the fruite Cocus . Thep made 
alſo ſignes, that within the (pace of foure dapes, they woulde 
75 13 bꝛyng Ryſe, and dpuers foules and beaſtes, as they dyd in deede, 
krune Corus This Cocus is afruitof certapne Date trees, whereof they make 
| 
| 


bꝛead, wyne, oyle, and vineger . They make wyne in this ma⸗ 
ner. They cutte a bygge bꝛanche of the tree, and hange thereat a 
reede as bygge as a mans legge, into the whiche dꝛoppeth a 
" ſweete licoure from the tree, like vnto whyte wyne, ſomwhat tart, 
1 and let the reede continue there from moꝛnyng tyl euenyng, and 
from euenyng to moꝛnyng. The fruite of this tree called Cocas, 
is as bygge as the head of a man, oꝛ moze . The fp2it rynde of 
thts, is grecne,and of the thyckeneſle oftwofpngers, hauyng in 
it certapnethzeedes whereof they make coꝛdes, with the whiche 
they tpethep2 boates . Under this rynde, there is a thycke ſhell, 
which they burne and make poudertherof,and ble it as a remedy 
fo; certapne dileales. Under this ſhell, is a white ſubſtance lyke 
the carnel ofa Nut, being a fpnger in thyekneſle, which they tate 
wich fleſhe and fyche, as we do bzead . It hath the taſte of an 
Almonde, and is vſed in the ſteade of bead, when it is * 
n 
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Inthe mydvelt ofthis carnell, is a cleare and ſweete water, 
beyng very hollome and cozdials , This water ſometyme con- 
fealech and lyeth within the ſhell lyke an egge . Mhen they in 
tende to make oyle hereof, the lape it to-putrifie in water, and 
bople it vntyll it be lyke ople o2 liquide butter. Then they in⸗ 
tende to make vineger, they ſuffer onely the water to putrifte, 
and then ſet it to the Sunne, where it becommeth vineger, lpke 
vnto that which is made of whyte wyne. And when they mingle 
the carnell with the water whiche is in the myddeſt ofthe fruite, 
and ſtrapne it though a cloth, thep make a mylke thereok, lyke 
vnto Goates mylke. Theſe Date trees are lyke vnto them that 
peare Dates, but are not lo full ofknottes . TUlith the iuice of 
two oftheſe Date trecs, a whole familie of tenne perſons may 
be mentapned with wpne, vlyng one viii. daycs, and the other, 
other. viii. dayes: fo2 they ſhoulde els be-dzycd and wythered, 
Theſe trees continue fox the ſpace ofahundzed yeeres . This The land of 
Jlande where they founde this humane and gentle people, is zuluan, 
called Zuluan, and is not very bygge . About this Jlande they The ſea called 
founde many other Jlandes, and therefoze named this ſea Archi- Archipelago di 
pelago di San Lazaro, that is, the great ſea of ſaint Lazarus, be⸗ lan Lazats. 
png tenne degrees aboue the Equinoctiall towarde our pole, and 
C. xi. from the place from whence they depazted . The 
people ofthis Jlame are Capbranita (that is Gentiles. They gg 
naked,ſaupng that they couer theyꝛ pꝛiuie partes with a cloth Sentues. 
made of the rynd ofa certaine tree. The chiefeft men, haue about 
they heades a ſylken cloth ofneedle waozke , Thepare groſſe 
and bꝛode ſet, and of the coloure of an Olyue. They annoynt 
they bodies with the ople of Cocus, to defende them agaynſt the 
heate ofthe Sunne, and d2yneſle ofthe wynde . The .rrv. daye 
of Marche, they departed from hence, and directed theyꝛ courſe 
— the een — and ſayled betweene foure 
landes, named Cenalo, Huinang ban, Hibuſſon, and Abarien ct... 
Tye -xxvlit: daye of Marche, they — to the — Kun 
Buthnan, where they were honozably entertayned of the Ryng 
and the Pꝛynce his ſonne, who gaue them muche golde and nt — of 
ſpices . The Captayne gaue the Ryng a veſture of red cloth, **. 
and an other of pelowe, made after the Turkyſhe faſhion, 
and allo a redde cappe: and gaue lyke wyſe to ocher that tame 


with 
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with hym certapne knpues , glaſſes, and beades of Cryſtall. 
After that the Captapne had ſhewed the Kyng the ſecretes 
of his hyp, and ſuche merchaundies as he had therein, he cauſer 
a peete ofozdinaunce ſodenly to be ſhotte of, whereat the kyng 
was greatly amaſed, butyl the Captapne romfoꝑted hym. Then 
the Captapne commaunded one of his men to be armed from 
the head co the foote , and cauſed the other to ſtryke hym with 
cheyꝛſwooꝛdes, whereat the kpng marueyled greatip, andſapde 
to thinterpꝛetour (who was a ſlaue bozne in M alacha) that one 
of choſe armed men was able to encounter with a humdzed of his 
men. But he marueyled much moze,whenthe Captayne tolde 
hym by thinterpꝛetoure, howe he founde the ſtrayght by the come 
paſſe and lode ſtone, and howe many dapes they were without 
ſyght of any lande. Then aſ kyng lpcence to depart, the Caps 
taine ſent two ofhis men with hpm,ofp which Antonie Pigafetta 
was one , When the kyng ſawe Antonie Pigafetts wpte the 
names ofmanp thynges, and after warde rehearſed them againe, 
he marueyled pct moꝛe, makyng ſygnes that ſuch men deſcen⸗ 
ded from heauen. The kyng bꝛought them fyꝛſt to bis pallace, 
where he interteyned them honozablp, and gaue them many 
gyftes, as dyd alſo the Pytuce in his palace, beyng in an other 
Jlande named Caleg ban. 

As they ſyfted a certeyne myne of earth in the kynges Mand, 
they founde peeces of golde, ſame as bygge as Nuttes, and o⸗ 
ther as bygge as Egges. All thekpnges veſſelles were ofgold, 
and his houſe well furnyſhed. In al the whole nation there wag 
no man of comelper perſonage then the kpng : he had his heare 
long downe to his chulders, and very blacke, with a vaile of ſylke 
rouled about his head, and two great rynges of golde hangyng 


at his eares. Ie had abouthismpddle, a cloth wought of coc 


ten and ſylke, impaled with golde, and reachyng downe to his 
knees. On his one ſpd,he had a long daggar with a hafte ofgold, 
and che ſheathe ofa fapzekynde of tarued woodde. Me had on e⸗ 
uery finger thꝛee rynges of golde, and had his bodie annoynted 
with ople of ſtorax and Beniamin . The natural coloure of his 
"face was lyke vnto the coloure of an Oliue : and all his body be» 
ſyde papnted with diuers colours. The kynges name was Nia 

Colambu, and the pꝛince was called Nia Siagu, wh 
e 
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ſed his pat to ſay 


fpftie of bis wen, in they2 be ayparel, without weapons ox har. 
neſſe; an nabe æeſiue well armed, Beſqhe the hoates came to 
lande, be eaufed ye preces ot ozyinaunce to i ſhot of, tacoken 
of peace, and ſo tame alande, where the two kynges imbyaſed: 


hym, and acrompanied hym to the place appoynted foz Maſſe 


to be ſayde, not farre from the ſea ſpyde. Some what befoze the 


begynnyng of Maſſe, the Captayne ſpzynkled the kynges with 


Damaſke water, When the pꝛieſt was at myd Maſſe, at the of⸗ 


fertozie, the kinges pꝛofered them ſelues to go to kyſſe the croſſe 
with the Captapne, but offered nothyng. At the tyme oflacryng, 


when the pꝛieſt lyfted vp the body of Chꝛiſte, and the Chꝛiſtiang 


kneeled downe and helde vp theyz handes iopned togeather, the 
kynges dyd the lyke alſo, with great reuerence. In the meane 
tyme, whple certapne ofthe Chꝛiſtians were at the Communt⸗ 
on, a handgunne was ſhot of, to ſiguiſie vnto them that were in 
the ſhippes to diſcharge al they ozdinaunce, When Malle was 


finiſhed, the Captapne cauſed certapne of his men to put on their a combatte. 


harneſle, and to make a cumbat with theyz naked ſwoozdes, 
whereat the kynges tooke great pleaſure, This doone, the Caps 
tayne cauſed a croſſe to be bꝛought foo2th, with naples, and a 
crowne of thoznes, geuyng commaundement to all his men to 
gyue reuerence therevnto, and ſignifying to the kynges, by the 
interpꝛeter, that that banner was gyuen hym by the Emperour 
his loꝛde and maiſter, with commaundement to leaue the ſame 
in all places where he came, ta the great commoditie and pꝛofyte 
of al ſuch as woulde reuerendlp recepuc it, as an aſſured token of 
frendſhip, and that he woulde therfoze leaue it there, aſwel to ac⸗ 
complithe his lozdes commaundement, as alſo that pf at any 
tyme any chips of Chꝛiſlians ſhoulde chaumce to come that way, 
mygbt by ſeyng that crolle, perceyue that our men had been wel 
enterteyned there, and would cherfuze not only abſteine from do» 
ing them anp burt oz diſpleaſure, but alſo helpe to ayde them a⸗ 
gainſt their enemies: and that cherefoze it ſhoulde be requiſite to 
grect that croſſe vppan the coppe ofthe A 
vl mygyt 


che, neare bnto Eaſter, the Capfayne cater? 
oP '» and ſent to the kyng by the interpꝛe⸗ 
tour, that his comming a land at that tyme was not to dyne wich 
hym, but only to heare Maſſe. The Captayne came aland, wich 
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wgre deen fromthe lea ditnety (Pezallo'to p)ay ito (ers: 
uerently'can that in lo deyngz chey ſhoulsnot be hurt wird thun 
ver; lhghrnprigy andtempelſtes, When che dyuges hearvetheſe: 
worves, thep.gaue the captaine great thankes, pꝛomiſyng glad · 
ly to obſerue and fultyl al ſuch thynges as he required. Then the 
Captaine demaunded, whether Hey were Modes dz Gentilotz 
They amſweted, that they had none other kinde wr tel gion, dus 
that lyttyng vp they2 handes loyned togeather; and chey faces 
towarde heauen, chey called vpon theyꝛ God Abbe. Which aun⸗ 
ſwere lyked che Captayne very well, becauſe che Gentiles are 
ſooned perſwaded to our fayth then the Moo es. 
Mani Hands, Departyng from heute, they came to the Jlandes of Zeilen. 
Zubut, NA Mana, and Calag ban, by the conduct of certayne i- 
1 lots or the ſayde kynges. Df theſe, Zubut is the beſt, and hath 
Midana. he trade of belt trafique. In the Jlande of Meſſana they founde 
Dogges, Cattes, Hoggea, Pennes, Goates, Ryſe, Gynger, 
Cocus, Pyll, Panirke, Barlp, Fpgges, Dzanges, lar, and 
Golde, in great quantitie, This Flande is aboue the Fguinoctial 
towarde our pole niene degrees, & two thirde partes, and 162. 
degrees from the place from whence they departed, They re: 
mapned in this Jlande foꝛ the ſpace ofeyght dapes, and then di⸗ 
rected their viage coward the Moꝛchweſt, and paſſed betweene 
thele fpue Jlandes, Zeilon,Bobol, Canghu, Barbai, and Catig han. 
Mattes as byg In this Jland of Catig han are certapne great Battes, as bygge 
as Eagles. as Eagles, of the whiche they tooke one: they are good to be ea⸗ 
ten, and ok taſte much lyke a Penne. There are alſo Stocke 
TFowies wity Doues, Turtle Doues, Popingays, e certaine fowles as big as 
| bones. Pennes : theſe fowles haue litle homes, + lay great egges, whi⸗ 
| che they touer a cubit deapth in the ſand, bythe heate wherof, 
1 pateped vertue ofthe Sonne, they are hatched, e the poung birdes crepe 
lande. out ofthe ſand by themſelues. From the Nand ol Meſſana to ca- 
ting ban, are 20. leagues ſaylyng toward the Net. And becauſe 
che kyng of Meſſana coulde not folowe the ſhippes, they taryed 
fo: him about che Nandes of Peio, Ticobon, and Fozon, where the 
Exe Ilande or Captayne toke hym into his ſhippe, with certapne of his pninci⸗ 
F $ubut, pal men, and ſo flowed they? viage toward the Jlande of Zubut, 

| which is about fyftie leagues diſtant from Catig ban. 

The ſeuenth day of Appl, about noone, they entred into the 
| pode 
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poxe of Zubal: Andpaſlingby many villages and habitations in 
trees, they came to the citie, where the Captapne gaue con» 
maundement to the maryners to ſkryke they} ſayles, and to ſec 
them ſelues in oꝛder in maner of battaple rape, cauſyng all the 
ozdinaunce tobe ſhotce of, wherewith all the people were put in 
great feare , After this, the Captapne ſent an ambaſſadour with, 
thinterpꝛetoure tothe kyng of ? abut. 

Then they appꝛoched neere to the citie, they found the Kkyng 
with a great company of men ſoꝛe aſtonyed at the noyſe of the 
gunnes. But thinterpꝛetour aduerciſed them, that it was the 
cuſtome ok our men, in all ſuche places where they come, to dif 
charge the} ozdinaunce in token of frendHpppe, and to honour 
the loꝛd ok the cities. TTTith which woꝛdes the kyng and his come 
panye were well quicted . Alter this, the interpꝛetour declared 
chat his maſter was the Captapne ofthe ſhyppes ofthe greateſt 
Pzince in the wozlde,and that they went to diſcouer the Jlandcs- 
of Molacca: And further, that hearyng of. his good name and 
fame by the repoꝛt of the kyng of Me ſfana, they determyned-to 
vilite him, to haue vittailes foꝛ exchange of their merchaundies. 
The kyng anſmered, that he was wel content therewith, and that 
they were hartyly welcome: Neuertheleſle, chat it was a cuſtom 
in that place, chat al ſuch ſhyps as entered into that hauen, ſhauld 
pay tribute: And that there were not many dayes paſt, ſence a 
ſhyp laden with golde and flaues dyd ſo pape. In token whereof,

he cauſed to come befoze hym certapne merchauntes ofthat com⸗ with geld and 
pany which pet remapned with hpm . To this thinterpꝛetour an- flaues.. 


ſweared, that-fozaſmuche_ as his loꝛde was the Captapneofſo 
myghtie a P2tnce, he neuer payde tribute to any kyng in the 
wozlde, and would not nowe begpn :TUpllyng hym to take this 
fo; arcſolute anſweare, that if he woulde accepte the peace that 
was pꝛofered him, he ſhoulde entoy it , and if he rather deſpꝛed 
warre, he ſhould haue his handes ful. When thinterpꝛetour had 
ſayde theſe woozdes, one of the ſayde merchauntes (who wð a 
Mvoꝛe) ſpałe to the kyng in this maner Catacaia C hitæ: that is, 


Takeheede ſyꝛ: Fo? theſe men are they that haue conquered Calecut⸗ 


Calecut. Malac ha, and all the greater India „ and are of ſuche /Malachas: 


power, that if you intreate them otherwyſe then wel, vou may to 
late knowe what they are able to do, mozethen they haue done 
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at Calecat and Malacs , Zhen thinterpetoure hearde theft 
modes, he ſade, that the kyng his Love was of much greater 
puiſſamce and moze dominions, and lozde of moze ſhyppes then 
was the kyng of ÞPoztugale : declaryng further that he was 
kyng of Spapne,and Emperour of all Chyiſtendome . Addpng 
hereunto, that if he woulde not be his frende, he woulde hereafter 
ſende thyther ſuche a power ok armed men as ſhoulde deſtroy his 
_ -ountrey, The Mooꝛe conferred al theſe wooꝛdes with the king, 
who ſayde that he woulde further deliberate with his counſaple, 
and geue them a full aunſweare the dape folowyng , Fn the 
meane tyme he ſent them certapne byttaples and wpne . When 
all theſe thynges were declared to the kyngof Meſſana, who wag 
the chieleſt thereabouc next vnto him, and loꝛd of many 3landes, 
he went a lande and repayꝛed to che kyng of Zubut, and declared 
vnto hym the great humanitie and curteſie of che generall Caps 
tapne . Shoztly after, the Captayne lente certayne ot his men 
with thinterpꝛetour to the kyng ol Zabur, to knowe his pleaſure, 
and what aunſweare he woulde make them. As they went tos 
warde the courte, they met the kyng commpng in the ſtreate, ac⸗ 
companyed with many of his chtefe men. Me cauſed our men 
to ſyt downe by hym, and demaunded ofthem if there were any 
mote then one Captapne in theyꝛ companſe : and whether it 
were they} requeſt chat he ſhould pape tribute to Themperour, 
They aunſweared, that they deſpzed none other thyng, but that 
they myght exerciſe merchaundies with them, and to barter 
Sheaddyngof Ware fo ware. The kyng made aunlweare, that he was well 
blood is atoken content therewith :twpllyng the Captapne, in token of frendſhyp, 
effrexd9PP- ti ſende hym a litle blood of his ryght arme, affpzmpng that he 
woulde do the lyke cc. 

After this, the kyng of Meſſana, with the kyng of zubat his 
The kyng or zu⸗ neuie (who was the pꝛince) and certapne other of his gentel⸗ 
dut is baptiſed. men, came to the ſhippes, and bꝛought the Captayne many goods 
Ip pꝛeſentes. They entred into great amitie, and had large 
communication of many thynges. The Captapne perſuaded 
them to the Chutſttan fapth : whiche they gladly embꝛaſed, and 
cooke ſuch pleaſure in hearyng the articles o our beliefe,that the 
teares fell from they} eyes foꝛ ioye. They were baptiſed, and 
ſhoztly after all the people ofthe Jlande. They eſteeme nothing 

moze pꝛecious then dꝛynkyng glaſſes of Uenice 3 
en 
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When they tame to the citie, they founde the kyng in his Pal 
lace ſitting vppon a flooze oz ſtoꝛie made ofthe leaues of Date 
trees, wzought after a curious deuiſe, lyke a certapne kynde of 
mattes. De had vpponhis body none other apparell but only The uyng or 
a cloth of Bombaline cotton, hangyng befoze his pꝛiuie partes. — 
Oa his head, he had a vaple of needle woꝛke, and about his necke **** 
a chapne of great pꝛice. At his eares, hung two Rynges ofgold, 
wherein were incloſed many pꝛecious ſtones , Me was but of 
mall ſtature, but ſomewhat groſle, and had the reſidue of his 
body paynted with dyuers colours, whereof ſome were lyke vn⸗ 
to flamyng kyꝛe. Befoze him, he had two veſſelles made ofthe 
fine earth called Porcellana, with ſodden egges . Allo foure vels 
ſelles of Porcellana full of wpne made of Date trees, and couered 
with many odoziferous hearbes . The Pꝛince bꝛought them to en an 
his houſe, where he had foure daughters, very wel fauouredand women, 
whyte, lyke ours. Pee cauſed them co daunce all naked, and 
therewith to ſing, and playe on certapne Tpmbyelles made of 
metall. At this tyme it ſo chaunced, that one of the Spanpardes 
dyed in one of the ſhyppes, and when cercapne of theyz compa⸗ 
ny deſired the kyng to gyue them leaue to burie him on the land: 
be anſwered, that fozalmuche as he and all his, were at the 
commaundement of theyꝛ kyng and maiſter, howe muche moze 
ought the grounde ſo to bee ? They greatly marueyled at the 
ceremonies parteynyng to the maner ok our funeralles, and ho⸗ 
—noured the croſſes whiche were let at both the endes the graue. 
They lyue with iuſtice, and vſe weightes and mealures. Their 
houſes are made of Tymber and ſawne booꝛdes, and are ſo buil⸗ 
ded aboue the grounde vppon pꝛoppes and pples, that they aſ⸗ 
tende to the ſame by certayne ſtapers. Under thep2 houſes, they 
keepe theyꝛ Pogges and Hennes. 
hen they came to barteryng, they gaue golde, Nyle, Pog⸗ Barterpng, 
ges, Hennes, and dyuers other thynges fo2 ſome of our trylles 
of ſmall value . They gaue tenne Peſos of golde foz ſixtiene 
poundes weyght of Jron . One Peſus is in value a ducate and Peſus what 
a halfe. The Sunday folowyng, the kyng was baptyſed with it is. 
great ſolemnitie: at which tyme, the Captapne admonyſhed 
him befoꝛe, nat to be afrayde at the ſhootyng of of the oꝛdinance, 
bycauſe it was thep2 cultome ſo to - at ſuch ſolemne feaſtes. 
Lll.t After 
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Mee this, che Captayne cauſed them to bzeake all they? Adoles, 
and to ſet vp the croſſe in dyuers places, pꝛaping to the ſame 
boch moznyng and euenyng kneelyng on they? knees, and hob 
dyng bp they? handes ioyned cogeather , The kyng in his bap⸗ 
tifine was named Charles, after the Emperours name, and the 
Bꝛince, Ferdinando, after the name of his maieſties bzother, The 
kyng of Meſſana was named John, # the Booze Chziſtopher. 
To all other they gaue ſuche names as are commonly vſed in 
Chziſtendome. And thus befoze maſſe was begunne, were fpue 
hundꝛed men baptifed . Then maſſe was finyſhed, the Caps 
tapne inuited the Kyng to dyne with him in his ſhyppe, and at 
his commyng, cauſed the oꝛdinaunce to be diſcharged . The 
Queene was allo baptiſed, with fourtie of her gentlewomen, and 
her daughter the pꝛinces wyfke . The Queene was very poung 
and fayze, hauyng her bodte couered with a whyte cloth. Mer 
Ipppes were redde, and ſhe had on her head a Patte, on the coppe 
wherof was a triple crowne,muchipke the Popes: this crowne 
and the Hat, were made of the leaues of Date trees. Within the 
ſpace of eyght dayes, the inhabitantes of the Jlande were bapti⸗ 
led, excepte one village of Jdolatours, who would not herein o⸗ 
bey the kynges commaundement. Therevppon the Captapne 
ſen: certayne of his men thyther, who burnt the towne, and crecs 
ted a craſſe in that place, bycauſe the people of che byllage were 
Gentyles (that ts) Jvolaters . But if they had been Boozes 
(that ts, Machumetiftes) they woulde haue erected a pyller of 
ſtone, bycauſe the oozes are moꝛe ſtubberne and harder to be 
conuert d then are the gentiles. Wien the Queene came to the 
place where ſhe ſhould heare maſle, ſhee came fooꝛth with great 
pompe and ſolemnitie, haupng going befoꝛe her thꝛee young das 
moſels, and thee men with their Cappes in their hands, whom 
ſhe folowed apparelled in whyte and blacke, with a great vaple 
of lilke vppon her head, fringed about with golde, which couered 
her hatte, and hung downe to her ſhoulders: She had alſo a great 
trayne of women folowyng her, beyng all barefooted and naked, 
excepte that vppon thepꝛ heades and pꝛiuie partes they woze 
certapne baples of lilke, and had theyꝛ heare ſpꝛedde. 
Beloꝛe the kyng of 2ubut was baptiſed, he was named Kia 


Humabuon . Mhen the Captayne demaunded of him why — 
; c 
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the Todlles in the Nande were nor burnt accozdyng fo his pꝛo⸗ 
myle.he anſwered, that they eſteemed them no moe as goddes, 
but only made ſacrifice to them fo the Pzincesbyother,who was 
very ſicke, and as noble and witete a man as was in the Jlande. 
The Captapne anſwered, that ik he would burne all his Idoles, 
and beleeue faythfully in Chꝛiſt, and be baptiſed, he ſhould bee 
immediately reſtoꝛed to health, and that he would els giue them 
leaue to ſtryke ol his head, By theſe wooꝛdes and perſuaſions of 
the Captavne, he conceyued ſuche hope of health, that after he 
was baptiſed hee felte no maze greefe of his diſeaſe , And this 


was a mantfeſte myꝛacle wzought in our tyme, whereby diuers A miracle. 


Inlidelles were conuerted to our fapth, and thep2 Jdolles de⸗ 
ſtroyed, and alſo theyꝛ Altars ouerthzowen on the which they 
were accuſtomed to eate the ſacrificed fleſhe. The people of the 
Fland2 paye the kyng a poxtton of bictualles foz theyꝛ tribute by 
all thep2 cities and byllages. 


Not farre from this Nande of Zubut, is the Nande of Ma- The Jlande o 
than, whole inhabitantes vſe marueplous ceremonies in theyz Nathan, 


ſacrifices to the ſonne, and burping the dead. They weare ringes 
of golde about their pꝛiuie members, The Jland ts gouerned by 
two ꝛinces, whereot the one is named Zula, and the other Cila- 
pulapu. And whereas this cilapulapu refuled to paye tribute to 
the kyng of Spapne, the Captapne went agaynſt him in his 
own? perſon with. 60. of his men, armed with coates of mayle 
and Helmets. Cilapulapu diuided his army into thzee battaples, 
baupng in euery battaple two thotiſand & fyftie men, wich armed 
bowes, arrowes, dartes, and Jauelins hardened at the poyntes 


with fyꝛe. This continued long and ſharne. But the Captapne The Captapne 
being a baltaunt man, and pꝛeaſing him ſelle in the bꝛunte of the 1Nageiianus 
battaile, was ſoze wounded and ſlaine, fozaſmuche as the molt of Arne. 


che Barbarians directed all their foxce agaynſt him. Belpde the 
Captavne, were ſlapae of our men about. viii.o.ir. Of the Bats 


baxiaus, wert. xu.ſlapne ⁊ manp ſoʒe wounded. After the death of 
the Captapne, they choſe two other in his place, ofthe which one 
was Odoardo Barbeſſa a PPortugale, and the other John Serrano, 
who was ſhoꝛtly after betrayde by the interpꝛetour, an? taken 


raines death; ther had knowlcoge 
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bl che Nandes of M oluccs, whiche they chielely ſought. Deper⸗ 
Che ande of tyng therefoze from che Jlande of Mahan, they layled farre, 
Bohl. and came to the Cape of an other Jlande named Boho/ . In the 
—— myddeſt of this mayne ſea (which they named Archipelagut) they 
Dyppes. * conſultedtoburne the ſhyppe named Conception, bycauſe they 
were nowe fewe in number, and to furnyſhe the other two ſhyp⸗ 
pes with the artillerie thereof , Thus directyng they courle tos 
warde Southweſk, thep came to an other Jlande named Paui⸗ 
lo g bon, where they founde blacke men, lyke vnto the Saraſins. 
Shoꝛtlp after, they arryued at an other great Jlande, whole 
kyng, named Nuis Calauar, intreated them very friendly in all 
thynges, as dyd the kyng of Maſſena . This Jlande is ryche in 
The Nande of golde, and hath plentie of Ryſſe, Gynger, Pogges, Goates, 
Chip. hennes, and dyuers other thynges: It is named Cbippit, and is 
bitt.degrees aboue the Equinocttall lyne cowarde our pole, and 
in longitude from the place from whence they lirſt departed. 170. 
degrees, and about.50.leagues from Zubut. 

Departyng from hence, they came to an other Nande, named 
Caghaian, bepng. 40 leagues from ( bippit, as they ſayled be⸗ 
tweene the Meſte and Southweſt. This Nande is bery great, 
and in maner vnhabited The people are Mooꝛes, and were bas 
niſhed out of the Jlande of Burnei, which ſome call Porne.

De is a kyng 
of great power, and hath vnder him many other kpngcs,Jlands, 
and cities. This Jlande of gurnei, is aboue the Equinoctiall to- 
warde our pole, fpue degrees and a quarter, and tn longitude 
from the place of thep2 departyng-C.ixxvi.degrees,and two third 

artes. 
bulon, bepng.viii.degrees aboue the Equinoctiall iyne. Meere Cunbuion. 
they temayned xl. dapes, to calke theyꝛ ſhyppes, and furnyſh them 
wich freſhe water and fuell, which was to them great payne and 
trauayle, bycauſe they were in maner all bare footed, their ſhooes 
(and in maner their other apparel) being woꝛne, by reaſon of the 
long vpage . Inthe woods of this Jand, they found a tree, whole Teanes of trees 
leaues as loone as they fall on the ground, doe ſturte and remoue cou eee 
from place to place, as though they were alyue: they are muche 
lxke the leaues of a Pulberp tree, aud haue on cuery ſpde as it 
were two ſhoꝛt # blunt feete. Then they are cut oz bꝛoken, there 
is no blood ſeene come fooꝛth of them: Pet when any of them are 
touched, they ſodaynly moue and ſtarte away. Antoni, Pig afett « 
kept one of them in a platter foz the ſpace of. viti.dapes, and euer 
when he touched it, it ranne raunde about the platter. Me ſuppo⸗ 
ſech that they lyue only by ayꝛe. 

Departyng from hence, they directed they} courſe by the 
Melt quarter towarde the Southeaſt, to fynde che Nandes of 
Molacca. and ſayled not farre from certayne mountapnes, where a ran or 


they founde the ſea full of great weedes and hearbes. werdes. 
From hence, they came to the Jlandes of Zolo and Tag hima, 
in the which are founde pearles ok exceedyng bygneſſe. Pearles. 


Folowyng theyꝛ courle towarde the Noztheaſt, they came 
to a great citie named M «ngdando, lying aboue the Jlandes of 
Butbuan and Calaghan, where they tooke a Canoa of certayne of 
the inhabitantes: by whom beyng infourmed ofthe Jlandes of 
Molacca, they lefte they2 courſe towarde the Noztheaſt, and 
folowed the Southeaſt, neare vnto a Cape of the Jlande of 8#- *' 
thuan: they were aduertiſed fa; certentie, that on the bankes of 1 


a cercapne ryuer, there dweltmen ouergrowen with heare, and growenwith

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of bygh ſtature: 
Folowyng ſtyll they? courſe by the Southealt,and paſſpng 
by many ſmall-Flandes, they came to the Jlandes of A4 = 
the ſixte day of Noauember, and the.rrvii.moneth after their de⸗ 
parture out of payne. Beyng therefoze topfull, and gpupng 
thankes vnto God, thep diſcharged all theyz oꝛdinaunce. In the 
coalte of all theſe Jlandes, euen vnto the Jlandes of Molucc a. 
ſoundyng with theyꝛ plummet, they founde the deapth of the ſea 
to be no leſſe then a hundzed and two pardes, which is contra⸗ 
ry to the ſaping ofthe Poztugales, who affyꝛme that no ſhyppe 
can paſſe that way without great daunger, by reaſon of the ſha⸗ 
lownelle and rockes 02 ſhelues, and fo2 the darkenelle which the 
cloudes cauſe in the heauen. All which things they fayned, to the 
intent that none other ſhould haue knowledge of they viages. 
The eyght day of Mauember, in the peere 1521. befoze the 
ryſing of the Sunne, they entered into the poꝛte of the Flande 
of Tilore, beyng one of the chiefe Nandes of Molucca. where 
they were honozably intertepned of the kyng, who declared that 
he had long befoꝛe leene a ligne in heauen, that certayne ſhyppes 
ſhoulde come from a karre countrey to the landes of Molucca: 
And that whereas fo} the better certificate thereof, he conſidered 
the ſtations of the Moone, he ſawe therein the tommyng of our 
ſhyppes, and that we were the men whom he leemed co ſee in the 
ſame, Wherevppon he p2ofered him ſelle to enter into league of 
friendſhyp with the kyng of Spayne, and to accepte our men 
as his bꝛethꝛen and chyldꝛen, wyllyng them to come alande as 
into they owne houles: Allo, that foꝛ theyꝛ commyng, that 
Jlande ſhoulde no moꝛe bee called Tidere, but Caſtile, faz the 
great loue whiche he boze to they Kpng, whom he reputed as 
his Lozde and maiſter.

Clones, which amount eth to foure C antari and lix pound weight: 
And one Cant ar ts a hundꝛed pounde weyght. Fo2.xv.yardes of 
cloth ſomewhat wooꝛſe then the other, they receyued in Cambie, 
one Baar. Fog. xxx b.dꝛynkyng cuppes of glaſſe, they had one 
Bahar. Fo xbii. Cathyls of quicke ſiluer, one Bahar. They came 
dayly to the ſyyppes with many of theyꝛ Barkes full of Goates, 
Hennes, kygges of a ſpanne long, alſo the fruite called Coca, 
with dyuers other kyndes of victualles, in ſuche quantitie that it 
was a marueylous thyng to beholde. They furnyſhed allo thep2 drang 
ſhyppes with freſhe water, which is hotte as it iſſueth out of the qualine, 
ſpꝛyng, but is very colde when it hach ſtoode a whyle in an other 
place, It ſpꝛyngeth from the mountaynes on the which the clone 
trees growe . They lawe « cloude rp{e in maner dayly, whiche 
compaſſeth about the layde mountaynes. 

The kyng of the Jilande of Bacchian,ſent the kyng of Spaine Werdes ot 
two deadby2des offtraunge fourme. They were ofthe bygneſle r raunge 
of Turtle Dooues, with little heades and long bylles: aiſolong Joy 
and ſinall legges, and no wynges, but in the ſteede thereof cer⸗ 
tapne long feathers of diuers colours, and taples lpke Turtle 
Doones : all che other feathers are of one colour, much lyke bn⸗ 
to tawny, exceptethole of the wynges: they flee not but when : 
the wpnde bloweth . Theſe £Poozes are of opinion that theſe = 
by2des come from che heauenly Paradyſe, and therefoze call 
them Manuccodiata, that is, the byꝛdes of God, 

When they were determyned to departe from the Jlandes 
of Molucca, certapne kynges ofthe Jlandes accompanied them

And as they anſwe- 
red, ea: he tooke vp his ſherte and ſhe wed them his bare arſe, 
ſaping , Come and dzawe pout lyne heere though the myddeft.

Malucas, and that the « aſt:/ians ſhould not a:tempte the trade of 
ſpices, noꝛ (ec ſuche cuylles and miſeries as his Captapnes had 
ſhewed in thoſe Jlandes to them that aduentured that viage with 
Magallanes: which thyng he greatly couered, although be payde 
all the charges of thoſe two fleetes, and made other great bar⸗ 
gaynes. In the meane tyme, the Emperour marped the Lady 
Jabel, ſiſter to kyng John, aud kyng John maryed the Lady 
Cacharine, ſiſter to the Emperour: whereby this matter waxed 
colde, although the kyng ceaſſed not to ſpeake hereof, euer mos 
uyng the partition. The Emperour bp the meancs ot a certaine 
Biſcaine that was with M a: allanes in the gouernours ſhyp, had 
knowledge what the! Portugales had done to the C/lilians in the 
Jlande of Tidore, whereof he tooke great dilpleaſure,+ bꝛought 
the ſayde maryner face to face befo e the Amballadours of Por- 
tugale, who denyed all that he ſayd, one of them beyng the chiefe 
Captapne and gouernour of India, when the Portu, ales tooke 
the Caſtilians in Lidore, and robbed them of theyz Cloues & Cs 
namome, and ſuche other thinges as they had in the ſhpp named 
the Trinitie. But as the kyng of Portugales trade was great, 
and our neceſſitie greater, in the meane tyme Thempcrour(wha 
was nowe goyng into Italie to be crowned in the pere. 1529 ) 
gaged the M alucas andthe ſpicerie to the kpng of Tortuga e, foʒ 
" thice hundꝛed and fyftie thoulande Ducates, without any tyme 
determined, 
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determyned, otherlopſe then the controuerſie defined bypon the

[8 I CE &D&] map be run ouer, ſpeciall regarde being had 
Tv.v1.u.nto that Decade wherein the moze pꝛinci⸗ 
pall matter is expꝛeſſed: I meane the fyꝛſt, and that chicſly foꝛ 
the famous conqueſt of the citie Themiltitan, in Mexico pꝛo- 
uince, vea of all that great region we doe nowe bſually call newe 
Spaine. As fo2 the ſirte Decade, it contepneth bery little matter 
wooꝛch the rehearſal, except it be certeine repoꝛtes of the Spani⸗ 
ards, how they found, where they trauepled in the Meſt Indies, 
plough ſtuffe of gold: that the pꝛince of Nicoragua with his fami⸗ 
ly became chꝛiſtian: that certaine beardles Indians greatly feare 
ſuche men as haue beardes: that they ble to ſacrifice lyue men vne 
to their Jdolles,epther taken in the warres, oꝛ fatted vp at home 
bountefully fo2 that purpoſe:that Nicoragua Mere, foꝛ the greats 
neſſe and vnknowen length thereok, foꝛ the ebbes and fluddes and 
many Jlandes therin, myght wooꝛchely be called a freſhe water 
lea. This freſhet hath ben thought to run into the J22zthwelterne 
ſtreicte, rather of ignoꝛance (the courſe therof being not thꝛough⸗ 
ly knowen) than that it ſo falleth out in deede, as.

To conclude, How Captapne Olitus, whom Corteſius feared 
not a litle, ⁊ therefoꝛe ſent under the pꝛeterte ofhonour as it were 
to diſcouer other landes, tooke head him ſelfe agaynſt Corteſus, ' 
and miſerably was murthered in the end Der. & c 6.10. Thele 
with ſome other the lyke thinges, map the curious reader linde in 
many wooꝛdes, ſet downe in the afozeſayde. 7. and. 8 Decades, 
ſpoken ok all foꝛ the moſt parte befoꝛe in.. Martyr his other 
doinges, oz inentioned in Owiedus Summarp, oꝛ by. N Eden bꝛiel. 
ly noted, oꝛ not greatly needfall to be ſec fooꝛth at large in Eng⸗ 
lyſhe, except they were matters of greater weight. One ſpectall 
thing J oblerued amongſt other in reading ouer theſe 6 7. and 8. 
Decades, to wyt, the Meſt Indians not onely co be conquered 
by che Spantardes. but allo to be they llaues and bondmen: che 
cauſe why after the conqueſt made of them, the Spanpatdes doe 
in continuall bondage and flauery keepe them vnder, is expꝛelly 
bꝛought fooꝛth by. Pe, Martyr. Det. . c. I in theſpanplh tounge, 
as it was read at the Indiſhe counſaple booꝛde in Spapne, and 
map thus be Engliſhed. 
Theſe be the Indians qualities, in reſpeete 
whereof they deſerue no libertie. | 
N the continent oz fpzme lande they eate mans fleſhet they 
be moze gyuen to Sodomye than any other nation of the wozld: | 
chere is no oꝛder of iuſtice among them, they goe naked, they 
haue neyther loue noz honeſtie, they bee fooles and furious,

chere is no truth in them ex cept it be foꝛ theyꝛ owne pꝛollt: inton 

ſtant, without all diſcretion, very vnkynde, c louers of nouelties: 
they delyght to make them ſelues dꝛonke with wynes made of di⸗ 
uers hearbes, fruites, and graine, as ale and ſider, ⁊ to ouertome 
their bzapnes,as wel otherwiſe with hearbs,as in making dzinke 
thereof;o2 eating them They are very bzuitiſhe,and doe make it 
a pzaple to wallowe in vyces. No obedience, no reverence at all 
ſheweth the poung man to the olde, che childe to his father. Ney⸗ 
ther teaching no2 chaſtning amendeth them:they be traitoꝛs, cru⸗ 
ell, ſo full of reuenge that they neuer foꝛgyue any offence, great 
enempes vnto our religion. They be ſlothfull;theeues,oftudges 
ment berp groſſe and baſe, without all honeſtie and good ozder, 
Neither doe the men behaue them ſelues loyally with theyꝛ wy⸗ 
ues, noꝛ the wyues with their hul bandes: they be ſuperſtitioully 
giuento ſoothlaping,as fearful as Pares, filthes, eating lyſe, ſpi⸗ 
ders, x wooꝛmes, wherſoeuer they linde them: they haue no arte. 
nq2 good condition ot men. Pauing ſearned any pointes of Chzi⸗ 
ſtian religion, they are woont to (ap that to be good in Spapne, 
but in India nothing wooꝛth, foꝛ that they deſire not to alter their 
maners. They haue no bear des, foꝛ they peele and plucke vp the 
heare as faſte as it groweth. They take no pietie on ſicke folke, 
ſuche as bee very ſicke, they gyue ouer to ſome one kynſman oꝛ 
neighbour of theyꝛs, o; els carry them to the mountapnes to dye 
there, leauing with them ſome (mall poztion of bꝛead and water, 
and ſo goe they2 way. The elder they waxe, the woozle they bee: 
vntyll they be. xi. oz xii.peeres olde, (ſome hope there is that they 
would pꝛooue ciuil and vertuous, when they grow elder, they bes 
come bꝛuit beaſts. In concluſion, J ſay that god neuer created ſo 
coꝛrupte a people fo2 vice and beaſtlineſſe, without any mixture 
of goodnelſe and ciuilitie: they are as blockiſhe as Alles, mating 
ng accompt at all to kyll them ſelues. 

In the fyft Decade is wꝛitten by. P. Martyr, oꝛ geathered 
rather by him out of Fera. Corteſius relations, the conqueſt of that 
poꝛtion of che Meſt Indiſhe continent, that lpeth in the hot zone, 
neare the Tropike of Cancer, betwyxte our Meſte ſea and 
Mar del zur, the chiefe pꝛouince wherein is Mexico, and 
the pꝛincipall citie Themiſtitan. This region, after that it was 
conquered hy Corteſius, beganne ta be called Nona Hiſpanis, 
newe Spapne, fo the lykeneſle thereof vnto the Spanpſh kyng⸗ 
dome 
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done in nature okſoyle, greatneſſe, diſpoſition of the axze, E other 
ſuch lyke thynges, as Corteſius him lelſe wꝛitech bnts Charles 
the fifth, humbly deliryng his maiellie co allowe of that name. 
Some later wzpters haue gpuen 1 particuler name of one 
ſhyꝛe unto the whole, callyng it Mexice, and the generall name 
of that whole ſhyꝛe to the head citie theremgcaling 7 hemiſtitan 
lykewyſe Mexico,howbeit in trueth 7 hem:/titan is the pꝛincipal 
citie in Mexico pꝛouince, Mexico the chiefe pꝛouinte in all newe 
Spaigne. Ot thts countrep, the commodities it doech peelde, the 
nature of the inhabiters, partly pou haue already ſeene in Con. 
Ferd. Oui dus hiftone. Fol. 221. and chiefely Fol. 225. The kyng 
of this countrey bare name Monte Tuma, o; A utee uma, ag 
Corteſsus that conquered him uniteth. in P. Mart his Decades 
pꝛinted in Dpaigne. An. d. 1530. Metee uma. in his. 4 Decade, 
entituled de in/ul. nuper inuentis to. no. orb. p. 506. A ultoxumamm, as 
alſo in the laſt edition thereof at Cullen. ioyntly with the thꝛee firſt 
decades, the which our Pꝛinter in the tranſlation hereof, hath fo⸗ 
lowed in the diſcourſe of the Meſt Indies Jlandes. Straunge 
names are many tymes dinerſly wꝛitten, though in effecte they 
meaae all one, Henricus lay we, with the Frenchmen Henn, the 
Almans H enreic h. the Jtalians Arrigo, the Portugales Henrico, as 
Barro: ſpeaking of king John the ſirſt his ſonne, wyom Cadamuſt 
called in his Nauigation Huric. 

This kyng was ſo welthie, ſo mightie, his dominions ſo large, 
that the inhabiters knew no other p2ince in all the woꝛlde, of him 
Corteſius had intelligence by Montegius and Portucarrerius, and 
from him certaine rich pꝛeſentes fo2 his maiſter Charles Them⸗ 
perour, as in the afoꝛeſayd diſcourſe ofthe welt Indiſh Jlands it 
hach ben ſayde. CUherefaꝛe the. 6. day of Auguſt, in the peere of 
our Loꝛde. 15 20. Ferdinandus Corteſius, withj. 1 5. light hoꝛſemen, 
and fpue hundꝛed footemen well appoynted, belides thꝛee noble 
men ofthe citie Cempoal, named Jeuchus, M amexns,t Tamaius, 

and. 13 hundꝛed men of that countrey, to ſerue in ſteede of packe 
bozſes, fox cariage, after the maner there, began to ſec foꝛwarde 
from his Caſtle Vera crux. tuwardes I hemiſtitan in Mexico, di- 
fant from thence Ae ſtwarde ja hundꝛed leagues, oꝛ thereabout. 
Cempoal ſtandeth from Vera Crux. 4. leagues, eche league in this 
coumtrey is.. Italian nules. F dure dayes tourney from Cempoal 
Certeſus was cnterteingd curtuoulip by the inhabiters of a goods 
Nm. iii. 5

ly chpꝛe nained Sienchimalen, as allo by the citizens of Texuac ai. 
after that he had paſſed with his army an exceedyng hygh byll, 


great enemies vnto the Mexicans, that liupng ampd their domi⸗ 
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thicke clad with ple ſnow euen in the moneth of August. The 
like enterteymnent was offered him & his compante as hee mare 
ched fozward,vntil he came to the Taſcaltecans lande, who are ſo 


nions, they had rather want their greateſt neceſſaries, to wit ſalt, 
and cotton to cloath them, than become ſubiects in any wile to the 
Paince of Mexico. Mith thele Taſcaltecans, Corteſius had thiee 
conflictes paſſing thzough their countrep, x in the ende valtantly 
gaue them the ouerthꝛow. Taſcalteca is a greater citie,moze po- 


pulous, and better ſerne than Granata in Spapne was, at what 
time the Pooꝛes pelded:their bꝛead is made of 47a. that is, In. 
diſh coꝛne, a very good ſeat foꝛ hauktng, hunting, & freſhe water 


ſiching, ſea fiſh is ſcarſe, koꝛ it ſtandech from the ſea aboue. 50. lea⸗ 
gues: of pulſe good ſtoꝛe. This towne wals, & houſes in number 
200 oo. built of ſtone, high. c ſtrong, in reſpect of the enemy euer 
at hand: they keepe markets and fayꝛes. The people doth weare 
hoſe, and maketh good aecompt of Jewels, pꝛecious ſtones, of 
creſtes, a buſhes of feathers, to ſet them fooꝛth in the warres, they 
garniſhe cuerp thing with gold: wood is bꝛought to be lold to the 
market on mens ſhoulders: timber, booꝛdes, bꝛicke, lime, x ſtone, 
are vſuall merchandiſe. Thep) Carpenters, Maſons, x Potters, 
are very ſkilfull. There is no veſſell wought amongſt vs moꝛe 
artilicially than theyꝛs ts Medicinable hearbes are ſolde openly, 
They ble baths, the nation politike, gouerned in maner ofa com⸗ 
mon wealth , The whole etrcuit of this pꝛouince is. 90 leagues, 
full of townes, boꝛoughes, and villages, hils and dales moſt truit⸗ 
full, ⁊ well ſtoꝛed of good ſouldyers, in reſpecte of their enempes 
rounde about them. About one league of thts citie encamped Cor- 
teſius, t by his ſpials vnderſtanding the citizens not to miſtruſt oz 
feare any inuaſton, tooke the ſtrongeſt part therof by night:in the 
moꝛning came the beſt citizens to offer him all obedience, Corteſi- 
us than returning with the victoꝛie # victnals tu his campe, found 
it in a troubleſome mutinie fo2 the great diſtreſſes pe leut calas 
mies they thought them ſelues to be im lo far of from their owne 
countrp, in the midſt of their enemies This mutinte appeaſed he 
with good woods, comfoꝛtable reaſous,perſuading them their 


enemies to be weaker, the Zed i of the golpelbta be 
now 
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now in their hands, them ſelues to be Span iardes, who eſfecme 
not deach to wyn glo p: a moſt happy death that to be, where life 
is ſnent in the conqueſt of inftdelles and barbares, e to lye by the 
ſea lide idlely, that were to no purpoſe. Thus appeaſed he the re⸗ 
bellious myndes of his compaupons, and after. 20. dapes abode 
made in this pꝛouince. he led them into an other ſhire foz paſtures 
and riuers the molt commodious, fo2 habitation beſt in all that 
countrey. The pꝛincipall citie hath name Churultecal. as great, as 
faire, as Taſcalteca, and ſo gouerned, until the king ol Mexico ops 
pꝛeſſed it. Here was Corteſius recepued with ſonges, muſicall ins 
ſtruments, and trumpets, by the pꝛieſtes and childꝛen of the citie 
after their maner, æ wel feaſted. The end of all this mirth was an 
bpꝛoꝛe of the inhabiters agaynſt him, pꝛocured by the kyng of 
AMA exico, as it was ſuppoſed, whereof Corteſius hauing ſecrete in- 
telligence by a woman of Cempoal that folowed his Campe, ſum⸗ 
moned a parle with the beſte citizens of C burultecal, at his owne 
lodging. Thoſe citiʒ ens ficſt laid he faſt by the heles,# than ſpee⸗ 
dely with his armp, warned to be in a readineſſe foz that purpoſe. 
ſet vpon the decciptful Barbares of a ſoden, befoꝛe that they were 
thꝛoughly pꝛouided, and gaue them the ouerthꝛow. The pꝛince of 
Mexico acquitted him ſelfe of this vpꝛoʒe, pꝛoteſting by his Am⸗ 
baſſadoꝛs to erte, that his diſloyall ſubiectes the Cburultecals 
had bꝛuted that conſpiracie bnder his name to doe him iniurp, 
whom they world not willingly obeye. Pe ſent withall rich pꝛe⸗ 
ſentes, pzaping Corteſius to come to 7 hemiſtit an, pꝛomiſing him 
that he ſhould want nothyng there, notwithſtandyng the harde 
pꝛouiſion thereof in ſo barcen a place, altogeather in the water. 
To conducte Corteſius thpther, he ſent allo certapne Gentlemen 
foꝛ guydes, and other of his nobilitie to reccpue him as he came 
neare. To ſpeake of euery curteſte ſhewed him in this tourney, 
and to wꝛyte of euery place he paſſed, and particulerly to rehearſe 
euery dayes tournep, euerp hyll, towne, rpuer, houſe, and gar⸗ 
deyne, by the wap, would bzecd? ouermuche tedioulnelſe . In 
fewe, the Loꝛdes ofthe countrep, as he went, vſed him well, es 
ſpectallp in Guagucingo pꝛouince, and C/ ialcho ſhyze, the one 
whereof was violently oppꝛeſſed by the pꝛince of Mexico, the o⸗ 
ther willingly ſubiect vnto him. In the cold mountaynes he wan⸗ 
ted no wood, in che townes hee was pꝛouided foz, and his 
Nnn iii. com⸗ 
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companions who were of Cempoallens, Taſtaltecans, Chu 
rultecans,F Gazucinges, in mumber.4000,of Spantards not 
aboue.3 00. In this maner, Corteſius accompanycd #foiowed, 
came at the length! into a vale,bearing name Colua. wi erein be 
two meres, the one lalt water ol. 60. leagues in circuit, the other 
a freſhet. Part!p on the land, partly in the ſalt meere ſtandeth Iz- 
tapalapa a fapze towne, from whence to The miſtitan, che rope 

ail ſcat of Me> ico, the re lyeth a way on a fone wall, two —— 
length bꝛoad, built vp in che water by hand with infinite charges, 
the wall ſerueth allo fo} a bzidge, by this bꝛidge ſides ſtand thee 
fapꝛe toluncs, Meſicalcingo, Coluacan, VVichilabuſco. 

The firlt is ſuppoſed to haue. z ooo. houſes, the ſecond. 60co.the 
third. 4000. wel — 2 their Towers, x their Temples 
wherin they doe ſacrifice. In theſe townes great aboundaunce of 
ſalt is made, that ſerueth all ſuch as doe acknowledge the Pꝛince 
of Mexico fo their Loꝛd. Other be denied it, as of the Taſcal- 
tecans it was ſapde. This ſalte meere ryling docth flowe into 
the Freſhce, & as it ebbeth the Freſhet fallech into the lalt meere 
agayne. The freſte water may ſerue neuertheleſſe foz dꝛinke, the 
ſalte water becommeth not freſhe therewithall. The wall hath 
many dꝛaught bꝛidges foꝛ warfare,and ſluſes fo paſlage, where 
toll is payde vnto che kyng. Palke one league befoꝛe pou come to 
Themiſtitan, where the lyke bꝛidge oz cauſey from the lande 
ioynech wich the afoꝛeſayde wal, ſtandeth a ſtrong Caſtle, double 
walled about, with two ſtrong Towers, not poſſible to be con» 
quere d. To this place came a thouſande Gentlemen Courtiers 
fooꝛth of che citie to receyue Corteſius, all apparelled a lyke, fa- 
luting him one by one afier they) countrep maner, to wytte, tou⸗ 
chyng the ground with theyꝛ finger, and than kyſſyng it, in ſigne 
of reuerence. After all them came the kyng ol Mexico Monte- 
Zuma him ſelfe in the middle of the bꝛidge, accompanyed wich 
two hundꝛed ok his nobles, oꝛderly two and two, in better attyꝛe 
then the other afoꝛe ſapd, but all on their bare feete, though cuerp 
body in this countrey otherwile weareth ſhooes, The kyng as he 
went, leaued bpon the ſhoulders of two noble men, the one wher⸗ 
of was his bꝛocher: not that he needed any ſuch helpe, but foz that 
the kynges of Mexico are woont ſo to be honoured, as though 
they were holden bp by the ſtrength of theyꝛ uobilllit. 
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Theſe two noble men, Corteſius meeting with king Metee uma. 
and lyghtyng of his hozle to imbꝛace hym, dyd foꝛbyd bym to 
touche theyꝛ kyng, as an vnlawful action in that countrey: the 
reſt of the kynges company came o2derlp to ſalute Corteſtus, 
after theyꝛ mauer. Corte(1us pꝛeſented the kyng with a chayne 
of Bugle , ſet with ſome Diamondes and Nubies, ok no great 
value, but ſuch as pleaſed the kyng, who rewarded hym agayne 
with two other chapnes of gold, wzought in maner ofſea Crab⸗ 
bes, #Snails, & ſo returned into p citie with Corteſius againe, 
where he, lodgyng hym in the royal pallace, erected therein foꝛ 
bpm a tluone, and pꝛeſented hym the ſeconde tyme with other 
riche gyftes, and pꝛouiſion of all thynges neceſſary foz hym and 
his crapne, All the bzidge length, as he went wich the kyng, 
ſtoode on eche ſyde certayne great Temples, wherein were la; 
crificed ſlaues, and chyldꝛen paped foz tribute by kyng Metee⸗ 
zumaes baſſalles. Meere bnto Corteſius thꝛone kyng Me- 
tee zuma had his clothe of eſtate, where vnto the Spaniardes, 
befoze his nobles there aſſembled, he ſpake in this ſoꝛt. 

Noble and valiaunt men of armes in the feelde, and mercpfult 
Capitanes vnto ſuch as do yeelde them ſelues, pou are welcome | 
into this countrey, Df auncient tyme we haue hearde,and in our Ryng /Netn- , | 
old Chzonictes we do reade, that neyther J,noz any of this land, In roche Spa- 
be auncient inhabiters hereof,but aliens and fozrepners,bzought uyards. 
hyther by a great pꝛince, vnto whom we were al ſubiect. While 
this pꝛince, leauyng vs heere, went home agapne to ſee his coun⸗ 
trep, our foꝛefathers maried, had ilſue, buylded vp houles, and 
erected certayne cities, ſo that at his returne we neyther woulde 
go backe agayne with hym, noꝛ acknowledge himfoy our pꝛince 
any moze: CAhertoʒe we haue been euer ok opinion, that his po⸗ 
ſteritie woulde come to recouer this countrey, and make vs his 
ſubiectes againe. Conſpderyng then tbe place from whence you 
ſap that you do come, and that which you gyue vs to vnderſtand 
of pour great and myghtie loꝛde and kyng that ſent you hyther, 
we be thzoughly perſwaded that he is our true Lode, ſo muche 
the mote, fo2 that, as pou ſap,he hath long ſince knowen that we 
dwelt heere Aſſure pour ſelues therfoze, chat we wyll all yeelde 
bnto pou, and acknowledge you our loꝛdes, in his name that ſent 
you; in this wyll we not faple, we wpll nat decepue port, all mp 

domint⸗ 
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vomntons ſhall pon rule, fo2 all my ſabiectes ſhall obey, com 


maunde all chat we haue, fo2 you be nowe in pour owne p20 
umce and houſe . Be pe mery , and refreſhe your ſelues after 
yourlong trauaple and many laboures in the warres, 3 am not 
iguozant what hath happened bnto you all the way, J doubte 
nat but that the Campoales and Charultecanes haue ſaid euyl of me 


vnto pou, but J pzap you gene no credit vnto any mans woꝛdes 


concernyng nie, eſpeciallp vnto my enimies, ſome wherofhauing 
ben my ſubiectes, at pour commyng are gone from me, and do 
repoꝛt bntruethes of me, to purchale therewith pour fauour . J 
knowe that they beare pou in hande, that my ſeate, the furniture 


of my houſe, che very walles therof, are beaten golde. Further⸗ 
moꝛe, that Jam a God, that J fayne my ſelfe a God, and ſuche 


lyke topes: but pou lee all chynges here are made of lyme, ſtone, 
and earth , Do pon not lee that J am made of fleſhe and bone, 
moꝛtall, and cozpulent 4 you ſee they haue not ſayde the trueth. 
J haue in deede certayne place lefte me by my fozefathers, what 
ſoeuer J baue it hall be pours, diſpoſe thereof as pou thynke 
good , J wpll nowe departe to other of my houſes where J am 
woont to lye, J wpll ſee that nepther pou, no} pour trayne want 
any thyng: be ye of good cheare, be gladde, foꝛ you are in pour 
owne countrey, pou be in pour owne houſes. 

Corteſuus àunſweared in fewe, and to the purpoſe, eſpcctallp 
concernyng that poynte, the kyng of Spapne to be that pꝛince 
whom they looked foꝛ. After ſpxe dayes ſpent there iopfullp. 
xopſe was bꝛought to Corteſius of certaine murthers and iniuries 


offered vnto the Spanpardes in a towne of Mut er umaes domi⸗ 


nions, and that by Mut eeuma his conſent. This occaſion tooke 
he, thꝛoughly to byyng Muatee uma in ſubiection . And kyꝛſt 
he cauſedhpm to keepe that houſe wherein Cor:eſius lape, then co 
ſende foꝛ the male factoꝛs, whom Corteſius openly executed, by 
whoſe confeſſion Autee uma founde gyltie, was fo2 a tyme (et 
by the heeles, but delpuered agayne by and by, conkeſſyng his 
faulte, ano pzompſpng all lopaltic and dewtie, choſe rather to res 
mapne a trew ſubiect in Corteſſus palace, then to lyue abzode at 
libertie like a kyng, as in effect he ſhewed, both in ſendyng abꝛod 


commiſſion co diſconer the golde mpnes thꝛoughout all his do · 


mintons at Corteſus motion , in geatherpng togeather great 
| ſummes 


ſummes of golde andtreaſurecobe pzeſented bnto che Spanyſhe

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kyng, in geuyng both counſaple, and the meanes home to con- 


quer crftelte pꝛince C acamogin, Mute eumaes ba ſſall, refuſpng 


all obedience vnto the Spanpardes, finally in a publike aſſem⸗ 


bly , exhoꝛtyng all his nobles to acknowledge the kyng ol 


Spaine fo they ſoueraigne Lozde,and to peelde vnts hym that 


obedience and ta his name, to Corteſius that duetie, whiche he 


hym lelle was woont to looke foꝝ at theyꝛ handeg. The p2oceſle 
was witten by publike notaries, eonfyꝛmed by the nobles, and 
a copie thereof delpnered vnto Corteſus , Mexico pꝛouince. 
enupzonned about with hygh and Alpyſhe mountapnes, ſtan⸗ 


deth in a plapne countrey in circuit. 70. leagues, about the 


greateſt part whereof are two eres, the one ok lalt water, the 
other offreſhe . The two lakes go one into the other at a ſtreict, 
cauſed by litle hylles that runne ampd all the foꝛeſayde playne. 
This ſtreict is paſſed by boate out ofthe one lake into the other, 
to all the townes ſtandyng on either ſyde of the afozefapd lakes. 


Our Indyſhe wyters name the boates Capea, the Indians call 
them Aecaler, troughes as it were, all of one peece. J haue 


trauepled in the lyke vpon the ryuer Sone, in the edge of France, 
neere hygh Burg undie. In the mydſt of the ſalte Pere, two 
leagues euery way from the lande, ſtandech that ryche and wel⸗ 
thy citie Temixtitan 82 7:bemiſtitan, no lefle in quantitie then 


Giulia, oꝛ Corduba in Spayne. Fran the land, vnto it lye foure 


wayes,02 walles built vp out of the watec two Speares length 


-bzode, commodioully fo2 ſuche as trapuaple thyther by lande, 
with ſundꝛye dꝛaught bꝛydges by the wap, to cut of imiafions it 


-neede were. Dfthele foure-wapes,one was that, where Corteſs- 


u met with kyng Mutee uma. In one of thele walles 02 bud- 


ges, freſhe water is bꝛoüght from the lande into the citit by tun 
gutters, no leſſe in quantitie then hoggecheades: the one thereof 
ſerueth when p other is either ſtopped, oꝛ muſty. The ſtreats ate 
ſtreight, many in number, built much after che maner of Uenice, 


doth to go by lande and by water. The bꝛydges ouer the water 


inthis citie be made of woodde, of ſuche bꝛeadth that tenne may 
paſſe ouer them togeather, ſo many in mumber, that it were a 
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and plealure. Fozevery ſpeciall kynde ol merchaundies, is aps

The tree is planted under the bowes ofſome other 
fo: defence, vntyl it be growen ſtrong, hable to abyde the heate of 
the Sunne., chen is the fenſe tree cut downe, and that let to con;

trep . Steele and Iron chey want, in ſteede whereof they ble to 
make then inſtrumentes of a kynde of harde ſtone, wherewith 
they woozke golde, lyluer, copper, bꝛaſſe, exellentiy wet in what 


fourme vꝛ ſhape ſo euer they lyſte. You tan not ſhewe them anx 


kynde ofchpng, but they wyll dꝛawe it, and ſet it out moſt lyuely 
in metall, ſo cunnyng artiftcers they be. To the markets all 
thinges are bꝛought, epther by water in Canoaes, oz on ſlaues 
backes. There ſtandech a goodlp palace in the market plate 
foz uidgement . There be relpdentalwayes.x. oz. xii. graue ſe⸗ 
natoꝛs, ta ſee good ozderkept in that ſtreate, to decide controuer- 
ies happenyng there, to punyſhe offenders . Other ſee what is 
to be ſolde in che market, and what meaſure is made Many 


goꝛgeous temples be in this citie. many goodly towers bupylte 


where noble men haue ben burped, with gallant chappeſles' to 
them Idolles, many pꝛinceiy palaces, fo2 that all the nobilitte 
of that countrep lyech ſome parte of the peere in che citie, and the 
belt citizens great ryche men. The good oꝛder and policie in ſo 
barbarous a nation, is wonderfull to beholde Concernyng their 
abhominable Idolatry, C orteſusis woꝛthy of great commendati⸗ 
on, for the thzowpng downe the Jdoles where he came, beyng a 
ſtranger, though the pꝛinces of that pꝛotunce and Metee uma als 


ſo tooke it not well, pꝛincipally in the palace, perſuadyng them 


that it was not ſeemely fo2 a kyng to wozſhyppe that * a

knaue 02 llaue ok his had made. Euery noble man hath, beſpdes 


the palaces in the citie, his caſtle, ſouldiers, tecepuers, & other 
officers in the countrey: andneere the court gallant houſes foz 


recreation, with pleaſaunt gardens, oꝛchardes, pondes, other The Courtiers, | 


thelyke delightes. The noble men and Gentlemen of this couns 


trey, can not be fewe in number, whereas dayly the court is furs 


niſhed with fpte hundzed poung gentlemen, beſpdes the multi⸗

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titude of ſerupng men that attende on them; And the faſhion in 


thts countrey is of all the nobilitie, co ſende thep) ſonnes fo2 edu- 
cation ſake vnto the Court,although many of them dwel an hun- 
dꝛed and fpftie, oꝛ two hundzed leagues of. So large q ſo mygh⸗ 
tie it the kvngdome of Mexico, pet ſo well gouerned, the kyng 
ſo duetyfully obeyed of all his ſubtectes, aſwel abſent as pꝛeſent, 
eche ſhyꝛe peeldyng and duelp paying vnto hym the commodi⸗ 
ties therof,accozding to theyꝛ cuſtome, that Corteſius thinketh no 
pꝛince in the woꝛld to be moꝛe feared # reuerenced of his people. 
The kyng hath ſundꝛy goodly pallaces, and in them many ryche 
and coſtly oꝛnamentes, of golde, of ſyluer, of feathers, ſo artifi⸗ 
cially wought, that neyther any ſoꝛt of needle wozke, no} kynde 
of picture, may ſeeme to make the lyke ſhewe. Among the reſk, 


thꝛee ſpectalhoules of recreation the kyng hath in his palace, In 


one of them are a number of mouſtrous and defourmed perſons, 
dwarfes, crookebackes, ſyngyng men by nature, twoo headed 
monſters, and others, with theyꝛ keepers, The ſecond houſe is 
ſo large, that in it commodiouſly two kynges may be reſident, 


The place is ſet fooꝛth with many Alabaſter Marble pyller s, 


ten goodly pondes therin, well ſtoꝛed wich kyſhe, and foule, ofal 
ſoꝛtes that epther do lyue in the water, oꝛ on the lande, with their 
keepers, and diucrlities of meates foʒ theyꝛ diuers natures . In 
this place kept he alſo poung chyldꝛen, that had whyte heades, +

were offayze complexion, alwel boyes as gyꝛles. The thyꝛde 


houle ſerued fo2 Lions, Tygers, Wolues, Foxes, and other the 
Iyke wylde beaſtes, eche ſoꝛt in theyꝛ ſeueral dennes. The leaſt of 
theſe thꝛte houſes is fo well buylt, that the kyng at his pleaſure 
map lodge therein, with all his court. The pꝛince is thus ſer⸗ 
ued. Fyue hundꝛed gentlemen at the leaſt, with theyꝛ folowers, 
gpue attendaunce at the court al the day long, though they come 
not alwapes in che kynges ſyght. Theſe gentlemen ſyt downe 
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T0 n the kyng ſptteth, and do fare as well as he, theie 
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folowers haue thep) reuerſion . The buttrep, cellar, pantry, 
and other offices neuer ſhut, come in who wyll, meate # dꝛynke 
he can not mant. The hall wherein the kyng dyneth, is matted 
vnder foote, his meate is bꝛougbt vp by. 300. poung men pen⸗ 
ſioners, fleſhe, fpſhe, fruites, ſalates of all ſoztes vppon chafſpng 

dyſhes in the wynter to keepe the meates warme. Theſe way⸗ 

ters neuer come neere the booꝛd, foꝛ the kyng ſptceth on a leather 
cuſhyng artilicially wꝛought, at a table raylled about, within the 
pꝛecincte whereof ſtandeth his Sewer, to ſet hym dawne choſe 
meates he lyketh of beſt. At his ryght hande ſpre olde men ſyr 
downe, buto whom the kyng hym (elfe carueth. The kyng waſhs 
eth befoze-meate and after, he is lerued in earthen dylhes, his 
cuppes be ofthe ſame mettall:he ſhykteth hym ſelfe koure tymes 
a dape. Ahatſoeuer he hath once vſed, be it apparell. napery, oz 
any other kpnde of houſholde ſtuffe, it is ueuer bꝛought hym any 
moꝛe to ble, but beſtowed by hym vpon his ſeruauntes o2 frendes 
at conuenient tymes. Foꝛ honour ſake eche one commech iato 
the palace barefoote, in moſt humble wple they come befoze the 
king, when they are called, bowing downe them heads, they eies 
to che ground. It were great pꝛeſumption to looke the king in the 
face when he talkech with any of them. A man would thynke they 
were all dombe in the pꝛeſence ofthe kyng, ſuche is they? lence, 
No man dare tarne his backe to the kyng, but departyng from 
hym eche one goech backewarde. Mo man dare go out of his 
place when the kyng paſleth by. At his gopng abꝛode he is fo⸗ 
lowed with a great troupe of his nobles and gentelmen, and hach 
thꝛee rods boꝛne befoze hym, one whereofhe taketh in his owne 
hand when he commeth fooꝛch out ok his lytter, wherin common⸗ 
ly he is carped abzode . In concluſton no heathen pꝛince hath ſo 
many cerimonies as this kyng of Mexico. Quietly in this citte 
from the. 8. of September the peere of our loꝛde . 1520. vntyll 
Pate folowing,remapned Corteſius with al honour, enioping his 
pictozye, and rulyng lo myghty a kyngdome canquered by hym, 
with al pꝛoſperitie. Ahen / elaſque a Spanparde, then Ltcuece- 
naunt of cuba, that euer enuted at his good hap, ſent Naruaeza a 
luſty young captapne with eyghtene ſaple wel appointed to com⸗ 
maund Certeſus out of Mexico, andto geue ouer the rule of that 
countrey, 


of Mexico; 
rountrey,which he him ſelfe had papnefully conquered vnto their 
pleaſure, by foxged patents from the Spanyſhe kyng, Muche at 
mazed at the fyꝛſt was Cort eſius with this tydinges, conſioeryng 
chat ifhe went agaynſt Naruaez, the Mexicanes not pet thzoughs 
ly bꝛought in ſubiection might in the meane time reuolte :againe 
if he ſtaied, Naruae might put his conqueſt in ioperdy, violently 
facing p countrey euerpwhere as he came. The matter was thos 
rowly knowen ta the barbares of 7 bemiſtit«1, The king himlelfe 
had bzought hym by his vaſlalles, paynted in a table, che ſhips, 
theyꝛ number, artillarye, hoꝛſemen and lootemen landed. In the 
ende Corteſius reſolued hym lelfe to go agaynſt Naruaez, AVher⸗ 
foe leauyng at 7 hemiſtit an a Garryſon of @paniardes, the whi⸗ 
che he hyghly commended vnto Mute uma, marched foxward 
with. 170 footemen, ſendyng other. 80. that way befoze hym. 
Neruaeæ lykewyſe came on agaynſt Corteſius, and had nowe tas 
ken Cempoal, and ſtyꝛred bp agaynſt hym thoſe citizens, Corteſins 
hauyng intelligence of Neruaeæ certayne beyng there in an hygh 
towne garded with. 800. ſouldiers, and. 19. Canons ſet at the 
ſteyze foote, thynkyng neuertheleſſe nothyng at all of his com⸗ 
myng, ſet bppon Nvruae with .250, men, and there tooke hym 
on Aitſunday night, the reſt of his company pelded them ſelues. 
In the meane while the citizens of 7hemiſtitan reuolted againſt 
they pꝛince and the Spanyſhe gouernement, as by ameſſenger 
diſpatched thither from Cempoal to declare Corteſius good hap and 
Naruaes impꝛiſoment, it was vnderſkoode . The caſtle of The- 
miſtitan beſieged, in many places ſet a fpꝛe and vndermpned, the 
Spanyſhe Garryſon to be in great ieopardye, the ſſpe 
boates they made , burnt , the meſſenger him ſelfe gree⸗ 
uouſly wounded „ Muteezuma the kyng onely to fauoure 
them, and hym nowe ſcarſely obeyed, che nobles to choole death 
rather then co obey ſuche geaſtes,that keepe theyꝛ kyng lyke a 
warde, that diſpoſſeſſe them of their owne citie, that meyntayne 
therin they eni mies the [ aſcaltecans F Guaguingoes, euen bekoze 
they? face at theyꝛ owne charges, to deſpight them, that denoure 
theyꝛ vittaplles harde to come by in that citie ſo ſituated in the 
water, that iniurie them, that lap on tributes. that by hooke au d 
by crooke make away from them whatſoeuer good there is to le 
had, that bzcake downe they? Jdolles, and ſuppꝛeſſe they2 aum 
tient rytes and cerimonies.

The Conqueſt 

Corteſius theretoꝛe ſpeedily with. 70. hozſes and fpue hundꝛed 
foocemen, and as muche artillery as he could, returnech againe 
to Them iſtitan, whyther he came about mydlommer daye . At 
Corteſius entrie into the citie agayne, the Spanpardes,thzoughlp 
beaten by the Barbares with dartes and ſtones from hygh pine⸗ 
apple trees, æ an hygh tower that was neere, began to take hart, 
and to hope fo2 good happe after they2 great troubles . The 
Barbares lykewyſe vnderſtandyng of Corteſius commyng, grew 
to be moze cruel and fyꝛce. with hozrible cryes, ſhootyng of 
thepꝛ arrowes, and thꝛowyng an infintte number of dartes and 
ſtones, fo2 the company of them was innumerable, that the apze 
ſeemed darke and cloudie therewith, Corteſss [ent out a captaine 
with two hundzed to relcue the Spanpardes in the palace. This 
captayne ſlue many of the Barbares, but the multitude was ſo 
great that he dyd litle good. Foure ok his ſouldpers were ſlapne, 
he hym ſclfe, greeuouſely wounded, had much a do to retyꝛe as 
gapne . Corteſius (et vppon them at an other ſyde, litle harme 
dyd he them likewyſe, foꝛ that as ſone as the Barbares had ſpent 
thepꝛ dartes and ſtones, eche one gat vp into the turrette of his 
houſe to ſaue hym lelfe. The kyght helde on kyꝛcely a good while. 
Corteſius was foꝛced in the ende to retyꝛe with ſome daunger, 
and loſſe of many of his ſoldters , The whiche thyng when the 
Barbares had clpied, they begane to geue a newe aſlalte on es 
uery ſyde of the palace, to fp2e the gates, and ſtoutely to cone 
tinue batterye, fyghtyng even vppon thepꝛ felowes dead cars 
caſſes, and wyſhyng with them rather co be ſlapne, then to lyue 
in bondage vnder the Spanpardes . Thus ſpent they in armes 
the whole daye, peeldyng a newe ſupply of men (the multitude 
was ſo great) foure tymes an houre, and rapſpng clamoꝛs all 
the nyght long to the Spanpardes great annop, that then coulde 
take no reſt after they papnefull and daungerous conflycte the 
daye tyme, fewe in number, kyghtyng krom moznyng to nyghe 
without intermillion, and. 80. of theyz companye wounded, 
The next dap the Barbares ſet vppon che Spanpardes agapne. 
Corteſius planteth .xtit. feelde peeces, and furnyſheth his vans 
garde with harquebuzters and archers, but they? enimies lo litle 
eſteemed death, that ſeyng at one ſhoot a dozen ol theyꝛ fe⸗ 
{owes toꝛne in peeces, all feare (et a ſpde, they ſupplyed ſtyll the 
bopde

bopde places. The day folowyng, the Spanyardes wanting bic- 
tuals, ilſued out in open feelde: they flue many Barbares, they os 
uerthzew the houſes neare þ pallace, they tooke certaine dꝛaughe 
bzidges,but at night they returned with their Generall and 50. of 
their company wounded, as hungry as they went fooꝛth. Wheres 


foze they cauſed warlike engines to be made of booꝛds, in fourme 


of a foureſquare houſe, going on wheeles, placing in ech one ther⸗ 
of. 20. ſhot, whom manp taſcall ſouldiers folowed with pikeaxes 
and hatchets, to do harme that way in deſtroping their buildings: 


but ſtones c dartes came ſo mightily & lo thicke about che Spas 
niardes eares, that ſuch as went thus fooꝛth, were faine to creepe 
home againe out o their engines toꝛne in peeces:they that taried 
at home could not once looke out but they were domaged. Ryng 
Mutee uma, deſirous to diſſuade his citizens from the aſlalr,ſhe- 
wyng him ſelfe vnto them out of the Pallace, had a blowe with a 
ſtone, whereok in thꝛee dayes he dyed. This Pꝛince was of a ve⸗ 
ry good nature, wyſe, and very patient, his body the Spantardes 
lefte vnto the Mexicans to bury, fo2 that they them ſelues had lit⸗ 
tle other leaſure then to thinke how to laue their liues, rather than 
to bury the dead. 


The next day the nobles ofthe countrey came to a parle with a Parle. 


Corteſius, at the ſame place where Muteezumatooke his deaths 
wound. Corteſius exhoꝛted them to peace,otherwile thzeatning the 
btter decay c ruine of that their ſo famous and noble a citie, wich 
pꝛoteſtation of ptette on chem whom once he had taken to be his 
kriendes, pꝛomiling pardon fo2 that which was done, and ſettyng 
downe what befelvnto other nations that refuſed his friendſhyp. 
The Mexicans making [mall accompte of his woozdes, anl we⸗ 
red, chat they tooke him fo2 no friend, but foꝛ their enemy, that he 
ſhould depart with all his trapne out of their countrey ifhe would 
haue peace, other wile they woulde ſo long continue theyꝛ ſiege, 
vntill by foxce they had dꝛyuen him out, though fo2 euery Spany⸗ 
arde ſlayne, there dyed a thouſande Mexicans, fot his frieudſhyp 
thep cared not, pardon they aſl ked not, moſt willingly they would 
all dye, ſo that they might deltuer their po keritie from the Spas 
nylhe tyꝛanny. | | 
- Cherefoze Corteſius, waying with him ſelfe the great daunger 
that pꝛeſently might enſue faz want of victualles ik he ſtayed, the 
Doo.t, Mex-

Mexicans continuing their aſſalte, foꝛ perill to be ſtopped at the 
dꝛaught bꝛidges ifhe departed , ſomuche the moze fo that theſe 
Barbares were not ignoꝛant of.70.thouland ducates heaped vp 
togeather by him in that pꝛouince: ſet vppon them the ſeconde 
tyme with the afozeſayde engines, but all in vapne . So ſtoutly 
their enempes defended them ſelues, and ſo fiercely they reſiſted 
the aſlalte gitien , Chiefly che Spantardes courage appeared in 
winnyng ofa certapne Tower that alwayes commaunded them,. 
nexte in the ruine of ſuch houſes as fo2 the nearenes thereof bꝛed 
them great incombꝛance and perill. After many woundes recep⸗ 
ued, and great laughter done on both lides, the pꝛincipal citizens, 
counterfectyng a concluſion of peace, pꝛompled obedience vnto 
Corteſius, ſo that al deedes pal myght be foꝛgotten. Corteſius ly⸗ 
kyng will thereof, at their requeſt ſec free a pꝛieſt he had of theirs 

in p2iſon, to deale betwyrt them, and thꝛoughly perſuaded that no 
guple was ment, withdꝛe w his company from kirmiſhing. But 
he was no ſooner ſet downe to dynner, alter his reſtleſſe aff licti⸗ 
ons and continuall labours, but the Aſexicans tooke the towne 
bꝛidges, and boyded the trenches, which Corte ius foꝛ paſſage had 
cauſed to be füled vp. ꝛeſently therefoze he ruſhed out amongſt 
them agapne with his hoꝛſenien, but the iourney went ſo hardly 
with the Spanyardes, that Cortes wounded in the head was 
ſcarſly able to rety2e agayne, many ef his company were llapne, 
ſuch as eſcaped were not able to continue in the fielde any longer, 


wearped with blowes, woꝛne out with hunger. Jt remapned ons 


lp, that now they epthcr pꝛeſently muſt peryſhe, oꝛ els depart out

certapne ofthe Mexican nobles cantiues, charging the Spanyſh 
kyng his officers with the fifch part o his treaſure, and takyng 
the reſidue thereof with him. But the Barbares hauyng intelli⸗ 
gence thereot, oppꝛeſſed them in the wap, tooke they? goods, flue 
many of the Spaniards, and with them their captiues:if happely 
any eſcaped, (hey were ſuch as marched in the midſt, fo2 both the 
vangarde and rere ward were altogeather diſcomfited and loſt, to 
the humber of, 150 Spanpardes 42. hoꝛzſcs. 2000 T aſcalte- 
cass, and Gnazutings,that apded them. Thus paynefullp,with 
great daunger end no lelle griete,Corteſins lefte 7 * 
led

fued by his enempes that folowed him, nothyng holpen by the 
way as he repay2ed home, refreſhyng his Campe with a dead 
hoꝛle, after fyue dapes ſpent with the toode of parched cone, and 
that in ſinall quantitie befoze he came to Taſcalteca. 

The Laſcaltecans curtuoully entertepned him and his, with 
whom he made his abode. 20. dayes, to refreſche his wearped ar⸗ 
mp : that done, he conquered other cities in that pꝛouince, eyther 
enempes vnto the 7 aſcaltecans, as Tepeaca, where he buplte fo 
lafetie of paſſage Segura Ia Frontera: oz ſuche as fo? feare of the 
Mexicans had not yeclded them ſelues befoze,to wyt, Guaccac hi- 
ulla, [2 Zuc a, ànd other pꝛincipall townes therabout, Finallp, be 
ſendeth foꝛ hozſemen and ſhot out of the lande Hiſpanis/a, wyn⸗ 
neth many Barbares fauour & aſſiſtance agapult the Mexicans, 
maketh pꝛouiſion of. I 3. flye Boates, to annope by water the citi⸗ 
ʒens of [ hemiſtitan. Meteezumaes, Nepheu, CatamaZinus, the 
new kyng of Mexico, fearpng on the other ſyde the Spanpardes 
returne, and ſceing many of his lubiectes to fall from him, wan⸗ 
teth not in any wyſe to let all thinges in a readineſle foꝛ warres, 
eſpecially pykes, to annoye the hoꝛſemen, whom they moſt dzea- 


ded. Eightiene leagues from 7aſca/tecatowardes 7 Hhemiſtitan, Conteſſus re- 
turneth to the

Such was the hatred of the 
T aſcaltecans and Guazuzings agapnit the Mexicans, that they 
carried the tymber vypon they? ſhou:ders from T aſcaltecato Ta- 
Zuco, without any grudging, koꝛ the pꝛauilion afozeſapde. From 
T azuc9 Cortiſius cut a paſſage into the ſalte Mere of Mexico, ta 
bꝛyng his flye Boates to the ſiege of TVemiſtitan: this trenche, 
thꝛee Englyche myles long, and foure fathome deepe, was finys 
ſhed by. Soo d. pyoners of that countrey in fyktie dapes. This na⸗ 
up annoped very muche the citizens, in deſtroying they? ſculles 
and troughes, and (topping their paſſage from place to place, be⸗ 
ſydes the aſlalie giuen therewith to the towne it ſelfe . Corte/us 
armp, euer as it came, deũtayed all ſuche places by the way, that 
tither perlecuted hun fleeing away befoze,o2 pꝛeſently might dos 
mage his returne. wy 
The citie he belieged in th2ee places at once, after that hee had 
cutte of all the freſhe water conductes, and taken the wayes 
Di ii. and

and bꝛidges, and ſtopped all pafſage fo2 any enemp of his into 
the towne ;the number ok his ſouldiers amounted vnto. 1 20000. 
foꝛ out of all the countrep about, the Barbares came with Corte- 
ſ-us,ſome to; libertie, ſome fo2 friendſhyp, ſome fo2 hope of gaine. 
The ſiege laſted neuertheleſle ten weekes, in the ende whereof 
with continuall battry the citie defaced, and mote than 1005co, 
citizens wozne out partly in fight, and partly waſted with miſery 
and hunger, C orteſius tooke theyꝛ new kyng pꝛiuely walkyng in 
a ſecret comer of the lake, and ſubdued thꝛoughly with him the ci⸗ 
tie 7 Hemiſtitan. 14.town:s by the lake ſyde, x all the Mexican re- 
alme and pꝛouince, vnto the Dpanythe crowne, in the iuriſdiction 


whcreof it doeth pꝛelently remapne. The ſpople ofthe citie, in vas 
lue great, Corteſius diuided amongſt the Spanyſhe ſouldpers, res 


ſeruyng the fpfth parte therof,and certayne fine feather woozkes, 


the whiche he ſent into Z«rope, to be pꝛeſented buto Charles the 


fyfch kyng of Spayne, and Emperour,than in Germanie. 
ho lyſteth to ſee this hyſtoꝛie moe at large, map reade 
Corteſius Nautgations,and Frauncis Lopez woonke thereof wiits 
ten in the Spanyſhe tongue, made not long ſince Italian by Lu- 
cius M aurus, and if J be not decepued, nowe a doyng into Eng⸗ 
lyſhe. An abzidgement thereof J pꝛomyſed, oꝛ a commentary, as 


Ceæ ſar termeth ſuche kynde of wꝛytynges, to gyue other men oc⸗ 
caſton to ſet fooꝛth at large thoſe thinges by leaſure, which bꝛiefly 


are noted and ſignified in fewe vnto ſome, that willingly woulde 
not be altogeather ignoꝛant thereof, no pet ſtande to long in any 
ſuch diſcourſes. To let downe particulerly eche Spanvarde and 
Poꝛtugale his doynges in theſe new dilcouered landes, to dzawe

and conqueſtes, to deſcribe the cities raled, the townes erecte., to 
poynte out the Capitaynts perſonages, to ſhewe they traueyles 
and good hap, it would requyze an other Homere, an other 7 hu-

- rour to ſet ſtudents a woozke, as Iuſtinian dyd his lawe geathe⸗
